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One  day  six  or  seven  years  ago,  while  we  were  in  the  middle  of  a game  of  fives, 
the  headmaster  of  the  Bury  Grammar  school,  the  Rev.  Arthur  Callis,  said  to  me. 
Will  you  print  our  school  list  right  from  the  very  beginning  till  now? 

Certainly,  said  I,  as  soon  as  I had  sent  him  a ball  which  he  could  not  get  up,  and 
so  could  attend  to  the  matter;  Certainly;  where  is  your  list  ? 

Oh,  says  he,  we  have  not  got  one  ; you  must  make  it ! ! ! 

Now  it  is  very  easy  to  make  a list  of  boys  when  you  have  got  them  all  standing 
in  a row  before  you ; you  grim  with  Greek  and  grammar ; they  book  in  hand,  ball  at 
heart,  bounding  like  the  ball  they  go  bounding  after,  pursuing  the  ball,  pursued  by 
the  book  and  the  cane.  But  when  the  school  term  is  over  and  they  have  gone 
home  for  a few  months  in  order  to  get  a little  less  cane,  a little  less  book  and  a 
little  more  ball  ; more  than  that,  when  school  days  are  over  and  they  are  gone  out 
into  the  world  to  do  the  work  for  which  cane  and  book  and  ball  have  fitted  them  ; 
more  even  than  that,  when  that  work  has  been  done,  well  done  or  ill  done  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  life  is  over  and  they  lie  here  or  there  or  you  know  not  where,  with  only 
a stone  (if  that)  to  tell  their  name  and  date  ; more  even  than  that,  when  a century  or 
two  has  passed  over  that  stone,  and  time,  weather,  traffick,  church  restoration,  organ, 
one  thing  or  another,  has  worn  or  wiped  or  blotted  it  out,  so  that  you  cannot  read 
what  was  written  upon  it;  when  all  that  has  come  about,  then  it  is  rather  late  in  the 
day  for  the  headmaster  to  come  up  and  say  in  a headmasterly  tone  of  voice.  Make  me 
a list  of  them.  He  should  have  said  it  before.  Elizabethan  boys  should  have  been 
listed  in  the  days  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ; Queen  Anne’s  boys  should  have  been  listed 
in  the  days  of  Queen  Anne  ; and  so  on.  They  should  not  all  have  been  left  unlisted 
till  the  latter  days  of  Queen  Victoria. 

However,  thinking  that  I need  not  do  it  at  once,  but  that  I might  put  him  off 
first  with  one  excuse  and  then  with  another,  and  that  perhaps  in  the  meantime  the 
end  of  the  world  might  come  and  I might  get  off  altogether,  I said  I would  do  it. 
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Four  or  five  years  have  gone  by  ; I have  put  him  ofif  first  with  one  excuse  and 
then  with  another,  I can  think  of  no  more  excuses,  the  end  of  the  world  does  not 
come,  and  so  nothing  is  left  but  for  me  to  sit  me  down  and  do  it. 

Another  year  and  a half  has  gone  by,  and  now  I have  sat  me  down  and  done  it, 
and  here  it  is. 

Before  the  long  paper  procession  of  boys  begins  to  march,  a few  things  may  be 
pointed  out. 


I.  THE  ORDER  OF  THIS  LIST. 

It  is  in  alphabetical  order.  We  do  not  live  and  be  caned  and  die  in  alphabetical 
order,  and  so  Edwardian,  Elizabethan,  Jacobean,  Georgian,  Victorian,  boys  are  all 
mixed  up  together.  They  meet  on  the  same  page  who  never  met  in  the  same  game 
nor  kicked  each  others  shins  under  the  same  desk.  Alphabetical  order  has  its 
conveniences  but  it  is  not  really  the  right  order  for  a long  school  list.  The  right  order 
is  chronological,  so  that  you  can  see  at  a glance  who  were  at  school  together  and  who 
kicked  who.  My  excuse  for  making  the  list  alphabetical  is  that  in  some  years  so 
many  boys  are  absent  altogether,  and  I did  not  always  know  within  a few  years  when 
some  of  them  were  there.  The  only  thing  chronological  in  this  list  is  the  arrangement 
of  boys  of  the  same  surname.  Christian  names  are  not  in  alphabetical  order. 

II.  THE  IMPERFECTION  OF  THIS  LIST. 

It  covers  three  hundred  and  fifty  years.  I calculate  that  the  average  number  of 
boys  at  the  school  at  any  moment  during  that  time  would  be  about  90.  If  each  boy 
stayed  on  an  average  three  years,  then  the  number  of  boys  who  have  passed  through 
the  school  between  Edward  VI  and  Edward  VII  will  be  rather  more  than  10,000. 
But  in  this  list  I have  only  got  about  3650. 

I do  not  blame  myself  for  this  imperfection.  I believe  I have  scraped  together 
as  many  names  as  possible,  perhaps  rather  more.  Perhaps  some  day  there  may  be 
discovered  in  a garret  some  old  school  lists  and  admission  books  of  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  centuries.  And  then  this  imperfection  will  be  made  less.  But  unless 
that  happens  I do  not  see  how  it  will  be  possible  to  add  many  names  to  these  which 
I have  scraped  together.  A few  elderly  people  may  be  found  who  could  tell  you 
that  they  have  heard  that  their  father  or  grandfather  went  to  Bury  school.  I have 
met  with  some  and  cannot  pretend  to  have  met  with  all.  A few  family  papers  may 
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exist,  diaries  or  letters  or  accounts,  which  will  show  that  this  or  that  boy  went  to  Bury 
school.  I have  got  a few  names  from  such  sources  and  cannot  pretend  to  have  got 
them  all.  A few  memoirs,  diaries  or  autobiographies,  may  have  been  published 
which  would  add  a few  names.  But  I do  not  think  that  all  those  sources  combined 
will  ever  add  anything  like  fifty  names ; and  for  other  sources  I can  think  of  none. 

III.  THE  SOURCES  OF  THIS  LIST. 

As  this  list  is  not  a copy  of  an  official  school  list,  because  such  a thing  does  not 
exist  except  for  certain  years,  anybody  may  reasonably  want  to  know  what  are  the 
sources  of  it,  and  how  much  may  they  rely  on  its  truthfulness  So  I will  point  out 
exactly  what  the  sources  are,  and  how  they  can  tell  whence  any  particular  name  has 
been  got.  I will  divide  the  sources  into  two  classes  : (A).  The  existing  school  lists. 
(B).  Miscellaneous  sources. 

(A).  These  are  the  existing  school  lists. 

(1) .  A school  list  in  school  order,  not  dated  but  evidently  for  the  year  1650,  as 
one  can  gather  from  the  Governors  who  are  named  in  it.  It  contains  34  boys,  of 
whom  22  are  Royalists  and  12  are  Foreigners.  It  gives  surname  and  Christian  name, 
but  no  other  particulars.  I have  printed  it  in  the  Appendix. 

(2) .  A school  list  in  school  order  for  the  year  1656,  containing  86  boys.  It 
gives  full  names  with  father’s  name  and  home.  I have  printed  it  in  the  Appendix. 

(3) .  A school  list  made  out  at  Midsummer  1713.  It  contains  95  names,  bare 
surnames  and  nothing  more,  of  whom  54  are  Royalists  and  41  are  Foreigners.  I 
have  printed  it  in  the  Appendix. 

(4) .  A MS.  volume  containing  all  the  admissions  to  the  school,  year  by  year, 
from  Midsummer  1730  to  the  end  of  1753.  It  contains  473  names  in  full,  with 
father’s  name  and  home.  Of  these,  137  are  Royalists,  336  are  Foreigners.  I have 
printed  it  in  the  Appendix. 

(5.)  A volume  containing  a school  list  in  school  order  for  every  year  from  1817 
to  1887  inclusive.  These  lists  were  made  out  at  each  Whitsuntide,  and  at  first  were 
entered  yearly  in  the  Governors’  minute  book.  They  contain  bare  surnames  and 
nothing  more.  The  lists  for  1823  and  1824  are  missing.  This  volume  also  contains 
a yearly  list  of  admissions  beginning  in  1829.  Only  bare  surnames  are  given.  I 
have  printed  in  the  Appendix  the  annual  lists  from  1817  to  1828. 

(B.)  These  are  the  miscellaneous  sources  from  which  1 have  scraped  together 
boy.s’  names. 
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From  the  earliest  days  it  seems  to  have  been  the  custom  for  old  scholars  to  give 
books  to  the  school  library,  sometimes  on  leaving,  sometimes  years  afterwards.  There 
is  a fine  manuscript  catalogue  of  the  books,  with  donors  names,  begun  by  Dr.  Leeds 
in  1673  and  kept  up  till  about  1750.  Since  then  the  catalogue  has  not  been  kept  up 
though  books  continue  to  be  given.  From  this  catalogue  and  fioin  the  inscriptions 
in  the  books  tbemsclves  I have  got  a certain  number  of  boys  names,  which  I should 
not  otherwise  have  had.  Sometimes  the  donor  is  said  to  be  olim  alumnus,  but 
not  always.  When  this  is  not  stated  one  cannot  be  absolutely  certain  that  he  was 
one. 

There  are  two  large  manuscript  volumes  containing  the  minutes  of  every  meeting 
of  Governors  from  1589  to  1830.  A few  boys  chance  to  be  named  in  these  volumes, 
but  only  a few. 

In  1690  Dr.  Leeds,  headmaster  1663—1707,  published  a volume  of  which  the 
translated  title  is,  A method  of  teaching  Greek.  In  the  dedication  he  names  89  surnames 
of  his  old  scholars,  any  of  which  surnames  may  represent  more  than  one  boy.  Of 
these  he  puts  72  under  Suffolk,  5 under  York,  3 under  Durham,  3 under  Northumber- 
land, and  6 have  no  county  given  them.  His  Suffolk  seems  to  include  Norfolk  and 
adjoining  counties.  I have  printed  his  list  in  the  Appendix. 

In  1719  Dr.  Randall  published  a volume  of  Latin  verse  of  which  the  translated 
title  is.  The  names  of  some  former  scholars  of  the  Royal  Grammar  School  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  set  forth  in  verse.  He  was  headmaster  from  1707  to  1715,  having 
before  that  been  under  master.  After  retiring  from  the  headmastership  he  amused 
himself  with  producing  this  volume.  I have  found  it  very  useful,  though  it  would 
have  been  still  more  so  had  it  been  written  in  English  prose  and  with  less  padding 
and  stuffing. 

A few  names  have  been  got  from  prize  exercizes  and  examination  lists  ; from  the 
list  of  old  scholars  who  were  or  were  not  present  at  the  Tercentenary  Festival  held  in 
1850  ; from  a tombstone  or  two  {e.g.  Aldrich  at  Hesset),  from  a will  or  two,  and  from 
family  knowledge  and  tradition. 

The  admission  books  of  Cambridge  colleges.  The  Cambridge  University 
registrar,  Mr.  J.  W.  Clark,  had  very  kindly  promised  to  give  me  all  the  help  he  could. 
But  unfortunately  the  matriculation  lists  in  his  custody  say  nothing  about  the  school 
from  which  the  matriculator  has  come,  and  so  they  were  of  no  use.  But  in  some  of 
the  colleges  the  admission  book  gives  not  only  the  father’s  name  and  home  of  the 
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new-comer,  but  also  the  school  from  which  he  has  new-come.  Having  asked  at  each 
college  (except  King’s  and  Downing)  whether  their  admission  book  mentioned  the 
new-comer’s  school,  I found  that  these  colleges  did  so  in  very  varying  degrees  : viz. 
Cains,  John’s,  Trinity,  Christ’s,  Sidney  Sussex,  Peterhouse,  Magdalene,  Emmanuel 
and  Trinity  Hall. 

Cains  College  admission  book  is  a splendid  example  of  continued  well-doing 
from  first  to  last  without  a single  moment  of  carelessness  or  falling  away.  From  1558 
to  1900  they  never  fail  to  give  the  school  and  parentage  of  the  new-comer.  These 
admission  books  have  been  edited  in  three  fine  volumes  by  Dr.  Venn,  and  when 
possible  the  young  man’s  career  has  been  traced  to  its  end.  I have  got  about  380 
Bury  boys  from  it,  many  of  whom  I should  not  otherwise  have  had.  Many  of  Dr. 
Venn’s  notes  I have  taken  without  further  enquiry.  I have  pointed  out  an  occasional 
error,  but  certainly  not  with  any  intention  of  finding  fault  with  a work  to  which  I owe 
so  much. 

St.  John’s  College  admission  books  from  1630  to  1767  have  also  been  printed. 
They  give  the  schools  regularly  during  that  time,  and  the  editors  have  followed  many 
of  the  youths  to  the  end  of  their  lives.  I owe  much  to  their  labours  and  have  got 
about  140  Bury  boys  from  the  two  published  volumes.  The  bursar,  Mr.  R.  F.  Scott, 
kindly  made  it  easy  for  me  to  go  through  the  unprinted  volumes  from  1767  onwards. 
They  are  magnificent  in  bulk,  binding,  and  intention,  but  within  blank  after  blank, 
like  good  resolutions  made  and  broken.  One  turned  over  page  after  page  only  to  find 
headings  that  had  never  been  filled  in.  Consequently  I only  got  from  them  a few 
more  names. 

Trinity  College  admission  books  begin  to  give  the  new-comers’  school  a little 
before  1700,  and  are  by  way  of  doing  so  from  then  till  now.  But  there  are 
occasional  fits  of  carelessness,  and  consequently  of  columns  left  blank.  However, 
between  1680  and  1900  I got  from  them  156  Bury  boys.  I am  much  indebted  to 
the  Vice-Master,  Mr.  Aldis  Wright,  who  not  only  looked  them  out  for  me,  but  helped 
me  with  some  identifications. 

Christ’s  College  admission  books  begin  to  give  the  new-comer’s  school  in  1622, 
and  continue  to  do  so  from  then  till  now  with  only  a very  occasional  fit  of  careless- 
ness. From  them  I have  got  about  140  Bury  boys.  In  doing  so  I had  the  advantage 
of  going  through  the  summarized  transcript  of  the  original  books  made  by  the 
Master,  Dr.  Peile,  and  kindly  placed  by  him  at  my  disposal.  He  also  gave  me  the 
benefit  of  his  long  labours  in  tracing  their  careers.

IX 


Sidney  Sussex  College  admission  books  give  the  schools  from  about  1620 
onwards.  The  Master,  Dr.  Smith,  made  it  easy  for  me  to  go  through  them,  and  I 
found  in  them  nearly  50  Bury  boys. 

Peterhouse  admission  books  give  the  schools  from  about  1650  onwards,  and  from 
them  I got  about  40  Bury  boys.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Master,  Dr.  Ward,  himself 
one  of  Bury’s  distinguished  scholars,  and  to  the  librarian,  Dr.  Walker. 

Magdalene  College  admission  books  begin  to  give  the  schools  from  about  1644, 
but  have  fits  of  carelessness  and  consequently  blank  columns.  These  were  placed  at 
my  disposal  by  the  Master,  Dr.  Donaldson,  (whose  uncle  was  one  of  Bury’s  most 
distinguished  headmasters,)  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Peskett,  and  from  them  I extracted  30 
Bury  boys. 

Emmanuel  College  has  only  one  admission  book  which  gives  the  school.  It  runs 
from  1738  to  1767.  The  bursar,  Mr.  J.  B.  Peace,  has  kindly  extracted  18  Bury  boys 
from  it  and  sent  them  to  me. 

Trinity  Hall  admission  books  occasionally  give  the  school  from  1780  onwards, 
but  they  are  very  irregular,  and  I only  got  a miserable  6 from  them. 

This  is  the  result  obtained  from  the  college  admission  books  put  into  a nutshell : — 
Caius  380.  John’s  140.  Trim  156.  Christ’s  140.  Sidney  Sussex  50.  Peterhouse  40. 

Magdalene  30.  Emman.  18.  Trin.  Hall  6.  Total  960. 

Some  of  these  I should  have  got  from  the  Bury  school  lists  or  from  some  other 
source,  but  a great  many  of  them  would  never  have  been  known  to  have  been  at 
Bury  school  had  it  not  been  for  the  entry  in  their  college  book.  Had  Pembroke 
College  been  one  of  those  that  entered  its  members’  school  it  would  have  largely 
contributed  to  my  list ; for  I am  told  that  a large  proportion  of  its  members  at  one 
time  came  from  Suffolk.  When  in  my  note  on  a boy  I give  the  date  of  his  admission 
to  one  of  the  above  nine  colleges,  in  almost  every  case  the  entry  of  his  admission 
states  that  he  came  up  from  Bury  school  and  is  my  authority  for  including  him. 

At  Oxford,  neither  the  University  matriculation  lists  nor  the  college  admission 
books  say  anything  about  the  school. 

IV.  WHAT  SHALL  WE  DO  WITH  OUR  BOYS  ? 

Not  long  ago  Lord  Rosebery  was  doing  something  or  other  that  required  a speech, 
and  in  the  course  of  it  he  said  that  parents  were  now  asking  in  great  perplexity. 
What  shall  we  do  with  our  boys  ? He  never  sat  next  to  a lady  at  dinner  without  her 
asking.  What  shall  I do  with  my  boys  ? 
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I have  lately  had  to  ask  a good  many  parents,  What  have  you  done  with  your 
boys  ? I have  asked  it  directly,  if  they  were  living  in  the  latter  days  of  Queen 
Victoria,  and  indirectly,  through  tombstones  and  pedigrees,  if  they  were  living  in  the 
days  of  Queen  Elizabeth  or  Queen  Anne.  Here  in  this  volume  we  have  about  eight 
thousand  parents,  scattered  over  three  centuries,  telling  us  what  they  did  with  their 
boys.  They  have  done  all  sorts  of  things  with  them.  They  have  kept  them  at  home 
and  they  have  packed  them  off  beyond  sea.  They  have  banked  ’em,  barracked  ’em, 
barred  ’em,  camped  ’em,  churched  ’em,  clerked  ’em,  countered  ’em,  courted  'em, 
doctored  ’em,  farmered  ’em,  shipped  ’em,  shopped  ’em,  and  I dont  know  what  else 
besides.  Sometimes  untimely  death  has  taken  the  matter  out  of  their  hands  and 
settled  it  against  their  wishes  in  its  own  rude  way.  They  have  only  agreed  in 
this  one  thing,  viz.,  in  first  sending  them  to  be  caned  at  Bury  school.  And  for  that 
object  boys  have  come  from  all  parts.  They  have  come  from  within  the  five  gates  of 
Bury,  and  they  have  come  through  those  gates  from  the  world  outside.  They  came 
through  those  gates  when  those  gates  were  yet  standing,  closed  at  sunset  and  not 
opened  till  sunrise,  the  keys  safely  lodged  under  the  chief  alderman’s  pillow  3 and 
they  came  through  them,  as  we  go  through  them  now,  when  they  are  but  a name, 
always  open,  as  open  between  sunset  and  sunrise  as  they  are  between  sunrise  and 
sunset. They  have  come  in  great  numbers  from  the  manor  houses,  rectory  houses 
and  farm  houses  of  Suffolk  and  the  adjacent  counties,  and  they  have  come  in  smaller 
numbers  from  Lincolnshire,  Yorkshire,  Northumberland,  Herefordshire  and  else- 
where. I don’t  think  there  is  a single  county  from  which  they  have  not  come. 
They  have  come  also  from  the  West  Indies,  the  East  Indies,  and  other  parts  beyond 
seas. 

And  having  come,  and  having  survived  the  painful  operation  for  which  they 
came,  what  next  ? Some  quickly  ran  up  the  ladder  that  was  set  before  them, 
and  seated  on  the  topmost  rung  smiled  on  the  world  below  as  judges,  bishops, 
governors,  heads  of  this  or  of  that,  or  whatever  might  be  the  highest  post  to  which 
their  ladder  led.  Those  are  the  few.  Others  remained  grovelling  on  the  ground. 
Adhesit  pavimento.  Those  also  are  the  few.  The  great  multitude  will  be  found  at 
various  stages  between  the  foot  and  the  top. 

* In  one  of  the  volumes  of  this  Green  Book  series,  viz.  Journals  of  Mon.  William  Ilervey,  we 
have  an  instance  of  the  great  inconvenience  caused  by  arriving  at  a gated  town  in  ITulland  after  the 
gates  had  been  closed  and  the  keys  i)laced  for  the  night  in  the  custody  of  the  burgher-master.

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V.  AN  ANALYSIS. 

I cannot  give  a complete  analysis  of  all  the  boys  who  have  been  to  Bury  school, 
and  of  what  they  did,  because  I have  only  got  the  names  of  about  half.  And  I cannot 
give  a complete  analysis  of  that  half,  because  of  many  of  them  I know  nothing  more 
than  their  bare  surname.  So  I will  merely  set  down  a few  headings,  and  gather 
together  under  those  headings  such  names  as  I have  noticed  to  belong  to  them.  I 
shall  only  set  down  such  headings  as  will  have  a few  names  belonging  to  them,  as 
otherwise  this  preface  will  contain  the  whole  list  over  again.  The  heading  D.  N.  B. 
(Dictionary  of  National  Biography)  will  contain  many  of  those  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  one  way  or  another;  but  of  course  biographical  dictionaries  do  not 
contain  all  the  virtue  or  all  the  talents  that  there  have  been.  I shall  set  down  any  boy 
to  whom  I have  given  a separate  number,  whether  a certainty  or  not,  but  I shall  not 
set  down  any  one  who  is  merely  in  an  N.B. 

First,  it  will  be  as  well  to  show  how  many  boys  belong  to  each  of  the  four 
centuries  which  my  list  touches.  Excluding  all  the  boys  who  are  merely  suggested  in 
an  N.B.,  I believe  there  are  3630  in  the  main  list  to  whom  I have  given  a number, 
and  24  more  in  Additions,  making  a total  of  3654.  They  are  distributed  over  the 
four  different  centuries  thus  : —

More  than  twenty  years  ago  the  late  Rev.  Francis  Haslewood,  rector  of  St. 
Matthew’s,  Ipswich,  had  a copy  made  of  all  the  tombstone  inscriptions  in  Bury 
churches  and  churchyard.  The  six  manuscript  volumes  containing  them  came  into 
my  possession  about  a year  ago,  and  have  been  of  the  greatest  use  to  me  in  making 
the  notes  on  the  Bury  town  boys.  As  a rule,  when  I give  a tombstone  inscription  I 
have  made  my  own  copy  of  it,  if  it  was  within  a bicycleable  ride  of  fifty  miles  or  so. 
But  in  such  a large  churchyard  as  that  of  Bury  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  find 
any  stone  that  one  wanted.  I am  therefore  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Haslewood’s 
enterprize.

The  judges,  colonial 
governors,  scholars  and  others  should  have  been  added. 

VI.  THE  UNCERTAINTIES. 

The  school  lists  being  so  very  imperfect  there  were  bound  to  be  a certain 
number  of  uncertainties,  i.e.  boys  who  were  probable  scholars  but  could  not  be 
proven.  And  I had  to  ask  myself.  What  shall  I do  with  the  uncertainties?  Should 
I ignore  them,  or  should  I put  them  into  a separate  list,  or  should  I put  them  in 
with  the  certainties  ? Not  having  decided  at  starting  what  to  do  with  them  I find  I 
have  acted  according  to  the  humour  of  the  moment ; and  as  one  cannot  be  in 
exactly  the  same  humour  every  day  for  a year  and  a half,  I find  I have  not  treated 
them  all  alike.  Some  have  been  ignored,  some  have  been  smuggled  into  a N.B., 
some  have  been  entered  with  a letter  instead  of  a number,  some  have  a number  as  if 
they  were  certainties.  I have  also  set  down  (with  a number)  a very  few  boys  whom  I 
happened  to  come  across  as  born  or  educated  at  Bury,  though  not  at  the  Grammar 
school.  But  I think  I have  always  made  it  clear  that  the  uncertainties,  even  though 
numbered,  are  uncertainties,  and  that  the  non-Grammar  school  boys  were  NOT  at 
the  Grammar  school.  I now  think  it  would  have  been  simpler  if  I had  put  down 
every  boy  that  I came  across  as  connected  with  Bury,  and  then  called  the  book  a 
Bury  Boyography. 

VII.  HOUSES  IN  BURY. 

In  my  notes  on  the  Royalists  or  Town  boys  I have  very  occasionally  shown  or 
tried  to  show  in  what  street  and  house  they  dwelt.  This  might  well  have  been  done 
much  more  fully.  The  successive  owners  of  houses  ought  to  be  known.  Every  town 
ought  to  have  its  history  written,  and  that  history  ought  to  be  written  street  by  street 
and  house  by  house.  Every  street  should  form  a chapter,  and  every  house  in  that 
street  a section  in  that  chapter.  It  ought  to  be  shown  exactly  who  have  been  the 
successive  owners  and  occupiers  of  each  house  from  its  beginning  Often  the  only 
people  who  can  show  it  are  its  owners  who  have  the  title  deeds ; but  though  they  can 
they  don’t.  The  old  rule  used  to  be  that  every  man  should  sweep  away  the  snow 
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from  his  own  doorstep.  It  would  be  a very  good  rule  if  every  man  were  also  required 
to  make  out  the  history  of  his  own  house.  Of  course  before  the  snow  can  be  swept 
away  it  must  have  fallen ; and  before  the  house  can  have  its  history  made  out  it  must 
have  stood.  The  snow  will  generally  fall  when  we  begin  to  look  for  summer ; and  in 
a walled  and  gated  town  like  Bury,  practically  every  house  within  those  w'alls  and 
gates  has  stood,  and  has  a history  and  a long  line  of  owners  and  occupiers. 

And  here  I must  digress  for  a moment  to  protest  against  the  newspapers  calling 
a particular  house  in  Bury  “ the  manor  house.”  A manor  house  is  not  a mere  fancy 
name,  but  it  is  the  name  of  one  particular  kind  of  house  and  of  no  other.  And  to 
call  that  a manor  house  which  is  not  and  never  was  a manor  house  is  just  as  absurd 
as  to  call  that  a church  or  an  inn  which  never  was  one.  To  call  a particular  house 
in  Bury  the  manor  house,  when  it  isn’t  and  never  was  one,  is  just  as  absurd  as  it 
would  be  to  call  it  St.  James’  church  or  the  Angel  Hotel.  This  calling  of  houses 
what  they  aren’t  is  a falsification  of  history,  and  should  be  protested  against,  whether 
done  at  Bury,  Horringer  or  anywhere  else.  A very  bad  case  of  this  has  lately  arisen 
in  Horringer.  A house  built  in  the  nineteenth  century,  which  has  never  for  a single 
instant  belonged  to  the  lord  of  the  manor,  has  been  called  Horringer  manor.  Can 
absurdity  go  further  ? 

VIII.  THE  ORIGINAL  SCHOOL  LISTS. 

I have  pointed  out  in  Section  III  what  original  school  lists  there  are  in  existence. 
Of  course  I have  made  full  use  of  them  in  my  list,  but  I found  it  impossible  to 
distinguish  there  between  what  they  said  (when  they  said  anything)  and  what  I added. 
I have  therefore  printed  them  all  down  to  1828  by  themselves  and  put  them  in  an 
Appendix,  where  they  will  speak  with  the  force  of  original  and  contemporary 
documents,  which  does  not  mean  that  they  always  speak  right.  I have  left  off  at 
1828  because  in  that  year  begins  an  annual  list  of  admissions,  and  also  because  it  is 
the  last  year  of  Dr.  Malkin,  the  ablest  and  (in  one  sense)  the  most  successful  of  all 
the  headmasters  that  Bury  has  had,  who  more  than  anyone  else  attracted  scholars  to 
the  school,  and  raised  alike  its  numbers  and  its  reputation. 

The  list  for  1656  was  printed  in  the  Tercentenary  volume  in  1850,  but  a good 
many  of  the  names  were  mis-read,  I presume  by  Dr.  Donaldson,  eminent  scholar 
though  he  was.  When  one  finds  a headmaster  making  a mistake,  that  part  of  the 
boy  which  may  be  left  in  one  feels  the  same  sort  of  satisfaction  as  a weasel  might  feel 
if  it  came  upon  a head  game-keeper  caught  in  a trap  in  his  own  wood. 
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The  list  of  admissions  from  1730  to  1753  was  printed  in  the  Burian  a few  years 
ago.  But  finding  some  mistakes  in  it  also  I have  made  a fresh  copy,  thinking  it 
better  to  make  your  own  mistakes  than  to  copy  other  people’s.  That  admission  book 
has  its  own  original  mistakes  besides  the  mistakes  of  modern  copyists.  I have 
pointed  out  those  mistakes  when  I have  found  them  out.  They  generally  consist  in 
giving  the  father  a wrong  Christian  name. 

IX.  MY  THANKS. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  a great  many  people,  both  to  old  scholars  and  kins- 
folk of  old  scholars,  and  to  others  besides  ; but  I can  only  express  those  thanks 
generally.  Roughly  speaking  I have  nearly  two  thousand  boys  who  were  at  school 
before  1800,  and  about  two  thousand  who  have  been  at  school  since  1800.  These 
latter  two  thousand  have  been  much  more  troublesome  than  the  former.  There  were 
all  sorts  of  ways  of  finding  out  about  the  former  which  did  not  exist  for  finding  out 
about  the  latter.  Having  nothing  but  the  bare  surnames  of  the  latter  it  was  obviously 
impossible  for  me  to  sit  down  and  spin  out  of  my  head  who  they  were,  and  whence  they 
came  and  whither  they  went.  I could  only  give  this  information  after  that  they  or 
their  kinsfolk  had  first  given  it  to  me.  1 have  written  about  a thousand  letters  of 
inquiry  and  nearly  every  one  has  been  answered.  Three  or  four  silly  people  in  Bury 
itself,  including  two  lawyers,  refused  information  and  are  therefore  excepted.  But  to 
the  other  nine  hundred  and  ninety  my  best  thanks  are  given.  Mr.  Samuel  Steel,  who 
came  to  school  eighty  years  ago  ; the  Rev.  John  White,  fifty-four  years  rector  of 
Chevington ; the  Rev.  Frederick  Young,  forty  eight  years  rector  of  South  Milford; 
these  had  all  given  me  valuable  help  within  a few  months  of  finishing  their  long  lives. 
If  I mention  any  byname  it  will  be  the  Rev.  Kenelm  Smith  of  Ely,  and  Mr.  John  B. 
Tooke  Hales  of  Norwich,  both  of  them  old  scholars  who  have  made  a point  of 
keeping  sight  of  their  school-fellows,  and  who  have  given  themselves  endless  trouble 
to  help  me.  My  debt  to  the  authorities  of  some  of  the  Cambridge  colleges  I have 
already  acknowledged  in  Section  HI. 

X.  WHAT  STILL  REMAINS  TO  BE  DONE. 

This  volume  does  not  exhaust  what  might  and  should  be  written.  Apart  from 
the  individual  boys  who  have  come  here  to  be  caned,  there  is  the  school  history,  its 
ups  and  downs,  its  changes  and  chances,  through  three  hundred  and  fifty  years. 
There  is  much  to  be  made  out  about  that  from  State  Papers  in  the  Record  Office, 
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from  the  very  complete  minutes  of  the  Governors’  meetings  from  1590  onwards,  and 
from  many  other  sources.  There  are  the  Headmasters  who  deserve  their  biographies. 
There  are  the  Governors  of  the  school,  of  whom  a complete  list  from  Queen  Elizabeth 
to  Queen  Victoria  can  be  made  out  from  the  minute  books,  showing  the  magnates  of 
the  town,  both  natives  and  incomers.  There  are  the  books  in  the  school  library  with 
their  inscriptions,  which  go  back  to  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  and  are  a valuable  part 
of  the  school  inheritance.  There  is  the  subsidiary  school  held  for  many  years  in  the 
churchyard,  whose  list  of  boys  and  masters  could  be  made  out,  I think,  from  the 
minute  books.  And  there  are  many  other  matters  which  deserve  to  be  recorded. 
In  making  out  this  list  of  boys  I think  I have  done  much  the  most  troublesome  part 
of  the  work.  Perhaps  someone  else  will  do  the  rest,  which  could  be  done  without 
troubling  the  good  nature  of  one  man  or  calling  out  the  ill  nature  of  another. 

In  this  volume  I have  only  concerned  myself  with  the  past  which  is  clean  gone. 
But  if  this  list  of  former  scholars  should  chance  to  be  the  means  of  bringing  to  the 
school  any  who  are  still  screaming  in  their  cradles  and  perambulators,  or  toddling 
and  tumbling  on  nursery  floors,  whose  parents  have  scarcely  yet  begun  to  ask.  What 
shall  we  do  with  them  ; if  in  due  time  (when  they  have  done  screaming)  it  should 
chance  to  bring  them  to  reap  the  great  present  advantages  which  Bury  school  enjoys, 
to  inherit  a portion  of  its  reputation  and  in  their  turn  to  add  to  that  reputation ; 
then  I shall  hail  the  result  though  I did  not  intend  it.

EXPLANATIONS. 


EXP  LA  NA  TIONS. 


Bury  school  dates  from  August  1550. 

Royalist  is  the  term  now  in  use  to  denote  a boy  living  at  home  in  Bury.  I 
have  used  it  of  17th  century  town  boys,  but  I do  not  think  the  term  was  in  use  as 
early  as  that.  They  were  then  “ Foundation  Scholars  ” and  “ of  this  town.” 

Foreigners  is  the  term  used  now  and  from  the  beginning  to  denote  boys  from 
outside  the  town.  Mr.  Becher  seems  to  have  tried  to  introduce  the  Eton  term 
“ Oppidans,”  but  it  did  not  catch  on. 

Trinity  (or  any  other)  college  in  my  notes  always  means  Cambridge  unless  Oxford 
is  stated. 

When  the  date  of  admission  to  a Cambridge  college  is  given,  it  may  nearly 
always  be  assumed  that  the  admission-entry  in  the  college  book  states  that  the 
admittee  has  come  from  Bury  school. 

The  date  of  admission  is  not  necessarily  the  date  of  going  up  to  the  University. 
They  were  sometimes  admitted  a year  or  two  before  they  went  up. 

When  I only  give  the  date  of  B.A.  degree  it  does  not  follow  that  the  graduate 
did  not  proceed  to  M.A.  Dates  being  dry  things  I have  given  as  few  as  I could. 
What  I have  not  given  can  be  easily  found  out. 

Days  of  the  month  are  purposely  omitted  in  dates. 

Mothers  and  wives  have  been  purposely  excluded  all  through,  though  a few 
have  managed  to  get  in. 

Boys  of  the  same  surname  are  put  in  chronological  order,  brothers  being  always 
kept  together. 

The  year  of  coming  and  leaving  is  given  to  the  19th  century  boys  as  well  as  I 
can  make  it  out.  It  may  sometimes  be  a little  wrong. 

'I'he  numbering  of  boys  begins  afresh  with  each  letter  of  the  alphabet.

2.  ABINGTON . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 22.  Foieigner.  This  boy  may 

be  William  James  Achilles  Abington,  son  of  William  Abington  of  Kentish 
Town,  Midd.  At  Putney  school  under  Watts.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March 
1827  aged  19. 

3.  ABRAHAM  Arthur.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Abraham,  rector  of  Risby.  At 

Bury  school  1897 — 8. 

4.  ACTON  William.  Son  of  Nathaniel  Acton  of  Hemingston,  Suff.,  by  his  second 

marriage.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Feb.  1735.  Foreigner.  Died  Aug.  1737 
aged  16.  Buried  at  Baylham. 

5.  ACTON  Nathaniel.  Born  at  Hemingston  Nov.  1726.  Son  of  Nathaniel 

Acton  by  his  third  marriage,  but  ultimately  his  heir.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 
April  174:.  Foreigner.  He  married  (i)  Caroline,  daughter  of  John  Wearg, 
Comptroller  of  Bury  school;  (2)  Dorothy  Aspin  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
Died  1795.  Buried  at  Baylham. 

6.  ACTON  Edward.  Son  of  Acton  of  Ipswich,  brewer.  In  Bury  school 

list  for  1820  only.  Foreigner.  On  Oct.  i,  1818,  the  Ipswich  Humane 
Society  gave  him  a medal  for  saving  a boy  of  eight  years  from  drowning.  He 
was  then  13  years  old.  Afterwards  a surgeon  at  Grundisburgh. 

N.B. — I cannot  he  sure  that  I am  right  in  identifying  the  medallist  and 
surgeon  with  the  Bury  boy.  He  may  he  another  of  the  Lee-Acton  family. 
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7.  ADAMS  Robert.  Son  of  John  Adams,  rector  of  Norton,  Suff.  Three  years  at

be  the  same  boy  as  John  who  comes  next,  but  he  may  be  an  elder  brother. 

Three 

years  at  private  school  at  Bury  under  Webb  and  Rushbrooke,  six  years  at 
Bury  Grammar  school  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1725 
aged  17.  Fellow.  Died  Dec.  1738. 

10.  ADAMSON  Timothy.  Bapt.  at  Denham  in  West  Suffolk  April  T637.  Son

N.B. — There  is  a Samuel  Addenbrook  of  Pembroke  Coll.,  B.A.  1706, 
who  might  be  his  father  or  grandfather. 

12.  A’DEANE  John  R.  B.  At  Bury  school  in  1877 — 78.  Boarder.  Not  known 

at  Babraham. 

13.  ADEY  George.  Son  of  S.  V.  R.  Adey  of  Verulam  House,  St.  Albans.  At 

Bury  school  1882  — 85.  Foreigner. 

14.  AFFLECK  Gilbert.  Son  of  John  Affleck,  Esq.  of  Argile  Buildings,  London. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1752.  He  succeeded  his  uncle,  the  admiral,  as 
second  baronet  in  1788,  and  died  without  issue  in  1808  aged  67.  ]ohn,  his 
father,  was  the  eldest  of  the  enormous  family  of  the  Gilbert  Affleck  who 
bought  Dalham. 

15.  AFFLECK  John.  Son  of  John  Affleck  of  Argile  Buildings,  London.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Sept.  1752.  Of  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.A.  1767.  He  became  a 
clergyman  and  died  unmarried  in  1781. 

16.  AFFLECK  William.  .Son  of  John  Affleck  of  Argile  Buildings,  London.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1753.  Became  a captain  R.N.  and  died  s.  p.  in  1792. 
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17.  AINSLIE  Montague  Mordaunt.  Born  ATay  1823.  Eldest  son  of  Montague 

Ainslie  of  the  Bengal  Civil  Service,  afterwards  of  Grizedale,  N.  Lancashire. 
Nephew  of  Gilbert  Ainslie,  master  of  Pembroke  Coll.  At  Bury  school 
1833 — 35.  Foreigner.  From  Bury  to  Eton,  and  thence  to  Christchurch, 
Oxford.  Captain  of  the  cricket  XL  both  at  Eton  and  Oxford.  Matric. 
Oct.  1841.  B.A.  1845.  Barrister.  Died  unmarried  March  1896.  Buried 
at  Windermere. 

18.  AINSLIE  Henry.  Born  Aug.  1824.  Second  son  of  Montague  Ainslie.  At 

Bury  school  1833 — 35.  Foreigner.  From  Bury  to  Harrow  for  one  term, 

and  thence  to  Shrewsbury.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1841.  B,A.  1846. 

Class,  and  Math.  Tripos.  Vicar  of  Easingwold,  Yorks.  1856 — 70;  vicar  of 
St.  Mary’s,  Windermere  1870 — 92.  Died  Dec.  1892.  Buried  at  Windermere. 

19.  AIRY  William.  Born  at  Hereford.  Son  of  William  Airy,  excise  officer.  At 

Bury  school  1820 — 25,  6th  form,  as  Royalist,  his  father  then  living  in  Bury. 

Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1825  aged  18.  Rector  of  Bradfield  St.  Clare 

1833 — 36.  Vicar  of  Keysoe,  Beds.  1836 — 74.  Died  while  on  a visit  to 
Lavenham  Hall  Aug.  1874.  Buried  at  Keysoe. 

N.B. — His  elder  brother.  Sir  George  Airy  the  astronomer,  was  not  at 
Bury  school. 

20.  ALDERS  John.  Of  Freckenham,  Stiff.  Son  of  John  Alders,  clerk.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  1669  aged  16.  M.A.  1676. 

21.  ALDERSON . This  boy,  a Royalist,  only  comes  into  the  1820  list,  and 

never  gets  out  of  ist  form.  He  does  not  seem  to  be  related  to  the  Aldersons 

who  follow. 

22.  ALDERSON  Edward  Hall.  Son  of  Robert  Hall  Alderson  of  Yarmouth, 

barrister.  Two  and  a half  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
May  1805  aged  17.  Senior  Wrangler.  Fellow.  Baron  of  the  Exchequer. 
Died  Jan.  1857.  Buried  at  Risby.  In  D.  N.  B. 

23.  ALDERSON  Samuel  Hurry.  Younger  son  of  Robert  Hall  Alderson.  Five 

and  a half  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1805 

aged  16.  Third  Wrangler.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Risby  and  Fornham  St  Gen. 
Died  at  Risby  Jan.  1863. 
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24.  ALDERSON  Edward  Samuel.  Born  at  Little  Whelnetham,  Suff.  1822.  Son 

of  Rev.  Samuel  Hurry  Alderson,  rector  of  Risby.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 41. 
Captain  two  years.  Six  years  in  6th  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
Dec.  1 840  aged  18.  Wrangler.  A solicitor  in  London.  Died  at  Kingston, 
Surrey,  Feb.  1903. 

25.  ALDERSON  James  Thomas.  Born  at  Little  Whelnetham  1824.  Son  of  Rev. 

Samuel  Hurry  Alderson.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 42.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1842  aged  18.  Rector  of  Ravenstone,  Derbs., 
1855 — 90.  Died  at  Hartshorn  Jan.  1890. 

26.  ALDERSON  Philip  Robert.  Born  at  Little  Whelnetham  1825.  Son  of  Rev. 

Samuel  Hurry  Alderson.  At  Bury  school  1837 — 42.  Foreigner.  Solicitor 
in  London.  Killed  by  a horse  bolting  and  falling  near  the  Marble  Arch  i86t. 

27.  ALDERSON  Edward  Mott.  Born  1836.  Son  of  Rev.  R.  J.  C.  Alderson, 

rector  of  St.  Matthew’s,  Ipswich,  and  Wetherden,  Suff.  At  Bury  school 
1849 — 52.  Foreigner.  Joined  the  97th  foot.  Afterwards  Colonel  P.  W.  O. 
Norfolk  Militia  Artillery.  Now  living  in  Ipswich. 

28.  ALDRICH  Robert.  Son  of  John  Aldrich  of  Glemham.  At  Bury  under 

Dickenson  till  the  age  of  17.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1632.  M.A.  1639. 

29.  AI.DRICH  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Aldrich  of  Hesset,  Suff.,  gent.  In  the  Bury 

school  list  for  1656.  Died  March  1692.  Buried  at  Hesset.  Tombstone  in 
the  church. 

30.  ALDRICH  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  No.  29.  I only  get  his  name  from 

the  inscription  on  his  tombstone  in  Hesset  church,  which  says  that  he 
was  instructed  at  the  royal  school  of  Bury  and  afterwards  at  Christchurch, 
Oxford.  He  matriculated  at  Oxford  June  1694  aged  17.  Gave  a book  to 
the  school  library  in  1716.  Died  March  1729  aged  53.  Buried  at  Hesset. 

31.  ALDRICH  William  Wogan.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  William  Aldrich,  vicar  of 

Stowmarket.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Hall  Oct.  1821  aged  20.  LL.B.  1828.  Rector 
of  Boyton,  Suff.  1841. 

N.B. — I have  no  authority  for  including  this  boy  among  Bury  Grammar 
school  boys,  nor  his  brother  who  follows. 

32.  ALDRICH  Pelham  Sianhope.  Second  son  of  Rev.  William  Aldrich.  Adm. 

to  Trin.  Hall  Feb.  1822.  LL.B.  1828.  Is  in  the  clergy  list  of  1844 
unbeneficed. 
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33.  ALDRICH  Frederick  James.  Born  Oct.  1824.  Son  of  Robert  Aldrich  of 

Erwarton,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  May  1846.  Migrated  to  Pembroke 
Coll.  B.A.  1853.  Rector  of  Welsh  Bicknor  near  Ross  1867.  Became 
Aldrich-Blake.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

34.  ALDRICH  or  ALDRIDGE . This  boy,  a Foreigner,  is  in  school  lists  from 

1819  to  1826  inclusive,  working  his  way  from  ist  form  to  the  6th.  Only  in 
the  last  year  is  his  name  spelt  Aldridge,  which  makes  an  uncertainty  as  to 
which  it  was.  Possibly  he  is  John  Cobbold  Aldrich,  son  of  John  Aldrich  of 
Stowmarket,  who  matric.  at  Oxford,  Lincoln  Coll.,  in  May  1825  aged  18, 
was  Perpetual  Curate  of  St.  Lawrence,  Ipswich,  and  died  Aug.  1874. 

35.  ALDRIDGE  Ernest  Charles.  Son  of  Charles  Aldridge  of  Birkenhead.  At 

Bury  school  Jan.  1888 — . Foreigner.  Now  an  architect  at  Liverpool. 

36.  ALEXANDER  Benjamin.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Joseph 

Alexander,  baker.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Ward  and  Hobman,  hypo- 
didasculi,  and  Dickenson  primarius  preceptor.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll. 
Feb.  1635  aged  16  years. 

37.  ALEXANDER  Joseph.  Of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Clare  Coll.  May 

1670.  B.A!  1673.  Gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1676.  Married 
in  1691  Frances  Frost  of  Whepstead.  Rector  of  Ickworlh  and  Chedburgh 
1692 — 1719.  The  rectory  house  at  Ickworth  was  demolished  in  his  time,  and 
he  seems  to  have  lived  at  Horringer  and  Bury.  Died  at  Bury  May  1719. 
Buried  at  Ickworth. 

38.  ALEXANDER  Joseph.  Of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Married  in  Ickworlh  Church 

in  1695  lo  Frances  Martin.  Died  1739  aged  69.  Tombstone  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

N.B. — Probably  a Grammar  school  boy,  though  I have  no  authority  for 
including  him.  He  would  be  first  cousin  to  Joseph  N0.37,  and  father  to 
Joseph  No.  40. 

39.  ALEXANDER  Joseph.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  July  1693.  Son  of  Joseph 

Alexander,  rector  of  Ickworlh.  Six  years  at  Bury  under  Randall.  Adm.  to 
Cams  Coll.  July  1714  aged  18.  LL.B.  1719.  Buried  at  Ickworth  June 
1733,  where  was  a flat  stone.  (Wrongly  identified  by  Dr.  Venn). 
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40.  ALEXANDER  Joseph.  Son  of  Joseph  Alexander.  Born  at  Bury  St. 
Edmunds.  At  school  there  under  Randall.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Jan. 
1715.  B.A.  1718.  This  Joseph  and  the  preceding  one  were  both  undei' 
graduates  at  Cambridge  at  the  same  time,  and  were  both  the  sons  of  Joseph 
and  Frances.  Probably  they  were  second  cousins.  This  one  (and  not  the 
other  as  stated  in  Venn’s  Caius  Coll.)  must  be  the  rector  of  Stonham  parva 
and  Wortham,  Suff. 

4r.  ALEXANDER . There  are  three  Alexanders  with  no  Christian  names  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1713,  all  Royalists.  The  two  Josephs,  39  and  40, 
must  be  two  of  them,  and  the  third  I cannot  identify.  Perhaps  he  is  the 
John  of  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.A.  1721. 

42.  ALGAR  William.  Son  of  William  Algar  of  Wingfield,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Feb.  1749.  Foreigner. 

43.  ALLEN  Robert.  Son  of  Samuel  Allen,  draper.  Born  at  Whepstead,  Suff. 

Three  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson  archididasculus,Hobman  mesodidasculus, 
and  Franklin  hypodidasculus.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  March  1636  aged  19. 

44.  ALLEN  Edmund.  Son  of  Thomas  Allen  of  Lynn.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  i75r.  Foreigner. 

45.  ALLEN  John  Towers.  Born  at  Terrington,  Norf.  Son  of  J.  Allen,  gent.  At 

Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  John’s  March  1762  aged  18.  M.A.  1769. 
Vicar  of  Barwick,  Norfolk  1783 — 1788. 

46.  ALLISON  . At  Bury  school  1847 — 50.  Foreigner.  This  boy  came 

from  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

47.  ALLIX  John  Peter.  Born  1785.  Eldest  son  of  John  Peter  Allix  of  Swaffham 

Prior.  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.A.  1808.  M.A.  181  r.  M.P.  for  co.  Cambridge 
1841 — 47.  Died  1848.  Buried  at  Swaffham.  Great  great  grandson  to  Dr. 
Peter  Allix  of  Alencon  in  Normandy,  a famous  Huguenot  preacher,  who 
settled  in  England  in  1685. 

48.  ALLIX  Charles.  Born  1787.  Second  son  of  John  Peter  Allix.  Joined  the 

Grenadier  Guards.  Served  through  the  Peninsular  AVar  and  in  the  Walcheren 
expedition,  and  was  wounded  at  Waterloo.  Became  Colonel.  He  died  on 
his  75th  birthday  April  24,  1862.  Buried  at  Swaffham. 

N.B. — There  were  more  brothers,  but  I have  not  been  able  to  find  out 
whether  they  came  to  Bury  school. 
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49.  ALLMAN  William.  Son  of  William  Allman,  gent.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Si.\  years  at  Bury  under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1594  aged  16. 

50.  ALMACK  Septimus.  Born  1816.  Son  of  Thomas  Almack  of  Cherry  Burton, 

Yorks.  In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1832 — 34.  Foreigner.  Died  about  1870. 

N.B. — Mr.  Richard  Almack  of  Long  Melford  is  known  to  have  had  a 
brother  at  Bury  school,  and  apparently  this  is  the  only  one  who  will  fit  the 
date  of  the  boy  in  the  school  list. 

51.  ALMONDS  William.  Son  of  William  Almonds.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Four  years  at  Bury  under  Wiight.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1589  aged  17. 
B.A.  1593. 

52.  ALSTON  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Woodbridge  July  1631.  Son  of  William  Alston 

of  Woodbridge  and  Marlsford,  gent.  At  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to 
John’s  Feb.  1650  aged  17.  Of  the  Inner  Temple. 

53.  ALVIS  Andrew.  Born  in  villa  Faustini  (Bury).  Son  of  Andrew  Alvis  plebeius. 

At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  In  Jan.  1727  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  gave 
him  a scholarship  of  ^10  a year.  Adm.  to  John’s  Dec.  1725  aged  17. 
Afterwards  Fellow  and  Tutor.  B.D.  1741.  Rector  of  Snoring,  Norf.,  1762 — 
1775.  Died  May,  1775.  Buried  at  Snoring. 

54.  ALVIS  Edward  John.  Born  at  King’s  Lynn  Aug.  1839.  Son  of  John  Alvis, 

clerk.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 59.  Three  years  6th  form.  Boarder.  Adm. 
to  Christ’s  Sept.  1859.  B.A.  1863.  Now  since  1872  vicar  of  East  Winch, 
Norfolk. 

55.  AMBROSE  William  Cole.  Born  at  Landbeach,  Cambs.  Son  of  William  Cole 

Ambrose  of  Quy,  Cambs.  At  Bury  school  Jan.  1878 — Dec.  1880.  Foreigner. 
Clare  Coll.  Now  curate  of  Ecclesall,  Yorks. 

56.  AMBROSE  Sidney  Cole.  Born  at  Quy.  Son  of  William  Cole  Ambrose.  At 

Bury  school  Jan.  1886 — 1890.  Foreigner.  Pembroke  Coll.  Now  a solicitor 
at  Penang,  Straits  Settlements. 

57.  AMY  AS  John.  Son  of  John  Amyas  of  Norwich,  surgeon.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1 737.  Foreigner. 

58.  AMYAS  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Amyas  of  Cavendish,  apothecary.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1740.  Foreigner.

N.B. — A Royalist  Anderson  admitted  in  i860  is  I believe  this  same  boy, 
who  was  then  with  his  grandfather  in  Bury,  Rev.  Edward  Pellew. 

63.  ANDERSON  Arthur  Robert.  Born  at  Barningham,  Norfolk,  Aug.  1859.  Son 

of  Rev.  James  Richard  Anderson.  At  Bury  school  1874—78.  Sixth  form. 
Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1878.  Cuddesdon  Coll.  Ordained  1884. 
Now  curate  at  St.  Mary’s,  Tottenham. 

64.  ANDERSON  George  Francis.  Born  June  1865.  Son  of  Dr.  Anderson  and 

grandson  of  Thomas  Collins  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 6. 
Foreigner.  Lost  his  sight  and  died  Aug.  1891.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Bury. 

65.  ANDERSON  . In  School  list  for  1880  only.  Not  in  list  of  admissions. 

Perhaps  the  same  boy  as  No,  64. 

66.  ANDERSON  George  Pellew.  Son  of  William  Donald  Anderson  of  New 

Zealand.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 98.  Now  an  engineer  in  New  Zealand. 

67.  ANDREWES  Claude  de  Jamineau.  Born  at  Chilton.  Son  of  Rev.  William 

Nesfield  Andrewes,  rector  of  Chilton  near  Sudbury.  At  Bury  school  1868 — 70. 
Boarder.  Now  solicitor  to  L.  & N.  W.  R.  Co.,  Euston  Station,  London. 

68.  ANDREWS  Thomas.  Son  of  James  Andrews,  rector  of  Milden,  Suff.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  July  1731.  Foreigner. 

69.  ANDREWS  Thomas.  Son  of  Robert  Andrews  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1748.  Royalist. 
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70.  ANDREWS  Jolin  Pliilip.  Eldest  son  of  John  Andrews  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1847 — -19.  Royalist.  Got  employment  at  Ipswich.  Died 

there  Aug.  1864  aged  30.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

71.  ANDREWS  Harry  Gardner.  Son  of  F.  C.  Andrews  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

ironmonger.  At  Bury  school  1885 — 87.  Royalist.  Now  in  the  South 

African  Constabulary. 

72.  ANGUISH  Thomas.  Born  at  Beccles.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Anguish,  rector 

of  Halesworth  and  afterwards  vicar  of  Deptford,  Kent.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 
July  1736.  There  five  years.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1742 
aged  18.  Master  in  Chancery.  F.R.S.  F.S.A.  Died  Dec.  31,  1785. 
Buried  at  Hanwell.  His  daughter  Catherine  married  the  duke  of  Leeds  and 
was  the  mother  of  S.  G.  O. 

73.  ANSTEY  Christopher.  Son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Anstey  of  Brinkley,  Cambs.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Oct.  1733.  Foreigner.  From  Bury  he  went  to  Eton  and  King’s 
Coll.  Camb.  Author  of  the  New  Bath  Guide  and  of  other  poems.  Died 
in  1805  aged  81.  Buried  at  Walcot,  Bath.  In  D.  N.  B. 

74.  ANTONINI  F.  E.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 77.  Boarder. 

75.  APSEY  William.  Son  of  iVilliam  Apsey,  tradesman  in  High  Street,  Ely.  At 

Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1805  aged  18.  B.A.  1810. 
iVell  off  and  no  profession.  Died  May  1846.  Buried  in  St.  Mary’s 
churchyard,  Ely. 

76.  ARCHAR  Thomas.  He  gave  a book  in  1586,  and  may  or  may  not  have  been 

a Grammar  school  boy. 

77.  ARCHER  George.  Son  of  George  Archer  of  Undley  hall,  in  parish  of 

Lakenheath,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1730.  Foreigner. 

78.  ARCHER . At  Bury  School  1819  — 22.  Si.xth  form.  Foreigner.  This 

might  be  James,  second  son  of  Thomas  Archer  of  Barton  Mills,  solicitor,  born 
in  1807.  The  father  died  in  April  1825  aged  60. 

79.  ARCHER  ma.  At  Bury  school  1833  —35.  Foreigner.  This  might  be 

Robert,  youngest  son  of  Thomas  Archer  of  Barton  Mills,  solicitor,  born  1821.

school  1865 — 68.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Sept.  1868.  Sen.  Opt.  Now  rector 
of  Strumpshaw  and  Braydeston,  Norfolk. 

64.  BARWICK  Thomas.  Son  of  Richard  Barwick  of  Westhorpe,  Suff.  Three 

years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1577  aged  16.  Sent  away  from 
Caius  Coll,  for  being  a papist. 

65.  BARWICK  Hurst  Warton.  Son  of  Benjamin  Barwick  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

deceased.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1751.  Royalist.  Died  May  1808 
aged  66.  Tombstone  in  the  Bury  churchyard.  His  father  had  died  Aug. 
1743  aged  37.  His  grandfather,  Benjamin,  died  Sept.  1763  aged  84. 

66.  BASSET  William.  Born  at  Acton  Aug.  3,  1790.  Only  son  of  William  Basset 

of  Acton,  Suffolk,  armiger.  One  year  at  Boxford  under  Rev.  Caleb  Rose  ; 
then  three  years  at  Lavenham  under  Rev.  William  Large ; then  four  years  at 
Bury  under  Rev.  William  C.  Cruttenden.  Adm.  to  Sidney  Sussex  Coll. 
Jan.  1809.  B.A.  1813.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

67.  BATES  Andrew.  Of  Halliwell,  Northumberland.  Son  of  Ralph  Bates,  Esq. 

Bred  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1674  aged  17.  B.A.  1677. 
Another  Northumberland  boy,  William  Grey,  came  to  Bury  school  with  him, 
and  the  two  were  afterwards  admitted  on  the  same  day  to  St.  John’s  College. 
“ Bred”  in  that  College  admission  book  always  means  “educated.” 

68.  BATES  Frederick  Edwin.  Born  1859.  Eldest  son  of  George  Waller  Bates  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1872—  75.  Royalist.  Now  farming  in 
Missouri,  U.  S.  A. 

69.  BATES  Alfred  Waller.  Born  1862.  Second  son  of  George  Waller  Bates.  At 

Bury  school  1872 — 77.  Royalist.  Now  farming  in  Missouri,  U.  S.  A. 

70.  BATES  Reginald  Henry.  Born  1865.  Third  son  of  George  Waller  Bates. 

At  Bury  school  1874 — 78.  Royalist.  Now  surgeon  dentist  at  60  Rodney 
Street,  Liverpool. 

71.  BATES  George  Llewellyn.  Born  1873.  Fourth  son  of  George  Waller  Bates. 

At  Bury  school  1885 — 88.  Royalist.  Now  surgeon  dentist  at  60  Harley 
Street,  London. 

72.  BATES  Reginald  William.  Son  of  Thomas  Bates  of  Sudbury,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1899 — 1901. 
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BATH  Earl  of.  See  BOURCHIER. 

73.  BATHON  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Bathon  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  pannarius 

(draper).  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Probably  Bathon  means 
Bathorne,  and  this  boy  may  be  the  same  as  the  next.  The  Hearth  tax  return 
shows  four  small  householders  of  this  name  in  Bury  in  1674,  and  nowhere 
else  in  Suffolk  except  at  Ickworth,  where  Edward  Bathorne  lived  at  the  old 
hall  near  the  church  and  farmed  part  of  the  park.  He  had  married  Lady 
Penelope  Gage’s  maid. 

74.  BATHORNE  Thomas.  In  July  1665  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allow'ed 

him  an  exhibition  of  a year.  He  was  of  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1665. 

75.  BATT  Michael.  This  is  a doubtful  boy.  I only  include  him  because  he  gave 

a book  to  the  school  library  in  1694.  He  is  described  in  the  catalogue  as 
“ popul.  Buriens.  qui  cis  canalem  est  a rostris.”  This  has  been  thus  translated 
for  me : “ a citizen  of  Bury,  who  lives  on  this  side  of  the  canal  (or  channel) 
from  the  markets.” 

This  must  be  Michael  Batt,  son  of  Michael  Batt  of  Monckton  Deverell, 
Wilts.,  who  went  to  school  at  Salisbury,  then  to  Lincoln  Coll.,  Oxford,  in  July 
1671  aged  18,  then  to  Christ’s  Coll.,  Cambs.,  in  Nov.  1672,  was  appointed 
rector  of  Mannington  in  1678,  and  of  Chelmsford  in  1696.  He  was  also 
preacher  at  St.  James’,  Bury,  from  c.  1686  to  c.  1703. 

76.  BATTELEY  John.  Born  Nov.  1646.  Eldest  son  of  Nicholas  Batteley  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  apothecary.  In  Oct.  1662,  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1665.  Fellow. 
D.D.  1684.  Rector  of  Hunton  and  Adisham  in  Kent;  archdeacon  of 
Canterbury.  Wrote  in  Latin  a history  of  Reculver  and  an  unfinished  history 
of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  which  were  published  after  his  death.  Died  Oct.  i 708, 
aged  6r.  Buried  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  His  having  been  at  Bury  school 
is  proved  by  the  inscription  in  the  copy  of  Antiquilates  Rutupinae  which  his 
brother  Samuel  gave  to  the  school  library  in  1 711.  He  is  in  the  I).  N.  B. 

77.  BATTELEY  Nicholas.  Born  at  Bury  1648.  Second  son  of  Nicholas  Batteley, 

apothecary.  In  July  1665  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an 
exhibition  of  ^5  a year,  he  being  then  at  Cambridge.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
March  1665.  After  taking  his  B.A.  degree  he  moved  to  Peterhouse.  Was 
rector  of  Nowton  near  Bury  1680 — 85,  and  then  had  the  livings  of  Beakes- 
bourne  and  Ivychurch  in  Kent.  He  published  a folio  history  of  Canterbury. 
Died  May  1704.  Has  a memorial  in  Beakesbourne  Church.  In  D.  N.  B. 
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78.  BATTELEY  Samuel.  Son  (probably  third)  of  Nicholas  Batteley  the  apothecary. 

He  gave  books  to  the  school  library  in  1677,  etc.,  being  described  in  the 
catalogue  as  olim  alumnus.  Carried  on  his  father’s  business,  living  in  St. 
James’  parish  at  Bury  till  about  1700,  when  he  settled  in  Horringer.  In  1712 
chosen  M.P.  for  Bury.  Died  at  Horringer  July  1714  aged  62.  Buried  at  St. 
Mary’s,  Bury. 

79.  BATTELEY  Thomas.  Born  at  Bury  Dec.  1655.  Son  (probably  fourth)  of 

Nicholas  Batteley.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1677.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school 
library  in  1680,  being  described  in  the  catalogue  as  alumnus. 

80.  BATTELEY  William.  Born  at  Bury  June  1659.  Son  (probably  fifth)  of 

Nicholas  Batteley.  Died  April  1685  aged  25.  Buried  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury. 
I have  no  authority  for  including  him,  but  he  is  certain  to  have  gone  to  Bury 
school. 

81.  BATTELEY  Charles.  Born  Feb.  1667.  Eighth  and  youngest  son  of  Nicholas 

the  apothecary.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1686.  From  a letter 
to  him  from  John  Hervey,  ist  Earl  of  Bristol,  it  appears  that  he  lived  in 
Westminster,  and  had  some  post  connected  with  the  collection  of  rates.  Died 
May  1722  aged  55.  Buried  at  Great  Whelnetham.  Tablet  in  the  church. 
His  daughter  Jane  married  James  Merest,  a clerk  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
their  descendants  lived  in  Bury  and  went  to  the  Grammar  school.  See 
MEREST. 

N.B. — Nicholas  Batteley  the  apothecary,  father  of  eight  sons,  of  whom 
six  are  here  entered  and  two  more  died  infants,  died  in  Feb.  1682  aged  62. 
He  had  been  chief  Alderman  of  Bury  in  1668  and  1680.  Buried  at  St.  Mary’s. 

82.  BATTELEY  John.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Nicholas  Batteley,  No.  77,  by  his  first 

wife,  and  heir  of  his  uncle  Samuel,  No.  78.  Scholar  of  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1708. 
Fellow.  Preacher  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  1726 — 41.  Held  the  livings  of  Troston, 
Timworth,  Ingham  and  Wordwell.  Inherited  the  estate  at  Llorringer  from 
his  uncle  and  lived  there  1714 — 27.  Died  at  Bury  Aug.  1741.  Buried  there. 
I have  no  authority  for  including  him,  and  as  his  father  had  left  Nowton  and 
gone  into  Kent  he  is  not  at  all  a certainty. 

83.  BATTELEY  Oliver.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Nicholas  Batteley,  No.  77,  by  his 

second  wife.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Christchurch,  June  1716  aged  19.  B.A.  1720. 
B.D.  1734.  Rector  of  Iron  Acton,  Clone.  Preb.  of  Llandaff.  Died  1763. 
I have  no  authority  for  including  this  boy. 
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84.  BATTELEY  Samuel.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Feb.  1702.  Eldest  surviving  son 

(by  second  wife)  of  Samuel  Batteley,  No.  78,  who  had  lately  retired  from  Bury 
to  Horringer.  In  1711  six  Bury  school  boys  were  carried  ofl’  by  small  pox,  as 
we  learn  from  a poem  by  Ur.  Randall,  the  head  master.  This  boy  was  one  of 
them.  Died  Sept.  1711.  Buried  at  St.  Mary’s. 

85.  BATTELEY  Charles.  Youngest  but  only  surviving  son  of  Samuel  Batteley, 

No.  78.  He  is  in  the  school  list  made  at  Midsummer  1713,  but  died  in 
September  that  same  year,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury.  His  father 
was  then  left  childless. 

86.  BATTELEY  Samuel.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  April  17  r 6.  Eldest  surviving  son 

of  Rev.  John  Batteley,  No.  82.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Christchurch,  Dec.  1733 
aged  17.  B.A.  1737.  I have  no  authority  for  including  him,  but  he  is  a moral 
certainty. 

87.  BATTELEY  John.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  March  1720.  Second  son  of  Rev. 

John  Batteley,  No.  82.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1731.  Royalist. 

88.  BATTELEY  Charles.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  June  1721.  Third  son  of  Rev. 

John  Batteley,  No.  82.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1730.  Royalist.  Adm. 
to  University  Coll.,  Oxford,  July  1738  aged  17.  Rector  of  Wetherden,  Suff., 
where  he  died  in  Oct.  1791  aged  72. 

89.  BATTELEY  Nicholas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Aug.  1725.  Fourth  son  of  Rev. 

John  Batteley,  No.  82.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1734.  Royalist. 

90.  BATTELEY  William.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  May  1727.  Fifth  son  of  Rev. 

John  Batteley,  No.  82.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1739.  Royalist.  In  April  1747 
the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  odd  for  four 
years  or  till  B.A.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1749.  Curate  at  Mildenhall.  Died  there 
Nov.  1767  aged  38. 

91.  BATTELEY  Thomas.  Sixth  son  of  Rev.  John  Batteley,  No.  82.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  1739.  Royalist.  As  he  is  not  in  the  Horringer  register  I imagine 
he  was  born  c.  1728,  when  Mr.  Batteley  had  left  Horringer  for  Bury  in  order 
that  his  boys  might  be  Royalists. 

92.  BAUGH  Harold  Ryle.  Son  of  Rev.  H.  Baugh  of  Wetherden,  Suffolk.  At 

Bury  school  1895 — Queen’s  Coll.,  Cambridge.  Durham.  Now  curate 
at  Edgbaston. 
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93.  BAXTER  Francis.  Born  at  Fulham,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Francis  Baxter,  Esq. 

At  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1621  aged  16. 

94.  BAXTER  Robert.  Son  of  Thomas  Baxter,  gent.  Born  at  North  Runton, 

Norf.  Four  years  at  Lynn,  then  two  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to 
Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  May  1632,  aged  16  The  Baxters  owned  Ranthorpe  hall  in 
Taseborough,  Norfolk. 

95.  BAXTER  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Baxter  of  Mendham,  Suff.,  armiger  He 

is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

96.  BAYNES  John.  Son  of  John  Baynes,  Fellow  of  Peterhouse,  rector  of  Acton, 

Suffolk,  who  died  Nov.  1710  aged  65.  Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  April 
1683,  e schola  celebri  de  Sancti  Edmundi  Burgo,  in  his  17th  year.  In 
May  1683  he  migrated  to  Peterhouse.  B.A.  1686.  Fellow  of  Peterhouse. 

97.  BAYNES  William.  Born  at  Knowstrop,  Yorks.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Baynes, 

rector  of  Stonham  Aspal,  Suff.  Under  various  preceptors  at  Leeds,  and  then 
at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  May  1759 
in  19th  year.  A stone  in  the  chancel  of  Rickinghall  Inferior  church  says 
that  he  was  rector  of  the  two  Rickinghalls,  and  died  June  1827  aged  87. 

98.  BAYNES  Adam.  Born  at  Rickinghall  Oct.  1784.  Only  son  of  William 

Baynes  of  Rickinghall,  No.  97.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to 
Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  Oct.  1802.  B.A.  1807.  Many  years  rector  of  Adstock, 
Bucks.  Was  present  at  the  Tercentenary  festival  in  1850. 

N.B. — These  three  Baynes’  all  belonged  to  the  same  Yorkshire  family. 

99.  BE.^LES  Thomas.  Youngest  son  of  John  Beales  of  Hopton,  Suff.,  farmer. 

At  Bury  school  1870 — 76.  Foreigner.  Was  a surgeon  at  Yarmouth.  Now 
practising  at  Martham,  Norfolk. 

roo.  BEARD  Charles.  Born  in  Bengal.  Son  of  John  Beard,  merchant  of  Bengal. 
Two  years  at  Bury  under  Randall,  four  at  Botesdale.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Aug.  1715  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  Afterwards  lived  at  Hackney.

106.  BECKETT  John  Robert.  Born  1848.  Son  of  Rev.  W.  T.  Beckett  of 

Ingoldesthorpe.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 61.  Foreigner.  Went  to  Sandhurst 
and  into  the  army.  Now  a colonel.  Living  at  Blean  Court,  Canterbury. 

107.  BECKWITH  Arthur.  Son  of  Sir  Roger  Beckwith  of  Aldborough,  in  the 

parish  of  Kirkby  Moorside,  co.  York,  baronet.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.

rector  of  Bedingfield,  Suff.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 65.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Died  Nov.  1890  at  Kempstone,  co.  Bedford. 

no.  BEDWELL  Benjamin  Robertson.  Born  at  Willand,  Suffolk.  [PSwilland.] 
Son  of  John  Bedwell.  At  Bury  school  1821 — 25.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1826  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate. 

III.  BEESTON  William.  Son  of  Edmund  Beeston,  rector  of  Sproughton,  SufT. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1687  aged  15.  M.B.  1692.  M.D.  1702.  The 
college  Admission  book  does  not  name  the  school  but  only  the  ludimagister 
or  master,  viz.  Leeds,  which  probably  means  Bury. 
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1 12.  BEETON  George.  Son  of  George  Beeton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  who  died

Blomfield 
gives  some  quaint  verses  from  brasses  in  Oulton  church  in  memory  of  Edmund 
Bell  who  died  1636,  and  Katharine  his  wife,  who  might  be  the  parents  of  this 
boy.  VI.  370. 

1 1 7.  BELL . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a P'oreigner. 

1 18.  BELL . In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 28.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

119.  BELL . Adm.  to  Bury  school  in  1843,  but  is  not  in  any  of  the  annual 

school  lists.  Foreigner. 

120.  BELL  Edward  Bernard.  Son  of  S.  J.  Bell  of  Hargham  Hall,  Attleborough. 

At  Bury  school  1894 — 96.

123.  BELSON . In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 22.  Foreigner.  (See  Additions

to  Bury  school  Feb.  1736.  Foreigner.  There  was  a William,  son  of  William 
Bening  of  Triplow,  Esq.,  admitted  to  Magdalene  Coll,  from  Bishops 
Stortford  school  in  June  1743  aged  18.  This  may  be  the  Bury  boy,  the 
father’s  name  being  wrongly  entered  in  the  Magdalene  admission  book,  or  it 
may  be  a cousin  of  exactly  the  same  age.  There  would  be  nothing  strange  in 
his  going  from  one  school  to  the  other,  and  only  the  last  one  being  entered  in 
the  college  admission  book.  The  Magdalene  man  was  afterwards  Fellow  of 
Peterhouse.

rector  of  St.  Peter’s,  Thetford.  At  Bury  school  1868 — 72.  Boarder.  Now  at 
Omenee,  Ontario,  Canada. 

137.  BENT  Herbert  William.  Third  son  of  Rev.  F.  C.  H.  Bent.  At  Bury 

school  1868 — 74.  Boarder.  Died  in  Australia  in  1902.

Royalist.  In  the  Royal  Bengal  Pilot  Service.  Now  at  Calcutta.

1875 — 77.  Royalist.  Head  Master  of  Parkfield  Preparatory  school.

140.  BENTLEY  Richard.  There  were  two  Richard  Bentleys,  first  cousins.  One 

was  son  of  Dr.  Bentley,  Master  of  Trim  Coll.,  the  other  was  nephew.  Both 
were  Fellows  of  Trinity,  the  son  B.A.  1723,  the  nephew  B.A.  1725.  The 
nephew  was  Horace  Walpole’s  correspondent,  wrote  plays,  and  died  Oct.  1782. 
He  is  included  in  a list  of  distinguished  Bury  scholars  made  by  Dr.  Donaldson 
and  printed  in  the  Tercentenary  volume.  Dr.  Donaldson  may  have  had  some 
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good  reason  for  including  him,  so  I do  not  like  to  exclude  him.  But  he  is  a 
very  doubtful  Bury  boy.  There  is  no  school  list  for  his  lime,  and  the  Trin. 
Coll,  admission  book  gives  Wakefield  as  his  school.  If  either  of  them  were 
at  Bury  it  is  more  likely  to  have  been  the  son  ; for  Bury  and  Cambridge  are 
not  far  apart,  and  Dr.  Kinsman  the  then  head  master  was  greatly  esteemed  by 
Dr.  Bentley.  So  says  Richard  Cumberland  in  his  Memoirs,  who  was  himself 
a Bury  boy  and  grandson  to  Dr.  Bentley. 

141.  BENTON  William.  Son  of  Edward  Benton,  Esq.,  of  Sheer  lane,  London. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1748.  Foreigner. 

142.  BERESFORD  Hugh  T.  Son  of  Rev.  Gilbert  Beresford,  rector  of  Hoby, 

Leicestershire.  At  Bury  school  1876 — 81.  Foreigner.  Now  farming  in 

Canada. 

143.  BERKELEY  ma.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1842 — 43.  Royalist. 

144.  BERKELEY  mi.  At  Bury  school  1842 — 43.  Royalist. 

N.B. — -There  is  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard  to  James  Buckell 
Berkeley,  who  died  Sept.  1853  aged  35  years,  his  wife  and  daughter  joining 
him  in  1854.  This  may  be  an  elder  brother.  In  the  directory  for  1844  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Berkley  is  set  down  at  114  Northgate  street.  This  might  be  their 
mother.

Now  a barrister  in  London. 

146.  BERKELEY  Samuel  Adams.  Born  Dec.  1873.  Son  of  Brackenbury  Berkeley 

of  Collett  hall,  Ware.  At  Bury  school  May  to  Dec.  1885.  Foreigner.  At 
Marlborough  1886 — 1888.  Peterhouse.  Now  a brewer  living  in  London. 

147.  BERNARD  Thomas.  Born  at  Earls  Coin,  Essex.  Son  of  Thomas  Bernard, 

clerk.  Bred  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  1742  aged  18. 
B.A,  1745. 

N.B. — I have  accidentally  separated  this  boy  from  his  brother.  No.  41, 
who  is  entered  under  a different  form  of  spelling.  I do  not  feel  sure  that  they 
are  not  really  the  same  boy,  the  Christian  name  being  entered  wrong  in  the 
St.  John’s  Coll,  book,  or  (more  likely)  in  the  Bury  Admission  book.  There 
is  only  one  brother  entered  in  the  Bury  book.

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1734.  Four  months  there  under  Kinsman.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  1738  aged  16.  M.A.  1743.  Succeeded  as  sixth  baronet  1742. 
Died  Xmas  day  1778. 

150.  BERRY . At  Bury  school  1837 — 39.  Foreigner. 

151.  BERRY  Charles  Lukin.  Born  at  Tarrant  Hinton,  Dorset,  Dec.  1830.  Son 

of  William  Berry,  rector  of  Birchani  Newton,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school 
1846 — 48.  W^as  in  sixth  form  the  whole  time.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  May  1849. 
Scholar  Nov.  1850.  Died  at  college  c.  1853.  Buried  in  Grantchester  church- 
yard. 

152.  BETTS  George.  Son  of  Edmund  or  Edward  Betts  of  Wortham,  Suffolk,  who 

died  Oct.  1733.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1732.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll. 
LL.B.  1742.  A clergyman.  Buried  at  Wortham  March  1766  aged  47.  Flat 
stone  in  the  chancel.  His  mother,  Abigail  Betts,  married  secondly  Jeremiah 
Burrough  of  Wymondham,  who  had  a boy  at  Bury  school. 

153.  BETTS  John.  Son  of  John  Betts  jun.  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1734.  Royalist. 

154.  BETTS  Harold  James.  Son  of  George  Langridge  Betts  of  Great  Barton, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 99. 

155.  BEVAN  Abram  Rawlinson.  Fifth  son  of  William  Bevan  of  Plumpton  House, 

Whepstead,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1863.  Foreigner.  Does  not 
appear  in  any  of  the  yearly  school  lists.  Went  to  New  Zealand.  Died  in 
Colorado,  U.S.,  April  1888.  Tombstone  in  Whepstead  churchyard. 

156.  BEVAN  Gilbert  John  Beckford.  Eldest  son  of  Algernon  Beckford  Bevan  of 

Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  banker.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 5.  Thence  to  Hailey- 
bury.  Now  a civil  engineer. 

157.  BEVAN  Edward  Beckford.  Second  son  of  Algernon  B.  Bevan.  At  Bury 

school  1894 — 5.  Joined  W.  Suffolk  Militia.  Afterwards  farmed  in  Australia.

160.  BICKLEY  Humphrey.  Son  of  Sir  Francis  Bickley  of  Attleboro,  baronet. 

Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll,  from  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  June 
1692  aged  16.  Rector  of  Attleborough.  He  succeeded  his  half  brother  as 
fifth  baronet  in  July  1746.  Died  Sept.  1754,  when  the  baronetcy  became 
extinct. 

161.  BIDDELL  Percy.  Born  at  Hawstead  July  1864.  Son  of  William  Biddell  of 

Lavenham,  M.P.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 83.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Hall 
1883.  Buried  at  Hawstead,  Suff.,  Dec.  1892. 

162.  BIDWELL  Shelford  Clarke.  Born  1808.  Eldest  son  of  Leonard  Shelford 

Bidwell  of  Thetford,  brewer.  At  Bury  school  1818 — 24.  Foreigner.  Brewer 
at  Thetford.  Died  1874.  Buried  at  Thetford. 

163.  BIDWELL  Alfred  Clarke.  Born  1811.  Second  son  of  Leonard  Shelford 

Bidwell.  At  Bury  school  1822 — 1828.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the  East 
India  Co.  Civil  Service.  Died  Nov.  1871.  Buried  at  Winchester. 

164.  BIDWELL  Woodward  Clarke.  Born  June  1813.  Third  son  of  Leonard  Shelford 

Bidwell.  At  Bury  school  1827 — 29.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1843. 
Went  to  Cambridge  late,  having  previously  been  in  the  city.  Vicar  of  Potton, 
Beds.  Died  April  1876.  Buried  at  Potton. 

165.  BIDWELL  George  Henry  Clarke.  Born  Jan.  1817.  Fourth  son  of  Leonard 

Shelford  Bidwell.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 33.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  B.A. 
1839.  Rector  of  Bressingham,  Norfolk,  46  years.  Died  Jan.  1887.  Buried 
at  Bressingham. 

166.  BIDWELL  George  Shelford.  Born  at  Stanton,  Suffolk,  Oct.  1829.  Son  of 

Rev.  George  Bidwell,  rector  of  Stanton  All  Saints.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll. 
July  1848.  B.A.  1852.  NOT  a Bury  Grammar  school  boy. 

167.  BIGNOLD  John  Henry.  Son  of  Sir  Samuel  Bignold  of  Norwich.  At  Bury 

school  1842 — 45.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1851.  Was 
an  inspector  of  factories.  Died  Nov.  1903. 
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1 68.  BIGSBY  Thomas.  Son  of  Jeremiah  Bigsby  of  Stowmarket.  One  year  at 

private  school  at  Bury  under  Mr.  King.  Five  years  at  Ipswich  under  Leeds. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1731  aged  16.  Physician  at  Halesworth  and 
Ipswich.  Died  at  Ipswich  Aug.  1802  in  his  90th  year.  NOT  a Bury 
Grammar  school  boy. 

169.  BIRCH  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Birch  of  Lavenham,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1730.  Foreigner. 

170.  BIRD . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

171.  BIRD  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Bird  of  Haughley,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  1741.  Foreigner. 

172.  BIRD  . In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1817 — 18.  Royalist.  Perhaps  son 

of  Isaac  Thomas  Bird,  who  died  May  1845  aged  72,  and  has  a stone  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

173.  BIRD  Henry  John.  Son  of  John  Terence  Bird  of  Old  Square,  Lincoln’s  Inn, 

barrister.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 55.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
Trin.  Hall  June  1835.  LL.B.  1859. 

174.  BLACKERBY  Richard.  Born  at  Worlington,  Suffolk,  in  1574  Son  of 

Thomas  Blackerby.  At  Bury  school  and  Trin.  Coll.  Cambridge.  Domestic 
chaplain  to  Sir  Thomas  Jermyn  at  Rushbrooke  and  then  to  Sir  Edward 
Lewkenor  at  Denham.  A nonconformist.  Preached  and  taught  for  23  years 
at  Ashen  near  Clare,  Suffolk.  Preached  to  a congregation  at  Great  Thurlow, 
where  he  died  either  in  1648  aged  73,  or  in  1651  aged  76.  He  was  the 

second  of  nine  sons,  some  of  whom  probably  came  to  school  at  Bury.  In 

D.  N.  B.  with  errors. 

175.  BLACK  ma.  This  name  appears  in  the  school  list  for  1825  only.  There  is  no 

Black  mi.,  and  probably  it  is  a bungle. 

176.  BLAKE . In  Bury  school  list  for  1831  only.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

177.  BLAKE  Edward.  Borne.  1840.  Son  of  Robert  Wiffen  Blake  of  St.  Clement’s, 

Norwich.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 53.  Foreigner.  Died  at  Norwich  1867. 

178.  BLAKE  Robert  William.  Born  c.  1842.  Younger  son  of  Robert  Wiffen 

Blake.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 53.  Foreigner.  Is  believed  to  have  died  in 
America  c.

Bland.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Malkin  r8i 7 — 23.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  June  1823  aged  18.  Archdeacon  of  Lindisfarn  and  of 
Northumberland.  Canon  of  Durham.  Died  at  Durham  Feb.  1880.  Buried 
in  the  cathedral  precincts. 

Thomas  Bland’s  note  book  has  this  entry: — May  i r,  1812.  My 
grandson  George  Bland  entered  at  Charles  Blomfield’s  Boarding  school. 

183.  BLAND  Edward.  Born  Dec.  1807.  Third  son  of  Michael  Bland.  In  the 

Bury  school  lists  for  1818 — 22.  Foreigner.  An  invalid  for  many  years. 
Died  1837.  Buried  at  St.  Leonards. 

184.  BLAND  Francis  Lawrence.  Born  May  1814.  Fourth  and  youngest  son  of 

Michael  Bland.  In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1825 — 27.  Foreigner.  Was 
manager  at  Barclay’s  brewery.  Died  1869.  Buried  at  Wanstead. 

185.  BLAYDES  Henry  Calverley.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Blaydes  of  Norton 

St.  Philip,  Som.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 44.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric. 
at  Corpus  Christ!  Coll.,  Oxford,  May  1844  aged  18  Fellow.  Now  rector  of 
Church  Brampton,  Northants.  In  1852  he  resumed  the  original  name  of  his 
family,  Calverley.  Brother  of  C.  S.  Calverley,  the  poet. 

186.  BLEMELL  . Suffolciencis.  A doctissimo  patre.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll. 

June  1651.  The  doctissimus  pater  must  he  John  Blemell  who  was  married  in 
Horringer  church  in  Aug.  1633,  afterwards  had  a school  in  Bury,  in  1661  was 
appointed  minister  of  St.  Mary’s  church,  in  Aug.  1662  became  rector  of  All 
Hallows  the  Great  in  London,  and  died  Jan.  i,  1666.  Which  son  it  was  that 
went  to  Christ’s  Coll.  I am  not  sure.  I have  no  leason  for  including  him  as  a 
Grammar  school  boy. 
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187.  BLOIS  Robert.  Born  at  Ubbeston.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  Charles  Blois  of 

Yoxford,  first  baronet.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  April  1699.  Gray’s  Inn  May  1702.  Died  s.p.  March  1728.  Buried  at 
Giundisburgh. 

188.  BLOIS  Ralph.  Born  at  Yoxford.  Younger  son  of  Sir  Charles  Blois,  first 

baronet.  Three  years  at  Woodbridge,  six  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1724  aged  18.  Succeeded  as  fourth  baronet  1761.  Died 
May  1762. 

189.  BLOIS  Sir  Charles.  Son  of  William  Blois,  Esq.,  of  Yoxford,  Suffolk.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1740.  Foreigner.  He  had  succeeded  his  grandfather  as 
second  baronet  in  1738,  two  years  before  he  came  to  school,  and  died 
unmarried  in  1760. 

190.  BLOOMFIELD  Tim.  Son  of  Mark  Bloomfield.  Born  at  Cambridge.  At 

Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Oct.  1692  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

191.  BLOMFIELD  Charles  James.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  May  1786.  Eldest 

son  of  Charles  Blomfield,  schoolmaster.  At  Bury  grammar  school.  Then  to 
Eton  for  a short  time.  Then  back  to  Bury.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition 
July  1805.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1803.  Bishop  of  Chester  1824.  Bishop 
of  London  1828.  Resigned  1856.  Died  at  Fulham  Aug.  1857.  In  D.  N.  B. 

192.  BLOMFIELD  Edward  Valentine.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Feb.  1788. 

Second  son  of  Charles  Blomfield.  At  Bury  school  under  Becher.  Elected  to 
Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1808.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1807  aged  19. 
Thirteenth  wrangler.  Senior  medallist.  Fellow  and  tutor  of  Emmanuel  Coll. 
Died  at  Cambridge  Oct.  1816.  Buried  in  Emmanuel  Coll,  chapel.  Tablet  in 
St.  James’  church  at  Bury.  In  D.  N.  B. 

193.  BLOMFIELD  Frederick  William.  Born  1792.  Third  son  of  Charles  Blomfield. 

Died  Feb.  1806  aged  13.  'Fombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.  I have  no  proof 
of  his  having  been  at  the  Grammar  school.  He  may  not  have  got  beyond  his 
father’s  school. 

194.  BLOMFIELD  James.  Born  1794.  Fourth  son  of  Charles  Blomfield. 

Mentioned  in  the  Tercentary  vol.  as  an  old  scholar.  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.D. 
1829.  Assistant  master  at  Bury  Grammar  school  in  1828.  Then  he  carried 
on  his  father’s  school  in  Bury  till  1838.  Rector  of  Launlon,  Oxford,  1838 — 42. 
Rector  of  Orsett,  Essex,  1S42 — . Died  at  Orsett.  He  married  Anna,  daughter 
of  Dr.  John  Smith  of  Bury. 
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195.  BLOMFIELD  George  Becher.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1801.  Youngest 

son  of  Charles  Blomfield.  At  Bury  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
June  1819  aged  17.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Oct.  1821  aged  18.  M.A.  1827. 
Rector  of  Tattenhall  1826 — 34  and  Preb.  of  Chester.  Rector  of  Stevenage 
1834 — 74.  The  different  statements  as  to  his  age  do  not  agree  together. 

N.B. — Charles  Blomfield,  the  father  of  these  five  boys,  is  likely  to  have 
been  a Grammar  school  boy  himself,  as  his  father  kept  a school  in  Bury 
before  him.  He  was  elected  chief  Alderman  of  Bury  in  1808,  1815,  1828. 
In  April  1829  he  was  appointed  a Governor  of  the  Grammar  school,  having 
just  given  up  his  own  school  to  his  son  James.  He  died  Sept.  1831  aged  68, 
and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.  A tablet  has  lately  been  set  up  on 
his  house  at  the  junction  of  Looms  lane  and  Lower  Baxter  street,  to  mark  the 
birth  place  of  his  distinguished  son, 

196.  BLOMFIELD  Frederick  George.  Born  April  1823.  Eldest  son  of  the  Bishop 

of  London,  No.  191.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 33.  Foreigner.  Thence  to 
Eton.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Balliol  Coll.,  May  1841  aged  18.  Rector  of  St. 
Andrew  Undershaft  1853 — 79.  Died  at  Ilfracombe  Feb.  1879.  Buried  at 
Helme,  Yorks.  I cannot  quite  prove  this  identification,  but  it  is  extremely 
likely. 

197.  BLOMFIELD  Henry  John.  Born  1825.  Second  son  of  the  Bishop  of 

London.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 38.  Foreigner.  Entered  the  navy  in  1840. 
Was  on  the  Thunderer  at  St.  Jean  d’  Acre  in  1840.  Lieut,  of  the  Imperieuse 
in  the  Russian  war  in  1854.  Captain  in  1861.  Retired  1870.  Full  admiral 
in  1887.  Died  in  London  June  1900  aged  74. 

198.  BLOMFIELD  James  Charles.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  James  Blomfield,  No.  194. 

At  Bury  school  1830 — 40.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter 
Coll.,  Feb.  1840  aged  18.  Rector  of  Launton,  co.  Oxford,  1850 — . Still  there 
in  1892. 

199.  BLOMFIELD  George  John.  Born  Nov.  1822.  Second  son  of  Rev.  James 

Blomfield,  No.  194.  Was  at  Charterhouse.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter  Coll., 
May  1841  aged  18.  Married  Isabella,  daughter  of  Bishop  Blomfield.  Vicar 
of  Dartford  1857 — 68.  Rector  of  Aldington,  Kent,  1868 — 1900.  Died  1900. 
Only  four  of  the  five  sons  of  Rev.  James  Blomfield  appear  to  have  come  to 
Bury  school,  and  possibly  this  is  the  one  who  did  not,  as  he  went  to  Charter- 
house  in  1832, 
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200.  BLOMFIELD  Charles.  Third  son  of  Rev.  James  Blomfield,  No.  194.  At 
Bury  school  1833 — 38.  Royalist.  Went  into  the  Indian  army  and  died  in 
India  a captain.  An  officer  of  great  promise. 

201  BLOMFIELD  Edward.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  James  Blomfield,  No.  194.  At 
Bury  school  1835 — 38.  Royalist.  Became  a Major  General  in  the  Indian 
Native  Cavalry. 

202.  BLOMFIELD  Arthur.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  James  Blomfield,  No.  194.  At 

Bury  school  1836 — 38.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter  Coll.,  June  1846 
aged  19.  Rector  of  Beverston,  Glouc.,  1884 — . Still  there  in  1892. 

N.B. — There  are  five  Blomfields  in  the  school  list  for  1838,  but  only 
one,  a sixth  form  boy,  in  1839,  1840,  and  none  in  1841 — 43.  But  in  1844  one 
appears  at  the  top  of  fifth  form,  and  in  1845,  1846,  he  is  in  sixth  form.  As  he 
does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  admissions,  I imagine  he  must  be  one  of  the 
boys  who  left  in  1838,  and  that  he  came  back  after  a temporary  absence,  and 
so  did  not  need  admission;  perhaps  No.  202,  whose  going  to  Oxford  agrees 
with  the  date  of  this  boy’s  leaving  Bury. 

203.  BLUNT . At  Bury  school  1836 — 38.  Foreigner. 

204.  BOBY  Charles  George.  Son  of  George  Boby  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 

school  1864 — 68.  Royalist.  Now  living  at  Felixstowe. 

205.  Boby  John  William.  Son  of  George  Boby  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 

school  1867 — 72.  Royalist.  Now  in  business  in  Bury. 

206.  BOBY  Charles  George  Morgan.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  George  Boby  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1890—95.  Is  now  farming  in  Canada. 

207.  BOBY  Donald  Morgan.  Second  son  of  Charles  George  Boby.  At  Bury 

school  1890 — 95.  Now  in  business  at  Bury. 

208.  BOHUN  Edmund.  Born  March  1645  at  Ringsfield,  Suff.  Only  son  of  Baxter 

Bohun.  Adm.  to  Queen’s  Coll.  July  1663.  Did  not  graduate,  being  driven 
from  Cambridge  by  the  plague.  Inherited  Westhall,  Suff.  Was  licenser  of 
the  press  for  five  months  in  1690.  Appointed  Chief  Justice  of  South  Carolina 
May  1698.  Died  there  Oct.  1699.  Buried  at  Charlestown.  His  autobiography 
was  printed  at  Beccles  in  1853,  but  it  only  begins  when  he  is  32  years  old. 
In  his  life  time  he  published  several  political  and  other  works.  This  boy  is 
not  quite  a certainty.  The  editor  of  his  autobiography  “ suspects  ” for  one 
or  two  reasons  that  he  may  have  gone  to  the  Bury  Grammar  school,  and  the 
reasons  are  almost  proof  of  it. 
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•209.  BOHUN . This  boy  was  at  Bury  school  1831 — 32.  The  name  is  written 

Bohn,  but  I imagine  that  Bohun  is  meant.  He  must  be  one  of  the  Browne 
Bohuns  of  Beccles.  John  Francis  Browne  Bohun,  born  1766,  was  rector  of 
Depden  forty  years,  and  died  1836.  The  boy  might  be  either  his  grandson  or 
his  son  by  a second  marriage. 

210.  BOILEAU  Thomas  Ebenezer  John.  Born  Dec.  1796.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas 

Boileau  of  Calcutta.  Died  Feb.  1855.  I cannot  say  for  certain  that  this  boy 
was  at  Bury  school,  as  there  is  no  list  for  his  time. 

211.  BOILEAU  Simeon  John.  Born  Nov.  1799.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Boileau 

of  Calcutta.  At  St.  Paul’s  school,  Midd.,  under  Heath.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
June  1818  aged  19.  B.A.  1823.  Of  Lincoln’s  Inn.  Died  June  1863. 

The  Trin.  Coll,  admission  book  only  mentions  St.  Paul’s  school,  but  he 
must  have  been  at  the  Bury  Grammar  school  before  that.  In  1832  he  was  a 
Liberal  candidate  for  Bury,  but  retired  before  the  polling.  A published  Tory 
account  of  the  election  says  that  his  claims  were  founded  on  the  fact  of  his 
having  once  resided  in  the  town  and  having  been  educated  at  the  Grammar 
school ; but  that  as  so  many  persons  had  resided  in  the  town  and  had  been 
educated  at  the  Grammar  school,  this  did  not  seem  to  be  a very  special 
recommendation. 

212.  BOILEAU  John  Peter.  Born  at  Calcutta  Jan.  1803.  Third  son  of  Thomas 

Boileau  of  Calcutta.  Died  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Feb.  1816.  Tombstone  in 
Somerton  (Suffolk)  churchyard,  which  says  he  was  nephew  of  Dr.  Maddy, 
rector  of  Somerton.  I have  no  actual  proof  that  he  was  a Grammar  school 
boy,  but  it  is  more  than  probable  that  he  was  and  that  he  died  at  school. 

213.  BOILEAU  John  Theophilus.  Born  May  1805.  Fourth  son  of  Thomas 

Boileau  of  Calcutta.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18  as  Foreigner,  1819  as 
Royalist.  Went  out  to  India.  In  Bengal  Engineers.  Became  Major-General. 
Died  Nov.  1886. 

2t4.  BOILEAU  Alexander  Henry  Edmondstone.  Born  Feb.  1807.  Fifth  son  of 
Thomas  Boileau  of  Calcutta.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18  as  Foreigner, 
1819 — 22  as  Royalist.  Sixth  form.  Went  out  to  India.  In  Bengal 
Engineers.  Became  General.  Died  June  1862. 

N.B. — Thomas  Boileau,  the  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  the  grandson 
of  a Huguenot  refugee.  His  brother,  John  Peter,  was  the  father  of  Sir  John 
Boileau  who  was  baronetted  at  the  coronation  of  Queen  Victoria.  Both 
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brothers  found  employment  in  India.  Thomas  was  married  at  Calcutta  in  • 
March  1796  to  Leah,  daughter  of  Col.  Jessop  of  Albany,  N.Y.,  an  American 
loyalist;  and  died  June  1806.  His  widow  seems  to  have  settled  in  Bury  in 
1819,  as  till  then  the  boys  were  Foreigners.  Only  the  two  youngest  are  in 
the  school  lists.  It  is  not  clear  how  Dr.  Maddy  was  their  uncle.  Perhaps 
he  was  great  uncle. 

215.  BOLDERO  Henry.  Born  at  Hull.  Son  of  Henry  Boldero  of  Dordrecht, 

merchant.  In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  March  1657 
aged  15.  Apparently  he  roved  from  college  to  college,  being  B.A.  Queen’s 
1660,  M.A.  Jesus  1664.  In  1670  he  was  of  Whaddon,  Cambs.,  clerk. 

216.  BOLDERO  John.  Born  at  Ixworth,  Suff.  Son  of  Simon  Boldero.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Aug.  1691  aged  17.  M.A.  1699.  Fellow  of 
Christ’s.  Rector  of  Clipston  and  Dingley,  Northants.,  nearly  40  years.  Died 
May  1751  aged  77.  Monument  in  Ixworth  church. 

217.  BOLDERO  John.  Son  of  Simon  Boldero,  rector  of  Woolpit  and  vicar  of 

Great  Barton.  In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  In  1715  the  Governors  of 
Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  odd  for  four  years  or  till 
B.A.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1718.  Succeeded  his  father  as  rector  of  Woolpit 
in  1723.  Died  Oct.  1753. 

218.  BOLDERO  John.  Born  1729.  Son  of  John  Boldero,  rector  of  Woolpit, 

No.  217.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1743.  Foreigner.  Christ’s  Coll. 
B.A.  1752.  Rector  of  Ampton,  Suff.,  1762 — 81.  Buried  there  Dec.  1781. 

219.  BOLDERO  John.  Born  1756.  Son  of  John  Boldero,  rector  of  Ampton, 

No.  218.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  in  May  1776.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s 

Coll.  June  1774.  He  succeeded  his  father  as  rector  of  Ampton,  and  was 

buried  there  in  1796. 

220.  BOLDERO  George.  Son  of  John  Boldero  of  Ampton,  No.  219.  At  Bury 

tinder  Lawrence.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  April  1779.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  July  1778  aged  17.  B.A.  1782.  Rector  of  Raynham,  Norfolk.  Died 

1823. 

22 T.  BOLDERO  . He  is  in  the  2nd  form  in  1822.  Royalist.  Lists  for  1823, 

1824,  are  missing.  He  is  not  in  the  1825  list. 
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222.  BOLTON  Augustus  Charles  Hope.  Born  at  Shimpling,  Suff.,  Jan.  1825.  Son 

of  Miles  Cooper  Bolton,  rector  of  Shimpling.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 43. 
Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  May  1843.  Rector  of  Shimpling 
1865 — 96. 

223.  BOND  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Bond  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Three  years  at 

Bury  under  Stephens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Oct.  1639  aged  17. 

224.  BOND  . In  Bury  school  lists  1819 — 21.  Foreigner. 

225.  BOND  . At  Bury  school  1829 — 35.  Six  years  in  6th  form.  Captain  of 

the  school  1835.  Foreigner. 

226.  BOND  Alfred.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Bond,  rector  of  Freston.  At  Bury 

school  1842.  Foreigner.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1850.  Rector  of  Fi’eslon 
1853 — 80.  Resigned  and  now  living  at  Cheltenham. 

227.  BOND  Alfred  George  Montagu.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Alfred  Bond,  rector  of 

Freston,  No.  226.  At  Bury  school  for  one  term  only  in  1862.  Boarder. 
Afterwards  to  Dedham  school.  Became  a Lieutenant  in  the  27  th  (Inniskilling) 
Regt.  of  foot.  Died  March  1879  aged  27  Buried  at  Freston.  Tombstone 
in  churchyard. 

228.  BONFELLOW  Edmund.  Elder  son  of  Edmund  Bonfellow  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 68.  Royalist.  C.  C.  Coll.  Camb.  B.A. 
1872.  Now  vicar  of  St.  Silas,  Sheffield. 

229.  BONFELLOW  George  Richardson.  Younger  son  of  Edmund  Bonfellow. 

At  Bury  school  1864 — 67.  Royalist.  Died  Feb.  1880  aged  26.  Buried  at 
Wallhampton  cemetery. 

230.  BOOTH  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Booth,  vicar  of  Wroxham,  Norf.  One  year 

at  Bury  under  Stevens  ; six  years  elsewhere.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1646 
aged  15.  Migrated  to  Clare  Coll.  June  1649.  B.A.  1650. 

231.  BOOTH  . At  Bury  school  1831 — 39.  Foreigner. 

232.  BORRAGE  John.  Born  at  Lackford,  Suffolk.  Son  of  John  Borrage,  medite 

fortunse.  At  Bury  school.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1581  aged  17. 

233.  BORRETT  Charles  William.  Youngest  son  of  Giles  Borrett  of  Yarmouth. 

In  Bury  school  list  for  1825.  Sixth  form.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Magdalene 
Coll.,  July  1828  aged  18.  B.A.  1832.  Fellow.  Of  Lincoln’s  Inn  1834. 
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234.  BORTON  John  Drew.  Elder  son  of  John  Borton  of  Diss,  furrier.  Eight 

years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1786.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1785  aged  15.  Fifth  Wrangler.  Fellow.  Dean. 
President.  Rector  of  Blofield.  Vicar  of  Felniingham.  Died  at  Blofield 
May  1847. 

235.  BORTON  James.  Younger  son  of  John  Borton  of  Diss.  Was  an  attorney  at 

Bury.  Died  June  1847  76.  Tombstone  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury.  I 

have  no  proof  that  he  was  at  the  Grammar  school. 

236.  BORTON  John  Henry.  Born  Nov.  1800.  Eldest  son  of  James  Borton  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  attorney,  No.  235.  Was  a solicitor  at  Bury  and  clerk  of 
the  peace  for  Suffolk.  Died  Jan.  1872.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

237.  BORTON  Charles.  Second  son  of  James  Borton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

No.  235.  Ten  years  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
July  1818  aged  18.  Vicar  of  Wickhambrook  1829 — 53.  Rector  of  Hartest 
1853 — 78.  Died  at  Bury  Nov.  1884. 

238.  BORTON  James  Thomas.  Third  son  of  James  Borton,  No.  235.  In  Bury 

school  lists  for  1817 — 19.  Royalist.  Was  a Lieut,  in  31st  regiment. 

239.  BORTON  Philip  John.  Fourth  son  of  James  Borton,  No.  235.  In  Bury 

school  lists  1817 — 22.  Four  years  in  6th  form.  Royalist.  Died  April  1829 
aged  24.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

240.  BORTON  John  Henry.  Only  son  of  John  Henry  Borton,  No.  236.  At  Bury 

school  1833 — 40.  Royalist.  Became  a captain  in  74th  Highlanders.  Served 
in  the  Kaffir  war.  Died  at  Capetown  Aug.  1852  aged  29.  Tablet  in  St. 
Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 

241.  BORTON  Charles  James.  Elder  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Borton,  No.  237.  At 

Bury  school  1848 — 51.  Foreigner.  Joined  the  9th  Fool. 

242.  BORTON  Henry  Martin.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Borton,  No.  237.  At 

Bury  school  1848 — 51.  Foreigner.  A cadet  at  Woolwich  July  1854.  Lieut. 
R.  A.  in  Oct.  1856  aged  17  years.  Retired  Nov.  1871.  Died  at  Madeira 
Dec.  1885. 

243.  BOSTON  Christopher.  Son  of  Robert  Boston  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  medite 

fortunae.  Seven  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1574  aged  18. 
B.A.  1578. 
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244.  BOSWORTH  Edward.  Born  at  Sturston.  Eldest  son  of  Edward  Bosworth, 

minister  at  Sturston.  Four  years  at  Eye  ; then  one  year  at  Bury  under  Leeds. 
Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll  1691  (or  1692)  aged  17.  M.A.  1699.  Rector  of 
Thelveton.  Died  June  1714  aged  40.  Tombstone  in  Diss  church. 

245.  BOSWORTH  Edward.  Bom  at  Sturston.  Son  of  Edward  Bosworth,  gent. 

[sic]  No.  244.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll,  from  Bury  school  June  1724  aged  19. 
M.A.  1731.  Patron  and  rector  of  Diss  1729—78.  Died  unmarried  July  1778 
aged  73.  Buried  at  Diss.  His  mother  was  a Manning;  whose  long  and 
unfinished  reign  as  rectors  of  Diss  began  at  his  death.  See  MANNING. 

246.  BOULNOIS  Edmund.  Born  June  1838.  Fifth  son  of  William  Boulnois  of 

St.  John’s  Wood,  Midd.,  proprietor  of  the  Baker  street  bazaar.  At  Bury 
school  1852—56.  Three  years  6th  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s 
Coll.  May  1857.  B.A.  1862.  Proprietor  of  the  Baker  street  bazaar.  M.P. 
for  Marylebone  1889 — 1906.  Now  living  in  London  and  Farnham  Royal. 

247.  BOULNOIS  Walter.  Sixth  son  of  William  Boulnois  of  St.  John’s  Wood.  At 

Bury  school  1855 — 56.  Boarder.  Died  1887. 

248.  BOURCHIER  William,  Earl  of  Bath.  Born  c.  1557.  Eldest  son  of  Lord 

Fitzwarren,  who  married  a daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Kitson  of  Hengrave. 
Five  years  at  Bury  and  Ely  schools,  two  years  at  Corpus  Coll.,  and  in  April 
1575  adm.  to  Caius  Coll,  aged  18.  He  was  Earl  of  Bath  while  at  school, 
having  succeeded  his  grandfather  in  1560.  He  died  in  July  1623. 

249.  BOWLE  John.  Son  of  John  Bowie  of  Kettlebaston,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Feb.  1734.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1741  aged  18.  M.A.  1748. 

250.  BOWRY  Samuel.  Born  at  Glemsford,  Suff.  Son  of  Samuel  Bowry.  In  April 

1731  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  granted  him  an  exhibition  of  ^£6  odd  for 
four  years  or  till  B.A.  Adm.  to  Clare  Coll.  June  1730.  B.A.  1733. 

251.  BOYTON  . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

252.  BRADBURY  Dudley.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1666.  Instituted  to  the  rectory  of 

Moulton  in  Feb.  1677.  Still  there  in  the  Poll  book  for  1727.  He  gave  a 
book  to  the  school  libraiy  in  1672,  which  is  my  only  reason  for  including  him. 

253.  BRADBURY  Wentworth.  Born  at  Mildenhall.  Son  of  Thomas  Bradbury. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Dec.  1699  aged  16.  M.A.  1707. 
In  the  Suffolk  Poll  book  for  1727  he  is  at  Mildenhall,  clerk.  In  1674  Mr. 
Bradbury,  I suppose  his  father,  pays  hearth  tax  for  a house  of  four  hearths  in 
Mildenhall.

Foreigner.  Probably  William,  son  of  Samuel  Bradstreet,  rector  of  Troston, 
Suff.,  bapt.  at  Troston  July  1642.  I dont  know  whether  he  is  the  William 
Bradstreet  who  pays  hearth  tax  for  a house  with  two  hearths  at  Wickham 
Market  in  1674. 

255.  BRADSTREET  Samuel.  Bapt.  at  Troston  Jan.  1644.  Son  of  Samuel 

Bradstreet,  rector  of  Troston.  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656.  Queen’s 
Coll.  B.A.  1663.  He  may  be  the  Samuel  Bradstreet  who  in  1674  is  charged 
for  an  empty  house  with  two  hearths  at  Combs  near  Stowmarket. 

256.  BRAGE  William.  Born  at  Hatfield  Peverel.  Son  of  William  Brage,  gent.  At 

Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Sept.  1727  aged  19.  Adm.  to  Gray’s 
Inn  Feb.  1728. 

257.  BRAHAM . He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  William 

Braham  of  Bury  is  in  the  Poll  book  for  1727.  There  is  a stone  in  Bury 
churchyard  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Braham,  who  died  Oct.  1825  aged  91. 

258.  BRAMGAN  . One  boy  of  this  name  occurs  in  the  yearly  lists  for 

1819 — 22,  written  differently  each  year.  Foreigner.  Bramgan,  Brammigan, 
Brannigan,  Branigan.  Mrs.  Branigan,  St.  Peter’s  Street,  Ipswich,  is  in  the 
directory  for  1830. 

259.  BRAMLEY  W.  Jennings.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Jennings  Bramley  (Eton  and 

Trin.  Coll.),  who  in  1839  was  residing  in  Bury  at  73  Guildhall  street,  and 
afterwards  at  3 Angel  Hill.  At  Bury  school  1837—39.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 

260.  BRAMLEY  Richard  Jennings.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Jennings  Bramley.  At 

Bury  school  1837 — 43.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Either  this  boy  or  the  next 
below  became  an  officer  in  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles. 

261.  BRAMLEY  min.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Jennings  Bramley.  At  Bury  school 

1837 — 42.  Royalist. 

262.  BRANTHWAIT  Arthur.  Son  of  Miles  Branthwait  Esq.  of  Heathhall,  Norf. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Feb.  1738.  Foreigner. 

263.  BREDON  Roger.  Son  of  Roger  Bredon  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  galerius 

(hatter).  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656.  [See  Bridon.]

266.  BRENNAND  F.  J.  At  Bury  school  1867 — 69.  Boarder. 

267.  BRERETON  . In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1825 — 26.  Foreigner. 

Probably  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  William  Brereton,  vicar  of  Framsden,  Suffolk. 

268.  BRETT  , In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1832 — 35.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

269.  BREWSTER  James.  Son  of  James  Brewster  of  Otton  Belchamp,  Essex. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1741.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — There  is  a tombstone  in  Otton  Belchamp  churchyard  to  James 
Brewster  the  father,  who  died  May  1770  aged  67.  Also  to  a younger  brother, 
Waldegrave  Brewster,  who  may  have  been  a Bury  school  boy,  and  who  died 
May  1781  aged  46. 

270.  BRIDGE  John.  Son  of  John  Bridge  of  Barking,  Suff.  At  Bury  under  Leeds. 

Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1703  aged  15.  M.A.  1710. 

271.  BRIDGE  Thomas.  Of  Cambridge.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  from  Bury  school 

Dec.  1777  aged  21.  Did  not  graduate. 

272.  BRIDGE  . In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1820  only.  Royalist.  In  Bury 

churchyard  is  a tombstone  to  Mrs.  Phoebe  Bridge,  daughter  of  Capt.  Francis 
Grose  the  antiquary,  and  widow  of  Major  Bridge  of  the  117th  foot.  She  died 
Nov.  1842,  having  lived  for  some  years  at  18  Whiling  street.  '1  his  boy  may 
be  her  son. 

273.  BRIDGEMAN  Richard.  Only  son  of  Robert  Bridgeman  of  Swaffham 

Bulbeck.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1730.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s 
Coll.  June  1736  aged  19.  As  the  John’s  admission  book  only  gives  Ely  as  his 
school,  perhaps  he  did  not  stay  at  Bury  long.  Rector  of  Barnardiston  and 
Shimpling,  Suff.,  1764 — 66.  Died  June  1766. 

274.  BRIDGEMAN . I get  this  boy’s  name  from  a list  of  speakers  on  Speech- 

day,  July  4,  1815.  Also  from  an  examination  list  for  1815. 

275.  BRIDGMAN  . In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1818 — 22.  Royalist. 
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276.  BRIDGMAN  P.  In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1819 — 21.  Royalist. 

277.  BRIDGMAN  . In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1822 — 26.  Foreigner. 

278.  BRIDGMAN  . In  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1825  — 27.  Royalist. 

279.  BRIDGMAN  . In  the  Bury  school  lists  1829 — 32,  Royalist. 

N.B. — Who  these  last  five  Royalists  are  I cannot  say.  Probably  sons  of 
John  Bridgman,  who  was  then  living  in  Bury.  I dont  know  whether  he  was 
the  Mr.  Bridgman  who  in  and  about  1826  was  an  assistant  master. 

280.  BRIDGMAN  John.  Son  of  John  Bridgman,  who  kept  the  Bell  at  Bury,  and 

afterwards  succeeded  his  father,  Thomas  Bridgman,  at  the  Angel.  In  Bury 
school  lists  1851 — 55.  Royalist.  Attended  horse  races  and  died  early. 

281.  BRIDON  Thomas.  Son  of  Ambrose  Bridon  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  mediae 

fortunae.  At  Bury  under  Wilson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1602  aged  16. 
His  father  was  a glover.  There  was  no  head  master  named  Wilson,  and  so  I 
suppose  this  boy  is  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

282.  BRYDON  Charles.  Son  of  Henry  Brydon.  In  March  1654  the  Governors 

allowed  him  a year  upon  his  admission  to  a college  in  the  University,  to 
begin  when  any  of  the  exhibitions  already  granted  should  cease. 

283.  BRIGHT  Walter.  Son  of  Thomas  Bright  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  alderman. 

Two  years  at  Bury  under  Coote.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1599  aged  16. 
Buried  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Dec.  1624.  (See  “Brights  of 
Suffolk  ” p.  67.) 

284.  BRIGHT  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Bright  of  Pakenham.  At  Bury  under 

Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  A^pril  1692  aged  17.  Married  Mary  Grigson 
of  Forncett,  Norf.  Died  April  1727.  Buried  in  Thurston  church. 

N.B. — There  were  four  consecutive  Thomas  Brights  of  Nether  hall  in 
Pakenham  and  Thurston.  No.  i died  in  1661.  No.  2 in  1713.  No.  3 in 
1727.  No.  4 in  1736.  I think  there  is  no  doubt  that  No.  3 is  my 
No.  284  and  No.  4 is  my  No.  285.  In  “The  Brights  of  Suffolk” 
No.  3 is  said  to  have  been  baptized  at  Heigham,  his  mother’s  home,  in 
1660.  But  that  must  be  wrong.  That  Thomas  must  have  died  in  infancy, 
and  this  Thomas  must  be  a much  younger  brother  born  in  1674  or  1675. 
In  consequence  of  this  mistake  this  Thomas  at  his  marriage  and  at  his 
death  is  set  down  to  be  about  fifteen  years  older  than  he  was.  With  some 
difficulty  I resist  the  temptation  to  include  several  more  of  this  family,  who  I 
feel  sure  came  to  Bury  school  though  I have  no  proof  of  it. 
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285.  BRIGHT  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Bright  of  Pakenham,  No.  284.  Nine 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1733  aged  19. 
Died  Dec.  1736  aged  23.  Buried  at  Thurston.  With  him  this  branch  of  the 
Brights  died  out.  (See  “Brights  of  Suffolk,”  p.  221). 

286.  BRIGHT  . In  Bury  school  lists  1826 — 27.  Foreigner. 

287.  BRIGHTALL  Henry.  Son  of  Robert  Brightall  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  tailor. 

Six  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1635  aged  18. 
Curate  of  Rougham.  Rector  of  Beyton.  His  will  proved  in  i66t. 

288.  BRINGLOE  Porter.  Son  of  John  Bringloe  of  Wood  Rising,  attorney.  One 

and  a half  year  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Caius  Coll.  B.A.  1739.  Fellow. 
Rector  of  Bratton  Fleming,  Devon.  Died  1780. 

289.  BRINGLOE  Stafford.  Son  of  John  Bringloe  of  Wood  Rising,  Norf.,  attorney. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Nov.  1730.  Foreigner. 

290.  BRINKLEY  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Brinkley.  At 

school  there  under  Leeds.  In  June  1705  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^^6  odd  a year.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Jan.  1703 
aged  18.  M.A.  1717.  Curate  of  Brockley,  Suff.,  1709.  Rector  of  Middleton, 
Essex,  three  years.  Rector  of  Stanningfield  twenty-eight  years.  Minister  of 
St.  James’,  Bury,  forty-three  years.  Died  June  1751  aged  66.  Tombstone  in 
St.  James’  church. 

291.  BRINKLEY  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  William  Brinkley, 

attorney.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  April  1736.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1746 
aged  19.  His  University  career  w'as  a short  one.  One  evening  in  March  1 746 
James  Ashton,  an  undergraduate  of  St.  John’s,  was  found  dead  in  his  room. 
Suspicion  fell  upon  John  Brinkley,  and  he  was  tried  for  murder.  He  was 
acquitted,  but  not  allowed  to  remain  in  college.  Dr.  Kinsman,  head  master 
of  Bury  school,  attended  the  trial  and  bore  witness  to  his  character.  A full 
account  is  printed  in  “ St.  John’s  Admissions,”  Part  III. 

292.  BRITAYNE  John.  Son  of  John  Britayne  of  Hadleigh,  clothier.  Three  years 

at  Bury  under  Ward.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Aug.  1633  aged  15.  Not 
mentioned  in  his  father’s  will  dated  July  1636. 

N.B. — Ward  was  at  this  time  master  of  Thetford  school,  so  that  it  looks 
as  if  either  Bury  should  be  Thetford  or  Ward  should  be  Dickenson. 
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293.  BRITTON  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner.  This 

is  probably  'I'hoinas,  son  of  Thomas  and  Katharine  Britton,  baptized  at  Little 
Wehietham  Nov.  1704,  and  buried  there  Oct.  1741  aged  36.  He  has  a stone 
in  the  church. 

N.B. — I do  not  know  whether  Thomas  Britton,  the  father  of  this  boy,  is 
the  Mr.  Britton  who  about  1690  was  teaching  at  Kennet,  and  about  1705  was 
teaching  at  Needham  Market. 

294.  BROCKET  AVilliam.  Son  of  William  Brocket  in  Christ’s  Hospital,  London. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1733.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — Lawrence  Brockelt,  Cambridge  Professor  of  Modern  History  in 
1762,  is  included  amongst  eminent  Bury  scholars  in  the  Tercentenary  volume. 
But  the  entry  of  his  admission  to  Trin.  Coll,  in  June  1743  says  that  he  came 
from  a school  at  Scorton  in  Yorkshire.  It  looks  as  if  Dr.  Donaldson  had 
confounded  him  with  this  William  Brockett.  I therefore  do  not  include 
Lawrence. 

295.  BROME  James.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Son  of  William  Brome.  At  Newark 

under  Leeds,  and  Bury.  In  March  1666  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  July  1666.  M.A, 
1677.  Dr.  Leeds  appears  to  have  brought  this  boy  with  him  when  he  came 
from  Newark  to  Bury  in  1663. 

296.  BROME  John.  Born  at  Woodbridge.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  Brome. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1731.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1735 
aged  20.  B.A.  1738.  Had  the  curacies  of  Nedging  and  Hollesley,  Suff. 
His  grandfather,  Edmund  Brome,  was  "for  a short  time  master  of  the  Wood- 
bridge  school,  rector  of  Woodbridge  for  fifty-three  years,  and  rector  of  Great 
and  Little  Bealings. 

297.  BROME  Charles  John.  Born  at  Sturston,  Suff.  Son  of  William  Brome  D.D., 

of  Pulham.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1738.  Adm.  to  John’s  Nov.  1743 
aged  17.  He  died  at  Cambddge  in  Dec.  1747  of  small  pox,  while  still  an 
undergraduate.  In  the  entry  of  his  admission  to  Bury  school  he  is  called 
simply  Charles ; in  the  John’s  college  book  he  is  Charles  John.  His  father 
William,  who  had  the  livings  of  Pulham,  Sturston,  Oakley  and  Eye,  was  the 
poet  who  helped  Pope  in  his  translations. 
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298.  BROMHEAD  Edward.  Son  of  Benjamin  Bromhead  of  Lincoln.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1740.  Foreigner. 

299.  BROOKE  Zachary.  Born  in  Cambridge.  Son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Zachary  Brooke, 

Margaret  Pro  essor  of  Divinity.  At  Bury  and  Stdbergh  schools.  Adm.  to  St. 
John’s  Oct.  17S3  aged  nearly  17.  Fellow.  B.D.  1799.  He  held  the  college 
living  of  Great  Hormead,  Herts.,  from  1800  to  1842. 

300.  BROOKE  John.  He  is  in  Dr.  Donaldson’s  list  of  eminent  scholars  in  the 

Tercentenary  volume.  He  would  have  been  at  Bury  school  about  1790. 
Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1795.  Wrangler.  Fellow  and  tutor.  Vicar  of  Elmstead, 
Essex,  and  Whittlesford,  Cambs.,  two  college  livings. 

301.  BROOKE  Isaac.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  July  1795.  Son  of  Isaac  Brooke  of 

Little  Horringer  Hall  farm.  Mentioned  in  the  Tercentary  vol.  among  the  old 
scholars  present.  Lived  at  Ipswich.  Died  there  c.  i860. 

302.  BROOKE  Lancelot  William  Lombe.  Youngest  son  of  William  Lombe 

Brooke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1864 — 69.  Royalist. 
Died  Aug.  1871  aged  19.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

303.  BROWNE  Thomas.  Son  of  Francis  Browne  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  alderman. 

He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  April  1659  aged  17.  Scholar.  Did  not  graduate. 

304.  BROWNE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Browne  of  Lavenham,  gent.  He  is  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

305.  BROWNE  William.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1692.  Foreigner.  (Min.  Book 

p.  252). 

306  BROWN  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  Probably 

John  Brown,  maltster,  father  of  No.  309,  and  son  of  John  Brown  who  was 
thrice  chief  Alderman  of  Bury  and  died  in  April  1730  aged  78. 

307.  BROWNE  Francis.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  Francis  Browne  D.D.  At  Bury 

under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s,  Camb.,  Oct.  1733  aged  18.  To  Trim  Coll., 
Oxford,  Jan.  1735  aged  19.  B.A.  1738. 

308.  BROWNE  Samuel.  Born  at  Blakeney,  Norf  Son  of  Samuel  Browne,  farmer. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1740.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1750  aged  19.  B.A. 
1754-  Rector  of  Acle,  Norfolk,  for  thirty-six  years.  Died  April  1804, 
aged  73. 
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309.  BROWN  John.  Son  of  John  Brown  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  maltster.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1748.  Royalist. 

310.  BROWNE  William.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Browne  of  Hawkedon,  Suff.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1750.  Foreigner.  The  father  was  rector  of  Hawkedon 
from  1728  to  1755. 

311.  BROWN . At  Bury  school  1829 — 30.  First  form.  Foreigner.  Among 

the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  Tercentenary  festival  in  1850  was  Mr. 
G.  F.  Brown.  He  must  either  be  this  boy  or  else  some  other  boy  whose 
name  I have  not  got,  and  who  left  the  school  before  1817,  when  the  annual 
lists  begin. 

312.  BROWNE  Robert  Spink.  Born  at  Fornham  All  Saints.  Son  of  John  Robert 

Browne.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 48.  Foreigner.  He  went  to  Australia, 
joined  the  Government  Survey  for  telegraph  to  Northern  territory,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  been  killed  in  the  Bush. 

313.  BROWNE  John  Lindsay.  Born  at  Fornham  All  Saints.  Son  of  John  Robert 

Browne.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 51.  Foreigner.  Was  a corn  and  coal 
merchant.  Died  1904.  Buried  at  Colchester. 

314.  BROWN  Horace  James.  Son  of  Thomas  Goodchild  Brown  of  Cambridge, 

grocer.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 62.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll. 
B.A.  1866.  Barrister.  Went  on  the  South  Eastern  circuit.  Died  March  1896. 

3r5.  BROWNE  . At  Bury  school  i860 — 61.  Boarder. 

316.  BROWNE  . At  Bury  school  1862 — 64.  Day  boy.  Foreigner. 

317.  BROWNE  Nigel  Elrington.  Son  of  Charles  Elrington  Browne,  rector  of 

Barford,  Norf.  At  Bury  school  1896 — 97. 

318.  BROWNE  Clare  Elrington.  Son  of  Charles  Elrington  Browne,  rector  of 

Barford,  Norf.  At  Bury  school  1896. 

319.  BROUNING  Roger.  Son  of  Robert  Brouning  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Five 

years  at  Bury.  Four  years  at  Trin.  Coll.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll,  in  1574  aged  20. 
B.A.  1575.  Vicar  of  Great  Barton,  Suff.,  1583 — 1623.  Will  proved  at  Bury 
Oct.  1623

32c.  BROWNING  Edward  Campbell.  Second  son  of  Henry  Browning,  who 
rented  successively  Ampton  and  Hengrave  halls  in  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school 
1849 — 53.  Si.xth  form.  Foreigner.  This  is  the  eldest  of  the  two,  though  he 
came  to  Bury  school  after  his  younger  brother.  Matrir.  at  Oxfoid,  Christ- 
church, Oct.  1854  aged  i8.  Barrister. 

321.  BROWNING  Hugh  Edmund.  Third  son  of  Henry  Browning.  At  Bury 

school  1846 — 53.  Foreigner.  From  Bury  to  Sandhurst,  whence  he  joined 
the  Scots  Greys.  Retired  1870.  Bought  Clapham  Park  near  Bedford. 
Master  of  the  Oakley  Hunt  Died  Dec.  1905. 

322.  BROWNSMITH  John.  Born  at  Pakenham.  Son  of  John  Brownsmith,  rector 

of  Pakenham  1696  — 1722.  Bred  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s 
Jan.  1717  aged  18.  B.A.  1720.  Dr.  Randall  speaks  of  him  as  “ de  gente 
minori,”  but  worthy  of  equal  honour  with  the  great.  Probably  his  father  was 
the  John  Brownsmith  who  was  master  of  the  school  at  Lavenham  from 
1720 — 32.  The  hearth  tax  return  shows  three  householders  of  this  name  at 
Lavenham  in  1674. 

323.  BRUNDISH  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Great  Welnetham  Nov.  1688.  Son  of  John 

Brundish,  rector  there.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  Oct.  1706  aged  18.  Dr.  Venn  has  wrongly  set  him  down  as  rector  of 
Great  Welnetham.  He  certainly  was  not.  Whether  he  was  rector  of 
Chelsworth  and  Wyverstone,  as  there  stated,  I do  not  know.  He  probably 
is  the  Thomas  Brundish  buried  at  Great  Welnetham  in  Aug.  1725. 

324.  BRUNDISH  John.  Bapt.  at  Great  Welnetham  Nov.  1690.  Son  of  John 

Brundish,  rector  there.  Corpus  Coll.  B.A.  1712.  Caius  Coll.  M. A.  1719. 
Had  some  livings  in  Norfolk.  Married  Jane  Jelliand.  Died  1750.  I have 
no  actual  proof  that  this  John  Brundish  was  at  Bury  school,  but  it  is  practically 
certain. 

325.  BRUNDISH  Benjamin.  Bapt.  at  Great  Welnetham  July  1695.  Son  of 

John  Brundish,  rector  there.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Randall.  He  is  in 
the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Aug.  1713  aged  17. 
According  to  Dr.  Venn,  rector  of  Wyverstone  ; died  1739. 

326.  BRUNDISH  John  Jelliand.  Born  at  Northwold,  Norf.  Son  of  Rev.  John 

Brundish  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Grandson  of  No.  324.  Seven  years  at  Bury 
under  Garnham.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1770.  Adm.  to  Caius 
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Coll.  July  1768  aged  17.  Sen.  Wrangler.  Smith’s  Prize.  Senior  Classical 
Medallist.  Dean.  Master  of  Perse  school.  Priest  1780.  Died  in  college 
Feb.  1786.  His  wonderful  success  at  the  University  has  brought  him  into 
the  D.  N.  B.,  which  omits  to  say  from  what  school  he  came  up. 

N.B. — John  Brundish,  the  father  of  this  boy  and  of  No.  327,  was  rector 
of  Little  Cressingham  from  1747  to  1786  ; but  in  the  entry  of  John  Jelliand’s 
admission  to  Cains  Coll,  he  is  described  as  “of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.” 
Eighteenth  century  clergymen  are  not  always  to  be  found  in  their  parishes. 

327.  BRUNDISH  Benjamin.  Born  at  Northwold.  Son  of  John  Brundish,  rector 

of  Little  Cressingham.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Garnham  and  Wright. 
Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  May  1773.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1770 
aged  16.  Fellow.  Died  in  college  June  1779. 

328.  BRYANT  . In  Bury  school  lists  1822 — 25.  Foreigner. 

329.  BRYANT  . In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 26.  Foreigner. 

330.  BUCHANAN  . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 21.  Foreigner.  Simon 

Buchanan,  who  died  May  1811  aged  77,  and  has  a tombstone  in  St.  .Mary’s 
church  at  Bury,  may  be  the  grandfather  of  this  boy. 

331.  BUCK  John.  Eldest  son  of  William  Buck  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Died 

Dec.  1839  aged  64.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

332.  BUCK  Samuel.  Born  Feb.  1778.  Second  son  of  William  Buck.  Occupied 

Hawstead  hall  farm.  Died  Dec.  31,  1852.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

333.  BUCK  William.  Son  (probably  third)  of  William  Buck.  Lived  at  Fornham 

All  Saints.  Died  March  1838  aged  53.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

N.B. — I have  no  authority  for  including  Nos.  331,  332,  333.  They  are 
only  probabilities. 

334.  BUCK  Robert.  Born  Nov.  1787.  Son  (probably  fourth)  of  William  Buck  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Is  mentioned  in  the  Tercent.  vol.  among  the  old  scholars 
present.  Occupied  Nowton  hall  farm  for  many  years.  Died  there  March 
i860.  Tombstone  in  the  Bury  churchyard. 

N.B. — The  same  tombstone  has  the  name  of  William  Buck,  the  father 
of  these  four  boys,  who  died  May  1819  aged  72.

335.  BUCKBERD  William.  He  gave  a book  in  1565,  and  may  or  may  not  have 

been  an  old  scholar.  He  could  not  have  been  a very  old  one,  as  the  school 
Itself  was  then  only  fifteen  years  old. 

336.  BUCKENHAM  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Buckenham  of  Rishangles  M.D.  Four 

years  under  Hall  and  Dickenson.  No  place  is  mentioned  in  the  Caius  Coll. 
Admission  book,  but  Dickenson  probably  means  the  then  head  master  of  Bury 
school.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1629  aged  16.  Fellow.  Studied  medicine 
at  Leyden.  Afterwards  practised  at  Bury.  Died  Nov.  1682.  Buried  at  St, 
James’,  Bury. 

Richard  Kidder,  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  who  was  killed  in  the  great 
storm  of  1703,  tells  us  in  his  Autobiography  that  on  the  same  day  in  1658, 
during  the  Commonwealth,  he  was  ordained  deacon  and  priest  by  Bishop 
Brownrigg  in  Dr.  Buckenham’s  house  at  Bury.  I have  not  made  out  where 
this  house  was.  The  only  clue  to  it  that  I know  of  is  this.  At  that  time 
Thomas  Hervey  living  with  his  father  at  Hengrave  was  courting  Isabella  May 
living  with  her  relatives  in  and  round  Bury.  The  courtship  was  a secret  one, 
because  her  parents  with  the  usual  worldliness  of  parents  forbade  it,  wanting 
some  one  with  a larger  estate.  On  Oct.  15,  1652,  he  writes  to  her  saying  that 
yesterday  he  came  from  Hengrave  to  Bury  to  see  her,  but  when  he  got  as  far 
as  Dr.  Buckenham’s  at  about  4 p.m.,  he  met  her  sister,  Lady  Duncombe,  who 
said  she  was  not  at  home.  So  he  turned  back.  Probably  she  was  staying  at 
Sir  John  Duncombe’s,  and  the  discovery  of  his  house  would  help  to  the 
discovery  of  Dr.  Buckenham’s.  As  Thomas  Hervey  was  coming  in  from 
Hengrave  it  looks  as  if  he  met  Lady  Duncombe  in  Northgate  street,  so  that 
Dr.  Buckenham’s  house  was  one  of  the  fine  houses  which  adorn  that  street.

The 
Poll  book  for  1832  shows  a Mr.  James  Buckle  in  Northgate  street,  who  might 
be  their  father. 

340.  BULKELY  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Bulkely  of  Lincoln’s  Inn.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  April  1745.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  M.A.  1756.

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341.  BULL  Henry.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  Probably  a son  of  Thomas  Bull,  who  died  Feb.  1682 

aged  74,  and  has  a stone  in  St.  James’  churchyard. 

342.  BULL  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Henry  Bull,  shoemaker. 

Bred  at  Bury  over  four  years.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1669  aged  17.  M.A. 

1676.  His  next  door  neighbour  in  the  St.  John’s  Admission  book  is  Titus 
Oates.  In  1676  William  Stewkley  was  nominated  minister  of  St.  Mary’s 
church  at  Bury.  John  Bull  opposed  him  and  got  a majority  of  one  in  the 
Town  Council.  The  Bishop  of  Norwich  refused  to  accept  him  because  he 
was  not  yet  in  priest’s  orders.  John  Bull  continued  to  assert  his  claim  till 
Charles  11.  interfered  and  ordered  the  Corporation  to  accept  Stewkley,  which 
they  did.  (Tymms.)  In  May  [677  he  was  appointed  minister  at  St.  James’ 
church  at  Bury.  In  Oct.  1695  the  Corporation  ordered  that  he  should  either 
reside  within  the  borough  and  officiate  or  else  be  discharged.  In  May  1703 
they  removed  him  for  non-residence.  That  is  the  last  I can  see  of  him. 

343.  BULL  . In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 

344.  BULL  Seth.  Son  of  Seth  Bull  who  kept  a school  at  Ely.  In  the  Bury  school 

lists  for  1817,  1818,  1819,  all  the  time  in  6th  form.  Foreigner.  Died  July 
1840  aged  39  from  a fall  from  his  horse.  Tombstone  on  the  north  side  of 
Ely  cathedral. 

N.B. — Three  tombstones  at  Ely  record  these  three  names  ; 

Seth  Bull  died  Nov.  1792  aged  62. 

Seth  Bull  died  Sept.  1828  aged  70. 

Seth  Bull  died  July  1840  aged  39. 

345.  BULLEN  Henry  St.  John.  Born  1773.  Son  of  Henry  Bullen  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition 
Feb.  1791.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Nov.  1790  aged  17.  B.A.  1795.  Won  a 
goblet  at  Cambridge,  an  oration  prize.  Then  became  an  assistant  master  at 
Bury  Grammar  school.  In  1802  elected  head  master  of  Leicester  school. 
Rector  of  Quarrington,  Lincolnshire,  1801.  Tuddenham  1805 — 17.  Dunton, 
Bucks.,  1817 — 39.  Wrestlingworth,  Beds.,  1821.  Died  1839.  Buried  at 
Dunton. 

In  1797  he  brought  out,  Rudiments  of  English  Grammar  for  the  use  of 
schools.  Printed  at  Bury  by  P.  Gedge.  Dedicated  in  fifty  lines  of  verse 
“ To  all  the  Rising  Progeny.”  Fie  also  published  other  educational  works. 
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346.  BULLEN  Thomas  George.  Born  1803.  Son  of  Thomas  Bullen  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  upholsterer.  At  Bury  school  1817.  Royalist.  Carried  bn  his 
father’s  business  at  Bury.  Died  April  1850  in  his  47th  year.  Buried  in  the 
churchyard  at  Bury. 

347.  BULLEN  . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 19.  Foreigner. 

348.  BULLEN  . In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 27.  Foreigner. 

349.  BULLEN  Thomas  George.  Born  1832.  Elder  son  of  Thomas  George 

Bullen  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  346.  At  Bury  school  1846 — 50.  Royalist. 
Articled  to  his  uncle,  George  Debenham,  city  clerk  of  St.  Albans.  Adm.  a 
solicitor  1856.  Practised  in  London  many  years.  Died  March  1906  aged  72. 
Buried  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds  cemetery. 

350.  BULLEN  Charles  Henry.  Born  Nov.  1840.  Younger  son  of  Thomas 

George  Bullen,  No.  346.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 58.  Royalist.  Now 
carrying  on  his  father’s  business  in  Bury.  Mayor  of  Bury  in  1905. 

351.  BULLER  Francis.  Of  Isleham,  generosus.  Gave  a book  1695. 

352.  BULLOCK  John  Henry.  Born  1828.  Eldest  son  of  Plenry  Robert  Bullock, 

major  ist  Life  Guards.  At  Bury  school  1838 — 42.  Royalist.  Downing  Coll. 
B.A.  1856.  Died  1858. 

353.  BULLOCK  Charles  Henry.  Born  1833.  Second  son  of  Major  Henry  Robert 

Bullock.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 45.  Royalist.  Lieut.  52nd  foot.  Died  at 
Allora,  Queensland,  Australia,  in  1867. 

N.B. — A third  son,  William  Bullock,  afterwards  William  Hall  of  Six  Mile 
Bottom,  does  not  seem  to  have  come  to  the  Grammar  school.  Major 
Bullock,  the  father  of  these  boys,  had  fought  at  Waterloo,  and  was  at  this  time 
residing  in  Bury  at  5,  Westgate  street.  He  was  elected  Mayor  in  1842,  and 
died  in  1845. 

354.  BULLOCK  Frank  Alston.  Youngest  son  of  Alfred  Bullock  of  Chedburgh 

Hall  farm.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 79-  Royalist,  his  father  having  died  in 
1873,  and  his  mother  living  in  Bury.  Learned  engineering  at  Boby’s  in  Bury. 
Went  to  Tasmania  in  1887,  and  to  South  Africa  in  1891.  Returned  home  in 
1893.  Now  living  at  Southsea. 
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355.  BULWER  Henry  Earle.  Born  at  Cawston  March  1841.  Son  of  Rev.  Aug. 

Earle  Lloyd  Bulwer,  rector  of  Cawston.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 59.  Foreigner. 
Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1863.  Rector  of  Stanhoe,  Norfolk,  1884 — 1902.  A 
bell-ringer.  Died  May  1902. 

356.  BUNBURY  Thomas  Charles.  Born  1740.  Elder  son  of  Rev.  Sir  William 

Bunbury  of  Mildenhall,  baronet.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1747.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Westminster  school  in  1751.  St.  Catherine’s  Coll.,  Cambs.  M.A. 
1765.  He  married  Lady  Sarah  Lennox.  Succeeded  his  father  as  sixth 
baronet  in  1764,  and  died  March  1821.  He  won  the  first  Derby  race.  His 
tombstone  in  Mildenhall  church  says  he  represented  Suffolk  in  Parliament  46 
years. 

357.  BUNBURY  Henry  William,  Born  1750.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Sir  William 

Bunbury.  Believed  to  have  been  at  Bury  school,  and  thence  to  Westminster. 
Thence  to  St.  Catherine’s  Coll.,  Cambridge,  but  did  not  graduate.  A 
caricaturist  and  comic  artist.  Col.  in  W.  Suffolk  Militia.  Died  May  1811  at 
Keswick.  In  D.  N.  B. 

358.  BUNBURY  Henry  Edward.  Born  in  London  May  1 778.  Second  but  eldest 

surviving  son  of  Henry  William  Bunbury  the  caricaturist.  In  his  Recollections 
he  says,  “ The  first  things  which  I can  recollect  were  the  being  sent  to  school 
at  Bury  before  I was  five  years  old  ; disgusted  with  Gray’s  elegy  by  being 
obliged  to  get  it  by  heart  without  understanding  its  meaning  ; and  flogged  for 
a lie  which  I did  not  tell.”  This  school  was  kept  by  Mr.  Priest.  Then  to  a 
school  kept  by  the  curate  of  Mildenhall.  Then  to  Westminster.  Then  into 
the  army.  Succeeded  his  uncle.  No.  356,  in  1820  as  seventh  baronet.  Died 
April  i860  aged  82.  Buried  at  Great  Barton.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

359.  BUNBURY  Henry  Fox.  Born  Oct.  1839.  Eldest  son  of  Richard  Hanmer 

Bunbury  R.N.,  and  grandson  of  No.  358.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 5o- 
Foreigner.  Went  into  the  army.  Died  1870. 

360.  BUNN  William.  Son  of  William  Bunn  of  Stowmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  1743.  Foreigner. 

361.  BURCH  William.  Son  of  Joseph  Burch  of  Brandon.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  1737.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1741  aged  18.  B.A.  1745.

362.  BURCH  Samuel.  Son  of  Joseph  Burch  of  Brandon.  Adm.  lo  Bury  school

366.  BURMESTER  Frederick  Garland.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  George  Burmester  of 

Little  Oakley,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 55.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Matric.  at  Oxford,  Merton  Coll.,  Oct.  i860  aged  19.  M.A.  1868. 

367.  BURRELL  Walton.  Born  at  Wilbraham,  Cambs.  Son  of  Joseph  Burrell 

of  Wilbraham.  Brought  up  by  his  uncle  Brooke  at  Westley  near  Bury, 
inherited  his  property  there  and  lived  there.  Died  Dec.  1879  aged  86. 
Buried  at  Westley. 

N.B. — His  son,  Mr.  Robert  Burrell,  believes  his  father  to  have  been  at 
the  Grammar  school. 

368.  BURRELL  Frank.  Son  of  Walton  Burrell  of  Fornham  St.  Martin.  At  Bury 

school  1886 — . Foreigner.  Was  farming  at  Great  Barton,  Suffolk.  Now  in 
motor  works  at  Newmarket. 

369.  BURRELL  Duncan  Cowan.  Son  of  Walton  Burrell  of  Fornham  St.  Martin. 

At  Bury  school  1894.  Was  in  iron  works  at  Thetford.  Now  in  motor  works 
at  Newmarket. 

370.  BURROUGH  Miles.  Son  of  John  Burrough,  rector  of  Ingham.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656.  I imagine  he  is  nephew  to  Miles  Burrough  who 
was  chief  Alderman  of  Bury  in  1648. 
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371.  BURROW  Thomas.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Thomas  Burrow, 

druggist.  Bred  there.  In  March  1670  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed 
him  an  exhibition  of  ;^5  a year.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  July  1669.  B.A. 
1672.  Probably  this  is  he  who  was  buried  at  All  Saints,  Cambridge,  in 
Feb.  1675. 

372.  BURROUGH  James.  Son  of  Thomas  Burrough  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  He 

became  M.D.  Camb.  1690.  He  gave  books  to  the  school  library  in  1680 
etc.,  being  described  in  the  catalogue  as  olim  alumnus.  He  practised  as  a 
medical  man  at  Bury,  and  was  chief  Alderman  in  1695,  1706. 

373.  BURROUGH  George.  Of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Son  of  Samuel  Burrough, 

baker.  Bred  there.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  Sept.  1672  aged  nearly  18.  B.A.

In  Dec.  1707 
the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  odd  a year  for 
four  years.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1707  aged  16.  Fellow.  Master  of 
Caius  Coll.  1754 — 64.  An  amateur  architect.  Vice-Chancellor  1759. 
Knighted  1754.  Died  Aug.  1764.  Buried  in  the  college  chapel.  In  D.  N.  B. 

375.  BURROUGH  . In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 

376.  BURROUGH  James.  Son  of  Thomas  Burrough,  rector  of  Bradfield  St.  George. 

Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  In  April  1731  the  Governors  of  Bury 
school  granted  him  an  exhibition  of  odd  for  four  years  or  till  B.A.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1730  aged  16.  Fellow.  Curate  of  Redenhall.  Died 
Oct.  1747  aged  28.  Buried  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  [There  must 
be  some  mistake  in  the  date  of  his  death  or  in  his  age.

Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1737  aged  18.  Rector  of  Holton  and  Boyton. 
Died  Sept.  1775  aged  56. 

378.  BURROUGH  Henry.  Son  of  Rev.  Humphrey  Burrough  of  Sudbury,  Suff. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1735.  Foreigner.  Fellow  of  St.  Catherine’s  Coll. 
M.A.  1746. 
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379.  BURROUGHES  Robert.  Son  of  John  Burroughes  of  Bressingham,  Norf., 

attorney.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds,  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1693 
aged  17. 

380.  BURROUGHES  Randal.  Son  of  Jeremiah  Burroughes  of  Wymondham, 

Norf.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1 747.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  M. A.  1759. 
Rector  of  Brissingham  and  Shelfhanger  1766 — 1800. 

381.  BURROUGHES  Thomas  Cooke.  Son  of  Thomas  Burroughes  of  Wymondham, 

surgeon.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Garnham  and  Wright.  Elected  to  Hev\er 
exhibition  May  1776.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1773  aged  17.  Tenth 
Wrangler.  Fellow.  Dean.  President.  Master  of  Perse  school.  Rector  of 
Landbeach.  Died  April  1821.  Buried  at  Landbeach. 

382.  BURTON  . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

He  may  be  George,  the  father  of  the  next  boy. 

383.  BURTON  George.  Son  of  George  Burton  of  Petistree,  Stiff.  At  Charterhouse 

school.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1689.  B.A.  1692.  Fellow.  Rector  of 
Radwinter  for  twenty  years.  Died  1724.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school 
library  in  1703,  which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him. 

384.  BURWELL  Geoffrey.  Son  of  Edmund  Burwell  of  Woodbridge.  At  Bury 

school.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1629  aged  22.  Of  Rougham,  Suffolk. 
Knighted  1662.  Buried  at  Rougham  July  1684.  Maternal  grandfather  of 
Sir  Robert  Walpole. 

385.  BUTCHER  . At  Bury  school  1851 — 52.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 

I think  son  of  J.  Langton  Butcher,  and  grandson  of  Rear  Admiral  John 
Reeve,  who  formerly  resided  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

386.  BUTLER  John.  Son  of  John  Butler  of  Feltwell,  Norf.,  clerk.  Two  years  at 

Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  1662  aged  16.  M.B.  1672. 

387.  BUTLER  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Butler  of  Oulton,  Norf.,  clerk.  Three  years 

at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1665  aged  16.  Did  not 
graduate. 

388.  BUTLER  Edward,  son  of  William  Butler  of  Cornist,  Flintshire,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1748.  Foreigner. 
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389.  BUTLER  William.  Son  of  William  Butler  of  Cornist,  Flintshire,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1748.  Foreigner. 

390.  BUTLER-FELLOWES  Theodore.  Born  1868.  Son  of  Captain  Butler- 

Fellowes  of  Broom  hall  near  Woking.  At  Bury  school  Sept,  to  Oct.  1883. 
Foreigner. 

391.  BUTTON  James.  Eldest  son  of  James  Button,  who  was  for  50  years  in 

Oakes’  bank  at  Bury,  and  married  Miss  Gudgeon  of  Stowmarket.  At  Bury 
school  1831 — 35.  Royalist.  Was  a solicitor  at  Newmarket.  Died  there 
Nov.  1895  aged  74.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  there. 

392.  BUTTON  Michael  Arthur.  Younger  son  of  James  Button  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1840 — 42.  Royalist.  Was  articled  to  Mr.  Image 
at  Bury,  and  afterwards  practised  as  a surgeon  at  Birmingham.  He  died  very 
suddenly  while  staying  at  Yarmouth  Nov.  1878. 

393.  BUTTS  Robert.  Son  of  William  Butts,  rector  of  Hartest,  Suff.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1703  aged  18.  Rector  of  Ickworth 
and  Word  well,  Suff.  Minister  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  1712 — 1723. 
Preacher  at  St.  James’  1723 — 1743.  Dean  of  Norwich.  Bishop  of  Norwich. 
Bishop  of  Ely.  Died  Jan.  1748.  Buried  at  Ely.  In  D.  N.  B. 

394.  BUTTS  Robert.  Younger  son  of  Bishop  Butts,  No.  393,  by  his  first  wife. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1732.  Royalist.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1744.  Rector 
of  Bluntisham,  Cambs. 

His  daughter  Jane  married  Rev.  Roger  Kedington  of  Rougham,  whose 
only  child,  Jane  Judith,  married  Philip  Bennet,  whose  son  Philip  Bennet 
inherited  Rougham  from  his  mother  and  died  in  1866.

Inherited  in  1581  houses  in 
Bury.  Vicar  of  Gosfield,  Essex,  and  Santon  Downham.  Buried  at  Gosfield 
July  1622. 

N.B. — According  to  the  Visitation  of  Cambridgeshire  Simon  Cage  of  Bury 
had  seven  sons,  viz.  Robert,  Edmund,  Henry,  Peter,  Thomas,  Simon,  William. 
Probably  they  all  came  to  school. 

3.  CALAMY  Edmund.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  c.  1635.  Son  of  Edmund 

Calamy,  who  was  minister  at  St.  Mary’s  Church  from  c.  1626  to  c.  1640. 
Educated  at  ....  ingtoniae,  co.  Middlesex,  under  Daniel  Barnes  ; then  at 
Paul’s  school,  London,  under  John  Langley.  Adm.  to  Sidney  Sussex  Coll. 
March  28,  1651.  Rector  of  Moreton,  Essex.  An  ejected  minister  in  1662. 
Died  May  1685.  Buried  at  St.  Mary,  Aldermonbury.  NOT  a Grammar 
school  boy. 

N.B. — Edmund  Calamy,  father,  son,  and  grandson,  are  all  in  D.  N.  B. 
This  is  the  middle  one  of  the  three.  The  Middlesex  school,  whose  name  is 
imperfect  in  the  S.S.  register,  might  be  Paddington. 

4.  CALDICOTT  Barnes.  Son  of  John  Caldecott  of  Six  Mile  Bottom.  In  Bury 

school  list  for  1821  only.  Foreigner.  Lived  at  Ormesby  House  near  Yarmouth. 
Died  Jan.  2,  1868.  Buried  at  Little  Ormesby. 

5.  CALDECOTT  George  Fowler.  Second  and  youngest  son  of  Barnes  Caldecott 

ot  Ormesby  House,  No.  4.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 58.  Boarder.  Joined 
the  68th  (Durham  Light  Infantry)  Reg.  Served  in  India  and  New  Zealand. 
Died  at  Newmarket  Feb.  1880  aged  40.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Newmarket. 

6.  CALDWELL  Henry  Berney.  Born  April  1805.  Eldest  son  of  Ralph  Caldwell 

of  Hilborough,  Norf.  If  at  Bury  school  he  left  before  1817,  and  so  is  not  in 
the  lists.  Then  to  Eton.  In  the  season  of  1820 — r he  lost  an  eye  through  a 
gun  accident.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  St.  Mary  Hall,  Dec.  1824  aged  19.  Capt. 
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E.  Norfolk  Yeomanry.  J.  P.  for  Wilts,  and  Norf.  Of  Lackham  House, 
Lacock,  Wilts.  Died  Jan.  1873.  Buried  at  Monckton  Farleigh,  Wilts. 

This  boy  is  not  a certainty,  but  is  thought  by  the  family  to  have  been  at 
Bury  school  before  going  to  Eton. 

7.  CALDWELL  George.  Second  son  of  Ralph  Caldwell  of  Hilborough.  In 

Bury  school  lists  for  1820 — 22.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford, 
Merton  Coll.,  Dec.  1824  aged  17.  B.A.  1829.  In  Holy  Orders,  but  not 
beneficed.  Was  living  at  Cheltenham  in  and  about  1844.  Died  c.  1865. 

8.  CALDWELL  Vere.  Third  son  of  Ralph  Caldwell.  In  Bury  school  lists  for 

1821 — 22.  Foreigner.  Afterwards  at  Eton.  Joined  90th  Light  Infantry. 
Was  accidentally  killed  in  1839  at  Lamport,  Northants.  By  way  of  a joke  he 
was  trying  to  turn  round  one  of  the  iron  swans  on  the  entrance  gates  to  the 
Hall.  It  fell  and  crushed  him.  His  mother  was  Louisa,  daughter  of  Sir 
Justinian  Isham  of  Lamport. 

N.B. — Frederick  Edmund  Caldwell,  youngest  brother  of  these  three  boys, 
died  Jan.  r,  1908,  at  Hartford  Bridge,  Hants.,  aged  90.  A few  days  before 
his  death  being  asked  which  of  his  brothers  were  at  Bury  school,  he  said, 
“George  was  and  another,  I forget  which.” 

9.  CALLAWAY  Robert  Furley.  Fourth  son  of  John  Callaway  of  Hoddesden, 

Herts.  At  Bury  school  1884 — 91.  Foreigner.  Corpus  Coll.  Oxford.  Ordained 
in  1897.  Now  rector  of  Butterworth,  Cape  Colony. 

TO.  C ALLIS  Henry.  Son  of  William  Henry  Callis  of  Mears  Ashby,  Northants. 
At  Bury  school  1894 — 5.  Now  in  a bank  at  Wellingborough. 

11.  CALLIS  Charles.  Son  of  William  Henry  Callis  of  Mears  Ashby.  At  Bury 

school  1894—96.  Now  farming  in  Cornwall. 

12.  CALLIS  Arthur  Edward.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  Callis,  Head  Master  of 

Bury  Grammar  school.  At  Bury  school  1900 — 07.  Now  at  Shrewsbury 
school. 

13.  CALTHORPE  Reynolds.  Son  of  James  Calthorpe  of  Ampton,  Suff.  Four 

and  a half  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1673  aged 
18.  Middle  Temple  1674.  M.P.  for  Hindoo,  Wilts.  Buried  at  Elvetham, 
Hants.,  April  1720. 

N.B. — Others  of  this  family  must  have  come  to  Bury  school,  as  Dr. 
Randall’s  enumeration  of  old  scholars  mentions  them  in  the  plural.  P.  16. 
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CALVERLEY.  See  BLAYDES. 

14.  CALVERT  Nicholson.  Son  of  Felix  Calvert  of  Pelham  Furneaux,  Herts. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1735.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1743 
aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 

15.  CALVERT  Frederick.  Son  of  Rev.  Frederick  Calvert,  rector  of  Whatfield. 

At  Bury  school  1838 — 41.  Foreigner.  Thence  to  Rugby  school.  Adm.  to 
Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1846.  B.A.  1850. 

16.  CALVERT  Charles  George.  Son  of  Rev.  Frederick  Calvert.  At  Bury  school 

1846 — 49.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1857.  Vicar  of  Wiggenhall 
1868—77.  Chaplain  at  Heidelberg  1877 — 88.  Now  living  at  Duntroon 
castle,  Lochgilpead,  N.B. 

17.  CALVERT  Reginald.  Youngest  son  of  Dr.  Thomas  Jackson,  who  afterwards 

look  the  name  of  Calvert,  President  of  St.  John’s  Coll.,  and  Norrisian  Professor 
of  Theology  at  Cambridge  from  1815  to  1824.  At  Bury  school  1846 — 50. 
Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Brasenose  Coll.,  June  1852  aged  19.  Afterwards 
joined  iith  Hussars.  Chief  Constable  of  Cambridgeshire.  Died  18  . . 

N.B. — This  boy  was  a Royalist,  because  after  her  husband’s  death  Mrs. 
Calvert  lived  at  the  Panels  in  Northgate  street.  (See  additions). 

18.  CAMERON  Alec  Munro.  Son  of  D.  M.  Cameron  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1896. 

19.  CAMPBELL  . At  Bury  school  1829 — 31.  Foreigner. 

20.  CAMPBELL  Straton  Charles.  Born  Aug.  1823.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Charles 

Campbell,  vicar  of  Weasenham,  Norf.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 42.  Three 
years  in  6th  form.  Foreigner.  Corpus  Coll.  B.A.  1846.  Played  cricket 
for  Cambridge  v.  Oxford,  and  for  Gentlemen  of  England.  Rowed  in  the 
Cambridge  boat,  but  not  against  Oxford.  Rector  of  Cockley  Cley  1850 — 78, 
Weasenham  1878 — -1904.  Died  March  1904.  Buried  at  Weasenham. 

21.  CANCELLOR  John.  Son  of  Stephen  Cancellor  of  Cambridge,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1749.  Foreigner. 

22.  CANE  James.  Son  of  James  Cane  of  London,  vintner.  In  1676  he  succeeded 

to  the  estates  of  his  maternal  uncle.  Sir  John  James  of  Crishall,  Essex,  and 
took  the  name  of  Cane  James.  Was  baronetted  June  1682.  The  Poll-book 
for  1727  shows  him  as  then  a resident  in  Bury.  Died  May  1736  aged  80.

23.  CAN  HAM  Frederic.  Son  of  Joseph  Canham  M.D.  of  St.  Lawrence,  Ramsgate. 

At  Bury  school  185c — 52.  Foreigner.  Died  at  Sudbury  Sept.  1863  aged  23. 
Buried  at  Little  Cornard,  Suffolk. 

24.  CANNING  Richard.  Son  of  Rev.  Richard  Canning  of  Ipswich.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  July  1 750.  Foreigner.  Emmanuel  Coll.  B. A.  1763.  Succeeded 
his  father  as  rector  of  Harkstead  in  1769.  Died  Jan.  1789. 

N.B. — Richard  Canning  the  father  had  the  livings  of  St.  Lawrence, 
Ipswich,  Harkstead,  Freston  and  Rushmere,  was  editor  of  the  second  edition 
of  The  Suffolk  Traveller,  and  died  in  1775.  D.  N.  B. 

25.  CAPELL  Gamaliel.  Born  at  Stanton,  Suff.  Son  of  Gamaliel  Capell  D.D., 

rector  of  Icklingham.  Six  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens  and  Leeds.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1666  aged  17.  He  did  not  graduate  and  probably  died 
young.  But  he  has  been  confused  in  the  Jermyn  and  Davy  MSS.  with  another 
Gamaliel  of  the  next  generation,  and  so  made  to  live  for  a hundred  and  five 
years.  Dr.  Venn  says  there  has  been  a confusion  of  dates.  It  is  more  than 
that.  It  is  a confusion  of  persons.  Two  persons,  uncle  and  nephew,  have 
been  rolled  out  into  one. 

26.  CAPELL  Gamaliel.  Son  of  Rev.  Edward  Capell,  rector  of  Stanton  nearly 

forty  years,  who  died  Feb.  1720  aged  63.  He  gave  a book  in  1744,  which  is 
my  only  authority  for  including  him.  Adm.  to  Corpus  Coll.  1704.  Did  not 
graduate.  Rector  of  Stanton  1720 — 56.  Died  Jan.  1756.  Buried  at  Stanton. 
He  succeeded  his  father  at  Stanton  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  and  the 
three  reigned  in  succession  from  1680  to  1781. 

27.  CAPELL  Edward.  Born  at  Troston  June  1713.  Eldest  son  of  Gamaliel 

Capell,  rector  of  Stanton,  No.  26.  At  Bury  school  and  St.  Catherine’s  Coll. 
Deputy  Inspector  of  Plays.  Editor  of  Shakespeare.  Died  in  London  Feb. 
1781.  Buried  at  Fornham  All  Saints,  Suffolk.  In  D.  N.  B. 

28.  CAPELL  Robert.  Bapt.  at  Stanton  Sept.  1715.  Younger  son  of  Gamaliel 

Capell,  No.  26.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Sept.  1732  aged 
16.  Fellow  1739.  M.A.  1740.  Rector  of  Stanton  1756 — 81.  Died  Nov. 
1781.  Buried  at  Stanton. 
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29.  CAPPER  George.  Born  1766.  Son  of  Francis  Capper,  rector  of  Earl  and 

Monk  Soham  from  1759  to  1818.  At  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  Dec.  1783  aged  15.  Fellow  1791.  Rector  of  Gosbeck  for  52  years, 
Wherstead  for  32  years.  Little  Blakenham.  Died  July  1847.  Some  account 
with  two  portraits  of  this  very  sporting  parson  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Zincke’s 
History  of  Wherstead. 

30.  CARDEN  ma.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 29.  Royalist. 

31.  CARDEN  mi.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 29.  Royalist. 

32.  CARDIN  ALL  William.  Born  at  East  Bergholt.  Son  of  William  Cardinall. 

Three  years  at  Bury  under  Ward  and  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Oct.  1633 
aged  15.  Page  says  that  William  Cardinal  of  East  Bergholt  was  killed  in  1642 
at  Edgehill,  fighting  on  the  Parliament  side.  If  so,  this  Bury  boy  must  be  he. 

33.  CAREW  Isaac.  Born  at  Waldingfield,  Suff.  Son  of  Thomas  Carew.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1700  aged  17.  M.A.  1707.  Vicar  of 
Wickham  Market  1707 — 50.  Died  Sept.  1750. 

34.  CAREY  John.  Born  at  Bury.  Son  of  Philip  Carey  of  Huntingfield,  mediae 

fortunae.  At  Bury  under  Mosse.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1606  aged  15. 
B.A.  1610.  His  will  was  proved  May  1638. 

35.  CAREY  Francis  Walter.  Born  Nov.  1840.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1858. 

Foreigner.  Joined  East  Yorkshire  Reg.  in  1861.  A.D.C.  to  the  Lieut.-Gen. 
commanding  in  Canada  1868  — 1873.  Adjutant  to  Staff.  Militia  1876 — 1881. 
Col.  of  E.  Yorks.  Reg.  in  1889.  Commanded  53rd  Regimental  district  since 
1893.  Died  Sept.  1898.  Buried  at  Woking. 

36.  CARLIELL  Edward  Fulcher.  Second  son  of  George  Charles  Carliell  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1890 — 96.  Royalist.  Captain  of  the  school. 
Spalding  exhibitioner.  St.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  1899.  Now  in  Greene’s  Brewery 
at  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

37.  CARLTON  John  Stowe.  Son  of  Stephen  Carlton  of  Great  Waldingfield, 

Suff.  At  Bury  school  April  to  Dec.  1881.  Foreigner.  Now  farming  at 
Great  Waldingfield. 

38.  CARMICHAEL  C.  A.  H.  Born  April  i86o.  Third  son  of  William 

Carmichael,  head  gardener  at  Nowton  Court,  formerly  at  Sandringham.  At 
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Bury  school  1877 — 78.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Became  a school  master. 
Died  Feb.  1894.  Buried  at  Nowton.  Tombstone  in  churchyard. 

N.B. — Two  elder  brothers,  George,  now  a Presbyterian  minister  at  Perth, 
and  Thomas,  now  doing  mission  work  in  the  Orange  River  Colony,  do  not 
seem  to  have  come  to  the  Grammar  school. 

39.  CARRE  Robert.  Son  of  AVilliam  Carre  of  Moulton,  Suff.,  mediae  fortunae. 

Four  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1564  aged  18. 

40.  CARSS  Robert  Martin.  Son  of  Robert  Carss  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  banker 

and  draper.  I get  his  name  as  a Bury  scholar  from  the  Tercent.  vol.  He 
lived  in  Bury  for  a time.  Afterwards  he  farmed  at  Little  Whelnetham.  Died 
there  Sept.  1872  aged  84.  Tombstone  in  the  churchyard  there. 

N.B. — Robert  Carss  the  father  was  a draper,  and  was  taken  into 
partnership  by  his  father-in-law,  John  Spink  the  banker.  Spink  and  Carss’ 
bank  failed  in  1796.  The  premises  have  since  been  successively  occupied  by 
the  Suffolk  and  Essex  bank,  Oakes  and  Bevan,  and  the  Capital  and  Counties. 
Robert  Carss  died  May  1827  aged  76,  and  has  a stone  in  Little  Whelnetham 
churchyard. 

41.  CARTER  Thomas.  Born  1610.  Scholar  of  John’s  1626 — 29. 

42.  CARTER  Anthony.  Son  of  John  Carter  of  Livermere,  ingenuus.  He  is  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  I presume  he  is  the  Anthony  Carter  who  in 
1674  was  occupying  a house  with  four  hearths  at  Stanton,  Suffolk. 

N.B. — In  the  East  Anglian  Miscellany,  Nos.  73  and  86,  there  is  some 
account  of  a Carter  of  Stanton,  a large  wool  merchant,  who  was  murdered 
about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century.  One  of  his  sons,  was  Dr.  Anthony 
Carter  of  Stanton.  This  murdered  man  (supposing  him  to  have  been 
murdered)  was  probably  a son  of  this  boy,  and  probably  also  a Grammar 
school  boy  himself. 

43.  CARTER  Thomas.  Born  in  St.  Andrew’s,  Holborn.  Son  of  Humphrey 

Carter  of  Barningham,  Suff.,  gent.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens  and 
Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1665  aged  16.  Rector  of  Bircham- 
Newton  and  Roughton,  Norf.  Died  1717. 

44.  CARTER  Charles.  Born  at  Gazeley,  Suff.,  Nov.  1682.  Son  of  Greenough 

Carter.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Dec.  1701  aged  18. 
B.A.  1705. 
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45.  CARTER  William  Son  of  William  Carter  of  Ballingdon,  Essex.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1750.  P'oreigner.  Brother  of  Jonathan  Carter,  rector  of 
Flempton,  and  uncle  of  No.  46. 

46.  CARTER  Jonathan.  Son  of  Jonathan  Carter,  rector  of  Flempton,  Suff. 

Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1786  aged  17. 
Died  May  1789  aged  19.  His  mural  tablet  is  in  Flempton  church. 

N.B. — Jonathan  the  father  was  rector  of  Flempton  and  Hengrave  for  49 
years,  1768 — 1817,  and  died  at  Bury  Oct.  18:7  aged  75.  Went  to  school  at 
Lavenham,  Plaistow  and  Melford,  and  then  to  Caius  Coll. 

47.  CARTER  . At  Bury  school  1858 — 59.  Foreigner. 

48.  CARTER  Charles.  Son  of  Richard  Carter  of  Royallieu,  Compiegne,  France, 

trainer  of  race  horses.  At  Bury  school  1882 — 83.  Foreigner. 

49.  CARTER  Roland  Godfrey.  Son  of  Richard  Carter  of  Royallieu.  At  Bury 

school  1886 — 88.  Foreigner. 

50.  CARTER  George  Foster.  Son  of  Mrs.  Carter  temporarily  residing  in  Bury 

St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1888 — . Royalist.  Then  to  King’s  school, 
Canterbury.  Brasenose  Coll.,  Oxford.  Curate  at  St.  Clements,  Oxford. 
Chaplain  to  Bishop  of  Durham  Dec.  1902. 

51.  CARTWRIGHT  Edmund.  Eldest  son  of  Edmund  Cartwright  D.D,,  rector 

of  Norton  and  Brandon  in  Suffolk.  At  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  July  1631  in  i6th  year,  having  been  adm.  to  Corpus 
Christi  last  May. 

52.  Cartwright  Thomas  Everard.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Johnson 

Cartwright,  rector  of  Rushbrook  and  Bradfield  St.  George.  At  Bury  school 
1859—60.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  O.xford,  St.  Mary  Hall,  Oct.  i860  aged  19. 
Held  livings  in  succession  of  Brockley,  Braintree,  Layer  Marney,  and  at 
Chatham.  Now  resides  at  Cobham,  Surrey. 

53.  CARTWRIGHT  Clement.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Johnson  Cartwright. 

At  Bury  school  1859  60.  Foreigner.  Went  to  sea  in  the  merchant  service. 

Died  July  1906  at  Christchurch,  New  Zealand.  Buried  there. 

54.  CARTWRIGHJ  Charles  ^Villiam.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Johnson 

Cartwright.  At  Bury  school  1859—60.  Boarder.  Lichfield  Theol.  Coll. 
Rector  of  Mileham,  Norfolk,  1877 — 82.  Now  rector  of  Seaton,  Rutland. 

55.  CARVER  Jonathan.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 49.  Foreigner,  I believe  the 

son  of  a clergyman,  probably  from  Norfolk. 
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56.  CASBORNE  John.  Born  at  Elmswell.  Only  son  of  John  Casborne,  rector  of 

Elmswell,  Sulf.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1743.  Six  years  there.  Adm.  to 
Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  Nov.  1748.  Then  to  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.A.  1753.  He 
married  Delariviere  Symonds,  which  marriage  brought  a share  of  the  Spring 
property  at  Pakenham  to  the  Casbornes.  Was  vicar  of  Old  Newton.  Died 
May  1805  aged  70.  Buried  at  Old  Newton. 

57.  CASE  Henry.  Son  of  Henry  Case  of  Mildenhall,  solicitor,  by  his  first  wife. 

At  Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  July  1764  aged  15.  B.A. 
1769.  Became  rector  of  Ladbroke,  co.  Warwick.  Apparently  did  not  reside, 
but  perhaps  knew  where  his  parish  was,  as  he  married  the  widow  of  George 
Morewood  of  Alfreton  hall,  who  was  sister  to  Mrs.  Palmer  of  Ladbroke  hall. 
Took  the  name  of  Case-Morewood.  Died  at  Alfreton  June  1825  aged  78. 
Buried  at  Alfreton. 

N.B. — There  are  two  portraits  of  him  now  at  Alfreton  hall  which 
represent  a smart  good  looking  man.  There  are  also  a large  number  of 
drawings  by  Bunbury  the  caricaturist,  with  whom  he  might  have  had  a school 
friendship  at  Bury  as  well  as  a home  friendship  at  Mildenhall.  See 
Henry  William  BUNBURY,  No.  357. 

58.  CASE  Philip  James.  Son  of  Henry  Case  of  Mildenhall,  solicitor,  by  his 

second  wife.  Settled  in  Bury  as  an  attorney  before  1790.  Registrar  of 
Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury.  During  the  election  in  Dec.  1832  a mob  broke 
his  windows  at  87,  Whiting  street.  He  fired  a gun,  and  of  course  a woman 
was  hit.  He  was  tried  at  the  Assizes,  but  acquitted.  He  is  in  Bury  poll-books 
and  directories  till  1847  inclusive,  but  not  in  1852.  I do  not  see  his  name  in 
the  churchyard.  I have  no  proof  of  his  having  been  at  Bury  school,  but  he  is 
a high  probability. 

N.B. — Henry  Case,  father  of  these  two  boys,  died  at  Mildenhall  Feb.  1775. 
He  was  a son  of  Edward  Case  of  Pattesley,  Norf.,  and  settled  in  Mildenhall 
as  a solicitor. 

59.  CASE  Isham.  Eldest  son  of  Philip  James  Case  of  Bury,  solicitor.  No.  58. 

Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1814.  Rector  of  Quarrington  1821.  Vicar  of  Metheringham

N.B. — I cannot  prove  him  as  a Bury  school  boy. 

61.  CASE  Henry.  Third  son  of  Philip  James  Case,  No.  58.  Mentioned  in  the 

Tercent.  vol.  among  the  old  scholars  present.  Was  married  in  Oct.  1825  to 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James  Ward  of  Haughley,  Suff.  Lived  at  Rougham, 
where  his  father  had  an  estate.  Afterwards  from  c.  1844  farmed  at  Thorndon, 
Suff.  Died  Nov.  1867. 

62.  CASE  Philip  James.  Fourth  son  of  Philip  James  Case,  No.  58.  Became 

Lieut.  R.  N.  in  Nov.  1826.  Died  at  Hamburgh  June  1831  aged  33. 

N.B. — I cannot  prove  him  as  a Bury  school  boy,  as  he  can  hardly  be  the 
Case  in  fifth  form  in  the  school  list  for  1817. 

63.  CASE  Edward.  Fifth  son  (I  believe,  unless  a cousin,)  of  Philip  James  Case, 

No.  58.  He  is  in  the  school  list  1817.  Fifth  form.  Royalist.  In  May  1825 
he  was  elected  clerk  to  the  Governors  of  the  Grammar  school.  Was  a solicitor 
in  Bury.  Died  very  suddenly  Dec.  1854  aged  52.  Tombstone  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

64.  CASE  William  Dalton.  Youngest  son  of  Philip  James  Case,  No.  58.  At  Bury 

school  1817 — 21.  Royalist.  Died  July  1837  aged  31.  Tombstone  in  the 
churchyard  at  Bury. 

65.  CASSON  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Casson  of  Leeds.  At  Bury  school 

1882—85,  Foreigner.  St.John’s  Coll.  Oxford.  Barrister  of  the  Inner 
Temple. 

66.  CASTLETON  Charles.  Bapt.  at  Sturston  Sept.  1659.  Son  of  William 

Castleton  of  Oakley,  Suff.  Three  years  at  Bury.  Also  at  Thetford  school. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1678  aged  18.  Rector  of  Gillingham  1692  —1745. 
Succeeded  his  cousin  as  sixth  baronet  in  Aug.  1724.  Died  Sept.  1745  aged  86. 

N.B. — Sir  John  Castleton  of  Sturston,  second  baronet,  gave  a book  to 
the  school  library  in  1698  ; but  as  the  Caius  Coll,  admission  book  gives  Eye 
and  Botesdale  as  his  schools,  I do  not  include  him. 

67.  CATER  . At  Bury  school  1828 — 31.  Foreigner.  In  the  list  of 

admissions  it  is  Cater.  In  the  annual  school  lists  it  is  Kater.  Perhaps  a son 
of  Rev.  Thomas  Cator,  vicar  of  Woodbastwich  1821 — 36.

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68.  CAUDELL  Henry.  Son  of  William  Caudell,  lanarius  (woollen  draper).  Born 

at  Hopton,  Norf.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll. 
Sept.  1706  aged  17.  B.A.  1710. 

69.  CAULFIELD  . At  Bury  school  1832 — 34.  Foreigner.  This  might  be 

Henry  Cope  Caulfield,  who  was  adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1838;  B.A.  1842. 
The  Trin.  Coll,  admission  book  gives  him  no  school  nor  parentage. 

70.  CAY  . In  Bury  school  lists  1817  as  Royalist,  1818  as  Foreigner.  Second 

form. 

71.  CH ALLIS  James.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Challis.  Bred 

at  Bury.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1671  aged  15.  M.A.  1678.  Rector  of 
Shimpling. 

N.B. — John  Challis,  the  father  of  this  boy,  was  chief  Alderman  of  Bury 
in  1673,  and  died  Oct.  1680  aged  63.  Tombstone  at  St.  Mary’s. 

72.  CHALLIS  James.  Born  at  Shimpling,  Suff.  Son  of  James  Challis,  rector  of 

Shimpling,  No.  71.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1699 
aged  16.  B.A.  1703.  Rector  of  West  Stow  1708 — 1742,  Pakenham 
1722 — 1742.  Died  1742. 

73.  CHALLIS  John.  Born  c.  1674.  Son  of  John  Challis  of  Worlington.  Died 

June  1750  aged  76.  Tombstone  in  Worlington  church.  I have  no  authority 
for  including  this  boy,  but  he  is  probable.  His  brother  was  at  the  school  and 
several  of  his  mother’s  family. 

N.B.— John  Challis,  the  father  of  Nos.  73  and  74,  died  Feb.  1697  aged 
49.  He  has  a stone  in  Worlington  church.  I imagine  him  to  be  a brother 
of  No.  71,  and  probably  a Grammar  school  boy  himself. 

74.  CHALLIS  Martin.  Son  of  John  Challis  of  Warrington  [Worlington]  Suff., 

mercer.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  April  1700 
aged  17.  Rector  of  Hillington,  Norf.,  1728—1757,  and  Ashwicken,  Norf., 
jyi6 — iTSI-  Died  1757.  His  mother  was  Ann  Folkes  of  Rushbrooke, 
whence  he  got  his  name  Martin  and  his  parish  Hillington. 

N.B.— Dr.  Randall,  writing  in  or  before  1719,  alludes  to  Challis  hitherto 
accustomed  to  disasters,  but  to  whom  the  Gods  will  grant  better  times.  I 
dont  know  which  of  them  he  refers  to. 

75.  CHALLIS  Thomas.  Son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Challis  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  widow. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  April  1733.  Royalist, 
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76.  CHALONER  Thomas  Osborne.  Son  of  Thomas  Chaloner  of  Exning,  trainer 

of  race  horses.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 83. 

77.  CHALONER  William  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Chaloner  of  Exning.  At  Bury 

school  1879 — 82. 

78.  CHAMBERS  Thomas.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 40.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

He  is  mentioned  in  the  Tercent.  vol.  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend. 

79.  CHANDLER  F.  At  Bury  school  1867.  Royalist. 

80.  CHAPELLOW  Leonard.  Son  of  Edward  Chapellow,  rector  of  Roydon  near 

Diss.  At  Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1762  aged  18. 
M.A  1769.  Rector  of  Roydon  1777 — 1820,  and  Burston  1784 — 1825. 

81.  CHAPLIN  William.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  He  may  be  a son  of  Thomas  Chaplin  of  Bury,  who  as 
a J.P.  performed  marriages  during  the  Commonwealth. 

82.  CHAPLIN  . He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1 713.  Royalist. 

83.  CHAPMAN  Gabriel.  Son  of  Richard  Chapman  of  Banham,  Norf,  medite 

fortunse.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1588. 

84.  CHAPMAN  Thomas.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a 

foundation  scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  He  may  be  the  Thomas  Chapman  who  in 
1674  was  occupying  a house  with  three  hearths  in  the  North  ward  in  Bury. 

85.  CH.APMAN  Henry.  Son  of  Henry  Chapman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  esquire. 

He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  He  may  be  the  Mr.  Chapman  who  in 
1674  was  occupying  a house  with  nine  hearths  in  Fornham  All  Saints. 

N.B. — Henry,  his  father,  died  Oct.  1666,  and  has  a stone  in  St.  Mary’s 
church  at  Bury. 

86.  CHAPMAN  Edward.  Son  of  Rev.  C.  J.  Chapman  of  Norwich.  Born  there. 

At  Bury  1829 — 32.  Three  years  in  6th  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  July  1831  aged  18.  B.A.  1836. 

87.  CHAPMAN  John.  Of  Norfolk.  At  Bury  1829 — 32.  Three  years  in  6th 

form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Jan.  1832.  Fellow.  B.A.  1836. 

B.D.  1840. 

88.  CHAPMAN  . At  Bury  school  1840 — 43.  Foreigner. 

89.  CHAPM.AN  George  Palmer.  Son  of  Lieut.  William  Chapman  of  Bombay 

engineers,  who  was  accidentally  drowned  in  the  Indus  in  1855.  At  Bury 
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school  1862— 67.  Boarder.  Married  his  cousin  Helen  D’Oyly.  Emigrated 
to  New  Zealand.  Died  there  at  Christchurch,  Canterbury,  about  1893. 

90.  CHAPMAN  Edward  Palmer.  Born  at  Christchurch,  New  Zealand.  Second 

son  of  Edward  Chapman  who  had  a large  sheep  farm  there.  At  Bury  school 
1867 — 69.  Boarder.  From  Bury  to  Bradfield  Coll.,  and  thence  to  Merton 
Coll.,  Oxford,  in  Oct.  1875  aged  18.  B.  A.  1879.  Called  to  the  Bar.  Returned 
to  New  Zealand. 

91.  CHAPMAN  Harry  Stokes.  Son  of  William  Chapman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

clothier.  At  Bury  school  1891—95.  Now  on  the  London  Stock  Exchange. 

92.  CHAPMAN  Frank.  Son  of  William  Chapman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1895 — 99-  Now  a surveyor  in  London. 

93.  CHARLES  Joseph.  Bapt.  at  Swaffham  Nov.  1716.  Son  of  Joseph  Charles, 

rector  of  Swaffham,  Norf.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1731.  Foreigner. 
Matric.  at  Oxford,  Trin.  Coll,  Nov.  1734  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate.  Vicar 
of  Wighton,  Norf.,  1740 — 86.  Author  of  “The  Dispersion  of  the  men  of 
Babel.”  Died  July  1786.  Buried  at  Swaffham.  Is  in  D.  N.  B. 

94.  CHATER  Francis  John  Talfourd.  Eldest  son  of  William  Chater  of  Long 

Melford.  At  Bury  school  1869 — 71.  Boarder.  Sixth  form.  Matric.  at 
Oxford,  Lincoln  Coll,  Oct.  1872  aged  18.  B.A.  1876. 

95.  CHEERE  William  Henry.  Born  June  1800.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Madryll 

Cheere  of  Papworth,  M.P.  Probably  at  Bury  school  before  1817.  Succeeded 
his  father  at  Papworth  in  1825.  Died  March  1867. 

96.  CHEERE  George.  Born  Jan.  1804.  Second  son  of  Charles  Madryll  Cheere. 

At  Bury  school  1817 — 22.  Foreigner.  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1828.  Was 
ordained.  Died  April  1867. 

97.  CHEERE  Frederick.  Born  Dec.  1805.  Third  son  of  Charles  Madryll  Cheere. 

At  Bury  c.  1817 — 22.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Nov.  1822.  B.A. 
1827.  Was  curate  in  charge  of  Ingham  and  Culford  for  many  years. 
Succeeded  to  Papworth  in  1867.  Died  Dec.  1872.  Tombstone  at  Papworth. 

98.  CHEERE  John.  Born  April  1806.  Fourth  son  of  Charles  Madryll  Cheere. 

Apparently  one  of  the  four  boys  in  the  school  lists  of  1817 — . Was  a 

captain  R.N.  Died  April  1867. 
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99.  CHEERE  Henry.  Born  July  1807.  Fifth  son  of  Charles  Madryll  Cheere. 
Apparently  one  of  the  four  boys  in  the  school  list  of  1817  — . Was  a major 

in  the  Indian  Army.  I presume  he  succeeded  to  Papworth  in  1872.  Died 
at  Little  Drayton,  Salop,  Feb.  1874. 

100.  CHEERE  Robert.  Born  Oct.  1810.  Sixth  son  of  Charles  Madryll  Cheere. 

In  Bury  school  lists  c.  1820 — . Was  a lawyer.  I presume  he  succeeded  to 

Papworth  in  1874.  Died  May  1876. 

101.  CHEERE  Francis.  Born  Dec.  31,  1811.  Seventh  son  of  Charles  Madryll 

Cheere.  Apparently  in  Bury  school  lists  c.  1820 — . Died  Nov.  1872. 

102.  CHEERE  Edward.  Born  June  1816.  Eighth  son  of  Charles  Madryll  Cheere. 

Educated  at  King’s  Coll.  London.  Was  vicar  of  Little  Drayton,  Salop. 
Being  the  last  survivor  of  the  eight  brothers  he  succeeded  to  Papworth  in 
1876.  Died  April  1891.  NOT  a Bury  school  boy. 

N.B. — Charles  Madryll  Cheere  of  Papworth  hall,  the  father  of  these  eight 
boys,  died  Jan.  1825  aged  52.  There  appear  to  be  six  different  Cheeres  in  the 
Bury  school  lists  between  1817  and  1824,  who  are  probably  Nos.  96  to  loi. 

The  eldest  son,  No.  95,  may  have  left  before  1817,  when  the  annual  lists 

begin,  and  the  youngest.  No.  102,  certainly  did  NOT  come.  I can  only  be 
sure  of  six.

Buried  at  Papworth. 

104.  CHENERY  Walter.  Born  March  1801.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 21. 

Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1825.  Rector  of  Sturston,  Suff.  1832 — 59. 

Died  Dec.  1859.  Tombstone  in  Sturston  churchyard. 

105.  CHESTER  Peyton.  Born  at  Blunham,  Beds.,  March  1636.  A younger  son 

of  Sir  Antony  Chester,  baronet,  of  Chichely,  Bucks.  At  Bury  school.  Adm.  to 
John’s  Coll.  April  1651  aged  15.  M.A.  1666.  Of  the  Inner  Temple  1654. 
Gentleman  of  the  bedchamber  to  Prince  Henry,  duke  of  Gloucester,  when  in 
exile  at  Brussells.  Died  unmarried  at  Chichely  Sept.  1686. 

106.  CHESTER  Peter.  Eldest  son  of  Dr.  Peter  Chester,  rector  of  Heydon,  Essex. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1731.  Foreigner.  Fellow  of  St.  Cath.  Coll.  B.A. 
1744.  M.A.  1748. 
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107.  CHESTER  Edward.  Second  son  of  Peter  Chester  D.D.  At  Bury  under 

Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1739  aged  17.  M.A.  1747.  In  the 
catalogue  of  the  school  library  he  is  called  “ Edmund  Chester  nuper  hujus 
scholas,  nunc  Trin.  Coll,  alumnus.” 

108.  CHESTER  Robert.  Third  son  of  Peter  Chester  D.D.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  1733.  Royalist.  Barrister  of  the  Inner  Temple. 

N.B. — ^Dr.  Peter  Chester,  the  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  in  1728. 
Their  mother  came  to  live  in  Bury,  and  married  secondly  Martin  Warren  M.D. 
of  Bury.  She  died  Oct.  1751  aged  61.  Her  son,  Robert  Chester,  pul  up  a 
tablet  to  her  memory  in  St.  Mary’s  church.  She  was  Sarah,  daughter  ot 
Richard  Webb  of  the  Inner  Temple. 

X09.  CHEVALLIER  Temple  Fiske.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Temple  Chevallier,  rector 
of  Aspall,  Suff.  Five  years  at  Lavenham  school,  three  years  at  Bury  under 
Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1780  aged  16.  Rector  of  Mlckfield, 
Badingham,  Aspall.  Died  Oct.  1816.  Buried  at  Aspall. 

110.  CHEVALLIER  Clement.  Born  r 765.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Temple  Chevallier. 

Fellow  of  Pembroke  Coll.,  Camb.  B.A.  1787.  Died  1830.  I have  no 
authority  for  including  this  boy,  but  he  is  probable. 

111.  CHEVALLIER  Thomas.  Born  1770.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Temple  Chevallier. 

Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1792.  Died  in  Jamaica  in  1794.  I have  no  authority 
for  including  this  boy,  but  he  is  probable. 

112.  CHEVALLIER  Charles.  Born  1772.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Temple  Chevallier. 

Died  1844.  I have  no  authority  for  including  this  boy,  but  he  is  probable. 

113.  CHEVALLIER  John.  Born  1774.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  Temple  Chevallier. 

M.D.  of  Edinburgh  University.  Was  assistant  to  Dr.  Cream  of  Long  Melford. 
After  his  eldest  brother’s  death  he  bought  Aspall  hall  and  resided  there.  Was 
also  ordained  and  held  the  living.  He  farmed  and  brought  out  “the 
Chevallier  barley.”  Died  Aug.  1846. 

N.B. — There  is  no  school  list  of  his  date,  but  I include  him  on  family 
authority.  In  D.  N.  B.  where  his  father’s  name  is  wrongly  given.

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Second  wrangler  and  second  Smith’s  prizeman.  Fellow  of  Pembroke ; after- 
wards fellow  and  tutor  of  St.  Catherine’s.  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  the  Great, 
Cambridge,  1821 — 34..  Hulsean  lecturer.  Astronomer.  Canon  of  Durham. 
Died  Nov.  1873.  H.  N.  B. 

1 15.  CHEVALLIER  Richard  Edgcumbe.  Born  Oct.  1794.  Second  son  of  Rev. 

T.  F.  Chevallier,  No.  109.  Twin  brother  of  Temple,  No.  114.  I include  him 
on  family  authority.  Was  in  the  civil  service  attached  to  Pembroke  dockyard  ; 
compelled  by  illness  in  1843  to  give  up  work.  Went  to  live  at  Plymouth  and 
died  there  Feb.  1853.  Buried  there  in  St.  Clement’s  churchyard. 

116.  CHEVALLIER  George.  Born  1795.  Third  son  of  Rev.  T.  F.  Chevallier, 

No.  109.  Was  a lieutenant  R.  N.  Died  at  sea  1819.  I have  no  certain 
authority  for  including  this  boy. 

1 17.  CHEVALLIER  Thomas  Charles.  Born  1803.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  T.  F.

1 18.  CHICHELEY  . Dr.  Randall’s  enumeration  of  old  scholars  in  the  latter

119.  CHILD  Richard.  Born  at  Chattisham,  Suff.,  April  1647.  Only  son  of 

Richard  Child  M.D.  At  Bury  under  the  rod  (sub  ferula)  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Stephens.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  May  1664  aged  17.  B.A.  1667.  M.A. 
1672.  Ihis  boy  lost  his  father  early,  and  while  at  Cambridge  was  looked 
after  by  his  uncles  Sir  Philip  Meadows  and  John  Meadows,  the  ejected  ministtr 
of  Ousden.  In  Mr.  Taylor’s  memoir  of  John  Meadows  are  printed  extracts 
from  his  memorandum  book,  showing  frequent  payments  to  “ Die.”  “ May 
12,  1664.  Die  went  to  Cambridge.  I paid  for  a gowne  for  him  ;^r..i4..o  ” 
etc.,  etc.  Dick’s  mother  was  Margaret,  sister  to  John  Meadows.  I imagine 
she  is  the  Mrs.  Child  occupying  a house  with  two  hearths  at  Lavenham  in 
i674'  What  happened  to  Dick  I have  not  discovered.  Nor  does  it  appear 
what  was  the  relationship  between  him  and  No.  120.

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12 1.  CHILD  John.  Son  of  Richard  Child  of  Lavenham  M.D.  Four  years  at 

Lavenham,  two  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April 
1735  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate.  Curate  of  Kettlestone,  Norf.,  in  1743. 

122.  CHILDERSTON  or  CHESSON  Thomas.  Born  at  Lakenheath.  Son  of 

Anthony  Childerston.  Four  years  at  Bury  and  Cambridge  schools  under 
Dickenson  and  Watson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1639  aged  16.  M.A. 
1646. 

123.  CHILDERSTONE  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Childerstone  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

innholder.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1730.  Died  Jan.  1739 
aged  18.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

124.  CHILOE  . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

125.  CHURCH  Thomas  Towerson.  Only  son  of  James  Church  of  Great  Shelford, 

Cambs.,  armiger.  Born  in  London  Oct.  1751.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under 
Garnham.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  March  1769  in  his  i8th  year.  Elected  to 
Hewer  exhibition  April  1771.  M.A.  1776. 

126.  CLAGETT  William.  Born  at  Bury  Sept.  1646.  Elder  son  of  Nicholas 

Clagett,  preacher  at  St.  Mary’s  from  1648  to  1660.  At  Bury  school.  In 
April  1660  the  Governors  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^5  a year.  Emmanuel 
Coll.  B.A.  1663.  D.D.  1683.  Preacher  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  1672 — 1680. 
Then  preacher  at  Gray’s  Inn,  lecturer  at  St.  Michael’s,  Bassishaw,  and  chaplain 
to  the  King.  Died  of  small  pox  March  1688.  Buried  at  St.  Michael’s.  He 
published  a good  many  controversial  works.

Archdeacon  of 
Sudbury  1693.  Rector  of  Hitcham  1707.  Died  Jan.  1727.  Buried  at  St. 
Mary’s,  where  he  had  been  preacher  over  45  years.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — Of  three  successive  Nicholas  Clagetts,  father,  son,  and  grandson, 
all  closely  connected  with  Bury,  this  is  the  son.  The  grandson  is  below. 
The  father  I cannot  include.  He  was  the  ejected  minister  of  St.  Mary’s 
church,  and  was  buried  in  its  chancel  Sept.  1663. 
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128.  CLAGETT  Nicholas.  Son  of  Archdeacon  Nicholas  Clagett,  No.  127.  At 

Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1702  aged  16.  B.A.  1705. 
D.D.  1724.  Rector  of  Pulham  1717 — 21.  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham. 
Dean  of  Rochester.  Bishop  of  St.  Davids  1731.  Bishop  of  Exeter  1742. 
Died  Dec.  1746  aged  60.  Buried  at  St.  Margaret’s,  Westminster,  without  an 
epitaph.  In  D.  N.  B. 

129.  CLAGETT  Michael.  Son  of  Archdeacon  Nicholas  Clagett,  No.  127.  Fellow 

of  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1709.  Succeeded  his  brother  Nicholas  as  rector  of 
Pulham  in  1721.  Died  there  in  1728.  I have  no  authority  for  including 
him,  but  he  is  a moral  certainty. 

130.  CLAGETT  Samuel.  Son  of  Archdeacon  Nicholas  Clagett,  No.  127.  I imagine 

this  is  the  one  who  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  Fellow  of 
Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1722.  Registrar  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury.  Died 
Aug.  1752  aged  49.  Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 

131.  CLARKE  John.  Son  of  a poor  minister.  In  March  1650  the  Governors 

allowed  him  ^^4  for  one  year  for  his  maintenance  at  Cambridge,  to  be 
continued  at  their  discretion.  In  April  1651  ;^5  was  allowed  him.  In 
March  1654  he  was  allowed  ^^5  for  the  expenses  of  his  commencement,  and 
then  the  exhibition  was  to  cease. 

132.  CLARKE  Edward.  Son  of  John  Clarke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  armiger.  He 

is  in  the  school  list  for  1656.  He  may  be  the  Edward  Clarke  of  Corpus 
Christ!  Coll.,  B.A.  1665. 

133.  CLARKE  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Clarke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  armiger. 

Died  Dec.  1677.  Buried  in  St.  Mary’s  churchyard  at  Bury. 

134.  CLARKE  Samuel.  Son  of  John  Clarke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  armiger.  He 

was  of  Snailwell,  Cambs.  Created  a baronet  July  1698.  Died  March  1719. 

^35’  CLARKE  Benjamin.  Son  of  John  Clarke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  armiger. 
Died  June  1675.  Buried  in  St.  Mary’s  churchyard  at  Bury. 

N.B. — John  Clarke,  the  father  of  these  four  boys,  was  M.P.  for  Bury 
during  the  Commonwealth.  He  died  Nov.  1681  and  has  a tombstone  in  St. 
Mary’s  churchyard.  I have  no  authority  for  including  Thomas,  Benjamin, 
and  Samuel,  but  they  are  highly  probable. 
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136.  CLARKE  George.  Bom  1669.  Of  Suffolk.  Educated  at  the  public  school 

of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  July  1685  aged  16.  M.A.  1692. 
Rector  of  Raydon,  Suffolk.  Died  March  1730  aged  60.  Tombstone  in 
Raydon  church.  His  daughter  married  Rev.  Parker  Gurdon. 

137.  CLARKE  Francis.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  Francis  Clarke,  merchant.  At 
• Bury  under  Randall  and  Kinsman.  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1713. 

Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  July  1716  aged  17.  M.A.  1724.  Ordained  1721. 

138.  CLARKE  Abraham.  Son  of  Abraham  Clarke  of  Lavenham.  In  Dec.  1728 

the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  odd  till  he 
became  B. A.  Eman.  Coll.  B.  A.  1729. 

139.  CLARKE  Simon.  Only  son  of  Edmund  Clarke  of  Burnham,  Norf.,  apothecary. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  P'eb.  1734.  Foreigner.  In  the  parish  register  of  Great 
Dunham,  Norfolk,  the  rector,  Ambrose  Pimlowe,  has  entered  an  abject  apology 
for  allowing  himself  to  be  taken  in  by  false  statements  and  marrying  Simon 
Clarke  and  Alice  Dewing,  both  under  age.  This  is  dated  Sept.  27,  1742. 

Simon  Clarke  is  described  in  the  apology  as  a young  man  of  about  19  years, 

an  only  son,  well  educated  at  Bury  school,  intended  to  follow  his  business, 
and  then  to  be  sent  to  London  for  further  improvement,  and  likely  to  enjoy  a 
handsome  fortune.  Norf.  Arch.  1.  98. 

140.  CLARKE  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Clarke  of  Mellis,  Suff.,  esquire.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Oct.  1749.  Foreigner.  Died  1806. 

N.B. — A manor  in  Mellis,  called  Pountney  hall  manor,  belonged  to  the 
Clarke  family  for  several  centuries,  and  on  the  death  of  Thomas  Clarke  in 
1806  passed  to  the  Rev.  Edward  Jermyn  of  Carleton  Colvile.

B.A.  1863.  Ordained  1863.  Rector  of  St.  Paul,  Tobago,  1869 — 78.  Vicar 
of  Brockenhurst,  Hants,  1889 — 92.  Died  Aug.  1892.

Thomas  Clarke.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1856.  Royalist.  Now  living  in 
America. 

147.  CLARKE  Julian.  Born  in  Barbados  April  1844.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 

Clarke.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 58.  Royalist.  Now  living  in  America. 

148.  CLARKE  Waple.  Born  in  Barbados  Dec.  1845.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 

Clarke.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 58.  Royalist.  In  Colonial  Bank  at  Barbados. 
Now  living  at  Valley  Field,  St.  Michael’s,  Barbados. 

N.B. — The  father  of  these  five  boys  was  Rev.  Thomas  Clarke,  M.A., 
Pembroke  Coll.,  Cambs.,  who  from  1836  onwards  had  various  clerical  posts 
in  Barbados,  being  ultimately  rector  of  St.  Michael  and  dean  of  the  Cathedral.

154.  CLAY  William  Charles  Spencer.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Clay  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  wine  merchant.  In  Bury  school  list  1817.  Royalist.  Was 
afterwards  a wine  merchant  in  London,  Died  Jan.  1876  aged  72.  Buried  at 
Norwood  cemetery. 

^55-  CLAY  Robert  Thomas.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Clay  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
At  Bury  school  1827 — 32.  Royalist.  Was  a wine  merchant  in  London. 
Died  March  1861  aged  43.  Buried  at  Norwood  cemetery. 
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156.  CLAY  George  Pearson.  Third  son  of  Thomas  Clay  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1831 — 36.  Royalist.  Was  a wine  merchant  at  Bury.  Mayor 
in  1853,  1858,  1862,  1872.  Died  June  1883  aged  60.  Buried  in  the  cemetery 
at  Bury. 

157.  CLAYDON  . At  Bury  school  1830—35.  Foreigner. 

158.  CLAYDON  Henry.  Son  of  Charles  Claydon,  butler  of  Trin.  Coll.  Camb.  At 

Bury  school  1832 — 35.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  July  1835  aged  20. 
Curate  of  Staunton  on  Wye,  Herefordshire.  Died  March  1848. 

159.  CLAYDON  . At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — All  three  Claydons  left  together  in  1835,  and  were  probably  brothers. 

160.  CLAYTON  . He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1825  only.  First  form. 

Possibly  one  of  the  family  to  whom  belonged  Benjamin  Lane  Clayton,  a 
surgeon  of  Bury  and  Norton,  who  died  at  Norton  in  May  1819.

Epitaph  in 
the  church.  He  founded  and  endowed  Clopton’s  Hospital  in  Bury  for  the 
maintenance  of  six  poor  men  and  six  poor  women.

to  Caius  Coll.  May  1717  aged  18.  Gray’s  Inn  1721.  Buried  at  Feltwell  1777. 
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165.  CLOUGH  Cyril.  Born  at  Feltwell.  Son  of  Cyril  Clough,  rector  of  Gaywood, 

Norfolk.  Three  years  at  Lynn  school  ; afterwards  at  Bury  under  Mr. 
Hasted.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1802  aged  18.  Died  Feb.  1805.  This 
is  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

166.  CLOWES  Reginald.  Son  of  Arthur  Tallent  Clowes  of  New  Buckenham, 

solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1894—1900.  Now  in  partnership  with  his  father. 

167.  CLUTTON  . At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Foreigner. 

168.  COATES  James.  Son  of  Nicholas  Coates  of  Suffolk,  yeoman.  Four  years  at 

Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Sidney  Sussex  Coll.  March  1628  aged  17. 

N.B. — The  Ship  money  return,  1640,  shows  James  and  Nicholas  Coates 
both  at  Mildenhall. 

169.  COBBALD  Thomas  Ernest.  Son  of  A.  H.  Cobbald  of  Eldo  House,  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1898 — 99.  Now  farming  at  home. 

170.  COBBALD  John  Septimus.  Son  of  A.  H.  Cobbald  of  Eldo  House.  At  Bury 

school  1898 — 99.  Went  thence  to  Ipswich  school. 

171.  COBBOLD  Thomas.  Born  Nov.  1742.  Son  of  Thomas  Cobbold  of  Harwich 

and  Ipswich,  brewer.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1750.  Foreigner.  Adm. 
to  Trin.  Coll.  July  1761  aged  18.  M.A.  1773.  Rector  of  Wilby  1773. 
Incumbent  of  St.  Mary  le  Tower,  Ipswich,  1779.  Rector  of  Woolpit  i78r.

173.  COBBOLD  Edward.  Youngest  son  of  John  Cobbold  by  his  second  wife,  the 

youngest  of  twenty-one  children.  I include  him  as  a Bury  school  boy  on 
family  authority.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Trin.  Coll.,  Nov.  1816  aged  18.  B.A. 
1820.  Rector  of  Watlington,  Norf.,  1824 — . Rector  of  Long  Melford 

1830 — 62.  Died  in  London  1862. 
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174.  COBBOLD  John  Chevallier.  Born  Aug.  1797.  Eldest  son  of  John  Cobbold, 
of  Ipswich,  by  his  wife  Harriet  Chevallier.  At  Bury  school  c.  1807  to  1812. 
M.P.  for  Ipswich  1847 — 68.  Died  Oct.  1882.  Buried  in  the  Ipswich 
cemetery. 

175-  COBBOLD  Frank.  Born  at  Eye.  Son  of  John  Cobbold,  of  Ipswich,  by  his 
wife,  Harriet  Chevallier.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Malkin  1814 — 22. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1822  aged  19.  Rector  of  Hemley,  Suff.  Died  at 
Ipswich  April  1844. 

176.  COBBOLD  Rowland  Francis.  Born  at  Trimley  St.  Mary  Dec.  1857.  Son  of 

Rowland  Townshend  Cobbold  of  Dedham  M.R.C.S.  At  Bury  school 

1869 — 76.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1876.  Assistant  Master  at  Bury  school 
1881 — 84.  Chaplain  at  Hong  Kong.  Now,  since  1903,  rector  of  Beachampton, 
Warwickshire. 

177.  COBBS  James.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1676,  which  is  my

Heup  Cocksedge,  and  grandson  of  No.  184.  At  Bury  school  1886 — 90. 
Royalist.  Now  in  Canada. 

186.  CODRINGTON  Robert  Edward.  Son  of  Thomas  Codrington  of  Twickenham. 

At  Bury  school  1883 — 86.  Foreigner.  Now  Deputy  Governor  of  Northern 
Rhodesia. 

187.  COE  Moses.  Son  of  Stephen  Coe  of  Alpheton,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Magdalene 

Coll,  from  the  public  school  at  Bury  in  his  17th  year  April  1669.  M.A.  1676. 
Rector  of  Elmsett  forty  years.  Died  Feb.  1727  “almost  an  octogenarian.” 
Tombstone  in  Elmsett  church  with  this  comforting  couplet : — 

Somnus,  Bulla,  Vitrum,  Glacies,  Flos,  Fabula,  Vita  est ;

Now  vicar  of 
St.  Dyfrig,  Cardiff.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

193.  COE  John  Thomas.  Born  Jan.  1855.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Coe  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  surgeon.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Robert  Craske.  Adm.  to 
Sidney  Sussex  Coll.  Oct.  1873.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

194.  COE  Frank  Harriskine.  Third  son  of  Thomas  Coe  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1875.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  St,  Edmund 
Hall,  Oct.  1881  aged  19.  Now  living  at  Cardiff. 

195.  COEL  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Coel  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  yeoman.  At  Bury 

under  Wright.  Adm,  to  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1591  aged  16.  He  married  Susan, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Jermyn  of  Depden,  and  so  acquired  the  Depden  hall 
estate.  Died  1646. 

196.  COKE  Richard.  Son  of  William  Coke  of  Yoxford  [?],  gent.  Six  years  at  Bury 

under  Manfield  [Philip  Mandeville].  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1578 
aged  18. 

197.  COLBY  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Colby,  rector  of  Cawston,  Norf.  Two  years

252.  COOPER  George  Cecil.  Son  of  George  Samuel  Cooper  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1890 — . Royalist.  Now  a civil  engineer. 
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253.  COOPER  Arthur.  Son  of  George  Samuel  Cooper.  At  Bury  school  1891 — 94. 

Royalist.  Now  in  the  Orange  River  Colony. 

254.  COOPER  Ronald.  Son  of  George  Samuel  Cooper.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 99- 

Royalist.  Now  in  South  Africa. 

255.  COPEMAN  . At  Bury  school  1841 — 43.  Foreigner.

Described  in  that  College  Admission  book  as  “ of  Suffolk,”  and  from 
the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  Dec.  1717  the  Governors  of 
Bury  school  granted  him  ;^24  from  Dr.  Sudbury’s  gift.  B.A.  1720. 

262.  CORDELL  John.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Cordell  of  Long  Melford.  He  is  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet  in  1680. 
Died  Sept.  1690.  Buried  at  Long  Melford.

263.  CORDELL  Robert.  Second  son  of  Robert  Cordell  of  Long  Melford.  In

not  graduate.  By  his  father’s  will  he  inherited  lands  in  Yorkshire. 

264.  CORDELL  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Melford  Dec.  1650.  Third  son  of  Robert 

Cordell.  Was  a London  merchant.  Died  at  Zante  1686  aged  36.  Buried 
at  St.  John’s  there. 

265.  CORDELL  Edmund.  Fourth  son  of  Robert  Cordell. 

266.  CORDELL  Charles.  Fifth  son  of  Robert  Cordell.

N.B. — Harry  Cories,  son  of  William  Cories,  was  born  at  Killarney,  co. 
Kerry,  educated  at  AVorcester  under  John  Simpson.  Adm.  to  Trln.  Coll.  June 
1824  aged  17.  B.A.  1830.  He  then  came  as  assistant  master  to  Bury  school, 
and  stayed  over  twenty  years.  Then  from  1852  to  1885  rector  of  Langham, 
Suff.  Then  he  resigned  and  came  to  live  in  Bury,  9,  Northgate  street,  where 
he  died  in  Dec.  1897.  Buried  at  Langham.  I imagine  that  the  two  boys 
were  his  brothers,  as  they  came  to  school  just  after  his  appointment  to  the 
mastership. 

270.  CORNWALLIS  Charles.  Born  1674.  Eldest  son  of  Charles,  third  Lord 

Cornwallis.  Served  in  Flanders  under  William  III.  M.P.  for  Eye  1695 — 9^' 
Succeeded  his  father  as  fourth  baron  April  1698.  Was  Lord  Lieut,  of  Suffolk 
and  held  other  offices.  Died  Jan.  1722  aged  47.  Buried  at  Culford. 

N.B. — I must  explain  my  reasons  for  including  him,  as  he  is  not  in  any 
school  list.  Dr.  Leeds  in  the  preface  of  one  of  his  educational  works,  1690, 
mentions  Cornwallis  among  his  pupils  from  Suffolk.  Dr.  Randall  in  his  Latin 
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and  poetical  (both  Latin  and  poetry  equally  vile)  list  of  old  scholars  mentions 
Cornwallis  as  formerly  adorning  this  home  of  Apollo.  He  then  goes  on  to 
specify  him  who  survives  and  takes  care  for  the  safety  of  king  and  people. 
This  seems  to  mean  that  several  of  the  name  were  at  the  school,  and  the 
survivor  seems  to  be  the  then  head  of  the  family.  I infer  from  the  lines  that 
this  lord  Cornwallis  did  not  send  his  sons  there.  But  his  three  brothers, 
William,  James,  and  John,  might  have  been  there,  and  a whole  host  of  uncles. 
But  I will  not  include  more  than  this  Charles,  who  I think  is  a certainty. 

271.  CORRANCE  Clement.  Son  of  John  Corrance  of  Rendlesham.  Matric.  at 

Oxford  May  1702.  Adm.  to  Inner  Temple  June  1703.  Married  in  Oct. 
1705  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Davers,  2nd  baronet.  Bought  Rougham 
hall  from  his  father  in  law,  who  went  to  live  at  the  adjoining  Rushbrook  hall. 
M.P.  for  Orford  1708 — 22.  Died  March  1724.  Buried  at  Rougham. 

N.B. — I include  this  boy  on  the  authority  of  Dr.  Randall.  He  devotes 
sixteen  lines  to  “ vir  bonus  et  sapiens  Currantius,”  apparently  an  astute  and 
crafty  man.  He  gives  him  no  Christian  name,  but  the  date  agrees  with 
Clement ; and  the  fact  which  he  mentions  that  “ connubialis  amor  ” as  well 
as  “ villula  proxima  ” united  him  to  Davers  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  as  to 
who  is  meant. 

272.  CORRANCE  John.  Eldest  son  of  Clement  Corrance  of  Rougham,  No.  271. 

Succeeded  to  Rougham  on  the  death  of  his  father  in  1724.  Died  1742, 
leaving  an  only  daughter  who  died  in  1747.

273.  CORRANCE  Robert.  Born  at  Rougham.  Second  son  of  Clement  Corrance, 

gent..  No.  271.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Dec.  1733  aged 
18.  B.A.  1737.  Ordained  Feb.  1738  and  licensed  to  curacy  of  Alexton,  co. 
Leicester. 

274.  CORSBIE  John  Brown.  Son  of  John  Corsbie  of  West  Stow.  At  Bury  school 

1829 — 35.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Lived  in  Bury  for  some  years.  Was 
heir  to  his  uncle  Robert  Buck.  Died  about  30  years  ago.  Buried  in 
Highgate  cemetery. 

N.B. — John  Corsbie,  father  of  this  boy,  died  March  1838  aged  58,  and 
has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
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275.  CORY  Alexander  Ramey.  At  Bury  school  1870 — 77.  Boarder.  Pembroke 

Coll.  B.A.  1881.  Held  various  curacies.  Now  army  chaplain  in  Burmah. 

276.  CORY  . At  Bury  school  1872 — 77. 

277.  CORY  H.  C.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 76.  Boarder.  Went  out  to  Madagascar. 

278.  COTMAN  John.  Son  of  Joseph  Cotman  of  Yarmouth.  Four  years  at  Bury 

under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1760  aged  17.  Rector  of 
Langham,  Suff.,  and  Billockby.  Died  Dec.  1822  aged  80.  Buried  at  Nowton. 

279.  COTMAN  Lewis  Marcell.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  John  Cotman  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds  and  Stanton,  No.  278.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1804.  Migrated  to 
Trin.  Hall  Jan.  1805.  LL.B.  1811.  Adm.  to  Lincoln’s  Inn  1807.  Died  at 

Gibraltar  June  1815  aged  28.  Buried  there.  Tablet  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at 

Bury. 

280.  COTTLE  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Cottle  of  Gough  Square,  London,  merchant. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1741.  Foreigner. 

281.  COTTON  Benjamin.  Born  at  Ashman’s  near  Beccles  Oct.  1825.  Sixth  son 

of  Joseph  Cotton  of  Ashman’s,  who  was  buried  at  Barsham.  At  Bury  school 
1841 — 45.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1845  aged  19. 
Now,  since  1862,  rector  of  Rochford,  Essex. 

282.  COVEL  William.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  July  1627.  Eldest  son  of  William 

Covel.  Probably  served  in  the  civil  war,  as  he  is  afterwards  called  Capt. 
Covel.  As  Col.  Blagge  of  Little  Horringer  hall  raised  a regiment,  he  very 
likely  had  a company  in  it.  Afterwards  was  steward  of  the  Ickworth  estate ; 
also  of  Hengrave  estate.  Died  April  1707  aged  79,  having  survived  all  his 
sons.  Tombstone  in  Horringer  churchyard. 

N.B. — I have  no  authority  for  including  this  boy,  but  he  is  a high 
probability. 

283.  COVEL  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  July  1634.  Second  son  of  William 

Covel.  Was  probably  steward  of  the  Ickworth  estate  before  his  brother 
William.  At  any  rate  he  made  a survey  and  map  of  it  in  1665.  He  married 
Judith  Blagge,  sister  of  Col.  Blagge  of  Little  Horringer  hall,  who  was  with 
Charles  II.  at  Worcester  and  Boscobel.  He  died  Aug.  1715  aged  81. 
Tombstone  in  Horringer  church. 

N.B. — I have  no  authority  for  including  this  boy,  but  he  is  a high 
probability. 
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284.  COVEL  John.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  April  1638.  Third  and  youngest  son  of 

William  Covel.  At  Bury  under  Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  March  1654 
aged  (6.  An  exhibition  of  ;^5  a year  allowed  him  by  the  Governors  of  Bury 
school  was  relinquished  by  him  in  1659.  Fellow  of  Christ’s  Coll.  Chaplain 
at  Constantinople  and  the  Hague.  Master  of  Christ’s  Coll.  1688 — 1722. 
He  published  a folio  vol.  on  the  Greek  church.  His  journals  and  MSS.  are  in 
the  British  Museum.  Dr.  Randall  devotes  forty  lines  to  him.  Died  Dec. 
1722.  Buried  in  his  college  chapel.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — I have  only  authority  for  including  one  of  these  three  brothers, 
but  the  other  two  are  more  than  probable.  William,  their  father,  belonged  to 
an  old  Horringer  family.  Bapt.  there  Dec.  1599.  Buried  there  Nov.  i66r. 
He,  like  two  of  his  sons,  was  a land  surveyor.  There  still  exists  a map  of  the 
Crofts  estate  at  Little  Saxham  beautifully  drawn  by  him  in  1638.  Very  likely 
he  too  was  a Bury  school  boy.  The  Covel  estate  is  that  now  known  as 
Horringer  house,  owned  and  occupied  by  Mr.  Lainson. 

285.  COVEL  John.  According  to  Christ’s  Coll,  admission  book,  born  at  Lasting- 

ford  in  East  Harling.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  March  1663.  Eldest  surviving  son 
of  William  Covel,  No.  282.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll. 
May  1679  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate.  Elected  Town  clerk  of  Bury  Jan. 
1689.  Died  May  1694.  Buried  at  Horringer. 

286.  COVEL  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Dec.  1666.  Second  surviving  son  of 

William  Covel,  No.  282.  Died  Dec.  1693.  Buried  at  Horringer.  I have 
no  authority  for  including  this  boy. 

287.  COVEL  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Nov.  1671.  Third  surviving  son  of 

William  Covel,  No.  282.  Died  May  1691.  Buried  at  Horringer.  I have  no 
authority  for  including  this  boy. 

288.  COWLING  Peter  Lancelot.  Bapt.  Oct.  1790.  Son  of  Peter  Cowling  of  Fen 

Stanton,  Hunts.  At  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  April  1808. 
B.A.  1812.  Rector  of  Long  Stow  1821 — . Became  blind.  Died  Jan.  1848 
aged  57.  Buried  at  Fen  Stanton. 

N.B. — Tombstones  in  Fen  Stanton  church  record  : — 

Peter  Cowling  gent.,  died  Dec.  1786  aged  56. 

Peter  Cowling,  Esq.,  died  Aug.  1824  aged  71. 

They  had  a brewery  at  Fen  Stanton. 
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289.  COWPER  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  Isaac  Cowper,  vicar  of  Eye,  Suff.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Sept.  1751.  Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1761, 
being  then  at  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1764.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Billingford, 
Norfolk,  1798 — 1823.  Died  April  1823  aged  79.  Has  a flat  stone  in  Eye 
church. 

N.B. — Curiously  he  was  succeeded  at  Billingford  by  Rev.  Augustus 
Cooper,  apparently  of  another  family.  See  COOPER. 

290.  COX  John.  Rector  of  Risby.  Buried  at  Risby  Sept.  1680  aged  59.  He 

gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1668,  which  is  my  only  authority  for 
including  him. 

291.  COX  Wilfrid  Cyril.  Son  of  Rev.  Sir  G.  W.  Cox,  baronet,  of  Nowton,  Suff.  At 

Bury  school  May  to  July  1879. 

292.  COX  Edward  Edmund  Machell.  Born  at  Hazlewood.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  J. 

Charles  Cox,  rector  of  Barton  le  street.  At  Bury  school  1880 — 85.  Foreigner. 
Now  curate  of  Clay  Cross,  Derbyshire. 

293.  COX  Arthur  Henry  Machell.  Born  at  Hazlewood  Nov.  1870.  Second  son 

of  Rev.  J.  Charles  Cox.  At  Bury  school  1883 — 89.  Foreigner.  Blomfield 
Medallist  1888  and  1889.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1889.  B.A.  1892.  Now 
Head  master  of  Garfield  House  preparatory  school,  Devonport. 

N.B. — The  Rev.  J.  Charles  Cox,  LL.D.  F.S.A.  father  of  these  two  boys, 
is  the  author  of  numerous  works  relating  to  the  churches  and  antiquities  of 
Derbyshire. 

294.  CRABBE  George.  Born  at  Pucklechurch,  Wilts.,  1819.  Son  of  Rev.  George 

Crabbe,  vicar  of  Bradfield,  and  grandson  of  George  Crabbe  the  poet.  At 
Bury  school  1835 — 38.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Queen’s  Coll.  May  1838.  Capt. 
of  the  Queen’s  boat  club  1841.  Executor  to  Edward  Fitzgerald.  Rector  of 
Merton,  Norfolk.  Died  1884.  Buried  at  Merton. 

N.B. — He  gave  to  the  Bury  school  library  his  father’s  edition  of  his 
grandfather’s  works  in  8 vols. 

295.  CRABBE  Thomas.  Born  at  Pucklechurch  1821.  Younger  son  of  Rev. 

George  Crabbe.  At  Bury  school  1835 — Foreigner.  Practiced  as  a 
solicitor  at  Uttoxeler.  Went  to  Australia  about  i860.  Barrister  and  solicitor 
at  Hobart,  Victoria,  Bendigo,  and  Melbourne.  Died  at  Melbourne  1891. 
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296.  CRADOCK  John.  Son  of  John  Cradock,  rector  of  Barrow,  Suff.  He  is  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  In  Oct.  1662,  he  being  then  at  Emmanuel 
Coll.,  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  having  received  a good  testimony  of  him 
and  been  informed  of  his  necessities,  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^5  a year. 
B.A.  1664.  In  1676  he  gave  a book  to  the  school  library,  being  then 
described  as  rector  of  Rickinghall. 

297.  CRANE  . At  Bury  school  1859 — 65.  Three  years  in  6th  form.  Royalist. 

298.  CRANFIELD  Samuel.  Son  of  John  Cranfield  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  glazier. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1730.  Royalist. 

N.B. — John  Cranfield,  the  father,  died  June  1734  aged  49,  and  has  a 
tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

299.  CRASKE  Robert.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.f.  Royalist. 

300.  CRASKE  John.  Of  Barton,  Suff.  Son  of  Thomas  Craske,  farmer.  Bred  at 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Sept.  1671  aged  16.  B.A.  1675. 

301.  CRASKE  John.  Son  (I  think)  of  William  Craske,  who  was  Alderman  of  Bury 

in  1712.  Town  clerk  of  Bury  for  25  years.  Died  Jan.  1717  aged  55  years. 
Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.  I have  no  certain  authority  for  including  him. 

302.  CRASKE  John.  Son  of  John  Craske,  Town  clerk.  No.  301.  Died  Oct. 

1715  aged  21.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall,  in  the  poetical  list  of  scholars  published  1719, 
speaks  generally  of  the  Crashes  among  other  old  scholars  : 

Hie  Craski,  at  Crassi  potius,  si  copia  fandi, 

Sed  notat  insignes  nomen  utrumque  viros. 

And  then  he  refers  to  one  in  particular  lately  snatched  away.  That  must  be 
either  the  Town  clerk  or  his  son  who  comes  next,  and  is  my  only  authority 
for  including  them. 

303.  CRASKE  Thomas.  Born  at  Weeting,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Thomas  Craske  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds  M.D.  Three  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July 
1687  aged  17.  M.D.  1700.  Fellow.  Greek  and  Hebrew  Lecturer.  Prac- 
tised medicine  at  Cambridge.  Died  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1718. 

304.  CRASKE  Henry.  Son  of  William  Craske  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  brewer. 

Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds  and  Randall.  In  May  1712  the  Governors 
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of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  odd  a year  till  B.A.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  July  1710  aged  17.  Chaplain  to  Lord  Bristol.  Held  livings  of 
Anwick  and  Brauncewell  in  co.  Lincoln.,  Denham  and  Shotley  in  Suff., 
Fordham  in  Essex.  Preacher  at  St.  James’,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  1723 — 1743 
Died  Sept.  1743.  Tombstone  in  St.  James’  church. 

N.B. — William  Craske  the  brewer,  father  of  this  boy,  must,  I think,  be 
brother  of  the  town  clerk.  No.  301.  AVilliam,  their  father,  died  June  1715 
aged  75.  Probably  both  Williams  were  at  the  Grammar  school,  though  I 
have  not  included  them. 

305.  CRASKE  Walter.  Born  May  1735.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Craske,  No.  304. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1742.  Royalist.  In  Oct.  1752  the  Governors  of 
Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ;^i2  a year  for  four  years  or  till  he 
became  B.A.,  he  being  then  at  Jesus  Coll.  This  is  puzzling,  as  according  to 
the  Grad.  Cant,  he  had  become  B.A.  in  1750.  Minister  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury, 
1757 — 9°-  Rector  of  Bradfield  Combust  1768 — 90.  Rector  of  Stowlangtoft 
177s — 9°-  Died  May  1790  aged  55.  Flat  stone  in  Bradfield  Combust 
church. 

306.  CRASWELLER  William  Ellis.  Eldest  son  of  William  Ellis  Crasweller  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  chemist.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 1^-  Royalist.  Died 
on  Christmas  day  1891  aged  29.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

307.  CRASWELLER  Charles  Walton.  Second  son  of  William  Ellis  Crasweller. 

At  Bury  school  1875—79.  Royalist.  Now  a dentist  at  Bury. 

308.  CRASWELLER  Ernest  Harvey.  Third  and  youngest  son  of  William  Ellis 

Crasweller.  At  Bury  School  1877 — 81.  Royalist.  Died  April  1905  at 
Gore  Bay,  Ontario.  Buried  there. 

309.  CREED  George.  Son  of  John  Stevens  Creed  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 

school.  Left  before  1817.  Was  a surgeon  in  Bury  for  many  years.  Died  at 
Great  Welnetham  Nov.  1868  aged  69.  Buried  there. 

310.  CREED  Henry.  Son  of  John  Stevens  Creed.  Elected  to  Dean  Sudbury 

exhibition  Aug.  1817.  In  Bury  school  list  1817,  6th  form.  Royalist.  Corpus 
Christ!  Coll.  B.A.  1821.  Rector  of  Mellis,  Suff.,  1837-61.  Died  Oct. 
1861  aged  62.  Tombstone  at  Mellis. 

N.B.— John  Stevens  Creed,  father  of  these  two  boys,  died  Sept.  1829 
aged  74,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.

Suffolk.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1729  aged  17. 
B.A.  1732.  D.D.  from  Oxford  1764.  Rector  of  Bildeston  1758 — 82.  Died 
at  Bildeston  April  1782. 

312.  CREMER  Francis  Woodson.  Son  of  John  E.  Cremer  of  Sparham,  Norfolk. 

At  Bury  school  1894 — 96.  Now  in  Gurney’s  Bank  at  Norwich. 

313.  CREMER  George  Windham.  Son  of  John  E.  Cremer  of  Sparham.  At  Bury 

school  1894 — 1900.  Now  farming  at  Sparham. 

314.  CRESSONER  or  CRESNER  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Cresner  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  druggist.  At  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1650 
aged  16.  In  April  1652  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  granted  him  a 
year  towards  his  maintenance  at  the  University.  In  the  Bury  minute  book 
the  name  is  written  Cresnall. 

315.  CRESSONER  or  CRESNER  Drue.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of 

Thomas  Cresner,  chemist.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to 

Christ’s  Coll.  March  1658  aged  16.  In  April  1658  the  Governors  of  Bury 

school  granted  to  him  “now  fitt  for  Cambridge  ” for  one  year.  In  Oct. 

1662  it  was  ordered  to  be  paid  till  last  Michaelmas  notwithstanding  his 
commencement  of  B.A.  “ He  is  now  a Fellow  of  Trinity.”  This  must  be  an 
error,  for  he  was  a fellow  of  Pembroke.  B.A.  1661.  D.D.  1680.  His 
tombstone  in  Soham  church  says  that  he  was  fifteen  years  fellow  of  Pembroke, 
thirty-nine  years  vicar  of  Soham,  seventeen  years  canon  of  Ely.  Died  Feb. 
1717  aged  79. 

N.B. — Many  more  of  this  name  and  family,  Cambridge  graduates,  might 
be  included,  but  having  no  proof  of  their  being  Bury  school  boys  I omit  them. 

316.  CREW  John.  Son  of  Sibell  Crew.  In  Jan.  1642  the  Governors  allowed  him 

forty  shillings  towards  the  setting  forth  of  him  to  Cambridge.  In  March 
1645  the  Governors  ordered  the  payment  of  the  exhibition  to  cease.  (Minute 
book.)  He  is  probably  the  father  of  the  next  boy,  No.  317. 

317.  CREW  John.  Son  of  John  Crew  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Eight  years  at  Bury 

under  Stevens.  In  March  1666  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him 
an  exhibition  of  a year.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1666  aged  17. 
Curate  of  Rougham.  Under  master  of  Rochester  school.  Minor  canon  of 
Rochester.  Vicar  of  Flartlip  1677 — 1704.  Buried  in  Rochester  cathedral 
1704. 
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318.  CRICK  Thomas.  Born  April  1801.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Crick, 

rector  of  Little  Thurlow.  Was  at  Norwich  school  under  Valpy,  and  after  his 
father’s  death  he  was  at  Felsted  under  Squire.  B.A.  1823.  Fellow  and 
tutor,  and  President  of  St.  John’s  Coll.  Public  Orator  1836.  Rector  of 
Little  Thurlow  for  23  years,  and  rector  of  Staplehurst  28  years.  Died  at 
Staplehurst  June  1876.  Tombstone  in  Thurlow  churchyard. 

N.B. — In  the  Tercentenary  vol.  Dr.  Donaldson  includes  him  in  his  list 
of  eminent  Bury  scholars.  But  the  family  assure  me  that  he  never  went  to 
Bury  school.  So  I do  NOT  include  him. 

319.  CRICK  Henry  William.  Born  June  1803.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 

Crick,  rector  of  Little  Thurlow.  At  Bury  school  1819—20.  Foreigner. 
Scholar  of  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1826.  Took  orders.  Died  at  Little  Thurlow 
Lodge  Sept.  1855.  Tombstone  in  Little  Thurlow  churchyard. 

320.  CRICK  Frederick  Charles.  Born  Feb.  1805.  Third  son  of  Rev.  T.  Crick, 

rector  of  Little  Thurlow.  At  Bury  school  1819 — 22.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
St.  John’s  June  1826  aged  21.  Succeeded  his  brother  Thomas  as  rector  of 
Little  Thurlow  in  1876.  Died  there  April  1885.  Tombstone  in  Little 
Thurlow  churchyard. 

N.B. — Thomas  Crick,  the  father  of  the  three  preceding  boys,  son  of 
Thomas  Crick,  was  vicar  of  Mildenhall  and  thirty-two  years  rector  of  Little 
Thurlow.  He  died  April  1813  aged  67.  Tombstone  in  Little  Thurlow 
churchyard. 

321.  CRICK  Fred.  William.  Born  1852.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry  William 

Crick,  No.  319.  At  Bury  school  i860 — 70.  Royalist,  his  father  being  dead 
and  his  mother  living  in  Bury.  Capt.  in  1870,  three  brothers  being  then  in 
sixth  form.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1874.  Formerly  Head  master  of 
Huntingdon  Grammar  school.  Now  rector  of  Lytton  Cheney,  Dorset. 

322.  CRICK  John  Henry.  Born  1853.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Henry  William  Crick, 

No.  319.  At  Bury  school  1861  — 72.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  St.  Catherine’s 
Coll.  B.A.  1876.  Now  rector  of  St.  John’s,  Inverness. 

323.  CRICK  Philip.  Born  1855.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Henry  William  Crick,  No. 

319.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 74.  Royalist.  Captain  of  School  1874.  Pem- 
broke Coll.  B.A.  1878.  Took  Orders.  Has  been  assistant  master  at 
various  colleges.  Now  carries  on  a school  at  St.  Ronan’s  at  Worthing.

324.  CRIPPS  Richard.  Son  of  Robert  Cripps,  rector  of  Flempton.  Adm.  to 

Caius  Coll.  June  1593  aged  16. 

N.B. — Robert  Cripps  was  rector  of  Flempton  1571 — 97,  during  which 
time  it  was  consolidated  with  Hengrave. 

325.  CRISPE  John.  A merchant.  Died  Oct.  1695  aged  75.  Tombstone  in 

St.  James’  church  at  Bury.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1682, 
which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him. 

326.  CRISSELL  John.  Born  at  Cavendish,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Samuel  Crissell,  woollen 

draper.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  lyor  aged  17.  B.A. 
1704.  Lived  at  Long  Melford.  Died  Sept.  1723  aged  40.  Tombstone  in 
Melford  church. 

327.  CROFTS  John.  Eldest  son  of  Anthony  Crofts  of  Willesdon,  Midd.,  armiger. 

Educated  at  Eton.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Dec.  1649  aged  16.  Was  of  West 
Stow,  Suff.,  which  he  directed  by  his  will  to  be  sold  after  his  death.  Baronetted 
March  1661.  Died  at  West  Stow  Nov.  1664.  Buried  there.  NOT  a 
Grammar  school  boy  that  I know  of. 

328.  CROFTS  William.  Second  son  of  Anthony  Crofts  of  Willesdon  and  West 

Stow.  His  father  hoped  he  would  be  a lawyer  or  a merchant.  But  he  was  a 
soldier,  and  attained  the  rank  of  major.  M.P.  for  Bury  1685 — 88.  Succeeded 
his  cousin.  Lord  Crofts,  in  1677  at  Little  Saxham.  Died  Jan.  1695. 
Tombstone  at  Little  Saxham.  I have  no  authority  for  including  him. 

329.  CROFTS  Anthony.  Third  son  of  Anthony  Crofts.  Fie  is  in  the  school  list 

for  1656.  Over  two  years  there  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1658 
aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  His  father  had  expressed  a wish  that  he  would 
become  a lawyer  or  merchant.  I dont  know  what  he  did  do.  Died  Feb. 
1714  aged  72.  Tombstone  in  West  Stow  church. 

N.B. — Anthony  Crofts,  the  father  of  these  three  boys,  was  the  second 
son  of  Sir  John  Crofts.  He  succeeded  his  father  at  West  Stow  in  162S,  while 
his  elder  brother,  Henry,  succeeded  to  Little  Saxham.  He  appears  to  have 
lived  at  Willesden,  his  wife’s  home,  more  than  at  West  Stow.  That  accounts 
for  his  eldest  son  John  going  to  Eton  instead  of  Bury.  Where  the  second  son 
went  to  I cannot  say.  But  the  third  was  certainly  at  Bury.  Anthony  died 
Oct.  1657  aged  63,  and  was  buried  at  West  Stow. 
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330.  CROFTS  Anthony.  Bapt.  at  Little  Saxham  Aug.  1684.  Second  but  eldest 

surviving  son  of  William  Crofts,  No.  328.  Married  his  cousin,  Elizabeth 
Gipps  of  Little  Horringer  hall.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Little  Saxham. 
Died  June  1725.  Buried  at  Little  Saxham. 

N.B. — I must  explain  on  what  authority  I include  him.  Dr.  Randall 
devotes  twelve  lines  to  two  boys,  Crofts  and  Gipps,  cousins,  between  whom 
there  was  no  strife  except  who  should  excell  in  virtue.  The  Crofts  that  Dr. 
Randall  knew  at  school  must  have  been  one  of  the  generation  to  which  this 
Anthony  belonged.  If  it  is  not  him,  it  must  be  his  younger  brother  Charles, 
who  was  born  at  Little  Saxham  June  1690,  became  a barrister  of  Lincoln’s 
Inn,  and  was  buried  at  Saxham  April  1737. 

331.  CROFT  . Son  of  John  Croft  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  land  surveyor.  At 

Bury  school  1851 — 58.  Royalist.  Died  early. 

N.B. — I believe  this  boy’s  name  was  Henry.  Flis  father,  John  Croft, 
was  borough  surveyor,  and  died  May  1877  aged  68.  He  was  buried  in  the 
cemetery,  which  was  planned  by  him  and  first  used  in  1855. 

332.  CROMPTON  . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

Probably  he  is  the  Charles  Crompton  mentioned  by  Roger  North  in  the  Life 
of  his  brother  Francis,  and  supposed  to  have  been  a natural  son  of  Sir  Henry 
North  of  Mildenhall,  who  brought  him  up.  “ A wilder  character  of  a man 
never  was  known;  but  withal  he  had  some  extraordinary  talents,  as  industry 
for  example.  If  he  fancied  to  write  out  a book,  he  would  sit  at  it  as  a hen 
upon  her  nest,  and  deliver  it  with  scarce  a sully  or  blot  in  it.”  He  died  early 
before  he  had  time  to  finish  running  through  his  estate  in  Yorkshire. 

333.  CROMPTON  Charles.  Son  of  Sir  Robert  Crompton,  knight,  Co.  Midd.  At 

Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Aug.  1662  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

N.B. — His  grandfather  married  Frances  Crofts  of  Little  Saxham,  and 
she  married  (2)  Edmund  Poley  of  Badley,  all  of  which  helped  to  bring 
him  to  Bury. 

334.  CRONSHEY  Robert.  Born  at  Shimpling.  Son  of  John  Cronshey,  agricola. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  March  1683  aged  17.  B.A.  1686. 

N.B. — This  boy’s  father  must  be  Mr.  Cranshawe  [sic]  who  paid  hearth 
tax  for  four  hearths  at  Shimpling  in  1674. 
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335.  CROPLEY  William.  Born  1635.  Son  of  Thomas  Cropley  of  Shelland,  Suff. 

He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  Foreigner.  Lived  at  Thetford. 
Died  at  Haughley  park  May  1717  aged  82.  Buried  at  Shelland.  Tablet  in 
the  church. 

N.B. — The  1650  list  gives  no  Christian  names,  but  I do  not  think  there 
can  be  any  doubt  as  to  who  this  boy  is.  His  father’s  tombstone  in  Shelland 
church  has  a fine  inscription. 

336.  CROPLEY  Harbord.  Born  at  Kilverstone.  Son  of  William  Cropley,  No.  335, 

by  his  second  wife,  Catherine  Harbord.  Six  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1694  aged  18.  Fellow.  Hebrew  lecturer.  Dean. 
Inherited  his  uncle’s  estate  at  Gunton  and  took  the  name  of  Harbord  in  171 1. 
M.P.  for  Norfolk  1728.  Died  Jan.  1742. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall  alludes  to  his  change  of  name  : — 

Cujus  adoptivo  nomine  crescit  honos. 

337.  CROPLEY  William.  Son  of  William  Cropley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  July  1749.  Royalist.  Perhaps  of  Clare  Coll.,  B.A.  1758. 

338.  CROPLEY  Edward  Hatch.  Eldest  son  of  Edward  Cropley  of  Whitchford  [?], 

Cambs.,  agricola.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll. 
Jan.  1820.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1822  aged  20.  B.A.  1825.  M.A.  1828. 

339.  CROSSMAN  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Crossman,  rector  of  Bradfield  St. 

George.  Adm.  to  Pembroke  Coll.  Jan.  1641.  B.D.  1660.  In  May  1641 
the  Governors  of  Bury  school  granted  him  50  shillings  as  a reward  for  the 
good  ...(?)  he  had  performed  in  this  school.  In  1651  he  was  pastor  of 
the  Congregational  church  at  Sudbury,  and  in  that  capacity  w'as  invited  to 
attend  the  Savoy  Conference  in  1661.  Fie  was  also  in  1651  incumbent  of  the 
neighbouring  parish  of  Little  Henny,  from  which  he  was  ejected  in  1662 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  Uniformity.  He  afterwards  conformed,  and  in 
July  1683  became  dean  of  Bristol.  Died  Feb.  1684  aged  59.  Buried  in 
Bristol  Cathedral.  Some  of  his  poems  and  sermons  have  been  published. 
In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — Samuel  Crossman,  father  of  this  boy,  was  rector  of  Bradfield  St. 
George  from  1623,  and  of  Bradfield  St.  Clare  from  1644,  succeeding  here  the 
ejected  Paul  Gosnold.  The  pendulum  sw’ung,  and  he  in  his  turn  appears  to 
have  been  ejected  in  1661. 
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A third  successive  Samuel  Crossman,  son  of  No.  339,  was  admitted  to 
Pembroke  Coll.  Dec.  1660  aged  14.  B.A.  1666.  M.A.  1670.  Afterwards  of 
Gray’s  Inn.  He  and  also  his  brother  James,  who  was  admitted  to  Pembroke 
Coll,  but  did  not  graduate,  may  have  been  at  Bury  school,  but  I have  no  proof 
of  it. 

340.  CROWNFIELD  Cornelius.  A printer  at  Cambridge.  He  gave  books  to  the 

school  library  in  1724,  1725.  I have  no  other  reason  for  including  him,  so 
he  is  doubtful.  He  is  described  in  the  catalogue  as  “ celeberrimse  Academiae 
Cantabrigiensis  typographus.”  One  of  the  books  he  gave  was  “An  account 
of  the  present  Greek  Church”  by  John  Covel,  who  was  an  old  Bury  boy. 

In  one  of  the  volumes  of  this  series  I have  printed  the  diary  of  John 
Hervey,  Earl  of  Bristol,  with  extracts  from  his  book  of  expenses.  On  Feb.  ii, 
1725,  he  enters  the  payment  of  ;^3i  ..  7 ..  6 to  Mr.  Cornelius  Crownfield  by 
order  of  Rev.  William  Geekie,  being  the  quarterly  bills  due  at  Cambridge  for 
his  son  Charles.  Charles  Hervey  had  lately  left  Bury  school  and  gone  up  to 
Queen’s  Coll.,  Cambridge,  where  Rev.  William  Geekie  was  his  tutor.  But 
what  Cornelius  Crownfield  had  to  do  with  it  I cant  imagine. 

341.  CUBITT  . In  Bury  school  list  for  1825.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  I 

believe  a son  of Cubitt,  who  was  a partner  in  Cubitt  and  Gall  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  chemists.  But  no  Cubitt  was  living  in  Bury  at  this  time. 

342.  CULLUM  Dudley.  Born  at  Badmondesfield  in  Wickhambrook  Sept. 

1657.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Cullum  of  Hawstead,  second  baronet. 
Bred  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Sept.  1675  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  third  baronet  in  Oct.  1680.  M.P.  for  Suffolk  1702. 
A great  horticulturist.  Also  musician.  His  school  bills  are  still  at  Hardwick, 
which  by  leave  of  Mr.  Gery  Milner-Gibson-Cullum  I print  elsewhere.  Died 
s.p.  Sept.  1720.  Buried  at  Hawstead.  In  D.  N.  B. 

343.  CULLUM  Thomas.  Born  at  Plawstead  April  1662.  Second  son  of  Sir 

Thomas  Cullum.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1679.  Did 
not  graduate.  Died  Dec.  1700  aged  38.  Tombstone  in  Hawstead  church. 
“ Dec.  22,  Sunday.  My  good  friend  and  old  acquaintance  Mr.  Thomas 
Cullum  died  of  a second  apopletical  fitt.”  (Diary  of  John  Hervey.) 

311-  CULLUM  John.  Born  at  Hawstead  June  1733.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  John 
Cullum  of  Hardwick,  fifth  baronet.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1740. 
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Foreigner.  In  Jan.  1752  the  Governors  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a 
year  for  four  years  or  till  B.A.  He  was  then  at  Catharine’s  Coll.  B.A.  1756. 
Fellow.  Rector  of  Hawstead  1762 — 85.  Also  vicar  of  Great  Thurlow. 
Scholar,  antiquarian,  and  man  of  science.  Published  a history  of  Hawstead. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  sixth  baronet  in  1774.  Died  s.p.  Oct.  1785  aged  52. 
Buried  at  Hawstead.  In  D.  N.  B. 

3415.  CULLUM  Jasper.  Born  Oct.  1740  at  Hardwick.  Second  son  of  Sir  John 
Cullum,  fifth  baronet.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1752.  Royalist.  Died 
May  1756  aged  15  years,  7 months.  Tablet  in  Hawstead  church. 

N.B. — This  boy  comes  to  school  after  his  younger  brother  Thomas 
Gery,  probably  on  account  of  delicate  health.  Both  are  Royalists,  as  their 
father  had  not  yet  succeeded  to  the  baronetcy,  and  was  living  in  Bury. 

346.  CULLUM  Thomas  Gery.  Born  Nov.  1741.  Third  son  of  Sir  John  Cullum, 

fifth  baronet.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1750.  Royalist.  Afterwards  at 
Charterhouse.  Practiced  as  a surgeon  at  Bury.  Chief  alderman  1781,  1790, 
1794.  Bath  king-at-arms  1771  — 1800.  Botanist  and  antiquarian.  Succeeded 
his  brother  as  seventh  baronet  in  1785.  Died  Sept.  1831.  Buried  at 
Hawstead.  In  D.  N.  B. 

347.  CULLUM  Henry.  Born  June  1746,  Fourth  son  of  Sir  John  Cullum,  fifth 

baronet.  Died  at  sea  in  1773  on  his  way  to  the  East  Indies.  I have  no 
proof  of  his  having  been  at  the  Grammar  school,  but  as  he  was  born  at  Bury, 
and  as  his  four  brothers  all  went  to  it,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that 
he  did  too. 

N.B.— The  fifth  son,  Francis  Jacob,  born  Aug.  1747,  I do  not  include, 
as  he  died  when  only  about  10  years  old. 

348.  CULLUM  James.  Born  Nov.  1754.  Sixth  and  youngest  son  of  Sir  John 

Cullum,  fifth  baronet.  At  Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June 
1773  aged  18.  B.A.  1777.  Rector  of  Nacton.  Vicar  of  Great  Thurlow. 
Died  Sept.  1835.  Buried  at  Chelsworth. 

349.  CULLUM  Thomas  Gery.  Born  at  Bury  Oct.  1777.  Eldest  surviving  son  of 

Sir  Thomas  Gery  Cullum,  seventh  baronet,  No.  346.  Attended  the  Tercent. 
festival  in  1850  as  an  old  scholar.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1799.  Became  a 
clergyman.  Rector  of  Knoddishall  1801.  Chaplain  to  the  Duke  of  Sussex. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  eighth  baronet  in  1831.  Died  Jan.  1855,  when  the 
baronetcy  became  extinct.  Buried  at  Hawstead. 
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350.  CULLUM  John  Palmer.  Born  at  Bury  May  1783.  Younger  son  of  Sir 

Thomas  Gery  Cullum,  No.  346.  Succeeded  his  father  as  Bath  king-at- 
arms  i8co.  Chief  Alderman  of  Bury  1829.  Died  s.p.  Aug.  1829  aged  47. 
Tombstone  in  Hawstead  churchyard.  I have  no  authority  for  including  this 
boy,  but  he  is  very  probable. 

351.  CUMBERLAND  Richard.  Born  Feb.  1732  at  Trim  Coll.  Lodge.  Son  of 

Rev.  Denison  Cumberland  of  Stanwich,  Northants.,  afterwards  Bishop  of 
Clonfert.  Grandson  of  Dr.  Bentley.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1739. 
Foreigner.  After  five  years  there  went  to  Westminster.  Thence  to  Trin. 
Coll.  B.A.  1750.  Tenth  wrangler.  Fellow.  Wrote  plays,  novels,  etc. 
Also  his  Memoirs  in  two  vols.  Died  May  1811.  Buried  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  In  D.  N.  B. 

352.  CUMMIN  Stephen.  Son  of  Stephen  Cummin  Esq.  of  Salisbury  Court,  London. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1748.  Foreigner. 

353.  CUMMIN  Valentine.  Son  of  Stephen  Cummin  Esq.  of  Salisbury  Court, 

London.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1748.  Foreigner. 

354.  CUMMING  . At  Bury  school  1859 — 61.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — Perhaps  a son  of  Rev.  Joseph  George  Gumming,  who  in  1862 — 67 
was  rector  of  Mellis. 

355.  CUNNINGTON  Herbert  John.  Born  Sept.  1859.  Only  son  of  Augustus 

Cunnington  of  Braintree,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1872 — 75.  Boarder.  Is 
now  a solicitor  at  Braintree. 

356.  CURTEIS  Thomas  Spencer.  Born  at  Shelton,  Norf.,  March  1843.  Son  of 

Rev.  Jeremiah  Curteis,  rector.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 62.  Three  years  in 
sixth  form.  Boarder.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1862.  B.A.  1866.  Played 
in  cricket  XL  for  Cambridge  v.  Oxford  1864,  1865.  Has  been  rector  of 
Brampton,  Suff.,  since  1873. 

357.  CURTIS  John.  Son  of  John  Curtis  of  Freckenham,  gent.  Three  years  at 

Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1615  aged  17.  Curate  of 
Brandeston,  Suffolk,  1636. 

358.  CURTIS  Thomas.  Son  of  William  Curtis,  yeoman.  Born  at  Barrow,  Suff. 

I'ive  years  at  Bury  under  William  Ward  and  John  Dickenson.  Adm.  to 
Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  March  1624  aged  17.  Rector  of  Brandon.  Dr.  Leeds,  the 
headmaster,  married  his  daughter  Ann. 
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359-  CURTIS  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Curtis,  rector  of  Brandon,  No.  358.  At 
Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  June  1668  aged  18. 

360.  CURTIS  John.  Of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Curtis,  yeoman.  Bred 

at  Bury.  In  March  1675  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an 
exhibition  of  a year.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1675  aged  t8.  B.A.  1678. 

N.B. — John  Curtis,  father  of  this  boy,  died  Oct.  1709  aged  83,  and  has 
a tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury.  I think  he  lived  in  Crown  street. 

361.  CURWEN . At  Bury  school  1826 — 27.  Foreigner.  Probably  one  of 

the  North  country  boys  whom  Dr.  Malkin  attracted. 

362.  CUTHBERT  . At  Bury  school  1828 — 30.  Foreigner. 

363.  CUTTING  John.  Son  of  John  Cutting  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  March  1736.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1745  aged  17. 
B.A.  1748.  M.A.  1780. 

364.  CUTTING  . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18.  Foreigner. 


1.  DADE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Dade  of  Tannington.  Four  years  at  Bury 

under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Goll.  April  1631  aged  16.  Grays  Inn  1637. 
Of  Petistree.  Buried  at  Bramford  July  1688. 

N.B. — Half  brother  of  William,  and  uncle  to  Thomas  Dade,  No.  2. 
Uncle  and  nephew  went  up  to  Caius  Coll,  on  the  same  day,  the  uncle  being 
the  youngest. 

2.  DADE  Thomas.  Son  of  William  Dade  of  Tannington.  Four  years  at 

Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1631  aged  17.  Grays  Inn  1632.  Wrote  a 
letter  to  the  king  on  the  hearth  tax,  1664,  which  is  now  among  the  State 
papers.  Buried  at  Tannington  Sept.  1685  aged  72. 

3.  DADE  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Dade,  No.  2.  Two  years  at  Bury 

under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1661  aged  16.  Gray’s  Inn  1664. 
Died  Dec.  1697  a<;ed  53.  Buried  in  'I’annington  church. 
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4.  DADE  John.  Born  Sept.  1651.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Dade,  No.  2.  Three 

and  a half  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  March  1666  aged 
14.  M.D.  1683.  Fellow.  Dean.  Bursar.  Travelled  between  1680  and  1690. 
Practised  at  Ipswich.  Died  May  1732.  Buried  at  Tannington. 

5.  D.\DE  Nathaniel.  Born  Dec.  1652.  Third  son  of  Thomas  Dade,  No.  2.  At 

Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Aug.  1667  aged  14.  Did  not 
graduate. 

6.  DADE  Francis.  Born  1658.  Seventh  son  of  Thomas  Dade,  No.  2.  Eight 

years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1674  aged  15.  Vicar 
of  Bramford  and  Baylham.  Died  June  1722  aged  64.  Buried  at  Bramford. 

7.  DADE  William.  Son  of  Dr.  John  Dade  of  Ipswich,  deceased.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  March  1743.  Foreigner.  I dont  know  whether  he  is  the  Fellow  of 
Pembroke,  B.A.  1747.  He  must  be  grandson  to  John  Dade  M.D.,  No.  4. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall,  writing  in  or  before  1719,  makes  an  allusion  to  one 
of  the  earlier  Dades,  whose  wife  apparently  did  not  obey  him  : — 

Non  semper  Juno  est  obsequiosa  Jovi. 

8.  DAKING  Carter.  Son  of  John  Daking  of  Cavendish,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  April  1735.  Foreigner. 

9.  DALBY  John  R.  He  gave  a book  (printed  in  1819)  to  the  school  library,  but 

his  name  is  not  in  any  school  list.  He  must  have  left  school  before  1817  when 
the  lists  begin.  Or  is  he  the  boy  who  is  in  the  school  lists  for  1836 — 38  under 
the  name  of  Blunt  ? I believe  there  were  Blunts  who  took  the  name  of  Dalby. 

10.  DALLING  John.  Son  of  John  Dalling  of  Bungay.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Sept.  1744.  Foreigner.  Col.  of  the  37th  foot.  Governor  of  Jamaica. 

Baronetted  March  1783.  Died  Jan.  1798. 

11.  DALTON  Darcy.  Son  of  Sir  William  Dalton  of  Hawkswell,  Yorks.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1688  aged  17.  M.A.  1695. 

12.  DALTON  William.  Eldest  son  of  William  Dalton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

grocer.  He  became  a solicitor  in  Bury.  He  helped  John  Fenn  in  transcribing 
the  Paston  letters.  Died  Oct.  i860  aged  93.  Buried  in  the  churchyard 
at  Bury. 

13.  DALTON  John.  Second  son  of  William  Dalton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1783  aged  17. 
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Accidentally  shot  by  his  brother  Charles  in  his  father’s  shop  May  1784. 
Tombstone  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

14.  DALTON  Charles.  Third  son  of  William  Dalton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents  and  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  Jan.  1793.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1791  aged  16.  Ninth 
wrangler.  Fellow.  Vicar  of  Kelvedon,  Essex.  Died  at  Kelvedon  Dec.  1859. 

N.B. — William  Dalton,  the  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  July  1794 
aged  54.  He  had  a brother,  Isham  Dalton,  who  was  registrar  of  the 
archdeaconry  of  Sudbury,  and  died  May,  1793.  Both  have  a tombstone  in 
Bury  churchyard,  and  probably  both  went  to  Bury  school,  though  I do  not 
include  them. 

15.  DALTON  Richard.  Eldest  son  of  Richard  Dalton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1827 — 32.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Univ. 
Coll,  July  1832  aged  18.  Rector  of  Kelmarsh,  Northants,  1862 — 1902. 
Died  June  1902.  Buried  at  Kelmarsh. 

16.  DALTON  Thomas.  Second  son  of  Richard  Dalton.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 

1834.  Foreigner.  Durham  University.  Curate  in  charge  of  Haughton  le 
Skerne,  Durham.  Died  Nov.  1852. 

17.  DALTON  George  Wilkinson.  Third  son  of  Richard  Dalton.  At  Bury  school 

1828 — 34.  Foreigner.  Lived  many  years  at  Hunston  and  farmed  land  at 
Walsham  le  Willows.  Died  in  London  June  1876.  Buried  at  Kelmarsh. 

18.  DALTON  Edward.  Fourth  son  of  Richard  Dalton.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 

1835.  Royalist.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1846.  Solicitor  in  London.  Died 
Nov.  1903.  Buried  at  Kelmarsh. 

19.  DALTON  Harrison.  Fifth  son  of  Richard  Dalton.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 35. 

He  is  Dalton  quintus  in  the  school  list  for  1832.  Royalist.  Matric.  at 
Oxford,  Trin.  Coll,  July  1845  aged  20.  Was  a barrister.  Died  July  1881. 
Buried  at  Willesden. 

N.B. — Richard  Dalton,  the  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  not  related  to 
the  Bury  Daltons  who  precede  and  follow  them  in  this  list.  He  had  rented 
Nether  hall  in  Pakenham  and  Langham  hall,  and  then  between  1830  and  1840 
he  was  living  at  Bury  in  Norlhgate  street,  now  No.  113.  He  died  in  1855. 
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20.  DALTON  Henry.  Born  1836.  Eldest  son  of  Rowland  Dalton  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 53.  Royalist.  Professional 

microscopist  and  scientist.  Now  living  in  Paris. 

2r.  DALTON  Oliver.  Second  son  of  Rowland  Dalton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
At  Bury  school  1855 — 60.  Royalist.  Was  a clerk  in  the  Custom  House, 
London,  and  lived  at  Finchley.  Died  Oct.  1881  aged  39.  Buried  at 
Finchley  cemetery. 

22.  DALTON  WALTER.  Born  1844.  Third  son  of  Rowland  Dalton  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 61.  Royalist.  Was  at  one  time  an 
orange  grower  in  Florida,  U.  S.  A.  Now  living  somewhere  in  the  United 
States. 

23.  DAMANT  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Damant  of  Lammas,  Norf.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1732.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — According  to  a pedigree  in  the  Jermyn  MSS.  at  Moyses  hall 
Thomas  Damant,  the  father  of  this  boy,  was  of  Eye  in  Suffolk,  and  obtained 
Lammas  through  his  first  wife,  Mary  Eyre.  His  second  wife,  Alice  Sancroft, 
was  the  mother  of  this  boy. 

24.  DAMANT  William.  Born  at  Colchester.  Elder  son  of  William  Damant, 

surgeon.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1735.  Foreigner.  Two  years  there. 
Adm.  to  John’s  April  1738  aged  17.  B.A.  1741.  In  June  1745  he  was 
licensed  to  the  curacy  of  Kempston,  Beds. 

25.  DANIEL  John  Edge.  Son  of  G.  H.  Daniel,  trierarchus.  Adm.  to  Christ’s 

Coll.  June  1823.  B.A.  1827.  Vicar  of  Weybread,  Suff.,  1829 — 45.  Chaplain 
of  County  Gaol,  Ipswich,  1851 — 72.  Living  at  Ipswich  1873 — Not  in 
clergy  list  of  1889. 

N.B. — The  father,  Capt.  Daniel,  R.N.,  afterwards  Admiral,  lived  for  some 
time  in  Ipswich.  Trierarchus  is  the  description  of  him  in  the  Christ’s  Coll, 
admission  book. 

26.  DANIEL  Cyrus  Leaf.  At  Bury  school  in  and  about  1892. 

27.  DANVERS  Edward  Augustine.  Eldest  son  of  George  Giberne  Danvers, 

vicar  of  Falkenham,  Suff.  At  Bury  school  1882 — 83.  Foreigner.  Has  been 
in  Tasmania,  and  is  now  in  Canada. 

28.  DANVERS  William  Eaton.  Born  1879.  Son  of  George  Danvers,  vicar  of 

Falkenham.  At  Bury  school  1894,  one  term. 
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29.  DANVERS  George  Cecil.  Born  1881.  Son  of  George  Danvers,  vicar  of 

Falkenham,  Suff.  At  Bury  school  1894,  one  term. 

30.  DARBY  Edmund.  Son  of  Charles  Darby  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent.  He  is 

in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  He  probably  died  young,  as  a pedigree  by 
D.  E.  D.  represents  his  father  as  dying  s.p. 

N.B. — The  boy’s  grandfather,  Edmund  Darby,  died  Sept.  1631.  An 
inscription  in  Sf  James’  churcb  says  that  he  left  ;^3oo  for  the  continuance  of 
the  public  catechizing  of  poor  people  which  he  had  started  in  his  life  time. 

31.  DARBY  John  Warreyn.  Son  of  John  Darby  of  Diss,  surgeon.  Six  years  at 

Bury  under  Becher  and  Malkin.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June  1811. 
Adm.  to  Christ’s  Dec.  1809.  Migrated  to  Caius  May  1810  aged  17.  Rector 
of  Shottisham,  Suffolk.  Died  Aug.  1846. 

32.  DARBY  William.  Younger  son  of  John  Darby  of  Diss,  surgeon.  Was  present 

at  the  Tercentenary  festival  as  an  old  scholar.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Oct. 
1826  aged  31.  B.A.  1831.  Rector  of  Riddlesworth  and  Knettishall  1839 — 
1868.  Died  Feb.  1868  aged  73.  Buried  at  Riddlesworth. 

33.  DARBY  Wareyn  William.  Born  at  Riddlesworth  Oct.  1840.  Son  of  Rev. 

William  Darby,  rector.  No.  32.  At  Bury  school  1851 — 58.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1859.  B.A.  1863.  Rector  of  Shottisham,  Suff., 
1867 — 79.  Not  in  clergy  list  of  1880. 

34.  D.\SFIWOOD  James.  Son  of  George  Dashwood  Esq.  of  Pickenham,  Norf. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1753.  Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition 
Nov.  1760,  being  then  at  Magdalene  Coll.,  Oxford.  B.A.  1762.  Vicar  of 
Long  Sutton,  rector  of  Doddington,  co.  Lincoln.  Died  Oct.  1815  aged  75. 

N.B. — George  Dashwood,  the  father,  afterwards  lived  in  Bury,  and  has  a 
tombstone  in  St.  James’  church.  He  died  March  1762  aged  57. 

35.  DASHWOOD  Jarrett.  Son  of  Jarrett  Dashwood  of  Aylsham,  Norf  Three 

years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1790  aged  18. 
Rector  of  Caistor  and  Markshall,  Norf  Retired  and  lived  at  Beccles.  Died 
li)ec.  1859.  Buried  at  North  Cove,  Suffolk. 

36.  DASTON  Richard.  Born  at  Isleham,  Cambs.  Son  of  Richard  Daston,  gent. 

Adm.  to  Bury  July  1736.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  July  1745  aged  18. 
Migrated  to  Emmanuel.  B.A.  1749.  Student  of  Middle  Temple  Aug.  1747. 
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37.  DAUBENEY  . At  Bury  school  1858 — 59.  Foreigner.  I think  he  must 

be  a son  of  Edmund  Daubeney,  who  died  Sept.  1884  aged  62  and  lies  in  Bury 
cemetery ; and  grandson  of  Francis  Hungerford  Daubeney,  rector  of  Be.xwell, 
Norfolk,  who  died  at  Dover  Sept.  1829  aged  32. 

38.  DAUBENEY  Edmund  Seymour.  Son  of  Edmund  Thomas  Daubeney,  rector 

of  Market  Weston,  Suff.  At  Bury  school  April  to  Oct.  1885.  Foreigner. 
Clare  Coll.  B.A.  Now  rector  of  Brancaster,  Norf. 

39.  DAVERS  Robert.  Born  c.  1683  probably  in  the  Barbadoes.  Eldest  son  of 

Sir  Robert  Davers,  second  baronet.  Matric.  at  O.xford  Jan.  1703.  Christ- 
church Coll.  Succeeded  his  father  as  third  baronet  in  1722.  Died  May 
1723.  Buried  at  Rushbrooke. 

N.B. — I have  no  evidence  of  his  having  been  at  Bury  school,  but  it  is 
very  probable.  He  was  at  Rougham  close  by,  and  some  of  his  brothers 
certainly  were  there. 

40.  DAVERS  Jermyn.  Probably  born  in  Barbadoes  in  1686.  Second  son  of  Sir 

Robert  Davers,  second  baronet.  Matric.  at  Oxford  March  1704  aged  17. 
Christchurch  Coll.  Succeeded  his  brother  Robert  as  third  baronet  in  1723. 
Was  M.P.  for  Bury,  and  then  for  Suffolk.  Died  Feb.  1743  aged  56.  Buried 
at  Rushbrooke. 

N.B. — He  gave  a book  to  the  Bury  school  library  in  1728.  This  is  not 
proof  positive  that  he  had  been  at  the  school,  but  makes  it  probable,  especially 
as  he  was  brought  up  at  Rougham,  and  we  know  that  some  of  his  brothers 
were  there. 

41.  DAVERS  Thomas.  Born  c.  1689.  Third  son  of  Sir  Robert  Davers,  second 

baronet.  Went  into  the  navy.  Became  an  admiral  in  1744.  Possessed 
Little  Horringer  hall.  Sent  out  to  Jamaica  in  command  of  a squadron,  and 
died  there  Sept.  1746  or  1747  aged  57.  A monument  to  him  in  St.  Andrew’s 
church  there. 

N.B. — My  reason  for  including  him  among  Bury  scholars  is  the  same  as 
that  for  including  his  brother  Robert. 

42.  DAVERS  Henry.  Born  at  Rougham  Sept.  1695.  Fifth  son  of  Sir  Robert 

Davers,  second  bart.  He  was  one  of  several  boys  who  died  of  small  pox  while 
at  the  Grammar  school  in  1711,  as  Dr.  Randall’s  poem  tells  us.  Died  July 
17 1 1.  Buried  at  Rushbrook. 
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43.  DAVERS  Charles.  Born  at  Rougham  Nov.  1699.  Sixth  and  youngest  son  of 

Sir  Robert  Davers,  second  baronet.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713. 
Foreigner.  He  died  between  1715  and  Oct.  1721. 

N.B. — Sir  Robert  Davers,  the  father  of  these  five  boys,  spent  the  first 
thirty  years  of  his  life  in  the  Barbadoes,  came  home  and  married  a Jermyn 
coheiress  of  Rushbrook,  went  out  again  for  about  five  years  to  Barbadoes,  and 
then  came  home  for  good,  settling  first  at  Rougham,  then  at  Rushbrooke,  which 
he  more  or  less  bought.  Thus  his  elder  boys  were  probably  born  in  the 
Barbadoes.  He  died  Oct.  1722  aged  69.  Dr.  Randall  devotes  sixteen  lines 
to  “ magni  magna  patris  soboles  Daversia.” 

44.  DAVERS  Robert.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  Jermyn  Davers  No.  40.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1742.  Foreigner.  Succeeded  his  father  as  fifth  baronet  in  1743. 
Was  travelling  in  Italy  in  1756.  About  1761  he  went  to  N.  America,  and  in 
1.763  was  killed  (and  I presume  scalped)  by  Indians  near  Lake  Huron. 

45.  DAVERS  Henry.  Second  son  of  Sir  Jermyn  Davers,  No.  40.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Sept.  1743.  Foreigner.  He  is  said  (by  Dr.  G.  B.  Jermyn)  to 
have  shot  himself  on  board  ship  about  1760. 

46.  DAVERS  Charles.  Born  June  1737.  Third  son  of  Sir  Jermyn  Davers, 

No.  40.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1744.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
Jan.  1755  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  Went  into  the  army.  Served  in 
N.  America  1758 — c.  1764.  Succeeded  his  brother  as  sixth  and  last  baronet 
in  1763.  Whig  M.P.  for  Bury  over  30  years.  Died  June  1806.  Buried  at 
Rushbrooke. 

47.  DAVERS  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Rushbrooke  Nov.  1738.  Fourth  son  of  Sir 

Jermyn  Davers,  No.  40.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1746.  Foreigner.  Matric. 
at  Oxford,  Hertford  Coll.,  June  1759  aged  20.  In  1763  he  was  presented  to 
the  rectories  of  Stowlangtoft  and  Little  VVhelnetham.  In  June  1766  he  shot 
himself  in  the  greenhouse  of  his  mother’s  house  on  the  east  side  of  the  Angel 
hill,  where  at  the  present  moment  (May  1907)  the  Pageant  workers  are  at 
work.  Buried  at  Rushbrooke. 

48.  DAVERS  Thomas.  Son  of  Admiral  Thomas  Davers  of  Little  Horringer 

hall.  No.  41.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1736.  Foreigner.  He  built  a fort 
on  the  Thames  near  Blackwall  called  Davers’  Folly.  He  led  an  unhappy  life 
and  died  by  his  own  hand  in  1767. 
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49.  DAVERS  Robert.  Bapt.  at  Rushbrooke  July  1771.  Natural  son  of  Sir 

Charles  Davers,  No.  46.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents,  one  under 
Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1790  aged  19.  Between  1796  and  his 
death  he  held  the  livings  of  Little  Whelnetham,  Nowton,  Rougham,  Bradfield 
St.  George,  Rushbrooke,  Bradfield  St.  Clare.  Died  Jan.  1853  aged  81.  Buried 
at  Bradfield  St.  Clare. 

N.B. — His  three  brothers,  Charles,  Henry,  and  William  James,  are  pretty 
certain  to  have  gone  to  Bury  school.  Their  short  careers  will  be  found  in  the 
Rushbrooke  volume  of  this  series,  p.  387. 

50.  DAVIES  Richard.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Davies  of  Landbeder,  co.  Monmouth. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1738.  Foreigner. 

51.  DAVIES  Thomas.  Of  Bedford.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  from  Bury  school  June 

1805  aged  18.  B.A.  1809. 

52.  DAVIES  . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18.  Foreigner. 

53.  DAVIES  . At  Bury  school  1846 — 48.  Royalist.  Probably  a stepson 

of  Dr.  Cream,  who  lived  in  Northgate  street. 

54.  DAVIES  Charles  Robert.  At  Bury  school  1868 — 69.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

55.  DAVYE  William.  Son  of  William  Davye  of  Isleham,  Cambs,  ingenuus.  He 

is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  In  April  1658  the  Governors  agreed  to 
continue  the  exhibition  formerly  allowed  him  for  one  whole  year  longer.  By 
1660  it  had  ceased.  Probably  he  is  the  Fellow  of  Jesus  Coll.,  M.A.  1663. 

56.  DAVYS  George  Robert.  Born  Jan.  2,  1818,  at  Swaffham,  Cambs.  Eldest  son 

of  George  Davys,  bishop  of  Peterborough.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 35. 
Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1835, 
but  never  came  into  residence.  Died  at  Kensington  in  1836.  An  accident 
at  cricket  while  at  Bury  school  is  believed  to  have  caused  his  death.  Buried 
in  St.  Barnabas  church,  Addison  road,  Kensington. 

N.B. — At  the  time  of  his  being  at  Bury  school  his  father  was  dean  of 
Chester.  In  1814  he  had  married  Marianne  Mapletoft,  whose  family  had 
been  to  Bury  school  long  before.  See  MAPLETOFT.  The  dean  of  Chester 
became  bishop  of  Peterborough  in  1839,  and  died  there  in  April  1864. 

57.  DAWSON  William  Herschel.  Son  of  William  Dawson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

postmaster.  At  Bury  school  1892 — 98.  B.A.  Oxford.  Now  a schoolmaster. 
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58.  DAWSON  Charles  John.  Son  of  William  Dawson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1898 — 1902.  In  a bank  at  Stowmarket. 

59.  DAY  . He  wrote  a prize  exercize  Nov.  1810,  while  at  school. 

60.  DAY  . In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 28.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

61.  DAY  . In  school  list  1829  only.  Foreigner. 

62.  DAY  . At  Bury  school  1838 — 40.  Foreigner. 

63.  DAY  Richard  Evan.  Born  in  London  Nov.  1844.  Son  of  John  Day  (Day, 

Hughes  and  Brown),  solicitor  in  London.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 64. 
Three  years  in  6th  form.  Royalist.  Emman.  Coll.  B. A.  1868.  Mathematical 
and  science  lecturer  at  King’s  Coll,  London,  for  several  years.  Then  assistant 
master  at  Haileybury.  Now  living  at  Bromley,  Kent. 

N.B. — This  boy  and  his  brother  were  Royalists,  as  their  mother  lived  in 
the  north-west  corner  of  Angel  hill. 

64.  DAY  Frank  T.  Born  in  London  Oct.  1846.  Son  of  John  Day,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1859 — 62.  Royalist.  Joined  Royal  Engineers.  Now  a colonel 
(retired). 

65.  DAYJELL  . This  name  is  plainly  written  in  the  school  list  for  1822, 

second  form.  Foreigner.  It  might  be  a mis-reading  of  Dayrell,  or  a 
mis-hearing  of  Edgell. 

66.  DAYRELL  . 

67.  DAYRELL  . Dr.  Randall  mentions  two  brothers  of  this  name  in  his 

time,  1707 — 15,  or  perhaps  before  his  headmastership. 

Hie  Dayrellorum  steterat  Concordia  fralrum. 

Quorum  mens  similis  corpora  bina  regit. 

68.  DE  BEERSKI  . At  Bury  school  1849  only.  Royalist.  A Pole. 

69.  DE  CARLE  . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1828 — 29.  Royalist. 

N.B. — The  De  Carles  were  monumental  sculptors  in  Bury  for  about  an 
hundred  years.  In  the  Poll  book  for  1832  there  was  Benjamin  in  Schoolhall 
street,  and  Thomas  in  Sparhawk  street,  and  I suppose  this  boy  was  the  son  of 
one  of  them. 

70.  DE  GREY  Robert.  Born  at  Ellingham.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  De  Grey 

of  Merlon,  knight.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius 
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Coll.  April  1629  aged  iS.  Knighted  June  1641.  Buried  at  Merton  Oct.  1644. 

N.B. — His  widow  lived  in  St.  Mary’s  parish  at  Bury,  and  died  March  1692 
aged  66.  She  has  a stone  in  St.  James’  church.  She  was  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  William  Bridon  of  Ipswich. 

71.  DE  GREY  James.  Second  son  of  Sir  William  De  Grey  of  Merton.  Five 

years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1630  aged  17. 
Middle  Temple  May  1633.  Succeeded  his  brother  at  Merton  in  1644. 
Buried  at  Merton  July  1665. 

72.  DE  GREY  Thomas.  Born  at  Merton  Aug.  1680.  Eldest  surviving  son  of 

William  De  Grey  of  Merton,  and  grandson  of  No.  71.  At  Bury  under  Leeds. 
Adm.  to  John’s  May  1697  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  M.P.  for  Thetford 
and  Norfolk.  Died  Dec.  1765.  Buried  at  Merton. 

73.  DE  GREY  Thomas.  Born  at  Merton  Sept.  1717.  Eldest  surviving  son  of 

Thomas  De  Grey,  No.  72.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April 
1735  aged  17.  M.P.  for  Norfolk.  Died  May  1781.  Buried  at  Merton. 

N.B. — In  August  1745  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  third  daughter  of 
Samuel  Fisher  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  She  died  Jan.  1750  aged  20,  and  her 
tombstone  is  in  Tuddenham  churchyard.  This  Thomas  De  Grey  was 
succeeded  at  Merton  by  his  next  brother  William,  an  eminent  lawyer,  who 
was  created  Lord  Walsingham.  He  was  probably  at  Bury  school  as  well  as 
his  brother,  but  there  is  nothing  to  show  it. 

74.  DE  WEND  William  Fenton.  At  Bury  school  1858.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  June  1859.  Spalding  Exhibitioner  1859.  B.A.  1863. 
Described  in  the  College  admission  book  as  from  India. 

75.  DEBENHAM  John  Willmott.  Born  at  Redgrave  June  1852.  Son  of  Arthur 

Alexander  Debenham  of  Redgrave,  farmer.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 64.  After- 
wards to  City  of  London  school.  Won  a scholarship  at  Downing  Coll.,  but 
never  went  up  on  account  of  bad  health.  Went  to  New  .South  Wales  ; passed 
through  Sydney  University ; B.A.  1877,  first  class  in  classics  and  mathematics. 
Was  ordained  to  a curacy  at  Sydney,  and  afterwards  became  incumbent  of 
Bowral.  After  nine  years  was  compelled  by  bad  health  to  resign,  and  spent 
the  rest  of  his  life  in  teaching.  He  died  April  1898. 

76.  DECK  James  George.  Born  at  Bury  Nov.  1807.  Eldest  son  of  John  Deck 

of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1817 — 22.  Royalist.  Went  to  India 
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in  1829  in  the  service  of  E.  I.  C.  Died  at  Molucka,  New  Zealand,  Aug.  1884. 
His  descendents  are  now  in  Australia. 

77.  DECK  George.  Born  at  Bury  Sept.  1811.  Second  son  of  John  Deck.  At 

Bury  school  1822 — 25.  Royalist.  Was  a Lieut,  in  Bombay  Engineers. 
Married  in  Bombay  June  1830.  Died  at  Bury  April  1834  aged  22. 
Tombstone  in  St.  James’  churchyard. 

78.  DECK  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Jan.  1815.  Third  son  of  John 

Deck.  At  Bury  school  1827 — 33.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Christ’s 
Coll.  June  1833.  B.A.  1837.  Curate  at  Hull  in  1842.  Afterwards  vicar  of 
St.  Stephen’s,  Hull.  Died  Feb.  1882. 

79.  DECK  Henry.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Aug.  1818.  Fourth  son  of  John 

Deck.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 37.  Three  years  in  6th  form.  Royalist. 
Corpus  Christi  Coll.  B.A.  1841.  Curate  of  Halifax,  Yorks.,  in  1844.  Vicar 
of  Hampsthwaite,  Yorks.,  1862 — 98.  Died  at  Harrogate  Nov.  1898.  Buried 
at  Harlow. 

80.  DECK  Edward.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Dec.  1820.  Fifth  son  of  John 

Deck.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 35.  Royalist.  Died  at  Lowestoft  April  1894. 
Buried  at  Blyford,  having  married  in  1843  Mary  Anne,  second  daughter  of 
Seaman  Garrard  of  Blyford  hall. 

N.B. — John  Deck,  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  born  in  Bury  July  1781, 
Mayor  in  1833,  1845,  and  died  at  Bridlington  Quay,  Yorks.,  Oct.  1855,  being 
buried  at  St.  Stephen’s,  Hull.  His  father,  Philip  Deck,  was  postmaster, 
publisher  and  bookseller,  at  Bury.  An  old  engraving  shows  the  shop,  now 
pulled  down,  abutting  on  and  at  right  angles  to  the  Norman  Tower.  Probably 
I should  have  many  other  Decks  in  my  list,  but  there  is  no  authority  for 
including  them. 

81.  DENNIS  George  Theodore.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  James  Blatch  Piggot  Dennis, 

assistant  master  of  Bury  Grammar  school.  At  Bury  school  1851 — 60. 
Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Afterwards  at  Rugby.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1865.  Chaplain 
in  India  1872 — 90.  Now,  since  1892,  rector  of  Hopton,  Suffolk. 

82.  DENNIS  James  Charles  Chepnell.  Second  son  of  Rev.  J.  B.  P.  Dennis.  At 

Bury  school  1855 — 58.  Royalist.  Went  into  the  Royal  Navy.  Died 

Jan.  1883. 
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83.  DENNIS  Philip.  Third  son  of  Rev.  J.  B.  P.  Dennis.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 

1861.  Royalist.  Went  into  the  Mercantile  Marine  service.  Died  about  1868. 

84.  DENNIS  Francis  Buchanan.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  J.  B.  P.  Dennis.  At  Bury 

school  1859 — 64.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Now  in  New  Zealand. 

85.  DENNIS  Edwin  Ernest.  Born  at  Maxey,  Northants,  in  1850.  Fifth  son  of 

Rev.  J.  B.  P.  Dennis.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 64.  Royalist.  Died  at  Maldon 
Oct.  1905  aged  55.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

N.B. — The  Rev.  J.  B.  P.  Dennis,  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  assistant 
master  at  the  Bury  school.  He  died  Jan.  1861  aged  45,  and  was  buried 
in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

86.  DENNIS  Augustine.  Born  Nov.  1850.  Son  of  Augustine  Valentine  Dennis 

of  Burnham  Market,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 67.  Boarder.  Died 
at  Burnham  Market  March  1889.  Buried  there. 

87.  DENNY  Richard  Cooke.  Eldest  son  of  Richard  Denny  of  Bergh  Apton,  Norf. 

At  Bury  school  1830 — 34.  Fo’’eigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Trin.  Coll.,  Feb. 
1835  aged  18.  Rector  of  Ilellington,  Norf.,  1879 — 82.  Was  living  at  Bergh 
Apton  till  1894,  when  he  disappears  from  the  clergy  list. 

N.B. — The  Tercentenary  vol.  has  Rev.  C.  R.  Denny  among  old  scholars 
present,  which  I take  to  mean  Rev.  R.  C.  Denny. 

88.  DENOVAN  William  Hunter.  Son  of  John  Denovan  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

tea  dealer.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 60.  Royalist.  Trin.  Coll.  Dublin.  B.A. 
1873.  Vicar  of  St.  James,  Forest  Gate,  1879—87.  St.  Paul’s,  Southsea, 
1887 — 1902.  Now  vicar  of  St.  Paul’s,  Maidstone. 

89.  DENTON  Henry  Flowerdew.  Elder  son  of  Edward  H.  Denton  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  in  and  about  1891.  Nowin  business. 

90.  DENTON  George  Edward.  Younger  son  of  Edward  H.  Denton.  At  Bury 

school  1898 — 1900.  Now  in  business. 

91.  DENYS  George  William.  Born  Dec.  181 1.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  George  William 

Denys,  first  baronet.  In  Bury  school  lists  1821 — 27.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Served  in  68th  foot  1830 — 37.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet  in 
1857.  Died  Feb.  1881. 

92.  DENYS  Montague.  Born  Oct.  1815.  Second  son  of  Sir  G.  W.  Denys.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1826 — 28.  Foreigner.  Lieut.  77th  Reg.  Died  Sept.  1854. 
N.B. — Sir  G.  W.  Denys,  the  father,  was  living  at  Twinstead  hall,  Essex.

93.  DERISLEY  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Derisley  of  Bircham,  Norf.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1747.  Foreigner.  This  may  be  the  Fellow  of  Queen’s, 
B.A.  1755. 

94.  DESBOROUGH  William  Henry,  Born  Jan.  1806.  Elder  son  of  William 

Desborough  of  Hemingford  Grey,  Hunts.  In  Bury  school  lists  1819 — 22. 
Foreigner.  Was  in  the  army.  Lived  at  Hartford,  Hunts.  Died  Jan.  1875. 
Buried  at  Hemingford  Grey. 

95.  DESBOROUGH  Charles.  Born  1808.  Younger  son  of  William  Desborough. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1819—22.  Foreigner.  Died  young.  Buried  at 
Hemingford  Grey. 

N.B. — I have  no  actual  proof  that  these  are  the  two  Desborough  boys  in 
the  Bury  school  lists,  but  it  is  all  but  certain.  The  name  is  not  a common 
one,  and  many  boys  were  coming  to  Bury  from  that  neighbourhood  at  this  time. 

96.  D’EWES  Simonds.  Born  at  Chardstock,  Dorset.,  Dec.  1602.  Eldest  son  of 

Paul  D’Ewes  of  Milden  and  Stowlangtoft,  SufF.  After  having  been  at  schools 
at  Lavenham,  at  Wambrook  and  in  London,  he  says  “I  mediated  with  my 
dear  mother  by  my  earnest  letters  to  be  removed  to  Bury  school,  where  was  a 
very  able  teacher,  a wholesome  air,  and  my  father’s  house  not  much  above  five 
miles  from  it.”  At  Bury  1616 — 18.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  May  1618.  A 
very  industrious  antiquarian  and  a Puritan.  M.P.  for  Sudbury  1640 — 48. 
Made  a baronet  July  1641.  Died  April  1650  aged  48.  Buried  at  Stowlangtoft. 
In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — His  Autobiography  was  published  in  1845.  He  tells  us  that  in 
Dec.  1632  he  hired  part  of  a house  in  Bury,  and  was  there  till  the  end  of 
June  1633.  Much  of  his  time  was  occupied  in  copying  manuscripts  in  the 
registry  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury.  The  house  was  in  St.  Mary’s  parish 
and  near  St.  Mary’s  church,  which  fixes  it  as  either  in  Crown  street  or  on 
Honey  hill.  If  in  Crown  street,  it  might  be  the  house  belonging  to  the 
Batteleys  (see  BATTELEY),  now  St.  Mary’s  Church  Institute.  If  on  Honey 
hill,  it  might  have  been  Sir  William  Hervey’s  house,  now  foolishly  called 
Manor  house,  which  it  isn’t,  wasn’t,  and  never  could  be.  He  says,  “ Most 
happy  we  were  during  our  continuance  here  in  the  weekly  sermons  and  almost 
frequent  converse  of  Mr.  Edward  Calamy,  the  preacher  of  that  parish  ; and 
this  indeed  was  one  of  the  chief  motives  that  drew  us  thither  to  partake  of  his 
painful  and  pious  preaching. ”_^P.  82. 
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97.  D’EWES  Richard.  Born  at  Stowlangtoft  Oct.  1615.  Younger  son  of  Paul 

D’Ewes.  At  Bury  school  1628 — 31.  Then  to  St.  Catherine’s  Coll.  “My 
only  brother,  Richard  U’Ewes,  was  now  at  school  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  with 
Mr.  John  Dickenson,  an  excellent  and  mild  teacher,  with  whom  I had  myself 
gone  to  school  in  the  years  1617  and  1618.”  Autobiog.  In  Dec.  1642  he 
was  a Lieut. -Col.  and  quartered  at  Reading.  I believe  he  was  eventually 
killed  at  Reading  in  the  course  of  the  Civil  War. 

98.  D’EWES  Willoughby.  Born  c.  1650.  Only  surviving  son  of  Sir  Simonds 

D’Ewes,  No.  96.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet  very  soon  after  he 
was  born.  Died  June  1685  aged  34. 

N.B. — I have  no  proof  of  this  boy  having  been  to  Bury  school. 

99.  D’EWES  Simonds.  Born  c.  1670.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  Willoughby  D’Evves, 

No.  98.  He  married  Delariviere,  one  of  the  six  daughters  and  co-heiresses 
of  Thomas,  Lord  Jermyn.  Succeeded  his  father  as  third  baronet  in  1685. 
Died  at  the  Mint  May  1722. 

N.B. — I have  no  proof  of  this  boy  having  gone  to  Bury  school,  but  he  is 
more  than  probable. 

100.  D’EWES  Willoughby.  Born  at  Stowlangtoft.  Second  son  of  Sir  Willoughby 
D’Ewes,  No.  98.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  March  1690  aged 
17.  B.A.  1693.  Died  of  small  pox  Oct.  1698  aged  26.  Buried  at 
Stowlangtoft. 

101  D’EWES  Jermyn.  Born  at  Stowlangtoft  April  1688.  Elder  son  of  Sir 
Simonds  D’Ewes,  No.  99.  Gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1711. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  fourth  baronet  in  1722.  Died  unmarried  April  1731, 
when  the  baronetcy  and  even  the  family  name  became  extinct. 

N.B.— Dr.  Randall  in  his  enumeration  of  old  scholars  mentions 
“ Dewsorum  proles  fortissima,”  and  describes  him  as  a very  warlike  man, 
cutting  for  himself  a way  with  his  sword.  I presume  that  this  must  mean 
Jermyn. 

102.  D’EWES  Willoughby.  Younger  son  of  Sir  Simonds  D’Ewes,  No.  99.  A book 
was  given  to  the  school  library  in  17 n by  Jermyn  D’Ewes  “cum  fratre 
Willougby  D’Ewes  Colleg.  nuper  Reginal.  alumno.”  He  was  already  dead, 
having  died  in  1710  aged  19. 
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103.  DEWHIRST  Charles.  Born  1812.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Dewhirst, 

Independent  minister  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  for  43  years.  In  Bury  school 
lists  1820 — 26.  Royalist.  Qualified  for  a surgeon,  but  became  a chemist 
at  Clare,  Suffolk.  Died  there  July  1847  aged  35.  Tombstone  in  Clare 
churchyard. 

104.  DEWHIRST  Edward.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Aug.  1815.  Younger  son 

of  Rev.  Charles  Dewhirst.  In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 31.  Royalist.  At 
17  years  of  age  articled  to  a surgeon.  After  4 years  sailed  to  Jamaica  in 

1836.  Returned  to  England  and  in  1853  went  to  Australia.  Was  suc- 
cessively preacher,  teacher,  journalist,  and  school  inspector  at  Adelaide. 
Died  there  Feb.  1904. 

105.  DEWING  Edward  May.  Born  April  1823.  Son  of  Edward  Dewing,  rector 

of  Rainham,  Norf.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 36.  Foreigner.  To  Harrow  in 

1837.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1845.  Capt.  of  the  cricket  XL  at  Harrow  and 
Cambridge.  An  original  member  of  the  Zingari  C.  C.  Succeeded  his  uncle 
Richard  Dewing  of  Carbrooke  hall,  Norfolk,  in  1877.  Lived  in  Suffolk. 
Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Suff.  Arch.  Inst.  Died  Oct.  1899.  Tombstone  in  Nowton 
churchyard. 

106.  DEWING  Richard  Standly.  Second  son  of  Edward  May  Dewing,  No.  105. 

At  Bury  school  1865 — 72.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford, 

University  Coll.,  Oct.  1874  aged  19.  Now  vicar  of  Ford  End,  Essex. 

107.  DEWING  Alfred.  Third  son  of  Edward  May  Dewing,  No.  105.  At  Bury 

school  1869 — 75.  Royalist.  Now  at  Gisborne,  New  Zealand. 

108.  DEWING  Arthur  May.  Born  at  Beyton,  Suff.  Jan.  i860.  Fourth  son  of 

Edward  May  Dewing,  No.  105.  At  Bury  school  1869 — 77.  Royalist. 

Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1879.  Now  rector  of  Camerton  near  Bath. 

X09.  DEWING  Maurice.  Fifth  son  of  Edward  May  Dewing,  No.  105.  At  Bury 
school  1872 — 80.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Keble  Coll., 
Oct.  1880  aged  18.  Now  a solicitor  at  Horsham,  Sussex, 

no.  DEWING  Robert  Henry.  Sixth  son  of  Edward  May  Dewing,  No.  105. 

At  Bury  school  1874 — 78.  Royalist.  Now  a Major  in  the  76th  Punjabis. 

III.  DEY  Stephen.  Born  at  Feltwell.  Son  of  Richard  Dey  of  IMundford,  Norf., 

gent.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1650 

aged  16.  B.A.  1654. 
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1 1 2.  DICK  . He  is  in  the  school  list  1822 — 25.  Foreigner. 

1 13.  DICKENS  . He  is  in  the  school  list  1819 — 22.  Foreigner. 

1 14.  DICKENSON  Roger.  Son  of  John  Dickenson,  headmaster  of  Bury  school. 

Six  years  at  Bury  under  his  father.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1639  aged  16. 

1 1 5.  DICKINSON  Robert.  Son  of  Zachariah  Dickinson  of  Gainsborough,  co. 

Lincoln.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1730.  Foreigner. 

116.  DICKINSON  Joseph.  Son  of  Edward  Dickinson  of  Gainsborough.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Sept.  1735.  Foreigner. 

117.  DICKINSON  John.  Grandson  of  Prudence  Todd  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1746.  Royalist. 

1 18.  DICKSON  Thomas  Walter.  Fourth  son  of  Thomas  Briggs  Dickson.  At 

Bury  school  1867 — 71.  Boarder. 

1 1 9.  DICKSON  John  William.  Born  i860.  Fifth  son  of  Thomas  Briggs  Dickson. 

At  Bury  school  1872 — 74.  Boarder.  From  Bury  to  Tonbridge  school. 
Jesus  Coll.  B. A.  1884.  L.R.C.P  M.R.C.S.  Now  physician  of  St.  George’s 
Hospital,  London. 

120.  DISBOROW  Anthony.  Son  of  Anthony  Disborow  of  Chevington,  medise 

fortunse.  At  Bury  under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1586  aged  17. 
Fellow.  Dean.  Bursar.  Rector  of  Risby  1613 — . He  is  still  at  Risby 

in  1640,  but  not  buried  there. 

1 2 1.  DISBOROW  Oliver.  Born  at  Risby  July  1626.  Son  of  Anthony  Disborow, 

rector  of  Risby,  No.  120.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  July  1641  aged  15.  Lincoln’s  Inn  1658.  Will  proved  1659. 

122.  DISTER  John.  He  gave  a book  in  1573,  and  may  or  may  not  have  been  an 

old  scholar.  The  only  other  instance  of  this  name  that  I have  met  with  is 
Mr.  Dister  who  paid  hearth  tax  for  four  hearths  at  Glemsford  in  1674. 

123.  DIVER  William  E.  Son  of  Owen  Albert  Diver,  manager  of  the  White  Hart 

Inn,  Wickham  Market.  At  Bury  school  187 1 — 72.  Boarder.  Travelled  for 
Colchester  Brewery. 

124.  DIVER  . Younger  son  of  Owen  Albert  Diver.  At  Bury  school  1871 — 

1872.  Boarder. 
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125.  DOBEDE  Joseph  Fairman.  Born  at  Soham,  Cambs.  Second  son  of  John 

Dobede  of  Soham.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 41.  Four  years  in  sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1840  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 
Died  June  1845  aged  22.  Buried  at  Soham. 

126.  DOBY  John.  Son  of  John  Doby  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent.,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  April  1735.  Royalist.  Elected  by  the  Governors  to  an 
exhibition  in  June  1745.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Dec.  1743  aged  19.  B.A.  1747. 

127.  DOBIE  Evans.  Son  of  John  Dobie  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  deceased.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1738.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — These  two  boys  must  have  been  orphans,  as  a tombstone  in  the 
churchyard  at  Bury  records  the  death  of  Casey,  wife  of  John  Dobie,  on 
Dec.  20,  1729,  aged  34. 

128.  DOBITO  . He  is  only  in  the  school  list  for  1819. 

N.B. —In  Wood  Ditton  churchyard  is  a tombstone  with  these  names,  the 
last  of  which  would  fit  this  boy  : — 

Jeffery  Dobito  sen.  died  Feb.  1800  aged  53. 

Jeffery  Dobito  died  July  1832  aged  53. 

William  son  of  Jeffery  Dobito  died  Nov.  1865  aged  59. 

In  Kirtling  churchyard  lies  George  Dobito  of  Cropley  Grove,  Lidgate. 
Born  Jan.  1812.  Died  Jan.  1871.  The  date  would  also  fit  him.  But  his 
name  is  among  those  who  attended  the  Tercentenary  festival  without  the 
asterisk  that  marks  an  old  scholar. 

129.  DOCKING  Thomas.  Son  of  Robert  Docking  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  mediae 

fortunae.  Six  years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July 
1628  aged  18.  Rector  of  Dallinghoe,  Suffolk. 

130.  DODSWORTH  . In  the  list  of  his  pupils  given  in  the  dedication  of  a 

volume  printed  in  1690  Dr.  Leeds  includes  Dodsworth  from  Co.  Durham. 
Leeds’  headmastership  was  from  1663  to  1707. 

131.  DONALDSON  Stuart  Leicester.  Nephew  ot  Dr.  Donaldson,  headmaster 

of  Bury  school.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 55.  Foreigner.  Now  stipendiary 
magistrate  in  Sydney,  Australia. 

132.  DONALDSON  Alexander  Leathes.  Eldest  son  of  Dr.  Donaldson,  headmaster. 

At  Bury  school  1850 — 55.  Royalist.  A solicitor.  Practised  at  the  Bar  of 
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the  Strait  Settlement  at  Singapore  for  25  years.  Returned  to  England  twelve 
years  ago.  Now  resides  at  Hatton  hall,  Windlesham,  Surrey. 

N.B. — Dr.  Donaldson’s  younger  son  did  not  go  to  Bury  school. 

133.  DONNE  William  Bodham.  Born  July  1807.  Son  of  Edward  Charles  Donne 

of  Mattishall  hall,  Norf.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  In  the  school 
list  for  1822.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1824  aged  16.  Licenser 
of  Plays.  Scholar,  writer,  and  critic.  In  1846  he  came  to  live  at  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  while  his  three  boys  were  at  the  school  there.  Consequently  they 
were  Royalists.  He  died  June  1882.  A tablet  has  lately  been  put  up  on  the 
house  in  Westgate  street  in  which  he  resided.  In  1).  N.  B. 

134.  DONNE  Charles  Edward.  Born  at  .Mattishall,  Norf.  Eldest  son  of  William 

Bodham  Donne,  No.  133.  At  Bury  school  1846 — 50.  Royalist.  Adm.  to 
Trill.  Coll.  May  1852  aged  20.  Vicar  of  Faversham  1866  — 1900.  Died  in 
London  April  1907  aged  74.  Buried  at  Welborne,  Norfolk. 

135.  DONNE  William  Mowbray.  Second  son  of  William  Bodham  Donne,  No.  133. 

At  Bury  school  1846 — 52.  Royalist.  Trin.  Hall.  B.A.  1858.  Was  called 
to  the  bar.  Now  living  in  London. 

136.  DONNE  Frederick  Clench.  Third  son  of  William  Bodham  Donne,  No.  133. 

At  Bury  school  1846 — 47.  Royalist.  Became  a Major  in  the  Indian  Army. 
AVas  severely  wounded  in  action.  Has  been  dead  some  years. 

137.  DORLING  . In  Dec.  1728  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed 

Dorling,  son  of  Thomas  Dorling  of  Isleham,  an  exhibition  of  odd 

for  one  year. 

John  Dorling,  son  of  John  Dorling  of  Isleham,  was  admitted  to  Pembroke 
Coll.  Jan.  1724  aged  17. 

Francis  Dorling  of  Pembroke  Coll,  became  B.A.  1728. 

I imagine  these  three  entries  all  belong  to  the  same  youth.  But  what  his 
and  his  father’s  names  really  were,  John,  Francis  or  Thomas,  goodness  knows. 

138.  DORLING  Bilby.  Son  of  Thomas  Dorling  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1745.  Royalist.  In  1775  he  was  a watchmaker  in  the 
Cook  Row  at  Bury. 

139.  DORLING  Mones.  Son  of  Thomas  Dorling  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  baker. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1 749.  Royalist. 
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140.  DOUGHTY  William.  Born  at  Norwich.  Son  of  Robert  Doughty  of 

Hanworth,  Norf.,  gent.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  May  1696  aged  18.  Died  in  1698.  Buried  at  Hanworth. 

N.B. — There  must  have  been  one  or  more  of  this  name  at  the  school 
before  this  boy,  as  Dr.  Leeds  mentions  Doughty  in  his  list  of  pupils  in  a 
volume  published  in  1690.

Hockham  hall,  afterwards  of  Boscombe  lodge,  Hants.  Died  Feb.  1838  aged 
73.  Mural  tablet  in  Hockham  church. 

1.^3.  DOWMAN  Isaac.  Born  at  Soham,  Cambs.  Son  of  Mildmay  Dowman.  At 
Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  July  1681  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

144.  DOWNING  John.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  171  c.  I presume 

this  is  he  who  was  Town  clerk  of  Bury  1717 — 33.  Died  April  1733  aged  57. 
Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church. 

145.  DOWNS  . At  Bury  school  1835 — 36.  Foreigner. 

146.  DOYLY  Peregrine.  Born  at  Springfield,  Essex.  Son  of  Thomas  Doyly  of 

Layham,  Suff.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1643 
aged  18. 

147.  DOYLY  Robert.  A younger  son  of  Sir  William  Doyly  of  Shottisham,  Norf., 

eques  auratus.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — His  father  was  knighted  by  Charles  L,  and  baronetted  by  Charles 
II.  in  1663.  Robert  was  the  fourth  of  five  brothers,  who  probably  all  came 
to  Bury  school. 

148.  DOYLY  Edward.  Son  of  Bertram  Doyly,  rector  of  Sutton,  Norfolk.  At 

Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1650  aged  16. 

N.B. — Bertram  Doyly  was  rector  of  Sutton  1625 — 40. 

149.  DRAPER  William.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Edmund  Draper, 

gent.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1726  aged  17. 

N.B. — Edmund  Di'aper,  the  father,  died  March  1732  aged  75.  Tomb- 
stone in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 
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150.  DRESSER  Thomas.  Born  at  Westley,  Cambs.  Son  of  Thomas  Dresser, 

clerk.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1700  aged  15.  B.A. 
1705.  M.A.  Queen’s  Coll.  1709. 

151.  DREW  Edward.  Son  of  Edward  Drew  of  Whepstead,  Suff,  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1730.  Foreigner.  He  lived  in  Horringer  for  a time  after  his 
marriage,  but  not  buried  there. 

152.  DREW  Francis.  Son  of  Edward  Drew  of  Whepstead,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1730.  Foreigner.  He  is  probably  the  Francis  Drew  of 
Chedburgh  who  subscribed  for  a copy  of  the  Suffolk  Traveller  in  1764. 

153.  DREW  . In  school  list  1820.  Royalist. 

154.  DREW  mi.  In  school  list  1821.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — There  is  some  bungling  in  the  list,  but  I gather  that  two  small 
boys  named  Drew  came  and  stayed  about  a year. 

155.  DRURY  Drue.  Born  in  London  Jan.  1611.  Son  of  Drue  Drury  of  Riddles- 

worth,  first  baronet.  At  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll. 
March  1629  aged  17.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet  in  1632. 
Died  in  or  before  1647. 

156.  DRURY  William.  Son  of  William  Drury  of  Nottingham,  attorney.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1739.  Foreigner. 

157.  DU  CROZ  . At  Bury  school  1857 — 61.  Foreigner.  I believe  his 

father  was  a London  merchant. 

158.  DUFF  . In  the  school  list  1822.  Third  form.  Foreigner.  Probably 

from  Norfolk. 

159.  DUGMORE  Henry.  Son  of  John  Dugmore  of  Swaffham.  Two  years  at  Bury 

under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1814.  Rector  of  Beechamwell  and 
Pensthorpe,  Norf.  Died  at  Beechamwell  hall  Feb.  1869. 

160.  DUNCON  William.  Son  of  John  Duncon  of  Cockfield,  Suff.,  agricola.  Two 

years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  1634  aged  16. 

1 61.  DUNN  Thomas.  Not  bapt.  at  Preston  or  Melton.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  James 

Dunn,  rector  of  Preston  and  Melton  Parva,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school 
1833 — 37.  Royalist.  Ordained  in  Newfoundland  1849.  out  there  for 
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some  years.  Held  curacies  at  Buxhall  and  elsewhere  1858 — 89.  Rector  of 
Holton,  Somerset,  1889 — 97.  Died  c.  1903. 

N.B. — I believe  this  identification  is  right. 

162.  DUNN  John.  Born  at  Preston  Jan.  1824.  Second  son  of  Rev.  James 

Dunn.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 34.  Royalist.  Thence  to  King’s  Coll., 
London.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  March  1844.  M.A.  1851.  I think  he 
resided  in  Cambridge,  and  c.  1870  was  ordained. 

163.  DUNN  Robert.  Born  at  Preston  Aug.  1825.  Third  son  of  Rev.  James 

Dunn.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 34.  Royalist. 

N.B. — The  father  of  these  three  boys  was  rector  of  Preston  and  Melton 
Parva  from  1810  till  his  death  in  Aug.  1829.  I presume  his  widow  came  to 
live  in  Bury  while  the  boys  were  at  school.  A fourth  son,  Henry  Tempest, 
bapt.  at  Preston  Jan.  i,  1829,  does  not  appear  to  have  come  to  Bury  school. 

164.  DURR  ANT  . In  the  school  lists  1817,  1818,  1819.  Royalist.  I 

believe  this  is  Richard  Durrant,  who  was  a solicitor  at  Bury  from  1830  till 
c.  i860.  Clerk  to  the  Borough  magistrates. 

165.  DURRANT  ma.  At  Bury  school  1847 — S3-  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  I 

believe  this  is  Richard,  son  of  No.  164,  and  that  he  was  a lawyer. 

166.  DURRANT  mi.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 53.  Royalist.  I believe  this  is  a 

younger  son  of  No.  164,  and  that  he  afterwards  farmed  at  Beyton. 

167.  DUSSEAU  . This  boy  appears  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713. 

Foreigner.  Perhaps  this  is  the  runaway  French  boy,  whom  I have  mentioned 
under  LEHEUP.  The  heading  of  Dr.  Randall’s  four  lines  is  thus  : — In 
puerum  quemdain  Gallicum,  qui  a schola  fugiens  decessit  ob  carmina  foede 
scripta. 

168.  DYER  Frederick  Thomas  Stewart.  Son  of Dyer,  an  amateur  violinist, 

who  temporarily  resided  in  Bury.  At  Bury  school  1857 — 60.  Royalist. 
Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1865.  Indian  chaplain  1870 — 96.  Now  chaplain  of 
Berks  county  asylum. 
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1.  EAGLE  Francis  King.  Born  Nov.  1784.  Son  of  Robert  Eagle  of  Laken- 

heatli.  I include  him  on  the  authority  of  the  Tercentenary  volume,  which 
includes  him  among  old  scholars  present  at  the  festival.  Trin.  Coll.  LL.B. 
1809.  Barrister.  Came  to  reside  in  Bury  at  19,  Crown  street,  in  1831. 
Was  the  liberal  candidate  in  1832,  but  unsuccessful.  Was  married  at 
Langham  in  May  1727  to  Louisa  Isabella,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Blake. 
Died  June  1856.  Buried  in  the  Bury  cemetery. 

N.B. — Robert  Eagle,  father  of  this  boy,  died  at  Lakenheath  Feb.  1830 
aged  72. 

2.  EAGLE  Francis  Blake.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Dec.  1833.  Son  of 

Francis  King  Eagle,  No.  r.  At  Bury  school  1842—52.  Three  years  in 
sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1852  aged  18.  Did  not 
graduate.  Joined  14th  Light  Dragoons  Jan.  1858.  Served  in  Rifle  Brigade, 
48th  and  41st  Reg.  Retired  Oct.  1866.  Became  Captain  Suffolk  Art. 
Militia  June  1868.  Died  Feb.  1879.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

3.  EAGLE  P’rancis  E.  Blake.  Son  of  Captain  Francis  Blake  Eagle,  No.  2.  At 

Bury  school  1878 — 84.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist.  Joined  the 
Marines.  Retired  as  Captain. 

4.  EAGLE  Percy.  Son  of  Charles  John  Eagle  of  Risby,  Suffolk.  At  Bury 

school  1880 — 83.  Foreigner.  Now  farming  at  Risby. 

5.  FAMES  Sidney  James  Knight.  Son  of  Gilbert  Eames  of  Midhurst,  At  Bury 

school  1894 — 99. 

6.  EAMES  Harold  Frank.  Son  of  Gilbert  Eames  of  Midhurst.  At  Bury  school 

1898 — 1901. 

7.  EASLEA  William  John.  Son  of  William  Henry  Easlea  of  Ixworth.  At 

Bury  school  1895- — 99- 

8.  EASLEA  Algernon  Henry  Porteous.  Son  of  William  Henry  Easlea  of 

Ixworth.  At  Bury  school  1897 — 99.  Is  in  the  Royal  Navy. 

9.  EATON  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Eaton  of  Swaffham,  Cambs.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1745.  Foreigner.  I imagine  this  is  the  father  of  No.  10. 

10.  EATON  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Eaton  of  Wood  Ditton,  co.  Cambs.  At 
Bury  under  Lawrents.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1783  aged  17.  M.A,  1791. 
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11.  EDEN  RobuiL  Charles.  Burn  Aug.  1836.  Fifth  son  of  Hon.  and  Rev. 

William  Eden,  rector  of  Bishopsbourne,  Kent.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 49. 
Foreigner.  Became  Lieut-Col.  in  the  United  States  army.  Now  living. 

12.  EDGAR  John.  Born  Dec.  1762.  Second  son  of  Mileson  Edgar  of  Red 

house  near  Ipswich.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss. 
Coll.  Nov.  1785.  Migrated  to  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1791. 

13.  EDGELL  Richard  John.  Son  of  Harry  Edgell,  barrister.  At  Bury  school 

1834 — 36.  Foreigner.  Served  through  the  Indian  mutiny.  Acted  as 
military  secretary  to  Sir  Henry  Lawrence  and  was  in  the  room  with  him 
when  he  was  fatally  wounded.  Colonel  of  32nd  Bengal  Native  Infantry. 
Afterwards  Chief  Constable  of  Shropshire.  Died  Nov.  1889.  Buried  at 
Shrewsbury. 

14.  EDGELL  Alfred.  Son  of  Captain  Harry  Edgell,  Royal  Fusileers.  At  Bury 

school  1 88 1 — 89.  Royalist.  Was  in  the  London  and  County  Bank.  Now 
living  at  Ryde,  Isle  of  Wight. 

15.  EDMUNDS  Edmund  Bromwich.  Born  at  Rugby  Nov.  1849.  Son  of 

Edmund  Edmunds,  ironmonger.  Adm.  to  Rugby  Feb.  1863.  At  Bury 
school  1866 — 68.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  May 
1868.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  at  Cairo  1874. 

16.  EDWARDS . This  boy  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 

He  might  be  John  Progers  Herbert  Edwards,  or  a younger  brother.  Their 
father,  John  Edwards,  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Edward  Proger  of  West 
Stow.  If  the  eldest,  he  succeeded  his  aunt  Lady  Fowke  at  West  Stow  in 
1752,  and  was  buried  there  in  May  1758.  See  West  Stow  vol.  of  this  series. 

17.  EDWARDS  William.  Son  of  William  Edwards  of  Troston,  gent.  Four  years 

at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1725  aged  18.  Rector 
of  Finningham,  Suff.,  1730 — 89.  Died  there  in  1789  aged  84. 

18.  EDWARDS  Edward  Freeman.  Born  1818.  Eldest  son  of  _ Rev.  John 

Edwards,  headmaster.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 37.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 
To  Trill.  Coll.,  but  did  not  graduate.  Became  a major  in  the  71st  Foot. 
Died  in  India  May  1850. 

N.B. — I am  not  sure  whether  he  stayed  as  long  as  till  1837.  It  is 
almost' impossible  to  disentangle  the  six  boys  of  the  same  name. 
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19.  EDWARDS  Henry.  Born  1819.  Second  son  of  Rev.  J.  Edwards,  head- 

master. It  is  very  doubtful  if  this  boy  was  ever  at  Bury  school.  He  is 
believed  to  have  been  at  school  at  Richmond,  Yorks.,  and  died  there  when 
about  17  years  old. 

20.  EDWARDS  John  George.  Born  at  Warboys,  Hunts.  Third  and  youngest 

son  of  Rev.  J.  Edwards,  headmaster.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 41.  Several 
years  in  6th  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1841  aged  19. 
B.A.  1845.  vicar  of  Pittington  near  Durham.  Died  Oct.  1862. 

Buried  at  Pittington. 

N.B. — The  Rev.  John  Edwards,  father  of  these  three  boys,  had  been 
second  master  of  Richmond  school,  then  assistant  master  at  Harrow,  and 
then  in  1828  was  appointed  headmaster  of  Bury  school.  This  he  resigned  in 
1841  on  being  appointed  to  a Greek  professorship  and  canonry  at  Durham. 
His  father.  Rev.  Edward  Edwards,  had  been  headmaster  of  Huntingdon 
school. 

21.  EDWARDS  Henry  William  Bartholomew.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John 

Edwards  of  Hardingham  hall,  Norfolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1830  or  1832. 
Foreigner.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1843.  Now  living  at  Hardingham  hall. 

N.B. — There  appears  to  have  been  two  Foreigners  named  Edwards 
admitted  in  1830,  and  two  more  in  1832.  Besides  them  there  are  the  two 
Royalists,  sons  of  the  headmaster.  It  is  impossible  to  disentangle  them  or 
say  when  they  left.  At  least  three  got  into  sixth  form. 

22.  EDWARDS  Herbert.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Edwards  of  Haidingham 

hall.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1830  or  1832.  Foreigner.  Em  man.  Coll. 
B.A.  1846.  Afterwards  went  into  the  army. 

23.  ED^VARDS  . Adm.  to  Bury  school  in  1830  or  1832.  Foreigner. 

24.  EDWARDS  . Adm.  to  Bury  school  in  1830  or  1832.  Foreigner. 

25.  EDWARDS  John  Sumner.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  George  Edwards, 

No.  20,  and  grandson  of  the  former  headmaster.  At  Bury  school  1866 — 72. 
Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Now  manager  of  'I'etley’s  brewery  at  Leeds. 

26.  EGLINTON  Thomas.  Son  of  Henry  Eglinton  of  Bawdeswell,  Norfolk.  One 

year  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1723  aged  17. 
Sixteenth  wrangler.  Fellow  and  dean.  Rector  of  Hockwold  and  Elsing. 
Died  April  1746.  Buried  at  Hockwold. 
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27.  ELDRED  John.  Son  and  heir  of  John  Eldred  of  Knightsbridge,  Midd. 

Succeeded  to  the  Great  Saxham  estate  in  1671.  Died  March  1724  aged  59. 
Buried  at  Great  Saxham. 

N.B. — In  the  dedication  of  a volume  published  in  1690  Dr.  Leeds 
includes  Eldred  among  the  scholars  whom  Suffolk  sent  to  Bury  school.  If 
that  mean  Eldred  of  Great  Saxham,  as  it  probably  does,  this  must  be  the 
boy. 

28.  ELDRED  John.  Born  Aug.  1691.  Son  of  John  Eldred  of  Great  Saxham, 

No.  27.  Succeeded  his  father  in  1724.  Died  March  1746.  Buried  at  Great 
Saxham. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall  enumerating  in  1719  old  scholars  mentions  Eldred, 
and  says  he  does  not  know  whether  he  is  following  the  arms  of  Mars  or  of 
Pallas,  but  he  is  worthy  of  either  camp.  Neither  Leeds  nor  Randall  give 
Christian  names,  but  this  must  be  the  boy. 

29.  ELDRED  John.  Son  of  John  Eldred  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  peruke  maker. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1743.  Royalist. 

30.  ELLIOT  William.  Son  of  a poor  minister.  In  March  1650  the  Governors  of 

Bury  school  allowed  him  for  one  year  for  his  maintenance  at  Cambridge. 
In  April  1651  ;^5.  More  in  March  1654  for  the  expences  of  his  commence- 
ment. In  Dec.  1655  appointed  usher  of  Bury  school.  In  June  1660  he 
resigned.  I think  he  must  be  the  William  Elliot  who  was  rector  of  West  Stow 
1660—62,  and  of  Fornham  All  Saints  1663—1705.  Died  Oct.  1705 
aged  72.  Tombstone  in  Fornham  All  Saints  churchyard. 

31.  ELLIOT  or  ELYOTT  Edmund.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  Thomas  Elliot 

of  London,  medicus.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1732.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
John’s  July  1741  aged  17.  B.A.  1744.  In  1748  he  was  curate  of  New- 
market. 

32.  ELLIOT  George.  Son  of  George  Elliot  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  brazier. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1735.  Royalist. 

33.  ELLIOT  John.  Son  of  George  Elliot  of  Bury  St  Edmunds,  brazier.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Oct.  1738.  Royalist.  Died  May  1754  aged  22.  Tombstone 
in  Bury  churchyard. 

34.  ELLIOT  Samuel.  Son  of  George  Elliot  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  brazier. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1743.  Royalist. 
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35.  ELLIOT  Richard  Cowper.  Son  of  George  Elliot  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1746.  Royalist.  Died  June  1779.  Tombstone 
in  Bury  churchyard. 

N.B. — George  Elliot,  the  father  of  these  four  boys,  died  Feb.  1750  aged 
48,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

36.  ELLIS  John.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Ellis  of  Cotton,  Suffolk,  gent.  Four 

years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  April  1692  aged  17.  Died 
Aug.  1696  aged  22.  Buried  at  St.  James’,  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Apparently 
from  his  tombstone  his  father  was  a medical  man,  and  he  was  a medical 
student. 

37.  ELLIS . Son  of  Dr.  Ellis.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 60.  Foreigner. 

38.  ELVEN  William.  Son  of  Cornelius  Elven  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  tanner.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1819 — 22.  Royalist.  Died  June  1824  aged  15.  Tomb- 
stone in  Bury  churchyard. 

N.B. — As  the  school  list  gives  no  Christian  name  I cannot  prove  this 
identification,  but  it  is  highly  probable.  An  elder  brother,  Cornelius,  was 
fifty  years  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  in  Bury,  died  Aug.  1873  aged  76,  and 
lies  in  the  cemetery.  If  at  the  school,  he  would  have  left  it  before  the  regular 
lists  begin.  Cornelius,  the  father,  died  Jan.  1834  aged  63,  and  has  a stone 
in  Bury  churchyard. 

39.  ENOX  . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1822.  Fourth  form.  Foreigner. 

40.  ENSOR  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Ensor.  In  Bury  school  list  for  1825. 

Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Went  to  America.  Buried  at  Long  Melford. 

N.B. — Thomas  Ensor,  father  of  this  boy,  died  Nov.  1862  aged  80,  and 
has  a tombstone  in  Bildeston  churchyard. 

41.  ERITH  Lionel  Edward  Patrick.  Son  of  William  Edward  Erith  of  Beyton, 

schoolmaster.  At  Bury  school  1898 — 1904.  County  Council  scholar. 

Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  First  class  Theol.  Trip. 

42.  ERRINGTON  Henry  Joshua.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  George  Henry 

Errington,  at  one  time  of  Westerfield,  Suffolk,  at  this  time  (1830)  of  The 
Casina,  Colchester.  At  Bury  school  1830—34.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at 
Oxford,  Worcester  Coll.,  May  1838  aged  22.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  at 
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Yatton,  Som.,  Nov.  1899.  Buried  at  Congresbury.  Family  papers  include  a 
leller  from  the  Bury  master  saying  that  he  had  gone  off  they  knew  not  where, 
and  asking  whether  he  had  gone  home. 

43.  ETHERIDGE  Robert.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1765,  being  then 

at  Benet  Coll.  B.A.  1768.  Rector  of  Clenchwarton,  Norfolk,  Dec.  1768 — 
1804,  and  of  North  Wootton  1780 — 1804. 

44.  ETHERIDGE . At  Bury  school  1832 — 34.  Foreigner. 

45.  ETHERIDGE  John  Hebgin.  Bapt.  March  1832.  Son  of  John  Drosier 

Etheridge  of  Stok-e  Ferry,  Norfolk,  wine  merchant.  At  Bury  St.  Edmunds 
and  Rossall.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1851.  Vicar  of  St.  Mary’s, 
Gorlestone.  Died  Oct.  1882. 

N.B. — I doubt  whether  this  is  a Grammar  school  boy,  as  I do  not  see  the 
name  in  the  school  lists.  He  may  have  been  at  Lockwood’s  or  elsewhere  in 
Bury. 

46.  ETOUGH  Daniel  Oliver.  Second  son  of  Richard  Etough,  rector  of  Croxton, 

CO.  Leic.,  and  Claydon,  Suffolk,  D.D.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 35.  Foreigner. 
Matric.  at  Oxford,  Lincoln  Coll.,  May  1838  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate,  but 
is  in  the  clergy  list  from  1844  till  1867,  generally  without  cure. 

N.B. — There  being  no  Christian  name  in  the  school  list  I cannot  be  sure 
that  I have  rightly  identified  this  boy.  It  might  be  a brother. 

47.  EUSTACE  John  Thomas.  Born  March  1825.  Second  son  by  second  wife 

of  Sir  William  Cornwallis  Eustace,  Col.  of  60th  Rifles,  Lieut.-General,  C.B., 
Knigbt  of  Hanover.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 35.  Foreigner.  Ensign  in  60th 
Rifles  ; exchanged  into  the  Buffs  (3rd  Reg.)  ; left  the  army,  and  during  the 
Crimean  war  was  Colonel  of  a regiment  of  Bashi  Bazouks.  About  1857  went 
to  Cape  Colony,  was  for  several  years  M.P.  for  Capetown  and  took  a 
prominent  part  in  public  affairs.  Was  a civil  commissioner  for  Namaqualand 
and  Mossel  Bay.  Now  living  at  Mossel  Bay,  Cape  Colony. 

48.  EUSTACE  William  Moss.  Fourth  son  of  Colonel  John  Thomas  Eustace  of 

Mossel  Bay,  No.  47.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 82.  A civil  commissioner  in 
Cape  Colony.  Now  living  at  Cradock,  Cape  Colony. 

49.  EVANS  Henry.  Son  of  Henry  Evans  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gardener.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  July  1734.  Royalist. 
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50.  EVANS  Thomas.  Only  son  of  Thomas  Evans  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  1739.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Jan.  1748  aged 
18,  from  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Did  not  graduate.  Died 
April  1767  aged  37.  Tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury. 

N B. — Thomas  Evans,  father  of  this  boy,  was  Recorder  of  Bury  from 
1742  to  1768.  He  died  Feb.  1768  aged  67.  Tombstone  in  St.  James’ 
church. 

51.  EVANS  J.  In  Bury  school  list  for  1819.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner. 

52.  EVANS  Hugh  Robert.  Born  at  Ely  May  1805.  Son  of  Hugh  Robert  Evans 

of  Ely,  solicitor.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 21.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Was  a solicitor  at  Ely.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  who  attended  the 
Tercentenary  festival  in  1850.  Died  Oct.  1871.  Buried  at  Ely. 

53.  EVANS  Frederick  Dingley.  Born  at  Ely  May  1808.  Son  of  Hugh  Robert 

Evans.  In  Bury  school  list  1822.  Third  form.  Foreigner.  No  occupation. 
Died  Feb.  1872.  Buried  at  Ely. 

54.  EVANS  William  Henry.  Born  at  Ely  May  i8ix.  Son  of  Hugh  Robert 

Evans.  In  Bury  school  list  1825 — 27.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Was  a 
surgeon  at  St.  Albans.  Died  Jan.  1866.  Buried  at  St.  Albans. 

55.  EVANS  Henry.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Evans  who  took  the  name  of 

Lombe.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 39.  Foreigner.  In  6th  form  all  the  time. 
Corpus  Christi  Coll.  B.A.  1843.  Of  Bylaugh  park  and  Melton  had, 
Norfolk.  Died  at  Yarmouth  Dec.  1897  aged  77. 

56.  EVANS  Edward.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Evans  who  took  the  name  of 

Lombe.  At  Bury  school  1839 — 42.  Foreigner.  In  6th  form  all  the  time. 
Corpus  Coll.  B.A.  1846.  Curate  and  rector  of  Eriswell  1849 — 56. 
Afterwards  held  various  livings  in  Norfolk.  Now  living  at  Torquay  as  Rev. 
Edward  Lombe. 

57.  EVERARD  Thomas.  Son  of  Clement  Everard,  governor  of  the  Isle  of  St. 

Christopher.  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656. 

58.  EVERARD  Clement.  Son  of  Clement  Everard,  armiger.  He  is  in  the  school 

list  for  1656. 

59.  EVERARD  William.  Of  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse,  from  the  public 

school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  June  1687  in  his  17th  year.  B.A.  1690. 

J 
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60.  EVERARD  Benjamin.  Son  of  Edward  Everard  of  Lynn,  Norf.,  merchant. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1745.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  March 
1754  in  his  17th  year.  Did  not  graduate. 

61.  EVERARD  James.  Son  of  Edward  Everard  of  Lynn,  merchant.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  March  1753.  Foreigner. 

62.  EVERARD  Edward  Head.  Only  son  of  John  Potter  Everard  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  wool  and  timber  merchant.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 47-  Royalist. 
Died  at  Norwich.  Buried  there  in  the  cemetery. 

N.B. — John  Potter  Everard,  father  of  this  boy,  was  Mayor  of  Bury  in 
1851,  and  died  Oct.  1858  aged  45,  being  buried  at  Playford. 

EYRE.  See  AYRE. 


1.  FAIRCLOUGH  John.  Son  of  Samuel  Fairclough,  minister  of  Kedington.  One 

year  at  Bury  under  Mr.  Leigh  ; two  years  at  Dedham.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
May  1651  aged  17.  B.A.  1655.  M.D.  1661.  Dr.  Venn  says  he  practised 
as  a physician  in  London.  I should  have  thought  that  he  was  rector  of 
Kennet,  father  of  Nos.  2 and  3,  but  I have  not  gone  into  the  matter  and  so 
will  not  dispute  it. 

N.B. — Samuel  Fairclough,  the  father  of  this  boy,  was  a nonconforming 
divine,  and  was  rector  of  Kedington  1629 — 62,  when  he  refused  to  take  the 
oath  and  went  out.  He  died  at  Stowmarket  Dec.  1677  aged  84.  In  D.  N.  B. 

2.  FAIRCLOUGH  Richard.  Son  of  John  Fairclough  of  Kennet,  clerk.  Five 

years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1687  aged  17.  Rector  of  Kennet 
1696 — . 

3.  FAIRCLOUGH  Samuel.  Son  of  John  Fairclough  of  Kennet,  clerk.  Four 

years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1696  aged  17. 
Second  wrangler.  Rector  of  Lidgate  and  Little  Bradley.  Died  Jan.  1740. 
Buried  at  Lidgate. 
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4.  FAIRCLOUGH  . This  is  one  of  two  Faircloughs  (written  Faircloth) 

in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner.  I presume  a son  of  Richard, 
rector  of  Kennet,  No.  2.  Perhaps  William  of  Clare  Coll.,  B.A.  1719. 

5.  FAIRCLOUGH  John.  Son  of  Richard  Fairclough  of  Kennet,  No.  2.  This 

must  be  the  other  of  the  two  Faircloughs  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713,  as 
is  proved  by  the  Trin.  Coll,  admission  book.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1717 
aged  17.  B.A.  1720. 

6.  FAIRCLOUGH  Samuel.  Baptized  at  Lidgate  July  1707.  Son  of  Samuel 

Fairclough,  rector  of  Lidgate,  No.  3.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1727  aged  18.  Succeeded  his  father  as  rector  of 
Little  Bradley,  Suff.,  in  1740. 

7.  FAIRMAN  Joseph.  Eldest  son  of  Joseph  Fairman  of  Dullingham  and  Bishop 

Stortford.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 37.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

8.  FAIRMAN  John  Dobede.  Second  son  of  Joseph  Fairman.  At  Bury  school 

1834 — 37.  Foreigner.  Lived  at  Bishop  Stortford.  Founder  of  the  ist 
Herts  Light  Horse  Volunteers,  which  he  maintained  at  his  own  expense. 
Died  at  Brixton,  Surrey,  Feb.  1907  aged  84.  Buried  in  the  Bishop  Stortford 
cemetery. 

9.  FAITHFULL  Arthur  Richard  Harding.  Son  of  Arthur  Ferdinand  Faithfull, 

vicar  of  Hornby,  Lane.  At  Bury  school  1899 — 1901.  Went  on  the  Stock 
Exchange.  Now  reading  for  Orders. 

10.  FARR  John.  Son  of  John  Farr  of  Beccles,  attorney.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

April  1736.  Foreigner.  Bought  an  estate  at  North  Cove.  Lived  at  Beccles. 
J.P.  for  Suffolk.  Died  at  Beccles  July  1795  aged  72.  Buried  at  North  Cove. 

11.  FARR  Thomas.  Born  at  Beccles.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Farr,  and  grandson 

of  No.  10.  At  Bury  school  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1814 
aged  18.  B.A.  1818.  He  travelled  in  Spain  during  the  Carlist  war  1835 — 
1837.  In  1838  he  published  his  reminiscences  of  it,  defending  De  Lacy 
Evans  and  the  British  legion. 

12.  FAULKNER  Henry.  Elder  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Buckberry  Faulkner  of  Long 

Melford.  In  Bury  school  list  for  1833  only.  Very  low  down.  Foreigner. 
In  1840  he  was  in  the  royal  navy.  Retired  early.  Died  aged  about  40. 
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13.  FAULKNER  George  Edward.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Buckberry 

Faulkner,  At  Bury  school  1842 — 45.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at 
Oxford,  Brasenose  Coll,  May  1845  17.  Was  curate  at  Hartest  to  Rev. 

Charles  Borton.  Died  aged  about  45. 

N.B, — The  father  of  these  two  boys,  who  was  unbeneficed,  died  at  Long 
Melford  July  1873  aged  77. 

14.  FAWCETT  . At  Bury  school  in  1S27 — 28.  Foreigner. 

15.  FEARNSIDE  Benjamin  Frederick.  Brother  of  Frederick  Fearnside,  organist 

at  St.  James’  church  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1869 — 71. 
Foreigner.  Was  an  organist  at  Southend.  Died  there  early. 

16.  FELLOWES  Theodore  Butler.  Son  of  Capt.  Butler  Fellowes  of  Broom  hall 

near  Woking.  At  Bury  school  Sept,  to  Oct.  1883.  Foreigner. 

17.  FELTWELL  William.  Son  of  Thomas  Feltwell  of  St.  James’,  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  brazier.  Adm,  to  Bury  school  June  1732.  Royalist. 

18.  FENTON  . In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 22.  Two  years  in  sixth  form. 

Foreigner.  In  1822  becomes  Royalist. 

19.  FENTON  . At  Bury  school  1835 — 37.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Possibly  this  boy  and  the  next  were  sons  of  William  Fenton, 
Southgate  street,  maltster  and  corn  merchant,  who  is  in  the  Bury  directories  and 
poll  books  1832 — 63. 

20.  FENTON  . At  Bury  school  1847 — 48-  Royalist. 

21.  FENWICK  Cuthbert.  Born  at  Stamfordham.  Son  of  Ralph  Fenwick.  Was 

at  Morpeth  school.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April  1687.  Fellow.  Rector  of 
Morpeth  1691 — 1745.  Died  1745.  This  is  a doubtful  Bury  boy.  I include 
him  because  he  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1694.  He  is  described 
in  the  catalogue  as  “rector  ecclesiae  Corsdopitensis,”  that  is  Corbricge. 

22.  FERGUSSON  John  Hutcheson.  Son  of  J.  H.  Fergusson  of  Trochraigue, 

Ayrshire.  At  Bury  school  1826 — 30.  Five  years  in  6th  form.  Captain  two 
years.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1831.  B.A.  1835.  The  Trin. 
Coll,  admission  book  gives  no  information  as  to  his  school  or  parentage. 

23.  FERGUSSON  Jacob  William.  Born  at  Edinburgh.  Son  of  J.  H.  Fergusson 

of  Trochraigue.  Six  years  at  Bury  1826 — 32,  three  years  at  Harrow.  Adm. 
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to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1835  aged  19.  Called  to  the  bar  1846.  Writer  in 
periodicals.  Died  at  Richmond,  Surrey,  June  1867. 

24.  FERGUSSON  James.  At  Bury  school  1831—35.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

I presume  this  is  a brother  of  Nos.  22  and  23. 

N.B. — The  school  careers  of  Nos.  22  and  23  are  remarkable.  No.  22 
came  and  went  straight  into  sixth  form,  and  there  being  no  higher  form  he 
remained  there  five  years.  No.  23  started  in  third  form,  caught  his  brother 
up  who  could  not  move  higher,  and  they  were  both  in  sixth  form  together. 
After  three  years  in  sixth  form  he  went  for  another  three  years  to  Harrow. 
No.  24  was  apparently  the  dunce  of  the  family,  as  he  was  only  in  sixth  form 
one  year. 

25.  FERNANDEZ  Philip  Hosken.  Born  at  Madras  1854.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas 

Francis  Fernandez  M.D.  At  Bury  school  1861 — 62.  Boarder.  At 
Winchester  Coll.  1865 — 72.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Trin.  Coll.,  Oct.  1873  aged 
19.  B.A.  1877.  Assistant  master  at  Uppingham  1882.  Now  an  assistant 
master  at  the  Cathedral  school,  Hereford. 

26.  FIELDING  William.  Dr.  Leeds  enumerating  his  old  pupils  in  a volume 

published  in  1690  includes  “P'ielding  from  Suffolk.”  This  may  mean  one 
boy  or  more,  and  it  must  mean  the  son  or  sons  of  George  Fielding  of  Euston, 
second  son  of  William  Fielding,  Earl  of  Denbigh.  This  George  was  created 
Earl  of  Desmond  and  died  1665  aged  48,  being  buried  at  Euston.  As  all  his 
five  sons  probably  came  to  Bury  school  I will  enumerate  them,  though  I can 
only  be  sure  of  John,  the  youngest. 

The  eldest  was  William,  born  before  1640,  and  therefore  not  under 
Leeds.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  earl  of  Desmond,  and  his  uncle  as 
third  earl  of  Denbigh.  Died  Aug.  1685. 

27.  FIELDING  George.  Born  c.  1642.  Second  son  of  George  Fielding.  Married 

Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Lee  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  (see  LEE),  and  is 
himself  described  as  “ of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.”  His  wife  died  Oct.  1700  aged 
55,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

28.  FIELDING  Charles.  Born  c.  1645.  Third  son  of  George  Fielding.  Was  a 

colonel  in  the  King’s  Guards.  Died  at  Dublin  April  1722. 

29.  FIELDING  Basil.  Fourth  son  of  George  Fielding. 
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30.  FIELDING  John.  Born  c.  1650.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  George 

Fielding.  Became  a canon  of  Salisbury,  and  chaplain  to  William  III.  Died 
1697.  Buried  at  Salisbury. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall  makes  it  tolerably  certain  that  this  John  Fielding  was 
at  Bury  school,  when  he  sings  : — 

Hie  teneris  annis  studuit  Denbeia  proles. 

Res  sacra  quern  notum  fecerat,  alta  domus. 

Salisbury  spire  must  be  the  alta  domus.  I can  find  no  other  Fielding  whom 
sacred  things  made  famous. 

Henry  Fielding  the  novelist  was  grandson  of  this  canon  of  Salisbury. 

31.  FIELDING  William.  Born  c.  1665.  Younger  son  of  William,  third  Earl  of 

Denbigh,  No.  26.  In  1715  appointed  a clerk  comptroller  of  the  green  cloth. 
Married  Lady  Diana  Newport,  widow  of  Thomas  Howard  of  Ashtead, 
Surrey.  Died  Sept.  1723. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall  devotes  sixteen  lines  to  him  and  his  wife.  The 
allusions  to  her  name  Diana  and  to  Ashtead  make  it  certain  that  he  refers  to 
this  William  when  he  sings  : — 

Inclyte  tuque  minor  fratrum  Wilhelme,  beatum 
Quern  populi  reddit  gratia,  regis  amor. 

I do  not  include  his  elder  brother  Basil,  who  died  in  1717,  because  Dr. 
Randall,  writing  in  1719,  brings  him  in  only  to  say  that  he  went  to  Eton  : — 
Heu  ! comes  exstinctus  juvenilia  tempora  duxit 
Vestro  olim  (memini),  dulcis  Etona,  sinu. 

But  of  course  it  is  possible  that  he  came  to  Bury  first. 

32.  FILBY  . At  Bury  school  1S34 — 35.  Royalist.  There  appear  to  have 

been  two  widow  ladies  of  this  name  residing  in  Bury  at  about  this  time. 

33.  FINCH  . At  Bury  school  1820 — 22.  Foreigner. 

34.  FIRM  IN  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Hawkedon  July  1660.  Younger  son  of  Rev. 

John  Firmin,  rector  of  Stanstead.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s 
June  1679  aged  r8.  B.A.  1682.  Rector  of  Sudbourn  and  Orford. 

35.  FIRMIN  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Feb.  1739.  Son  of  Samuel  Firmin 

of  Horringer,  Suffolk,  and  great  nephew  of  No.  34.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 
Feb.  1750.  Foreigner.  Lived  at  Hatfield  Broad  Oak. 
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36.  FIRMINGER  Walter  Kelly.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  A.  C.  Firminger  of 

Edmonton.  At  Bury  school  1882 — 86.  Foreigner.  B.A.  Oxford.  Now  a 
chaplain  in  Bengal. 

37.  FIRTH  William  Wilkinson  Dibb.  Son  of  Firth  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

scripture  reader.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 75.  Royalist.  Captain  of  the 
school.  St.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  1879.  Now  vicar  of  Christchurch,  Patricoft, 
Manchester. 

38.  FISCHER  Eugene.  Son  of  J.  Fischer  of  London,  theatrical  agent.  At  Bury 

school  1898 — 1900.  Came  from  Westminster  school. 

39.  F'ISHER  . In  his  list  of  old  scholars  Dr.  Randall  mentions  Fisher,  a 

lawyer  (consultor  legum),  who  deserves  a place  with  the  highest.  I dont  know 
whether  this  is  Samuel  Fisher  who  died  June  1727  aged  79,  or  Samuel  Fisher 
who  died  Oct.  1738  aged  57,  or  William  Fisher  of  London,  who  is  in  the 
Suffolk  poll  book  for  1727  under  Bury. 

40.  FISHER  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

41.  FISHER  William.  Son  of  Mrs.  Fisher  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1742.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Samuel  Fisher  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  died  Oct.  1738  aged  57.  His 
widow  lived  on  in  St.  Mary’s  parish  and  died  May  1766  aged  66.  Of  three 
daughters  Ann  died  1742  aged  16,  Mary  died  1741  aged  14,  Elizabeth,  sole 
heiress,  married  Thomas  De  Grey  (see  DE  GREY).  If  William  was  their 
brother,  he  must  have  died  before  her  marriage  in  1746.  But  he  may  have 
been  a son  of  the  unknown  Fisher  of  1713. 

42.  FISHER  William.  Of  Norfolk.  At  Bury  St.  Edmunds  under  Becher.  Adm. 

to  St.  John’s  Coll.  May  1805.  Did  not  graduate. 

43.  FISHER  . In  Bury  school  lists  1828 — 33.  Foreigner. 

N.B. —This  boy  or  No.  44  must  be  the  Mr.  R.  Fisher  who  was  among 
the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in  1850. 

44.  FISHER  . In  Bury  school  lists  1828 — 33.  Royalist. 

45.  FISHER  Charles  John.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Fisher,  rector  of 

Ovington  cum  Tilbury.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 37-  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll. 
B.A.  1841.  Rector  of  Ovington  cum  Tilbury,  Essex,  1843—98.  Died 
March  1898  aged  80.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the 
festival  in  1850.

46.  FISHER  Thomas  Field.  Born  in  Cambridge  1850.  Son  of  Thomas  Hall 

Fisher  of  Cambridge,  banker,  by  second  wife.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 67. 
Boarder.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1869.  Manager  of  the  White  Horse 
brewery,  Hammersmith.  Father  and  director  of  the  Field-Fisher  quartette 
troupe  in  1898.  Died  in  London  1906. 

47.  FISKE  William.  Bapt.  at  Rattlesden  Sept.  1638.  Eldest  son  of  John  Fiske 

of  Clopton  hall,  armiger.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Died  at 
Stiff  key,  Norfolk,  Jan.  1670  aged  32.  Tombstone  in  Stiffkey  church. 

48.  FISKE  James.  Fifth  son  of  John  Fiske  of  Clopton  hall.  He  gave  a book  to 

the  Bury  school  library  in  1673.  Corpus  Coll.  B.A.  1672.  Rector  of 
Whepstead,  Suffolk,  for  33  years,  1678  — 1711.  Buried  there  Sept.  17 ii. 

N.B. — John  Fiske,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  Lieut.-Col.  of  the 
Suffolk  auxiliaries  under  Fairfax  at  the  siege  of  Colchester.  Clopton  hall  had 
been  bought  by  William  Fiske,  his  father. 

49.  FISKE  Thomas.  Born  at  Hinderclay.  Son  of  Zachary  Fiske.  At  Bury  under 

Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  March  1687  aged  16.  B.A.  1690. 

N.B. — The  father  of  this  boy  must  be  the  Zachariah  son  of  Robert  of 
Norton,  who  is  mentioned  at  p.  94  of  the  Fiske  Papers.  At  p.  132,  172,  this 
boy  is  (I  think  wrongly)  identified  with  the  rector  of  Shimpling  Thorne,  who 
was  the  son  of  Zachariah,  rector  of  Cockfield.  He  will  not  quite  fit  him, 
being  seven  years  older. 

50.  FISKE  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Fiske  of  Norton,  Suffolk,  grazier.  Eight 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1731  aged  17. 

Seventeenth  wrangler.  Vicar  of  Wendens  Ambo,  Essex,  for  42  years,  1741 — 
1783.  Died  July  1783  aged  69.  Buried  at  Wendens.

Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1744.  Rector  of  Thorpe  Morieux.  Died  April 
1778  aged  53.  Buried  at  Thorpe. 

52.  FISKE  John  Robert.  Born  July  1805.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Fiske, 

rector  of  Shimpling  and  Keltlebaston.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 22.  Sixth 
form.  PMreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June  1824.  Catherine  Coll. 
B.A.  1829.  Rector  of  Kettlebaston  for  52  years.  Died  Nov.  1891. 

N.B. — His  father,  grandfather,  great  grandfather,  and  great  great  grand- 
father were  all  rectors  of  Shimpling  in  Suffolk. 
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53.  FISKE  Charles  Neville.  Born  Oct.  1811.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Fiske, 

rector  of  Shimpling.  At  Bury  school  1820— 22.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the 
army.  Died  Nov.  1856. 

N.B. — I cannot  prove  this  identification,  but  it  is  most  probable. 

54.  FISKE  Richard  Zachariah.  Born  June  1816.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 

Fiske,  rector  of  Shimpling.  At  Bury  school  1825 — 30.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Lived  at  Boulogne.  Died  Jan.  1894. 

N.B. — The  identification  of  No.  52  can  be  proved.  Nos.  53  and  54 
appear  to  be  his  brothers,  but  I cannot  prove  it.  Thomas,  second  son,  born 
Feb.  1808,  went  into  the  navy  and  died  June  1849.  As  only  three  of  the  four 
seem  to  be  in  the  school  lists  I left  him  out,  as  being  the  least  likely  to  have 
come.  The  history  of  the  numerous  Fiske  family  has  been  written  with  great 
fulness  by  Mr.  Henry  Fiske. 

55.  FISKE  Robert.  Born  March  1818.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Fiske,  rector 

of  Elmdon,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  under  Edwards  1828—36.  Three  years 
in  6th  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  April  1836  aged  18.  B.A.  1840. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  rector  of  Wenden  Lofts  and  Elmdon  in  1843.  In 
1858  he  took  the  surname  of  Wilkes.  Died  Nov.  1879.  Buried  at  Wenden 
Lofts. 

56.  FISKE  William  Henry.  Born  April  1879.  Eldest  son  of  Henry  J.  Fiske  of 

Thorpe  St.  Andrew  near  Norwich,  the  editor  of  the  Fiske  family  papers.  At 
Bury  school  1894 — 95.  Went  to  South  Africa  during  the  war,  1900,  to 
superintend  the  erection  of  hospitals  for  the  Imperial  Yeomanry.  Now 
learning  engineering  at  the  Crystal  Palace. 

57.  FITCH  Frederick.  Born  at  Cambridge  Dec.  1818.  Son  of  Adam  Fitch.  At 

Bury  school  1832 — 36.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  March  1837  aged  18. 
Curate  of  Cromer  1843 — 52.  Vicar  there  1852 — 96.  Died  Sept.  1897. 

58.  FITCH  Thomas  William.  Born  at  Drinkstone  Aug.  1849.  Eldest  son  of 

Thomas  Elsegood  Fitch  of  Drinkstone,  afterwards  of  Newton  by  Sudbury. 
At  Bury  school  1864 — 66.  Sixth  form.  Boarder.  Corpus  Coll.  B.A.  1878. 
Was  vicar  of  Lullington,  Sussex.  Now  living  at  Windsor,  licensed  to  ofificiale 
in  0.xford  and  Winchester  dioceses. 

59.  FITCH  Charles  Augustus.  Born  at  Drinkstone  Jan.  1851.  Second  son  of 

Thomas  E.  Fitch.  At  Bury  school  1864—69.  Five  years  in  sixth  form. 
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Two  years  captain  of  the  school.  Boarder.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April 
1869.  Now  vicar  of  Cambo,  Northumberland. 

60.  FITCH  Henry  Walter.  Born  at  Drinkstone  Jan.  1853.  Third  son  of 
Thomas  E.  Fitch.  At  Bury  school  1867 — 73.  Five  years  in  sixth  form. 

Captain  of  the  school.  Boarder.  St.  Cath.  Coll.  B.A.  1877.  Second 
master  of  Oakham  school  1877.  Now  rector  of  Nether  Broughton,  co. 
Leicester. 

6r.  FITCH  Frederick  Harold.  Born  at  Drinkstone  Jan.  1857.  Fourth  son  of 
Thomas  E.  Fitch.  At  Bury  school  1872 — 75.  Boarder.  Farmed  the  Street 
farm  at  Great  Henny,  Essex.  Died  there  April  1893.  Buried  at  Borley, 
Essex. 

62.  FITZGERALD  John.  Born  at  Bredfleld,  Suffolk,  1803.  Eldest  son  of  John 

Purcell,  who  in  1818  took  the  name  of  Fitzgerald.  At  Bury  school  1819— 
1821.  Sixth  form  all  the  time.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  July  1820. 
B.A.  1826.  Studied  for  the  church,  but  was  not  ordained.  Preached  in 
chapels.  Inherited  Boulge.  Died  May  1879.  Buried  at  Boulge. 

63.  FITZGERALD  Peter.  Born  1807.  Second  son  of  John  Fitzgerald.  At 

Bury  school  1819 — 25.  Sixth  form.  Became  a Roman  Catholic.  Died  at 
Bournemouth  Feb.  1875. 

64.  FITZGERALD  Edward.  Born  at  Bredfleld  March  1809.  Third  son  of 

John  Fitzgerald.  At  Bury  school  1819 — 26.  Sixth  form.  Is  always  above 
his  elder  brother  Peter  in  school  order.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1826  aged 
17.  B.A.  1830.  Translator  of  Omar  Khayyam.  Died  suddenly  at  Merton 
rectory  June  1883.  Buried  at  Boulge.  In  D.  N.  B. 

65.  FITZROY  William  Simon  Haughton.  Born  Dec.  1802.  Eldest  son  of 

Hon.  William  Fitzroy  of  Kempston,  Norfolk.  Went  into  the  army.  Of 
Kempston.  J.P.  Died  May  1882. 

66.  FITZROY  George  William  Howe.  Born  Dec.  1803.  Second  son  of  Hon. 

William  Fitzroy.  Became  Lieutenant  R.N.  Fell  at  Navarino  in  1827. 

67.  FITZROY  Arthur  William  Bagot.  Born  Nov.  1805.  Third  son  of  Hon. 

William  Fitzroy.  Joined  Bombay  cavalry.  Died  1879. 

68.  FITZROY  Charles  William  Henry  Gage.  Born  Jan.  1807.  Fourth  son  of 

Hon.  William  Fitzroy.  Became  commander  R.N.  Died  Jan.  1886. 
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69.  FITZROY  Fred.  Thomas  William  Coke.  Born  Jan.  1808.  Fifth  son  of  Hon. 

William  Fitzroy.  At  Bury  School  1817—26.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  April  1827  aged  19,  having  removed  himself  from 
St.  Catharine’s  Coll.  Rector  of  Ringstead,  Norfolk,  1837 — 62.  Died  Feb. 
1862. 

N.B. — In  the  school  lists  for  1817 — 19  there  are  three  Fitzroys, 
apparently  brothers.  I can  only  identify  with  certainty  No.  69.  As  there  were 
five  brothers  I enter  them  all,  not  knowing  which  two  to  leave  out.  Only  three 
may  have  come  to  Bury  school,  or  two  more  may  have  been  in  the  lists  for 
1815,  1816,  which  do  not  exist.  The  father  was  Lieut.-Gen.  Fitzroy,  sixth 
son  of  first  Lord  Southampton;  born  Dec.  1773;  died  May  1837.  The  boys 
home  was  at  Kempston  near  Swaffham.

72.  FITZTHOMAS  min.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1817,  r8i8.  Foreigner. 

73.  FLASBY  John.  Born  at  Overton  near  Lancaster.  Son  of  Edward  Flasby. 

Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1701.  Rector  of  Groton  1704 — 36.  Died  Dec.  1736. 
Buried  at  Groton. 

N.B.^ — My  only  reason  for  including  him  is  that  he  gave  a book  to  the 
school  library  in  T721.  He  was  succeeded  at  Groton  by  Edward  Flasby,  who 
died  Oct.  1742,  and  was  buried  at  Groton.  The  two  rectors  were  probably 
cousins,  Edward  being  a son  of  Francis. 

74.  FLASBY  Joseph.  Born  at  Groton,  Suffolk.  Only  son  of  Rev.  John  Flasby, 

rector  of  Groton,  No.  73.  At  Bury  St.  Edmund’s  school.  Adm.  to  John’s 
March  1727  aged  17.  B.A.  1730.  Adm.  to  Middle  Temple  Jan.  1731. 
Died  June  1731.  Buried  at  Groton. 

75.  FLEETWOOD  William  Thomas  Tattershall  Lees.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 

i86r.  Boarder.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1865.  Died 

76.  FLEGG  William  Charles.  Eldest  son  of  William  Martin  Flegg.  At  Bury 

school  1871—73.  Boarder.  Was  a solicitor  in  London.  Died  June  1887 
aged  30.  Buried  at  Hampstead  cemetery. 

77.  FLEGG  Frederick  Arthur  Martin.  Youngest  son  of  William  Martin  Flegg. 

At  Bury  school  T878 — 84.  Boarder.  M.R.C.S.  L.R.C.P.  Lond.  L.S.A. 
Now  a physician  and  surgeon  at  South  Woodford,  Essex. 
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78.  FLEMING  David.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1706.  Fellow.  He  gave  a book  to 

the  school  library  in  1745,  being  described  in  Dr.  Leeds’  library  catalogue  as 
rector  of  Bixley,  Norfolk.  This  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him.  He 
was  also  rector  of  Framlingham-Earl.  Died  1747. 

79.  FLETCHER  William.  Born  at  Tharston,  Norf.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas 

Fletcher.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adni.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April 
1638  aged  16. 

80.  FLETCHER  Bartholomew.  Born  at  Bracon  Ash,  Norf.  Third  son  of  Thomas 

Fletcher  of  Lincoln’s  Inn.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to 
Cains  Coll.  April  1645  aged  18.  Lincoln’s  Inn  1647. 

8t.  FLETCHER  John.  Born  at  Bracon  Ash.  Fifth  son  of  Thomas  Fletcher. 
At  Bury  under  Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  May  1644  aged  15. 

82.  FLETCHER  Anthony.  Ninth  and  youngest  son  of  Thomas  Fletcher  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  serjeant  at  law.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — Blomfield  gives  the  inscription  on  a monument  in  Croxton  church 
to  Thomas  Fletcher,  one  of  the  Readers  of  Lincoln’s  Inn,  who  married 
Frances  Wood  of  Tharston,  and  had  9 sons  and  7 daughters.  The  sons  were 
William,  Thomas,  Bartholomew,  Robert,  John,  Charles,  Thomas,  Henry, 
Anthony.  He  died  Feb.  1656.  Of  these  sons  we  have  here  the  eldest,  third, 
fifth  and  ninth.  Probably  they  all  came. 

83.  FLOWER  John  Henry.  Born  in  Australia  1850.  Son  of  Flower.  (See 

Additions.)  At  Bury  school  1865 — 68.  Boarder.  Articled  to  Messrs.  Taylor, 
solicitors  at  Norwich,  1869 — 74.  Returned  to  Australia  1875.  Now  a 
solicitor  at  Brisbane. 

84.  FOLEY  Robert.  Son  of  Thomas  Foley  of  Stoke  Edith,  co.  Hereford.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  1732.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1737  aged  18.  Fellow  1743. 
D.D.  1756.  Appointed  Dean  of  Worcester  1778.  Died  at  Worcester  Jan. 

1783- 

N.B. — Son  of  Thomas  Foley  by  the  second  of  his  five  wives.  His  great 
grandfather  was  Paul  Foley,  speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

85.  FOLEY  Paul  Jermyn.  Son  of  Thomas  Foley  of  Stoke  Edith.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  1732.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Balliol  Coll.,  June  1739  aged 
16.  D.C.L.  1751.  Died  1759. 

N.B. — Son  of  Thomas  Foley  by  the  third  of  his  five  wives. 
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86.  FOLKES  Martin.  Born  at  Rushbrooke  Aug.  1640.  Eldest  son  of  Martin 

Folkes  of  Rushbrooke,  steward  of  the  Rushbrooke  estate.  He  is  in  the  Bury 
school  list  for  1656.  A barrister  of  Gray’s  Inn.  Attorney  General  to  Queen 
Catherine  of  Braganza.  Married  Dorothy  Hovell  of  Hillington,  and  was  the 
father  of  Sir  Martin  Folkes  the  antiquary.  Died  Feb.  1706. 

87.  FOLKES  Edward.  Bapt.  at  Rushbrooke  Jan.  1642.  Second  son  of  Marlin 

Folkes.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Buried  at  Rushbrooke 

Feb.  1690. 

88.  FOLKES  Simon.  Born  at  Rushbrooke  April  1652.  Third  son  of  Martin 

Folkes.  There  is  no  list  for  his  time,  but  it  is  highly  probable  that  he  went  to 

Bury  school.  I think  he  went  out  to  the  Barbadoes. 

89.  FOLKES  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Rushbrooke  May  1654.  Fourth  son  of  Martin 

Folkes.  There  is  no  school  list  for  his  time,  but  as  two  of  his  brothers 
certainly  went,  and  as  he  was  living  just  outside  Bury,  and  as  later  on  he  gave 
a book  to  the  school  library,  he  may  be  considered  a certainty.  Became  a 
lawyer  in  Bury.  In  or  about  1704  he  bought  an  estate  in  Great  Barton. 
There  he  died  and  was  buried  Dec.  1730.  His  only  surviving  child, 
Elizabeth,  was  the  second  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  carried  Great  Barton  with  her. 

N.B. — I presume  that  Thomas  Folkes  is  the  Folkesius  to  whom  Dr. 
Randall  devotes  six  complimentary  lines. 

90.  FORBES  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Forbes  of  Antigua.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  April  1746.  Foreigner. 

91.  FORBES  Alister  Gordon.  At  Bury  school  1887 — 89.  Foreigner.  Selwyn 

Coll , Camb.  Ordained  priest  1895.  Now  at  Pietersburg,  Transvaal. 

92.  FORD  Harrison.  Son  of  John  Ford  of  Wallington,  Herts.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1736.  Foreigner.  Emman.  Coll.  B. A.  1746.  Fellow. 

93.  FORD  Francis  Charles.  Son  of  Francis  Ford  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  editor  of 

the  Bury  Post.  At  Bury  school  1879—86.  Now  a master  at  Tunbridge 
school.

N.B. — In  the  Bury  admission  book  he  and  his  father  are  called  Punter  ; 
in  the  Cambridge  books  it  is  Pulter,  which  is  probably  right. 

96.  FORESTER  Richard.  Son  of  Punter  Forester  of  Bradfield,  Herts.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1735.  Foreigner.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1747.  Fellow. 

97.  FORTE  Nathaniel.  Born  at  Tenby  Aug.  1841.  Son  of  Nathaniel  Forte.  At 

Bury  school  1853 — 57.  Foreigner.  Was  a captain  in  9th  and  52nd  Light 
Infantry  and  Norfolk  Militia.  Now  living  at  Clifton,  Bristol. 

98.  FORTE  Cockburn.  Born  in  London  Dec.  1842.  Son  of  Nathaniel  Forte. 

At  Bury  school  1853 — 58.  Foreigner.  Major  in  77th  East  Middlesex  Regt. 
Died  Aug.  1903.  Cremated  in  London.  Buried  at  Anno’s  Vale,  Bristol. 

99.  FORTE  Bryan.  Born  March  1844.  Son  of  Nathaniel  Forte.  At  Bury 

school  1853 — 58.  Foreigner.  Died  at  Gloucester  1870.  Buried  at  Anno’s 
Vale,  Bristol. 

N.B. — These  three  boys  were  sons  of  Nathaniel  Forte  of  Bennett’s, 
Barbadoes,  barrister  of  the  Middle  Temple  and  member  of  H.M.  Council  of 
the  island  of  Barbadoes. 

100.  FOSTER  Herbert  Francis.  Eldest  son  of  Francis  Gostling  Foster  of  Norwich. 

At  Bury  school  1872 — 78.  Boarder.  Was  a tea  planter.  Died  at  Calcutta 
July  1896.  Buried  at  Calcutta. 

101.  FOSTER  Charles  Blackwell.  Second  son  of  Francis  Gostling  Foster.  At 

Bury  school  1872 — 78.  Boarder.  Now  a solicitor  at  Norwich,  under  sheriff 
and  deputy  coroner  for  Norfolk. 

102.  FOUNTAINE  Charles.  Fourth  son  of  Andrew  Fountaine  of  Narford  Hall. 

At  Bury  school  1831 — 32.  Foreigner.  Then  to  Eton.  Captain  52nd  Light 
Infantry.  Died  1881. 

103.  FOUNTAINE  Edward.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  Andrew  Fountaine  of 

Narford.  At  Bury  school  1832—37.  Foreigner.  Died  1890. 

104.  FOWELL  Richard  Drake.  Born  Sept.  1819  at  Weeting,  Norfolk.  Son  of 

Gooch  Fowell.  At  Bury  School  1833—38.  Three  years  in  6th  form. 
Royalist.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  March  1838  aged  18.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Jan. 
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1839.  B.A.  1842.  Curate  of  Wisbech  and  Chobham.  First  vicar  of  New 
Brighton,  Cheshire.  Died  1887.  Buried  at  Discard  cemetery,  Cheshire. 

105.  FOWKE  Henry  Villiers.  Eldest  son  of  Captain  George  Fowke  R.N.  of  Sible 

Hedingham.  Died  Feb.  1810  aged  ii.  Buried  in  the  churcliyard  at  Bury. 

N.B. — I cannot  say  for  certain  that  this  was  a Grammar  school  boy,  but 
it  is  extremely  probable.  His  father,  afterwards  Admiral,  died  April  1832 
aged  64 ; buried  at  Sible  Hedingham,  where  also  lie  two  brothers  of  this  boy. 

106.  FOX  Daniel.  Son  of  Thomas  Fox  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  “ vespillionis.”  He 

is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — Vespilio  seems  to  mean  a night  watchman.  Apparently  Thomas 
Fox  was  also  parish  clerk  at  .St.  Mary’s.  In  Jan.  1659  the  Guildhall  Feoffees 
ordered  that  Thomas  Fox  and  Richard  Haddock,  parish  clerks,  are  approved 
to  be  parish  clerks  and  to  have  forty  shillings  a year  a piece.  (Tymms.) 

107.  FOX  Samuel.  Son  of  Thomas  Fox  of  Bury,  “vespillionis.”  In  the  Bury  school 

list  for  1656.  I suppose  he  is  the  Samuel  Fox  who  is  occupying  a house  in 
Bury  in  1674.  It  has  only  one  hearth,  and  he  has  a certificate  of  poverty 
which  exempts  him  from  paying  the  tax  on  it. 

108.  FOYSTER  Herbert  John.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Brereton  Foyster,  rector  of 

St.  Clement’s,  Hastings.  At  Bury  school  1885 — 89.  Foreigner.  Now,  since 
1900,  vicar  of  Briningham,  Norfolk. 

109.  FRANCIS  Arthur.  Born  Aug.  1861.  Eldest  son  of  John  Francis  of  Badwell 

Ash.  At  Bury  school  1873 — 77-  Foreigner.  Now  estate  agent  at  Crowell, 
Berks. 

no.  FRANCIS  Hugh  Albert.  Born  Feb.  1867.  Second  son  of  John  Francis  of 
Badwell  Ash.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 85.  Foreigner.  Now  headmaster  of 
Dorchester  Grammar  school. 

N.B. — Mr.  John  Francis,  father  of  these  two  boys,  now  living  at  Bury, 
played  cricket  for  the  county  of  Suffolk  from  1855  to  1885. 

III.  FRANCKLIN  . In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 26.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — George  Fairfax  Francklin,  second  son  of  Rev.  Fairfax  Francklin, 
rector  of  Attleborough,  was  born  June  1813,  died  July  1871.  Frederick 
Fairfax  Francklin,  third  son,  was  born  Sept.  1817,  died  Jan.  1864.  They 
have  tombstones  in  Attleborough  churchyard,  and  will  fit  this  boy  and  the 
next  one  respectively,  which  is  all  I can  say. 
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112.  FRANCKLYN . In  Bury  school  lists  1828 — 31.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — This  boy’s  name  is  always  spelt  differently  to  that  of  No.  in, 
which  may  be  an  accident  or  which  may  show  that  he  was  of  a different 
family.  In  and  about  1832  Henry  Francklyn  was  occupying  St.  Edmunds 
Hill  otherwise  The  Mount,  whose  son  this  boy  may  be. 

1 13.  FREEMAN  Robert.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a founda- 

tion scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 

1 14.  FRENCH  John.  Born  at  Gazeley,  Suffolk.  Son  of  John  French.  At  Bury 

school  under  Randall.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Jan.  1709  aged  18.  B.A.  1712. 
Rector  of  Great  Saxham  1721 — 67.  Reader  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  1727 — 44. 
Preacher  at  St.  James’,  Bury,  1744 — 58.  Rector  of  Horringer  1758 — 67. 
Died  Jan.  1767  aged  77.  Buried  at  Great  Saxham. 

1 1 5.  FRENCH  John.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  French,  No.  114.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1731,  and  again  in  Jan.  1732.  Royalist. 

xi6.  FRENCH  George.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  French,  No.  114.  At  Bury 
school  under  Kinsman.  In  June  1739  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed 
him  an  exhibition  of  ^^6  odd  a year.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Jan.  1738.  B.A.  1742.

N.B. — Thomas  Gaskell  of  Prestbury,  Cheshire,  and  William  Gaskell  of 
Chalfont,  Bucks,  both  had  sons  who  would  about  fit  this  boy. 

18.  GATFORD  Lionel.  Son  of  Lionel  Gatford  of  Swaffham,  clerk.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656.  In  April  1660  the  Governors  allowed  him  an 
exhibition  of  ;^5  a year.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1663.  D.D.  1705.  Rector  of 
St.  Dionis,  Backchurch,  London,  1680 — 1715.  Died  Sept.  1715.  Mr. 
Hennessy  (London  Clergy)  has  made  one  man  out  of  him  and  his  father,  and 
so  has  granted  to  that  one  man  a life  of  at  least  120  years. 

N.B. — In  his  list  of  eminent  Burians  Dr.  Donaldson  has  included  Lionel 
Gatford,  the  father.  But  I think  he  confused  him  with  his  son,  so  I do  not 
include  him.  He  was  a native  of  Sussex;  Jesus  Coll;  vicar  of  St.  Clement, 
Cambridge,  1631  ; Rector  of  Dennington,  Suffolk,  1637  ; a good  deal  knocked 
about  in  Cromwell’s  time  ; and  died  of  the  plague  in  1665.

May  1636 
aged  18. 

N.B.— Framlingham  Gawdy  had  two  more  sons  younger  still,  Charles 
born  16 r 8,  Robert  born  1620.

Three  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens,  and  four  years 
at  Gressenhall.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1649  aged  i6.  Went  to  France  in 

1657- 

N.B. — This  boy  had  lost  his  father,  killed  at  the  siege  of  Maestricht, 
before  he  went  to  Cambridge. 

25.  GAWDY  Bassingborne.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Gawdy,  No.  20.  At  Bury 

under  Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  March  1654  aged  17.  Died  of  small  pox 
Feb.  1661.  Buried  in  the  Temple  church,  London. 

N.B. — John,  second  but  eldest  surviving  son  of  Sir  William,  born  Oct. 
1639,  succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet.  He  was  deaf  and  dumb,  and 
so  perhaps  did  not  come  to  school.

Tombstone  in  Bildeston  churchyard.

33.  GEDGE  Sydney.  Born  1802.  Third  son  of  Peter  Gedge.  Four  years  in  6th 

form  1817 — 20.  Captain  of  the  school  1820.  Royalist.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  June  1820.  St.  Catherine’s  Coll.  B.A.  1824.  Wrangler.  Fellow. 
Second  master  of  Birmingham  school  1835 — 59.  Vicar  of  All  Saints,  North- 
ampton, 1859 — 75.  Died  Aug.  1883.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — Peter  Gedge,  father  of  these  three  boys,  was  born  Aug.  1758,  son 
of  Peter  Gedge  of  Norwich.  He  settled  in  Bury  and  started  the  Bury  Post 
in  July  1782.  He  rented  the  Hopleys  in  Horringer  for  some  years,  and  died 
there  Jan.  1818  aged  59.  Tombstone  in  Horringer  church. 

34.  GEDGE  Charles  Johnson.  Born  Aug.  1834.  Eldest  son  of  Johnson  Gedge, 

No.  32.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 52.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  Feb.  1853  aged  19.  B.A.  1858.  Succeeded  his  father  as  owner  and 
editor  of  the  Bury  Post.  Now  living  at  Oakland,  California,  U.  S.  A. 
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35.  GEDGE  John  Denny.  Born  Jan.  1837.  Second  son  of  Johnson  Gedge, 

No.  32.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 53.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Matric.  at 
Oxford,  Magdalene  Hall,  Oct.  1856.  Vicar  of  Methwold  1873 — 1902.  Now 
rector  of  Coston,  Leicestershire. 

36.  GEDGE  Peter.  Born  May  1838.  Third  son  of  Johnson  Gedge,  No.  32. 

At  Bury  school  1847 — 55.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Was  articled  to  Jackson 
and  Sparke,  solicitors,  of  Bury.  Practiced  in  Bury  till  his  death.  Died  July 
1863.  Buried  at  Bury. 

37.  GEDGE  Joseph.  Born  Sept.  1842.  Fourth  son  of  Johnson  Gedge,  No.  32. 

At  Bury  school  1852 — 58,  being  readmitted  in  1855  after  a short  absence. 
Royalist.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  Sept.  1864.  M.B.  1869.  Chief  medical 
officer  with  Sir  S.  Baker’s  expedition.  Died  near  Khartoum  Oct.  1870. 

38.  GEDGE  Alfred  Sydney.  Born  Aug.  1846.  Fifth  son  of  Johnson  Gedge.  At 

Bury  school  1857 — 63.  Royalist.  Now  a chartered  accountant  in  London. 

39.  GEDGE  Edmund.  Born  July  1848.  Sixth  son  of  Johnson  Gedge.  At  Bury 

school  1859 — 67.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Captain.  At  first  a Royalist, 
then  a Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1871.  Has  held  various  posts  and 
livings.  Now  since  1898  vicar  of  Marden,  co.  Hereford. 

40.  GEORGE  . In  Bury  school  lists  1819  — 22.  Fourth  form.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — In  Bury  cemetery  lies  Henry  Thomas  George,  who  died  June  1899 
aged  86.  Perhaps  he  is  the  above  boy.  His  son  Henry  died  June  1861 
aged  25,  whom  I think  I recollect  as  an  assistant  master  at  Robert  Craske’s 
school  in  Westgate  street  c.  i860. 

41.  GIBBON  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Gibbon.  In  the  school  list  for  1713. 

Royalist.  In  June  1717  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an 
exhibition  of  odd  a year  for  four  years  or  till  B.A.  Pembroke  Coll. 
B.A.  1720.  Rector  of  Thurston  1726 — 62.  Beyton  1734 — 62. 

N.B. — His  father  was  dead  when  the  exhibition  was  granted. 

42.  GIBBON  . In  the  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  Probably  another 

son  of  Thomas  Gibbon. 

43.  GIBBON  William  Lloyd.  Son  of  Gibbon  of  Sackville  street,  London. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s 
July  1818.  B.A.  1822.  In  1841 — 47  S.  P.  G.  missionary  in  Bermuda  and 
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Van  Dieman’s  Land.  Headmaster  Dartford  Grammar  school  1849 — 51. 
Various  chaplaincies  afterwards.  Died  c.  1884. 

44.  GIBBS  Thomas  Waller.  Son  of  Waller  Gibbs  of  Ixworth,  apothecary.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  March  1738.  Foreigner. 

45.  GIBBS  Laurence.  Born  at  Pulham  St.  Mary,  Norfolk.  Youngest  son  of 

Samuel  Gibbs  of  Brockdish,  agricola.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1753. 
Seven  years  there  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  July  1760  aged 
17.  B.A.  1764.  Rector  of  Brockdish  1766 — 1825. 

46.  GIDDENS  James  Stanton.  Son  of  James  Giddens,  rector  of  Horringer, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1897 — 1900. 

47.  GILBERT  William.  Of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  William  Gilbert, 

counsellor.  Bred  at  Bury  under  Mr.  Blemmell.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1647 
aged  15.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy.  See  BLEMMELL. 

48.  GILBERT  John  Denny.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  Gilbert  of  Chedgrave 

Manor,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 32.  Three  years  in  6th  form. 
Foreigner.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  1836.  Rector  of  Hellington,  Norf.,  1840. 
Died  Jan.  1879.  Buried  at  Chedgrave. 

49.  GILBERT  Thomas  Richard.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Gilbert.  At  Bury 

school  1830 — 33.  Foreigner.  Died  young. 

50.  GILBERT  Edward.  Third  son  of  Rev.  John  Gilbert.  At  Bury  school  1839 — 

1841  or  1845.  Foreigner.  Died  Aug.  1905.  Buried  at  Blofield. 

51.  GILBERT  George.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  John  Gilbert.  At  Bury  school  1841  — 

1845.  Foreigner.  He  appears  to  have  been  in  sixth  form  all  the  time,  or 
else  he  only  came  for  one  term,  and  the  sixth  form  boy  is  No.  50.  Emman. 
Coll.  B.A.  1849.  Vicar  of  Claxton  1862.  Died  1891.  Buried  at  Claxton. 

52.  GILBERT  Richard.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  John  Gilbert.  At  Bury  school  1842 — 

1845.  Foreigner.  Died  about  ten  years  ago.  Buried  at  Mutford,  Suffolk. 

53.  GILBERT  Thomas  Denny.  Son  of  William  Alexander  Gilbert  of  Cantley, 

Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1851 — 54.  Foreigner.  Died  Feb.  1883.  Buried 
at  Cantley. 

54.  GILBER'r  Richard  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Bellamy  Gilbert  of  Cantley, 

Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 97.  Now  in  the  merchant  service. 
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55.  GILDER  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Gilder  of  Bardwell,  yeoman.  Bred  at 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  John’s  March  1675  aged  17.  Died  Sept.  1676. 
Buried  at  Bardwell. 

N.B. — His  father  was  buried  at  Bardwell  March  1678. 

56.  GYLES  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Gyles,  formerly  fellow  of  Trin.  Coll.  Born 

at  Wicken  in  the  town  [?]  of  Cambridge.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to 
Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1687  aged  17.  B.A.  1690. 

57.  GILES  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  Probably 

John  Giles,  who  died  April  1761  aged  6r,  and  has  a stone  in  St.  Mary’s 
church  at  Bury. 

58.  GILLY  William.  Born  at  Brome,  Suff.  Son  of  William  Gilly  of  Hawkedon, 

Sufif.,  grazier.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1745.  Six  years  there.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1754  aged  19.  Rector  of  Hawkedon  and  ^Vanstead, 
Essex.  Died  Dec.  1787.  Buried  at  Hawkedon. 

59.  GILLY  William.  Born  at  Hawkedon  Dec.  1761.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Gilly, 

No.  58.  Educated  at  Christ’s  Hospital.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1780. 
Rector  of  Hawkedon  1788 — 1837.  Died  Nov.  1837.  NOT  a Grammar 
school  boy. 

60.  GILLY  William  Stephen.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Gilly,  No.  59.  Ten  years 

at  Christ’s  Hospital.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1808  aged  19.  Had  livings 
in  Essex  and  Durham.  Preb.  of  Durham.  Died  Sept.  1855.  He  visited  the 
Vaudois  and  by  his  writings  drew  English  sympathy  towards  them.  NOT  a 
Grammar  school  boy. 

61.  GILLY  Charles  Pudsey.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  William  Stephen  Gilly, 

No.  60.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 63.  Sixth  form.  Royalist,  his  father  being 
dead  and  his  mother  living  in  Northgate  street.  Adm.  to  St.  Cath.  Coll.,  but 
did  not  graduate.  Was  some  years  in  Australia.  Returned  to  England. 
Died  at  Layer  Breton,  Essex,  Nov.  1904. 

N.B. — I have  entered  the  four  generations,  though  apparently  the  second 
and  third  did  not  come  to  Bury  school. 

62.  GIPPS  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  June  1646.  Eldest  son  of  Richard 

Gipps  of  Little  Horringer  hall.  Knighted  in  1676  when  Charles  II  came  to 
Little  Saxham.  Married  in  Westminster  Abbey  Nov.  1676  to  Elizabeth  Poley 
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of  Badley.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Horringer  Feb.  1664.  Died  Sept.  1681. 
Buried  at  Horringer. 

N.B.  — Only  a high  probability. 

63.  GIPPS  John.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Aug.  1647.  Second  son  of  Richard  Gipps. 

N.B. — He  is  only  a high  probability. 

64.  GIPPS  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  March  1650.  Third  son  of  Richard 

Gipps.  At  Bury  under  Stephens  and  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  June 
1667  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

65.  GIPPS  George.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  June  1652.  Fourth  son  of  Richard 

Gipps.  Buried  at  Horringer  March  1682. 

N.B. — Of  the  four  sons  of  Richard  Gipps  of  Horringer,  only  one  in  the 
absence  of  school  lists  could  be  a certainty,  and  he  is  a certainty,  because  he 
went  to  Christ’s  Coll,  which  said  what  school  he  had  come  from.  That 
makes  it  almost  certain  that  the  other  three  are  certainties  too,  brought  up  as 
they  were  within  a rifle  shot  of  Bury.  I have  therefore  included  them. 

66.  GIPPS  Sulyard.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  March  1660.  Son  of  Valentine  Gipps. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1677  aged  17.  Did  not 
graduate.  Buried  at  Horringer  June  1680. 

67.  GIPPS  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Dec.  1677.  Only  son  of  Sir  Richard 

Gipps,  No.  62.  Inherited  Badley  from  his  mother.  Went  into  the  army  and 
became  a major.  “A  brave  officer,  but  was  basely  discharged  upon  party 
pique.”  So  says  Sir  Richard  Gipps  of  Welnetham,  No.  68,  who  I do  not 
think  was  related  to  him.  Went  to  live  at  Badley,  and  probably  died  there. 

This  boy  would  have  been  only  a high  probability  but  for  Dr.  Randall, 
who  has  converted  him  into  a certainty.  He  makes  two  allusions  to  him.  In 
the  one  he  couples  him  with  Crofts,  cognatus  uterque,  and  devotes  twelve 
lines  to  them,  saying  there  was  no  strife  between  them  except  as  to  which 
should  excell  in  virtue.  In  the  other  passage  he  speaks  of  him  as  one  who 
when  a boy  had  delighted  in  battles  and  trumpets ; and  who  had  returned 
safe  “ ab  extremis  Gadibus”  when  the  French  fleet  fell  a prey  to  the  English. 
'Phis  must  refer  to  the  expedition  against  Cadiz  under  Admiral  Rooke  and  the 
Duke  of  Ormond  in  1702,  when  the  French  and  Spanish  fleet  coming  from 
the  West  Indies  was  destroyed,  and  treasure  to  the  value  of  about  1,000,000 
taken. — Having  finished  the  Gipps’  of  Horringer  I now  go  to  the  Gipps’  of 
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Whelnetham,  neighbours,  contemporaries,  and  alike  having  Richard  for  their 
head  name,  but  I believe  not  akin.  Tlie  two  Sir  Richards,  No.  62  and  No.  68, 
must  not  be  confounded. 

68.  GIPPS  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Great  Whelnetham  Sept.  1659.  Eldest  son  of  John 

Gipps.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll  Sept.  1675 
aged  16.  Gray’s  Inn  1676.  Knighted  1682.  Author  of  a manuscript  work 
in  the  British  Museum  on  Suffolk  families,  which  was  printed  by  the  Stiff. 
Arch.  Inst,  in  Vol.  VIII.  of  their  Proceedings.  Died  Dec.  1708.  Buried  at 
Great  Whelnetham.  In  D.  N.  B. 

69.  GIPPS  John.  Bapt.  at  Great  Whelnetham  Nov.  1662.  Second  son  of  John 

Gipps.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Walker,  three  years  at  the  public  school 
there  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  CoU.  July  1676  aged  14.  LL.B.  1682. 
Fellow.  Rector  of  Brockley  16S6 — 90.  A Nonjuror.  As  he  refused  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  King  William  III  he  had  to  go;  but  whither  he 
went  and  when  he  died  I have  not  found  out. 

70.  GIPPS  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Great  Whelnetham  Aug.  1692.  Eldest  son  of  Sir 

Richard  Gipps,  No.  68.  He  is  only  a high  probability. 

71.  GIPPS  John  Giles.  Baptized  at  Great  Whelnetham  Oct.  1693.  Second  son 

of  Sir  Richard  Gipps,  No.  68.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Reynolds  and 
Randall.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1711  aged  18.  Rector  of  Brockley 
1726 — 34;  Chevington  1727 — 34.  Died  1734. 

72.  GIRDLESTONE  Charles  Stuart.  Only  son  of  Thomas  Girdlestone,  M.D. 

Nine  years  at  Yarmouth  school,  three  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  April  1816  aged  17.  Ornithologist  and  fisherman.  Died  1831  aged  33. 

N.B. — Thomas  Girdlestone,  father  of  this  boy,  was  an  army  doctor,  who 
afterwards  practised  at  Yarmouth  for  nearly  forty  years.  He  wrote  a book  to 
prove  that  Gen.  Charles  Lee  was  Junius.  It  contains  a caricature  portrait  of 
Lee  from  a drawing  by  Barham  Rushbrooke.  Both  Lee  and  Rushbrooke 
were  Bury  school  boys. 

73.  GIRLING  Nicholas.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Nicholas  Girling. 

At  school  there  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Feb.  1694  aged  17.  Did  not 
graduate. 

74.  GIRLING  William.  Born  Nov.  1825.  Only  son  of  Rev.  William  Girling,  rector 

of  Seaming.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 43.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Cell. 
June  1843.  B.A.  1848.  Died  Nov.  1859.  Buried  at  Seaming. 
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75.  GIRLING  Walter.  Son  of  Barry  Girling  of  East  Dereham.  One  year  at 

Bury  under  Donaldson  1845 — 46.  Sixth  form.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May 
1847.  Rector  of  Little  Bittering,  Norfolk,  1879 — 1904.  Died  1904. 

76.  GIRTON  . Son  of  William  Girton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  attorney’s  clerk. 

At  Bury  school  1847 — 48-  Royalist. 

77.  GITTUS  Edward  George.  Son  of  Frederick  Gittus  of  West  Row,  Mildenhall, 

farmer.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 96.  Now  farming  at  home. 

78.  GLASCOCK  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  mentions  Glascock  among  his  pupils 

from  Suffolk.  By  Suffolk  he  seems  to  mean  eastern  counties,  and  this  boy 
may  have  come  from  Essex. 

79.  GLEMHAM  . Dr.  Leeds  includes  this  name  among  Bury  boys  of  his 

time  from  Suffolk.  He  does  not  say  how  many  or  which.  Between  1663 
and  1690  would  be  their  date  at  school.  Probably  the  father  of  No.  80  would 
be  one,  viz.,  Thomas,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Sackville  Glemham.  He  was  M.P.  for 
Orford  1680 — 95.  Died  at  Glemham  1704.  He  had  brothers,  but  they  are 
too  uncertain  to  be  included. 

80.  GLEMHAM  Thomas.  Born  near  Ipswich.  Only  son  of  Thomas  Glemham 

of  Little  Glemham,  No.  79.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Feb. 
1704  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  Became  a captain  of  Dragoons.  Died  in 
17 1 1 at  Valladolid.  Dr.  Randall  couples  him  with  Vincent,  and  devotes 
sixteen  unilluminating  lines  to  them.  I gather  that  he  was  killed  in  battle. 

81.  GLOVER  John.  In  May  1624  the  Governors  agreed  that  John  Glover,  now  a 

scholar  of  this  school,  should  have  his  yearly  allowance  of  increased  to  one 
of  ^6  to  provide  for  his  maintenance  at  Cambridge  until  he  shall  be  better 
able  to  provide  for  himself.  He  is  also  to  have  twenty  shillings  towards  a 
gown. 

82.  GOA'i’  Edward.  Son  of  Edward  Goat  of  Botesdale,  attorney.  Five  years  at 

Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1683.  Did  not  graduate.  Middle  Temple 
Dec.  1686. 

83.  GOAT  Edward.  Son  of  Edward  Goat  late  of  Brent  Ely,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1748.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the  army.  Col.  of  West 
Suffolk  Militia.  Died  at  Ipswich  May  1803  aged  63. 

N.B. — His  mother  was  sister  of  Thomas  Barnardiston,  No.  45.  She 
died  Feb.  1804  aged  95.  A portrait  at  Brent  Eleigh,  supposed  to  be  of  this 
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boy,  is  reproduced  in  Farrer’s  Suffolk  Portraits.  It  would  have  been  taken  at 
about  the  time  when  he  came  to  Bury  school. 

84.  GODDARD  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Goddard  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Aug.  1736.  Royalist. 

N.B. — A tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard  records  the  death  of  Thomas 
Goddard  in  Sept.  1791  aged  102.  This  must  be  the  boy’s  father. 

85.  GODDARD  Bertram  Edward.  Son  of  John  Goddard  of  Longton  hall,  Staffs. 

At  Bury  school  1882 — 88.  Foreigner. 

86.  GODDARD  Percy  Alfred.  Third  son  of  Ambrose  Goddard  of  Wells,  Norfolk, 

afterwards  of  Dereham.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 95.  Now  in  the  South 
African  Constabulary  at  Krugersdorp. 

87.  GODFRAY  Basil  Collins.  Fourth  son  of  Hugh  Godfray,  Esquire  Be'dell  of 

Cambridge  University.  At  Bury  school  1870 — 72.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Corpus  Christi  Coll.  Now  a solicitor  in  Finsbury  square,  E.C. 

88.  GODFREY  William.  Died  at  Bury  school  of  small  pox  Oct.  17  ii.  Buried  in 

Bury  churchyard. 

N.B. — I get  this  boy’s  name  from  Dr.  Randall’s  poems.  Several  boys  died 
that  summer  and  autumn  including  his  own  boy.  See  William  RANDALL. 

89.  GODFREY  . In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 

This  may  be  Francis,  eldest  son  of  Edward  Godfrey  of  St.  James, 
Westminster.  Died  Aug.  1727  aged  29.  Tombstone  in  Risby  church. 

N.B. — Edward,  father  of  this  boy,  also  has  a tombstone  in  Risby  church. 
Died  May  1727  aged  71. 

90.  GODFREY  Richard.  Son  of  John  Godfrey  of  Brinkley,  Cambs.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Oct.  1731.  Foreigner.  Probably  Emman.  Coll.,  B.A.  1739. 

91.  GODFREY . In  school  lists  1820 — 22.  Foreigner. 

Probably  William  Godfrey,  born  April  1811;  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1834; 
rector  of  Kennet  65  years;  died  Nov.  1900;  tombstone  in  Kennet  churchyard. 

92.  GODFREY  ma.  In  school  lists  1828 — 31.  Royalist. 

93.  GODFREY  mi.  In  school  lists  1828 — 31.  Royalist. 

N.B. — It  seems  as  near  certain  as  possible  that  these  two  boys  were  sons 
of  Rev.  Thomas  Godfrey,  vicar  of  Melton  Mowbray  and  25  years  curate  of 
Hawstead,  who  died  April  1832  aged  60  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury 
churchyard.  Apparently  he  lived  in  Bury. 
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94.  GODLY  William.  Only  son  of  Blastus  Godly,  rector  of  Flempton,  Suffolk. 

Four  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  April  1705  aged 
16.  Fellow.  B.A.  1708.  B.D.  1719. 

95.  GOLDING  George.  Born  at  Poslingford,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Thomas  Golding, 

gent.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Sept.  1687  aged  16.  Did  not 
graduate.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Poslingford  in  Aug.  1702.  Died  May 
1739.  Buried  at  Poslingford. 

N.B.— He  had  an  elder  brother  Thomas,  who  probably  came  to  Bury 
school.

Buried  at  Drinkstone. 

N.B. — This  boy  was  No.  3 of  four  successive  Joshua  Grigbys.  Nos.  i 
and  2,  both  Bury  solicitors,  were  probably  at  the  Grammar  school,  but  I have 
no  evidence  of  it. 

175.  GRIGGS  James  Bernard.  Son  of  James  Griggs  of  South  Creake,  Norfolk, 

farmer.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 96. 

176.  GRIGSON  William  Shuckforth.  Born  April  1845.  Son  of  William  Grigson, 

rector  of  Whinburgh  and  Westfield,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  under  Wratislaw 
1858 — 63.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Boarder.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April 
1863  aged  18.  Now  vicar  of  Pelynt,  Cornwall. 

177.  GRIGSON  Edward.  Born  at  Whinburgh.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Grigson. 

At  Bury  school  1861 — 65.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Boarder.  Corpus 
Coll.  B.A.  1869.  Clergyman.  Now  residing  at  Aylsham. 

178.  GRIGSON  Francis.  Born  at  Whinburgh  Aug.  1852.  Son  of  Rev.  William 

Grigson.  At  Bury  school  1864 — 68.  Boarder.  Died  in  London  Sept.  1886. 
Buried  at  Whinburgh. 

179.  GRIGSON  Baseley  Hales.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Grigson.  At  Bury  school 

1867 — 72.  Boarder.  Corpus  Christi  Coll.  1877.  Now,  since  1888,  rector 
of  East  Harling. 

180.  GRIGSON  Francis  Dixon.  Born  Oct.  1859.  Son  of  Edward  Robert  Grigson 

of  Watton,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1873  — 78.  Sixth  form.  Boarder. 
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King’s  Coll.,  London.  l.)iirham  Univ.  B.A.  1887.  Ordained  priest  1889. 
Afterwards  went  over  to  the  Church  of  Rome. 

181.  GRIGSON  Pawlet  St.  John  Baseley.  Son  of  Rev.  Baseley  Hales  Grigson, 

No.  179.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 1901.  Foreigner.  Now  in  Burinah  in  the 
service  of  Bombay  and  Burmah  Trading  Corporation. 

182.  GROOM  Percy  Frederick.  Eldest  son  of  Frederick  Theophilus  Groom  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  bookseller.  At  Bury  school  1889 — 92.  Royalist.  Now 
a bookseller  in  Abbeygate  street. 

183.  GROOM  Arthur  Morell.  Second  son  of  Frederick  Theophilus  Groom.  At 

Bury  school  1891  — 97.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Clare  Coll.  Oct.  1897.  Died 
Sept.  1898.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

184.  GROOM  Ernest  Richard.  Third  son  of  Fred.  Theophilus  Groom.  At  Bury 

school  1891 — 95.  Royalist.  Now  in  a brewery  at  Worksop. 

185.  GROOM  Cyril.  Fourth  son  of  Fred.  Theophilus  Groom.  At  Bury  school 

1899 — 1905.  Royalist.  Now  in  an  accountant’s  office  in  London. 

186.  GROOM  Gerald  Baxter.  Son  of  Arthur  John  Groom,  rector  of  Ashwicken, 

Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1898  — 1901.  Foreigner.  Now  a lieutenant  in  the 
York  and  Lancaster  regiment. 

187.  GROSS  William.  Son  of  William  Gross  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  chemist.  At 

Bury  school  1862 — 69.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Now  has  a school  in  London 
and  coaches  for  the  Universities. 

188.  GROSS  Francis  Woolnough  Wythe.  Elder  son  of  Woolnough  Gross  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1871 — 73.  Royalist.  Now  a 
solicitor  at  Woodbridge. 

189.  GROSS  Charles  J.  Younger  son  of  Woolnough  Gross.  At  Bury  school 

1871 — 79.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Now  a solicitor  at  Bury. 

190.  GROVE  Jeremy.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  I imagine  that  he  was  a son  of  Hugh  Grove  who  died 
1657,  and  younger  brother  of  Samuel  who  died  Jan.  1706  aged  65,  both  of 
them  chief  aldermen  in  their  day.  Probably  several  more  of  this  family  ought 
to  be  in  my  list. 

1 9 1.  GROVE  Peirce.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Son  of  John  Grove  of  Tunstall,  Kent, 

gent.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Dec.  1726  aged  17.  Did 
not  graduate. 
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192.  GROVE  Richard.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Second  son  of  John  Grove  of 

Tunstall.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Dec.  1733  aged  17. 
B.A.  1737.  Fellow.  Barrister.  Died  July  1791  aged  76.  Tablet  in 
Tunstall  church. 

193.  GUN  Joshua.  Son  of  Robinson  Gun  of  Fleet  street,  London,  goldsmith. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1739.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — There  was  a Joshua,  son  of  Joseph  Gunn  of  St.  Bride’s,  London, 
matriculated  at  Oxford,  Queen’s  Coll.,  March  1743  aged  16.  I cant  help 
thinking  that  these  two  must  be  the  same. 

194.  GURDON  Brampton.  Son  of  John  Gurdon  of  Assington.  Three  years  at 

Boxford  under  Mr.  Tatam,  seven  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  July  1725  aged  18.  Vicar  of  Assington,  rector  of  Milden.  Died 
Aug.  1780. 

195.  GURNEY  Edward.  Born  1608.  Elder  son  of  Thomas  Gurney.  At  Bury 

under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April  1625.  Succeeded  his  grand- 
father, Henry  Gurney,  1623.  Lived  at  West  Barsham.  Died  Aug.  1641 
aged  33.  Brass  monument  at  West  Barsham. 

196.  GURNEY  Thomas.  Born  at  Barsham.  Younger  of  the  two  sons  of  Thomas 

Gurney.  At  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  March  1628 

aged  16.  Barrister  of  Lincoln’s  Inn.  Died  after  1662. 

N.B. — Thomas  Gurney,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  eldest  son  of  Henry 
Gurney  of  West  Barsham,  but  died  c.  1614  before  his  father.  He  married 
Martha,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Lewkenor  of  Denham  near  Bury.  This  may 
have  helped  to  bring  the  boys  to  Bury  school.

199.  GWILT  Robert.  Son  of  Daniel  Gwilt  of  Icklingham,  Suffolk.  Five  years  at 

Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1774  aged  22.  Rector  of 
Icklingham  St.  James  1786  — 1820.  Died  May  1820. 
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200.  GWYN  or  GWYNNE.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 29.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

201.  GWYN  or  GWYNNE.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 30.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

202.  GWYNNE  Howel.  Son  of  Marmaduke  Gwyniie  Esq.  of  Garth,  Brecons. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1734.  Foreigner. 

203.  GWYNN  George  Frederick.  Born  July  1826.  Son  of  Richard  Gvvynn  J.P. 

of  Stratton  St.  Michael,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1840 — 42.  Foreigner. 
M.B.  Edinburgh.  Practiced  at  Flammersmith.  Died  there  May  1879. 


1.  HACKBLOCK  Arthur.  Eldest  son  of  W.  H.  Hackblock  of  Mousehold  house, 

Norwich,  brewer.  At  Bury  school  1889 — 90.  Foreigner.  Now  living  in 

Ipswich  engaged  in  motor  works. 

2.  HADDOCK  John.  Eldest  son  of  John  Haddock  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  bank 

clerk,  etc.  At  Bury  school  1827 — ^30.  Royalist.  Was  a bank  clerk  (Oakes’) 
at  Bury.  Afterwards  went  to  London.  Died  there  soon  after  1850.  Buried 
there. 

3.  HADDOCK  James.  Second  son  of  John  Haddock  of  Bury.  At  Bury  school 

1831 — 35.  Royalist.  Was  a stationer  at  the  Ancient  house,  Ipswich. 
Retired  from  business  1882.  Died  May  1895  aged  72.  Buried  at  Ipswich. 

4.  HADDOCK  Jeremiah  William.  Third  son  of  John  Haddock  of  Bury.  At 

Bury  school  1834 — 42.  Royalist.  Five  years  in  sixth  form.  Adm.  to  St. 
John’s  Coll.  March  1842.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1850.  Now,  since  i86x,  vicar 
of  Clapham,  Beds.  Hon.  Canon  of  Ely. 

5.  HADDOCK  Alfred.  Fourth  (or  fifth)  son  of  John  Haddock  of  Bury.  At 

Bury  school  1841 — 44.  Royalist.  Went  to  America.  Believed  to  be  dead. 

6.  HADDOCK  Roland.  Sixth  and  youngest  son  of  John  Haddock  of  Bury. 

Went  to  school  first  at  Beyton,  then  in  1839  to  Christ’s  Hospital  at  Hertford, 
then  to  Newgate  street.  Left  it  in  1846  aged  15,  having  only  gone  home  for 
holydays  once  a year.  Then  at  Bury  Grammar  school  1847 — 48.  Royalist. 
In  business  at  Ipswich  and  Bishop  Stortford  1848 — 56.  With  Messrs.  Foster, 
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hue  Hit  auctiuiieers  of  Pall  Mall,  1856 — 66.  Partner  in  Blake  & Haddock  of 
Croydon,  auctioneers,  1866 — 96.  Now  retired  and  living  at  Hitchin. 

N.B. — The  hearth  tax  return  for  1674  shows  several  Haddocks  then 
living  in  Bury  under  various  forms  of  spelling,  Headach,  Heducke  etc.  The 
space  of  time  between  them  and  these  five  boys  is  bridged  over  by  Amy 
Haddock,  who  died  June  1825  aged  95,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  church- 
yard. With  one  end  of  her  career  she  touches  the  hearth  tax  payers ; with 
the  other  end  of  it  she  touches  these  five  boys,  two  of  whom  are  still  living. 
So  Charles  II  and  Edward  VII  are  brought  together. 

7.  HADDOCK  George  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Nov.  1842.  Only 

son  of  John  Haddock,  No.  2.  At  Bury  school  1852 — 57.  Royalist.  Was  a 
chemist  at  Brighton.  Died  Sept.  1879.  Buried  at  Brighton. 

8.  HADDOCK  Herbert.  Son  of  John  Haddock  of  Rugby.  At  Bury  school 

1871 — 75.  Boarder.  Now  captain  of  the  Cedric,  White  Star. 

9.  HADDOCK  Sidney  George.  Son  of  John  Haddock  of  Rugby.  At  Rugby 

school  1875 — 76  aged  12.  At  Bury  school  1876 — 77.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Now  a naval  engineer  R.N. 

10.  HAGAR  Robert.  Son  of  John  Hagar  of  Wearsley,  Hunts.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  March  1737.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1750.  Fellow  of  Clare. 

11.  HAGAR  John.  Son  of  John  Hagar  of  Wearsley,  Hunts.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1737.  Foreigner. 

12.  HAGGARD  James.  Born  Aug.  1824.  Second  son  of  William  Haggard  of 

Bradenham  hall,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1837 — 43.  Five  years  in  sixth 
form.  Matiic.  at  Oxford,  University  Col!.,  March  1843  18.  M.A.  1857. 

J.P.  for  Hants  and  Middlesex.  Now  living  at  Pine  Hurst,  Bournmouth. 

13.  HAGGITT  George  John.  Born  in  1790  at  Mileham,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Rev. 

George  Haggitt.  At  Bury  school  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition 
Feb.  1808.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1807.  Fellow.  Vicar  of  Parham  and 
Hacheston.  Preacher  at  St.  James’,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  1818 — 45.  Died 
March  1847  aged  56.  Buried  at  St.  James’,  Bury. 

14.  HAGGITT  Frederick.  Born  at  Litcham,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Rev.  George 

Haggitt.  At  Bury  school  under  Malkin.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June 
i8n.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1811  aged  17.  Died  March  1818  aged  24. 
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1$.  HAGGITT  Frederick.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  George  John  Haggitt,  No.  13.  At 
Bury  school  1828 — 29.  First  form.  Royalist.  Peterhouse.  B.A.  1842. 
Rector  of  Wallasey,  Cheshire,  1850 — 67.  Died  Aug.  1867. 

16.  HAGGITT  Henry.  Born  May  1825.  Son  of  Rev.  George  J.  Haggitt,  No.  13. 

Lived  at  Little  Whelnethani  hall  farm.  Died  March  1884.  Toml)Stone  in 
Little  Whelnethani  churchyard. 

N.B. — I do  not  see  his  name  in  the  school  lists,  but  he  is  included 
among  old  scholars  present  at  the  festival  in  1850. 

17.  HAGGITT  Arthur.  Third  son  of  Rev.  George  John  Haggitt,  No.  13. 

At  Bury  school  1843 — 48'  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Student  at  the  Bar. 
Died  Nov.  1852  aged  20  years.  Buried  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury. 

18.  HAGGITT  Charles.  Son  of  Henry  Haggitt  of  Little  Whelnethani,  No.  16. 

At  Bury  school  1874 — -75.  Boarder.  Now  in  New  Zealand. 

19.  HAGREEN  . Son  of  James  Hagreen,  furrier  and  straw  hat  maker  in 

Abbeygate  street.  At  Bury  school  1826 — 29.  Royalist. 

N.B. — I think  this  must  be  James  Thomas  Hagreen,  who  apparently 
settled  at  Cambridge,  and  whose  son,  Charles  Sedley  Hagreen,  was  born  there 
1844,  went  to  Perse  school,  and  was  admitted  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1864. 

20.  HALD.‘\NE  James  Robert  Alexander  Chinnery.  Born  August  1842  at 

Hatcham,  Surrey.  Only  son  of  Alexander  Haldane,  proprietor  of  The 
Record.  At  Bury  school  1857 — 61.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  Aug.  i86r.  LL.B.  1865.  Served  in  several  episcopal  churches  in 
Scotland.  In  1881  Dean,  in  1883  Bishop,  of  Argyle  and  the  Isles.  Died 
Feb.  1906. 

2r.  HALE  William.  Son  of  William  Hale  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury 
school  Jan.  1745.  Royalist. 

22.  HALE  Matthew  G.  Only  son  of  Thomas  Hale  of  London,  colonial  broker. 
At  Bury  school  1870 — 72.  Boarder.  Then  finished  his  education  abroad. 
Is  now  senior  partner  in  Hale  & Son,  government  brokers  for  several 
countries,  and  the  oldest  firm  in  Mincing  Lane.  Has  a moor  in  Westmore- 
land, a shooting  box  and  large  kennel  of  greyhounds  at  Claydon,  Suffolk,  and 
has  taken  over  a thousand  first  prizes  for  horses  etc.  London  house  is  10, 
Fenchurch  Avenue. 
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23.  HALES  John  Baseley  Tooke.  Born  Dec.  1849.  Eldest  son  of  John  Hales 

of  Holt,  Norfolk,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 67.  Sixth  form.  Boarder. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Hall  Dec.  1866.  Now  solicitor  at  Norwich  and  owner  of 
Copdock  estate. 

24.  HALES  Robert  Turner  Born  Sept.  1853.  Second  son  of  John  Hales  of 

Holt.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 69.  Boarder.  Now  M.D.  and  surgeon  at  Holt. 

25.  HALFHYDE  . Dr.  Randall  mentions  a boy  of  this  name,  but  does  not 

help  one  to  identify  him.  Edmund  Halfhyde,  B.A.  1704,  Fellow  of  Catherine’s 
Coll.,  afterwards  rector  of  Coton  and  Girton,  would  fit  the  date. 

26.  HALL  William.  Son  of  William  Hall  of  Risby,  gent.  Two  years  at  Bury 

under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1623  aged  17.  Dr.  Venn 
identifies  him  as  minister  of  Hevingham,  Norfolk,  who  was  buried  there  May 
1659.  But  possibly  he  is  the  William  Hall  who  was  buried  at  Risby  early  in 
1678.  A Mr.  Hall  is  occupying  a house  at  Risby  with  six  hearths  in  1674. 

27.  HALL  Nathaniel.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  William  Hall.  At  Bury  under 

Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1659  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate.  I 
presume  he  is  the  son  of  No.  26. 

28.  HALL  Nathaniel.  Son  of  Master  Hall  de  Lacfiell,  clericus.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656.  He  is  probably  the  same  boy  as  No.  27,  but  he 
may  be  a country  cousin,  and  so  I give  him  a separate  number. 

29.  HALL  William.  Son  of  William  Hall  of  Lackford,  clerk.  He  is  in  the  school 

list  for  1656. 

N.B. — Nos.  27  and  28  may  be  the  same  boy,  and  Nos.  28  and  29  are 
certainly  brothers,  perhaps  sons  of  No.  26.  Did  they  come  from  Laxfield  or 
Lackford  ? Under  No.  28  it  is  Lacfiell,  which  is  equal  to  Laxfield  ; under 
No.  29  it  is  Lackford.  'fhe  argument  for  the  one  seems  about  equal  to  that 
for  the  other.  For  Laxfield,  there  is  the  fact  that  one  or  more  of  the  North 
family  were  coming  to  Bury  school  from  Laxfield  at  about  this  time.  For 
Lackford,  there  is  the  fact  of  its  adjoining  Risby.  There  was  no  rector  of 
Lackford  named  Hall. 

30.  HALL  Henry.  Born  at  Castle  Camps,  Cambs.  Son  of  Thomas  Hall,  clerk. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Jan.  1692  aged  16.  Apparently 
migrated  to  Peterhouse.  B.A.  1697. 
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31.  HALL  Joseph.  Born  at  Castle  Camps.  Son  of  Thomas  Hall,  clerk.  At 

Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Oct.  1696  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

N.B.— In  Dr.  Donaldson’s  Tercentenary  address  he  gives  some  account 
of  a correspondence  in  1695  between  Dr.  Leeds  and  Mr.  Hall  of  Linton, 
father  of  two  boys  at  the  school,  on  the  duty  of  obeying  the  government  of 
William  III.  As  Linton  is  close  to  Castle  Camps,  I imagine  the  father  of 
these  boys  was  the  correspondent.  The  original  letters  were  in  1850  in  Mr. 
Dawson  Turner’s  collection. 

32.  HALL  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 

33.  HALL  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

34.  HALL  Melmoth.  Born  at  Horringer  April  1811.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Hill 

Hall  of  Horringer.  At  Bury  school  1820 — 26.  Royalist. 

35.  HALL  Sydney.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  May  1813.  Second  son  of  Charles  Hill 

Hall  of  Horringer.  At  Bury  school  1821 — 25.  Royalist. 

N.B. — At  some  time  before  1813  Mrs.  Margaret  Hall,  widow  of  William 
Hall  of  Jamaica,  settled  in  Bury.  She  remained  there  till  her  death  on  Dec. 
30th,  1842,  aged  90.  Her  tombstone  is  in  Bury  churchyard.  The  same 
stone  contains  the  name  of  Dr.  Malkin’s  youngest  son,  Charles,  the  two 
families  being  very  intimate.  Her  younger  son,  Charles  Hill  Hall,  after 
retiring  from  the  army,  bought  the  house  in  Horringer  now  known  as 
Horringer  House,  from  which  Covels  in  the  seventeenth  century,  and 
Munbees  in  the  eighteenth,  had  come  to  Bury  school.  (See  COVEL, 
MUNBEE.)  Nos.  34  and  35  are  his  sons.  Flis  third  and  youngest  son, 
Charles  Browning  Hall,  did  not  come  to  Bury  school. 

Mrs.  Hall’s  eldest  daughter,  Sophia,  had  been  married  to  John  Bridgman, 
collector  of  the  customs  in  the  Isle  of  St.  Lucia.  She  died  in  Dec.  1812,  and 
the  children  seem  to  have  been  sent  to  their  grandmother,  Mrs.  Hall,  in  Bury. 
I now  feel  pretty  sure  that  some  of  the  Bridgmans  whom  I left  blank  at 
p.  41,  42,  were  sons  of  the  collector  of  customs  at  St.  Lucia.  Nos.  274,  275, 
276,  might  have  been.  One  of  John  Bridgman’s  daughters  married  William 
Whitehorne  of  Jamaica,  which  brought  two  Whitehornes  to  the  school.  So 
that  the  coming  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Hall  to  Bury  brought  quite  a company  of 
West  Indian  boys. 

36.  HALL  . At  Bury  school  1835 — 3^-  Foreigner. 
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37.  HALL  Gilbert  Henry  Affleck.  Bapt.  at  Dalham  Jan.  1843  by  his  grandfather 

Rev.  Sir  Robert  Affleck.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Francis  Hall,  vicar  of  Hatfield 
Broad  Oak.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 61.  Foreigner.  (See  Additions.) 

38.  HALLS  John.  Born  at  Colchester.  Son  of  Robert  Halls,  attorney.  At  Bury 

under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Nov.  1725  aged  17.  LL.B.  1731. 
Rector  of  East  Thorpe,  Essex,  1735 — 96. 

39.  HALLWARD  Nathaniel  William.  Son  of  John  HalUvard,  rector  of  Assington, 

Suffolk.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Worcester  Coll.,  1814  aged  16.  Rector  of 
Milden,  Suffolk,  1827 — 82.  Chaplain  at  Caen  1842 — 47.  Died  Oct.  1884.

40.  HAMILTON  John  William.  Born  at  Ipswich.  Son  of  William  Hamilton. 

In  school  lists  1817,  1818.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  May  1818.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1817  aged  17.  B.A.  1822. 
M.A.  1825. 

There  is  a memoir  in  D.  N.  B.  of  Robert  Hamilton  M.D.,  born  at 
Coleraine  in  Ireland  1748,  settled  at  Ipswich  in  1784,  became  totally  blind  in 
1795,  died  at  Ipswich  May  1830  aged  81.  He  had  a nephew  William 
Hamilton,  M.D.,  who  practiced  at  Bury  and  died  there  Sept.  1808  aged  35. 
I imagine  that  this  boy  is  a son  of  that  William  Hamilton. 

41.  HAMILTON  . At  Bury  school  1831 — 35.  Foreigner. 

42.  HAMILTON  mi.  At  Bury  school  1S33 — 36.  Foreigner. 

43.  HAMILTON  min.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 36.  Foreigner.  These  three  boys 

may  be  sons  of  Francis  George  Hamilton,  who  is  in  the  Bury  directory  for  1839 
as  manager  of  the  Suffolk  and  Essex  bank. 

44.  HAMMOND  John.  Second  son  of  Francis  Hammond,  yeoman.  Born  at 

Lavenham  and  educated  there  five  years;  then  two  and  a half  years  at  Bury 
under  Dr.  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  March  1663  aged  17.  B.A.  1666. 

45.  HAMMOND  William.  Son  of  Thomas  Hammond  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

apothecary.  In  June  1683  l^he  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an 
exhibition.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Dec.  1682  aged  15.  M.A.  1690.  In  Sept. 
1687  he  was  chosen  usher  of  Bury  school  at  ^30  a year.  Died  Aug.  1690. 
Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
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46.  HAMMOND  Philip  Knight.  Son  of  Philip  Hammond  of  Boxted,  Suffolk. 

Bapt.  there  Oct.  1718.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to 
Cains  Coll.  Sept.  1734  aged  16.  Died  Oct.  1758.  Buried  at  Boxted. 

47.  HAMMOND  William.  Son  of  Philip  Hammond  of  Boxted.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1730.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — In  Boxted  church  are  the  tombstones  of  the  father  and  grand- 
father of  these  two  boys ; viz.  Philip,  died  Aug.  1679  aged  46,  and  Philip,  died 
Nov.  1735  aged  74. 

48.  HAMOND  William.  In  Bury  school  lists  1825,  1826,  1827.  Sixth  form. 

Royalist.  Elected  to  Dean  Sudbury  exhibition  June  1828.  I suppose  he  is 
the  William  Hamond  of  Jesus  Coll.,  B.A.  1833. 

49.  HAMOND  Ernest  William.  Son  of  W.  B,  Flamond  of  Pensthorpe,  Norfolk. 

At  Bury  school  1894 — 1902.  Queen’s  Coll.  First  class  Oriental  languages 
Tripos.  Now  curate  at  Crosthwaite  near  Keswick. 

50.  HAMP  Arthur  Edward.  Son  of  Arthur  Hamp,  vicar  of  Hundon,  Suffolk.  At 

Bury  school  1896 — 1904.  Now  an  electrical  engineer  in  London. 

51.  HAMPSON  George  Francis.  Son  of  Sir  George  Hampson  of  Belbrune  in  the 

kingdom  of  France,  baronet.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Feb.  1743.  Foreigner. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  sixth  baronet  in  1754.  Died  Dec.  25,  1774. 

52.  HANBURY  Robeit.  He  got  a prize  at  BOry  school  in  1813. 

53.  HANBURY  . Second  captain  of  the  school  in  1817,  1818.  Foreigner. 

54.  FIANBURY  David.  Son  of  David  (?)  Hanbuiy,  banker  and  brewer.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1818 — 22.  Foreigner.  Married  c.  1825  Louisa  Emily 
Cobbold,  sister  of  J.  C.  Cobbold,  No.  174.  Over  six  feet  high  and  a great 
cricketer.  Was  a partner  in  Oakes’  bank.  Lived  at  Sudbury.  Died  suddenly 
at  Hacheston  c.  1837. 

N.B. — In  spite  of  family  and  other  help  I am  not  sure  about  these  three 
boys.  When  Spink  and  Carss’  bank  in  Bury  failed  in  1796,  the  Suffolk  and 
Essex  bank  took  on  their  premises  in  the  Butter  Market.  Two  of  the 
partners  were  Charles  and  David  Hanbury,  and  the  three  boys  are  probably 
sons  of  one  or  other  of  them.  Charles  lived  for  some  years  at  Halstead  and 
had  eight  sons.  No.  54,  whose  initial  was  D,  may  or  may  not  be  the  above 
David. 
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55.  HANBURY  Thomas  Arthur.  Born  1853.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Hanbury, 

rector  of  Church  Langlon,  CO.  Leicester.  At  Bury  school  1866 — 71.  Boarder. 
Went  to  Canada  sheep  farming. 

56.  HANROTT  Robert  Cory.  Son  of  Philip  Augustus  Hanrott,  solicitor,  in 

Bedford  Row,  London.  At  Bury  school  1852 — 54.  Foreigner.  Adm.  a 
solicitor  1865.  Died  April  1900  aged  59. 

57.  HAN  KEY  . At  Bury  school  1819—21.  Foreigner. 

58.  HANMER  Thomas.  Born  at  Bettisfield,  co.  Flint,  Sept.  1677.  Only 

surviving  son  of  William  Hanmer.  From  Bury  school  to  Westminster  and 
Christchurch,  Oxford.  Succeeded  his  uncle  as  fourth  baronet  1701.  M.P. 
for  Thetford,  co.  Flint  and  co.  Suffolk  1701 — 27.  Speaker  of  House  of 
Commons  1714.  Editor  of  Shakespeare  in  six  vols.  He  inherited  the 
Mildenhall  estate  through  his  mother  from  the  North  family.  Great  Barton 
came  to  him  with  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Folkes.  Died  at  Mildenhall 
May  1746.  Buried  at  Hanmer,  co.  Flint. 

N.B. — He  gave  books  to  the  school  library  in  1701  etc.  But  his  having 
been  at  Bury  school  is  made  quite  certain  by  Dr.  Randall,  who  devotes  twelve 
lines  to  him. 

59.  HANSITP  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Hanslip  deceased  of  Wangford,  Suffolk. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Nov.  1739.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — The  Hearth  Tax  return  shows  this  to  be  Wangford  in  Lackford 
Hundred. 

60.  HANWORTFI  Herbert  Hawthorne.  Son  of  Captain  E.  Hanworth  of 

Wymondham.  At  Bury  school  1894—95.  Was  a clerk  in  Ecclesiastical 
Commission.  Died  about  1904. 

HARBORD.  See  CROPLEY. 

61.  HARDCASTLE  Joseph  Alfred.  Born  at  Clapham,  Surrey,  1815.  Son  of 
Alfred  Hardcastle.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 32.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1834  aged  19.  First  class  Class.  Tripos.  M.P.  for 
Colchester  1847 — 52,  and  for  Bury  St.  Edmunds  (with  a gap)  1857 — 1885. 
Died  at  Beaminster  Aug.  1899  aged  84. 

HARDING  Henry  James  Cooper.  Born  1868.  Son  of  Harding  of 

Sudbury.  At  Bury  school  1880 — 85.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
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63.  HARDMAN  William  Minister.  Elder  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Peers  Hardman, 

vicar  of  Wicken,  Cambs.  At  Bury  school  1871 — 77.  Sixth  form.  Boarder. 
St.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  1884.  Assistant  master  in  secondary  schools  1883 — 
1903.  Now  living  at  Cricklewood,  N.W. 

64.  HARDMAN  Ernest  Minister.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Peers  Hardman 

At  Bury  school  1876 — 77.  Boarder.  Corpus  Christ!  Coll.  Died  at  San 
Francisco,  U.  S.  A.,  March  7,  1907. 

65.  H.ARDWICK  Edward  Cecil.  Son  of  Ezra  John  Hardwick  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1889  — 98.  Royalist.  Captain  of  the 
school.  Corpus  Coll.  In  1904  appointed  a master  in  the  Collegiate  school, 
Wanganui,  New  Zealand. 

66.  HARKER  William  George  Byron.  Elder  son  of  Rev.  William  Harker,  vicar 

of  Milton  next  Sittingbourne.  At  Bury  school  Jan.  1889 — 90.  Royalist. 
Christ’s  Coll.,  Cambs.  Now  assistant  master  at  Elstree  school. 

67.  HARKER  Alfred  James  Shuttleworth.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  William  Harker. 

At  Bury  school  Jan.  1889 — 90.  Royalist.  Selwyn  Coll.  Now  curate  in 
Durban,  South  Africa. 

68.  HARLEY  Daniel.  Son  of  Thomas  Harley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  He  may 

have  been  at  Bury  school,  as  his  brother  was,  but  I cannot  prove  it.  For 
many  years  an  upholsterer  in  Bury.  Died  July  1810  aged  72.  Tombstone 
in  Bury  churchyard. 

69.  HARLEY  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Harley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1750.  Royalist.  Died  Nov.  1758  in  his  19th  year. 
Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

70.  HARLOCK  William.  Son  of  William  Harlock  of  Ely,  brewer.  In  Bury 

school  lists  1826 — 27.  Died  in  1890  aged  77.  Buried  at  Ely. 

71.  HARLOCK  Georget  Son  of  William  Harlock  of  Ely.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 

1832.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — Nos.  70  and  71  are  believed  to  be  William  and  George,  but  I can 
get  no  certain  information. 

72.  HARLOCK  Alfred  King.  Son  of  William  Harlock  of  Ely.  At  Bury  school 

1848 — 51.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  May  1851.  B.A. 
1855.  Has  been  rector  of  Westhorpe,  Suffolk,  since  1858. 
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73.  HARMER  Robert.  Of  Norfolk.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  May  1697  aged  16.  B.A.  1700.  Perhaps 
this  is  Robert  Harmer,  master  of  St.  Giles  Hospital  at  Norwich,  who  died  in 
1743  aged  64,  and  has  a tombstone  in  the  church  of  St.  George  of  Colegate. 
The  dates  fit  exactly. 

74.  HARMER  William.  Son  of  William  Harmer  of  Swafield,  Norfolk,  attorney. 

Three  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1702  aged  19. 
Died  Sept.  1727. 

N.B. — Probably  Nos.  73  and  74  are  brothers. 

75.  HARMER  . Probably  a son  of  'I'homas  Harmer  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

merchant,  who  died  in  1841  aged  64.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 35.  Royalist. 

76.  HARRIES  Owen  William.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Seth  Jones  Harries,  rector 

of  Nedging,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1889 — 95.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll. 
Now  curate  at  Walthamstow. 

77.  HARRINGTON  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  John  Frederick  Pogson  Harrington 

of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1818 — 20.  Royalist.  Died  in  the 
Royal  Hospital,  Gray’s  Inn  Road,  June  1853  aged  45.  Buried  in  Abney 
Park  cemetery. 

N.B. — The  Harringtons  were  Bury  musicians  for  at  least  three  genera- 
tions. In  April  1813  Thomas  Harrington,  music  and  dancing  master  of  Bury, 
and  organist  at  St.  James’,  died  at  Sudbury.  In  May  1813  his  son,  John 
Frederick  Pogson  Harrington,  was  appointed  organist  in  his  stead.  He 
disappears  between  1841  and  1844.  Philip  Harrington,  teacher  of  music  and 
organist  at  St.  Janies^  was  his  fifth  son.  Philip  died  Nov.  1862  aged  43,  and 
lies  in  Bury  cemetery.  Another  son,  Lewis,  died  March  1834  aged  ii  and 
lies  in  Bury  churchyard.  I dont  think  there  is  any  doubt  but  what  this  Bury 
school  boy  is  the  eldest  brother  of  Philip  and  Lewis.  The  younger  brothers 
went  to  Blomfield’s. 

78.  HARRIS  George  Hennington.  Eldest  son  of  George  Hennington  Harris  of 

Grantchester,  Cambs.  At  Bury  .school  184T — 45.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter  Coll.,  Nov.  1S45  aged  19.  B.A.  1849. 

79.  HARRIS  Edward.  Second  son  of  George  H.  Harris  of  Grantchester.  At 

Bury  school  1841 — 47.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter 
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Coll.,  June  1848  aged  18.  Rector  of  Swanton  Abbot  1863 — 83.  Vicar  of 
Tunstead,  Norfolk,  1883 — 89.  Was  afterwards  living  at  Little  Ellingham  hall. 
Now  since  1896  rector  of  Cockley  Cley,  Norfolk. 

3o.  HARRIS  Charles  Sumpter.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Pestell  Harris  of  Newnhani, 
Cambs.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 48-  Eoreigner.  Trin.  Hall.  LL. B.  1859. 
Held  the  livings  successively  of  Bottisham,  St.  John  L.  Ouse,  Mepal,  Melton, 
and  a chapelry  at  Wisbeach.  Died  Feb.  1894  aged  63.  Buried  at  Wisbech. 

81.  HARRIS  John  Philip  Sidney.  Born  May  1874.  Only  son  of  John  James 

Webster  Harris  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1888 — . Royalist. 

Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1895.  Now  since  1902  rector  of  Clenchwarton,  Norfolk. 

82.  HARRISON  Allington.  Son  of  Henry  Harrison  of  West  Wickham,  Cambs., 

D.D.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1674  aged 
17.  Rector  of  West  Wickham.  Died  May  1731. 

83.  HARRISON  Allington.  Born  at  Sudbury.  Son  of  Allington  Harrison,  rector 

of  West  Wickham,  No.  82.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  July  1699  aged  16.  Curate  at  West  Wickham  1711.  Succeeded  his 
father  as  rector  in  1731.  Died  Jan.  1733. 

84.  HARRISON  Goodeve.  Born  Oct.  1798.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Hezekiah 

Goodeve  Harrison,  rector  of  Thorpe  Morieux  from  1786 — 1823.  At  Bury 
school,  as  I learn  from  Bishop  Harrison.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1819.  Lived  at 
Stanway  near  Colchester.  Died  Jan.  1873.  Buried  at  Stanway. 

85.  H.^RRISON  Henry.  At  Bury  school  in  1813.  (Minute  book.)  This  is 

probably  Henry,  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Harrison,  rector  of  Shimpling,  Norfolk. 
Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1818.  Succeeded  his  father  as  rector  of  Shimpling.  Was 
rector  from  1821  to  1850. 

N.B.  — Henry,  father  of  this  boy,  was  son  of  Charles  Harrison  of  Palgrave. 
Born  at  Palgrave  Nov.  1757.  Died  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Aug.  1822.  Buried 
at  Palgrave. 

86.  HARRISON  . At  Bury  school  1828 — 29.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — Mr.  C.  Harrison  and  Mr.  P.  Harrison  are  among  old  scholars 
unable  to  attend  the  festival  in  1850.  This  boy  may  be  one  of  them.  The 
other  must  have  left  the  school  before  1817.  I imagine  they  may  have  been 
of  the  Harrisons  of  Palgrave,  Charles  and  Philip  being  both  names  in  that 
family.  (This  number  includes  two  boys.) 
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87.  HARRISON  Thomas  Haynes.  Born  at  Thorpe  Morieux  April  1829.  Elder 

son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Harrison,  rector  of  Thorpe.  At  Bury  school  1839 — 43. 
Then  to  Winchester.  Adm,  to  John’s  Coll.  June  1847.  Went  to  New 
Zealand  in  1850,  and  was  there  till  1872,  when  he  succeeded  to  his  uncle’s 
estate  at  Thorpe  and  in  Essex.  Died  at  Copford  hall  near  Colchester  in 
May  1895. 

88.  HARRISON  Edward  Ewer.  Son  of  John  Harrison  of  Tim  worth,  Suffolk. 

At  Bury  school  1861 — 67.  Royalist.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1872.  Was  in  the 
Cambridge  cricket  XL  in  1870,  1871.  Vicar  of  Haughley,  Suffolk,  1874 — 87. 
Vicar  of  Hempnall,  Norfolk,  1887 — 1901.  Now  vicar  of  Sheen,  co.  Stafford. 
Took  the  name  of  Ward  in  1869,  and  is  now  Edward  Ewer  Ward. 

89.  HARRISON  Cyril  Colvin  Fiske.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  William  Thomas 

Harrison.  At  Bury  school  1883 — 88.  Royalist.  Now  farming  at  Stanway 
near  Colchester. 

90.  HARRISON  William  Guy.  Born  at  Thorpe  Morieux  Oct.  1873.  Second  son 

of  Rev.  William  Thomas  Harrison.  At  Bury  school  1883 — 88.  Royalist.  At 
Trin.  Coll.,  Glenalmond,  Selwyn  Coll.,  Cambridge,  and  Leeds  Theol.  Coll. 
In  1899  he  went  to  Africa  as  a missionary.  Died  in  German  East  Africa 
1905  aged  32. 

91.  HARRISON  Frank  Haynes  Oliver.  Third  son  of  Rev.  William  Thomas 

Harrison.  At  Bury  school  Jan.  to  Dec.  1888.  Royalist.  Now  farming  in 
Canada. 

N.B. — Rev.  William  Thomas  Harrison,  father  of  these  three  boys,  and 
brother  of  No.  87,  was  an  assistant  master  at  Bury  Grammar  school  in  i860, 
vicar  of  St.  James’,  Bury,  1883 — 88,  Bishop  of  Glasgow  1888 — 1904,  and 
now,  since  1903,  rector  and  squire  of  Thorpe  Morieux. 

92.  HARRISON  Samuel  John  Ward.  Son  of  Samuel  John  Harrison  of  Haughley, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  April  to  July  1888.  Foreigner. 

93.  HARRISON  Herbert  Le  Grew.  Son  of  Samuel  J.  Harrison  of  Haughley.  At 

Bury  school  1888.  Foreigner. 

94.  HARRISON  Edward  Donald.  Son  of  Samuel  John  Harrison  of  Haughley. 

At  Bury  school  1888.  Foreigner. 

95.  HART  William.  Son  of  William  Hart  of  Norfolk.  At  Bury  under  Dickinson. 

Adm.  to  Christ’s  May  1626. 
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96.  HARVEY  James.  Son  of  Francis  Harvey  of  the  Middle  Temple  and  of 

Cockfield.  Was  a lawyer  and  recorder  of  Colchester.  His  first  wife  was 
Cecilia,  daughter  of  Edmund  Waller  the  poet.  Died  April  1728  aged  69. 
Has  a huge  tomb  with  bust  in  Cockfield  church.  He  gave  a book  to  the 
school  library  in  1692,  which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him;  and 
another  one  later  on  described  in  the  catalogue  as  “liber  nitidissimus.” 

97.  H.ARVEY  Craske.  Born  April  1727.  Youngest  son  of  Edmund  Harvey  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  draper.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1736.  Royalist. 
Died  at  Kingston  in  Jamaica  Sept.  1752. 

98.  H.‘\RVEY  Rout.  Eldest  son  of  James  Harvey  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  draper. 

At  Bury  school  1838 — 42.  Royalist.  Was  in  business  in  Bury  till  1861, 
when  he  emigrated  with  his  wife  and  family  to  Victoria,  British  Columbia. 
Died  there  in  1905. 

99.  HARVEY  William.  Second  son  of  James  Harvey.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 

1855.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Studied  for  the  medical  profession,  but  gave  it 
up  and  emigrated  with  his  brother  to  British  Columbia.  Died  at  Victoria 
in  1892. 

100.  HARVEY  Harry.  Third  son  of  James  Harvey.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 54. 

Royalist.  At  the  age  of  15  was  apprenticed  to  the  merchant  service.  Being 
incapacitated  for  work  in  1859  was  left  at  Victoria,  British  Columbia.  Found 
employment  there  till  1907,  when  he  returned  to  England.  Now  living  at 
Milford,  Surrey. 

101.  HARVEY  William  John.  Eldest  son  of  George  Henry  Harvey  of  H.M. 

dockyards  at  Portsmouth,  Sheerness,  and  Chatham.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 
1878.  Captain  of  the  school.  Boarder.  Blomfield  gold  medallist.  Spalding 
and  Symonds  exhibitioner.  St.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  1881.  Now  vicar  of 
Great  Amwell,  Herts. 

102.  HARWARD  John.  Son  of  John  Harward  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  woolstapler. 

At  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  April  1625  aged  10.  Vicar 
of  Mendham,  .Suffolk,  1653.  Curate  at  St.  Luke’s,  Norwich,  1662. 

103.  HARWELL  William.  Son  of  William  Harwell  of  Chippenham.  Was  an 

apothecary.  Died  March  1740.  Tombstone  in  Chippenham  churchyard. 

N.B. — There  is  no  school  list  for  this  boy’s  time,  so  that  I have  no 
authority  to  include  him. 
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104.  HARWELL  Thomas.  Born  at  Chippenham,  Cambs.  Son  of  William  Harwell. 

In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Feb. 
1715  aged  19.  B.A.  1718.  Fellow.  Had  the  college  living  of  Ingoldsby, 
Lincolns.,  1740 — 69,  but  did  not  reside.  Died  Dec.  1769  aged  73. 
Tombstone  in  Chippenham  churchyard. 

105.  HARWELL  Edward.  Son  of  William  Harwell  of  Chippenham.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1 7 13.  Foreigner.  Died  May  1735  aged  35.  Tombstone 
in  Chippenham  churchyard. 

106.  HARWELL  John.  Son  of  William  Harwell  of  Chippenham.  Was  a surgeon. 

Died  Oct.  1733.  Tombstone  in  Chippenham  churchyard.  I have  no 
authority  to  include  this  boy.

109.  HASTED  Henry.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1771.  Only  son  of  Roger 

Hasted,  No.  108.  At  Bury  school  under  Laurents  and  Becher.  Elected  to 
Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1790.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Feb.  1789  aged  18.  Sixth 
wrangler  1793.  Preacher  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  1802 — 42.  Rector  of  Ickworth 
cum  Chedburgh  1803 — 32.  Rector  of  Horringer  1814 — 52.  Also  held  the 
living  of  Braiseworth.  Died  Nov.  1852  aged  81.  Buried  at  St.  James’,  Bury'. 

no.  HASTED  Henry  John.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Hasted,  No.  109.  At  Bury 
school  1817 — 26.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  March  1827. 
Migrated  to  Magdalene  Coll.  Oct.  1827  aged  19.  Was  rector  of  Bradfield 
Combust  and  Little  Whelnetham.  Rector  of  Sproughton  1849—1880. 
Died  1880.  Buried  at  Sproughton. 

III.  HATTELY  James.  Son  of  Thomas  Hattely  of  London.  Adm.  to  Bury 
school  Jan.  1732.  Foreigner.  This  must  be  he  of  University  Coll.,  Oxford, 
who  Diatriculated  March  1737  aged  18.  But  in  the  matriculation  entry  he 
is  called  son  of  John. 
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1 1 2.  HA'r'l'ON  Christopher.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Hatton.  At 
Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1732  aged  16.  M.A.  T740. 
Had  the  livings  of  Girton,  Cambs.,  Marston  Morteyne,  and  Maulden,  Beds., 
which  last  two  he  held  till  his  death.  Died  at  Bath  Feb.  1795  aged  79. 
Buried  at  Maulden. 

N.B.— Cole’s  account  of  him  will  be  found  printed  in  St.  John’s  Coll, 
admissions. 

T13.  HAVILAND  . At  Bury  school  1832 — 35.  P’oreigner. 

Perhaps  John,  son  of  Dr.  Haviland,  Reg.  Prof,  of  Medicine.  If  so,  he 
went  from  Bury  to  Harrow,  and  was  adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  May  1839  aged  18. 
B.A.  1843. 

1 14.  HAWES  John.  Son  of  John  Hawes  of  Walsham,  medife  fortunte.  At  Bury 

under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1586  aged  17. 

1 15.  HAWYS  Roger.  Son  of  Roger  Hawys,  rector  of  Weeting,  Norfolk.  Two  years 

at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1729  aged  17. 

1 16.  HAWES  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Hawes  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  apothecary. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1751.  Royalist. 

1 17.  HAWKES  . At  Bury  school  1842 — 43.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

1 18.  HAWKINS  John.  Son  of  George  Hawkins  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1750.  Royalist. 

119.  HAWKINS  Francis  William.  Born  Oct.  1848.  Son  of  George  Hawkins  of 

Wherstead,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 66.  Boarder.  Emanuel  Coll. 
B.A.  1872.  Now  living  at  Richmond,  Surrey. 

120.  HAWKINS  Montague.  Son  of  W.  Hawkins  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 

school  1900  one  term. 

12  1.  HAWKS  WORTH  Richard.  Son  of  Walter  Hawksworth  of  Hawksworth,  co. 
York.  At  Bury  under  Hasted.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1796  aged  18. 
M.A.  1809. 

NOT  a Grammar  school  boy,  but  a private  pupil  of  Mr.  Hasted,  No.  109. 
122.  HAYHOE  James.  Son  of  William  Hayhoe  of  Watton,  Norfolk.  'I'wo  years 
at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1635  aged  17.  B.A. 
1639. 
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123.  HAYLOCK  ma.  In  Bury  school  list  181 7.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

124.  HAYLOCK  mi.  In  Bury  school  list  1817.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

125.  HAYLOCK  . In  Bury  school  lists  1819 — 20.  Foreigner. 

HAYTOR  . Admitted  in  1832.  But  in  the  annual  lists  he  is  down  as 

Slaytor,  which  I think  is  right.  So  I put  him  under  that  name. 

126.  HAYWARD  Oliver.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 

127.  HAYWARD  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Hayward  of  Little  Bradley,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1734.  Foreigner. 

128.  HAYWARD  Frederick  Lawson.  Son  of  Frederick  Hayward  of  Needham 

Market,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1838 — 43.  Foreigner.  I presume  this  is 
the  Mr.  F.  Hayward  who  was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the 
festival  in  1850.  Corpus  Christi  Coll.  LL.B.  1862.  Rector  of  Tunstall 
1863 — 1904.  Died  1904. 

129.  HAZLERIGG  Thomas.  Born  at  Nosely,  Leicesters.  Third  son  of  Sir 

Arthur  Hazlerigg,  seventh  baronet.  At  Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to 
Emman.  Coll.  Sept.  1758.  Did  not  graduate.  Succeeded  his  nephew  as 
tenth  baronet  in  1805.  Died  1817. 

130.  HEAD  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Head  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1735.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Two  Samuel  Heads  have  tombstones  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 
One  died  April  1778,  aged  57.  The  other  died  Nov.  1781  aged  55.  Either 
of  them  would  suit  this  boy.  Probably  he  is  the  latter. 

131.  HEADLY  Henry.  Born  Jan.  1814.  Son  of  Henry  Headly  of  Cambridge, 

medical  man.  At  Bury  school  1827 — 28.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Rugby  Jan. 
1829.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1832.  Vicar  of  Brinsop,  co.  Hereford, 
1840 — 66.  Died  Sept.  1866. 

N B. — I cannot  be  quite  sure  of  this  identification,  because  no  Christian 
name  is  given  in  the  Bury  school  list.  But  everything  agrees  perfectly. 

132.  HEALY  'J'imothy.  Son  of  Thomas  Healy  of  Cambridge.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1748.  Foreigner. 

133.  HEATH . At  Bury  school  1817— 21.  Foreigner. 
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134.  HECKFORD  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  Tliomas  Heckford,  vicar  of  Great 

Cornard,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1734.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll. 
B.A.  1742.  Rector  of  Somersham,  Suffolk,  52  years,  and  vicar  of  Great 
Cornard  42  years.  Died  May  1803  aged  84. 

N.B. — He,  his  father  and  his  grandfather  successively  were  vicars  of 
Great  Cornard  for  112  years. 

135.  HEIGH  AM  John.  Son  of  John  Heighani  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  scissor 

(tailor).  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll. 
March  1657  aged  16.  B.A.  1660.  M.A.  1664, 

136.  HEIGHAM  John.  Bapt.  July  1679.  Only  son  of  Arthur  Heigham,  rector  of 

Hopton.  'fwo  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Gains  Coll.  May  1698 
aged  19.  Did  not  graduate.  Of  Rougham  and  Hunston.  He  married  Mary 
Lurkin,  heiress  of  Hunston.  Buried  at  Gislingham  Oct.  1734. 

N.B. — I imagine  that  this  is  the  Heigham  to  whom  Dr.  Randall  devotes 
twenty  lines,  from  which  I gather  that  he  trod  a thorny  path. 

137.  HEIGHAM  John  Symonds.  Bapt.  at  Hunston  June  1702.  Eldest  son  of 

John  Fleigham  of  Rougham,  No.  136.  Fdve  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1720  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  s.p.  Nov. 
1769.  Buried  at  Hunston. 

138.  HEIGHAM  Arthur.  Born  Aug.  1706  at  Gislingham.  Second  son  of  John 

Heigham,  No.  136.  Two  years  at  Lavenham  ; seven  years  at  Bury  under 
Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1723  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 
Succeeded  his  brother  John  Symonds  at  Hunston.  Died  s.p.  June  1787. 
Buried  at  Gislingham. 

139.  HEIGHAM  Pell.  Bapt.  at  Rougham  May  1 725.  Third  son  of  John  Heigham, 

No.  136,  by  second  marriage.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1735.  Foreigner. 
Lived  at  Bury.  Town  clerk  1767 — 81.  Died  Aug.  1781.  Buried  at 
Rougham. 

N.B. — As  Pell  Heigham  was  living  in  Bury  and  Town  clerk  thereof,  one 
would  have  expected  all  his  sons  to  have  come  to  school  there.  But 
apparently  only  Henry,  No.  140,  did.  The  eldest,  John,  went  to  Norwich  and 
Harrow.  The  third,  George,  went  into  the  R.N.,  and  perhaps  had  not  time 
to.  He  was  born  at  Bury  Sept.  1770,  became  a lieutenant  of  The  Royal 
George,  and  was  killed  by  a cannon  ball  in  Lord  Howe’s  victory  of  June  i, 
1794.  He  has  a tablet  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 
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140.  HEIGHAM  Henry.  Born  in  St.  James’,  Bury,  Jan.  1768.  Second  son  of 

Pell  Heigham,  No.  139.  One  year  at  Norwich;  eight  years  at  Bury  under 
Laurents.  Hewer  exhibitioner  Feb.  1785.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Aug.  1784 
aged  16.  B.A.  1789.  Fellow.  Vicar  of  Hunston  1792 — 1834.  Succeeded 
his  brother  John  as  squire  of  Hunston  1797.  Died  in  London  Dec.  29,  1834. 
Buried  at  Hunston. 

N.B. — He  is  one  of  the  boys  who  figure  in  the  engraving  of  the  school 
play  entitled,  The  offering  to  Charity.  Speaking  of  the  performance  his 
brother  John  says  in  his  diary,  Harry  did  very  well.  (Information  ol  Major 
Heigham  of  Hunston.) 

141.  HEIGHAM  George  Henry  John.  Eldest  son  of  George  Thomas  Heigham, 

Captain  4th  Royal  Irish  Dragoon  Guards.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 47. 
Royalist,  living  with  his  maternal  grandfather.  Rev.  Henry  Hasted.  Became 
Brevet  Major  23rd  Royal  Welch  Fusiliers.  Served  in  the  Indian  Mutiny,  and 
at  the  relief  of  Lucknow.  Died  at  Lucknow  May  1861  aged  29.  Tablet  in 
Hunston  church. 

N.B. — His  name  has  been  omitted  from  the  list  of  Admissions,  but  it  is 
in  the  annual  school  lists.  His  brothers  went  to  Beccles  school  with  their 
Hasted  cousins. 

142.  HELMES  . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

143.  HELMS  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Helms  jun.  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1730.  Royalist. 

144.  HEMSWORTH  Augustus  Barker.  Son  of  Henry  D’esterre  Hemsworth  of 

Shropham  hall.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 40.  Three  years  in  sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1845.  Vicar  of  Breckles.  Rector  of  Bacton, 
Suffolk,  1858 — 89.  Died  Oct.  1889.  Buried  at  Bacton. 

J45.  HEMSWORTH  Augustus  Noel  Campbell.  Son  of  Rev.  Augustus  Barker 
Hemswotth,  No.  144.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 65.  Foreigner.  Now  of 

Shropham  hall,  Norfolk,  J.P. 

146.  HENSLOW  Leonard  Ramsay.  Born  at  Cambridge  June  1831.  Elder  son  of 
Professor  John  Stevens  Henslow,  rector  of  Hitcham,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school 
1844 — 48.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Jan.  1850.  B.A.  1854.  Now 
rector  of  Zeals,  Wilts. 
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147.  HENSLOW  George.  Younger  son  of  Professor  John  Stevens  Henslovv.  Born 

at  Cambridge  March  1835.  At  Bury  school  1847  — 54.  Foreigner.  Four 
years  in  sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  May  1854. 
Has  had  several  curacies.  Now  living  in  London. 

148.  HERBER'P  William.  Eldest  son  of  Dr.  Herbert  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In 

March  1679  the  governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  when  he 
should  be  admitted  to  the  university.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1682.  Fellow. 

f49.  HERBERT  John.  Younger  son  of  William  Herbert  D.l).  At  Bury  under 
Leeds.  In  Nov.  1686  the  Governors  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^5  a year. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Aug.  1687  aged  17.  B.A.  1691. 

N.B. — William  Herbert  D.D.,  Fellow  of  Trin.  Coll.,  father  of  these  two 
boys,  was  preacher  at  St.  Mary’s  church.  Bury,  from  June  1662  to  Sept.  1663, 
and  again  later  on.  Rector  of  Great  Whelnetham  1646  to  1680,  and  buried 
there  Feb.  1681.  In  1674  he  was  occupying  a house  at  Rougham  with  eight 
hearths. 

150.  FIARBERT  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

15 1.  HE:RBERT  William.  Son  of  William  Herbert  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

confectioner.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1731.  Royalist. 

152.  HERON  Arthur.  Born  at  Bardwell.  Son  of  Arthur  Heron,  vicar  of  Bardwell 

1631  — 76.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Aug.  1679  aged  15. 
B.A.  1683.  Fellow.  Gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1695.  Presented 
by  his  College  in  April  1698  to  the  rectory  of  Moreton,  Essex.  Died  May 
1733.  Buried  at  Moreton.  Dr.  Randall  devotes  eight  lines  to  Arthur  Hern, 
as  he  writes  the  name. 

153.  HERRING  . At  Bury  school  1857 — 59.  Boarder. 

154.  HERVEY  John.  Born  Aug.  1665.  Bapt.  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury.  Elder  son  of 

Sir  Thomas  Hervey  of  Bury,  knight.  At  Bury  school  under  Leeds.  He  says 
in  a letter  to  Dr.  Leeds,  dated  Sept.  1704,  that  his  fatal  idleness  at  school 
prevented  his  getting  into  a high  form.  Adm.  to  Clare  Coll.  July  1684.  M.P. 
for  Bury  1694 — 1703.  Created  Lord  Hervey  1703,  Earl  of  Bristol  1714. 
Came  into  possession  of  Ickworth  at  the  death  of  his  aunt  in  1700.  Died 
Jan.  1751  aged  85.  Buried  at  Ickworth.  His  diary  and  about  1400  letters 
fill  four  volumes  of  this  series  of  Suffolk  Green  Books. 
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155.  HERVEY  Thomas.  Younger  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Hervey.  At  Bury  school 

under  Leeds.  Was  in  the  army.  Died  at  Bury  Dec.  29,  1695.  Buried  at 
Ickworth.  He  and  his  brother  John,  No.  154,  jointly  gave  a book  to  the 
school  library  in  1680.  They  would  have  gone  to  school  from  the  house  on 
Honey  hill  or  Schoolhall  street  where  their  father  was  living,  the  house  now 
wrongly  called  the  Manor  house,  which  it  isn’t,  wasn’t,  and  never  could  be. 

156.  HERVEY  Charles.  Born  in  London  April  1703.  Fifth  son  of  John,  Earl  of 

Bristol,  No.  154,  having  a twin  sister  Henrietta.  In  1714 — 17  went  to  school 
at  Hampstead  under  Louis  Vaslet  at  ;^33  ..  5 a year.  In  Feb.  1717 — Feb. 
1720  at  Bury  school  under  Kinsman  at  a year  for  board  and  schooling. 
To  Queen’s  Coll.  Oct.  1724.  M.A.  1728.  D.D.  1749.  Rector  of  Ickworth, 
Chedburgh,  Shotlej',  Sproughton.  Preb.  of  Ely.  Died  at  Ely  March  1783. 
Buried  at  Ickworth. 

157.  HERVEY  Felton.  Born  in  London  Feb.  1712.  Bapt.  at  St.  James’ church 

in  Piccadilly.  Sixth  and  youngest  son  of  John  Earl  of  Bristol,  No.  154. 
Went  early  to  Court  as  a page  to  Queen  Caroline.  Had  a private  tutor 
named  William  Baraclave.  Then  to  Eton  1727 — 30.  Equerry  to  Queen 
Caroline.  In  1743  was  attending  on  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  abroad.  M.P, 
for  Bury  1747 — 61.  Lived  at  Bury  on  Honey  Hill,  in  the  house  now 
miscalled  the  Manor  house,  which  had  been  left  to  him  by  his  mother.  Was 
a Governor  of  the  Grammar  school.  Died  Aug.  1773.  Buried  at  Ickworth. 

N.B. — This  is  a possible  but  not  a certain  Grammar  school  boy.  At  any 
late  he  went  to  some  school  in  Bury  for  a short  time.  In  Aug.  1721  his 
father  writes  from  Ickworth  to  Lady  Bristol  at  Bath,  and  says  that  Felly 
came  home  to  see  him  yesterday,  and  having  got  a little  cold  and  the  evening 
being  rainy  he  kept  him  there  till  Sunday,  though  Mr.  Butts  (B.  No.  393)  said 
this  was  to  have  been  his  repetition  day.  (Letter  613.) 

158.  HERVEY  Augustus.  Natural  son  of  Augustus  Hervey,  third  Earl  of  Bristol. 

Was  at  Bury  school  in  and  about  1779,  as  stated  in  his  father’s  will.  Went 
into  the  navy  and  was  killed  by  a cannon  ball  on  board  the  Courageux  off 
Gibraltar  in  Oct.  1782.  His  own  will  enables  me  to  add  a boy  to  this  list 
who  would  otherwise  have  been  omitted.  See  George  PLAMPIN. 

159.  HERVEY  Henry  Arthur  William.  Born  at  Madrid.  Son  of  Lord  William 

Hervey.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 5^-  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
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Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  July  1851  aged  19.  Was  in  the  Foreign  Office  from 
1854  for  about  fifty  years.  Now  retired  and  living  in  London. 

160.  HERVEY  Douglas.  Born  April  1880.  Elder  son  of  George  Henry  William 

Hervey,  Ickworth  estate  agent.  At  Bury  school  1890  -92.  Afterwards  at 
Marlborough,  Framliugham,  and  Cirencester.  Has  been  farming  at  Tendring, 
Esse.x.  Is  now  a sub-inspector  under  the  Board  of  Agriculture  at  Leeds. 

161.  HERVEY  Gerald  Arthur.  Born  Oct.  1881.  Younger  son  of  George  Henry 

William  Hervey.  At  Bury  school  189T — 92.  Afterwards  at  Framliugham 
school.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1903.  Is  now  conducting  a preparatory 
school  at  Frinton  on  Sea. 

HERVEY.  Postcript.  There  are  some  earlier  boys  of  this  name,  of  whose 
coming  to  the  Grammar  school  I have  an  inner  conviction,  but  no  proof.  I 
will  therefore  name  and  letter  but  not  number  them.  Proof  may  turn  up  some 
day  and  then  they  will  be  ready. 

A.  John,  eldest  son  of  William  Hervey  of  Ickworth.  Borne.  1560.  Succeeded 
his  father  at  Ickworth  1592.  Died  June  1630.  Buried  at  Ickworth. 

B.  William,  eldest  son  of  A.  Born  March  1585.  Knighted  1608.  M.P.  for 
Bury  1628 — 29.  Died  Sept.  1660.  Buried  at  Ickworth. 

C.  John,  second  son  of  A.  Bapt.  at  Ickworth  March  1589.  Called  a captain 
in  1622. 

D.  Robert,  third  son  of  A.  Bapt.  at  Ickworth  Oct.  1595.  Died  July  1633. 
Buried  at  Wantisden,  Suffolk. 

William  Hervey  (B)  had  three  sons,  John,  William,  and  Thomas.  But  as  he 
was  a good  deal  in  London,  and  as  there  is  reason  for  supposing  that  William 
went  to  Westminster  school,  they  may  all  have  gone  there,  and  so  I will  not 
even  letter  them.  John  had  no  sons.  William  went  from  Westminster  to 
Pembroke  Coll.,  and  died  there  of  small  pox  while  an  undergraduate. 
Thomas  lived  at  Bury  in  the  so  called  Manor  house,  was  a Governor  of  the 
school,  and  had  two  sons,  both  of  whom  he  sent  to  be  castigated  there.  See 
Nos.  154,  155. 

162.  HEYS  John.  Son  of  John  Heys  of  Rishton,  Blackburn.  At  Bury  school 

1885 — 87.  Foreigner. 

163.  HEYWOOD  Thomas  Guy.  Son  of  Captain  H.  Heywood  of  Ingatestone.  At 

Bury  school  1896 — 1900.  Now  in  a bank  at  Hongkong. 
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164.  HEYWOOD  Oliver  Henry.  Son  of  Captain  Heywood.  At  Bury  school 

1897—1903. 

165.  HILL  Thomas.  Born  at  Swaffham,  Cambs.,  1678.  Son  of  Martin  Hill,  clerk. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll,  March  1697  aged  18.  B.A. 
1700.  D.D.  1719.  Married  Sarah  Copinger,  heiress  of  the  Buxhall  estate. 
Rector  of  Buxhall  1709 — 43.  Died  Sept.  1743  aged  64.  Tombstone  in 
Buxhall  church. 

166.  HILI^  Martin.  .Admitted  lo  Bury  school  1692.  Foreigner.  (Min.  Book,

son  of  Timothy  Richard  Holmes,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1820 — 30.  Five 
years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June  1830. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  July  1829  aged  18.  B.A.  1834.  Was  a barrister.  Died 
May  1857  aged  46.  Buried  at  Bowden,  Lancashire. 

217.  HOLMES  Joseph  Hanby.  Second  son  of  Timothy  Richard  Holmes.  At

1740  aged  17.  M.P.  for  Suffolk  1759—80.  Died  unmarried  July  1786. 

222.  HOLT  Thomas.  Second  son  of  late  Rowland  Holt  of  Redgrave.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  March  1741.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  St.  Mary  Hall,  Jan. 
1749  aged  17.  Succeeded  his  brother  at  Redgrave  in  1786.  Died  Aug.  1799 
aged  68.  Buried  at  Redgrave.  At  his  death  Redgrave  passed  to  his  nephew, 
George  Wilson.

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1736.  Foreigner.  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1745. 

226.  HOOPER  Alfred  Latimer.  Second  son  of  Alfred  John  Hooper  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  tanner.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 79.  Royalist.  Now  lessee  of  the 
Bury  Abbey  gardens. 

227.  HOOPER  Elliot.  Third  son  of  Alfred  John  Hooper.  At  Bury  school  1875 —

Academy.  Joined  Royal  Engineers  Dec.  1802.  Col.  Nov.  1841.  Saw  much 
service.  Served  in  Egypt  and  Sicily.  Was  at  Quatre  Bras  and  Waterloo. 
Died  at  Woolwich  April  1845.  Buried  at  Charlton,  Kent.  Is  in  D.  N.  B. 

234.  HOUGHTON . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

235.  HOUGHTON  Robert.  Son  of  John  Houghton  of  Bramerton,  Norfolk.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1745.  Foreigner. 

236.  HOUGHTON  . A fourth  form  boy.  Royalist,  in  school  list  for  May  1817,

Midland  Railway.  Died  of  fever  at  Jhansi,  N.  W.  Province,  Feb.  1898. 

244.  HOWARD  Frank.  Younger  son  of  William  Nicholas  Howard.  At  Bury 

school  1882 — 87.  Royalist.  Now  a stockbroker  in  London.

to  Bury  school  June  1733.  Foreigner.

school  April  to  July  1888.  Foreigner. 

4.  IMAGE  William  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  William  Edmund  Image  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  M.R.C.S.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 49.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Hall  July  1849  aged  17.  Vicar  of  Wickham  Market,  Suffolk, 
1866  — 89.  Died  in  London  1893. 

5.  IMAGE  John  George.  Second  son  of  William  Edmund  Image.  At  Bury 

school  1845—49.  Royalist.  Thence  to  Sandhurst.  Wounded  in  the 
Crimean  war.  Was  wounded  in  the  arm  while  leading  a forlorn  hope  of  fifty 
men  sent  to  draw  the  Russian  fire  while  the  French  made  an  attack  on  the 
Malakoff.  Became  Major  in  21st  Royal  North  British  Fusiliers.  Knight  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor.  Died  at  Bangalore  Aug.  1870  aged  35.

Mayor  in  1857,  1870,  1876, 
1877.  Died  at  Torquay  Dec.  1892  aged  77.  Buried  at  Hornsea,  Yorks.

16.  ISOLA  Charles.  Born  Oct.  19,  1774.  Bapt.  Jan.  2,  1777,  at  St.  Andrew  the 

Great,  Cambridge.  Son  of  Augustin  (Agostino)  Isola,  Italian  master.  Elected 
to  Hewer  exhibition  Dec.  1792,  being  then  at  Emman.  Coll.  Adm.  to 
Emman.  Coll.  July  1792.  B.A.  1796.  Esquire  Bedell  1797 — ^1814.  He 
was  married  March  i,  1803,  at  St.  Mary  the  less,  Cambridge,  to  Mary 
Humphries  of  that  parish,  he  being  described  as  Charles  Isola  of  Fen  Ditton.

Buried  at 
Coveney. 
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1 8.  IVES  George  Shepheard.  Born  1858.  Son  of  George  Ives  of  Bradfield, 

Norfolk,  farmer.  At  Bury  school  1870 — 74.  Boarder.  Then  to  Bradfield 
College.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1880.  Vicar  of  Tunstead,  Norfolk,  1890.  Now 
rector  of  Port  Lincoln,  South  Australia. 

19.  IVES  Walter.  Son  of  George  Ives  of  Bradfield,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school 

1875 — 76-  Boarder. 

20.  IVES  Philip.  Son  of  George  Ives  of  Bradfield,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1876. 

Boarder. 

21.  IVESON  Albert  Ernest.  Eldest  son  of  Albert  Iveson  of  Gainsborough.  At 

Bury  school  1874 — 80.  Boarder.  Now  a land  agent  at  Hove. 

22.  IVESON  Lancelot  Crooke.  Second  son  of  Albeit  Iveson.  At  Bury  school 

1877 — 82.  Boarder.  Now  a solicitor  at  Gainsborough.

N.B.— Edward  Isaac  Jackson,  father  of  this  boy,  has  a tombstone  in  St. 
James’  church  at  Bury,  which  tells  us  that  he  was  an  eminent  apothecary,  and 
died  May  1766  aged  70.  He  was  five  times  chief  alderman  of  Bury  between 
1737  and  1760  inclusive. 
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2.  JACKSON  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Jackson  late  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  April  1732.  Royalist. 

3.  JACKSON  Stephen.  Son  of  Postle  Jackson  of  Ipswich,  printer.  Seven  years 

at  Dedham,  two  years  at  Bury.  In  the  school  list  for  1825.  Sixth  form. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1824  aged  18.  B.A.  1830.  Twenty-sixth  wrangler. 
Ordained  priest  1833.  Succeeded  his  father  as  proprietor  and  editor  of  the 
Ipswich  Journal.  Died  near  Ipswich  Feb.  1855. 

4.  JACKSON  Henry  Wyld.  Son  of  Henry  William  Jackson  of  Haverhill.  At 

Bury  school  1829 — 30.  Foreigner.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  who 
attended  the  festival  in  1850.  A solicitor  at  Haverhill  for  many  years.  Died 
April  1901  aged  86.  Tombstone  in  Sturmer  churchyard. 

5.  JACKSON  John.  Born  Dec.  1824.  Only  son  of  John  Jackson  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  solicitor  (Jackson  and  Sparke).  At  Bury  school  1833 — 43.  Five 
years  in  sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Jan.  1843. 
B.A.  1847.  Curate  of  Wrentham  1849 — 61.  Rector  of  Wendens  Ambo, 
Essex,  1861 — 87.  Died  c.  1888. 

6.  JACKSON  . At  Bury  school  1839 — 40.  Royalist.  Perhaps  a son  of 

Thomas  Jackson  then  living  in  Risbygate  street. 

7.  JACKSON  James  Burrough.  Eldest  son  of  William  Thomas  Jackson  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  bookseller.  At  Bury  school  1853 — 59.  Royalist.  Went  into 
business  (Philpot  and  Jackson)  at  Florence.  Died  there  May  1894  aged  50. 
Buried  in  the  Protestant  cemetery  at  Allon  near  Florence. 

8.  JACKSON  Martin  De  Carle.  Second  son  of  William  Thomas  Jackson, 

bookseller.  At  Bury  school  1859—62.  Royalist.  Was  a draper  at  King 
William’s  Town,  South  Africa.  Died  June  1879  aged  33.  Buried  at 
Bloemfountein,  S.  A. 

9.  JACKSON  Thomas  John.  Born  June  1852.  Fourth  son  of  William  Thomas 

Jackson.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 68.  Royalist.  Is  a lace  manufacturer  in 
London.  Now  living  at  Beckenham,  Kent. 

10.  JACKSON  Herbert  Joseph.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  William  Thomas

N.B. — William  Thomas  Jackson,  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  born  Aug. 
1807,  died  May  1881.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
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Ti.  JACOB  or  JAMES.  Dr.  Randall  devotes  eight  lines  to  a boy  whom  he 
addresses  as  “ Jacobe.”  This  must  be  a boy  whose  surname  was  either  James 
or  Jacob.  If  James,  it  might  be  a son  of  James  Cane  who  became  Cane 
James,  and  as  he  at  one  time  resided  at  Bury,  that  is  not  unlikely.  See 
CANE.  Or  if  Jacob,  it  might  be  a Jacob  of  Bromley.  Whoever  he  was, 
Jacob  or  James,  I gather  from  Dr.  Randall  that  he  travelled  in  Itaiy  and 
brought  home  “ spolia  ampla.”

Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  June  1656.  This  is  a light-shedding  sort  of  entry 
that  one  sometimes  gets  from  college  admission  books.

1875 — 85.  Went  to  Nebraska.  Now  living  in  Portland,  Oregon,  U.  S.  A. 

18.  JAMES  John.  Born  at  Chesterton  Jan.  1850.  Second  son  of  Rev.  W.  B. 

James.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 65.  Foreigner.  Now  farming  at  Fen  Ditton,

April  18 1 1 aged  20.  B.A.  1815.  Ramsay  Fellow  1818.  D.D.  1835. 
Ordained  1814.  Rector  of  Stradishall,  Suffolk,  1837 — 54;  Herringswell 
1854 — 64.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in 
1850.  He  must  have  been  at  Bury  school  before  Reading.  The  college 
admission  books  generally  give  only  the  last  school.

Born  at  Roydon,  Norfolk.  Seven  years  at  Botesdale,  two  at  Bury  under 
Laurents.  Adm.  to  Gains  Coll  April  1781  aged  17.  Vicar  of  Svvaffham 
Prior.  Preb.  of  Ely.  Of  Bottisham  hall  and  Anglesey  abbey.  A great 
agriculturalist  and  for  twenty  years  chairman  of  the  Bedford  Level  corporation. 
Died  February  1848  aged  84.  Buried  at  Bottisham. 

35.  JENYNS  George  Gambier.  Born  Dec.  1821.  Eldest  surviving  son  of  George 

Jenyns  of  Bottisham  hall.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 36.  Royalist.  Gave  a 
book  to  the  school  library  April  1837.  Died  at  Dover  May  1837  aged  15. 
Buried  in  St.  James’  churchyard,  Dover.  Tablet  at  Bottisham. 

36.  JENYNS  Soame  Gambier.  Born  Feb.  1826.  Next  eldest  surviving  son  of 

George  Jenyns.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 36.  Royalist.  Joined  13th  Hussars. 
Was  in  the  charge  at  Balaclava.  C.B.  Assistant  Adjutant  General.  Died 
Nov.  1873.  Buried  at  Bottisham. 

37.  JENYNS  Charles  Fitzgerald  Gambier.  Born  Nov.  1827.  Third  son  of 

George  Jenyns  of  Bottisham.  At  Bury  school  1836.  Royalist.  Emman. 
Coll.  B.A.  1850.  Twenty-one  years  rector  of  Melbourn,  thirteen  years 
rector  of  Knebworlh.  Died  Jan.  1888.  Buried  at  Knebworth.  Tablet  at 
Bottisham. 

N.B. — These  three  boys  were  Royalists,  as  their  father  in  1834 — 56 
rented  a house  on  the  Angel  hill  from  Rev.  James  Blomfield.  Pie  was  George 
Jenyns,  born  1795,  died  April  1878.  His  youngest  son,  Roger  Leonard 
Gambier,  died  at  Culford  hall  Feb.  1855  aged  13.  He  met  with  an  accident 
while  on  a visit  there.  He  was  not  at  Bury  school.

39.  JERMYN  Charles.  Fourth  and  youngest  son  of  Thomas  Jermyn  of  Rush- 

brooke.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  In  1666 — 67  he  was  a cornet 
in  his  brother  Henry’s  troop  of  horse.  I can  see  no  more  of  him  and  expect 
he  died  early. 

N.B. — His  three  brothers,  and  others  of  the  family,  are  nearly  certain  to 
have  been  at  Bury  school.  But  I have  no  authority  to  include  them  and  resist 
the  temptation.

Hall  Nov.  1840  after  having  resided  eight  terms  at  Exeter  Coll., 
Oxford.  Riding  out  of  Lowestoft  he  was  thrown  from  his  horse  and  killed  in 
1842.  Buried  at  Carlton. 

41.  JOBBING  Thomas  Henry.  Son  of  Thomas  Henry  Jobling  of  Livermere, 

Suffolk,  and  Alnwick,  Northumberland,  farmer.  At  Bury  school  1898 — 1900. 
Now  farming  in  Northumberland. 

42.  JOHNSON  James.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Johnson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

mercer.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1734.  Royalist.  His  daughter  Ann  was 
second  wife  of  Peter  Gedge. 

43.  JOHNSON  Joseph.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Johnson.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Jan.  1737.  Royalist. 

44.  JOHNSON  Thomas.  Third  son  of  Thomas  Johnson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1738.  Royalist.  In  Feb.  1750  the  Governors  of 
Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  ..  13  ..  4 for  four  years  or  till  he 
became  B.A.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1748  aged  17.  Fellow.  Rector  of 
Wickham  Market  1755 — 1803.  Died  there  July  1803  aged  72.  Tablet  in 
the  church. 

45.  JOHNSON  Charles.  Fourth  son  of  Thomas  Johnson.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  1746.  Royalist.  Was  a solicitor;  of  Kelsale,  afterwards  of  Saxmund- 
ham.  Died  1771  aged  34. 

N.B. — Thomas  Johnson,  the  father  of  these  four  boys,  was  a mercer  and 
draper  of  Bury.  He  died  Jan.  1762  aged  64,  and  has  a stone  in  the 
churchyard. 
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46.  JOHNSON  Richard  Cubitt.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Johnson,  rector  of 

Lavenham.  At  Bury  school  1842—48.  Three  years  in  sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Went  up  to  Clare  Coll.,  and  died  while  an  undergraduate  May 
1851  aged  21.  Buried  at  Lavenham. 

47.  JOHNSON  George  Randall.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Johnson.  At 

Bury  school  1847 — 53'  Three  years  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll. 
B.A.  1857.  A barrister.  Went  to  New  Zealand.  Now  living  near  Exeter. 

48.  JOHNSON  James  Woodbine.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Johnson.  At  Bury 

school  1856 — 59.  Royalist.  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1866.  Died  in  New 

Zealand. 

49.  JOHNSON  Harry  Woodbine.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Johnson.  At 

Bury  school  1859 — 61.  Royalist.  Went  into  the  army.  Died 

N.B. — ^The  father  of  these  four  boys  was  Rev.  Richard  Johnson  of 
Stalham,  Norfolk,  rector  of  Lavenham  for  thirty  years.

53.  JOHNSON  Benjamin  Branford.  Son  of  William  Johnson  of  Barrow,  Suffolk. 

At  Bury  school  1851 — 53.  Foreigner.  Now  farming  at  Ingham,  Suffolk. 

54.  JOHNSON  Robert  Denn.  Son  of  William  Johnson  of  Barrow.  At  Bury 

school  1858 — 61.  Foreigner.  Died  Aug.  1864  aged  19.  Buried  at  Banow. 

55.  lOHNSON  Frederick  Appleyard,  Son  of  John  Appleyard  Johnson  of  Wicken 

hall,  Cambs.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 56.  Foreigner.  Afterwards  Hrmed  at 
Wicken  hall.  Now  living  at  Soham. 

56.  JOHNSON  William.  Son  of  Oliver  Denn  Johnson  of  Barrow,  Suffolk.  At

farming  at  Burley,  Hants. 

65.  JONAS  Alfred.  Born  Dec.  1844.  Son  of  Samuel  Jonas  of  Ickleton.  At 

Buiy  school  1856 — 61.  Boarder.  Now  a solicitor  in  London. 

66.  JONES  Evan.  Son  of  Evan  Jones  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent.  At  Bury 

school  1839 — 43.  Royalist.  Was  a solicitor  in  Bury  in  1855.  I imagine 
that  this  boy  Jones  is  the  solicitor  Evan  Jones,  but  it  is  only  a guess. 

N.B. — Evan  Jones,  whom  I take  to  be  the  father  of  the  solicitor,  died 
Jan.  1851  aged  76,  and  has  a stone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

67.  JONES  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Jones  of  Sydney,  Australia.  Born  in 

London  Oct.  1823.  At  Bury  school  in  1841.  Went  straight  into  sixth  form.

Now,  since  1846, 
rector  of  Riseholme.  Canon  and  Archdeacon  of  Lincoln  since  1863. 

N.B. — John  Kaye,  father  of  this  boy,  was  master  of  Christ’s  Coll.,  Camb., 
1814 — 30.  Bishop  of  Bristol  1820.  Bishop  of  Lincoln  1827.  Died  Feb.

Buried  at  Great  Hockham  Oct.  1678. 

KEDINGTON  Ambrose.  Born  at  Acton  Jan.  1677.  Only  son  of  Ambrose 
Kedington  of  Acton.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmund. 
Adm.  to  Peterhouse  May  1694  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate.  Married  Judith 
Brinkley  of  Lawshall. 

N.B. — The  Peterhouse  register  does  not  give  his  parentage.  I get  it 
from  Jermyn  MSS.  at  Moyses  hall. 

KEDINGTON  Ambrose.  Two  Kedingtons  without  Christian  names  are  in  the 
Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigners.  The  Christ’s  Coll,  admission  book 
enables  one  to  identify  one  of  them.  See  No.  7.  The  other  is  probably  his 
brother  Ambrose,  who  died  in  1756  aged  56,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Stansfield 
church.

N.B. — Robert  Kedington,  father  of  these  two  boys,  died  July  1741  aged 
79,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Stansfield  church. 

KEDINGTON  Roger.  Born  Jan.  1712.  Third  son  of  Ambrose  Kedington 
of  Acton,  No.  5.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
June  1729  aged  17.  D.D.  1749.  Rector  of  Kedington.  Published  sermons 
etc.  Died  March  1760.  In  D.  N.  B. 

KEDINGTON  Henry.  Born  April  1720.  Fifth  son  of  Ambrose  Kedington 
of  Acton,  No.  5.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1731.  Foreigner.  Was  an 
attorney  at  Sudbury.  Died  Jan.  1773. 
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10.  KEDINGTON  Henry.  Son  of  Henry  Kedington  of  Cambridge.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1737.  Foreigner. 

11.  KEDINGTON  Roger.  Born  Nov.  1750.  Eldest  son  of  Henry  Kedington, 

of  Sudbury,  attorney,  No.  9.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Garnhani.  Elected 
to  Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1770.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1766  aged  17. 
Second  wrangler  and  Smith’s  prize.  Rector  of  Market  Weston,  Suff.  1789 — 
1794.  Bought  Rougham  hall,  near  Bury.  Died  Aug.  1818  aged  68.  Tomb- 
stone in  Rougham  church. 

N.B. — His  first  wife  was  Jane,  grand-daughter  of  Bishop  Butts.  (See

Bennet  of  Tollesbury,  Essex,  and  carried  Rougham  to  the  Bennets.  (See 
BENNET.)  Roger  Kedington  had  bought  Rougham  from  the  representatives 
of  the  Corrance  family  (see  CORRANCE),  who  had  it  from  the  Davers  family 
(see  DAVERS);  so  that  the  connection  between  Rougham  and  Bury  school 
was  long  and  constant. 

12.  KEDINGTON  Robert  Born  1784  at  Sudbury.  Son  of  Robert  Kedington  of 

Sudbury.  Six  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1802  aged 
18.  Eleventh  wrangler.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Bradfield  Combust.  Resided 
at  Babergh  hall,  Sudbury.  A good  linguist.  Died  March  1830.  Buried  at 
Acton,  Suffolk. 

N.B. — Robert  Kedington,  father  of  this  boy,  was  son  of  Henry,  No.  9, 
and  younger  brother  of  Roger,  No.  ii.  Probably  I should  have  many  more 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century  Kedingtons  (or  Keringtons,  as  sometimes 
written,)  in  my  list,  but  I can  find  no  authority  for  including  them.  Dr. 
Randall  just  mentions  the  name  in  his  list  of  scholars,  but  I cannot  tell 
whether  it  is  one  of  those  I have  got  or  not. 

13.  KEFFORD  William  Kingsley.  Elder  son  of  William  Kefford  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  school  inspector.  At  Bury  school  t88i — 88.  Royalist.  St.John’s 
Coll.  Now  since  1903  vicar  of  Dullingham. 

14.  KEFFORD  Edward  John.  Younger  son  of  William  Kefford  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1881 — 90.  Royalist.  St.  John’s  Coll.  Now 
curate  at  St.  Barthomew’s,  Portsea. 

15.  KEITH  Frederick  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Moore  Keith,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1841 — 43.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor  at  Norwich.  Died  Jan. 
1901.  Buried  at  St.  Mark’s,  Lakenham. 
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16.  KELLER  Frederick.  Son  of  the  widow  Keller.  In  Jan.  1735  the  Governors 

of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  odd  for  four  years  or  till  he 
became  B.A,,  he  being  then  at  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1736.  Fellow.  Rector  of 
St.  Albans  1754 — . Mr.  Albert  Hartshorne  says  he  has  a MS.  sermon  by 

Keller  preached  on  a young  man  of  St.  Albans  who  was  killed  by  the  fall  of  a 
bucket  in  a well.  (Memoirs  of  a royal  chaplain.  P.  209.) 

17.  KEMBLE  John  Mitchell.  Born  in  London  April  1S07.  Elder  son  of 

Charles  Kemble  the  actor.  At  Bury  school,  sixth  form,  in  May  1825.  The 
lists  for  1823,  1824,  are  missing.  He  is  not  in  1822  list.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  June  1824,  and  came  into  residence  in  1827  aged  20.  Elected  to 
Hewer  exhibition  May  1825.  B.A.  1830.  A very  distinguished  philologist 
and  historian.  Among  other  works  were  Codex  Diplomaticus  tevi  Saxonici, 
and  The  Saxons  in  England.  Died  at  Dublin  March  1857.  Buried  there  in 
the  cemetery  of  St.  Jerome.  In  D.  N.  B. 

18.  KEMP  . He  is  in  the  list  of  admissions  1831,  but  not  in  any  annual  list. 

Royalist.  Could  not  have  stopped  more  than  a term  or  two. 

19.  KEMPE  Charles  Nicholas.  Born  1827.  Third  son  of  A.  J.  Kempe,  F.S.A. 

At  Bury  school  1837 — 43.  Sixth  form.  Admitted  a Royalist  but  afterwards 
Foreigner.  Went  into  the  Admiralty.  Private  secretary  to  several  Parlia- 
mentary secretaries.  Died  1904  aged  77. 

20.  KEMPE . Not  in  any  list  of  admissions,  but  in  school  lists  1841 — 43. 

Foreigner. 

N.B. — I imagine  that  this  boy,  as  well  as  No.  19,  was  brother  to  Rev. 
John  Edward  Kempe,  who  was  second  master  at  this  school  1838 — 43,  vicar 
of  St.  James’,  Piccadilly,  1853 — 95,  and  died  in  1907. 

21.  KEMP  Leonard  Francis.  Son  of  John  Kemp,  vicar  of  Haughley,  Suffolk. 

At  Bury  school  1897 — 98.  Now  in  South  Africa. 

22.  KENDALL  . At  Bury  school  1839 — 41.  Foreigner. 

23.  KENNEDY  . At  Bury  school  1837 — 38.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

24.  KENNEDY  Gerald  Hume.  Born  in  London  Feb.  1837.  Youngest  son  of 

James  Kennedy  M.  P.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 52.  In  Feb.  1854  he  joined 
the  3rd  Bombay  Native  Infantry.  Served  in  the  Persian,  Chinese  and 
Abyssinian  campaigns.  Died  June  1872.  Buried  at  Ahmadabad. 

N.B. — James  Kennedy,  father  of  this  boy,  was  M.P.  for  Tiverton  1832 — 
1835,  and  afterwards  British  judge  in  the  slave  trade  court  at  Havannah. 
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25.  KENT  Charles.  QueeiEs  Coll.  LL.B.  1836.  Ordained  1833  by  Bishop  of 

Norwich.  Vicar  of  Ludford  1838 — 85,  of  Elton  1844 — 85,  both  in  Hereford- 
shire. Among  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in  1850  was  the  Rev. 
Charles  Kent,  and  this  is  the  only  clergyman  of  that  name  that  I can  find 
living  in  1850.  Apparently  he  took  his  degree  after  being  ordained.  I 
imagine  he  was  ordained  rather  late,  and  so  may  be  the  father  of  Nos.  26  and 
27.  But  this  is  only  a guess. 

26.  KENT  ma.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 38.  Foreigner.  I imagine  that  either 

this  boy  or  the  next  one  is  the  Lieut.  Charles  Kent  who  was  among  the  old 
scholars  present  at  the  festival  in  1850,  and  I imagine  that  both  are  sons  of 
No.  25. 

27.  KENT  mi.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 38.  Foreigner. 

28.  KERRICH  John.  Son  of  Walter  Kerrich  of  Harleston,  brewer.  One  year  at 

Bury  under  Randall.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1710  aged  17.  Fellow. 
Dean.  Greek  and  Hebrew  lecturer.  Bursar.  Practised  as  a physician  at 
Bury.  Died  there  Oct.  1762  aged  70.  Buried  at  St.  Mary’s. 

29.  KERRICH  Simon.  Son  of  Dr.  John  Kerrich  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  28. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  1739.  Royalist.  Died  Sept  1751  aged  20.  Tomb- 
stone in  St.  Mary’s  church,  Bury. 

30.  KERRICH  Walter.  Son  of  Dr.  John  Kerrich,  No.  28.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

March  1743.  Royalist.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1756.  St.  Cath. 
Coll.  B.A.  1758.  Fellow. 

31.  KERRICFI  Thomas.  Son  of  Dr.  John  Kerrich,  No.  28.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1748.  Royalist.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Nov.  1760,  being 
then  a student  at  Trin.  Hall.  LL.B.  1780.  Rector  of  Wendens  Ambo  1783 
— 1814.  Rector  of  Horringer  1784 — 1814.  Died  Jan.  1814  aged  73 
(register)  or  76  (tombstone).  Tombstone  in  Horringer  churchyard. 

N.B. — The  interval  between  going  up  to  Trin.  Hall  and  taking  his 
bachelor’s  degree  is  long,  but  I think  he  must  be  the  LL.B.  of  1780.  Dr. 
Venn  seems  to  have  rolled  this  man  and  the  father  of  No.  32  into  one,  and 
given  that  one  all  the  livings  of  both.  They  are  two  different  men. 

32.  KERRICH  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Kerrich,  rector  of  Banham,  Norfolk. 

Five  years  at  Botesdale,  two  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Elected  to  Hewer

36.  KIDSON  Edward  Percy.  Born  Oct.  i860.  Fourth  son  of  Robert  Kidson. 

At  Bury  school  1874 — 78.  Royalist.  Was  in  business  at  Bury.  Now 

insurance  agent  at  Manchester.  Lives  at  Heaton  Chapel. 

37.  KIDSON  Arthur  Frederick.  Born  Aug.  1862.  Fifth  son  of  Robert  Kidson. 

At  Bury  school  1875 — 79-  Royalist.  Now  Town  clerk  of  Folkestone. 

38.  KIDSON  Robert  George  Fern.  Born  Feb.  1874.  Eldest  son  of  William 

Henry  Kidson,  No.  34.  At  Bury  school  Sept,  to  Dec.  1885.  Foreigner. 
Then  to  Merchant  Taylors  school.  Now  an  accountant  in  Basinghall  street, 
London.  Lives  at  Chiswick. 

39.  KILNER  Walter  John.  Born  May  1847.  Eldest  son  of  John  Kilner  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 66.  Three  years  in 
sixth  form.  Royalist.  St.  John’s  College,  Camb.  B.A.  1870.  Now  a 
physician  in  London. 

40.  KILNER  Henry  Ingale.  Second  son  of  John  Kilner  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1861 — 70.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  St.  John’s  Coll.,  Camb. 
Now,  since  1885,  rector  of  Little  Saxham,  Suftblk. 

41.  KILNER  Charles  Scott.  Third  son  of  John  Kilner  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1862 — 70.  Royalist.  Edinburgh  University.  Now  a surgeon 
in  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

42.  KILNER  Charles  Ussher.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Scott  Kilner,  No.  41.  At 

Bury  school  1895 — 1900.  Royalist.  Now  an  architect. 
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43.  KILNER  Henry  Goff.  Second  son  of  Charles  Scott  Kilner,  No.  41.  At 

Bury  school  1896 — 1903.  Royalist.  Now  studying  medicine. 

44.  KH>NER  Gilbert.  Third  son  of  Charles  Scott  Kilner,  No.  41.  At  Bury 

school  1898 — 1904.  Royalist.  Now  learning  engineering. 

45.  KINDER  . At  Bury  school  1842 — 44.  Foreigner. 

46.  KING  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  Captain  Robert  King  of  Great  Thurlow.  He 

gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1695,  which  is  my  only  authority  for 
including  him.  Was  killed  in  a duel  with  Sir  Sewster  Peyton,  bart.,  c.  1698. 
He  married  a daughter  of  Sir  John  Cordell,  who  with  his  brothers  will  be 
found  at  pp.  86,  87,  and  in  Additions. 

47.  KING  John.  Eldest  son  of  John  Wardale  King  of  Walsham-le-Willows, 

solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 54.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Was  a 

solicitor  at  Walsham.  Died 

48.  KING  Richard.  Second  son  of  John  Wardale  King.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 51. 

Foreigner.  Went  to  Canada  and  died  there  soon  afterwards. 

49.  KING  Thomas.  Third  son  of  John  Wardale  King.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 

1851.  Foreigner.  Went  to  Canada.  Took  part  in  the  American  war.  North 
V.  South.  Returned  to  Canada  and  died  there. 

50.  KING  George  Herbert.  Second  son  of  George  King  of  Gazeley.  At  Bury 

school  1863 — 65.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the  royal  navy.  Died  Sept.  1884 
aged  30.  He  was  lost  by  the  wreck  of  H.M.S.  Wasp  off  Tory  Island,  Ireland, 
Sept.  22,  1884.  Tablet  in  Gazeley  church. 

51.  KING  Alfred  Edmund.  Second  son  of  William  Norman  King  of  Great 

Barton.  At  Bury  school  1870 — 76.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll. 
B.A.  1879.  Now,  since  1889,  vicar  of  St.  Philip’s,  Sydenham,  Kent. 

52.  KING  George  Lanchester.  Third  son  of  William  Norman  King.  At  Bury 

school  1872 — 79.  Captain  of  the  school  two  years.  Boarder.  Clare  Coll. 
B.A.  1882.  In  1899  he  was  appointed  Bishop  of  Madagascar,  where  he  is 
now. 

53.  KING  Preston.  Fourth  son  of  William  Norman  King.  At  Bury  school  1875 

— 1880.  Foreigner.  B.A.  Camb.  Now  i)ractising  as  a medical  man  at 
Bath. 
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54.  KING  F.  M.  Son  of  George  King  of  Ipswich,  wholesale  and  retail  saddler. 

At  Bury  school  1872 — 76.  Boarder. 

55.  KING  W.  L.  Son  of  George  King  of  Ipswich.  At  Bury  school  1872  — 76. 

Boarder. 

56.  KING  Lewis  Manikin.  Son  of  Fred.  William  King  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

brewer.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 78.  Royalist.  Now  a brewer  in  Australia. 

57.  KING  Ralph  Maulkin.  Son  of  Fred.  William  King  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

brewer.  At  Bury  school  1877 — 80.  Royalist.  Now  in  the  Westgate  brewery 
at  Bury. 

58.  KING  Raymond  Spencer.  Son  of  Robert  King  of  Wood  Ditton,  Cambs.  At 

Bury  school  1886 — 89.  Foreigner.

Kinleside.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 59.  Boarder.  Emman.  ("oil.  B.A.  1863. 
Ordained  priest  1865.  Now  living  at  Tunbridge  Wells. 

60.  KITCHENER  Thomas.  Born  in  London  Oct.  1801.  Eldest  son  of  William 

Kitchener  of  Bunhill  row  and  Finsbury  place,  tea  merchant.  Probably  at 
Bury  school  and  left  before  1817.  Died  at  West  Row,  Mildenhall,  April  1836 
aged  37. 

6r.  KITCHENER  William  Cripps.  Born  in  London  Jan.  1803.  Second  son  of 
William  Kitchener.

Was  articled  to  Jackson  the  solicitor  at  Bury.  Was  a solicitor  at  Newmarket. 
Died  Feb.  1872.  Buried  in  Newmarket  cemetery. 

62.  KITCHENER  Henry  Horatio.  Born  in  London  Oct.  1805.  Third  son  of 

William  Kitchener.  In  Bury  school  list  1817.  Second  form.  Royalist. 
Became  Major  in  9th  Foot  1846.  Lieut. -Col.  half  pay  Nov.  1847.  Died  at 
Cossington,  co.  Leicester,  Aug.  1894.  Buried  at  Cossington. 

N.B. — His  eldest  son,  Horatio  Herbert,  was  created  Lord  Kitchener  of 
Khartoum  in  1902. 

63.  KITCHENER  Philip  Elliot.  Born  in  London  April  1807.  P'ornth  son  of 

William  Kitchener.  In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 20.  Second  form.  Royalist, 
Farmed  at  Little  Walden,  Essex.  Died  at  Bedford  March  1875.  Buried  in 
Bedford  cemetery. 

N.B. — There  appear  to  be  three  Kitcheners  in  the  annual  lists  which 
begin  in  1817.  One  leaves  in  1818  at  the  top  of  fifth  form  ; the  next  leaves 
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in  1817  in  second  form;  the  next  is  there  1818 — 20  leaving  in  second  form. 
If  all  four  were  there,  as  is  probable,  the  eldest  would  have  left  before  1817, 
when  there  is  no  school  list.  They  were  Royalists,  as  their  father  was  dead 
and  their  mother  came  to  live  in  Bury,  in  an  old  house  in  Crown  (?)  street. 
She  was  born  April  1772,  and  died  June  1853.  Her  tombstone  is  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

64.  KITCHENER  William  Orbell.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Sept.  1826. 

Eldest  son  of  William  Cripps  Kitchener,  No.  61.  At  Uppingham  school. 
Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  May  1844.  Did  not  graduate.  Was  a solicitor  in 
partnership  with  his  father.  Died  at  Newmarket  Dec.  1877.  Buried  in  the 
cemetery  there.  This  is  NOT  a Bury  Grammar  school  boy. 

65.  KITE  Henry  Frederick.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Frederick  Robert  Kite  of 

Kenilworth.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 70.  Three  years  in  sixth  form. 
Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter  Coll,  1871.  Now  a solicitor  in  London, 
Queen  Victoria  streeet,  E.C. 

66.  KITE  Arthur  Edward.  Second  son  of  Rev.  F.  R.  Kite  of  Kenilworth.  At 

Bury  school  1865 — 70.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Is  dead. 

67.  KITE  Joseph  Bertram.  Third  son  of  Rev.  F.  R.  Kite  of  Kenilworth.  At 

Bury  school  1868 — 71.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Keble 

Coll.,  Oct.  1876  aged  19.  Had  curacies  in  East  London.  Now,  since  1897, 
Dean  of  Hobart,  Tasmania. 

N.B. — These  three  boys  were  Royalists,  because  their  father  being  dead 
their  mother  was  living  at  Bury  in  Whiting  street. 

68.  KITSON  . Is  in  Bury  school  list  1822.  Third  form.  Royalist.  In  the 

Bury  poll  book,  1832,  there  is  G.  F.  Waldegrave  Kitson,  who  plumped  for 

Eagle.  He  lived  in  Guildhall  street,  and  might  be  the  father. 

69.  KNEVETT  Henry.  Son  of  John  Knevett  of  Gasthorpe,  Norfolk,  grazier. 

Eight  years  at  Wyverstone  under  Steggall ; one  year  at  Bury  under  Garnham. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1759  aged  17.  Vicar  of  Stradbrooke  1782 — 1822. 
Died  Dec.  30,  1822,  aged  81.  Flat  stone  in  Stradbrooke  church. 

70.  KNIFE  Edward.  Son  of  Charles  Knipe  of  Haughley,  esquire.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1732.  Foreigner. 
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71.  KNIFE  Thomas.  Son  of  Charles  Knipe  of  Haughley.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Jan.  1732.  Foreigner. 

N.B.  —Elizabeth  Cobbold,  mother  of  two  boys  on  p.  77,  viz.  Nos.  172, 
173,  whose  poems  have  brought  her  into  the  D.  N.  B.,  was  a daughter  of 
Robert  Knipe  of  Manchester  and  Liverpool.  Possibly  the  two  families  were 
connected. 

72.  KNOPWOOD  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Knopwood  of  Threxton,  Norfolk.  Two 

years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  June  1781  aged  18. 
First  chaplain  of  Van  Diemen’s  Land.  Went  out  with  Governor  Collins  1803. 
Died  in  Tasmania  Nov.  1836. 

73.  KNOWLES  William.  Son  of  Mrs.  Ursula  Knowles  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

widow.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  April  1735.  Royalist.  Possibly  a son  of 
Bryan  Reeve  Knowles,  a custom  house  officer,  who  died  at  Manningtree  July 
1733  aged  41. 

74.  KNOWLES  Edward.  Son  of  Edward  Lloyd  Knowles  of  Soham,  Cambs., 

surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 32.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Practiced  as 
a surgeon  at  Cambridge  about  forty  years.  Died  there  Aug.  1880.  Buried 
in  Christchurch  churchyard,  Cambridge. 


I.  LACON  John  Edmund.  Born  Nov.  1810.  Eldest  son  of  Captain  John 
Mortlock  Lacon.  In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 27.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Was  comptroller  of  customs.  Of  Duntrune,  co.  Forfar,  J.P.  Died  Aug.  1894. 

N.B. — In  the  absence  of  Christian  names  and  family  information  I cannot 
be  absolutely  certain  of  this  identification.  Capt.  Lacon  had  seven  sons,  but 
this  one  fits  the  date  best.  Capt.  Lacon  was  eldest  son  of  Sir  Edmund 
l.acon,  first  baronet,  by  his  second  marriage,  and  was  probably  at  Bury  school 
himself.  Sir  Edmund  Lacon’s  first  wife  was  Eliza,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Knowles  D.D.  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  rector  of  Ickworth  and  Chedburgh.  So 
it  is  very  probable  that  her  only  son,  Edmund  Knowles  Lacon,  afterwards 
second  baronet,  was  also  at  Bury  school.  But  I cannot  include  all  the 
probabilities. 
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2.  LACON  Mortlock.  Born  Jan.  1S17.  Fourth  .son  of  Capt.  John  Mortlock 

Lacon.  At  Bury  school  1827 — 30.  Foreigner.  Died  unmarried  1865.  He 
was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  be  present  at  the  festival  in  1850.  That 
proves  his  identity  with  this  boy. 

3.  LACY  John.  Son  of  John  Lacy  deceased  of  Ludgate  hill,  London.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  June  1 738.  Foreigner. 

4.  LAKE  Charles.  Born  at  Dasset,  co.  Warwick.  Fourth  son  of  Richard  Lake, 

vicar  of  Sparham,  Norfolk.  One  year  at  Bury  under  Leeds,  then  at  Charter- 
house.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  March  1705  aged  17.  B.A.  1708. 

5.  LAKE  . At  Bury  school  1835 — 36.  Foreigner. 

6.  LAKE  Edward  Lancelot  Dewe.  Eldest  son  of  Edward  William  Lake  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  brewer.  One  year  at  Bury  school  1892 — 93.  Royalist.  After- 
wards at  Uppingham  school.  Now  in  Greene's  brewery  at  Bury. 

7.  LAMB  Edward.  Sixth  son  of  Dr.  John  Lamb,  Master  of  Corpus  Christi  Coll.,

8.  LAMB  James  Henry.  Seventh  son  of  the  Master  of  Corpus  Christi  Coll.  At 

Bury  school  1843 — 45.  Foreigner.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1855.  Fellow. 
Rector  of  Burnham  Westgate  1878  — 1903.  Now  living  at  Waterden  near 
Walsingham. 

9.  LAMB  George  Charles  Samuel.  Son  of  G.  W.  Lamb  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

bank  clerk.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 95.  Now  farming  in  Norfolk. 

10.  LAMBERT  Richard  Umfraville.  Born  at  Bradford,  Yorks.  Son  of  Richard 

Lambert  of  Bedford  row,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 48.  Three  years 
in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1847  figed  18.  B.A. 
[852.  Vicar  of  Christ  Church,  Bradford  on  Avon  1873 — 92 — . 

11.  LAMBERT  Archibald  Vaughan  Campbell.  Son  of  John  Campbell  Lambert 

of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1881 — 87.  Royalist.  Now  farming 
at  Leiston. 

12.  LAMPAYS  A.  He  is  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in 

1850.  He  must  have  been  a boy  at  school  before  1817. 
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13.  LAMPLUGH  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Lamplugh,  Canon  of  York. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1739.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Queen’s  Coll., 
Feb.  1746  aged  18.  Rector  of  Copgrave  and  Goldsborough,  and  Preb.  of 
York.  Died  1783. 

14.  LANCHESTER  Robert  Preston.  Born  at  Coney  Weston  1794.  Eldest  son 

of  Thomas  Lanchester.  At  Bury  school  between  1804  and  1813.  I include 
him  on  family  authority.  Lived  at  Fakenham,  Coney  Weston,  and  for  twelve 
years  at  Great  Barton  Place,  which  he  inherited  from  an  uncle.  Died  1846. 
Tombstone  in  Great  Barton  churchyard. 

15.  LANCHESTER  Charles.  Younger  son  of  Thomas  Lanchester.  This  boy  is 

believed  to  have  gone  to  Bury  school.  He  died  early. 

16.  LANE  . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1817 — 19.  Foreigner. 

17.  LANGHAM  William.  Son  of  John  Langham  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  March  1747.  Royalist. 

18.  LANKESTER  Frederick.  Son  of  Frederick  Lankester  of  Abbeygate  street, 

bookseller.  At  Bury  school  1842 — 43.  Royalist.  Went  to  America  and 

died  there. 

19.  LANKESTER  Ernest  H.  Boi’n  May  1863.  Second  son  of  Eustace  Frederick 

Lankester  of  Stowmarket,  wine  merchant.  At  Bury  school  1880 — 81. 
Foreigner.  Now  a wine  merchant  at  Northampton  (Lankester  and  Wells). 

20.  LANKESTER  Frank.  Born  Feb.  1865.  Third  son  of  Eustace  Fred. 

Lankester.  At  Bury  school  1880 — 82.  Foreigner.  Succeeded  to  his  father’s 
business  at  Stowmarket  in  1895.  Died  Jan.  1902  at  Boscombe  near 
Bournemouth. 

21.  LANSETER  Samuel.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a founda- 

tion scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  Died  Sept.  1731  aged  88.  Tombstone  in  St. 
James’  church  at  Bury. 

22.  LANY  Edward.  Born  at  Harrow.  Third  son  of  John  Lany  of  Laxfield, 

Suffolk.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1686.  Fellow.  Rector  first  of  Salle,  then 
of  Great  Cressingham,  Norfolk.  Master  of  Pembroke  Coll.  1706 — 28.  Died 
Aug.  1728  aged  61.  Tombstone  in  Great  Cressingham  church.  He  gave 
books  to  the  school  library  in  1710  etc.,  and  is  included  by  Dr.  Donaldson  in 
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his  list  of  eminent  scholars.  His  great  uncle,  Benjamin  Lany,  was  also 
Master  of  Pembroke  Coll,  and  Bishop  of  Peterborough,  Lincoln,  Ely. 

23.  LARGE  James.  Son  of  George  Large  of  Barton  Mills,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1 730.  Foreigner. 

24.  LATHAM  John.  Son  of  John  Latham,  clerk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1692. 

Foreigner.  (Min.  book,  f.  252.)  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1698.  Presented  to 
rectory  of  Westley  by  John  Latham,  his  father,  in  June  1705.  Died  Jan.  1718 
aged  41.  Buried  at  Westley.  He  had  a slab  in  old  Westley  church,  now  a 
ruin.  The  slab  is  now  in  the  new  church. 

25.  LATHBURY  Joseph.  Bapt.  at  West  Stow  Nov.  1690.  Son  of  Peter 

Lathbury,  rector  of  West  Stow,  Suffolk.  In  Jan.  1709  the  Governors  of  Bury 
school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ;^6  odd  a year  for  four  years  or  until 
he  became  B.A.  Fellow  of  Clare.  B.A.  1712.  Usher  of  Bury  school  Sept. 
1712  to  May  1730.  Rector  of  Livermere  1722 — 68.  Died  Nov.  1775  aged 
85.  Buried  at  Livermere. 

26.  LATHBURY  Joseph.  Son  of  Joseph  Lathbur)^,  rector  of  Livermere,  No.  25. 

Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1744.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Livermere  1768 — 1804, 
succeeding  his  father.  Died  unmarried  Oct.  1804  aged  84.  Buried  at 
Livermere.  I have  no  authority  for  including  him  among  Bury  boys,  but  he 
is  a high  probability. 

27.  LATHBURY  Peter.  Younger  son  of  Joseph  Lathbury,  rector  of  Livermere, 

No.  25.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1747.  Rector  of  Westerfield  near  Ipswich.  Died 
April  1768  aged  48.  Mural  tablet  in  Westerfield  church.  He  is  only  a high 
probability  like  his  brother. 

28.  LATHBURY  Nathaniel  Peter  Edward.  Son  of  Rev.  Peter  Lathbury,  rector 

of  Livermere.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 40.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist. 
Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1844.  Vicar  of  Godmanchester.  Died  Oct.  1855  aged  34. 
Tablet  in  St.  James’  church.  Bury. 

N.B.— Peter  Lathbury,  father  of  this  boy,  was  son  of  No.  27  ; succeeded 
his  uncle.  No.  26,  as  rector  of  Livermere  in  1804;  died  Aug.  1820  aged  59, 
being  buried  at  Livermere.  He  went  to  school  at  Woodbridge.  The  original 
Suffolk  Lathbury  was  Peter,  father  of  No.  25.  He  was  brought  from 
Middlesex  to  Suffolk  and  planted  in  West  Stow  rectory  by  Edward  Proger, 
who  had  been  a page  to  Charles  I.  He  took  root,  and  his  descendants 
remained  in  Bury  till  quite  the  end  of  the  X9th  century. 
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29.  LAWRENCE  Ambrose.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a 

foundation  scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  The  hearth  tax  return  shows  an  Ambrose 
Lawrence  living  in  St.  Mary’s  parish  in  Bury  in  a house  with  two  hearths;  and 
another  Ambrose  Lawrence  living  at  Holbrook  with  only  one  hearth  and  a 
certificate  of  poverty.  That  was  in  1674. 

30.  LAWRENCE  Robert.  Born  at  Litcham.  Son  of  Francis  Lawrence  of  Castle 

Acre.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1707 
aged  19.  Buried  at  Oxburgh,  Norfolk,  1715. 

31.  LAWRENCE  . In  Bury  school  lists  1819 — 22.  Foreigner. 

32.  LAWRENCE  Chevell.  Eldest  son  of  Chevell  Lawrence  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

auctioneer.  At  Bury  school  1885 — . Royalist.  Served  as  a volunteer 

in  the  Boer  war  ; afterwards  went  to  Canada.  Died  there  Feb.  15,  1904. 

33.  LAWRIE  Neville  Shute.  Born  Oct.  1868.  Youngest  son  of  Major  John 

Lawrie,  i8th  Royal  Irish,  of  Sloe  house,  Halstead.  At  Bury  school  1883 — 
1885.  Foreigner.  Queen’s  Coll.,  Oxford.  Durham  University.  Had 
curacies  at  Carlisle  and  Wimborne.  Now,  since  1906,  rector  of  Shaftesbury 
St.  Rumbold. 

34.  LAWTON  John.  In  Sept.  1787  the  under  master  complained  to  the  Governors 

that  John  Lawton  was  insolent  to  him.  The  Governors  upheld  the  master 
and  threatened  Lawton  with  expulsion.  That  is  all  I know  about  him,  except 
that  I expect  that  he  is  the  Lawton  who  figures  in  the  engraving  of  the  school 
play  entitled.  The  offering  to  Charity. 

35.  LAWTON  Edward  Claydon.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Thomas  Lawton, 

rector  of  Elmswell.  From  Bury  school  to  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1822.  Was 
curate  at  Walsham-le-Willows,  his  father  being  perpetual  curate.  Died  Feb. 
1854  aged  54.  Mural  tablet  in  Elmswell  church. 

36.  LAWTON  Joseph  Thomas.  Born  at  Claydon,  Suffolk.  Second  son  of  Rev. 

Joseph  Thomas  Lawton.  At  Bury  school  under  Malkin.  In  sixth  form  1817 
— 1820.  Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June  1820.  Adm.  to 
Trill.  Coll.  Oct.  1819  aged  17.  B.A.  1824.  In  1838  presented  to  the  rectory 
of  Chignal  Smealey,  Essex.  Died  Aug.  1863  aged  62.  Buried  at  Elmswell. 

37.  LAWTON  George  Warner.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Thomas  Lawton.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1817  — 20.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor  at  Eye,  Suffolk. 
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Resided  there  sixty-three  years.  Died  Sept.  1885  aged  79.  Buried  at 
Elmswell. 

38.  LAWTON  John.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Thomas  Lawton.  In  Bury 

school  lists  1820 — 22.  Foreigner.  Farmed  at  Darmsden  near  Needham 
Market.  Was  still  there  in  1874.  Buried  at  Darmsden. 

39.  LAWTON  Charles  Henry.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Thomas  Lawton.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1825 — 26.  Went  to  sea  in  the  service  of  the  E.  1.  C. 
Afterwards  resided  at  Hampton  in  Jamaica.  Died  there  March  1846  aged 
35.  Mural  tablet  in  Elmswell  church. 

40.  LAWTON  Frederick.  Sixth  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  Thomas  Lawton.  In  Bury 

school  list  1825.  Resided  many  years  in  Jamaica.  Was  accidentally  drowned 
there  trying  to  cross  the  river  Cave  in  May  1852  aged  39.  Mural  tablet  in 
Elmswell  church. 

41.  LAWTON  William  Alfred.  Born  1814.  Seventh  son  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Lawton 

of  Elmswell.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 31.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Went  to 
Tasmania.  Died  1893.  Buried  at  Georgetown. 

N.B. — Edward  and  George  were  among  the  old  scholars  present  at  the 
Tercentenary  festival. 

Joseph  Thomas  Lawton,  father  of  the  seven,  was  an  only  and  post- 
humous child.  His  mother,  Mrs.  Cecilia  Lawton,  lived  for  a time  in  Bury  in 
a house  (now  pulled  down)  adjoining  the  Norman  tower.  He  went  to  West- 
minster school  in  1787.  Rector  of  Elmswell  1810 — 63.  Died  March  1863 
aged  89.  Buried  at  Elmswell.  Mrs.  Cecilia  Lawton  died  in  1813  aged  76, 
and  was  buried  at  Elmswell. 

42.  LEATHES  Edward.  Born  at  Bury  Nov.  1797.  Fifth  son  of  Major  George 

Leathes  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Received  a prize  at  Whitsuntide  1813.  Joined 
the  army.  Became  a lieutenant  in  the  First  or  Royal  Regiment  of  Foot. 
Resided  many  years  at  Normanston  in  Lowestoft.  Died  c.  1871  aged  c.  74. 
Buried  at  Herringfieet. 

N.B. — This  is  the  only  one  of  five  brothers  that  I have  authority  to 
include,  though  probably  they  all  came,  and  perhaps  their  father  too.  Their 
grandfather,  Carteret  Mussenden,  became  Carteret  Leathes  of  Herringfieet, 
settled  in  Bury,  was  made  a Governor  of  the  Grammar  school  in  1767,  died 
March  1780  aged  81,  and  has  a tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury. 
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One  of  his  sons,  George,  became  a major  in  the  First  or  Royal  Regiment 
of  Foot,  and  then  settled  at  Bury.  He  was  made  a Governor  of  the  Grammar 
school  in  1806,  died  Feb.  1818  aged  72,  and  has  a tombstone  in  St.  James’ 
church.  His  five  sons  were  : — 

A.  George,  a major  in  First  Royals.  Died  early. 

B.  John  died  unmarried. 

C.  Henry  Mussenden,  a lieutenant  in  the  Royal  Horse  Artillery  ; was  in  the 

Peninsula  war  and  at  Waterloo  ; resigned  Sept.  1818  j died  at  Lowestoft 
Dec.  1864. 

D.  Frederick  was  rector  of  Reedham,  Norfolk. 

E.  Edward.  See  No.  42. 

43.  LEE  John  or  St.  John.  Born  at  Milton,  Northants.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  John 

Lee  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  eques  auratus.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for 
1656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  March  1654  aged  17.  Died  young.  In  the 
Bury  list  he  is  called  John,  in  the  Christ’s  coll,  admission  book  St.  John. 

44.  LEE  Fitz-William.  Second  son  of  Sir  John  Lee,  eques  auratus.  This  boy  is 

in  the  school  list  for  1656.  He  is  there  entered  as  Fitz-Lee  Lee,  which  is 
certainly  a mistake  for  Fitz-William  Lee,  as  Sir  John  married  Catherine  Fitz- 
William.  Buried  at  Richmond,  Surrey,  Sept.  1665,  and  entered  in  the 
Richmond  register  as  Fitz-William  Lee. 

N.B. — Sir  John  Lee,  father  of  these  two  boys,  lived  for  some  years  in 
Bury,  was  a Governor  of  the  school  and  regularly  attended  the  meetings  from 
Oct.  1644  till  his  resignation  in  Aug.  1665.  His  house  was  in  St.  Mary’s 
parish  and  had  sixteen  hearths.  He  died  May  1673  and  was  buried  in  St. 
Andrew’s  Undershaft,  London.  Both  his  sons  died  before  him. 

45.  LEE  William.  Born  Aug.  i688.  Second  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Lee,  baronet,  of 

Hartwell,  Bucks.  Barrister.  K.C.  M.P.  Serjeant  at  law.  Puisne  judge  of 
the  King’s  bench.  Chief  Justice.  Ad  interim  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 
Died  April  1754.  Buried  at  Hartwell.  My  only  authority  for  this  boy  is 
Dr.  Donaldson’s  list  of  eminent  scholars.  I don’t  know  what  his  authority 
was.  His  first  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Goodwin  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds,  which  slightly  supports  him.  In  D.  N.  B. 

46.  LEE  Charles.  Born  at  Dernhall,  Cheshire,  i73r.  Youngest  son  of  Major- 

General  Lee  by  his  wife  Isabella  Bunbury.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1746. 
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Foreigner.  Joined  the  44th  Reg.  Served  in  the  N.  American  war.  Wounded 
at  Ticonderoga  in  July  1758.  Afterwards  served  in  the  Portuguese  and 
Polish  armies.  Sympathized  with  America  in  the  war  of  Independence  and 
served  under  Washington.  Taken  prisoner  by  the  British,  but  exchanged. 
Court  martialled  by  the  Americans  and  suspended  for  twelve  months.  Died 
at  Philadelphia  Oct.  1782  aged  51.  Buried  at  Washington.  In  D.  N.  B. 

47.  LEE  Herbert  Henry.  Born  Oct.  1838.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Thomas  Lee, 

rector  of  Helhoughton  cum  Rainham  St.  Martin.  At  Bury  school  1851 — 54. 
Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the  army.  Is  a Major  General.  Now 
living  at  The  Mount,  Dinas  Powis,  near  Cardiff. 

48.  LEE  John  Robert.  Born  Feb.  1840.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Thomas  Lee.  At 

Bury  school  1854 — 55.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the  army.  Now  living  near 
Cardiff. 

49.  LEE  Norman.  Son  of  R.  D.  Lee  of  Maidenhead.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 

1900.  Now  in  a London  bank. 

50.  LEECH  Charles  Denton.  Born  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1819.  Elder  son  of 

Charles  Denton  Leech,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 35.  Royalist. 
Solicitor  in  Bury.  Mayor  in  1873.  Died  Jan.  1907  aged  87.  Born,  lived 
and  died  at  30,  Crown  street. 

N.B. — Charles  Denton  Leech,  father  of  this  boy  and  of  No.  51,  died  May 
1851  aged  61,  and  lies  in  Bury  churchyard. 

51.  LEECH  Henry  Payne.  Younger  son  of  Charles  Denton  Leech.  At  Bury 

school  1832 — 36.  Royalist.  Was  a surgeon  at  Kenninghall  and  Woolpit. 
Died  at  Ipswich  July  1906  aged  81.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

52.  LEECH  Charles  Denton.  Only  son  of  Charles  Denton  Leech,  No.  50.  At 

Bury  school  1865 — 71.  Royalist.  A solicitor  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Died 
in  London  July  1906. 

53.  LEECH  Alick  Charles.  Founh  and  youngest  son  of  Henry  Payne  Leech, 

No.  51.  At  Bury  school  1877 — 81.  Foreigner.  Cavendish  Coll.,  Camb. 
B.A.  1887.  Was  a clergyman  in  Queensland,  Australia,  four  years.  Curate 
of  St.  John’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  1903 — 04.  Died  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds 
I'eb.  1904.  Buried  in  the  cemetery. 

54.  LEEDS  Samuel.  Son  of  John  Leeds  of  Wellingham,  Norfolk,  clerk.  In  April 

1677  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ;^5  a year, 
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he  being  then  at  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1677.  I believe  he  was  headmaster  of 
Beccles  school,  then  of  Botesdale  school  1700 — 09,  and  then  of  Seckford 
Grammar  school  at  Woodbridge  1709 — 27.  Died  March  1727.  Buried  at 
Woodbridge.  He  does  not  appear  to  have  been  a clergyman,  though  at  that 
time  schoolmasters  generally  were. 

55.  LEEDS  Samuel.  Eldest  son  of  Edward  Leeds,  headmaster  of  Bury  school. 

Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1701.  Fellow  of  Queen’s.  Rector  of  Little  Saxham 
1720 — 50.  Died  April  1750  aged  70.  Buried  at  Little  Saxham.  A tablet 
on  the  outside  of  Little  Saxham  church  says  that  he  left  ;!^2oo  for  foreign 
missions  and  made  William  Crofts  his  heir. 

56.  LEEDS  Edward.  Second  son  of  Edward  Leeds,  headmaster  of  Bury  school. 

Adm.  to  Peterhouse  from  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmund  May  1700 
aged  r6.  B.A.  1703.  Usher  at  Bury  school  from  Dec.  1707  to  Sept.  1712. 
Had  the  livings  of  Hemingstone,  Shottisham,  Sutton  and  Ramsholt  in  Suffolk. 
Died  1765.  Dr.  Randall  brings  these  two  boys  into  his  list: — Fratresque 
Leodibus  orti,  Queis  decus  est  tanti  docta  senecta  patris. 

N.B. — Edward  Leeds,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  born  at  Tittleshall, 
Norfolk,  son  of  Samuel  Leeds,  rector.  He  went  to  school  there  under  Briggs, 
and  was  admitted  to  Christ’s  Coll.  June  1642  aged  16.  He  became  head- 
master of  Newark  school,  and  in  Sept.  1663  came  from  there  to  be  headmaster 
of  Bury  school.  He  held  the  post  till  his  death  in  Nov.  1707  aged  80. 
Buried  at  Ingham.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Randall,  whose  list  of  scholars 
in  Latin  verse  I am  often  quoting. 

57.  LEEDS  . In  Bury  school  list  1817.  Second  form.  Foreigner. 

58.  LEEDS  . In  Bury  school  list  1817 — 19.  Second  form.  Foreigner. 

59.  LEEDS  . In  Bury  school  list  1820 — 21.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — I imagine  that  these  last  three  boys  are  descendents  of  the  head- 
master. His  younger  son,  Edward,  No.  56,  had  a son,  Edward,  a surgeon  at 
Hemingstone,  who  died  July  1786,  aged  70,  and  was  buried  at  Hemingstone. 
He  is  likely  to  have  gone  to  the  school  whereat  his  father  had  been  usher  and 
his  grandfather  headmaster,  but  I have  no  authority  to  include  him.  A 
pedigree  in  the  Jermyn  MSS.  gives  him  six  sons  living  at  Barham,  Heming- 
stone and  thereabouts.  But  none  of  them  seem  to  have  had  a son,  so  that  I 
do  not  know  who  these  three  are.  Possibly  the  pedigree  errs. 
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60.  LEET  Jenkin.  Son  of  John  Leet  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  tailor.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Oct.  1740.  Royalist. 

61.  REGARD  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Ganton,  Yorks.,  June  1660.  Second  son  of  Sir 

John  Regard,  first  baronet.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April 
1677  aged  16,  Did  not  graduate.  Died  unmarried.  Will  proved  at  York 
April  1688. 

62.  REGARD  William.  Bapt.  at  York  March  1663.  Third  son  of  Sir  John 

Regard.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1677  aged  14. 

B.A.  1680.  Vicar  of  Tardebigge,  co.  Worcester. 

N.B. — Dr.  Leeds  includes  this  name  among  his  Yorkshire  scholars, 
writing  it  Re  Gard.  The  Christ’s  Coll,  admission  book  shows  that  these  two 
boys  came;  and  very  likely  the  eldest  and  youngest  sons,  John  and 
Widdrington,  came  also. 

63.  LE  GRICE  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Re  Grice. 

At  school  thereunder  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Dec.  1700  aged  18.  B.A. 
1704.  I presume  that  he  is  the  John  Re  Grice  who  is  at  Bury  in  the  poll 
book  of  1727. 

64.  LE  GRICE  Charles.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Charles  Re  Grice, 

attorney.  Grandson  of  No.  63.  Uncle  of  No.  65.  Educated  privately  by 
Mr.  Steggolds.  Adm.  to  John’s  July  1762  aged  19.  B.A.  1766.  Preacher 
at  St.  James’  church  at  Bury  1778 — 92.  Rector  of  Thwaite,  Suffolk,  1775 — 
1792.  Rector  of  Wickhampton,  Norfolk,  1785 — 92.  Died  April  1792  aged 
50.  Buried  at  Thwaite.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy  that  I know  of. 

65.  LE  GRICE  Henry.  Born  July  1800.  Third  son  of  John  Re  Grice  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds.  Left  Bury  school  before  1817,  and  therefore  not  in  the  lists. 
Was  present  at  the  festival  in  1850  as  an  old  scholar.  Was  a solicitor  at  Bury 
St.  Edmunds.  Died  Nov.  1888  aged  88.  Buried  in  the  churchyard. 

N.B. — His  father,  John  Re  Grice,  was  bapt.  at  St.  James’  at  Bury  Feb. 
1745;  died  April  1835  ttged  91,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
He  was  the  son  of  Charles,  whom  I take  to  be  the  son  of  No.  63.  There  are 
many  others  of  this  family  born  in  Bury  in  the  eighteenth  century  whom  I feel 
tempted  to  include.  They  are  likely  to  have  been  at  the  Grammar  school, 
but  there  is  no  authority  for  including  them. 
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66.  LEHEUP  Thomas.  Only  son  of  Isaac  Leheiip  of  Gunthorpe,  Norfolk.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  July  1730.  Foreigner.  Died  unmarried  before  his  father 
Aug.  1745  aged  24.  Buried  at  Gunthorpe. 

N.B. — The  grandfather  of  this  boy  was  Thomas  Leheup,  a Huguenot 
who  emigrated  to  England  from  Normandy  after  the  revocation  of  the  Edict 
of  Nantes.  He  died  Dec.  1736  aged  69,  and  was  buried  at  Hessett.  Dr. 
Randall  addresses  four  lines  to  a certain  French  boy,  who  fleeing  from  school 
departed  on  account  of  badly  written  verses.  In  piierum  quetulam  Gallicuni, 
qui  a schola  fugiens  decessit  ob  carmina  foede  scripta.  This  French  boy  was 
probably  one  of  the  many  Huguenot  refugees  who  were  in  England  at  that 
time,  and  who  are  still  there  now,  but  so  anglicized  that  we  no  longer  call 
them  French.  Possibly  this  runaway  boy  was  a Leheup.  If  so  I have  not 
got  him  in  my  list.  He  must  have  been  at  the  school  somewhere  between 
1690  and  1715.  Or  he  may  be  the  boy  Dusseau.  See  p.  122,  No.  167. 

67.  LEHEUP  Michael  Peter.  Born  at  Nacton,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Michael  William 

Leheup  of  Hessett.  Two  years  at  Ipswich,  three  at  Bury  under  Becher,  three 
at  Harrow  under  Drury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1800  aged  17.  Died  in 
London  Dec.  1837  aged  55.  Tablet  in  Hessett  church. 

68.  LEMAN  Lister.  Born  at  Alpheton.  Son  of  John  Leman.  Four  years  at 

Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1639  aged  17. 

69.  LEMAN  Edward.  Son  of  Edward  Leman  of  London,  clothier.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Nov.  1732.  Foreigner.  Five  years  there  under  Kinsman.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  May  1737  aged  18.  B.A.  1741. 

70.  LEMING  John.  Son  of  John  Leming,  rector  of  Flempton,  Suffolk.  At  Bury 

under  Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  March  1660  aged  17.  Migrated  to 
Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1663. 

N.B. — John  Leming,  the  father,  was  rector  of  Flempton  from  1631  to 
1667.  In  the  Ship-money  return,  1640,  he  is  called  John  Leman.  So 
possibly  Nos.  68,  69,  70,  are  all  of  one  name  and  one  family. 

71.  L’ESTRANGE  Hamon.  Bapt.  at  Pakenham  April  1674.  Son  of  Hamon 

L’Estrange  by  his  second  wife.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s 
June  1692  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate.  Was  a J.P.  for  sixty-five  years. 
Author  of  several  works,  theological  and  legal,  some  of  them  published  at 
Bury.  Died  at  Bury  Aug.  1767.  Buried  at  Holm.  In  D.  N.  B. 
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72.  L’ESTRANGE  Nicholas.  Born  at  Pakenhain.  Son  of  Hamon  L’Estrange. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1697  aged  16.  Did  not 
graduate. 

N.B. — The  L’Estranges  of  Pakenham  lived  at  Barton  Mere.  One  of 
these  three  is  alluded  to  by  Dr.  Randall,  who  says  he  had  a big  heart  in  a 
small  body.  In  the  minute  book,  f.  252,  a Le  Strange,  foreigner,  is  entered 
as  admitted  in  1692.  That  may  be  No.  72  or  No.  73,  or  another  one 
altogether  whom  I have  not  got. 

73.  L’ESTRANGE  Lewkenor.  Born  at  Gressenhall,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Roger 

L’Estrange  of  Hoe,  Norfolk.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  April  1697  aged  16.  Fellow.  Dean.  Lecturer.  Bursar. 
Barrister.  Died  in  college  Aug.  1719.  Buried  at  St.  Michael’s,  Cam- 
bridge. 

74.  LESTOURGEON  Charles.  Born  at  Edmonton,  Middlesex.  Son  of  Charles 

Lestourgeon.  In  Bury  school  lists  1819 — 22.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  May  1824  aged  16.  Wrangler.  B.A.  1828.  Was  a surgeon  at  Cam- 
bridge. 

75.  LETTS  Ernest  Frederick.  Fourth  son  of  Thomas  Letts  of  Sydenham,  Kent. 

At  Bury  school  i860 — 62.  Foreigner.  St.  Edmund  Hall,  Oxford,  and  Trin. 
Coll.,  Dublin.  Precentor  of  Manchester  Cathedral  1878 — 85.  Rector  of 
Newton  Heath  1885  — 1904.  Died  1904. 

76.  LEVERETT  A.  At  Bury  school  1874 — 75.  Boarder. 

77.  LEWIN  Francis  Montague  Spencer.  Son  of  S.  R.  Lewin  of  Wimpole  street, 

London.  At  Bury  school  1882 — 85.  Foreigner.  Now  a solicitor  in 

Southampton  street,  London. 

78.  LEWIS  John.  Son  of  Rev.  — Lewis  of  Benhall,  Suff.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

June  1738.  Foreigner. 

79.  LEWIS  Lewis  Elwyn.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Lewis  Woodward  Lewis,  curate  of 

St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  and  vicar  of  Leysdown,  Kent.  At  Bury  school 
1869 — 70.  Royalist.  King’s  Coll.  London.  M.A.  Oxford.  Now  rector  of 
Finningley,  Notts. 

80.  LEWKENOR  Edward.  Bapt.  at  Denham  Feb.  1614.  Only  son  of  Edward 

Lewkenor  of  Denham.  Educated  at  home  under  Mr.  Sayning.  Adm.  to 
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Christ’s  Coll.  Nov.  1629  aged  15.  Died  of  small  pox  Dec.  1634.  Buried  at 
Denham. 

N.B. — He  had  two  cousins  (see  GURNEY)  at  Bury  school,  but 
apparently  was  NOT  there  himself.  His  portrait,  his  beautiful  marble  effigy 
in  Denham  church,  his  funeral  sermon,  all  that  can  be  said  of  him  and  his 
fathers,  behold,  it  is  written  in  the  Denham  volume  of  this  series. 

81.  LIGHTFOOT  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Lightfoot  of  Ely.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1736.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1745  aged  17. 
Died  July  1748  aged  20.  Tombstone  in  the  Lady  chapel  of  Ely  Cathedral. 

N.B. — Robert  Lightfoot,  the  father,  had  died  in  1730.  He  was  land  tax 
receiver  for  co.  Cambridge  and  receiver  general  to  the  Corporation  of  Bedford 
Level. 

82.  LIMMER  . Son  of  James  Limmer  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  miller.  At 

Bury  school  1844 — 47.  Royalist. 

83.  LINCOLN  Samuel.  Son  of  Lincoln  of  Thetford,  generosus.  Adm.  to 

Magdalen  Coll,  from  Bury  school  Feb.  1651  aged  16. 

84.  LIND  John.  Born  Aug.  1737.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Charles  Lind,  rector  of 

Wivenhoe,  Essex.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1752.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at 
Oxford,  Balliol  Coll.,  May  1753  aged  15.  B.A.  1757.  Chaplain  to  an 
embassy  to  Constantinople.  Tutor  to  Prince  Stanislaus  Poniatowski  at 
Warsaw.  Appointed  by  King  Stanilaus  to  be  head  of  an  intitution  for 
educating  four  hundred  cadets.  In  1773  returned  to  England.  Called  to  the 
Bar  in  1776.  A political  writer.  Died  Jan.  1781.  Buried  at  Long  Ditton, 
Surrey.  In  D.  N.  B. 

85.  LINDSAY  John  Maitland.  Son  of  John  Lindsay,  rector  of  Monewden, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1899 — 1900.  Joined  the  4th  Norfolk  militia. 

86.  LINGWOOD  Robert  Maulkin.  In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1825.  Second 

form.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1836.  Lived  in  Herefordshire,  afterwards  in 
Devonshire.  Died  at  Cheltenham. 

N.B. — I believe  this  boy  and  No.  87  were  nephews  of  Robert  Maulkin, 
wine  merchant,  who  lived  at  Bury  in  the  Horse  Market,  now  called  St.  Mary’s 
Square. 

87.  LINGWOOD  Thomas  John.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 34.  Three  years  in 

sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1838.  Curate  of  Beverstone, 
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Woiibton,  Bicester.  Perp.  Curate  of  St.  Mary,  Maidenhead,  1865 — 72.  Was 
present  at  the  festival  in  1850  as  an  old  scholar. 

88.  LLOYD  . In  school  list  for  1820  only.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner. 

89.  LLOYD  Henry  Dyson.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  Edward  Lloyd  of  Barham, 

Kent,  and  13  Norfolk  street.  Park  lane,  London.  At  Bury  school  1846 — 52. 
Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Of  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1856.  Now 
rector  of  Runnington,  Somerset. 

90.  LLOYD  O.  J.  H.  C.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1866.  Boarder.  This  boy  and 

No.  91  are  in  the  admission  lists,  but  not  in  any  annual  school  list,  so  they 
could  not  have  been  at  school  more  than  a term  or  two.  I believe  they  were 
nephews  of  Rev.  Martin  John  Lloyd,  then  rector  of  Depden  near  Bury. 

91.  LLOYD  R.  C.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1866.  Boarder. 

92.  LOCH  T.  C.  Mr.  T.  C.  Loch  is  among  the  old  scholars  present  at  the  festival 

in  1850.  There  is  no  such  name  in  the  school  lists,  so  that  either  he  left  the 
school  before  1817  or  l.och  is  a misprint,  and  he  may  be  the  Lock  of  1829. 

93.  LOCKE  William.  Born  at  Norwich.  Son  of  William  Locke.  At  Melford 

and  Sudbury  schools,  and  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Aug. 
1622  aged  16. 

94.  LOCK  Peter.  Son  of  Anthony  Lock  of  Tibenham,  Norfolk.  Six  years  at  Bury 

under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1654  aged  16. 

N.B. — Anthony  Lock  was  rector  of  Tibenham  1596 — 1641,  perhaps 
grandfather  of  this  boy. 

95.  LOCK . Dr.  Leeds  includes  a boy  of  this  name  from  Northumberland, 

whose  date  at  the  school  must  have  been  between  1663  and  1690. 

96.  LOCK  . At  Bury  school  1829 — 31.  Foreigner. 

97.  LOCKE  Thomas  William  Spink.  Born  Dec.  25,  1829.  Son  of  William 

Locke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  corn  merchant.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 45* 
Royalist.  Student  at  Guy’s  Hospital.  Was  in  sole  medical  charge  of  a battery 
R.A.  en  route  to  Crimea,  but  peace  was  proclaimed  during  the  voyage. 
Leaving  the  army  he  practised  as  a surgeon  for  twenty  years  at  Redcar,  Yorks. 
Was  medical  officer  to  the  West  Suffolk  Militia  twenty-seven  years,  and  to  ist 
Vol.  Yorks.  Artillery  fifteen  years.  Retired  at  age  of  65  with  rank  of  Lieut. 
Colonel.  Now  living  at  Coatham  near  Redcar.  J.P.  for  North  Riding. 
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98.  LOCKE  John  William.  Son  of  William  Locke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  corn 

merchant,  by  his  third  marriage.  At  Bury  school  1862—68.  Royalist.  Has 
been  dead  several  years. 

99.  LOCKWOOD  Edward  Isaac.  Born  1798.  Eldest  son  of  Edward  Lockwood 

of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Elected  to  Hewer  Exhibition  June  1816.  Royalist. 
Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1820.  Assistant  master  at  Richmond,  Yorks.  Curate  at 
Bedford  1826 — 46.  Rector  of  Belstead,  Suffolk,  1846 — 76.  Died  Oct.  1876 
aged  78.  Buried  at  Belstead.  He  was  present  at  the  festival  in  1850  as  an 
old  scholar. 

100.  LOCKWOOD  William  Browne.  Born  1800.  Second  son  of  Edward  Lock- 

wood.  In  sixth  form  181 7,  i8i8.  Royalist.  Was  a wine  merchant.  Lived 
in  Whiting  street.  Died  between  1837  and  1840.  Buried  at  Bury  St. 
Edmunds. 

N.B. — His  only  son  became  an  actor.  See  No.  103.  His  daughter 
married  Monsieur  Rame,  and  was  the  mother  of  the  novelist,  Ouida. 

101.  LOCKWOOD  Henry  John.  Born  1802.  Third  son  of  Edward  Lockwood. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 20.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Magdalene 
Coll.  June  1826  aged  24.  B.A.  1830.  Chaplain  to  the  Lord  Mayor  of 
London  in  1844.  Held  various  curacies.  Curate  in  charge  of  Great 
Blakenham.  Died  about  1878.  Buried  at  Great  Blakenham. 

N.B. — The  Magdalene  Coll,  admission  book  gives  Richmond,  Yorks.,  as 
his  school,  where  his  eldest  brother  was  assistant  master.  But  he  could  not 
have  been  there  long.  I imagine  he  must  be  the  boy  in  the  Bury  school  lists 
1817 — 20. 

102.  LOCKWOOD  Charles  Blomfield.  Born  Nov.  1805.  Fourth  and  youngest 

son  of  Edward  Lockwood.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 22.  Sixth  form. 
Royalist.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  July  1829.  B.A.  1833.  He  carried  on  the 
Blomfield’s  school  “at  a large  white  house  at  the  corner  of  Loom’s  lane”  in 
Bury  till  1851,  and  also  was  curate  at  St.  James’,  Bury,  and  at  Bardwell.  In 
1851  he  moved  to  Ixworth  and  took  pupils,  continuing  to  be  curate  at 
Bardwell.  Afterwards  he  had  various  curacies.  Died  Jan.  i,  1879  aged  74. 
Buried  at  Biggleswade. 

N.B. — Edward  Lockwood,  father  of  these  four  boys,  had  a school  in  Bury 
in  Mustow  street.  There  he  lived  till  he  died,  Feb.  1847  aged  80.  His 
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tombstone  is  in  Bury  churchyard.  His  son’s  school  in  Loom’s  lane  was  a 
continuation  of  Blomfield’s  school  rather  than  of  his  father’s  school  in  Mustow 
street.  I imagine  that  Edward  Lockwood  came  to  Bury  from  Yorkshire. 

103.  LOCKWOOD  William.  Only  son  of  William  Browne  I>ockwood,  No.  100. 
I do  not  see  his  name  in  the  school  lists,  but  Mr.  W.  Lockwood  is  down 
among  old  scholars  who  were  present  at  the  festival  in  1850.  He  went  on 
the  stage  under  the  name  of  Neil  Warner.  His  sister  was  the  mother  of 
Ouida,  the  novelist. 

J04.  LOFFT  Henry  Capel.  Born  at  Troston  Nov.  1783.  Eldest  son  of  Capel  Lofft 
of  Troston.  Became  a lieut.  in  48th  Regiment.  Fell  at  the  battle  of 
Albuera  May  16,  1811,  aged  27.  Mural  tablet  in  Troston  church.  I have 
no  proof  of  his  having  been  at  Bury  school. 

105.  LOFFT  Robert  Emlyn.  Second,  but  eldest  surviving  son  of  Capel  Lofft  of 

I'roston.  At  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1802  aged  18. 
Did  not  graduate.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Troston  in  1824.  His  tombstone 
at  Troston  gives  no  date  to  his  death. 

N.B. — Capel  Lofft,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  a miscellaneous  writer 
of  some  note,  a man  of  many  accomplishments,  and  a liberal  politician. 
He  inherited  Troston  from  his  uncle,  Robert  Capell  (see  CAPELL),  lived 
there  thirty-five  years,  and  then  went  abroad.  Born  Nov.  1751.  Died  abroad 
May  1824.  Monument  in  Troston  church. 

106.  LOFFT  Henry  Capel.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Emlyn  Lofft,  No.  105.  At  Bury 

school  1840—45.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Exeter  Coll., 
Jan.  1847  aged  18.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Troston  hall.  Succeeded  his 
uncle,  John  Moseley,  at  Glemham  c.  1864,  and  took  the  name  of  Moseley. 
Died  1866. 

107.  LOFFT  Robert  Emlyn.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Aug.  1831.  Second  son 

of  Robert  Emlyn  Lofft,  No.  105.  At  Bury  school  1843 — 49.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1849  aged  19.  B.A.  1854.  Ordained 
deacon.  Succeeded  his  elder  brother  Henry  at  Troston  hall  in  1866.  Died 
Oct.  1900.  Buried  at  Troston. 

LONDONDERRY  Earl  of.  See  PITT  Ridgway. 

108.  LONG  Robert.  Born  at  Reymerstone.  Son  of  Francis  Long  of  Spixworth, 

Norfolk.  One  and  a half  year  at  Bury  under  Leeds,  and  then  three  years  at 
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Norwich.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1704  aged  16.  Middle  Temple 
Feb.  1704. 

109.  LONG  Richard.  Son  of  Henry  Long  of  London.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July 
1730  as  the  son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Long,  widow,  of  Hawbury  [Aldbury]  Herts. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1740  aged  18.  M.A.  1747. 
no.  LONG  Robert.  Son  of  Henry  Long  of  Aldbury,  Herts.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 
July  1731  as  the  son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Long  of  Hawberry,  Herts.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  July  1740  aged  16.  M.A.  1748. 

111.  LONG  Charles.  Son  of  Samuel  Long  of  Newmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

P'eb.  1740.  Foreigner. 

1 1 2.  LONG  Robert.  Son  of  Samuel  Long  of  Newmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Feb.  1740.  Foreigner. 

1 13.  LONG  Edward.  Born  Aug.  1 734  in  Cornwall.  Fourth  son  of  Samuel  Long 

of  Newmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Nov.  1741.  Foreigner.  Went  to 
Jamaica  and  became  a judge.  Returned  to  England  1769.  Wrote  a history 
of  Jamaica,  and  other  works.  Died  at  Arundel  park  March  1813.  Buried  at 
Slindon.  In  D.N.B. 

N.B. — Samuel  Long,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  in  Jamaica  in  1757. 
He  is  described  as  of  Jamaica,  Cornwall  and  London. 

1 14.  LONG  Charles.  Born  in  London  1747.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Long  of 

Saxmundham.  At  Bury  school  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Emman.  Coll. 
May  1766  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Hurts  hall, 
Saxmundham,  in  1778.  Died  1812.  Buried  at  Saxmundham. 

1 15.  LONG  Dudley.  Born  at  Saxmundham  March  1748.  Second  son  of  Charles 

Long  of  Saxmundham.  At  Bury  school  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Emman. 
Coll.  May  1766  aged  18.  B.A.  1771.  A prominent  whig  M.P.  from  1780 
to  1820.  Succeeded  to  the  North’s  estate  at  Little  Glemham  in  1789,  and 
became  Dudley  North  Succeeded  his  elder  brother,  Charles  Long,  at 
Saxmundham  in  1812,  and  became  Dudley  Long  North.  Died  at  Brompton, 
Midd.,  Feb.  1829.  His  full  length  statue  is  in  Little  Glemham  church.  In 
D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — Charles  Long,  father  of  these  two  boys,  married  Mary  North, 
daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Dudley  North  of  Little  Glemham,  grand-daughter 
of  Dudley  North.  See  NORTH,  No.  32. 
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it6.  LONGE  Francis  Bacon.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  Longe,  rector  of  Codden- 
ham.  Privately  educated  under  Rev.  H.  Bishop.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May 
i8i6  aged  i8.  Died  while  an  undergraduate  Jan.  1819  aged  21.  Tombstone 
in  Coddenham  church.  Apparently  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy.

Bury  school  before  1817  when  the  lists  begin.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1822. 
Afterwards  of  Spixworth  Park,  Norfolk.  Died  1872.  Buried  at  Spixwortb. 
He  was  present  at  the  festival  in  1850  as  an  old  scholar.  I also  have  the 
authority  of  his  nephew  for  including  him. 

1 1 8.  LONGE  Robert.  Born  Nov.  1800.  Third  son  of  Rev.  John  Longe,  rector  of 

Coddenham.  One  year  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  Sixth  form  1818.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1818  aged  18.  Rector  of  Coddenham  cum  Crowfield. 
Died  Jan.  1890.  He  was  fifty-five  years  rector  of  Coddenham,  succeeding  his 
father  who  had  been  rector  of  it  thirty-seven  years. 

1 19.  LONGE  Henry  Browne.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  John  Longe,  rector  of  Codden- 

ham. At  Bury  school  1818 — 20.  Foreigner.  Downing  Coll.  B.A.  1825. 
Rector  of  Monewden.  Afterwards  lived  at  Folkestone.  Died  Jan.  1883. 
Buried  at  Folkestone. 

120.  LONGE  John.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Longe,  rector  of  Coddenham, 

No.  1 18.  At  Bury  school  1846 — 48.  Foreigner.  From  Bury  school  to 
Brighton  Coll.  Graduate  of  St.  Bees.  Now,  since  1880,  rector  of  Sternfield, 
Suffolk. 

12 1.  LORD . He  is  in  the  school  list  for  Midsummer  1713.  Royalist.  The 

Hearth  tax  return  shows  several  householders  in  Bury  named  Lord  in  1674. 
This  boy  may  be  Thomas,  of  Pembroke  Coll.,  B.A.  1724,  who  was  rector  of 
Great  Whelnetham  1726—88.  Died  Aug.  1788  aged  85.  Buried  at  Great 
Whelnetham. 

122.  LORRIMORE  James.  Son  of  James  Lorrimore  of  Sapiston,  Suffolk.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1741.  Foreigner. 

123.  LOVE  Edward  .Missenden.  Son  of  John  Love,  rector  of  Somerleyton.  Born 

at  Yarmouth.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May 
1800  aged  17.  Rector  of  Ashby,  Somerleyton,  Blundeston,  Flixton.  Died  at 
Somerleyton  Nov.  1865. 
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124.  LOVE  Edward  Missenden.  Second  son  of  Rev.  E.  M.  Love,  No.  123.  At 

Bury  school  1829—31.  Foreigner.  Became  captain  in  the  army.  Died 
July  1868.  Buried  at  Barnet. 

125.  LOVELL  John.  Son  of  John  Lovell  of  East  Harling,  Norfolk,  armiger. 

He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1660  aged  16. 
The  college  book  says  he  was  four  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens  and  two  years 
at  [Little]  Saxham  under  Tillet.  In  1707  he  sold  his  estate  at  Harling. 

126.  LOWE  Robert.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1661.  Rector  of  Ingham,  Suffolk,  for  57 

years.  Died  Aug.  1727  aged  91.  Buried  at  Ingham.  He  gave  a book  to 
the  school  library  in  1676,  which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him. 

127.  LOWNDES  Thomas.  Born  at  Westminster.  Son  of  William  Lowndes  of 

Duke  street,  London,  auditor  of  the  Exchequer.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June 
1740.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  Jan.  1742  aged  17.  LL.B.  1748.  Vicar 
of  Astwood,  Bucks.,  1752 — 97.  Rector  of  North  Crawley,  Bucks.,  1771 — 97. 
Died  Dec.  1797  aged  73.  Tombstone  in  Astwood  church. 

128.  LUARD  Thomas  Garnham.  Born  May  1821.  Second  son  of  William  Wright 

Luard  of  Witham,  Essex,  J.P.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 38.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Wadham  Coll.,  Oct.  1839.  Vicar  of  Stanstead 
Mountfichet,  Essex,  1852 — 86.  Died  Jan.  1886. 

129.  LUCAS  Edward  or  Edmund.  He  gave  a book  in  1573,  and  is  described  in 

the  catalogue  as  “ scholae  Buriensis  olim  alumnus.”  I imagine  this  must  be 
Edmund,  son  of  Henry  Lucas  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Henry  was  the  son  of 
Thomas  Lucas  of  Little  Saxham,  Solicitor-General  to  Henry  VII.  The  names 
Edmund  and  Edward  were  often  confounded.  Edmund  Lucas  died  in  July 
1575,  and  lies  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury  with  twelve  lines  of  poetry  on  his 
tombstone.  His  age  is  not  given,  but  he  must  have  been  one  of  the  earliest 
scholars. 

130.  LUCAS  William.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Eldest  son  of  Clement  Lucas. 

Three  years  at  Bury  under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1597  aged  17. 
Succeeded  his  father  at  Horsecroft  in  Horringer  in  1603.  Had  a ten  years 
lawsuit  with  Bishop  Bedell  and  was  beat.  Died  Jan.  1640.  Buried  at 
Horringer. 
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131.  LUCAS  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  March  1614.  Eldest  son  of  William 

Lucas,  No.  130.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
May  i63r  aged  17.  Gray’s  Inn  Nov.  1632.  Died  before  his  father  Sept. 
1637.  Buried  at  Horringer. 

132.  LUCAS  Gibson.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  March  1616.  Second  but  eldest 

surviving  son  of  William  Lucas,  No.  130.  At  Bury  school  five  years  under 
Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1631  aged  15.  At  first  a Parliament- 
arian and  Presbyterian  minister,  then  swung  round  and  became  a Royalist, 
D.D.  etc.  There  is  a portrait  of  him  somewhere  in  scarlet  robes.  Succeeded 
his  father  at  Horsecroft  Jan.  1640.  Died  May  1698  aged  83.  Buried  at 
Horringer.  He  had  about  ten  sons,  who  probably  all  came  to  Bury  school ; 
but  I have  no  authority  to  include  them. 

133.  LUCAS  Richard  Gay.  Son  of  Gibson  Lucas  of  Shipdam,  Norfolk.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  July  1735.  Foreigner.  Seven  years  there  under  Kinsman. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1743  aged  18.  Lincoln’s  Inn  1745.  Buried  at  East 
Bradenham,  Norfolk,  May  1750. 

134.  LUCAS  George.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Third  son  of  Gibson  Lucas  of 

Yarmouth.  At  Bury  school  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1785 
aged  17.  Tenth  wrangler.  Rector  of  Catfield  and  Billockby,  Norfolk.  Died 
at  Catfield  Aug.  1833  aged  65.  Buried  at  Filby. 

135.  LUCAS  Richard.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Fourth  son  of  Gibson  Lucas 

of  Yarmouth.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June 
1786  aged  17.  Fellow.  Dean.  Bursar.  Rector  of  Oxburgh  and  Foulden, 
Norfolk.  Died  Dec.  1847. 

136.  LUCAS  William.  Fifth  son  of  Gibson  Lucas  of  Yarmouth.  Born  there. 

Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  March 
1802.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Aug.  1800  aged  16.  B.A.  1805.  Fellow. 
Rector  of  Burgh  and  Billockby,  Norfolk.  Preb.  of  Wells.  Died  in  London 
Feb.  1859  aged  74. 

N.B. — This  boy  was  half  brother  to  the  third  and  fourth  sons.  The  first 
and  second  sons,  Charles,  of  Filby,  and  Gibson,  rector  of  Filby,  were  probably 
both  at  Bury  school,  but  there  is  no  school  list  for  their  time,  and  Pembroke 
Coll,  to  which  they  went  does  not  give  school. 
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137.  LUCAS . At  Bury  school  1829 — 33.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — I cannot  identify  this  boy.  As  he  came  up  with  No.  138  they 
would  seem  to  be  brothers.  But  if  William  has  been  rightly  identified,  he  can 
not  be  a brother.  He  is  probably  a first  cousin,  one  of  the  several  sons  of 
Rev.  Gibson  Luca.s,  rector  of  Filby.  Rev.  Charles  Lucas  is  among  the  old 
scholars  who  attended  the  festival  in  1850.  There  were  two  of  these  at  the 
time,  but  neither  seems  to  fit  the  date  of  this  boy. 

138.  LUCAS  William  Nelson.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  William  Lucas,  No.  136.  At 

Bury  school  1829 — 37.  Sixth  form-  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Trin. 
Coll.,  March  1838  aged  18.  B.A.  1841.  Succeeded  his  father  as  rector  of 
Burgh.  Died  Dec.  1861. 

N.B. — I am  not  quite  certain  of  this  identification.  From  the  book 
which  he  gave  to  the  school  library  his  name  appears  to  have  been  William  ; 
and  I can  find  no  other  William  to  fit  as  well  as  this  one. 

139.  LUCAS  Guy  Thomas,  Son  of  Thomas  Lucas  of  Cambridge,  surgeon.  At 

Bedford  school,  and  at  Bury  1887 — 89.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Hall 

1891. 

140.  LUCAS  Richard  Lancelot  Woolmar.  Son  of Lucas  of  Louth.  At  Bury 

school  1894 — 95.  Now  on  the  Stock  Exchange  in  London. 

141.  LUCAS  Harry  Audley.  Son  of  Robert  Harry  Lucas  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1896 — 99.  Thence  to  Haileybury.  Now  at  Trin. 
Coll. 

N.B. — The  above  thirteen  boys  of  this  name  are  all  or  nearly  all  of  the 
same  family,  descending  from  the  Solicitor  General  of  Henry  VII  who  built 
Little  Saxham  hall.  It  may  be  worth  pointing  out  that  its  connection  with 
Bury  school  has  gone  on  in  unbroken  continuity  from  Queen  Elizabeth  to 
Queen  Victoria.  The  first  of  them.  No.  129,  must  have  been  there  early  in 
Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign,  if  not  before,  and  the  last  of  them  was  there  till  1899. 

142.  LUCL\  Henry.  Elder  son  of  Thomas  Francis  Lucia,  owner  of  the  Bury  Free 

Press.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 61.  Royalist.  Died  Oct.  1866  aged  21. 
Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

143.  LUCIA  Horace.  Younger  son  of  Thomas  Francis  Lucia.  At  Bury  school 

1862 — 64.  Royalist.  Afterwards  at  Framlingham  school.  Died  at  Crayford, 
Kent,  Dec.  1890  aged  42.  Buried  at  Crayford. 
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144.  LUKIN  ma.  In  Bury  school  list  1822.  Fourth  form.  Foreigner. 

145.  LUKIN  mi.  In  Bury  school  list  1822.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

146.  LUKIN  min.  In  Bury  school  list  1822.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

147.  LUNT  William.  Son  of  John  Lunt  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Of  Caius  Coll. 

Sizar  March  1558.  Scholar  1559.  B.A.  1561.  Fellow  and  tutor  1562. 

There  is  nothing  to  show  that  this  boy  went  to  the  Grammar  school.  If  he 
did  go  he  would  be  one  of  the  very  first  scholars  that  the  school  had. 

148.  LUNT  John.  Son  of  John  Lunt  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  medite  fortunse.  One 

year  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1562  aged  18. 

149.  LYNFORD  Thomas.  Son  of  Samuel  Lynford.  Born  at  Cambridge  1650. 

At  Newark  under  Leeds,  and  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  July  1666  aged  16, 
optimse  spei  juvenis.  D.D.  1689.  Rector  of  St.  Edward,  Lombard  street; 
chaplain  to  William  and  Mary;  canon  of  Westminster;  archdeacon  of 
Barnstaple.  Died  Aug.  1724.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — From  the  above  entry  in  the  Christ’s  Coll,  admission  book  it 
would  seem  that  Dr.  Leeds  had  been  headmaster  at  Newark,  and  when  he 
came  to  Bury  brought  this  promising  pupil  with  him.  Dr.  Randall  couples 
together  Lynford  and  Clagett,  and  gives  them  four  lines,  than  whom,  he  says, 
the  pulpits  had  no  greater  men.  He  applies  the  epithet  ingens  to  Lynford. 

150.  LYNN  Thomas  James.  Born  at  Ufford  Jan.  i,  1802.  Eldest  son  of  Captain 

Thomas  Lynn,  E.I.C.  Died  Aug.  1817  aged  15.  Buried  at  Ufford.  I 
have  included  this  boy  because  it  is  possible  that  he  is  the  Lynn  in  third  form 
in  the  school  list  May  1817.  But  I am  very  doubtful  whether  that  is  him, 
and  if  he  came  to  Bury  he  would  be  in  the  missing  lists  before  1817. 

15 1.  LYNN  James.  Born  Aug.  1804.  Second  son  of  Captain  Thomas  Lynn, 

E.I.C.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner.  Joined 
Royal  Engineers.  Served  in  Spain  during  the  Carlist  war  1835,  where  he  was 
English  commissioner  with  the  royal  forces  under  Espartero.  Retired  from 
the  army  as  major.  Became  Lieut.-Col.  Then  lived  with  his  sister,  Miss 
Mary  Emma  Lynn,  at  Wickham  Market.  Died  there  Nov.  1878  aged  74. 
Tablet  in  church. 

152.  LYNN  Charles.  Born  1806.  Third  son  of  Captain  Thomas  Lynn,  E.I.C.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1818 — 22.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Died 
in  London  1S23.  Buried  in  St.  Peter’s  church,  Cornhill. 
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LYNN  Edward.  Born  1808.  Fourth  son  of  Captain  Thomas  Lynn,  R.I.C. 
In  Bury  school  list  1822.  Fourth  form.  Foreigner.  (1823— 24  are  missing.) 
Practised  as  a medical  man  at  Runcorn.  Died  there  in  1840  three  months 
after  the  death  of  his  wife.  Buried  at  Runcorn. 

N.B. — The  Lynns  of  Woodbridge,  a race  of  surgeons,  are  now  quite 
extinct  in  the  male  line.  Not  one  of  the  name  is  left  anywhere. 

James  Lynn  of  Woodbridge,  surgeon,  died  Aug.  1775  aged  76,  and  was 
buried  at  Woodbridge.  He  had  two  sons,  both  surgeons,  viz.  James  of 
Woodbridge  and  John  of  Ufford. 

The  elder  son,  James  of  Woodbridge,  married  Elizabeth  Wall  of 
Aldeburgh,  died  Jan.  1824  aged  84,  and  was  buried  at  Woodbridge.  He  had 
four  sons,  two  surgeons  and  two  sailors,  viz.  : — 

(1)  James,  born  Sept.  1770.  Was  with  Lord  Amherst  in  China.  Then 
practised  in  Bury,  living  in  Whiting  street.  Was  appointed  a Governor  of  the 
Grammar  school  in  1827.  Died  at  Bury  Dec.  1832.  Buried  at  Woodbridge. 
Unmarried. 

(2)  Thomas,  born  Jan.  1774.  Went  to  sea  at  the  age  of  eleven  years 

with  his  uncle.  Captain  Wall,  in  the  service  of  the  E.I.C.  Became  a captain. 

Was  the  father  of  the  four  Bury  boys.  Nos.  150 — 153.  After  leaving  the  sea 
he  became  a writer  and  instructor  in  nautical  astronomy.  Died  at  Dover  May 
1847  aged  73.  In  D.  N.  B. 

(3)  John.  Died  at  sea  Nov.  1799  aged  24. 

(4)  George  Doughty.  Was  a surgeon  at  Woodbridge  for  many  years. 

He  retired  to  Norwich  and  died  there  in  1854.  His  only  son,  George  James, 
was  born  April  1806,  and  died  1824.  As  far  as  time  goes  he  might  be  one  of 
the  Bury  boys,  but  they  are  more  likely  to  have  been  all  brothers. 

In  contrast  to  the  short  lives  of  the  last  generation  of  Lynns  stands  out 
the  long  life  of  Miss  Mary  Lynn,  sister  of  the  four  Bury  boys  and  the  early 
friend  of  Edward  Fitzgerald.  She  died  in  1903  aged  90.  The  Lynns,  Moors, 
Fitzgeralds,  Wall  and  perhaps  others,  form  a group  of  East  Suffolk  boys  at 
Bury  school  in  and  about  1820,  all  somehow  connected  then  or  to  be 
connected  later  on. 

LYON  Martin.  Son  of  William  Lyon  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  innholder.  Adm. 
to  Bury  school  April  1735.  Royalist. 
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1.  McAllister  Hugh  Cecil.  Son  of  Rev.  John  McAllister,  vicar  of  St. 

Nicholas,  Plumstead,  Kent.  At  Bury  school  1896 — 1900.  Corpus  Christi 
Coll.  B.A. 

2.  MACDONALD  . In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 22.  Foreigner. 

3.  MACE  Richmond  Henry.  Son  of  J.  E.  Mace  of  Barnet.  At  Bury  school 

1894 — 96. 

4.  MACE  John  Edmund.  Son  of  J.  E.  Mace  of  Barnet.  At  Bury  school 

1894—95. 

5.  McIntyre  Patrick.  Eldest  son  of  Patrick  McIntyre,  Governor  of  the  Gaol 

at  Bury.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Royalist.  Was  a surgeon.  In  medical 
directories  1843 — 81.  Practised  successively  at  Bury,  VVoolpit,  Bramerton, 
Hucknall  Torkard.  In  the  Bury  directory  for  1844  he  was  living  in  Crown 
street,  editor  of  The  Herald.  Died  c.  1881. 

6.  McIntyre  . Second  son  of  Patrick  McIntyre.  At  Bury  school  1835 

— 1840.  Royalist. 

7.  McINTYRE  . Third  son  of  Patrick  McIntyre.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 

1841.  Royalist. 

8.  McINTYRE  Hector.  Fourth  son  of  Patrick  McIntyre.  At  Bury  school 

1846 — 51.  Royalist.  Died  while  at  school  May  1851  aged  17.  Buried  in 
the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

9.  McINTYRE  Archibald.  Fifth  son  of  Patrick  McIntyre.  At  Bury  school 

1846 — 50.  Royalist.  Was  an  engineer  in  the  service  of  P.  & O.  Co.  Died 
at  Bury  May  1903.  Buried  in  the  cemetery. 

10.  MACKAY  . At  Bury  school  1854 — 55.  Royalist.  I do  not  know 

whether  this  is  a son  of  Col.  John  McKay,  who  afterwards  commanded  the 
2nd  Bait.  i2lh  Regiment,  and  to  whose  wife  and  son  there  is  a memorial  in 
St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 

11.  MACLEAN  Allan.  Born  at  Clare.  Son  of  Sir  Lachlan  Maclean  of  Sudbury, 

physician.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1813 
aged  17.  Physician  to  the  Essex  Hospital.  Died  c.  1870. 

12.  MACLEAN  John.  Son  of  Sir  Lachlan  Maclean  of  Sudbury,  physician.  Seven 

years  at  Bury  under  Malkin.  Sixth  form  in  1817.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May 
1818  aged  19.  Died  April  1822. 

N.B. — Sir  Lachlan  Maclean,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  patron  and

lay  rector  of  St.  Gregory’s  and  St.  Peter’s  churches  at  Sudbury,  and  also 
bought  the  patronage  of  the  Grammar  school  there. 

13.  McLEROTH  Robert  William.  Born  c.  1785.  Eldest  son  of  Col.  Hugh 

McLeroth  by  his  first  wife.  Educated  “at  a school  in  Bury.”  Thence  to 
the  Royal  Military  college  at  High  Wickham  for  three  years.  Ensign  1798. 
Captain  63rd  Foot  in  1805.  Lieut.-Col.  1819.  Drowned  in  his  yacht  off 
Southampton. 

14.  McLeroth  Thomas  Lloyd.  Born  c.  1790.  Second  son  of  Col.  Hugh 

McLeroth  by  first  wife.  Educated  “ at  a school  in  Bury.”  Thence  to  the 
Royal  Military  College  at  Great  Marlow.  In  1807  was  a midshipman  in  the 
royal  navy. 

15.  McLEROTH  William  Bacon.  Born  c.  1793.  Third  son  of  Col.  Hugh 

McLeroth  by  his  first  wife.  Educated  “ at  a school  in  Bury.”  Then  at  a 
naval  academy  at  Yarmouth.  Was  a midshipman  in  1807. 

N.B. — I get  the  school  of  these  three  boys,  Nos.  13,  14,  15,  from  a legal 
document.  I cannot  say  positively  that  “a  school  in  Bury”  means  the 
Grammar  school. 

16.  McLEROTH  Thomas  Moore.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Jan.  1809.  Eldest 

son  of  Col.  Hugh  McLeroth  by  his  second  wife.  At  Bury  school  1819  —21. 
Royalist.  Was  apprenticed  to  a wine  merchant  at  Yarmouth,  but  ran  away  to 
sea  in  the  merchant  service.  Came  back  to  Bury  and  set  up  as  wine  merchant. 
Died  Jan.  1841  aged  31.  Buried  in  St.  Mary’s  churchyard. 

17.  McLEROTH  Harry.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Feb.  1811.  Second  son  of 

Col.  Hugh  McLeroth  by  his  second  wife.  In  Bury  school  lists  1820 — 22. 
Royalist.  Was  a midshipman.  Died  young.  Buried  at  St.  Helena. 

18.  McLEROTH  Alexander  Hope.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Feb.  1813. 

Third  son  of  Col.  Hugh  McLeroth  by  his  second  wife.  In  Bury  school  lists 
1825 — 27.  Royalist.  Went  to  America.  Died  at  Chicago.  He  married  a 
Miss  Dalton,  and  has  descendants  there  now. 

N.B. — Lieut.-Col.  Hugh  McLeroth,  father  of  these  six  boys,  had  served 
in  the  95th  or  Rifles,  was  Inspector  of  Yeomanry  and  Volunteers  in  the 
Eastern  Counties,  and  afterwards  was  a Brigadier-General  in  the  Portuguese 
army  during  the  Peninsular  war.  He  died  in  Bury  June  1840  aged  80.  His 
house  was  in  Guildhall  street  next  to  the  Black  Boy.  His  tombstone  is  in 
Bury  churchyard. 
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19.  McLEROTH  Thomas  Moore.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Moore  McLeroth, 

No.  16.  Born  July  1830.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 46.  Royalist.  Enlisted 
in  the  7th  or  Princess  Royal’s  Dragoon  Guards.  Died  of  small  pox  at  Muttra, 
in  N.W.  Province  of  India,  in  Nov.  1864  aged  32.  Name  on  tombstone  in 
Bury  churchyard. 

20.  McLEROTH  Harry  Ramsay.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Moore  McLeroth,  No. 

16.  Went  to  school  at  Colchester.  Enlisted  in  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards,  and 
died  from  his  horse  falling  on  him  Feb.  1870  aged  34.  Name  on  tombstone 
in  Bury  churchyard.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

21.  McLEROTH  Robert  Hugh.  Third  son  of  Robert  Moore  McLeroth,  No.  16. 

Went  to  school  at  Colchester.  Was  a sailor  on  a man  of  war.  Was  injured, 
and  after  some  time  at  Greenwich  Hospital  was  sent  back  to  Bury  incurable. 
Died  Dec.  1885.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury.  NOT  a Grammar  school 
boy. 

22.  MACNAB  Francis  Charles  Alexander.  Third  son  of  Robert  Macnab  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  M.D.  At  Bury  school  Jan.  1889 — . Royalist.  Gazetted 

to  the  Buffs  1897.  Served  in  India  and  Burmah.  Died  of  malarial  fever  in 
Upper  Burmah  in  1901.  He  had  just  been  nominated  adjutant  to  the 
regiment. 

23.  MACRO  Thomas.  Born  1649.  Son  of  Thomas  Macro  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

He  was  at  Bury  school  in  1665  when  they  moved  from  Eastgate  street  to 
Northgate  street,  and  was  one  of  those  who  wrote  verses  on  the  occasion. 
Was  chief  alderman  in  Bury  in  1689.  Made  a fortune  as  a grocer.  Bought 
Little  Haugh  estate  in  Norton.  He  had  a quarrel  with  Mr.  Leeds  the  head- 
master. See  Lord  Bristol’s  Letters,  Nos.  188,  189.  Died  May  1737  aged  88. 
Tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury. 

N.B. — Thomas  Macro,  father  of  this  boy,  died  Sept.  1701  aged  86,  and 
has  a tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury.  The  Macros’  house  in  Bury 
was  Cupola  house  in  the  Meat  Market.  In  three  successive  generations, 
Thomas,  Thomas  and  Cox  reached  the  ages  of  86,  88  and  84  respectively, 
showing  also  much  business  capacity  and  intellectual  vigour  combined  with 
their  bodily  powers. 

24.  MACRO  Ralph.  Younger  son  of  Thomas  Macro  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Trin. 

Coll.  M.B.  1684.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1695.  I think 
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he  was  a medical  man  in  London.  He  was  dead  before  1728.  He  left  his 
sister  his  share  in  Wills’  Coffee  House  in  London. 

25.  MACRO  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Macro  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

No.  23,  who  is  called  druggist  in  the  Cains  Coll,  book  and  grocer  in  the  Bury 
book.  Seven  years  at  Bury  school.  In  April  1700  the  Governors  granted 
him  an  exhibition  of  ;^6  odd  a year.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1700  aged  18. 
B.A.  1704.  D.D.  1722.  Seventh  wrangler.  Fellow.  Dean.  Bursar. 
University  librarian.  Vicar  of  Babraham.  Rector  of  Hockwold  and  Wilton 
1720 — 43.  Preacher  at  St.  James’  in  Bury  1721.  Minister  of  St.  Nicholas, 
Yarmouth,  1722—43.  Died  1743.  Buried  at  Yarmouth. 

Dr.  Randall  addresses  twelve  lines  full  of  gratitude  to  Macro  of  Caius, 
Rebus  in  angustis  qui  mihi  fidus  erat. 

That  must  be  this  man.  There  are  also  eighteen  lines  to  Thomas  Macro, 
the  father. 

26.  MACRO  Cox.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Macro, 

No.  23.  At  school  there  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Jan.  1702  aged  18. 
D.D.  1717.  Studied  at  Leyden  University.  Chaplain  to  George  II. 
Succeeded  to  his  father's  estate  at  Norton.  Had  the  staircase  and  ceiling 
there  painted.  Made  a valuable  collection  of  paintings,  coins,  and  books. 
Died  at  Norton  Feb.  1767  aged  84.  Buried  there.  In  D.  N.  B.,  which,  I 
think  wrongly,  calls  him  eldest  son. 

27.  MACRO  Ralph.  Son  of  Thomas  Macro  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  23. 

Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds  and  Randall.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July 
1713  aged  16.  Ninth  wrangler.  Fellow.  D.D.  1728.  Preacher  at  the  Rolls 
Chapel.  Chaplain  to  the  King.  Died  at  Bath  Oct.  1728.  Buried  in  the 
abbey  church. 

There  is  a letter  to  him  from  John,  Lord  Bristol,  dated  Ickworth,  Oct. 
21,  1727,  and  thus  curiously  addressed: — To  ye  Right  Reverend  that  would 
be  and  ye  wrongly  ungrateful  that  must  be,  Ralph  Macro.  11.  p.  25.  In 
an  account  of  Cupola  house  in  Proc.  Suff.  Arch.  Inst.  III.  378,  Mr.  Samuel 
Tymnis  has  confounded  the  uncle  and  nephew.  Nos.  24  and  27,  and  rolled 
them  into  one. 

28.  MACRO  . This  boy  without  a Christian  name  is  in  the  school  list  for 

midsummer  1713.  Royalist.  He  is  probably  Ralph,  No.  27;  but  as  it  is 
just  possible  that  he  is  a younger  brother,  I give  him  a separate  number.

29.  MAUDOCKS  Charles.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1737, 

being  described  as  of  Troston,  armiger.  I presume  he  is  a son  of  Robert 
Maddocks  of  Troston,  who  died  in  1735.  Robert  Maddocks’  widow  married 
Rev.  Benjamin  Brundish.  (See  p.  47,  No.  325.)  She  survived  him  till  1763, 
when  Troston  passed  to  her  nephew,  Edward  Capel.  (See  p.  60,  No.  27.) 
So  I presume  Charles  Maddocks  died  young. 

30.  MAITLAND  Pelham  Thomas.  Son  of  Gilbert  George  Maitland  of  Madras, 

armiger.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 32.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
Magdalene  Coll.  June  1832  aged  i8.  B.A.  1838.  Ordained  1839.  Rector 
of  Fradswell,  Staffs.,  1851 — 56.  Vicar  of  St.  James,  Wolverhampton,  1856 — • 
1863.  Chaplain  at  Naples  1863 — 75.  Vicar  of  Birchfield,  Staffs.,  1875 — 9^- 
Died  c.  T891. 

31.  MAJOR . At  Bury  school  1829 — 33.  Royalist. 

N.B. — This  may  be  a son  of  Henry  Major,  who  died  May  1854  aged  87, 
and  has  a stone  in  Bury  churchyard.  Three  more  (apparently)  sons  lie  in  the 
cemetery,  viz.  : — Henry  died  186 1 aged  57;  William  died  1884  aged  78; 
Josiah  died  1898  aged  86.  These  are  all  too  old  to  fit  the  date  at  school. 

32.  MAKIN  Leonard  Walter.  Son  of  L.  F.  Makin  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  grocer. 

At  Bury  school  1898—1901. 

33.  MALKIN  Benjamin  Heath.  Born  at  Hackney,  Middlesex.  Eldest  son  of 

Benjamin  Heath  Malkin,  headmaster.  At  Bury  school  under  his  father. 
Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Sept.  1814.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Sept.  1813 
aged  17.  Third  wrangler.  Fellow.  A judge  of  the  supreme  court  at 
Calcutta.  Knighted.  Died  at  Calcutta  Oct.  1837  aged  40. 

34.  MALKIN  Frederick.  Born  at  Hackney.  Second  son  of  Benjamin  Heath 

Malkin,  headmaster.  At  Bury  school  under  his  father.  Captain  of  the  school 
in  1817,  1818,  18(9.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1818.  Sen.  Classic.  First 
Chancellor’s  Medallist.  Fellow.  Author  of  a History  of  Greece.  Died  May 
1830  aged  28. 

35.  MALKIN  Arthur  Thomas.  Born  at  Hackney,  Middlesex.  Third  son  of 

Benjamin  Heath  Malkin,  headmaster.  Five  years  in  sixth  form  1817 — 21. 
Captain  in  1821.  Foreigner.  Elected  to  Dean  Sudbury  exhibition  Feb. 
1822.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  July  1820  aged  18  {i.e.  when  he  went  into 
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residence).  First  class  Class.  Trip.  1825.  Wrote  for  the  Society  for  Diffusion 
of  Useful  Knowledge.  Was  an  oarsman  and  alpine  climber.  Died  c.  1888 
aged  85. 

36.  MALKIN  Charles  John.  Born  April  1808.  Youngest  son  of  Benjamin 

Heath  Malkin,  headmaster.  At  Bury  school  1817 — 25.  Four  years  in 
sixth  form.  Second  in  the  school  in  May  1825.  Died  Nov.  1825  aged  17. 
Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

37.  MALLOWS  Edward.  Son  of  John  Mallows  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Town 

Clerk.  At  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1614  aged 
14.  His  uncle,  Edward  Mallows,  a London  citizen,  left  him  houses  in 
London  etc. 

38.  MALTBY  Henry  Joseph.  Born  at  Shrewsbury.  Son  of  Edward  Maltby, 

Bishop  of  Durham.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 31.  Sixth  form.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  May  1831  aged  19.  Rector  of  Eaglescliffe,  Canon  of  Durham.  Died 
at  Durham  Nov.  1863. 

N.B. — His  father  had  been  domestic  chaplain  to  Bishop  Pretyman,  an 
old  Bury  boy,  who  may  have  recommended  his  old  school.  Bishop  of 
Chichester  1831.  Durham  1836.  Died  July  1859  aged  89. 

39.  MALTYWARD  Geoffrey.  Bapt.  at  Rougham  1640.  Eldest  son  of  Robert 

Maltyward  of  Rougham,  barrister.  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656.  He 
married  Frances  Everard,  the  heiress  of  Thurston  hall  manor  in  Hawkedon. 
Died  Sept.  1719  aged  79.  Tombstone  in  Hawkedon  church. 

40.  MALTYWARD  John.  Son  of  Robert  Maltyward  of  Rougham.  In  the  Bury 

school  list  for  1656.  Six  years  there  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
June  1662  aged  16.  Gray’s  Inn  1664.  Living  in  Dec.  1689. 

41.  MALTYWARD  Robert.  Born  1673.  Eldest  son  of  Geoffrey  Maltyward, 

No.  39.  Succeeded  to  his  mother’s  estate  at  Hawkedon.  Died  Aug.  1728 
aged  55.  Buried  at  Hawkedon. 

42.  MALTYWARD  Everard.  Younger  son  of  Geoffrey  Maltyward,  No.  39. 

Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1707.  Rector  of  Hawkedon  1709 — 1728.  Died  June 
1728  aged  44.  Buried  at  Hawkedon. 

N.B. — Dr.  Leeds  includes  Maltyward  among  his  pupils  from  Suffolk. 
Nos.  39  and  40  could  barely  have  been  there  in  his  time.  I have  therefore 
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included  the  two  sons  of  No.  39,  though  I have  no  proof  of  them.  But  they 
are  very  high  probabilities. 

43.  MALYN  John.  Son  of  Rev.  Robert  Malyn,  deceased,  of  Occold,  Suffolk. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  jan.  1740.  Foreigner.  Pembroke  Coll.  M.A.  1750. 

44.  MALYN  Robert.  Son  of  Rev.  Robert  Malyn,  deceased,  of  Occold.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1740.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B. A.  1753. 

N.B. — Robert  Malyn,  father  of  these  two  boys,  died  1736  aged  32.  He 
was  also  rector  of  Mellis. 

45.  MAN  James.  Born  at  Lakenheath,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Edward  Mann.  Five 

years  at  Bury  school.  Adm.  to  King’s  Coll.  Feb.  1635.  Adm.  to  Christ’s 
Coll.  1637  aged  18. 

46.  MANISTREE  . This  boy  without  a Christian  name  is  in  the  Bury  school 

list  for  Midsummer  1713.  Foreigner.  He  may  be  Edward,  father  of  the 
next  boy,  or  John  of  Corpus  Coll.,  B.A.  1724. 

Edmund  Manistree  occupied  a small  house  in  Pakenham  in  1674. 

47.  MANISTREE  Robert.  Son  of  Edward  Manistree  of  Pakenham,  Suffolk. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1739.  Foreigner. 

48.  MANLEY . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist. 

49.  MANN  Charles  Philip.  Born  at  Burford,  Oxfordshire.  Son  of  Thomas 

Mann.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 4^-  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June 
1852  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate. 

50.  MANN  Deane.  Son  of Mann.  At  Bury  school  1897 — 1900.  Royalist. 

51.  MANNING  William.  Son  of  Mr.  Manning  of  Preston,  clerk.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

52.  MANNING  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Manning  of  Diss.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Feb.  1740.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1741  aged  18.  Buried 
at  Diss  Dec.  1743. 

53.  MANNING  William.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Manning  of  Diss.  Six  years  at 

Bury  under  Laurents  and  two  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition 
Jan.  1790.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1788  aged  17.  Ninth  wrangler. 
Fellow.  Dean.  Rector  of  Weeting  and  Diss.  Died  Jan.  1857.  Buried  at  Diss. 
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54.  MANNING  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Manning  of  Diss.  One  year  at 

Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1790  aged  18.  Friend  of 
Charles  Lamb.  Took  pupils  at  Cambridge.  Afterwards  travelled  in  China. 
Died  at  Bath  May  1840.  Buried  at  Bath.  His  Journey  to  Lhassa  published 
in  1876. 

55.  MANNING  William  Woodward.  Born  March  1822.  Eldest  son  of  Rev. 

William  Manning,  rector  of  Diss.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Foreigner.  A 
barrister,  but  did  not  practice.  Lived  at  Abergavenny.  J.P.  for  Monmouth- 
shire. Buried  at  Veytaux,  Canton  Vaud. 

56.  MANNING  George  Howell.  Son  of  George  Manning  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

editor  of  The  Bury  Post.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 97.  Now  in  the  War  office. 

57.  MANNING  Herbert  Chaucer.  Son  of  George  Manning  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1896 — 97. 

58.  MANNINGS  Philip  George.  Son  of  H.  J.  Mannings  of  Richmond.  At  Bury 

school  1895 — 97.  Now  mining  in  Cornwall. 

59.  MANNINGS  Cecil  Hugh.  Son  of  H.  J.  Mannings  of  Richmond.  At  Bury 

school  1895 — 99. 

60.  MANNOCK  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Mannock  of  Fornham.  At  school  at 

Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1599  aged  17.  Of  Fornharn  All  Saints. 
Died  Feb.  1611  aged  about  29  years,  as  his  tablet  in  Fornham  church  says. 

61.  MANTHORPE  Daniel  Levett.  Born  1803.  Eldest  son  of  Manthorpe 

of  Woodbridge.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1817,  1818.  Foreigner.  Was  a 
medical  man  at  Thorpe-le-Soken,  Essex.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  present 
at  the  school  festival  in  1850.  Died  May  1869  aged  66.  Buried  at  Thorpe. 

62.  MANTHORPE  . At  Bury  school  1819 — 20.  Foreigner.  No.  61  had 

three  brothers,  Samuel,  Edwin  and  William.  The  representatives  of  the  family 
cannot  tell  me  which  of  them  is  this  boy.  Samuel  was  a chemist  at  Colchester 
in  and  about  1839.  William  was  a medical  man. 

63.  MAPLETOFT  John.  Born  1687.  Son  of  John  Mapletoft  of  Hunts,  physician 

and  divine.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1731,  either  as  an  old 
scholar,  or,  perhaps,  only  as  the  father  of  a present  one.  (See  No.  64.) 
Rector  of  Broughton  1718 — 53;  of  Byfield,  Northants,  1721  — 53.  Died  at 
Byfield  May  1763.  As  the  giving  of  a book  to  the  school  library  is  the  only 
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leg  on  which  he  stands,  he  cannot  be  considered  a certainty;  but  a Suffolk 
connection  makes  him  probable. 

64.  MAPLETOFT  Robert.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Mapletoft  of  Byfield,  No.  63. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1730.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1743. 

65.  MAPLESTONE  . In  Bury  school  list  1821.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

66.  MARGETTS  John  Peck.  Born  Jan.  1805.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Margetts 

of  Hemingford  Grey.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1817 — 20.  Foreigner.  Was 
in  the  Civil  Service.  Died  Oct.  1888.  Buried  at  Lillington,  co.  Warwick. 

67.  MARGETTS  Edward.  Born  Aug.  1807.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Margetts. 

At  Bury  school  1819 — 20.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor  at  Huntingdon, 
Died  Dec.  1880  aged  73.  Buried  at  Leamington. 

N.B. — It  is  not  quite  clear  how  many  boys  of  this  name  are  in  the  school 
lists.  There  is  a third  form  boy  in  1817,  none  in  1818,  two  each  in  1819  and 
1820.  The  boy  of  1817  might  have  been  ill  or  accidentally  omitted  in  1818, 
and  so  be  the  same  as  the  elder  boy  of  1819.  Or  he  may  be  another  boy. 
As  there  is  no  other  brother  whose  age  will  suit  he  is  probably  the  same  boy.

69.  MARKBY  Thomas.  Born  at  Duxford  Oct.  1823.  Eldest  son  of  Rev. 

William  Henry  Markby,  No.  68.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 42.  Six  years  in 
sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March 
1842  aged  18.  First  class  Class.  Trip.  Tutor  of  Trin.  Hall.  Died  at 
Cambridge  March  1870  aged  46. 

70.  MARKBY  Henry.  Born  Nov.  1824.  Second  son  of  Rev.  William  Henry 

Markby,  No.  68.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 42.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Was 
a solicitor.  Died  in  London  April  1897.  Buried  at  Paddington  cemetery. 

71.  MARKBY  John  Randall.  Third  son  of  Rev.  William  Henry  Markby,  No.  68. 

At  Bury  school  1839 — 41.  Foreigner.  Died  in  London  Sept.  1901.  Buried 
at  Paddington  cemetery. 

72.  MARKBY  William.  Born  May  1829.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  William  Henry 

Markby,  No.  68.  At  Bury  school  1839 — 46.  Four  years  in  sixth  form. 
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Foreigner.  Matric.  as  scholar  of  Merton  Coll.,  Oxford,  June  1846  aged  17. 
First  class  Math.  Puisne  Judge  at  Calcutta  1866 — 78.  D.C.L.,  K.C.I.E. 

Now  Fellow  of  Balliol  Coll.  Formerly  Fellow  of  All  Souls.  Now  living  at 
Headington  hill,  Oxford. 

73.  MARKBY  Alfred.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  William  Henry  Markby,  No.  68.  At 

Bury  school  1841 — 46.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor.  Died  at 
Wimbledon  1892.  Buried  there. 

74.  MARLTON  John.  Son  of  William  Marlton  of  Barningham,  gent.  At  Bury 

under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  Aug.  1621  aged  17.  Rector  of 
Bacton,  Suffolk,  1634 — 63.  Will  proved  in  1665  : “ of  Ixworth,”  to  be 
buried  at  Bacton. 

75.  MARNOCK  ma.  Son  of  George  Frederick  Marnock  of  St.  Andrew’s  castle, 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 56.  Royalist. 

76.  MARNOCK  mi.  Son  of  George  Frederick  Marnock,  surgeon.  At  Bury 

school  1854 — 56.  Royalist. 

77.  MARRIOT  . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Foreigner. 

78.  MARRIOTT  John.  Son  of  John  Marriott,  vicar  of  Finchingfield,  Essex. 

Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll,  from  the  public  school  of  Bury  July  1774  aged  16. 
Did  not  graduate. 

79.  MARRIOTT  Richard.  Son  of  John  Marriott,  vicar  of  Finchingfield.  Adm. 

to  Mag.  Coll,  from  Bury  public  school  July  1774  aged  15.  Did  not  graduate. 

80.  MARRIOT  John  Cary.  Born  Nov.  1807.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Robert 

Marriot,  rector  of  Broadway,  Dorset.  In  Bury  school  lists  1821 — 22. 
Foreigner.  Was  a merchant.  Died  Aug.  1851.  Buried  at  Narborough,  Norf. 

81.  MARRIOT  Robert.  Born  Jan.  1809.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Marriot. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1821 — 22.  Foreigner.  Was  a merchant  in  partnership 
with  his  brother.  No.  80.  Died  . Buried  at  Narborough. 

82.  MARRIOT  Edmund  Harwich.  Born  Jan.  1812.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Robert 

Marriot.  In  Bury  school  list  1822.  Foreigner.  Ordained  1848.  Vicar  of 
Fernhurst  near  Haslemere  1852 — 82.

122.  MAUL  Richard  Compton.  Born  at  Brisley.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Maul.  At 

Bury  school  1833 — 3^-  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  March  1839  aged  18.  Rector  of  Rickinghall,  Suffolk,  1850 — 88.  Died 
there  Oct.  1888  aged  67.  Memorial  window  in  Lower  Rickinghall  church. 

123.  MAUL  Spencer  Woodfield.  Born  Dec.  1824  at  Brisley.  Son  of  Rev.  John 

Maul.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 38.  Third  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s 
Coll.  May  1843.  Peterhouse  LL.B.  1849. 

124.  MAULE  George.  Eldest  son  of  George  Frederick  Maule,  solicitor  and  Town

125.  MAULE  Edward.  Second  son  of  George  Frederick  Maule.  At  Bury  school

126.  MAULKIN  John.  Son  of  Joseph  Maulkin  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.

1685  aged  16.  B.A.  1689.  Minister  at  St.  Mary’s  at  Bury  1708 — 1712. 
Died  1712. 

129.  MAYER  William.  Son  of  Ellis  Mayer  of  Finningham,  Suffolk,  grocer.  Five 

years  at  Bury  under  Leeds ; then  three  years  at  Stoke  Ash.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  Oct.  1707  aged  19.  Migrated  to  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1711. 
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130.  MAYER  John.  Son  of  John  Mayer  of  Lynn,  attorney.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

March  1752.  Foreigner. 

131.  MAYFIEW  Charles  Jeremiah.  Born  at  Coin  Engaine.  Son  of  John  Jeremiah 

Mayhew.  Educated  three  years  at  Bury  under  Rev.  C.  B.  Lockwood  ; then 
privately  one  year  under  Rev.  D.  B.  Wells.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1847. 
Called  to  the  Bar  1852.  Practised  in  Bombay. 

N.B. — NOT  a Grammar  school  boy.  See  LOCKWOOD. 

132.  MAYHEW  J.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 69.  Foreigner. 

133.  MAYNARD  Thomas.  Born  at  Bow,  Midd.  Eldest  son  of  Hon.  William 

Maynard.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  June  1702  aged  16. 
Did  not  graduate.  In  1702  William  Maynard  gave  a book  to  the  school 
library  in  memory  of  his  son  Thomas,  pupil  of  this  school.  I should  certainly 
have  taken  that  to  imply  that  Thomas  was  dead.  But  he  was  not  dead.  In 
July  1723  he  was  appointed  a commissioner  of  customs.  He  inherited 
through  his  stepmother  the  Prescot  estate  at  Hoxne.  Dr.  Randall  dedicates 
the  oft  quoted  volume  to  him,  r7  19,  in  a preface  of  four  pages.  He  also  gives 
him  a poem  of  twenty-two  lines,  and  to  him  and  his  brother  jointly  another  of 
ten  lines,  speaking  of  him  with  great  affection.  He  died  in  1742.  A huge 
monument  in  Hoxne  church  contains  his  full  sized  figure,  with  an  enormously 
long  inscription  which  says  much  but  tells  nothing. 

134.  MAYNARD  Prescot.  Born  at  Stratford  Bow  near  London.  Second  son  of 

Hon.  William  Maynard.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Sid. 
Suss.  Coll.  April  1705  aged  17.  The  Cambridge  list  of  graduates  includes 
John  Maynard  of  Sidney  Sussex,  B.  A.  1708.

N.B. — William  Maynard,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  second  son  of  the 
second  Lord  Maynard.  His  first  wife  was  Jane  Prescot,  by  whom  he  had  no 
children.  These  were  the  two  sons  of  his  second  wife,  Susan  Eyans. 

135.  MAYNARD  John  Seymour.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  Maynard,  rector  of 

Sudbourne  cum  Orford.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 49.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Exeter  Coll.,  Oxford.  Died  while  an  undergraduate  Jan.  1850.  Buried  at 
Orford. 

136.  MAYNARD  Walter  Fawkes.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Maynard,  rector  of 

Sudbourne.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 49.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Exeter 
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Coll.,  Oxford.  B.A.  1853.  Was  curate  of  Great  Glemham,  and  afterwards 
to  his  father  at  Sudbourne  cum  Orford.  Died  at  Orford  Nov.  1874.  Buried 
there. 

137.  MEADE  Fuller.  Son  of  Fuller  Meade,  gent.  Born  at  Foxton,  Cambs,  Nearly 

one  year  at  Bury  under  Ward.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  May  1634  aged  18. 

N.B. — There  was  no  headmaster  named  Ward,  so  that  this  is  probably 
NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

138.  MEADOW  John.  Born  at  Stowmarket.  Son  of  John  Meadow,  ejected 

minister  of  Ousden.  Six  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
May  1694  aged  18.  Ordained  to  Presbyterian  church  at  Needham  Market 
Aug.  1702,  and  was  there  till  death.  Died  April  1757.  Buried  at  Barking. 

139.  MEADOVV  Edmund.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Edmund  Meadow. 

At  school  there  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  July  r698  aged  15.  Did  not 
graduate. 

140.  MEARS  Henry  Charles.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Mears  of  Hartest,  Suffolk. 

Born  at  Bookham,  Surrey,  June  1813.  Seven  years  at  Bury,  1823 — 29. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  July  1832.  Did  not  graduate. 

N.B. — His  father  lived  at  Stow  hill  in  Hartest,  which  he  had  bought 
from  Dr.  Harrington.  In  1819  he  was  appointed  rector  of  Hartley  Wintney, 
Hants.,  and  afterwards  was  curate  of  Rede  in  Suffolk. 

14 1.  MELTON  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Melton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  July  1732.  Royalist. 

N.B. — The  father  died  in  Jan.  1728  aged  54,  and  lies  in  the  churchyard 
at  Bury. 

142.  MEREST  James  Drage.  Eldest  son  of  James  Merest  of  Soham,  Cambs.  I 

have  no  certain  proof  that  he  went  to  Bury  school,  but  it  is  most  probable. 
Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  Dec.  1808.  Did  not  graduate.  Lived  for  some 
years  in  Bury,  at  34,  Angel  hill,  and  for  a time  at  the  Priory,  Fornham  All 
Saints,  where  he  buried  his  first  wife  in  1842.  Married  (2)  Maria  Dowding 
Billington  Hawes,  an  eminent  professional  singer,  daughter  of  William  Hawes, 
singer  and  composer.  Was  a commissioner  for  the  commutation  of  tithes. 
Died  at  Ryde,  Isle  of  Wight,  Dec.  25,  i860. 

143.  MEREST  John  William  Drage.  Born  June  1789.  Younger  son  of  James 

Merest  of  Soham,  Cambs.  At  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll. 
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July  1806.  Did  not  graduate  at  Cambridge.  Rector  of  Cockfield,  co. 
Durham,  1829 — 46.  Perpet.  curate  of  Darlington  1830.  Rector  of  Wem, 
Salop.  Domestic  chaplain  to  the  Duke  of  Cleveland.  Died  Oct.  1873  at  Wem. 

N.B. — James  Merest,  the  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  of  the  Moat, 
Soham,  and  died  there  May  1812,  aged  53.  He  was  grandson  to  James 
Merest  who  maried  Jane  Batteley.  See  BATTELEY  Charles. 

144.  MEREST  Henry  James.  Bapt.  at  Soham  Jan.  1821.  Eldest  surviving  son  of 

James  Drage  Merest  of  Soham,  J.P.,  No.  142.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 38. 
Royalist,  his  father  then  living  in  Bury.  Was  articled  to  a solicitor,  but  never 
qualified.  Died  at  Colney  Hatch  Asylum  Dec.  1883. 

145.  MERES'r  James  John.  Bapt.  at  Soham  Sept.  1822.  Second  surviving  son 

of  James  Drage  Merest,  No.  142.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 40.  Royalist. 
Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Feb.  1841.  B.A.  1846.  Curate  at  Brettenham. 
Incumbent  of  Branksea  near  Poole  1867.  Rector  of  Dorrington,  Glouc.,  of 
which  he  was  deprived.  Died  in  poverty  Oct.  1887. 

146.  MEREST  Charles  William.  Bapt.  at  Soham  Sept.  1823.  Third  surviving  son 

of  James  Drage  Merest,  No.  142.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 41.  Royalist.

N.B. — The  father  died  in  1707,  having  been  rector  of  Oxburgh  for  over 
sixty  years. 

149.  METCALFE  James.  Son  of  William  Metcalfe  Esq.  of  Fordham,  Cambs. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1752.  Foreigner. 

150.  METCALFE  Charles.  Son  of  William  Metcalfe  of  Fordham,  Cambs.  Died 

Sept.  1757  in  his  12th  year.  Buried  at  St.  James’,  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

N.B. — I imagine  that  he  was  a Grammar  school  boy.  His  stone  is  next 
that  of  John  Styleman,  who  certainly  died  while  at  Bury  school.

Joined  East 
Suffolk  Militia.  Was  M.P.  for  Ipswich  and  Hastings.  Baronetted  in  1804. 
Died  at  Shrubland  Dec.  1829  aged  80. 

N.B. — His  grandfather,  Arthur  Middleton,  was  Governor  of  South 
Carolina. 

156.  MIDDLETON  Henry.  Son  of  William  Middleton  of  Crowfield,  Suffolk.  Two

Two  years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1624  aged 
17.  Lived  at  Little  Haugh  in  Norton,  Suffolk.  Died  Jan.  1678  aged  72. 
Buried  at  Norton.  Fiat  stone  in  chancel. 

160.  MILESON  Richard.  Son  of  Borrowdale  Mileson  of  Norton,  No.  159.  Is  in 

the  school  list  for  1656. 

161.  MILLER  Edward.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Son  of  Edward  Miller.  Two  years 

at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  1666  aged  17.  B.A.  1669. 

162.  MILLER  Richard.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Son  of  Edward  Miller.  At  Cam- 

bridge, Huntingdon  and  Bury  schools.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1666  aged  15. 
BA.  1669. 

163.  MILLER  William.  Son  of  Gilbert  Miller  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  tailor.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1734.  Royalist. 

164.  MILLER  . At  Bury  school  1825 — 27.  Foreigner.  Probably  of  Walsham 

le  Willows, 

165.  MILLER . At  Bury  school  1838 — 40.  Foreigner.  Probably  of  Walsham 

le  Willows. 

166.  MILLER  Henry.  Born  April  1841.  Younger  of  the  two  sons  of  John  Miller 

of  Walsham  le  Willows,  brewer  etc.  At  Bury  school  1851 — 57.  Foreigner. 
Was  a brewer  and  maltster  at  Walsham  le  Willows.  Died  April  1882  aged  40. 
Buried  at  Ipswich. 

N.B. — John  Miller,  the  father,  only  son  of  John  Miller,  died  Sept.  1882 
aged  83,  and  was  buried  at  Walsham.  His  father,  John  Miller,  died  1851 
aged  87,  and  was  buried  at  Walsham.

Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Nov.  1655  aged  17.  Rector  of 
Highclere,  Hants.,  1680 — 1720.  Died  July  1720  aged  82.  Buried  at 
Highclere.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — An  account  of  his  life  by  one  of  his  sons  was  published  in  1721. 
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I tliink  he  is  there  said  to  have  been  seven  years  at  Bury  school,  not  three  as 
his  college  admission  book  says.

170.  MILLS  John.  Son  of  John  Mills  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  cordwainer.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  April  1732.  Royalist. 

1 7 1.  MILLS  Edward.  Son  of  Rev.  Bernard  Mills,  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  169. 

At  Bury  under  Garnham.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1772.  Adm.  to 
Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1769  aged  17.  M. A.  1777.  Reader  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  1790 
— 1792.  Preacher  at  St.  James’,  Bury,  1792 — i8i8.  Died  Oct.  1820  aged 
67.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury, 

172.  MILLS  . At  Bury  school  1827 — 32.  Foreigner.  ’ 

173.  MILLS  . At  Bury  school  1833 — 36.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — One  of  these  two  may  be  Mr.  J.  W.  Mills  who  was  among  the  old 
scholars  unable  to  be  present  at  the  festival  in  1850. 

174.  MINGAY  George.  Son  of  William  Robert  Mingay  of  Thetford.  Four  years 

Rector  of 
Kennet,  Wistow,  Wilby,  W.  Barkwith.  Died  at  Bury  May  1879. 

175.  MONTAGU  Edward  Proudfoot.  Born  April  1791.  Eldest  son  of  Gerard 

Montagu.  Went  into  the  navy.  In  1809,  being  a lieutenant,  his  ship  was 
taken  by  the  French  and  he  was  imprisoned  at  Verdun,  whence  he  made  his 
escape.  Then  to  Peterhouse  in  1814.  Did  not  graduate.  Went  back  into 
the  navy  and  became  a Commander.

182.  MOODY  Henry.  He  is  believed  to  have  come  from  Nottingham.  At  Bury 

school  1852 — 55.  Three  years  in  sixth  form,  foreigner.  To  Jesus  Coll., 
but  did  not  graduate.  Then  in  Suffolk  Militia. 

183.  MORE  Giles.  Son  of  Giles  More  of  Hasted,  gent.  Six  years  at  Bury  under 

Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1633  aged  16.  Rector  of  Horsted 
Keynes,  Sussex,  1656 — 79.  Buried  there  Oct.  1679.  His  Diary  is  printed  in 
the  Sussex  Arch.  Coll.  1.  65. 

184.  MOORE  Henry.  Born  in  London  1709.  Eldest  son  of  Hon.  and  Rev. 

Henry  Moore  D.D.  of  Dublin  University,  rector  of  Malpas.  At  Bury  under 
Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Sept.  1727  aged  15.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  1730. 

N.B. — His  father  was  third  son  of  Henry,  third  Earl  of  Drogheda.  The 
boy’s  sister  married  Rev.  Boulter  Forester,  who  will  be  found  in  this  list. 

185.  MOORE  Henry.  Son  of  John  Moore  of  Melford,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury

In 
school  list  for  1817.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1817 
aged  18.  B.A.  1821.  In  1844  he  was  holding  the  livings  of  Brightwell 
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(since  1831)  and  Kesgrave  (since  1828),  and  was  living  at  Great  Bealings. 
Died  June  1886.  Buried  at  Great  Bealings. 

188.  MOOR  Charles  Page.  Son  of  Charles  Moor  of  Woodbridge,  solicitor,  and 

first  cousin  to  No.  187.  At  Bury  school  c.  1817 — 22.  Foreigner.  Went 
into  the  army.  Died  in  India.

At  Bury 

school  in  1890.  Foreigner.  Gone  back  to  Winnipeg. 

193.  MORDENT  William.  Son  of  Oliver  Mordent  of  Exning,  gent.  At  Bury 

under  Dickenson.  Trin.  Coll.  1618.  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1620.  B.A.  1623. 
Buried  at  St.  Clements,  Cambridge,  Oct.  1628. 

194.  MORDENT  . This  boy,  bare  surname,  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  made 

at  Midsummer  1713.  Foreigner.  He  may  be  the  same  boy  as  No.  195,  or 
he  may  be  a brother. 

195.  MORDEN  William.  Son  of  John  Morden  of  Great  Bradley.  Four  years  at 

Thurlow  under  Harwood.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Randall.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1713  aged  16.  Middle  Temple  May  1716. 

196.  MORDEN  Arthur.  Son  of  John  Morden  of  Suffield.  Born  at  Great  Bradley, 

Suffolk,  May  1705.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Randall  and  Kinsman.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1722  aged  18.  Died  July  1724. 

197.  MORDEN  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Morden  of  Suffield.  Born  at  Great  Bradley, 

Suffolk.  Three  years  at  private  school  at  Bury  under  Mr.  Rushbrooke,  three 
years  at  Grammar  school  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1726 
aged  17.  Fellow  of  Caius.  Thirty-fourth  wrangler.  Vicar  of  Limpenhoe,  and 
rector  of  Cantley,  Norfolk,  1736 — 79.  Died  Aug.  1779.

Adm.  at  Gray’s 
Inn  Nov.  1611.  Of  Thorpe,  Norfolk.  Had  lands  at  Flempton,  Lackford  and 
Hengrave.  Will  proved  Jan.  1656.

205.  MORSE  mi.  At  Bury  school  1856.  Royalist. 

206.  MORSE  min.  At  Bury  school  1856.  Royalist. 

N.B. — These  three  boys  are  entered  as  admitted,  but  only  one  comes 
into  any  annual  list,  viz.  for  1857. 

207.  MORTLOCK  Edmund  Davy.  Born  1787  at  Cambridge.  Son  of  John 

Mortlock,  banker.  At  Bury  school  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Oct. 
1803  aged  17.  B.A.  1808.  Wrangler.  Fellow.  Vicar  of  Great  Abington. 
Rector  of  Moulton  1845—73.  Died  May  1873  aged  86.  Tombstone  in 
Moulton  churchyard. 

208.  MORTLOCK  Henry.  Fifth  son  of  Thomas  Mortlock  of  Abington  hall, 

Cambs.  Rector  of  Farthingstone,  Northants  1828 — 37.  In  his  list  of 
eminent  Bury  scholars  Dr.  Donaldson  includes  H.  Mortlock,  chaplain  to  the 
E.I.C.,  an  eminent  Oriental  scholar.  I dont  know  whether  I am  right  in 
identifying  the  oriental  scholar  with  this  clergyman.  If  not,  this  clergyman 
must  go,  as  I have  no  authority  for  him.

In  Feb.  1725  the 
Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  for  four  years  or  till  he 
became  B. A.  Rector  of  Rattlesden  1731 — 47;  Tostoclr  1736—41;  Drink- 
stone  1741 — 47. 

212.  MOSELEY  William.  Born  at  Eltham,  Kent  Elder  son  of  Thomas  Moseley 

of  Ousden.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1749.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1755 
aged  19.  Did  not  graduate.  Inherited  from  his  mother  the  Goodday  estate 
at  Fornham  All  Saints.  Resided  there  and  let  Ousden.  Died  Feb.  1785  aged 
48.  Tombstone  in  Fornham  All  Saints  church. 

213.  MOSELEY  Richard.  Born  at  Eltham,  Kent.  Younger  son  of  Thomas 

Moseley  of  Ousden.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1749.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
John’s  April  1757  aged  18.  Rector  of  Rattlesden  1763 — 78;  Drinkstone 
1763 — 1803.  Died  Dec.  1803  aged  64.  Tombstone  in  Drinkstone  church. 

214.  MOSELEY  John.  Bapt.  at  Fornham  All  Saints  Jan.  1772.  Only  son  of 

William  Moseley  of  Fornham,  No.  212.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  June  1789. 
Did  not  graduate.  In  1794  he  sold  the  Fornham  estate  to  Lord  Cornwallis. 
In  1800  he  sold  the  Ousden  estate.  Inherited  and  lived  at  Great  Glenham. 
Died  c.  1864.  Was  succeeded  at  Glemham  by  his  nephew  Henry  Capel 
Lofft,  who  will  be  found  in  this  list. 

215.  MOSSE  Miles.  Son  of  Miles  Mosse  of  Chevington  and  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

yeoman.  Six  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1575  aged  17.  Was 
a minister  at  Norwich.  Then  pastor  of  Combes,  Suffolk.  Published  several 
sermons  which  had  been  preached  at  Bury,  Needham  Market,  Paul’s  Cross  in 
London,  etc.  Died  after  16:3.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — Miles  Mosse,  the  father,  was  buried  at  West  Stow,  Suffolk,  in  Feb. 
1600,  being  brought  from  Bury. 

216.  MOTH.AM  Isaac.  Son  of  Isaac  Motham  of  Drinkstone,  gent.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — Isaac  Motham,  the  father,  died  Nov.  1662  aged  53,  and  was 
buried  at  Drinkstone. 

217.  MOTHAM  Samuel.  Son  of  Isaac  Motham  of  Drinkstone,  gent.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656. 
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218.  MOTT  MARK.  Born  at  Wethersfield,  Essex.  Son  of  Mark  Mott.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  June  1689.  Did  not  graduate. 

219.  MOTT  Nathaniel.  Third  son  of  Mark  Mott.  Born  at  Wethersfield,  Essex. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Aug.  1694  aged  17.  B.A.  1698. 

N.B. — Dr.  Randall  brings  the  Motts  into  a couplet,  linking  them  rather 
contemptuously  with  the  Potts,  but  says  nothing  about  them. 

220.  MOTT  . This  boy  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  Midsummer  1713. 

Foreigner. 

N.B. — Samuel,  son  of  Samuel  Mott  of  Colchester,  was  admitted  to  John’s 
Coll.  Sept.  1715  aged  16,  having  been  four  years  at  Ipswich  school  under 
Leeds.  He  was  vicar  of  Brent  Eleigh  1732 — 35.  Died  Aug.  1735  aged  34. 
Buried  at  Brent  Eleigh.  This  is  probably  either  the  Bury  boy  or  his  brother.

1817.  First  form.  Royalist.  Fishmonger  at  Bury.  Died  there  Dec.  1899 
aged  88.  Buried  in  the  cemetery.  I cannot  be  sure  that  I have  rightly 
identified  this  boy. 

223.  MOUNTAIN  Frank  Robert.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Mountain,  fishmonger, 

No.  222.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 49.  First  form.  Royalist.  Was  in  business 
in  London.  Died  there  about  1901. 

224.  MOUNTAIN  Edmund.  Younger  son  of  Robert  Mountain,  fishmonger, 

No.  222.  At  Bury  school  1859— 60.  First  form.  Royalist.  Now  at  Chicago. 

225.  MOYLE  Thomas.  Son  of  Brigadier  General  Moyle.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

July  1730.  Royalist.  His  mother  was  a Davers  of  Rushbrook  hall.  He 
lived  for  a time  in  Horringer  and  had  two  children  baptized  there.  The 
Horringer  property  was  sold  to  Lord  Bristol,  and  Cupola  house  in  Bury  was 
bought  from  the  Macro  family.  He  died  in  1766. 

226.  MOYSE  John.  Son  of  John  Moyse  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  hosier.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  July  1734.  Royalist. 

227.  MOYSE  Walter  William.  Eldest  son  of  Walter  Moyse,  wool,  wine  and  coal 

merchant,  and  four  times  mayor  of  King’s  Lynn.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 58. 
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Boarder.  After  leaving  school  was  in  his  father’s  business.  Died  April  1870. 
Buried  in  King’s  Lynn  cemetery. 

228.  MULLENS  Charles  Herbert.  Son  of Mullens.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 

1895.  Now  in  business  in  London. 

229.  MULLIE  William.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 

N.B. — One  of  these  names  paid  hearth  tax  for  a house  in  St.  Mary’s 
parish  in  1674. 

230.  MUMBEE  George.  Son  of  Valentine  Mumbee  deceased,  late  of  Kingston  in 

Jamaica.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1743.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — This  entry  is  puzzling.  Valentine  Mumbee  came  from  Jamaica 
and  c.  1740  bought  the  Covel  estate  in  Horringer.  (See  COVEL.)  He  died 
there  Sept.  1750  aged  55,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Horringer  church.  Either 
this  boy  George  must  be  his  very  much  younger  brother,  or,  if  George  is  his 
son,  the  word  deceased  in  the  Bury  admission  book  is  a mistake,  the  scribe 
being  deceived  by  the  word  late  that  follows  it. 

231.  MUNBEE  Valentine.  Son  of  Valentine  Munbee  of  Horringer.  Three  years 

at  Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1758  aged  18.  Adm. 
to  Middle  Temple  April  1758.  He  sold  his  Horringer  estate  in  1768.  The 
name  is  written  Mumbee  and  Munbee. 

232.  MUNNS  or  MUNS  Charles.  Son  of  Harper  Munns  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

chairmaker  (cathedrarius).  At  Bury  school  eight  years.  He  is  in  the  school 
list  for  1713.  Royalist.  In  June  1717  the  Governors  allowed  him  an 
exhibition  of  ^^6  odd  for  four  years  or  till  he  became  B.A.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  June  1716  aged  19.  B.A.  1720. 

233.  MUNRO  Sir  Thomas.  Born  May  1819.  Eldest  son  of  Major  General  Sir 

Thomas  Munro,  Governor  of  Madras.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 32.  Royalist. 
Then  to  Eton.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Christchurch,  May  1836  aged  16.  Had 
succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet  in  July  1827.  Was  a captain  in  the 
10th  Hussars.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in 
1850.  Died  Oct.  1901. 

234.  MUNRO  Macdonald.  Second  son  of  Alexander  Munro  of  Lynn.  At  Bury 

school  under  Donaldson.  Matric.  at  Oxford  Oct.  1881  aged  31.  B.A.  1884. 
Ordained  1894.  Vicar  of  Stowmarket  1896 — 1906.  Died  at  Oxford  May  1907. 
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235.  MURE  Robert.  Son  and  heir  of  Hutchinson  Mure  of  Great  Saxham.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1751.  Foreigner.  Lived  at  Herringswell.  Sold  Great 
Saxham  immediately  after  his  father’s  death  to  Tlromas  Mills.  Died  at 
Herringswell  Jan.  1815  aged  72.  Tombstone  in  Great  Saxham  churchyard. 

236.  MURE  Colvile.  Son  of  Hutchinson  Mure  of  Great  Saxham.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1751.  Foreigner. 

N.B.  — Hutchinson  Mure,  father  of  these  two  boys,  bought  the  Great 
Saxham  estate  c.  1745,  died  Aug.  1794  aged  84,  and  has  a tombstone  in 
Great  Saxham  churchyard. 

237.  MURIELL  Samuel.  Son  of  Thomas  Muriell  of  Hildersham,  Cambs.,  arch- 

deacon of  Norfolk.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  March  1636  aged  16. 

238.  MUSKETT  John.  Born  at  Fornham  Sept.  1810.  Eldest  son  of  John  Muskett 

of  Fornham.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1825 — 27.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor 
at  Diss.  Died  Jan.  1881.  Buried  in  Diss  cemetery. 

239.  MUSKETT  Charles.  Born  1812.  Second  son  of  John  Muskett.  In  Bury 

school  lists  1826,  1827.  Foreigner.  He  went  abroad  and  was  married  at 
Hobart  Town.  Died  Oct.  1856  aged  44.  His  name  is  on  a tombstone  in  the 
churchyard  at  Bury. 

240.  MUSKETT  Henry.  Third  son  of  John  Muskett.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 33. 

Foreigner.  Died  April  1848  aged  32.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

241  MUSKETT  Edward.  Born  Aug.  1825.  Fourth  and  youngest  son  of  John 
Muskett.  Went  to  Eton  in  1835,  but  had  left  before  1838.  I cannot  see  his 
name  in  the  Bury  school  lists,  but  he  is  mentioned  among  the  old  scholars 
who  were  present  at  the  festival  in  1850.  Was  agent  to  the  duke  of  Norfolk. 
Died  at  North  Lopham  March  1898.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

N.B — John  Muskett,  father  of  these  four  boys,  was  agent  to  the  duke  of 
Norfolk.  He  lived  first  at  Fornham,  and  then  at  Bury  in  the  house  looking 
upon  the  churchyard,  next  beyond  Clopton’s  Hospital.  He  died  Nov.  1862 
aged  85,  and  has  a tombstone  in  the  churchyard. 
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r.  NASH  Joseph.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Nash  of  Great  Bradley,  Suffolk.  Adm. 
to  Bury  school  June  1745.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — A flat  stone  and  a mural  tablet  in  Great  Bradley  church  record 
that  William  Nash  was  53  years  rector,  and  died  July  1783  aged  79. 

2.  NASH  John.  Son  of  Gawen  Harris  Nash  of  Petworth,  Surrey  (sic),  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1748.  Foreigner. 

3.  NAYLER  Richard.  Born  at  Offord,  Hunts.  Eldest  son  of  William  Nayler, 

armiger.  At  Bury  a year  and  a half  (per  sesquiannum)  under  the  rod  (sub 
ferula)  of  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  Dec.  1692  aged  17.  Did  not 
graduate. 

4.  NAYLOR . Adm.  to  Bury  school  1692.  Foreigner.  (Min.  Book  f.  252.) 

Probably  younger  brother  of  No.  3. 

5.  NAYLOR  William.  Son  of  Francis  Naylor  of  Offord,  Hunts.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1740.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1743  aged  17.  Did 
not  graduate. 

6.  NAYLOR  George.  Son  of  Francis  Naylor  of  Offord,  Hunts.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1742.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1745  aged  17. 
D.D.  1768. 

7.  NEALE  . He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1825.  First  form. 

Edward  Pote  Neale,  son  of  John  Neale  of  London,  was  admitted  to 
Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1820  aged  20,  having  been  privately  educated  under  Bullen. 
Bullen  must  mean  Henry  St.  John  Bullen  (p.  50,  No.  345,)  taking  pupils  at 
one  of  his  rectory  houses.  This  boy  may  be  a younger  brother  of  Edward 
Pole,  for  whom  Henry  Bullen  recommended  his  old  school. 

OR,  John  Mason  Neale,  the  hymn  writer,  was  born  Jan.  1818.  His 
father.  Rev.  Cornelius  Neale,  died  in  1823,  leaving  an  only  boy.  The  boy’s 
mother  was  a daughter  of  Dr.  Good,  who  had  practised  at  Sudbury  for  ten 
years,  and  her  mother  was  of  a Sudbury  family.  So  with  this  Suffolk 
connection  it  is  just  possible  that  the  boy  was  sent  to  school  at  Bury.  But 
I have  nothing  to  support  this  guess. 

8.  NEGUS  Francis  Colman.  Son  of  Daniel  Negus  of  Eye,  Suffolk,  attorney,  who 

married  Elizabeth  Colman  of  Ellingham.  Mentioned  in  Minute  book  Jan. 
1765  as  late  a scholar  of  this  school  and  now  a student  at  Clare  Hall.  Clare 
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Coll.  LL.B.  1768.  Was  rector  of  Brome  and  Oakley  for  44  years.  Died  at 
Brome  Dec.  1818  aged  74. 

9.  NELSON  Thomas.  Son  of  Mrs.  Nelson,  residing  at  Hunstanton.  At  Bury 
school  1883 — 87.  Foreigner. 

10.  NESFIELD  William.  Born  at  Wickhambrook.  Son  of  William  Nesfield, 

rector  of  Wickhambrook  and  Dalham.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  March 
1777.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1776  aged  17.  Fifteenth  wrangler.  Chap- 
lain to  Prince  Regent.  Had  the  livings  of  Chester  le  Street  1789 — 1828; 
Brancepeth  1800 — 28.  Died  Aug.  1828. 

N.B. — The  Caius  Coll,  book  only  gives  his  school  as  Lincoln,  six  years. 
But  to  have  got  a Hewer  exhibition  he  must  have  been  also  at  Bury  school. 

11.  NEWMAN  Warner.  Son  of  Thomas  Newman  of  Sudbury,  Suffolk,  farmer. 

Five  years  at  Sudbury,  two  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Nov.  1728  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate. 

12.  NEWMAN  William.  Son  of  Richard  Newman  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1742.  Royalist. 

13.  NEWMAN  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Newman  of  Sudbury,  flour  dealer. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1749.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1751 
aged  18.  Died  of  small  pox  at  Cambridge  Jan.  1755. 

14.  NEWMAN  Samuel.  Son  of  Thomas  Newman  of  Sudbury,  Suffolk,  flour  dealer. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1749.  Foreigner.  Eight  years  at  Colne,  six 
months  at  Bury  under  Garnham,  three  months  at  Dedham.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  May  1749  aged  18.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Foulden,  Norfolk,  1760 — 65. 
Vicar  of  Dedham  1761 — 87. 

15.  NEWMAN  Samuel  Shepherd.  Eldest  son  of  William  Newman  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1869 — 71.  Royalist.  Now  a corn  factor  at 
Port  Pirie,  South  Australia. 

16.  NEWSON  Harry  Carss.  Son  of  Henry  Newson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

auctioneer.  At  Bury  school  1866 — 68.  Royalist.  Now  land  agent  in 
Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields. 

17.  NICE  Silas.  Elder  son  of  George  Nice  of  Abbeygate  street.  At  Bury  school 

1847 — 48-  Royalist.  Was  a photographer  in  Scotland.  Died  there  aged 
about  25  years.  Buried  there. 
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18.  NICE  Onesiphorus  Pearson.  Younger  son  of  George  Nice.  At  Bury  school 

1847 — 5°-  Royalist.  K.H.S.  in  the  Burian  says  that  being  a boy  of  great 
ability  Dr.  Donaldson  advised  his  father  to  send  him  to  Cambridge.  But  his 
father  decided  in  favour  of  trade.  He  carried  on  a grocer’s  business  at  Bury 
for  many  years.  He  died  May  1903.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

19.  NICHOLLS  . In  Bury  school  list  1821  only.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

20.  NICHOLSON  Albert  Henry.  Born  at  Heavitree,  Devonshire.  Son  of 

William  Nicholson  of  Roundhay  park  near  Leeds.  At  Bury  school  1849 — S^- 
Sixth  form  all  the  time.  Captain  two  years.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  July  1852  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate. 

21.  NOBLE  William.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 

22.  NORFORD  Thomas.  Born  at  Halesworth.  Eldest  son  of  William  Norford, 

surgeon,  by  his  second  wife.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Wright,  four  at 
Ipswich  under  King,  and  private  tuition  at  Bury  under  Watson.  Elected  to 
Hewer  exhibition  April  1778.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1776  aged  16.  M.B. 
1782.  Died  Dec.  1787  aged  27. 

23.  NORFORD  Charles.  Son  of  William  Norford,  surgeon.  Nine  years  at  Bury 

under  Laurents  and  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1796.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  1795  aged  19.  Rector  of  Weston  Birt,  Glouc.,  1803 — 67. 
Died  Sept.  1867  aged  90. 

N.B. — William  Norford,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  a surgeon  and 
physician  of  note,  and  will  be  found  in  D.  N.  B.  Born  in  1715  he  practised 
first  at  Halesworth,  and  then  settled  and  died  at  Bury.  He  died  March  1793 
aged  73,  and  has  a tombstone  in  St.  James’  church.  By  his  second  wife  he 
had  seven  sons,  who  probably  all  went  to  Bury  school,  though  I only  have 
authority  to  include  two.  But  I may  here  set  down  two  more  who  are  named 
on  his  tombstone,  viz.,  James,  Lieutenant  R.N.,  who  died  aged  29  ; and 
Henry,  Captain  in  76th  Regiment,  who  was  killed  in  action  with  Holkar  at 
Deeg  in  the  East  Indies,  aged  26. 

24.  NORGATE  Thomas.  Born  at  Diss.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Norgate  of  Great 

Ashfield,  M.D.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  Sept.  1800.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1800  aged  18.  Was  ordained. 
Died  May  1810  aged  29.  Mural  tablet  in  Badwell  Ash  church. 
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25.  NORGATE  Burroughes  Thomas.  Born  at  Diss.  Second  son  of  Thomas 

Norgate  M.D.  Ten  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exliibition  June  1806.  Adm.  to  Gains  Coll.  Feb.  1805  aged  17.  Thirteenth 
wrangler.  Fellow.  Dean.  Lecturer  of  Great  Ashfield  and  Per.  Curate  of 
Badwell  Ash  till  1846.  In  clergy  list  till  1854. 

26.  NORGATE  James.  Youngest  son  of  Thomas  Norgate  M.D.  At  Bury  under 

Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1807  aged  16.  Was  ordained.  Lecturer 
at  Great  Ashfield.  Died  Feb.  1841  aged  49.  Mural  tablet  in  Badwell  A.sh 
church. 

N.B. — Thomas  Norgate  of  Ashfield  house,  father  of  these  three  boys, 
died  Feb.  i8i8  aged  67.  Buried  at  Badwell  Ash. 

27.  NORMAN  Peter.  Son  of  John  Norman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  mediae  fortunae. 

At  Bury  under  Wright.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1585  aged  18. 

28.  NORMAN  Edmund.  Son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Norman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  widow. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1735.  Royalist.  Chief  Alderman  of  Bury  1773. 
Died  Dec.  1799  aged  72.  Tombstone  in  St.  James’  church. 

N.B. — His  father,  Charles  Norman,  died  Dec.  1730  aged  31.  Mrs. 
Mary  Norman  died  Aug.  1789  aged  92.  Their  tombstone  is  in  St.  James’ 
church. 

29.  NORRIS  George.  Son  of  William  Norris,  rector  of  Kilverstone,  Norfolk.  At 

Bury  under  Laurents  ; at  Norwich  under  Parr.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March 
1785  aged  19.  Vicar  of  Geist,  rector  of  Bagthorpe,  Norfolk.  Died  at 
Norwich  Oct.  1832. 

30.  NORTH  Henry.  Son  of  Henry  North  of  Laxfield,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  under 

Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Feb.  1650  past  14.  Married  at  Euston  July  1653 
to  Elizabeth  Wingfield  of  Letheringham.  Died  Dec.  1674.  Buried  at 
Letheringham. 

N.B. — “ Past  14  ” means,  I think,  a good  deal  past  it.  His  mother  had 
died  14  years  before,  and  probably  that  is  all  it  means. 

31.  NORTH  Francis.  Baptized  at  Kirtling  Nov.  1637.  Third  son  of  Dudley, 

fourth  Lord  North  of  Kirtling.  Over  two  years  at  Bury  school.  “ Much  may 
“ be  attributed  to  the  finishing  of  him  at  Bury  school  under  Dr.  Stevens,  a 
“cavalier  master.  He  was  so  forward  and  exact  a scholar  there,  that  the 
“bulky  doctor  in  his  pedantic  strain  used  to  say  he  was  the  crown  of  all  his 
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“ endeavours.  Before  he  went  to  Cambridge  the  master  employed  him  to 
“ make  an  alphabetical  index  of  all  the  verbs  neuter ; and  he  did  it  so 
“ completely  that  the  doctor  had  it  printed  with  Lilly’s  grammar,  for  the 
“ proper  use  of  his  own  school.”  So  says  his  brother  Roger  North. 

Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  June  1653  aged  15.  Called  to  the  bar  June  i66r. 
M.P.  for  Lynn.  Chief  Justice.  Keeper  of  the  great  seal.  Created  Baron 
Guildford  Sept.  1683.  Died  Sept.  r685  aged  47.  Buried  at  Wroxton,  co. 
Oxford.  In  D.  N.  B. 

32.  NORTH  Dudley.  Born  in  London  May  i64r.  Fourth  son  of  Dudley,  fourth 

Lord  North  of  Kirtling.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  “ He  was 

“ placed  at  Bury  under  Dr.  Stevens,  but  made  an  indifferent  scholar.  He  had 
“ too  much  spirit,  which  would  not  be  suppressed  by  conning  his  book,  but 
“ must  be  rather  employed  in  perpetual  action.  With  all  that,  his  parts  were 
“so  quick  that  a little  application  went  a great  way  with  him;  and  in  the  end 
“ he  came  out  a moderate  school-scholar.”  So  says  his  brother  Roger,  who 
then  goes  on  to  tell  how  Dr.  Stevens  disliked  and  ill-used  him. 

He  was  apprenticed  to  a Turkey  merchant  and  spent  about  twenty  years 
in  Constantinople  and  Smyrna.  In  1680  he  settled  in  London  and  became  a 
leading  man  in  the  city.  He  died  on  the  last  day  of  1691,  and  was  buried  in 
Covent  Garden  churcb.  Twenty-five  years  later  his  body  was  removed  to 
Glemham  in  Suffolk,  where  he  had  bought  an  estate.  In  D.  N.  B. 

33.  NORTH  John.  Born  in  London  Sept.  1645.  Fifth  son  of  Dudley,  fourth 

Lord  North  of  Kirtling.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  r656.  “His 
“ scholastic  education  was  altogether  at  St.  Edmund’s  Bury  in  Suffolk  under 
“ Dr.  Stephens,  then  master  of  an  eminent  school  there.”  While  at  Bury 
school  his  portrait  was  painted  by  Mr.  Blemwell,  who  was  then  living  at  Bury, 
a friend  of  Sir  Peter  Lely.  The  boy  was  taken  in  the  red  cloak  into  which 
Dr.  Stephens  had  lately  put  his  boarders.  This  portrait  is  now  at  Rougham  in 
Norfolk. 

In  1661  he  went  up  to  Jesus  Coll.,  and  in  1666  became  a Fellow.  In 
1672  Professor  of  Greek,  in  1677  Master  of  Trinity.  Soon  afterwards  he 
completely  broke  down  in  health.  He  died  at  Cambridge  April  1683  aged  37 
years.  Buried  in  Trim  Coll.  Chapel.  In  D.  N.  B. 

34.  NORTH  Montague.  Sixth  son  of  Dudley,  fourth  Lord  North  of  Kirtling. 

Was  a Levant  merchant.  Kept  as  a prisoner  of  war  at  Toulon  for  three  years; 
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released  in  1693.  Made  his  home  with  his  brother  Roger  at  Rougham.  Hied 
in  1709. 

I have  no  certain  proof  that  this  boy  went  to  Bury  school,  but  as  the 
third,  fourth,  fifth  and  seventh  sons  went,  it  is  extremely  probable  that  the 
sixth  did  also.  It  is  also  likely  that  Charles,  the  eldest,  went,  but  I will  not 
include  him.  The  second,  Edward,  died  young. 

35.  NORTH  Roger.  Born  at  Tostock  Sept.  1653.  Seventh  and  youngest  son  of 

Dudley,  fourth  Lord  North  of  Kirtling.  “ My  first  launching  was  to  a country 
“ minister  [Rev.  Ezekiel  CatchpoleJ  in  the  neighbourhood.  After  that  to  the 
“Free  School  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  though  very  young  and  small.”  After  a 
year  at  Bury  school  a bad  illness.  “Upon  recovery  from  this  sickness  I was 
“sent  again  to  my  old  parson.”  Then  after  two  or  three  years  to  the  Free 
School  of  Thetford.  In  Oct.  1667  to  Jesus  Coll.  Became  a barrister  and 
had  a very  large  practice.  In  1690  he  bought  Rougham  in  Norfolk.  There 
he  died  in  March  1734  aged  80  years. 

He  left  in  manuscript  the  Lives  of  his  three  brothers  and  his  own 
Autobiography,  which  were  eventually  published,  and  from  which  I have  been 
quoting.  In  the  memoir  of  him  in  the  D.  N.  B.  Dr.  Jessopp  ignores  ' the  fact 
of  his  having  gone  to  Bury,  and  only  mentions  Mr.  Catchpole  and  Thetford. 

36.  NORTH  Henry.  Only  son  of  Sir  Henry  North,  first  baronet,  of  Mildenhall. 

Adm.  to  Gray’s  Inn  Nov.  1647.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet 
Aug.  1671.  M.P.  for  Suffolk  1685 — 87.  Died  unmarried  July  1695.  Some 
books  were  given  by  him  to  the  school  library  in  1695.  He  is  described  in 
the  catalogue  as  eques  auratus. 

NORTH  Dudley  Long.  See  LONG  Dudley. 

37.  NORTON  Thomas.  Born  1684.  Son  of  Colonel  William  Norton  of  Wellow, 

Hants.  Went  into  the  army.  Became  Colonel.  In  Dec.  1708  succeeded 
his  uncle.  Major  Richard  Norton,  at  Ixworth  abbey,  Suffolk.  M.P.  for  Bury 
1727 — 47.  Deputy  Governor  of  Chelsea  Hospital  1730.  Died  1748. 

I must  explain  on  what  grounds  I include  him.  In  his  volume,  published 
1719,  Dr.  Randall  has  a poem  to  certain  youths  who  served  in  Flanders  under 
Marlborough.  The  first  whom  he  names  is  Norton. 

Nortonum  imprimis  schola  regia  jactat  alumnum. 

Quern  novit  fortem  Belgica  terra  ducem. 
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I take  this  to  mean  Thomas  Norton  of  Ixworth,  not  seeing  anyone  else  who 
it  can  be. 

There  are  also  twenty-eight  lines  on  the  death  of  his  wife,  who  was 
Frances,  daughter  of  Sir  Compton  Felton  of  Playford. 

38.  NORTON  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Ixworth  July  1715.  Only  son  of  Colonel 

Thomas  Norton  of  Ixworth,  No.  37.  Instructed  at  Playford  under  Mr.  James 
Doyly,  his  mother  being  a Felton  of  Playford.  Adm.  to  Sidney  Sussex  Coll. 
May  1732  in  his  sixteenth  year.  Entered  as  son  of  Thomas  Norton,  tribuni 
militum.  Did  not  graduate.  Married  in  1734  to  Isabella  Hutchinson  of 
Westminster.  Lived  at  Ipswich.  Died  1781.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy 
that  I know  of. 

39.  NORTON  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  [sic]  Norton  of  Ipswich.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Aug.  1748.  Foreigner.  The  Bury  school  admission  book  often  gives 
the  father  a wrong  Christian  name,  and  I feel  pretty  sure  that  that  is  the  case 
here.  This  boy  must  be  a son  of  Richard  (not  Thomas)  Norton,  No.  38. 
He  must  have  died  young,  before  his  father,  as  Ixworth  passed  to  the 
Cartwrights  by  John  Cartwright’s  marriage  to  Richard  Norton’s  daughter. 

40.  NORTON  Thomas  Edmund.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Norton  of  Rickinghall. 

At  Bury  school  1883 — 87.  Foreigner.  Now  at  Rickinghall. 

41.  NORTON  Charles  Baldrey.  Second  son  of  Charles  Norton  of  Rickinghall. 

At  Bury  school  1883 — 87.  Foreigner.  Now  at  Rickinghall. 

42.  NORTON  John  Henry.  Third  son  of  Charles  Norton  of  Rickinghall.  At 

Bury  school  1885 — 90.  Foreigner.  Now  in  London. 

43.  NORTON  Francis  Richard.  Fourth  son  of  Charles  Norton  of  Rickinghall. 

At  Bury  school  1885 — . Foreigner.  Now  in  London. 

44.  NORWICH  William.  Son  of  Thomas  Norwich  of  Bury,  chiropol?e.  He  is  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B.  I have  differed  from  Dr.  Donaldson  in  reading  the  word  descriptive 
of  the  father’s  occupation.  He  read  it  vasopolse,  which  is  certainly  wrong.  I 
am  not  equally  certain  that  my  reading  is  right. 

45.  NOT.SON  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  There  is 

a Nicholas  Notson  at  Bury  in  the  Suffolk  poll-book  for  1727. 
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46.  NOTTIDGE  Arthur.  Son  of  Rev.  Edward  Nottidge,  rector  of  Black  Notley, 

Essex.  At  Bury  school  1868 — 72.  Boarder.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  He  was 
ordained.  Died  soon  afterwards  aged  c.  25  years. 

47.  NUNN  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Nunn  of  Whepstead.  Four  years  at  Bury. 

Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  i584aged  19.  Rector  of  Stanningfield  1591  to  1637. 

48.  NUNN  Randolph.  Son  of  Robert  Nunn  of  Lawshall,  Suffolk,  ingenuus.  He 

is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — A Randolph  Nunn  in  1674  pays  hearth  tax  for  five  hearths  in  St. 
Mary’s  parish  at  Bury. 

49.  NUNN  Martin.  Second  son  of  Martin  Nunn  of  Badwell  Ash,  grazier.  Six 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1722  aged  17. 
Rector  of  Hepworth  and  Holbrook  1735 — 8r.  Died  Feb.  1781  aged  77. 
Buried  at  Holbrook. 

50.  NUNN  Robert.  Bapt.  at  Risby  1727.  Son  of  Robert  Nunn  of  Risby,  Suffolk. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1738.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1749.  Curate 
of  Langham.  Vicar  of  Pakenham  1763,  1764.  Rector  of  Hemingstone. 
Succeeded  his  uncle.  No.  49,  as  patron  and  rector  of  Hepworth  in  1781. 
Died  Jan.  1797.  Buried  at  Hepworth. 

51.  NUNN  . In  Bury  school  lists  1817,  1818.  Foreigner.  I can  only  guess 

that  this  may  be  Sturley  Nunn  of  Ixworth,  solicitor,  father  of  Frederick,  No.  53. 

52.  NUNN  . At  Bury  school  1838 — 41.  Royalist.  Probably  Sturley  Nunn, 

eldest  son  of  Sturley  Nunn  of  Ixworth,  solicitor.  Was  a solicitor. 

53.  NUNN  Frederick.  Son  of  Sturley  Nunn  of  Ixworth,  solicitor.  At  Bury 

school  1849 — 56-  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school. 
Foreigner.  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.A.  i860.  M.A.  1864.  Was  ordained.  Was 
a master  at  Lancing  and  Derby  schools.  Wrote  for  the  Echo.  Died  Dec. 
1870.  Buried  at  Ixworth. 

54.  NUNN  Robert  Lindley.  Born  July  1826.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Nunn  of 

Bury,  musician.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 41.  Royalist.  Then  to  the  Royal 
Academy  of  music.  Settled  at  Ipswich  in  1851  as  teacher  of  music  and 
organist.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Jan.  1865.  Mus.  B.  1867.  Published  his 
Musical  Recollections,  1899.  He  says,  Al  ihe  age  of  six  I was  sent  to  school 
at  Blo7nfield  house.  He  {Rev.  James  Blomfield)  took  pupils,  of  whotn  I was  one, 
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into  hts  house  ; but  he  imparled  the  English  portion  of  our  education  only,  and 
we  went  daily  to  the  Grammar  school  for  classics.  ...  I studied  there 

under  Mr.  Edwards  and  afterwards  under  Dr.  Donaldson Mr. 

Blomfield  was  presented  to  the  living  of  Orsett,  and  ivas  succeeded  by  Mr.  Charles 
Lockwood,  under  xvhom  my  school  days  were  brought  to  a close.  P.  14.  This 
extract  shows  how  the  two  schools  pulled  together.  Died  Feb.  1901.  Buried 
in  Ipswich  cemetery. 

55.  NUNN  John  Hopkins.  Born  1828.  Second  son  of  Robert  Nunn,  musician. 

At  Bury  school  1836 — 37.  Royalist.  Organist  at  Sherborne  Abbey.  After- 
wards organist  and  professor  of  music  at  Penzance.  Died  there  c.  1903. 
Buried  at  Penzance. 

56.  NUNN  Robert  Whitmore.  Youngest  son  of  Robert  Nunn,  musician,  by  his 

second  wife.  At  Bury  school  1873 — 76.  Royalist.  Was  organist  at  Columbo 
Cathedral. 

N.B. — Robert  Nunn,  father  of  these  three  boys,  came  from  Eye  and 
settled  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  He  was  organist  at  St.  Mary’s  church  for  nearly 
fifty  years,  living  in  his  house  in  the  churchyard  now  called  St.  Margaret’s.  I 
had  lessons  on  the  violin  there  more  than  fifty  years  ago.  His  brother 
William,  from  whom  I also  had  lessons  on  the  violin,  told  me  that  when  he 
was  a boy  he  was  chained  to  his  music-stand  to  practice  for  hours  together. 
Robert  Nunn  died  April  1863  aged  70,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

57.  NUNN  George  Frederick  Roper.  Eldest  son  of  George  Harvey  Nunn  of  Eldo 

House.  At  Bury  school  i860 — 63.  Royalist.  Now  living  in  Bury  St. 
Edmunds. 

58.  NUNN  Herbert  William  Roper.  Second  son  of  George  Harvey  Nunn.  At 

Bury  school  i860 — 64.  Royalist.  Now  farming  at  Thorndon,  Suffolk. 

59.  NUNN  Frank  James  Roper.  Third  son  of  George  Harvey  Nunn.  At  Bury 

school  i860 — 65.  Royalist.  Was  a brewer  at  Cambridge. 

60.  NUNN  Douglas  Philip  Roper.  Fourth  son  of  George  Harvey  Nunn.  At  Bury 

school  1875 — 79.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Durham  University.  Rector  of 
Hesset.  Now  living  at  Brentwood. 

61.  NURSE  Charles  George.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  George  Thompson  Nurse,  curate 

of  Euston.  At  Bury  school  1874 — 79.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Went  from 
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Bury  to  Sandhurst.  Now  Lieut.-Col.  of  33rd  Punjabis.  Examiner  in  India 
in  Oriental  languages.  Soudan  Expedition  1884.  Somali  1890. 

62.  NURSE  Henry  Harvey.  Second  son  of  Rev.  George  Thompson  Nurse.  At 

Bury  school  1874—82.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist.  St.  John’s 
Coll.  B.A.  Thence  to  Sandhurst.  Now  a Major  in  the  122nd  Rajputana 
Infantry.  China  Expedition  1900— i.  Somali  Expedition  1902.  Aden 
Boundary  Commission  1903. 

63.  NURSE  Euston  John.  Third  and  posthumous  son  of  Rev.  George  Thompson 

Nurse.  Born  at  Wicken  hall,  Cambs.  At  Bury  1875 — 83.  Royalist.  Adm. 
to  Cains  Coll.  Oct.  1883.  Author  of  biblical  works.  Now  rector  of 
Windermere. 


1.  OAKES  James.  Born  Nov.  1741.  Only  son  of  James  Oakes  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  wool  merchant.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1750.  Royalist.  Was 
a banker  in  Bury.  Died  Jan.  1829.  Buried  in  St.  Mary’s  church. 

N.B. — James  Oakes,  the  father  of  this  boy,  was  born  in  Manchester  c. 
1700;  and  about  1729  left  Manchester  and  settled  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds; 
whereby  the  Grammar  school  gained  a good  many  scholars  during  the  150  years 
that  followed. 

2.  OAKES  Orbell  Ray.  Born  in  Bury  Aug.  1768.  Eldest  son  of  James  Oakes, 

No.  I.  Lived  at  Bury  in  Guildhall  street,  where  was  his  bank.  About  1800 
bought  a cottage  at  Nowton.  General  Hervey’s  diary  notes  thus  : — 

1803,  Sept.  27.  Breakfasted  with  Mrs.  Oakes  [in  Bury],  and  went  with 
her  and  Mr.  Orbell  Oakes  to  their  cottage  at  Nowton. 

1804,  July  10.  Came  to  Mr.  Orbell  Oakes  at  Bury. 

July  15,  Sunday.  We  dined  at  the  Nowton  cottage. 

Several  times  Chief  Alderman  of  Bury.  Died  July  1837.  Buried  at  Nowton, 
There  does  not  happen  to  be  any  proof  of  his  coming  to  Bury  school,  but  he 
is  a moral  certainty. 

3.  OAKES  James  Ray.  Born  in  Bury  Sept,  1769.  Younger  son  of  James 

Oakes,  No.  i.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1787,  being  then  at  Trin. 
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Coll.  B.A.  1791.  Had  the  living.s  of  Thurston,  Tostock  and  Rattlesden. 
Died  Jan.  1861  aged  91.  Tombstone  in  Thurston  church.  I think  this  is 
the  boy  Oakes  who  figures  in  the  engraving  of  the  school  acting  entitled,  An 
offering  to  Charity. 

4.  OAKES  Henry  James.  Born  June  1796.  Eldest  son  of  Orbell  Ray  Oakes, 

No.  2.  Attended  the  festival  in  1850  as  an  old  scholar.  Was  a banker  at 
Bury.  Lived  at  Nowton.  Mayor  of  Bury  1844.  Died  Sept.  1875.  Buried 
at  Nowton. 

5.  OAKES  Orbell  Ray.  Born  at  Bury  July  1800.  Second  son  of  Orbell  Ray 

Oakes,  No.  2.  Became  a Captain  R.N.  Died  Dec.  1882.  Buried  at 
Bournmouth.  I have  no  proof  of  his  having  gone  to  the  Grammar  school. 
He  may  only  have  had  time  to  look  in  at  Blomfield’s  for  a week  or  so  between 
leaving  his  cradle  and  going  on  board  a man  of  war. 

6.  OAKES  Hervey  Aston  Adamson.  Born  March  1803.  Third  son  of  Orbell 

Ray  Oakes,  No.  2.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1825.  Rector  of  Nowton  1844 — 74. 
Lived  in  St.  Mary’s  square  at  Bury.  Died  there  Nov.  1874.  Buried  at 
Nowton.  I have  no  proof  that  he  went  to  Bury  school. 

7.  OAKES  James  Henry  Porteous.  Born  Sept.  1821.  Eldest  son  of  Henry 

James  Oakes,  No.  4.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 38.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 
Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1843.  M.P.  for  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1852 — 57.  Died 
Jan.  1901.  Buried  at  Nowton. 

8.  OAKES  Orbell  Plampin.  Born  May  1824.  Second  son  of  Henry  James 

Oakes,  No.  4.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 40.  Royalist.  Emman.  Coll.  B.A. 
1847.  Rector  of  Hawkedon,  Suffolk,  1850 — 81.  Died  Dec.  31,  1881. 
Buried  at  Hawkedon. 

9.  OAKES  Frederick  Aston.  Born  Feb.  1826.  Third  son  of  Henry  James 

Oakes,  No.  4.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 41.  Royalist.  Joined  the  3rd 
Dragoon  Guards.  Died  at  Sandown,  Isle  of  Wight  Oct.  1885.  Buried  there. 

10.  OAKES  Charles  Joshua  Tufnell.  Born  July  1834.  Eldest  son  of  Charles 
James  Tyrrell  Oakes  of  East  Bergholt.  Grandson  of  Rev.  James  Ray  Oakes, 
No.  3.  At  Bury  school  1S44,  1845.  Foreigner.  Served  in  ist  Royal  Scots 
during  siege  of  Sebastopol.  Then  went  into  the  Military  Train,  now  called 
Army  Transport  Corps.  Then  became  adjutant  of  the  Suffolk  Militia  at  Bury. 
Now  running  an  hotel  in  Ireland. 
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11.  OAKES  Hervey  Aston.  Born  at  Rougham  May  1838.  Eldest  son  of  Rev. 

Hervey  Aston  Adamson  Oakes,  Rector  of  Nowton,  No.  6.  At  Bury  school 

1850 — 52.  Royalist.  Afterwards  at  Ipswich  Grammar  school.  Banker  at 
Stowmarket.  Now  living  in  Ipswich. 

12.  OAKES  Robert  Hustler.  Born  Dec.  1839.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Hervey  A. 

A.  Oakes,  No.  6.  At  Bury  school  1852 — 54.  Royalist.  Died  at  Ladysmith, 
South  Africa,  Feb.  1880. 

13.  OAKES  Charles  Brumly.  Born  June  1841.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Hervey  A.  A. 

Oakes,  No.  6.  At  Bury  school  1852 — 55.  Royalist.  Lost  on  board  the 

Rhone  off  St.  Thomas’,  West  Indies. 

14.  OAKES  George.  Born  Jan.  1843.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Hervey  A.  A.  Oakes, 

No.  6.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 55.  Royalist.  Col.  of  19th  (Princess  of 
Wales’  Own)  Yorkshire  Regiment.  Died  Nov.  1896  aged  54.  Buried  in 
Stowmarket  cemetery. 

N.B. — Two  more  sons  of  Rev.  H.  A.  A.  Oakes,  viz.  James  Elwin  1846— 
1883,  and  Frank  Stuart  1848—66,  do  not  seem  to  have  come  to  the  Grammar 
school. 

15.  OAKES  Edmund  Hervey  Aston.  Born  Nov.  1862.  Eldest  son  of  Hervey 

Aston  Oakes  of  Stowmarket,  No.  ii.  At  Bury  school  1875 — 79.  Foreigner. 
Was  in  the  army.  Now  a major  retired. 

16.  OAKES  Frank  Hervey  Aston.  Born  Aug.  1866.  Third  surviving  son  of 

Hervey  Aston  Oakes,  No.  ii.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 83.  Foreigner.  Died 
at  Dovercourt  Nov.  1907  aged  41. 

17.  OAKES  Ernest  Heigham  Sidney.  Born  Feb.  1870.  Son  of  Hervey  Aston 

Oakes,  No.  ir.  Died  Feb.  1893  aged  23.  Buried  in  Stowmarket  cemetery. 

18.  OAKS  John  Jacob.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Abraham  Oaks,  rector  of  Long 

Melford  and  Withersfield,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1734. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1740  aged  16.  B.A.  1744.  Rector  of 
Long  Melford  1758 — 71. 

N.B. — His  mother  was  a daughter  of  Sir  John  Jacob,  baronet,  which 
accounts  for  his  second  name. 

19.  ODDY  Philip.  Son  of  Philip  Oddy  deceased,  of  Clifton,  Beds.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1733.  Foreigner. 
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20.  OGLE  Ashfield.  Son  of  Thomas  Ogle  of  co.  Lincoln,  Esq.  At  Bury  under 

Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Feb.  1650. 

21.  OGLE  Thomas.  Of  co.  Lincoln.  Son  of  Thomas  Ogle  of  Laxfield,  Suffolk. 

At  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  June  1652  aged  15. 

22.  OLDHAM  Richard.  Of  Egmanton,  Notts.  Son  of  Richard  Oldham.  Three 

years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  April  1666  aged  16.  B.A. 
1669.  Fellow.  B.D.  1681. 

23.  OLIVER  Thomas.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1595,  being 

described  in  Dr.  Leeds’  catalogue  as  medicus  Buriensis.  The  D.  N.  B.  does 
not  give  his  parentage,  but  only  says  that  he  practised  as  a physician  at  Bury 
from  before  1597  till  his  death  in  1624.  He  published  some  mathematical 
and  medical  works,  and  others  remain  in  manuscript.  His  will  has  since 
been  discovered  at  Somerset  House,  which  shows  that  he  died  in  Nov.  1610. 
By  it  he  leaves  several  books  to  the  Bury  Grammar  school  “ wherein  I some- 
time was  a scholler.” 

24.  OLIVER  John.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Dec.  1721.  Eldest  son  of  William  Oliver, 

Ickworth  estate  agent.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1730.  Foreigner.  Adm. 
to  Trin.  Coll.  July  1739  aged  17.  In  May  1741  the  Governors  of  Bury 
school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  odd  for  four  years  or  till  B.A.  Rector 
of  Tuddenham  1749 — 86,  and  Icklingham  St.  James  1767 — 86.  Died  June 
1786.  He  had  a tombstone  in  Tuddenham  church,  but  I do  not  think  it  is 
there  now. 

25.  OLIVER  William.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Nov.  1722.  Second  son  of  William 

Oliver,  Ickworth  agent.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1734.  Royalist. 

26.  OLIVER  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Aug.  1724.  Third  son  of  William 

Oliver,  Ickworth  agent.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1734.  Royalist.  Went 
into  the  royal  navy.  In  1748  Lord  Bristol  was  trying  to  get  him  a lieutenancy, 
he  having  been  twelve  years  at  sea  and  having  a certificate  that  he  was 
qualified  for  promotion. 

N.B. — William  Oliver,  the  father  of  these  three  boys,  was  steward  of  the 
Ickworth  estate  from  1712  to  1748  and  later.  He  lived  for  a time  in  St. 
James’  parish  at  Bury,  so  that  the  two  younger  boys  were  Royalists. 

27.  OLIVER  George  John.  Only  son  of  George  John  Oliver  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1827 — 30.  Royalist.  Was  in  business  in  Bury. 
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Elected  Mayor  in  1879,  1885.  Died  July  1894  aged  75.  Buried  in  the 
cemetery  at  Bury. 

N.B. — George  John  Oliver,  father  of  this  boy,  died  Dec.  1846  aged  57, 
and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

28.  OLIVER  John  George.  Eldest  son  of  George  John  Oliver,  No.  27.  At  Bury 

school  1858 — 63.  Royalist.  Now  a wine  merchant  in  Bury.  Elected  Mayor 
in  1895. 

29.  OLIVER  Henry  Stanton.  Second  son  of  George  John  Oliver,  No.  27.  At 

Bury  school  1859 — 65.  Royalist.  Now  a brewer  at  Sudbury.  Lives  at 

Great  Cornard. 

30.  OLIVER  Charles.  Third  son  of  George  John  Oliver,  No.  27.  At  Bury 

school  1863 — 69.  Royalist.  Now  a grocer  in  Abbeygate  street. 

31.  OLIVER  Edward.  Fourth  son  of  George  John  Oliver,  No.  27.  At  Bury 

school  1867 — 73.  Royalist.  Now  a brewer  at  Sudbury. 

32.  OLIVER  Hugh.  Fifth  son  of  George  John  Oliver,  No.  27.  At  Bury  school 

1874 — 76.  Royalist.  Died  in  New  York  Dec.  30,  1893. 

33.  OLIVER  Frank.  Sixth  son  of  George  John  Oliver,  No.  27.  At  Bury  school 

1874 — 76.  Royalist.  Now  mine  manager.  Goldfields,  Nevada,  U.  S.  A. 

34.  OLIVER  Wilfrid  Morgan.  Born  March  1873.  Eldest  son  of  John  George

Mounted  Rifles  during  the  Boer  war.  Now  living  at  Bury.

Bury  school  lists  r8i7  —19.  Royalist.  Was  Governor  of  the  county  gaol  at 
Cambridge  in  and  before  1846.  His  health  gave  way  and  he  retired  on  a 
pension  c.  1856.  Married  the  proprietress  of  the  University  Arms  and  lived 
there  for  a short  time.

Bury  school  1889 — . Foreigner.  Now  a mining  engineer. 

4.  PAGE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Page  of  Hasted,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Magdalene 

Coll,  from  the  public  school  at  Bury  in  his  19th  year  Dec.  1657.  B.A.  1661. 
I presume  this  is  Thomas  Page  of  Kersey,  father  of  No.  5.  Hasted  must  be 
Hawstead. 

5.  PAGE  Thomas.  Born  at  Preston,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Thomas  Page  of  Kersey,

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7.  PAYNE  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  Jan.  1563.  Son  of  Anthony 

Payne  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent.  Six  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Oct.  1579  aged  16.  Was  of  Nowton. 

8.  PAYNE  Anthony.  Son  of  John  Payne  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent.  At  Bury, 

and  at  Wordwell  under  Askue.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1599  aged  16.  He 
succeeded  his  grandfather  Anthony  Payne  in  1607  as  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Nowton  near  Bury,  but  sold  it  in  1608.

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1735.  Royalist. 

12.  PAYNE  . In  Bury  school  list  for  1822.  Second  form.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Joseph  Payne,  born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  was  admitted  to  John’s 
Coll.  July  1833.  Did  not  graduate.  He  might  be  this  boy. 

13.  PAYNE  John  Hervey.  Son  of  John  Hervey  Payne  of  Hatter  street.  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  Born  there.  At  Bury  school  1825 — 35.  Three  years  in  sixth 
form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1835  aged  19.  Vicar  of  Earlham, 
rector  of  Colney,  Norfolk.  Died  at  Colney  May  1885.

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18.  FAKE  Samuel.  Born  at  Yarmouth.  Son  of  Samuel  Fake  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  M.  D.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  April  1727  aged  16.  M.B.  1732.  Fractised  medicine  at  Yarmouth, 
where  he  died  1743  aged  35.  Tombstone  in  S.  aisle  of  St.  Nicholas’  church. 

N.B. — Of  the  Bury  doctor  Lord  Bristol  writes  from  Ickworth  to  Lady 
Bristol  on  Aug.  6,  1720: — Dr.  Pake  was  here  this  morning  in  so  great  a 
shower  of  ram  and  so  dreep'd  with  it,  that  he  was  poreed  to  call  for  a dram 
to  repell  ye  dangerous  humidities  that  might  penetrate  through  three  setts  of 
Bavarias  and  Brandenburghs.  Not  drams,  Bavarias  nor  Brandenburghs 
kept  him  here  very  long.

Falmer  of  Fornham  St.  Martin,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1731. 
Foreigner.  He  inherited  and  occupied  Babwell  Friary  near  Bury,  which  he 
left  to  his  wife  Susanna  (Cullum),  from  whom  it  came  to  the  Cullums  of 
Hardwick.  Died  May  1792  aged  71.  Buried  at  Hawstead. 

21.  FALMER  Thomas.  Son  of  Mrs.  Eliza  Falmer  of  Saxmundham.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Oct.  1736.  Foreigner. 

22.  FALMER  . At  Bury  school  1845,  1846.  Foreigner.  A school-fellow 

thinks  he  came  from  Newcastle  or  Durham. 

23.  FALMER  . At  Bury  school  1854 — 55.  Foreigner. 

24.  FAMAN  Clement.  Son  of  Robert  Faman  of  Chevington,  medicE  fortunse. 

Four  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1560  aged  18.  Rector  of 
Rushbrooke  1572 — 86.  His  will  proved  at  Norwich  Dec.  1599.  He  wishes 
to  be  buried  at  Ubbeston,  Norfolk. 

25.  FAMAN  Clement.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Faman  of  Chevington,  armiger. 

Seven  years  at  Lavenham,  one  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss. 
Coll.  Feb.  1628  aged  16. 
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N.B. — His  much  younger  brother,  Henry  Paman,  was  a man  of  some 
note  and  will  be  found  in  the  D.  N.  B.  Born  1626.  To  Emman.  Coll. 
June  1643,  where  Sancroft  was  his  tutor.  Migrated  to  John’s  Coll.  July  1646. 
Fellow.  M.A.  1650.  M.D.  1658.  Public  orator  1674.  Gresham  Prof.  Physician. 
Refused  the  oath  to  William  III.  Died  June  1695.  Buried  at  St.  Paul’s, 
Covent  Garden. — He  is  very  likely  to  have  stepped  across  from  Chevington 
to  Bury  school,  as  his  elder  brother  did,  perhaps  several  of  them,  skirting  the 
then  modest-sized  and  temporarily  disparked  park  at  Ickworth,  along  the  old 
road  which  now  remains  as  a grass  track,  reaching  Bury  close  by  the  site  of 
the  Thingoe  Union  Workhouse  and  Hospital,  through  the  west  gate,  out  again 
at  the  east  gate,  and  so  into  the  eastgate  street  where  the  school  then  stood. 
His  life-long  friendship  with  Sancroft  could  hardly  have  begun  at  Bury  school, 
as  Sancroft  was  nine  years  older  than  him.  But  the  school  in  common  may 
have  helped  to  it,  and  Sancroft  would  have  been  contemporary  with  his  elder 
brother.  However,  I have  no  authority  to  include  him,  and  he  may  have 
gone  to  Lavenham ; and  so  all  I can  do  is  to  smuggle  him  into  a N.B.

29.  PARKER  Thomas.  Son  of  Edmund  Parker  of  Cheapside,  London.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  May  1734.  Foreigner.  Whether  this  boy  is  a brother  of  the 
next  one  I cannot  say. 

30.  PARKER  Edward.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  John  Parker  Esq.  of  Middlesex. 

At  Bury  school.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1748  aged  16.  From  the  notes  to  the 
St.  John’s  Coll.  Admissions  he  appears  to  have  been  rather  a rowdy  under- 
graduate and  was  at  last  expelled.  He  died  at  Browsholm  Dec.  1794  aged  63. 
Buried  at  Waddington. 

N.B. — In  the  Bury  school  admission  book  there  is  this  entry: — Edward, 
son  of  Edward  Parker  klsq.  of  Broseholm  in  Yorkshire,  adm.  Jan.  12,  1740. 
This  must  be  the  rowdy  undergraduate,  and  so  I imagine  that  the  Bury  book 
has  misnamed  the  father,  as  it  sometimes  does.  But  if  it  has  not  done  so,  nor 
the  John’s  book  either,  then  there  should  be  two  Edwards,  one  of  whom  would 
be  the  brother  of  Thomas.  Edmund  and  Edward  are  often  confounded.

N.B. — Mr.  B.  Parker  was  among  the  old  scholars  present  at  the  festival 
in  1850.  If  that  means  Benjamin  Bowman  Parker,  he  would  be  one  of  the 
two.  He  was  a hosier  in  the  Butter  Market,  died  May  1872  aged  58,  and 
was  buried  in  the  cemetery.  But  if  it  means  Benjamin  Parker,  gun  maker, 
who  died  May  t86o  aged  64,  he  would  not  be  one  of  the  two. 

33.  PARKINGTON  Frederick  Gershom.  Son  of  Thomas  Parkington  of  Bury  St.

34.  PARMETER  Robert.  Son  of  Frank  Parmeter  of  Booton  hall,  Norfolk.  At 

Bury  school  1841 — 45.  Foreigner.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to 
be  present  at  the  festival  in  1850.  Went  to  Australia.  Died  there  c.  1885. 

35.  PARRATT  Thomas.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  Thomas  Parratt,  physician. 

At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Oct.  1733  aged  18.  B.A.  1737. 
Ordained  1740. 

36.  PARSELY  John.  Son  of  John  Parsely  of  Feltwell,  Norfolk,  gent.  Two  years 

at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1661  aged  17.  In  1666 
chaplain  to  a frigate  called  the  Sweepstacks.  Licenced  as  schoolmaster  at 
Feltwell  Jan.  1670.  Vicar  of  Lakenheath  1690 — 1704. 

37.  PARTRIDGE  John.  Born  July  1766.  Fourth  son  of  Henry  Partridge  of 

Lynn,  Norfolk.  Three  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s 
March  1784.  B.A.  1788.  Vicar  of  Cranwich  cum  Methwold  1791—1813. 
Died  May  1813.  Buried  at  Brighton. 

38.  PARTRIDGE  Charles  Francis.  Born  Nov.  1811.  Third  son  of  Henry 

Samuel  Partridge  of  Hockham.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1820 — 22.  Foreigner. 
Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1834.  Vicar  of  Chicheley,  Bucks.  Died  April  i860. 
Buried  at  Brompton  cemetery.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to 
attend  the  festival  in  1850. 

39.  PARTRIDGE  Walter  John.  Born  May  1813.  Fourth  son  of  Henry  Samuel 

Partridge  of  Hockham.  In  Bury  school  list  for  1822 — . Foreigner. 

Corpus  Christi  Coll.  B.A.  1837.  Rector  of  Caston,  Norfolk,  1850 — 86. 
Died  Dec.  1891.  Buried  at  Widcombe  cemetery,  Bath.  Was  among  the 
old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in  1850. 
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40.  PASHAM  John  Wheeler.  Son  of  Thomas  Pasham  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

printer.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1751.  Royalist. 

N.B. — There  was  a Northampton  bookseller,  John  Pasham,  who  sent  his 
son  James  to  John’s  Coll.,  Camb.,  in  1723.  Thomas,  father  of  this  boy,  may 
have  been  another  son. 

41.  PASKE  . In  Bury  school  list  1848.  Foreigner. 

In  March  1908  died  at  Bedford,  aged  72,  Col.  Henry  Gresham  Paske, 
third  son  of  Rev.  Edward  Paske  of  Greeting  St.  Mary.  At  Cheltenham 
school.  He  served  in  the  95th  Reg.  during  the  Crimean  war  and  Indian 
mutiny.  I have  no  proof  that  he  was  the  Bury  boy,  but  he  fits  exactly. 
Being  only  one  year  at  Bury  there  was  time  for  him  to  go  to  Cheltenham 
afterwards. 

42.  PATE  Charles.  Fourth  son  of  William  Pate  ot  Haddenham.  At  Bury  school 

1834 — 35.  Foreigner.  Was  in  the  Inland  Revenue  department  at  Somerset 
House.

Died  June  1874 
aged  67.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in 
1850.  He  was  uncle  to  the  murdered  bishop  of  Melanesia. 

46.  PAUL  William  Francis.  Born  Nov.  21,  1808.  Fourth  son  of  George  Paul

clerk.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1697  aged  20.  B.A. 
1701. 
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49.  PAVVSEY  James.  Born  at  Stanningfield.  Eldest  son  of  James  Pawsey, 

agricola.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  In  Aug.  1737  the  Governors  of  Bury 
school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ;^6  odd  for  four  years  or  till  B.A.  Adm. 
to  John’s  March  1737  aged  19.  Rector  of  Mellis  1748 — 92.  Also  of 
Sturston  and  Braiseworth.  Died  July  1792  aged  73.  Tombstone  in  Sturston 
church. 

50.  PAWSEY  . In  Bury  school  lists  1822 — 25.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Bishop  Blomfield’s  mother  was  Hester,  daughter  of  Edward 
Pawsey  of  Bury.  She  died  1844  aged  80.  Her  father  died  Nov.  1799  aged 
62.  Both  lie  in  Bury  churchyard.  This  boy  might  be  his  grandson. 

51.  PAWSEY . In  Bury  school  lists  1828,  1829.  Foreigner. 

52.  PEACHY  or  PETCHY  Robert.  In  April  1660  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 

granted  him  towards  his  advance  to  Cambridge.  In  Oct.  1661  they 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^^5  a year.  In  March  1664  they  allowed  it  till 

the  end  of  that  month  in  spite  of  his  having  commenced  B.A.,  they  having 

received  information  of  his  extraordinary  merit,  and  there  being  no  other 
suitor  for  it.  (Min.  book.)  B.A.  1663.  M.A.  1667.  Fellow  of  Pembroke 
Coll. 

53.  PEACHY  or  PETCHY  Samuel.  Born  at  Icklingham.  Son  of  Robert 

Peachy,  vicar  of  Isleham.  Two  years  at  Mildenhall  under  Sparrow  ; three 
years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1661  aged  16.  Jesus 
Coll.  B.A.  1665. 

N.B. — The  tombstone  of  Robert  or  Roger  Peachy  in  Isleham  church 
tells  us  that  he  was  vicar  there  for  over  thirty-seven  years,  and  died  Feb.  1683 
aged  62.  He  had  been  useful  for  physic  as  well  as  for  divinity.  Had 
ten  sons  and  eight  daughters  by  one  wife.  The  eldest  son,  of  Gray’s  Inn, 
was  murdered.  Fourteen  other  sons  and  daughters  lie  at  Isleham.  Whether 
No.  52  is  the  murdered  son  I don’t  know.  His  name  is  not  given  on  the 
tombstone.

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56.  READ  Charles  Augustus.  Eldest  son  of  William  Read  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1879 — 82.  Now  solicitor  at  Bexhill. 

57.  READ  Clement  Harry.  Second  son  of  William  Read  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1880—84.  Now  mining  in  South  Africa. 

58.  READ  John  Hunter.  Third  son  of  William  Read  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1880 — 87.  Is  now  a naval  surgeon. 

59.  REAKE  Girton.  Son  of  Samuel  Reake  of  Nottingham.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1738.  Foreigner. 

60.  REARCE  Robert  John.  Born  at  Bury  Sept.  1841.  Eldest  son  of  John 

Robert  Rearce  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  school  there  under  Craske.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  March  i860.  Third  wrangler.  Math,  master  at  Rossall  and 
Blackheath.  Rrof.  of  Math,  at  Durham.  Vicar  of  St.  Giles’,  Durham.  Now 
vicar  of  Bedlington,  Northumb.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

61.  REARSE  Charles  Alan.  Eldest  son  of  Arthur  Rearse  of  Botesdale,  surgeon. 

At  Bury  school  1873 — 81,  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

62.  REARSE  Edward  Burroughes.  Second  son  of  Arthur  Rearse  of  Botesdale, 

surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1874 — 81.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Winner  of 
the  Tercentenary  Gold  Medal.  Cavendish  Coll.  B.A.  1884.  Now  vicar 
St.  Etheldreda’s  with  St.  Reter’s,  Southgate,  Norwich. 

63.  REARSE  Octavius  Burroughes.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  Arthur  Rearse  of 

Botesdale,  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1886.  Foreigner.  Now  a land  surveyor 
and  estate  agent  at  Nuneaton. 

64.  REARSE  Ernest  Mountjoy  Rumbelow.  Born  1867.  Ward  of  Rev.  Henry 

Barker  Cookesley,  of  Thwaite,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1881 — 83.  Foreigner. 

65.  REARSON  . Son  (I  think)  of  Rooley  Rearson,  who  kept  the  White  Lion 

in  Brentgovel  street.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 42.  Royalist. 

N.B. — A schoolfellow  says  he  was  the  Ely  surgeon  who  got  penal 
servitude  for  poisoning  the  horses  of  Mr.  Hall  an  Ely  solicitor.  But  I 
think  the  surgeon  must  have  been  some  one  a few  years  older  than  this  boy, 
as  he  was  M.R.C.S.  in  1841. 

66.  REARSON  William  Carter.  Born  Feb.  1859.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry 

Rearson,  vicar  of  Henley,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1870—74.  Boarder. 
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Then  to  Tunbridge  school.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  i88i.  Cuddesdon  Theol. 
Coll.  Succeeded  his  father  as  vicar  of  Henley  in  1894.  Still  there. 

67.  PEARSON  Hugh  Fred.  Archie.  Born  June  1869.  Eldest  son  of  General 

Hugh  Pearson.  At  Bury  school  1881 — 86.  Royalist.  Major  in  23rd 
Pioneers,  Indian  army.  Now  at  Sialkote. 

68.  PEARSON  Aylmer  Cavendish.  Born  Aug.  1876.  Second  surviving  son  of 

General  Hugh  Pearson.  At  Bury  school  1887 — 90.  Royalist.  Then  to 
Felstead.  Secretary  to  the  Governor  of  British  North  Borneo.  Now  at 
Sandakan  in  Noith  Borneo. 

69.  PEARSON  Frank.  Born  June  1879.  Third  surviving  son  of  Gen.  Hugh 

Pearson.  At  Bury  school  c.  1890 — 92.  Royalist.  Then  to  Felstead.  Is  a 
constable  in  Canadian  Royal  N.VV.  Mounted  Police.  Now  at  Herschel 
Island,  N.  America. 

70.  PEARSON  Charles  Henry  Campbell.  Born  Jan.  1884.  Fourth  surviving  son 

of  Gen.  Hugh  Pearson.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 96.  Royalist.  A constable 
in  Canadian  R.  N.  W.  Mounted  Police.  Now  at  Fort  McPherson,  N.  America. 

71.  PECK  Samuel.  Son  of  Alice  Peck  of  Market  Weston,  Suffolk,  widow.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  July  1734.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1742  aged 
17,  being  entered  as  son  of  John  Peck  of  Market  Weston.  In  June  1745  the 
Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  pC6  odd  for  four  years 
or  till  B.A.  Fellow,  tutor,  lecturer  of  Trin  Coll.  Senior  Fellow  in  1781. 

72.  PEDLEY  John.  Born  in  Middlesex.  Of  Tetworth,  Hunts,  armiger.  Educated 

at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmund.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Jan.  1725 
aged  17.  Did  not  graduate. 

73.  PEET  Frederick  Harry.  Son  of  Samuel  Peet  of  Portman  street,  London.  At 

Bury  school  1883 — 84.  Foreigner. 

74.  PELHAM  Waldegrave.  Son  of  Waldegrave  Pelham  of  Greys  in  Sible 

Hedingham,  Essex.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1746.  Foreigner. 

75.  PELLEW  Edward  Winthrop.  Born  Jan.  1830.  Eldest  son  of  Hon.  Rev. 

Edward  Pellew.  In  Bury  school  lists  1844 — 46,  but  not  in  list  of  admissions. 
Royalist.  No  occupation  on  account  of  bad  health.  Died  c.  1883. 

76.  PELLEW  George  Israel.  Born  Jan.  1831.  Second  son  of  Hon.  Rev.  Edward 

Pellew.  At  Bury  school  1845 — S®-  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  University  Coll, 
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Oxford,  1851—54.  Rector  of  Peterstow  near  Ross  1866 — 97.  Died  there 
May  1897  aged  65. 

77.  PELLEW  Pownoll  William.  Born  Jan.  1837.  Third  son  of  Hon.  Rev. 

Edward  Pellew.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 49.  Royalist.  Became  a commander 
R.N.  Died  at  Madeira  1872. 

78.  PELLEW  Fleetwood  Hugo.  Born  Dec.  1838.  Fourth  son  of  Hon.  Rev. 

Edward  Pellew.  At  Bury  school  1849 — 55-  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Then 
to  Haileybury.  Was  in  Bengal  Civil  Service.  Retired  1884.  Died  May  1906. 

79.  PELLEW  Arthur  Samuel.  Born  Oct.  1841.  Fifth  son  of  Hon.  Rev.  Edward 

Pellew.  At  Bury  school  1851 — 59.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist. 
While  at  school  he  lost  an  eye  through  a stone  thrown.  Farmed  in  South 
America.  Died  at  Clifton,  Glouc.,  Oct.  1897  aged  56. 

N.B. — Edward  Pellew,  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  fourth  son  of  the 
distinguished  admiral,  Lord  Exmouth.  Born  Nov.  iTgg.  Vicar  of  St.  James’, 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  1845 — 65.  Died  Aug.  1869. 

80.  PELLS  Robert.  Son  of  Mr.  Pells  of  Sapiston,  Suffolk,  gent.  He  is  in  the 

school  list  for  1656. 

8r.  PEMBERTON  Christopher.  Bapt.  at  Trumpington  Nov.  1727.  Fourth  son 
of  Francis  Pemberton  of  Trumpington.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1736. 
Foreigner.  B.A.  1748.  Fellow  of  Cath.  Coll.  Died  Nov.  1809.  Buried  at 
Newton,  Cambs. 

82.  PEMBERTON  Francis.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Edward  Pemberton,  vicar  of 

Belchamp,  Essex.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1743.  Foreigner.  Emman. 
Coll.  B.A.  1748.  Died  unmarried  1749  aged  22.  Buried  at  Belchamp  St. 
Paul. 

83.  PEMBERTON  Jeremiah.  Son  of  Rev.  Jeremiah  Pemberton  of  Whitton, 

Norfolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1752.  Foreigner.  Fellow  of  Pembroke 
Coll.  Died  unmarried  July  1790.  Buried  at  Trumpington. 

84.  PEMBERTON  Edward.  Born  1783.  Son  of  Rev.  Jeremy  Pemberton,  vicar 

of  Belchamp  St.  Paul.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  from  Bury  school  Sept.  i8ot  in 
i8th  year.  Fellow.  Vicar  of  Belchamp  1811  — 59.  Died  March  1859 
aged  75. 
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N.B. — His  tombstone  in  Belchamp  St.  Paul  church  says  that  he  was 
pastor  for  nearly  fifty  years  where  his  ancestors  had  officiated  for  over  an 
hundred  years  in  succession.  The  four  Pembertons  reigned  there  for  157 
years;  viz  Francis  1702  — 29;  Edward,  his  brother,  1729 — 81;  Jeremy,  son 
of  Edward,  1781 — 1811  ; Edward,  son  of  Jeremy,  1811 — 59.  Of  these  four 
I have  authority  to  include  the  last  Edward  only. 

85.  PEMBERTON  Jeremiah.  Born  at  Foxearth  1785.  Son  of  Rev.  Jeremy 

Pemberton,  vicar  of  Belchamp.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  from  Bury  school  July 
1802.  Rector  of  Foxearth  1810 — 36.  Died  April  1864. 

86.  PEMBERTON  Christopher  Robert.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  Jeremiah  Pemberton 

of  Trumpington.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Feb.  1784  aged  18.  Physician  in  London.  Author  of  medical  works.  Died 
in  Kent  July  1822. 

N.B. — For  information  as  to  these  seven  Pembertons,  I am  indebted  to 
the  present  rector  of  West  Stow,  who  is  grandson  of  No.  86. 

87.  PEPPEN  William.  Born  at  Westbroke  in  Ringshall,  Suffolk.  Son  of  George 

Peppen.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1670  aged  t6. 
B.A.  1673.  Rector  of  Stoke  Ash  1678 — 1710.  Died  March  1710.  Buried 
at  Stoke  Ash. 

N.B. — In  1674  Mr.  Pipen  (the  father)  pays  hearth  tax  for  a house  of  6 
hearths  in  Ringshall. 

88.  PEPPEN  William.  Son  of  William  Peppen,  rector  of  Stoke  Ash,  No.  87.  At 

Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1701  aged  17.  M.A.  1708. 
Rector  of  Ringshall.  Is  there  in  the  1727  poll  book,  but  was  dead  when  his 
son  came  to  Bury  school  in  1741. 

89.  PEPPEN  Richard.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Peppen,  No.  88.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1741.  Foreigner. 

90.  PERIN  Thomas.  Born  at  Little  Birch,  Essex.  Son  of  Henry  Perin.  At 

school  at  Little  Birch,  Colchester,  and  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1579 
aged  16.  Ent.  at  Lincoln’s  Inn  Nov.  1586.  As  the  name  of  the  headmaster 
is  not  given  one  cannot  be  absolutely  certain  that  he  is  a Grammar  school 
boy. 

9£.  PERKINS  Henry.  Born  at  Thriplow.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Perkins  of 
Arkesden,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  1841—50.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.

B.A.  1854.  Barrister.  Succeeded  to  an  estate  at  Thriplow.  Many  years 
secretary  to  the  M.C.C.  Now  living  at  New  Barnet,  Herts. 

92.  PERKINS  John.  Born  at  Sawston,  Cambs.,  May  1837.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry 

Perkins.  At  Bury  school  1850 — 55.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Captain  of 
the  school.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  r855.  B.A.  1859.  P'ellow, 
tutor,  etc.  of  Downing  Coll.  Died  at  East  Hatley,  Cambs.,  April  1901. 
Buried  there. 

93.  PERKINS  Robert  Bening.  Eldest  son  of  Henry  Perkins,  No.  91.  At  Bury 

school  (870 — 75.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Oct.  1875. 
Now  living  in  London. 

94.  PERKINS  George  Hope.  Son  of  Henry  Perkins  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1884 — 88.  Royalist  and  afterwards  Foreigner. 

95.  PERN  Andrew.  Born  in  Cambridge.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of  Bury 

St.  Edmund.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Jan.  1681  in  his  sixteenth  year.  Did  not 
graduate. 

96.  PERNE  John.  Born  in  Cambridge.  Son  of  John  Perne,  esquire  bedell  of  the 

University.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to 
John’s  May  1724  aged  17.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  June  1730  aged  23  and  B.A. 
of  third  year,  having  transferred  himself  from  John’s.  Fellow  of  Peterhouse. 
Rector  of  Knapwell,  Cambs.,  1731 — 44.  Vicar  of  Gillingham,  Dorset,  1744 
— 1770.  Died  April  1770.  Tablet  in  Gillingham  church. 

N.B. — He  had  a son  Andrew,  of  Oriel  Coll.,  who  died  a clergyman 
April  1771  aged  26,  and  has  a tablet  at  Gillingham.  He  was  probably  not  a 
Bury  school  boy.  I mention  him  to  prevent  his  being  confused  with  the 
other  Andrews.

98.  PERNE  Andrew.  Born  in  Suffolk.  Son  of  Andrew  Pern,  No.  97.  Educated 

at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmund.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Sept.  1767 
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aged  15.  B.A.  1772.  Married  at  Horringer  June  1774  to  Susan  Smith  of 
Horringer.  Rector  of  Abington  Pigotts  and  of  Isham  Inferior,  Northants. 
Died  Dec.  1807  aged  55.  Tombstone  in  Little  Abington  church. 

99.  PERN  Andrew.  Eldest  son  of  Andrew  Pern,  No.  98.  At  Bury  under  Becher. 
Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  May  1795.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1792  aged 
17.  B.A.  1797.  Died  March  1800  aged  24.  Tombstone  in  Little  Abington 
church. 

100.  PERRY  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Perry  of  Newmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Jan.  1736.  Foreigner. 

101.  PERRY  Thomas.  Born  at  Newmarket.  Son  of  Thomas  Perry  of  Cambridge, 

tailor.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  April  1 745.  Foreigner.  Nine  years  there  under 
Kinsman  and  Carnham.  In  May  1754  the  Governors  allowed  him  an  exhibi- 
tion of  ^12  for  four  years  or  until  he  became  B.A.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July 
*753  aged  19.  Curate  at  Lynn  1758,  Long  Melford  1759.  Said  to  have 
been  chaplain  at  Goree  in  Africa,  Oct.  1762,  where  he  was  killed  by  the 
explosion  of  a powder  magazine. 

102.  PERRY  Ottley  Lane.  Son  of  Walter  Copland  Perry  of  Bonn  on  Rhine, 

Ph.D.  At  Bury  school  1858 — 1861.  Boarder.  At  Rugby  1861 — 63.  Now 
Lt.-Col.  2nd  V.  B.  North  Lancashire  Reg.,  living  at  Roxwell,  Northwood, 
Middlesex. 

103.  PERRYMAN  John.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  There  was  a John  Perryman  in  1674  occupying  a 
house  at  Southwold  with  three  hearths. 

104.  PETERS  . In  Bury  school  lists  1819 — 22.  Foreigner. 

105.  PETMAN  . He  is  only  in  the  list  for  1818,  first  form.  Foreigner. 

106.  PETTIT  Edward.  Son  of  John  Pettit  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  John’s 

Coll.  March  1649.  He  petitioned  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  to  allow  him 
an  exhibition  towards  his  maintenance  at  Cambridge.  In  Sept.  1648  they 
agreed  he  should  have  a year,  beginning  from  the  time  of  his  admission  to 
the  University  and  continuing  during  their  discretion.  Also  33s.  ..  4d.  for  a 
gown.  He  was  dead  by  April  1652,  when  twenty-five  shillings  were  granted  to 
his  mother  for  necessaries  spent  in  his  sickness.  (Minute  book.) 
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107.  PEYTON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  includes  Peylon  among  his  scholars,  past 

or  present,  from  Suffolk  ; but  as  he  gives  no  Christian  name,  and  as  Suffolk 
seems  to  mean  eastern  counties,  and  as  Peytons  are  many,  I cannot  name  the 
boy.  Perhaps  from  Isleham,  Cambs.,  or  Boxford,  Suffolk.  The  inscription 
over  the  west  door  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury  says  that  Edward  VI.  gave  a 
subscription  to  the  finishing  of  the  church  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Free 
Grammar  school  at  the  humble  suit  of  John  Eyer  and  Christopher  Peyton 
esquires.  Probably  Christopher  was  an  ancestor.

At  Bury  under  Mosse.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1605  aged  15.  Rector  of 
Fornham  All  Saints  1618 — . 

111.  PHILLIPS  John.  Born  at  Mildenhall.  Son  of  Pepys  Philips,  gent.  Six 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  John’s  May  1718  aged  19.  Rector  of  Mulbarton  with  Kenningham, 
Norfolk,  1729 — 37.  Died  1737. 

1 1 2.  PHILLIPS  Charles  Henry.  Born  March  1788.  Fifth  son  of  John  Phillips 

who  married  Frances  Crewe.  He  attended  the  festival  in  1850  as  an  old 
scholar.  He  was  a serjeant  in  the  Grenadier  Guards,  and  served  in  the 
Walcheren  expedition  1809.  Died  Aug.  1863. 

113.  PHILLIPS  John.  Born  Aug.  1789.  Sixth  son  of  John  Phillips  who  married 

Frances  Crewe.  He  married  Mary  Elizabeth  South  of  Huntingdon,  and  lived 
at  Great  Barton.  Died  there  March  1849  aged  59.  Tombstone  at  Great 
Barton. 

1 1 4.  PHILLIPS  Robert  Fryer.  Born  Sept.  1790.  Seventh  son  of  John  Phillips 

who  married  Frances  Crewe.  I include  him  on  family  authority.  He  joined 
the  Royal  Artillery  in  1806;  was  in  the  Walcheren  expedition  1809;  the 
Peninsular  war  1812 — 13  ; Brevet-Major  in  1854.  Died  at  Bath  Jan.  1856. 

N.B. — John  Phillips,  father  of  these  last  three  boys,  was  of  Pall  Mall, 
over  fifty  years  surgeon  to  the  royal  household.

1 15.  PHILLIPS  John  South.  Born  at  Great  Barton  Sept.  1825.  Only  son  of 

John  Phillips  of  Great  Barton,  No.  113.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 44.  Five 
years  in  sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
1843  aged  18.  B.A.  1848.  Died  July  1890.  Buried  at  Great  Barton. 

1 16.  PHILLIPS  Henry.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Phillips,  rector  of  Mildenhall 

and  Great  Whelnetham.  At  Bury  school  in  1835 — 3^-  Foreigner.  He 
went  out  to  India  in  1840.  Was  captain  m the  26th  Madras  Native  Infantry. 
Died  in  India  July  1853  aged  32.  Tablet  in  Great  Whelnetham  church. 

N.B. — The  father  of  this  boy,  and  of  No.  117,  was  brother  to  Nos.  112, 
1 13,  1 14,  but  does  not  seem  to  have  been  at  Bury  school.  He  was  fifty-seven 
years  rector  of  Great  Whelnetham,  and  fifty-five  years  vicar  of  Mildenhall. 
Died  July  1873  aged  8r. 

1 1 7.  PHILLIPS  Benezra.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Phillips.  At  Bury  school 

1842 — 45.  Foreigner.  Emmanuel  Coll.  Died  Jan.  1852  aged  22.  Buried 
at  Great  Whelnetham. 

1 18.  PHILLIPS  John  William  Heigham.  Born  Nov.  1851  at  Great  Barton,  Son 

of  John  South  Phillips,  No.  115.  At  Bury  school  1861 — 70.  Five  years  in 
sixth  form.  Boarder.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1868.  Rector  of  Little 
Whelnetham  for  fourteen  years.  Died  Sept.  1894.  Tombstone  in  Little 
Whelnetham  churchyard. 

1 1 9.  PICKARELL  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Pickarell,  rector  of  Burgate,  Suffolk. 

Four  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1684  aged  16.  Rector  of 
Burgate  1691 — 1738.  Died  July  1738  aged  70. 

N.B. — He  had  two  brothers,  William  and  John,  who  very  likely  were 
both  at  Bury  school.  William  died  Oct.  173  . aged  65.  There  are  flat  stones 
in  the  chancel  of  Burgate  church  to  the  father  and  two  sons. 

120.  PICKERING  Thomas.  Born  in  London.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of 

Bury  St.  Edmund.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Aug.  1674  aged  15.  B.A.  1678. 

12 1.  PICKERING  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  lists  1829,  1830.  Foreigner. 

122.  PIDGEON  Charles.  Son  of  Henry  Pidgeon.  Of  Suffolk.  At  Bury  under 

Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  March  1654  aged  16. 

N.B. — In  1674  there  were  Pidgeons  living  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  at 
Burgate. 
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123.  PIERCE  Francis  Dormer.  Born  1869.  Son  of  John  Timerell  Pierce  of 

Danbury,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  1880—86.  Foreigner.  Lampeter.  Now 
rector  of  Wickford,  Essex. 

124.  PIGOTT  Rodolph  or  Ralph.  Born  at  Stradsett,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Francis 

Pigott.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April 
1630  aged  16. 

125.  PIGOTT  Francis.  Son  of  Ralph  Pigott  of  Stradsett,  No.  124.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Four  years  there  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  May  1659  aged  16.  Lincoln’s  Inn  Nov.  1661. 

126.  PIPER  John.  Son  of  Samuel  Piper  of  Belchamp  St.  Paul,  Essex.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  July  1745.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1746  aged  19. 
M.A.  1755.  Vicar  of  All  Saints,  Sudbury,  1750 — 1807.  Died  March  1807 
aged  80.  Buried  in  All  Saints’  church. 

127.  PISTOR  John.  Born  at  Little  Whelnetham,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Alexander  Pistor, 

rector  of  Monks’  Bradfield.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Four 
years  there  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1657  aged  16.  B.A. 
1661.  Curate  to  his  father  in  1664.  Rector  of  Claydon,  Suffolk,  1666 — 
1711.  Rector  of  Akenham  1690 — 1711.  Died  1711. 

128.  PITCHES  Anthony.  Son  of  George  Pitches,  rector  of  Hawstead.  Described 

in  the  school  minute  book  as  son  of  Mrs.  Pitches  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  widow. 
In  March  1675  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of 
;^5  a year,  he  being  then  at  the  University  of  Cambridge.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A. 
1678.  Rector  of  Hawstead  1689 — 1720.  Died  Aug.  1720  aged  63.  Buried 
at  Hawstead. 

N.B. — There  were  three  rectors  of  Hawstead,  father,  son  and  grandson. 
George  Pitches,  rector  1670 — 72;  he  died  in  1672  aged  65,  and  his 
widow  in  1706  aged  90;  their  tombstone  is  in  Hawstead  church. 

Anthony  his  son,  rector  1689 — 1720. 

Richard,  son  of  Anthony,  rector  1720 — 27. 

Dr.  Randall  in  his  list  of  old  scholars  prays  that  Anthony  may  lead  the 
placid  life  of  a country  parson  for  ages  : — 

Rector  et  Hawstediae,  nondum  sub  mole  fatiscens 
Annorum,  placide  ssecula  laeta  trahat ; 

Longaevosque  suos  feliciter  impleat  annos  ; 

Et  cum  fata  volent,  molliter  ossa  cubent.

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129.  PITCHES  Richard.  Born  at  Wiston,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Anthony  Pitches,  rector 

of  Hawstead,  No.  128.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  April  1706  aged  18.  Rector  of  Brettenham  1718 — 27,  Hawstead  1720 
— 1727.  Died  Oct.  1727  aged  40.  Buried  at  Hawstead. 

130.  PITCHES  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Hawstead  Nov.  1700.  Youngest  son  of  Anthony 

Pitches,  rector  of  Hawstead,  No.  128.  In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Foreigner. 
In  the  poll  book  for  1727  he  appears  living  at  Moulton. 

131.  PITKIN  Robert.  Son  of  Mrs.  Pitkin  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  widow.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Feb.  1736.  Royalist. 

132.  PITKIN  John.  Son  of  Mrs.  Pitkin  of  Otten  Belchamp,  Essex,  widow.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Aug.  1741.  Foreigner. 

133.  PITT  Joshua.  Son  of  Francis  Pitt  of  Newmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July 

1731.  Foreigner.  Corpus  Christi  Coll.  B.A.  1744. 

134.  PITT  Ridgway,  Earl  of  Londonderry.  Second  but  eldest  surviving  son  of 

Thomas  Pitt,  first  Earl  of  Londonderry.  Succeeded  his  brother  as  third  Earl 
of  Londonderry  in  Aug.  1734.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Feb.  1737.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Sept.  1740  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  unmarried 
Jan.  1765  aged  43,  when  the  title  became  extinct. 

N.B. — Thomas  Pitt,  governor  at  Madras,  who  obtained  the  famous  Pitt 
diamond,  was  grandfather  of  this  boy.  The  boy’s  father  was  Thomas  Pitt 
M.P.,  created  Earl  of  Londonderry  in  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  in  1726.  In 
May  1728  he  was  appointed  Governor  of  the  Leeward  Islands,  and  died  at  St. 
Kitts  Sept.  1729.  The  boy’s  elder  brother,  Thomas,  succeeded  his  father  as 
second  earl,  but  was  killed  by  a fall  from  his  horse  Aug.  1734  aged  17.  It  is 
possible  that  he  also  was  at  Bury  school,  but  as  the  list  of  admissions  only 
begins  in  1730  there  is  nothing  to  show  it.  William  Pitt,  the  great  Earl  of 
Chatham,  was  first  cousin  to  the  Bury  boy. 

135.  PIZZEY  or  PIZEY  Robert.  Son  of  William  Pizzey  of  St.  James’,  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1742.  Royalist.  Died  March  1794 
aged  60.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

136.  PI.AMPIN  John.  Son  of  John  Plampin  of  Fornham  All  Saints.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1737.  Foreigner.  He  succeeded  to  Chadacre,  and  married 
Elizabeth  Francis,  daughter  of  Hon.  Rev.  H.  Hervey  Aston.  She  died  Oct. 
1774  aged  42,  and  he  survived  her.  He  occasionally,  and  his  six  children  con- 
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stantly,are  mentioned  in  the  Journals  of  Hon.  W.  Hervey.  One  of  his  daughters 
married  Orbell  Ray  Oakes,  who  and  his  descendants  all  came  to  Bury  school. 

137.  PLAMPIN  John.  Eldest  son  of  John  Plampin  of  Chadacre  hall,  No.  136. 

Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1776.  Fellow  and  tutor.  Rector  of  Whatfield  and 
Stanstead.  Died  May  1823  aged  68.  Buried  at  Shimpling.  I have  no  proof 
of  his  having  been  at  Bury  school,  but  as  he  was  close  by,  and  as  his  father 
and  younger  brother  certainly  were  there,  he  is  a high  probability. 

138.  PLAMPIN  Robert.  Born  1762.  Second  son  of  John  Plampin  of  Chadacre, 

No.  136.  Went  into  the  navy  and  became  an  admiral.  Died  at  Florence 
Feb.  1834  aged  72.  Buried  at  Wanstead,  Essex.  In  D.  N.  B.  I have  no 
proof  of  his  having  been  at  Bury  school,  but  he  is  a high  probability. 

139.  PLAMPIN  George.  Bapt.  at  Shimpling  April  1765.  Third  son  of  John 

Plampin  of  Chadacre  hall.  No.  136.  At  Bury  under  Laurents.  Of  Caius 
Coll,  and  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1788.  Rector  of  Depden  and  Stanstead,  Suffolk. 
Died  at  Long  Melford  Aug.  1795.  Buried  at  Shimpling. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  on  29  April,  1784,  the 
upper  master  complained  of  several  of  the  boys  for  locking  up  the  school  and 
not  suffering  him  to  enter,  and  quitting  his  house  without  his  leave.  The 
Governors  after  considering  the  charge  ordered  two  boys,  George  Plampin  and 
Thomas  Barnard  Sparrow,  to  be  dismissed. — He  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
Augustus  Hervey,  July  1781,  as  being  “now at  school  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.” 
So  there  is  triple  authority  for  including  him. 

140.  PLEASANCE  Thomas.  Son  of  John  Pleasance  of  Tuddenham,  Suffolk, 

mediae  fortune.  Seven  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Oct.  1567  aged 
18.  Adm.  to  Gray’s  Inn  1571.  Will  proved  Nov.  1616. 

N.B. — The  Visitation  of  Suffolk,  1612,  gives  him  five  sons  who  may  have 
all  come  to  school  at  Bury.  There  is  a Pleasance  pedigree  by  D.E.D.  in  the 
Jermyn  MSS  at  Moyses  hall,  which  gives  swarms  of  nephews,  who  also  may 
all  have  come. 

141.  PLESTOW  Charles  Berners.  Son  of  Charles  Berners  Plestow.  At  Bury 

school  1837 — 41.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

142.  PLESTOW  H.  C.  B.  Son  of  Charles  Berners  Plestow.  At  Bury  school  1837 

— 1842.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

143.  PLUM  . In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1825  only. 
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144.  PLUME  John.  Born  at  Shelford,  Essex.  Son  of  Edmund  Plume.  At  Bury 

under  Stephens,  and  privately  under  Blemell.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1653 
aged  16. 

145.  PLUMMER  Robert.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1674  and  1682, 

which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him.  I presume  he  is  the  Robert 
Plummer  who  in  1674  was  occupying  a house  in  St.  James’  parish  at  Bury  with 
seven  hearths  in  it ; and  as  he  is  next  in  the  list  to  Mr.  Hall  who  was  occuping 
what  was  left  of  the  abbey,  his  house  must  have  been  in  that  neighbourhood. 

146.  PLUMMER  Robert.  At  Bury  school  1843 — 49.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

147.  PLUMMER  Mathew.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 51.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

148.  PLUMMER  Benjamin.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 52.  Foreigner. 

These  three  boys  came  from  Newcastle  on  Tyne. 

149.  POCKLINGTON  Robert.  Born  at  Chelsworth,  Suffolk,  Dec.  1799.  Eldest 

son  of  Robert  Pocklington.  At  Bury  school  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  Trin, 
Coll.  April  1820.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  Sept.  1865.  Buried  at  Chelsworth. 

150.  POINTER  Ernest.  Son  of  Mrs.  G.  H.  Pointer  of  Northgate  street.  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1892 — 95.  Royalist. 

151.  POLE  Brewster.  Son  of  Edward  Pole  of  Stanton,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Sept.  1745.  Foreigner. 

152.  POLEY  John.  Born  at  Boxtead  Jan.  1637.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Poley, 

knight.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Boxtead  in  1664.  He  gave  a book  to  the 
school  library  in  1690,  which  is  my  authority  for  including  him.  He  is 
described  in  the  catalogue  as  “of  Boxted,  eques  auratus.”  M.P.  for  Sudbury 
in  the  Convention  Parliament  of  1688,  and  made  a short  speech,  which  another 
old  Bury  school  boy,  Sir  Richard  Gipps,  reported  and  has  handed  down.  It 
has  been  twice  printed  in  Suff.  Arch.  Inst.  Proc.  ; III.  369.  VIII.  189.  He 
died  Sept.  1705.  Buried  at  Boxtead. 

153.  POLEY  Thomas.  Born  at  Boxtead  Aug.  1642.  Second  son  of  Sir  William 

Poley,  eques  auratus.  In  Bury  school  list  1656.  In  March  1664  he  w^as 
apprenticed  for  seven  years  to  William  Allington,  citizen  and  fishmonger  of 
London,  to  learn  the  trade.  The  indenture  of  his  apprenticeship  was  in  the 
possession  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Prigg,  who  printed  it  in  his  Memorials  of  the 
Past.  Married  Frances,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Head  of  Rochester.  Lived 
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at  Rochester.  Died  1690.  His  eldest  daughter  married  Robert  Weller,  and 
from  them  are  descended  the  present  Weller  Poleys  of  Boxtead,  descendants 
of  No.  152  having  failed. 

154.  POLEY  William.  Born  at  Boxtead  March  1647.  Third  son  of  Sir  William 

Poley,  knight.  “By  a dismal  accident  drowned  at  Liston”  Feb.  14,  1711, 
aged  64.  Buried  at  Boxted.  As  he  was  drowned  at  Liston  I imagine  that  he 
was  the  William  Poley  whom  the  hearth  tax  return  for  1674  shows  occupying 
a house  with  four  hearths  at  Long  Melford.  Either  he  or  William  Poley, 
No.  155,  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1683.  I cant  say  which,  so  I 
include  them  both.  Both  are  high  probabilities  without  the  book. 

155.  POLEY  William.  Bapt.  at  St.  Mary’s  at  Bury  Jan.  1653.  Eldest  son  of  Sir 

John  Poley  of  Bury.  Married  at  Long  Melford  to  Philippa  Waldegrave  in 
1685.  Died  Jan.  1702.  Buried  at  Boxted.  Either  he  or  No.  154  gave  a 
book  to  the  school  library  in  1683.  He  is  described  in  the  Boxted  register  as 
“ of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,”  so  I presume  he  inherited  his  father’s  house  at  Bury 
and  occupied  it.  But  he  is  not  there  in  the  hearth  tax  returns  for  1674. 

156.  POLEY  John.  Bapt.  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  Sept.  1655.  Second  son  of  Sir  John 

Poley  of  Bury.  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1674.  Fellow.  B.D.  1687.  He  gave 
a book  to  the  school  library  in  1703.  Apparently  he  was  still  living  at 
Cambridge  when  Dr.  Randall’s  volume  was  published,  1719. 

157.  POLEY  Despotine.  Bapt.  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  Feb.  1656.  Third  son  of  Sir 

John  Poley  of  Bury.  Adm.  to  Jesus  Coll.  1673.  Did  not  graduate.  I have  no 
authority  to  include  him.  But  being  brought  up  in  Bury  he  is  a high  probability. 

158.  POLEY  Henry.  Eldest  surviving  son  of  Sir  Edmund  Poley  of  Badley,  Suff. 

Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1672.  Fellow.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in 
1672.  This  being  an  actual  leaving  book  makes  him  an  absolute  certainty. 
Of  the  Middle  Temple.  M.P.  for  Bury,  Eye  and  Ipswich.  Died  Aug.  1707 
aged  54.  Buried  at  Badley. 

159.  POLEY  Edmund.  Born  at  Bury  Dec.  1655.  Second  surviving  son  of  Sir 

Edmund  Poley  of  Badley.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1672. 
This  also  is  an  actual  leaving  book.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1674.  Fellow. 
Ambassador  to  Savoy.  According  to  Dr.  Randall  he  died  of  fever  after  his 
return  home.  Died  May  1714.  Buried  at  Badley. 

N.B. — These  Poleys  have  taken  some  time  to  get  into  shape,  and  require 
a note. 
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Sir  William  Poley  of  Boxted,  father  of  Nos.  152,  153,  154,  died  May  1664 
and  was  buried  at  Boxted.  His  wife  was  sister  of  Sir  Symonds  Dewes,  No.  96. 

Sir  John  Poley  of  Bury,  father  of  Nos.  155,  156,  157,  was  younger  brother 
of  that  Sir  William.  He  died  Nov.  1664,  and  was  buried  at  Boxted.  His 
wife  was  a daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Doctor  Despotine,  a physician  who  had 
come  from  Venice  with  William  Bedell  and  settled  in  Bury.  I imagine  that 
Sir  John  Poley  lived  at  Bury  in  what  had  been  Dr.  Despotine’s  house,  some- 
where in  St.  Mary’s  parish. 

Sir  Edmund  Poley  of  Badley,  father  of  Nos.  158,  159,  died  Oct.  1671, 
and  was  buried  at  Badley.  His  wife  was  Esther  Crofts  of  Little  Saxham. 
The  common  ancestor  of  the  Poleys  of  Boxted  and  of  Badley  was  so  far  back 
that  at  this  time  they  were  practically  not  related. 

Dr.  Randall  devotes  sixteen  lines  to  the  Poleys.  As  far  as  I can  under- 
stand him  he  mentions  four  individuals.  There  is  “ nobile  par  fratrum,”  of 
whom  one  is  sent  abroad  and  the  other  looks  after  public  rights  at  home. 
They  must  be  the  two  from  Badley,  one  of  whom  was  barrister  and  M.P.,  the 
other  an  ambassador.  Another,  he  says,  studies  and  lives  at  Cambridge. 
That  might  be  the  fellow  of  Queen’s  College.  Another  from  Boxted  “ teneris 
mihi  charus  in  annis.”  He  can  hardly  be  one  of  the  three  from  Boxted  in  my 
list,  but  he  might  be  one  of  the  sons  of  No.  152,  whom  I have  not  included ; 
either  John  who  lived  to  be  91  (1676 — 1757)  or  William  who  died  1698 
aged  14.  I ought  to  have  included  both  these  and  others  besides. 

160.  POOLE  Arthur.  Son  of  Colonel  Poole  of  East  Bergholt.  At  Bury  school 

1850 — 54.  Foreigner. 

16 1.  PORTER  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  includes  a Porter  from  Suffolk  among  his 

past  pupils. 

162.  PORTER  Thomas.  Son  of  Aubry  Porter  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 

school  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1701  aged  16.  Did  not 
graduate.  His  death  is  thus  recorded  in  the  Diary  of  Lord  Bristol  on  Dec. 
5,  1705  : — “ My  nephew  Tom  Porter  dyed  of  a feaver  at  Vienna  in  Germany 
“ about  two  afternoon." 

N.B. — Aubry  Porter,  father  of  this  boy,  was  a grandson  of  Endymion 
Porter.  He  married  Kezia  Hervey,  sister  of  John,  Lord  Bristol,  whereby  he 
became  M.  P.  for  Bury  from  1708  till  his  death  in  1717.  Possibly  he  is  the 
boy  included  by  Dr.  Leeds,  No.  161. 
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163.  PORTER  . At  Bury  school  1857 — 60.  Boarder. 

164.  PORTWAY  George.  Born  1815.  Eldest  son  of  George  Portway  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  hosier.  At  Bury  school  in  1828.  Royalist.  Was  a cloth 
manufacturer  at  Leeds.  Died  in  1880.  Buried  at  Leeds. 

165.  PORTWAY  William.  Second  son  of  George  Portway.  At  Bury  school  in 

1832.  Royalist.  Died  July  1844  aged  24.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

166.  PORTWAY  John.  Third  son  of  George  Portway.  At  Bury  school  in  1835. 

Royalist.  Was  a chemist  in  Abbeygate  street,  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Died 
Nov.  1895  aged  73.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

167.  PORTWAY  Charles.  Fourth  son  of  George  Portway.  At  Bury  school  in 

1842.  Royalist.  Ironmonger  at  Sudbury  and  Halstead.  Now  living  at 
Halstead. 

N.B. — George  Portway,  father  of  these  four  boys,  died  May  1868  aged 
77,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

168.  POSTLE  Thomas.  Son  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Postle  of  Hatter  street,  widow. 

At  Bury  school  1851 — 55.  Royalist.  Died  Dec.  1856  aged  17.  Buried  in 
the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

169.  POTTER  Charles.  Born  at  Dorchester.  Son  of  Rev.  Charles  Potter  of  God- 

manchester.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1737.  Foreigner.  Half  a year  there, 
and  then  six  years  at  Oakham,  Rutland.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  June  1745 
aged  17.  B.A.  1748. 

170.  POTTER  . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1818 — 22.  Foreigner. 

1 7 1.  POTTS  Algernon.  Eldest  surviving  son  of  Sir  Roger  Potts  of  Great 

Ellingham,  Norfolk.  Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll,  from  Bury  school  1690  aged 
16.  Did  not  graduate.  Succeeded  his  father  as  fourth  baronet  in  17  ii. 
Died  Sept.  1716.  Buried  at  Mannington. 

N.B. — He  had  three  brothers,  James,  Philip  and  Charles.  Dr.  Randall 
seems  to  imply  that  more  than  one  came  to  Bury  school. 

Inter  Frestonios,  Prestones  atque  Barones, 

Pottosque  et  Mottos,  lucide  Brighte,  nites. 

I am  therefore  justified  in  naming  the  others  though  I may  not  number  them. 
James,  eldest  son,  died  young. 

Philip  died  in  1698  aged  27,  and  has  a monument  in  Great  Ellingham 
church. 
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Charles  succeeded  his  brother  Algernon  as  fifth  baronet  in  1711,  and 
died  Jan.  1731  aged  56.  His  tombstone  is  in  Great  Ellingham  church. 

172.  POULTER  C.  H.  At  Bury  school  1867 — 70.  Boarder.  I am  told  he  came 

from  High  Wycombe,  Bucks. 

173.  POWELL  Fred.  Baptized  at  Hawstead  June  1711.  Youngest  son  of  John 

Powell  of  Hammond’s  farm,  Hawstead.  At  Bury  school  in  172T.  Apprenticed 
in  1722  to  Hammond  & Singleton  in  London.  An  upholder.  Died  in 
London  1744.  “Fred  goes  to  Bury  scoole  every  day  morning  and  home  at 
“ nights  alone,  which  is  a great  undertaking  for  one  soe  young.”  Letter  from 
John  Powell  of  Hawstead  to  his  son  David  in  London,  May  6,  1721. 
(Information  of  Mr.  Edgar  Powell.) 

174.  POWELL  J.  H.  He  is  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival 

in  1850. 

175.  POWELL  Sidney.  Son  of  Thomas  Bolland  Powell,  formerly  of  Drogheda,  at 

this  time  living  at  Northgate  house  on  Fornham  road.  At  Bury  school 
1869 — 74.  Royalist.  Now  an  army  surgeon. 

176.  POWLES  . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1825,  1826.  Foreigner. 

177.  PRATT  Edward.  Eldest  son  of  Roger  Pratt  of  Ryston,  Norf.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1730.  Foreigner.  Six  years  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  Jan  1736  aged  18.  Succeeded  his  father  at  Ryston.  Died  June  1784. 
Buried  at  Ryston. 

178.  PRATT  Robert.  Second  son  of  Roger  Pratt  of  Ryston.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1730.  Foreigner.  I can  find  no  mention  of  this  boy  and  think 
he  must  have  died  quite  young,  if  he  ever  existed.  In  the  Bury  school 
admission  book  the  entry  states  that  “ Edward  and  Robert,  sons  ” [etc.]  were 
admitted  together.  And  as  Edward’s  name  seems  to  have  been  Edward  Roger, 
I thought  that  Edward  Roger  might  have  got  changed  into  Edward  and 
Roger,  and  then  Roger  into  Robert,  which  two  names  are  often  confounded. 
But  as  their  mother’s  tombstone  says  that  when  she  died  in  1731  she  left 
three  sons,  it  is  probable  that  Robert  is  all  right,  though  Blomfield  and 
Jermyn  MSS.  ignore  him. 

179.  PRATT  Jermyn.  Third  son  of  Roger  Pratt  of  Ryston.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Oct.  1731.  Eight  years  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1741 
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aged  1 8.  Rector  of  Marlingford  and  Watlington.  Died  Oct.  1791. 

N.B. — Roger  Pratt,  father  of  these  three  boys,  married  Henrietta  Davers 
of  Rushbrooke,  and  died  March  1771  aged  82.  She  died  Sept.  1731. 

180.  PRESS  William.  Son  of  Mrs.  Press  of  Bury  St.  Edmund’s.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1736.  Royalist. 

1 8 1.  PRESTON  Isaac.  Born  at  Waldingfield,  Suffolk.  Eldest  son  of  Jacob 

Preston  of  Beeston  St.  Lawrence,  Norfolk,  armiger.  In  the  Bury  school  list 
for  1656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1657  aged  16.  Knighted  by  William 
III.  in  1695.  Died  Dec.  1708  aged  68.  Buried  at  Beeston. 

N.B. — His  mother  was  Frances,  daughter  of  Sir  Isaac  Appleton  of 
Waldingfield,  which  accounts  for  his  being  born  there. 

182.  PRESTON  Thomas.  Second  son  of  Jacob  Preston  of  Beeston.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — John  was  the  second  born  son,  as  his  mother’s  tombstone  shows, 
but  he  probably  died  in  infancy. 

183.  PRESTON  Jacob.  Third  son  of  Jacob  Preston  of  Beeston.  He  is  in  the 

Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

184.  PRESTON  Francis.  Fourth  son  of  Jacob  Preston  of  Beeston.  He  is  in 

the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  The  Visitation  of  Norfolk,  1664,  does  not  give 
him,  so  perhaps  he  was  dead  before  then. 

185.  PRESTON  Charles.  Born  1646.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  Jacob  Preston 

of  Beeston.  In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Magd.  Coll.  B.A.  1666. 
Fellow.  Rector  of  Befiston  1670 — 1713. 

N.B. — Jacob  Beeston,  father  of  these  five  boys  who  were  all  at  school 
together,  died  Sept.  1683  aged  70,  and  lies  at  Beeston. 

186.  PRESTON  Jacob.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  Isaac  Preston,  of  Beeston,  No.  181. 

Educated  at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Magdalene 
Coll.  May  1693  in  his  i6th  year.  Did  not  graduate. 

187.  PRESTON  Jacob.  Born  in  Norwich.  Son  of  Isaac  Preston  of  Beeston  St. 

Lawrence.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1750.  Nine  years  there  under 
Garnham.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1759  aged  17.  Adm.  to 
Lincoln’s  Inn  1761.  Died  Oct.  1787.  Buried  at  Beeston. 

N.B.— In  the  Bury  admission  book  the  father  is  called  Jacob  Preston  of 
Norwich.  Probably  the  Caius  book  is  right. 
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188.  PRESTON  . In  Bury  school  lists  1822 — 25.  Foreigner.  I presume 

he  is  the  Mr.  C.  A.  Preston  who  was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend 
the  festival  in  1850. 

189.  PRESTON  Arthur  Waters.  Son  of  Arthur  Preston  of  Norwich,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1868 — 72.  Boarder.  Now  a solicitor  at  Norwich. 

190.  PRETTY . Apparently  there  was  a boy  of  this  name  in  Dr.  Randall’s 

time.  If  I rightly  understand  some  of  his  lines,  two  boys  absented  themselves 
from  morning  service  at  church  on  St.  Barnabas’  day.  These  were  the  names 
of  the  culprits  : — 

Perbonus  ille  fuit,  nigro  at  carbone  notandus, 

Hie  autem  Bello  nomine  dignus  erat. 

And  lest  we  should  not  be  able  to  understand,  a marginal  note  points  out  that 
Perbonus  means  a boy  named  Thorowgood,  and  Bellus  means  a boy  named 
Pretty.  The  same  joke  is  made  in  another  poem,  but  I think  intended  for 
another  boy  and  another  name.  The  addition  of  vir  to  belliis  turns  Pretty 
into  Prettyman.

For  the  Finingamia  dominus  see  FRERE. 

191.  PRETYMAN  Tyrrell.  Bapt.  at  Wetherden  June  1675.  Eldest  son  of  Tyrrell 

Pretyman  of  Wetherden  by  his  first  wife.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of 
Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  Feb.  1693  aged  17.  Did  not 
graduate.  Died  Jan.  1695.  Buried  at  Wetherden. 

192.  PRETYMAN  George.  Bapt.  at  Bacton  July  1685.  Eldest  son  of  George 

Pretyman  of  Bacton.  Educated  at  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
Adm.  to  Peterhouse  April  1704  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  He  rebuilt 
Bacton  manor  house  on  a new  site.  Died  Feb.  1732.  Buried  in  Bacton 
church. 

N.B. — The  Peterhouse  admission  book  only  describes  these  two  boys  as 
“ of  Suffolk.”  No  father’s  name  is  given.  But  family  information  and 
Muskett’s  S.M.F.  enable  them  to  be  identified.  Which  is  the  “vir  bellus”  of 
Dr.  Randall’s  lines  I cannot  say. 

193.  PRETYMAN  George.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  in  Abbeygate  street  Oct. 

1750.  Eldest  son  of  George  Pretyman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and  Bacton. 
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Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1770,  being  then  of  Pembroke  Coll. 
Senior  wrangler  and  first  Smith’s  prizeman  1772.  Fellow.  Tutor  to  William 
Pitt.  Dean  of  St.  Paul’s.  Bishop  of  Lincoln  and  Winchester.  Succeeded 
to  Bacton  estate  on  the  death  of  his  father  in  1810.  Took  the  name  of 
Tomline  in  1803.  Died  Nov.  1827.  Buried  in  Winchester  cathedral.  In 
D.  N.  B. 

194.  PRETYMAN  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Oct.  1752.  Second  son  of 

George  Pretyman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Sept. 
1774,  being  then  at  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1778.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Shotley 
1784 — 1817.  Archdeacon  of  Lincoln.  Died  June  1817.  Buried  in  Lincoln 
cathedral. 

N.B. — George  Pretyman,  father  of  these  two  boys,  besides  being  a 
Bacton  squire,  had  a large  linen  draper’s  shop  at  the  corner  of  High  Baxter 
street  and  Abbeygate  street.  Over  that  shop  the  bishop  and  the  archdeacon 
were  born. 

195.  PRICHARD  William  Comyn.  Born  Aug.  1850.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Robert 

Anwyl  Prichard,  rector  of  Thelveton,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 67. 
Boarder.  Died  Feb.  1889. 

196.  PRICHARD  Hugh  Lechmere.  Born  April  1854.  Second  son  of  Rev.  R.  A. 

Prichard.  At  Bury  school  1866 — 70.  Foreigner.  Went  to  sea,  and  after- 
wards into  the  Chinese  customs.  Died  Oct.  1895. 

197.  PRICK  or  PRYKE  Simon.  Son  of  Simon  Prick  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  brick- 

layer. Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1752.  Royalist.  Elected  to  Hewer  ex- 
hibition April  1763.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1761  aged  18.  B.A.  1765. 
For  over  forty  years  chaplain  to  the  county  gaol  and  house  of  correction  at 
Bury.  Died  Dec.  1817  aged  76.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury.  In  his  life 
time  the  name  was  passing  from  its  old  form.  Prick,  to  its  modern  form,  Pryke. 

198.  PRIESTLEY  Ashley.  Brother  of  Neville  Priestley  ofThe  Camp,  Ahmadabad, 

India.  At  Bury  school  1884 — 86.  Foreigner.  Now  in  the  Alliance  Bank 
at  Cawnpore,  India. 

199.  PRIESTLEY  Esmond.  Brother  of  Ashley  Priestley.  At  Bury  school  1884— 

1888.  Foreigner.  Now  in  the  Indian  police,  hunting  Dacoits. 

200.  PRIGG . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.  e.  Royalist.  This  may  be  the  same  boy  as  the  next,  George,  or  an 
elder  brother. 
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201.  PRIGG  George.  Son  of  George  Prigg  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  glazier.  He  is 

in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  The  Hearth  tax  return  shows  George  Prigg 
living  in  St.  Mary’s  parish  in  1674  in  a house  with  three  hearths. 

202.  PRIGG  Roger.  Son  of  Roger  Prigg  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Sept.  1749.  Royalist.  A tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard  records 
Roger  Prigg  who  died  176  . aged  7 . , and  Roger  his  son  who  died  March 
1757  aged  . . years.  This  boy  might  be  the  son,  or  perhaps  the  son’s  son. 

203.  PRIGG . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1821  Foreigner,  1822  Royalist. 

N.B. — Robert  Prigg  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  died  Aug.  1827  aged  65. 
He  had  five  sons  ; viz  : — 

Robert. 

Henry.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury  April  1873  aged  76. 

Edward.  Born  1802.  Died  at  Drinkstone  1876. 

William.  Born  1805.  Died  1838. 

Frederick.  Born  1808.  Died  in  Oregon  in  America  1850. 

The  above  boy  might  be  one  of  the  two  last. 

204.  PRIGG  Frederick.  Born  1847.  Younger  son  of  Henry  Prigg  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  i860 — 64.  Royalist.  Practiced  as  a surgeon  in 
London.  M.R.C.S.  Died  at  Netting  Hill  July  1877  aged  29. 

205.  PRIGG  Henry  Wilson.  Only  son  of  Henry  Prigg  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  who 

in  about  1890  changed  his  name  to  Trigg.  At  Bury  school  1885 — 88. 
Royalist.  To  Christ’s  Coll.  1894.  Accidentally  shot  near  Bury  Sept.  1897, 
aged  26.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

206.  PRIME  Samuel.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Prime, 

aromatarius  (grocer).  At  Bury  under  Randall  and  Kinsman.  He  is  in  the 
school  list  for  Midsummer  1713.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1718  aged 
16.  Did  not  graduate.  Called  to  the  Bar  Nov.  1724.  King’s  Serjeant  1745. 
Knighted  1745.  Died  Feb.  1777  aged  76.  Buried  in  the  Temple  church. 

207.  PRIME  Arthur.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Dec.  1709.  Son  of  Thomas 

Prime,  aromatarius.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  Dec.  1726 
aged  15.  B.A.  1730.  Fellow.  D.D.  1746.  Rector  of  Lezant,  Cornwall, 
1745 — 1778.  Died  March  1778. 

208.  PRIME  Samuel.  Born  in  London.  Only  son  of  Sir  Samuel  Prime,  No.  206. 

Adm.  to  John’s  March  1766  aged  16.  B.A.  1770.  Fourth  wrangler.  Senior 
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medallist.  Fellow.  Called  to  the  Bar  1773.  Of  Whitton,  Co.  Middlesex. 
Died  March  1813  aged  63.  He  was  at  Eton  and  may  have  been  at  Bury  also  ; 
but  I am  not  very  certain,  and  only  include  him  because  Dr.  Donaldson  did. 

209.  PRYOR  . In  Bury  school  lists  1822 — 27.  Foreigner. 

210.  PRIOR  . Adm.  to  Bury  school  in  1837.  Foreigner.  Not  there  in  1838. 

21 1.  PRIOR  Edward  Henry  Turner.  Son  of  Edward  Prior  of  West  Farm,  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1880  — 86.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist. 
St.  John’s  Coll.  In  1894  he  joined  the  Universities’  mission  to  Central 
Africa.  Died  at  Zanzibar  Aug.  1901. 

212.  PROBART  Frank  George  Cocksedge.  Only  son  of  Dr.  Probart  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1844 — 49.  Royalist.  Went  into  the  army. 
Was  Colonel  commanding  the  9th  Regimental  district.  Died  Feb.  1885  aged 
49.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

213.  PRYME  Charles  de  la.  Son  of  George  Pryme,  Professor  of  political  economy 

at  Cambridge.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 34.  Four  years  in  sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Trin.  Coll  B.A.  1839.  Died  at  Wistow,  Hunts,  Dec.  1899  aged 
80.  He  was  the  descendent  of  Huguenot  refugees,  and  re-assumed  the  “ de 
la  ” which  had  been  dropped. 

214.  PULLYN  Peter.  Son  of  Peter  Pullyn  of  Halesworth,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1736.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — There  is  a stone  in  Halesworth  churchyard  to  Peter  Pullyn  sen., 
who  died  Sept.  1753  aged  65. 

215.  PURCHAS  John.  Born  at  Cambridge  July  1823.  Eldest  son  of  Capt. 

William  Jardine  Purchas  R.N.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Foreigner. 
Entered  Rugby  school  in  1836.  Thence  to  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1844. 
Curate  at  St.  Paul’s,  Brighton,  1861 — 66.  Perp.  Cur.  of  St.  James’  chapel, 
Brighton,  1866 — 72.  Was  suspended  by  the  Privy  Council  for  illegal 
ritualistic  practices,  but  took  no  notice  of  the  suspension  and  went  on  as 
before.  Died  Oct.  1872.  Buried  at  Brighton.  In  D.N.B. 

N.B. — I do  not  know  whether  Bury  can  claim  this  indomitable  clergyman 
as  a scholar.  I have  merely  guessed  him,  and  have  not  been  able  to  get  any 
family  confirmation  of  my  guess.  But  it  is  a likely  guess.  The  name  is  not 
common.  Cambridge  is  not  far  from  Bury.  The  date  of  Purchas  leaving 
Bury  agrees  with  the  date  of  John  Purchas  going  to  Rugby. 
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216.  PURKIS  William  George.  Son  of  C.  B.  Purkis  of  Sturmer,  Essex.  At  Bury 

school  1893 — 95. 

217.  PYKE  Henry.  Born  1816.  Fourth  son  of  George  Pyke  of  Baythorne  House, 

Birdbrook,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 31.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 
Settled  in  Australia.  Date  of  death  not  known  in  England. 

218.  PYKE  Thomas  Massingberd.  Born  1818.  Fifth  son  of  George  Pyke.  At 

Bury  school  1828 — 35.  Royalist.  Corpus  Christi  Coll.  B.A.  1841.  Rector 
of  Onehouse,  Suffolk.  Died  1875  aged  56.  Buried  at  Onehouse. 

219.  PYKE  Joseph.  Born  1821.  Sixth  son  of  George  Pyke.  At  Bury  school 

1828 — 36.  Royalist.  Was  a lieutenant  in  Indian  army.  Died  in  India  in 
1843. 

N.B. — George  Pyke,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  Dec.  1827,  and  his 
widow  came  to  live  in  Bury,  so  that  the  boys  were  Royalists. 


1.  QUANBOROUGH  . At  Bury  school  1818 — 20.  Foreigner. 

2.  QUINCE  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Quince  of  Botesdale.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1737.  Foreigner. 

QUINTIN.  Three  boys  of  this  name  are  in  the  school  lists  1818 — 32.  I feel 
sure  that  they  are  St.  Quintins,  and  have  put  them  under  that  name. 


1.  RABETT  John.  Youngest  son  of  Reginald  Rabett  of  Bramfield,  esquire. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1740.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Emman.  Coll.  June 
1743  aged  18.  B.A.  1746.  Was  a clergyman.  Died  Jan.  1763  aged  39. 
Buried  at  Bramfield,  Suffolk. 

2.  RABY  John.  Born  Aug.  1677.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Raby  of  Huntingdon, 

gent.  At  Huntingdon  school,  then  at  Merchant  Taylor’s,  then  at  Bury  under 
Leeds  per  semestre  (a  half  year).  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  Dec.  1692  aged 
15.  Did  not  graduate.  I presume  he  is  the  Rabius  mentioned  by  Dr. 
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Randall.  In  which  case  he  was  a lawyer,  gravis  consultor  legum,  and 
deserved  a place  with  the  highest.  P.  1 7. 

3.  RACKHAM  . At  Bury  school  1839.  Upper  fifth.  Foreigner. 

4.  RACKHAM  Horace  Fuller.  Born  at  Wangford,  Suffolk.  Son  of  William 

Abel  Rackham  M.R.C.S.  At  Bury  school  1866 — 68.  Sixth  form.  Boarder. 
Now  vicar  of  High  Wych,  Herts. 

5.  RACKHAM  Walter.  Son  of  William  Abel  Rackham.  At  Bury  school  1866 — 

70.  Foreigner.  Now  at  Peterborough,  Ontario. 

6.  RAE  . At  Bury  school  1850 — 56.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 

I believe  this  is  William,  son  of  John  Rae  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 
travelling  tea  dealer.  A school  fellow  tells  me  he  came  across  him  a few  years 
after  leaving  school  following  his  father’s  trade,  and  that  soon  after  that  he 
died.  But  in  Oct.  1856  a book  was  given  to  the  school  library  by  William 
Rae,  then  at  Edinburgh  University.  He  became  L.R.C.S.  in  1857.  Practiced 
at  Aberdeen  1859 — 78;  in  Melbourne,  Australia,  1879 — 85.  Died  there 
Feb.  1885  aged  49.  Perhaps  the  surgeon  is  No.  7,  a cousin. 

7.  RAE  . At  Bury  school  1853 — 56.  Foreigner. 

8.  RAIKES  Robert  Napier.  Born  Oct.  1813.  Son  of  Rev.  Robert  Napier 

Raikes,  who  had  the  livings  of  Gayton  with  Lynn,  Hellesdon,  Longhope  and 
Old  Sodbury.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1821,  1822,  first  form.  Foreigner. 
Entered  the  army  1829.  Served  in  Gwalior  campaign  1843,  Burmese  war 
1852,  Indian  mutiny  1857.  Became  General  in  1889.  Now  living  in 
Hertfordshire  in  his  95th  year. 

N.B. — This  boy’s  grandfather  was  Robert  Raikes  of  Gloucester,  the 
founder  of  Sunday  schools. 

9.  RAINHAM  Samuel.  Son  of  Lawrence  Rainham  of  Rattlesden,  husbandman. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1731.  Foreigner.  Died  April  1734.  Buried  at 
Rattlesden. 

10.  RALLING  John.  Son  of  John  Railing  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  deceased. 
Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1730.  Royalist.  Died  Sept.  1791  aged  69. 
Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

N.B. — Two  of  his  sons,  who  might  both  have  been  at  the  Grammar 
school,  lie  in  Bury  churchyard;  viz.  John  who  died  July  1774  aged  17; 
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Edward  who  died  July  1780  aged  21.  John  Railing,  father  of  No.  10,  died 
Aug.  1729  aged  32,  and  has  a tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church. 

11.  RALPH  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  Midsummer,  1713.  Foreigner. 

12.  RAMSAY  John  Allen.  Eldest  son  of  John  Ramsay  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1819 — 22.  Royalist.  Licenced  apothecary  1831.  M.R.C.S. 
1859.  L.R.C.P.  1859.  Practiced  at  Great  Shelford,  Cambs,  1847 — 93. 
Died  Sept.  1893  aged  83. 

13.  RAMSAY  Robert.  Second  son  of  John  Ramsay.  At  Bury  school  1827 — 28. 

Royalist.  Was  in  the  Inland  Revenue  department  at  Somerset  house. 

14.  RANDALL  John.  Son  of  John  Randall,  head  master  of  Bury  school.  At 

Bury  under  his  father.  In  Dec.  1712  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed 
him  an  exhibition  of  ;^6  odd  for  four  years  or  till  he  became  B.A.  Adm.  to 
John’s  Dec.  1712  in  his  i6th  year.  Migrated  to  Christ’s  Coll.  1714.  B.A. 
1718.  M.A.  1727.  Probably  rector  of  Thelveton,  Norfolk. 

15.  RANDALL  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  Midsummer  1713. 

Royalist.  He  may  be  the  above  John  Randall,  or  a younger  brother. 

16.  RANDALL  William.  Youngest  son  of  John  Randall,  headmaster.  Died  at 

school  of  small  pox  Oct.  1711.  Two  of  Dr.  Randall’s  poems  refer  to  this 
boy.  One  is  an  epitaph  on  two  boys  buried  in  the  same  grave.  They  appear 
to  have  been  alike  in  many  respects,  and  to  have  been  struck  down  by  the 
same  disease.  They  were  William  Randall  and  William  Godfrey.  The  other 
poem,  of  which  he  gives  us  a Latin  and  an  English  version,  is  on  the  death  of 
his  youngest  son  from  small  pox  in  Oct.  1711.  Five  other  boys  died  at  about 
the  same  time,  viz.  Battley,  Davers,  Alexander,  Godfrey  and  Steward.  Of  his 
own  boy  he  says  : — 

Farewell  my  joy,  my  comfort ; Oh  ! that  I, 

Since  I cant  with  you  live,  might  with  you  die. 

Thee  too  among  my  tender  flock  I taught ; 

Whilst  with  the  rudiments  of  learning  fraught, 

I thought  no  pains  too  great,  no  task  too  hard. 

My  labour  seem’d  to  be  its  own  reward. 

Now  with  reluctance  I to  school  repair. 

Which  but  reminds  me  that  you  once  was  there. 
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17.  RANSOM  Louis  Henry.  Son  of  Peter  Parlett  Ransom,  surgeon.  At  Bury 

school  1867 — 71.  Boarder.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1874.  Now  vicar  of 
Longham,  Norfolk. 

18.  RANT  John.  Son  of  Roger  Rant  of  Swaffham  Prior.  One  year  at  Bury 

under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1643  aged  16.  Grays  Inn  1645. 
Fellow  of  All  Souls,  Oxford,  1648.  Died  Oct.  1696.  Buried  at  Teversham, 
Cambs. 

N.B. — One  of  the  daughters  of  Roger  Rant  married  John  Meadow,  the 
ejected  minister  of  Ousden,  whose  son  John  will  be  found  in  this  list. 

19.  RAAVLINS  Thomas.  Born  at  Rivenhall,  Essex.  Son  of  Thomas  Rawlins 

gent.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1729  aged  17.  B.A. 
1732.  Died  Jan.  1734.  Buried  in  St.  Edward’s  church,  Cambridge. 

20.  RAWLINS  William.  Son  of  William  Rawlins  of  London,  deceased.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  July  1730.  Foreigner. 

2 1.  RAWLINGS  William.  Son  of  William  Rawlings  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 
deceased.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1736.  Royalist. 

N.B. — I cant  help  suspecting  that  Nos.  20  and  21  are  either  brothers,  in 
which  case  one  of  them  is  given  the  wrong  Christian  name,  or  else  first 
cousins,  in  which  case  one  of  the  fathers  has  the  wrong  name.  Or  perhaps 
they  are  the  same  boy  admitted  a second  time  when  he  became  a Royalist. 

22.  RAWLINS  Archibald  Macdonell.  Son  of  John  Rawlins  of  Handsworth, 

solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1849 — 50.  Foreigner.  Joined  the  95th  Reg.  and 
served  with  it  till  he  retired  with  rank  of  colonel.  Served  in  the  Crimea  and 
during  the  Indian  mutiny.  Died  about  ten  years  ago. 

23.  RAWLINSON  Robert.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Rawlinson  of  Charlwood, 

Surrey.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1723  aged  16. 
M.A.  1730. 

N.B. — His  mother  was  a Ray  of  Wickhambrook,  which  connection 
brought  him  to  Bury  school.  He  had  several  brothers,  who  were  probably  all 
there  also,  but  I have  no  evidence  of  it.  The  eldest,  Thomas,  was  Lord 
Mayor  of  London  in  1754,  and  the  first  knight  made  by  George  III  in  1760. 

24.  RAWLINSON  Waller.  Son  of  Thomas  Rawlinson  of  Fenchurch  street, 

London.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1744.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
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Jan.  1753  aged  18.  B.A.  1757.  M.A.  1760. 

N.B. — The  Bury  admission  book  calls  his  father  John. 

25.  RAY  John.  Son  of  Mr.  Ray,  clerk.  He  is  thus  entered  in  the  Bury  school  list 

for  1656.  Mr.  Gery  Cullum  has  brought  together  into  a p.p.  volume  an 
enormous  congregation  of  Rays,  one  of  whom  will  exactly  fit  this  boy ; viz. 
John  Ray,  born  at  Denston  Dec.  1646,  eldest  son  of  Rev.  Clement  Ray, 
rector  of  Stansfield  during  the  Commonwealth,  and  rector  of  Denston  1662 — 
1686.  I imagine  the  boy  died  young.  He  had  several  brothers  whom  I feel 
tempted  to  include. 

26.  RAY  Garnham.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  March  1702.  Son  of  Orbell  Ray 

of  Bury,  woolcomber.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1719  aged  18.  In  Nov.  1720  the  Governors  of 
Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  for  four  years  or  till  B.A.  M.A.  1726. 
Rector  of  Rushbrook  1726 — 33.  Rector  of  Bradfield  St.  George  1732 — 71. 
Preacher  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  1741 — 42.  Died  Feb.  1771  aged  69.  Buried 
at  Bradfield  St.  George. 

N.B. — In  the  Trin.  Coll,  admission  book  he  is  entered  as  son  of  John 
Ray ; but  that  must  be  wrong. 

27.  RAY  Walter.  Born  at  Denham  June  1702.  Son  of  Richard  Ray  of  Denham 

hall,  farmer.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner.  Is  believed 
to  have  settled  in  Ipswich.  No  Christian  name  is  given  in  the  list,  but  I 
think  this  must  be  the  right  one. 

28.  RAY  Richard.  Born  at  Haughley  Sept.  1721.  Son  of  Rev.  Richard  Ray, 

rector  of  Haughley  and  Wetherden.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1730. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1738  aged  17.  M.A.  1746.  Of 
Plash  wood  in  Haughley,  and  Lincoln’s  Inn.  Died  Feb.  1811.  Buried  at 
Haughley. 

29.  RAY  Orbell.  Born  Sept.  1747.  Son  of  Garnham  Ray,  rector  of  Bradfield  St. 

George,  No.  26.  At  Bury  school  under  Garnham.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  Jan.  1765.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1764  aged  17.  B.A.  1769. 
Rector  of  Wyverstone  1819.  Died  Aug.  1829.  Buried  at  Tostock. 

30.  RAY  . In  school  list  18 1 7.  Third  form.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Samuel,  son  of  Simon  Ray,  died  Nov.  1814  aged  15  and  has  a 
stone  in  Bury  churchyard.  This  might  be  a brother. 
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31.  RAY  Walter.  Born  March  1804.  Eldest  son  of  Walter  Ray  of  Wicken  Hall 

in  Wickhambrook.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1817 — 20.  Foreigner.  Lieut. 
46th  Reg.  Died  at  Merton,  Surrey,  Jan.  1881.  Buried  at  Ventnor. 

32.  RAY  John.  Born  June  1809.  Second  son  of  Walter  Ray  of  Wicken  Hall. 

Perhaps  at  Bury  school  about  1820.  Foreigner.  Died  Dec.  1889.  Buried 
at  East  Dereham. 

33.  RAY  Henry.  Born  May  1813.  Third  son  of  Walter  Ray  of  Wicken  Hall. 

At  Bury  school  1825 — 29.  Foreigner.  Emmanuel  Coll.  B.A.  1837.  Held 
the  livings  of  Shelland,  Hunston,  Badwell  Ash,  etc.  Died  at  Norwich  June 
1898.  Buried  at  Hunston. 

34.  RAY  Philip  William.  Eldest  son  of  Philip  Ray,  who  died  a Major  General  at 

Eldo  house  near  Bury  in  Oct.  1847.  At  Bury  school  1819 — 25.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Elected  to  Dean  Sudbury  exhibition  Sept.  1825.  Clare  Coll. 
B.A.  1829.  Rector  of  Greenstead,  Essex,  1837 — 80.  Died  Jan.  1880  aged 
73.  Buried  at  Greenstead. 

35.  RAY  Orbell.  Second  son  of  Major  Gen.  Philip  Ray.  Perhaps  at  Bury  school 

about  1820.  Died  Feb.  1877  aged  69.  Buried  at  Greenstead. 

36.  RAY  George.  Third  son  of  Major  Gen.  Philip  Ray.  At  Bury  school  1819 — 

1826.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Peterhouse.  B.A.  1832.  Wrangler.  Fellow. 
Perp.  curate  of  St.  Mary  the  less,  Cambridge,  1835 — 44.  Had  various  livings 
in  Leicestershire.  Died  Jan.  1887  aged  77.  Buried  at  Greenstead.  He  was 
among  the  old  scholars  who  attended  the  festival  in  1850. 

N.B. — Between  1817  and  1830  there  appear  to  be  about  six  different 
Rays  in  the  school  lists,  whom  I have  appropriated  to  the  three  sons  each  of 
two  brothers.  Major  Gen.  Philip  Ray  and  Walter  Ray  of  Wicken  Hall.  But 
it  must  be  remembered  that  Christian  names  are  not  given  in  these  lists,  and 
Rays  are  many,  and  so  I may  have  wrongly  identified  some  of  them.  Mr. 
Gery  Cullum’s  volume  was  more  useful  than  I can  say. 

37.  RAYMONT  William.  Of  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  from  the  public 

school  of  Bury  St.  Edmund  May  1725  aged  17.  M.A.  1733. 

38.  RAYMENT  Thomas  Richardson.  Son  of  William  Rayment  of  Onehouse  near 

Stowmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1730.  Foreigner. 

39.  RAYMENT  William.  Son  of  Richard  Rayment  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  clock 

maker.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1733  Royalist. 
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40.  RAYMENT  Thomas.  Son  of  Richard  Rayment  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  clock 

maker.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Feb.  1736.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Richard  Rayment,  the  father  of  these  last  two  boys,  died  May 
1754  aged  65,  and  has  a stone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

41.  RAYMENT  William.  Son  of  Richard  Rayment  of  Braintree,  attorney.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Sept.  1753.  Foreigner. 

42.  RAYMOND  Samuel.  Son  of  William  Raymond  of  London.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  1732.  Foreigner.  Two  years  there  and  two  years  at  Lavenham. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1736  aged  17.  Ordained  1755.  Buried  at  Walter 
Belchamp,  Essex. 

43.  RAYMOND  William  Sterne.  Born  Dec.  1831.  Son  of  Oliver  Raymond, 

rector  of  Middleton,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 50.  Three  years  in  sixth 
form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  March  1850  aged  18.  Second 
class  Class.  Trip.  Curate  at  Tedstone  Delamere.  In  1856  Fellow  and 
assistant  master  at  Lancing  college  till  his  death  Aug.  1863.  Buried  at 
Middleton,  where  his  father  was  curate  5 years  and  rector  65  years. 

44.  RAYMOND  Charles  Andrews.  Younger  son  of  Oliver  Raymond,  rector  of 

Middleton.  At  Bury  school  1845 — 52.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  May  1852  aged  18.  Third  class  Class.  Trip.  Now, 
since  1887,  vicar  of  Bray,  Berks. 

45.  RAYNER  John.  Son  of  John  Rayner  of  Old  Fish  street,  London,  attorney. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1746.  Foreigner. 

46.  READE  Charles.  Son  of  Thomas  Reade  of  Bardwell,  Suffolk.  Two  years  at 

Thetford  ; five  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1670 
aged  17.  Gray’s  Inn  1671.  Knighted  1674.  Died  Oct.  1690.  Buried  at 
Bardwell.  Dr.  Randall  gives  him  eighteen  lines,  from  which  one  gathers  that 
he  was  a sportsman  and  an  early  riser,  going  out  into  the  fields  when  the  light 
was  dim  and  the  ground  white  with  the  hoar  frost.  P.  26. 

47.  READE  Thomas.  Twin  brother  of  Charles,  No.  46.  Together  they  went  to 

Thetford,  Bury,  Caius  Coll,  and  Gray’s  Inn.  They  were  so  like  that  their 
mother  could  scarce  tell  one  from  the  other.  (See  Venn.)  Died  at  Notting- 
ham in  March  1678. 
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48.  READ  George  Thomas.  Elder  son  of  James  Read  of  Mildenhall,  solicitor. 

At  Bury  school  1832 — 36.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor.  Died 
Oct.  1855.  Buried  at  Mildenhall. 

49.  READ  James.  Younger  son  of  James  Read  of  Mildenhall,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1834 — 36.  Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor  at  Mildenhall.  Died 
Feb.  1876.  Buried  at  Mildenhall. 

50.  REECE  Frederick.  Son  of  Col.  Reece.  In  Bury  school  list  for  1855  only. 

First  form.  Royalist. 

51.  REEVE  Henry.  Born  at  Leighton,  Cheshire.  Son  of  Robert  Reeve  of 

Suffolk,  gent.  Two  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Oct.  1626  aged  17.  Gray’s  Inn  June  1629. 

52.  REEVE  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Reeve  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Jan.  1748.  Royalist.  Nine  years  there  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  June  1756  aged  18.  Fellow,  Hebrew  lecturer,  dean,  president  of 
the  college,  master  of  the  Perse  school.  He  hung  himself  in  the  college 
July  1789. 

53.  REEVE  William.  Son  of  William  Reeve  of  Harleston,  apothecary.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1749.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Emman.  Coll.  July  1753  aged 
17,  his  father  being  called  a surgeon.  B.A.  1756.  M.A.  1761. 

54.  REEVE  Edward  John.  Only  son  of  John  Reeve  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  music 

master.  At  Bury  school  1863 — 68.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Corpus  Coll. 
B.A.  1873.  Was  vicar  of  St.  John’s,  Fleetwood.  Died  Oct.  1905  aged  55. 
Buried  at  Fleetwood. 

55.  REEVE  . At  Bury  school  1870 — 72.  Boarder. 

56.  REEVE  William  Hawkins  Simms.  Only  son  of  Simms  Reeve,  recorder  of 

Yarmouth.  At  Bury  school  1872 — 75.  Boarder.  No  profession.  Has  been 
living  in  the  Channel  Islands.  Now  at  Southsea. 

57.  REEVE  F.  F.  At  Bury  school  1874 — 75.  Foreigner. 

58.  REEVES  John  Donaldson.  Born  at  Birmingham.  Son  of  John  Gibson 

Reeves.  Nephew  of  Dr.  Donaldson,  the  head  master.  At  Bury  school  1849 
— 1854.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner  till  1853,  then  Royalist 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1854  aged  X9.  B.A.  1858.  Wrangler.  Died  early 
in  Africa. 
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59.  REYNOLDS  Richard.  Born  at  Leverington,  Cambs.,  July  1674.  Son  of 

Richard  Reynolds,  rector.  At  Sidney  Sussex  and  Trin.  Hall.  LL.B.  1695. 
Rector  of  St.  Peter’s,  Northampton.  Dean  of  Peterborough.  Bishop  of  Bangor 
1721.  Bishop  of  Lincoln  1723 — 44.  Died  Jan.  1744.  Buried  at  Buckden, 
Hunts.  Dr.  Donaldson  includes  him  among  eminent  Bury  scholars,  but  I 
know  not  on  what  authority,  and  therefore  will  not  commit  myself.  He  is  in 
D.  N.  B. 

60.  REYNOLDS  William.  Eldest  son  of  James  Reynolds  of  Bumpstead  by  his 

first  wife,  Judith,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Hervey.  Died  Dec.  1675  aged  c. 
19.  Buried  at  Ickworth. 

His  mother  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  memory  of  him  in  1680, 
which  is  my  only  (but  quite  sufficient)  authority  for  including  him.  As  she 
herself  was  buried  at  Ickworth  in  July  1679,  the  book  must  have  been  given 
in  accordance  with  her  will  or  last  instructions. 

61.  REYNOLDS  Robert.  Born  1658.  Second  son  of  James  Reynolds  by  his 

first  wife,  Judith  Hervey.  Became  a lieutenant  R.N.,  but  retired  on  his  elder 
brother’s  death.  Married  his  first  cousin  Keziah  Tyrrell.  Seems  to  have 
lived  in  Bury.  Died  May  1724  aged  66.  Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at 
Bury.  He  very  likely  occupied  Lord  Bristol’s  house  on  Honey  hill,  who  was 
his  first  cousin  and  his  wife’s  first  cousin. 

62.  REYNOLDS  James.  Born  1686.  Son  of  James  Reynolds  by  his  second  wife, 

Bridget  Parker.  Called  to  the  Bar  1712.  Recorder  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
M.P.  for  Bury.  Lord  chief  baron  of  the  Exchequer  1730 — 38.  Died  Feb. 
1739  aged  53.  Buried  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury,  where  is  his  huge 
monument  near  the  west  door.  Gave  several  books  to  the  school  library.  He 
is  in  D.  N.  B.  with  several  blunders. 

N.B. — James  Reynolds,  father  of  these  three  boys,  seems  to  have  lived 
in  Bury  and  died  there.  His  death  is  thus  recorded  in  Lord  Bristol’s 
diary  : — i6go.  April  20.  My  imcle  Reynolds  died  at  St.  Edmond's  Bury  in 
Suffolk.,  and  was  buried  at  Btwipstead  in  Essex.  He  and  Judith  Hervey  were 
married  at  Ickworth  on  July  30,  1655. 

63.  REYNOLDS  James.  Born  1684.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Reynolds  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  No.  61.  Called  to  the  Bar  1710.  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common 
Pleas  in  Ireland  1727.  Knighted  1745.  Died  May  1747.  Buried  at  Castle 
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Camps,  CO.  Cambridge.  In  D.  N.  B.  The  two  judges,  Nos.  62  and  63,  both 
James  and  of  exactly  the  same  age,  uncle  and  nephew,  must  not  be  confounded. 
Dr.  Randall  brings  into  his  list  two  Reynolds  boys,  but  I am  not  quite  sure 
which. 

Orac’lum  florentis  adest  Reynaldius  urbis, 

Cui  fora  Marte  suo  litigiosa  silent ; 

Frater  et  insignis  (veluti  Neptunia  proles) 

Fluctibus  insanis  Gallica  vela  dedit. 

This  looks  like  Nos.  61  and  62,  except  that  as  Robert  left  the  navy  so  soon 
he  hardly  had  time  to  give  the  French  fleet  to  the  waves.  If  the  other  judge 
had  a naval  brother,  it  might  be  No.  63  and  that  naval  brother. 

64.  REYNOLDS  John  Collett.  Born  Oct.  1819  at  Little  Munden,  Herts.  Eldest 

son  of  Rev.  John  Preston  Reynolds.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 37.  Four  years 
in  sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Oct.  1838.  B.A.  1843. 
Curate  of  Pickworth  and  second  master  of  Stamford  Grammar  school  1844 — 
1845.  Rector  of  Holton  near  Halesworth  1845 — 55.  Died  1855. 

65.  REYNOLDS  William  Collett.  Born  at  Little  Munden  1826.  Second 

surviving  son  of  Rev.  John  Preston  Reynolds.  At  Bury  school  1835 — 39. 
Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Was  among  the  old  scholars  who  attended  the  festival 
in  1850.

Oxford.

Clerk  to  the 
Crown  in  Chancery.  Died  1886. 

135.  ROMILLY  Frederick.  Born  1810.  Sixth  son  of  Sir  Samuel  Romilly.  At 

Bury  school  in  1822 — 25.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  M.P.  for  Canterbury 
1850 — 52.  Was  a Lieut.-Col.  Died  1887. 

N.B. — Sir  Samuel  Romilly,  1757 — 1818,  grandson  of  a Huguenot  refugee, 
had  six  sons,  of  whom,  we  have  here  the  four  youngest.  If  the  two  eldest, 
William,  born  1799,  and  John,  born  1802,  came  to  Bury  school,  they  might 
have  left  before  1817  when  the  annual  lists  begin.  I do  not  think  there  are 
more  than  these  four  in  the  existing  lists.  In  1822  all  four  are  there  together, 
three  in  sixth  form  and  one  in  fifth  form.  After  a very  distinguished  career 
Sir  Samuel  died  by  his  own  hand  in  Nov.  1818  ; and  it  looks  as  if  after  that 
Bury  began  to  be  the  school  for  his  sons. 

136.  ROOKWOOD  or  ROKEWOOD  Edward.  Second  son  of  Robert  Rookwood 
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of  Stanningfield  by  his  first  marriage  with  Bridget  Kempe.  Four  years  at 
Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1574  aged  18  as  of  Palgrave.  He  was 
living  in  1577,  but  died  before  1600,  not  being  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will. 
He  had  three  whole  brothers,  who  probably  came  to  Bury  school. 

137.  ROKEWOOD  Henry.  Second  son  of  Robert  Rokewood  by  his  second 

marriage  with  Dorothy  Drury  of  Hawstead.  Four  years  at  Hawstead  under 
Mr.  Adams.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1579  aged  14.  Was  afterwards  a 
priest.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

N.B. — The  eldest  son  of  Robert  Rokewood’s  second  marriage  was 
Ambrose,  who  was  executed  for  his  share  in  Gunpowder  plot.  He  may  have 
been  at  Bury  school.  Robert  Rookwood,  the  father,  was  the  builder  of 
Coldham  hall. 

138.  ROOPE  Frank  Percival.  Born  1869.  Ward  of  H.  Jenner  Hillier  of  Birch- 

wood,  Colchester.  At  Bury  school  1880 — 82.  Foreigner. 

139.  ROOPER  Edward.  Son  of  Thomas  Richard  Rooper,  rector  of  Abbots 

Ripton,  Hunts.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 32,  having  previously  been  at 
Shrewsbury  under  Butler.  In  Jan.  1834,  on  his  i6th  birthday,  he  was 
gazetted  without  purchase  2nd  Lieut,  in  Rifle  Brigade.  Mortally  wounded  at 
Inkerman,  and  died  on  board  the  Golden  Fleece  at  the  entrance  to  the 
Bosphorus  Nov.  10,  1854.  Buried  there. 

140.  ROSE  William.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1678,  which  is  my 

only  authority  for  including  him.  Rector  of  Timworth,  Suffolk,  1654 — 92.

And  I have  the  less 
scruple  in  coming  to  that  conclusion  when  1 recollect  how  often  that  admission 
book  has  erred  in  giving  to  the  father  the  son’s  Christian  name.  Apparently 
whenever  it  did  not  know  what  the  father’s  name  was  it  gave  him  his  son’s 
name. 

I expect  that  this  boy  is  William,  son  of  Robert  Rose  of  Hartest,  surgeon. 
Afterwards  himself  a surgeon  at  Hartest.  Died  April  1786.  Buried  at  Hartest.

45.  SCOTCHMER  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Scotchmer  jun.  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  clothier.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1730.  Six  years  there. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1739  aged  18.  B.A.  1743.  Fellow.  M.D. 
Died  Dec.  31,  1748,  aged  29.  Tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury. 

46.  SCOTMAN  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Scotman  of  Newmarket,  brewer.  Eight 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1726  aged  18. 
Thirteenth  wrangler.  Ordained  1731. 

47.  SCOTMAN  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Scotman.  Born  at  Newmarket. 

Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  May  1773.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  July  1771.  B.A. 
1776.  Was  ordained. 

48.  SCOTT  George.  Born  1822.  Eldest  son  of  George  Scott  of  Knight’s  Hill 

farm  at  Cockfield,  near  Bury.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Foreigner. 
Went  into  business  in  London.  Died  1850  aged  28  years. 

N.B.  — It  is  not  certain  that  this  George  Scott  ever  went  to  Bury  school. 
If  he  did  not,  then  the  Scott  of  1834 — 35  must  be  somebody  else. 

49.  SCOTT  Charles.  Born  Aug.  1824.  Second  son  of  George  Scott  of  Knight’s 

Hill  farm  at  Cockfield  near  Bury.  At  Lavenham  Grammar  school,  and  then 
1841 — 43  at  Bury.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  May  1843. 
Wrangler  1847.  Assistant  master  at  Bury  school  1847 — 4^)  Manchester 
1848 — 49,  at  Wimborne  1849 — 56,  at  Merchant  Taylors  1856 — 69.  Vicar  of 
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St.  l^aul’s,  Moulsey,  1856 — 73,  of  Chertsey  1873 — 82,  of  Seaton  1882 — 84. 
Died  c.  1884. 

N.B. — Another  brother,  Janies,  born  in  1833,  went  to  school  at  Lavenham 
and  Wimborne.  He  got  a commission  in  the  49th  Reg.,  and  died  in  1893. 

50.  SCOTT  Henry  Lacy.  Born  in  Cambridgeshire  1848.  Eldest  son  of  Henry 

Shippey  Scott  of  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  hotel  keeper.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 
1864.  Royalist.  Was  an  auctioneer  in  Bury.  Mayor  in  1889,  1890. 
Died  there  Dec.  1904.  Buried  in  the  cemetery. 

51.  SCOTT  Alexander  George.  Second  son  of  Henry  Shippey  Scott.  At  Bury 

school  1863 — 67.  Royalist.  Was  trained  for  the  priesthood  at  Lisbon  and 

Douay.  Now  a priest  at  Lowestoft. 

52.  SCO  TT  Archibald  Lacy.  Born  1872.  Eldest  son  of  Henry  Lacy  Scott  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  50.  At  Bury  school  1884 — 89.  Royalist.  Now  an 
auctioneer  and  surveyor,  living  at  Long  Melford. 

53.  SCOTT  Reginald  Lacy.  Second  son  of  Henry  Lacy  Scott,  No.  50.  At 

Bury  school  1895 — 98.  Royalist.  Now  in  business  at  Bury. 

54.  SCOTT  Geffrey  Lacy.  Third  son  of  Henry  Lacy  Scott,  No.  50.  At  Bury 

school  1896 — 1904.  Royalist.  Now  articled  to  a solicitor  at  Bury. 

55.  SCRIVENER  Mathew.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1681.  Fellow.  He  gave  a book 

to  the  school  library  in  1681. 

56.  SCRIVENER  Henry.  Son  of  Thomas  Scrivener  of  Sibton,  gent.  Five  years 

at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1681  aged  16.  Migrated  to 
Pembroke  Coll.  1686.  Fellow  1687.  A nonjuror. 

57.  SEABER  Thomas  George.  Only  son  of  James  Seaber  of  Ely,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1837 — 38.  Royalist.  His  father  was  dead,  and  his  mother  was 
living  at  Bury  in  the  Abbey  Gardens.  Died  Aug.  1848  aged  23.  Buried  at 
Ely. 

N.B. —James  Seaber,  the  father,  died  Oct.  1835  aged  41.  Tombstone  in 
Ely  cathedral  yard. 

58.  SEAMER  Hubert  St.  John.  Eldest  son  of  Edwin  Seamer  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1877 — 84.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist. 
St.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  Now  a schoolmaster  at  Colchester. 
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59.  SEAMER  Ernest  Hardwicke.  Second  son  of  Edwin  Seanier  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1883 — 90.  Royalist.  Now  living  at  East  Bergholt. 

60.  SEARANCKE  Rookwood.  Son  of  Thomas  Searancke  of  Ashley,  Cambs. 

At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  dVin.  Coll.  May  1698  aged  17.  B.A.  1701. 

61.  SEARANCKE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Searancke  of  Newmarket,  druggist. 

One  year  at  Bury  under  Wright.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  May  1776. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1776  aged  20.  He  was  dead  by  March  1777, 
when  William  Nesfield  was  elected  to  his  vacant  exhibition. 

62.  SELLERS  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Sellers  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  brewer. 

Six  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  In  Jan.  1682  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1681 
aged  17.  Presented  by  Lord  Bristol  to  the  livings  of  Metheringham  and 
Sleaford,  where  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son.  (Letter  books  of  John  Hervey, 
Nos.  1238,  1243,  1280.)  Died  in  1737  or  soon  after. 

63.  SEELY  . Probably  a son  of  William  Seeley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  He 

is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

64.  SEMPILL  . At  Bury  school  1842,  1843.  Third  form.  Foreigner. 

65.  SENDALL  Horace  John.  Son  of  Rev.  Simon  Sendall  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1842 — 47.  Fifth  form.  Royalist. 

66.  SENDALL  Walter  Joseph.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  Simon  Sendall.  Born  at 

Norwich  Christmas  eve,  1832.  At  Bury  school  1842 — 47.  Sixth  form. 
Royalist.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  March  1854.  First  class  Classical  Tripos. 
B.A.  1858.  Joined  the  Colonial  Civil  Service  1859.  Successively  Governor 
of  the  Windward  Islands,  of  Barbados,  High  Commissioner  of  Cyprus, 
Governor  of  British  Guiana.  Died  1904. 

N.B. — These  two  boys  were  Royalists,  as  their  father  was  living  in  Bury 
at  26  Crown  street.  He  was  curate  of  Langham  in  Suffolk,  1841—45. 
Afterwards  vicar  of  Rillington,  Yorks.  He  died  Jan.  1871. 

67.  SERGEANT  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Sergeant  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  barber. 

Six  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1637  aged 
16.  B.A.  1641. 

68.  SARGENT  . Son  of  Thomas  Sargent  the  barber.  On  May  4,  1641,  the 

Governors  allowed  him  a year  towards  his  maintenance  at  Cambridge  as 
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long  as  he  should  well  behave  himself.  (Minute  book.)  This  might  be  the 
same  boy  as  No.  67,  or  his  younger  brother. 

69.  SERJEANT  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

70.  SARGEANT  Samuel  Farr.  Son  of  Samuel  Sargeant  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1753.  Royalist. 

N.B. — Samuel  Sargent,  the  father,  died  May  1772  aged  62,  and  has  a 
stone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

71.  SEWELL  . In  Bury  school  list  1819  only.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

72.  SEWELL  . At  Bury  school  1828 — 32.  Foreigner. 

SEYLIARD  see  SYLIARD. 

73.  SHADWELL  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  John  Shadwell  of  Broomhill  in  Weeting 

near  Brandon.  Five  years  at  home  and  one  year  at  Bury  under  Stevens. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1656  aged  14.  Did  not  graduate.  Wrote  several 
plays  including  Bury  Fair,  a comedy,  1689.  Succeeded  Dryden  as  poet- 
laureate.  Died  Nov.  1692.  Buried  at  Chelsea.  In  D.  N.  B. 

74.  SHADWELL  John.  Son  of  John  Shadwell  of  Bromhill,  Norfolk,  armiger. 

He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — As  Thomas  Shadwell,  No.  73,  did  not  go  to  Caius  Coll,  till  Dec. 
1656,  he  might  be  in  this  list;  and  I expect  that  this  is  him,  John  being 
written  instead  of  Thomas. 

75.  SHADWELL  . At  Bury  school  1871 — 73.  Boarder. 

76.  SHADWELL  H.  E.  At  Bury  school  1872 — 74.  Boarder. 

77.  SHADWELL  F.  M.  At  Bury  school  1876 — 78.  Boarder. 

78.  SHADWELL  Logan  Eugene  Irvine.  Son  of  J.  H.  E.  Shadwell  of  Wimbledon. 

At  Bury  school  1900 — 1903. 

79.  SHARPE  John.  Son  of  John  Sharpe  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  baker.  At  Bury 

under  Mosse.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1605  aged  16.  Curate  of  Sapiston, 
Suffolk,  in  1617. 

80.  SHARP  Jasper.  Son  of  Jasper  Sharp  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent.  At  Bury 

under  Dickenson.  Adm,  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1632  aged  16.  Gray’s  Inn  May 
1635.  Mr.  Muskett’s  note  in  Mr.  Venn’s  Caius  College  history  says  that  as 
he  is  not  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will  dated  Aug.  1653  [or  1655]  he  probably 
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died  young.  But  in  the  Hearth  tax  return  for  1674  I find  a Jasper  Sharpe 
living  in  a house  in  Bury  with  only  one  hearth  in  it,  and  so  poor  as  to  be  let 
off  paying  the  tax.  This  looks  as  if  he  may  have  been  disinherited  and  ended 
his  days  in  great  poverty,  though  the  son  of  a wealthy  town  benefactor. 

Si.  SHARPE  Martin.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Martin  Sharpe.  At 
school  there  under  Leeds.  In  Jan.  1703  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  Jan.  1703 
aged  18.  B.A.  1706.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1711,  and  is 
described  in  the  catalogue  as  rector  of  West  Stow.  He  was  never  rector 
but  curate  there  1708 — 15.  Vicar  of  Great  Thurlow  and  rector  of 
Barnardiston.  Died  1760  aged  75.  Buried  at  Great  Thurlow. 

82.  SHARPE  James.  Son  of  John  Sharpe  of  Bury  St.  Edmund.s,  bricklayer.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1736.  Royalist.  Died  April  1791.  Tombstone  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

N.B. — I imagine  that  Nos.  82  and  83  are  brothers,  and  sons  of  John 
Sharpe  who  died  Dec.  1770  aged  70,  and  has  a stone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
Another  brother,  John,  died  Nov.  1783  aged  58,  and  also  lies  in  Bury 
churchyard. 

83.  SHARPE  Joseph.  Son  of  John  Sharpe  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 

under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1747  aged  19.  M.A.  1754. 
Minister  at  St.  James’  at  Bury  1751 — 93.  Died  April  1805  aged  77.  Buried 
in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

84.  SHARPE  John.  Born  Oct.  1729.  Son  of  Rev.  Martin  Sharpe  of  Great 

Thurlow,  No.  81.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1741.  Foreigner.  Was  a 
surgeon.  Died  April  1764  aged  31.  Buried  at  Great  Thurlow. 

85.  SHARPE  Burrough.  Son  of  Burrough  Sharpe  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1745.  Royalist. 

86.  SHARPE  John.  Born  c.  1776.  Son  of  Robert  Sharpe  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

mercer.  Was  a London  bookseller  and  publisher.  Died  1863.  Buried  at 
Redgrave.  I include  this  boy  on  the  authority  of  his  grandson. 

87.  SHARPE  . At  Bury  school  1821 — 25.  Foreigner. 

88.  SHARPIN  Edward.  Son  of  Edward  Sharpin  of  Dereham.  Two  years  at  Bury 

under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1762  aged  16.  Lived  at 
Swaffham.  Died  there  Oct.  1813. 
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89.  SHAW  Richard  Daintree.  Bapt.  at  Fen  Drayton  Sept.  1842.  Elder  son  of 

Rev.  George  Shaw,  curate  of  Fen  Drayton,  Canibs.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 61. 
Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Boarder.  A4atric.  at  Oxford,  Lincoln  Coll.,  May 
1861  aged  18.  B.A.  1864.  Ordained  1865.  Various  curacies,  the  last  one 
being  at  Whittington,  Derbyshire,  1879 — 81.  Died  Sept.  1881. 

90.  SHAW  George.  Born  at  Hastings  Feb.  1844.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  George 

Shaw  of  Fen  Drayton.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 63.  Three  years  in  sixth  form. 
Boarder.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1863.  B.A.  1867.  Ordained  1868.  Rector 
of  Elsworth,  Cambs.,  1874 — 81.  Died  at  Elsworth  June  1881. 

91.  SHELFORD  Thomas.  Son  of  Leonard  Shelford  of  Thetford,  common  brewer. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1737.  Foreigner.  Four  years  there.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1741  aged  17.  Seventeenth  wrangler.  Rector  of  N.  & W. 
Tuddenham,  vicar  of  Stow  Bedon.  Died  June  1795  aged  72. 

92.  SHELFORD  Thomas.  Born  Nov.  1839.  Third  son  of  Rev.  William' Heard 

Shelford,  rector  of  Preston.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 57.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 
Was  a merchant.  In  1868  became  a partner  in  Patterson,  Simons  & Co.  of 
Singapore.  Member  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Straits  Settlements. 
Was  decorated  by  the  Rajah  of  Johore.  C.M.G.  Died  at  Guildford  Jan.  1900. 
Buried  at  Hythe,  Kent. 

93.  SHELFORD  Robert  Frost.  Born  Sept.  1847.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  W.  H. 

Shelford.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 63,  Royalist,  coming  there  from  Christ’s 
Hospital.  Went  to  Australia  in  1865,  and  has  been  variously  employed  there, 
mostly  teaching.  Is  still  living  there. 

94.  SHELFORD  Edward  John.  Born  July  1853.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  AV.  H. 

Shelford.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 67.  Royalist.  Afterwards  to  Haileybury 
and  King’s  Coll.,  London.  Is  now  a merchant  of  Madras  in  the  firm  of 
AVilson  & Co. 

N.B. — Rev.  AVilliam  Lleard  Shelford,  born  Sept.  1798,  rector  of  Preston 
25  years,  died  there  Jan.  1854.  After  his  death  his  widow  kept  a school  for 
young  ladies  in  St.  Mary’s  square  at  Bury,  so  that  the  three  boys  were 
Royalists.  'I’he  two  eldest  sons.  Sir  AVilliam  Shelford  and  Rev.  Leonard  E. 
Shelford,  now  vicar  of  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  London,  were  not  at  Bury 
school. 

95.  SHELLEY  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Shelley,  rector  of  Barton  Mills,  D.D. 

Three  or  four  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  May 
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1639  aged  15.  Adm.  to  Cains  Coll.  Aug.  1640.  Gray’s  Inn  Feb.  1642.  He 
owned  the  manors  of  Banstead  and  Nether  hall  in  Tuddenham  (Lackford 
hundred),  and  paid  hearth  tax  there  for  nine  hearths  in  1674.  Died  Oct. 
1680.  Tombstone  in  Tuddenham  church. 

96.  SHELTON  Maurice.  Elder  son  of  Henry  Shelton  of  Barningham,  Suffolk. 

Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1701  aged  18. 
Did  not  graduate.  Sold  Barningham  to  the  duke  of  Grafton,  and  lived  in 
Bury.  Dr.  Randall  devotes  twenty-two  lines  to  him  and  his  deceased  brother, 
and  says  he  passed  his  time  in  Palladian  studies.  (P.  9.)  His  second  wife  was 
Margaret,  daughter  of  Dr.  Randall.  Died  at  Bury  May  1749  aged  65. 
Buried  at  Shelton,  Norfolk. 

97.  SHELTON  Henry.  Born  c.  1686.  Younger  son  of  Henry  Shelton  of 

Barningham.  Went  into  the  army  and  died  young.  I get  his  name  from  Dr. 
Randall,  and  from  him  also  I learn  his  calling,  his  early  death,  and  his  personal 
beauty,  hnmaiure  must  be  meant  in  the  third  line  for  mature. 

Junior  heu  ! fratrum  accensus  virtutis  amore 
Non  dedignatur  Martia  castra  sequi  ; 

Mature  extinctus  fatalibus  occubat  umbris, 

Claudit  et  extremes  non  sine  laude  dies. 

N.B. — Henry  Shelton,  father  of  these  two  boys,  had  died  in  1690. 

98.  SHEPHERD  John.  Son  of  Edmund  Shepherd  of  Mendlesham  and  High 

House,  Campsey  Ash.  He  succeeded  his  father  at  Campsey  Ash  in  1708. 
His  first  wife  was  the  dowager  Countess  of  Leicester,  daughter  and  co-heiress 
of  Sir  Robert  Reeve  alias  Wright  of  Thwaite.  His  second  wife,  Hannah' 
Wilmot,  survived  him,  and  she  married  secondly  Sir  Samuel  Prime,  who  will 
be  found  in  this  list  of  Bury  boys.  Died  1747.  Buried  at  Mendlesham.  I 
get  this  boy  from  Dr.  Randall,  who  devotes  six  lines  to  him.  (P.  15.)  He 
gives  him  no  Christian  name,  but  I think  my  identification  of  him  must  be 
right. 

99.  SHEPARD  John  Apsey.  Son  of  John  Shepard  of  Cambridge.  At  Bury 

under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Sept.  1800.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
foil.  July  1800.  He  was  dead  by  March  1802,  when  the  vacant  exhibition 
was  granted  to  William  T.ucas. 
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100.  SHERMAN  Ralph.  Son  of  Ralph  Sherman,  rector  of  Ickburgh,  Norfolk. 

Four  years  at  Bury.  Admitted  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1638  aged  17.  B.A.  1642. 

N.B. — Ralph  Sherman,  the  father,  was  rector  of  Ickburgh  1605  — 26. 
Died  Sept.  1626. 

101.  SHILLITO  John.  Eldest  son  of  Stephen  Tymm  Shillito  of  Barrow  hall, 

Suffolk,  and  grandson  of  John  Shillito,  Ickworth  estate  agent.  At  Bury  school 

1831 —  35.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Died  Feb.  1850  aged  31.  Tombstone 
in  Chippenham  churchyard,  Cambs. 

102.  SHILLITO  James.  Second  son  of  Stephen  Tymm  Shillito.  At  Bury  school 

1832 —  33.  Foreigner.  Died  at  Barrow  Oct.  1859  aged  38.  Tombstone  in 
Gazeley  churchyard. 

103.  SHILLITO  Stephen  Parkinson.  Third  son  of  Stephen  Tymm  Shillito.  At 

Bury  school  1835,  1836.  Foreigner.  Died  Nov.  1849  aged  25.  Tombstone 
in  Chippenham  churchyard. 

N.B. — Stephen  T.  Shillito,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  June  1845 
aged  61,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Ickworth  churchyard. 

104.  SHILLITOE  Thomas  Frederick.  Son  of  Thomas  Shillitoe  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  contractor.  At  Bury  school  1900 — 1904.  Royalist. 

105.  SHIPMAN  William.  Son  of  John  Shipman  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

cabinet  maker.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1732.  Royalist. 

106.  SHOBERL  Vaughan  Henry.  Son  of  Henry  Shoberl  of  Wimbledon.  At  Bury 

school  1896 — 1902.  Now  in  Clowes’  printing  works,  London  and  Beccles. 

107.  SPIORT  Thomas.  Son  of  William  Short  of  Euston,  Suffolk,  clerk.  At  Bury 

under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  Feb.  1650  aged  14.  I dont  know 
whether  this  is  the  Doctor  Thomas  Short  whose  son  is  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  Rebecka,  Lady  Brouncker,  1692.  The  Ship  money  return  shows  William 
Short  at  Euston,  and  not  Easton  as  printed  in  the  St.  John’s  Coll.  Admissions. 

108.  SHORT  Richard.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Richard  Short  M.D. 

He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Feb.  1659  aged  16. 
Was  a medical  man  at  Bury.  In  1674  was  occupying  a house  in  Risbygate 
street  with  seven  hearths. 

N.B. — There  were  three  or  four  generations  of  this  family  living'in  Bury, 
mostly  medical  men,  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries,  and  so 
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probably  there  should  be  several  more  than  this  one  Royalist  in  my  list.  The 
Hearth  tax  volume  shows  Dr.  Perry  {i.e.  Peregrine)  Short  occupying  a house 
in  St.  James’  parish,  in  Risbygate  street,  in  1674  with  seven  hearths.  He  died 
Dec.  1679  aged  77,  and  had  an  altar  tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.  I do 
not  think  it  is  there  now.  A few  doors  off  in  the  same  parish  and  street  was 
living  Dr.  Short,  jun.,  whose  house  also  had  seven  hearths.  That  I take  to 
be  his  son,  Richard,  father  of  No.  108.  There  was  also  a Dr.  Thomas  Short, 
perhaps  another  son  of  Dr.  Peregrine  Short,  or  perhaps  the  boy  No.  107.  In 
the  will  of  Rebecka,  widow  of  Thomas  Jermyn,  afterwards  Lady  Broiincker, 
is  a legacy  of  ;^io  each  “to  my  godson,  the  son  of  Dr.  Thomas  Short,  and 
to  my  godson  the  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Short.”  The  will  is  dated  May  1692. 
I believe  these  two  doctors  were  Jacobites,  but  which  generation  they  belonged 
to  is  not  clear.  Later  on  still,  in  1715,  another  Peregrine  Short  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  refused  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  George  1. 

109.  SHORTER . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  It  may 

be  John  Shorter  who  died  Sept.  1746  aged  43  ; or,  Thomas  Shorter  who  died 
Sept.  1778  aged  73.  Both  have  stones  in  Bury  churchyard. 

no.  SIBBES  Richard.  Born  1577.  Son  of  Paul  Sibbes  of  Tostock,  Suffolk, 
wheelwright.  Educated  at  Bury  Grammar  school.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll. 
1595.  Fellow  1601.  D.D.  1627.  An  eminent  Puritan  divine,  and  author 
of  many  religious  works.  Preacher  at  Gray’s  Inn.  Master  of  St.  Catherine’s 
Hall,  Cambridge.  Died  at  Gray’s  Inn  July  1635.  In  D.  N.  B. 

111.  SIBBS  Richard.  Son  of  John  Sibbs  of  Thurston,  gent.  He  is  in  the  Bury 

school  list  for  1656.  Perhaps  of  Cath.  Coll.,  B.  A.  1664,  M.A.  1668.  Tostock 
and  Thurston  being  adjoining  parishes,  I imagine  that  he  belongs  to  the  same 
stock  as  No.  no,  and  a common  connection  with  Cath.  Coll,  makes  this  the 
more  likely.

Vicar  of  St.  Lawrence,  1.  of  Thanet,  1836 — 80. 

1 1 3.  SIDAY  or  SYDEY  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  17x3.  Foreigner. 

In  Barrow  church  there  is  a fiat  stone  to  Thomas,  son  of  Robert  Siday, 
who  died  March  1722  aged  20.  The  Jermyn  MSS.  in  Moyses  hall  mention 
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an  altar  tomb  in  Barrow  churchyard  to  John  Siday  gent,  late  one  of  the 
capital  burgesses  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  who  died  March  1766  aged  64.  One 
of  tliese  two  must  be  this  boy.  Unless  they  were  twins  1722  must  mean 
1722/3.  Robert  Siday,  iheir  father,  died  Feb.  1722  aged  47,  and  has  a stone 
in  Barrow  church.

1673.  Died  July  1687  aged  34.  His  father  died  the  same  month.  Their 
tombstones  are  in  Horringer  churchyard. 

117.  SIMPSON  John.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 

1 18.  SIMPSON  Clement.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a founda-

B.D.  1719.  In  Dec.  1728  presented  by  his  college  to  the  sinecure  rectory  of 
Aberdaron,  Carnarvonshire.  Died  1737.

Foreigner.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in

184.  SMITH  Stephen.  Son  of  C.  B.  Smith  of  St.  John’s  Wood,  London.  At  Bury 

school  1884 — 86.  Foreigner. 

185.  SMITH  Ernest  Gordon.  Son  of  William  Gordon  Smith  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

horticultural  engineer.  At  Bury  school  1891 — 95.  Royalist.  Now  carrying 
on  his  late  father’s  business. 

186.  SMITH  Sidney  Gordon.  Son  of  W.  Gordon  Smith  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1895 — 1900.  Royalist. 

187.  SMITHETT  Richard  Hudson.  Eldest  son  of  Richard  Mainger  Smithett  of  the 

Isle  of  Thanet.  At  Bury  school  1853 — 55.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Matric. 
at  Oxford,  Wadham  Coll.,  Nov.  1855  aged  17.  Barrister.  Died  Jan.  1888. 

188.  SMOOTHY  Joseph  Edward.  Born  Oct.  1812.  Son  of  Joseph  Smoothy  of 

Withersfield  hall,  near  Haverhill.  At  Bury  school  1828.  Foreigner.  Elected 
to  Hewer  exhibition  June  1830.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Feb.  1830.  B.A.  1834. 

189.  SMYTH lES  Henry  Raymond.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Robert  Smythies  of  Lynch 

court,  Leominster.  In  Bury  school  lists  1825 — 29.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1837.  Curate  of  Herringswell  and  Tuddenham  in  1844 
— 54.  Chaplain  of  county  gaol  at  Ipswich  1873 — 77.  Rector  of  Southacres, 
Norfolk,  1878 — 88.  Died  c.  1888. 

190.  SMYTHIES  Edward.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Robert  Smythies  of  Lynch  court. 

At  Bury  school  1828.  Foreigner.  To  Rugby  school  June  1830  aged  12. 
Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1842.  Rector  of  Hathern,  Leic.,  1859 — 91.  Died  c. 
1891. 

191.  SNAPE  Ernest  Alfred.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  A.  AV.  Snape,  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s, 

Bury.  At  Bury  school  1873 — 78.  Royalist.  Was  at  Charing  Cross  Hospital. 
Now  an  M.D.  living  in  Welbeck  street. 

192.  SNAPE  Horace  William.  Second  son  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Snape,  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s, 

Bury.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 87.  Captain  of  the  school.  Christ’s  Coll. 
Cambridge.  Now  vicar  of  Harmston,  Lincolnshire. 

193.  SNAPE  Harold  John.  Born  at  Southwark  May  1872.  Third  son  of  Rev.  A. 

W.  Snape,  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury.  At  Bury  school  18S3 — 88.  Adm.  to 
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Christ’s  Oct.  1894.  Is  now  senior  English  master  at  King  Edward  VII  school, 
Sheffield. 

194.  SNAPE  Edmund  Richard.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Snape,  vicar  of  St. 

Mary’s,  Bury.  At  Bury  school  1885 — 88.  Is  now  living  at  Sittingbourne, 

Kent. 

195.  SNOW  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Snow  of  Bengal  in  East  India.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  March  1740.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trim  Coll.  Dec.  1748  aged  17. 
B.A.  1752.  In  the  Bury  admission  book  he  is  described  as  the  son  of  Mrs. 
Jane  Snow  of  Trumpington. 

196.  SNOWDEN  G.  PI.  At  Bury  school  1857 — 59.  Sixth  form.  Boarder. 

197.  SOAME  Henry  Francis  Robert.  Born  Oct.  1768.  Only  child  of  Rev.  Henry 

Soame  of  Little  Thurlow  hall,  who  had  the  livings  of  Great  Barton,  Mildenhall 
and  Little  Saxham.  From  Bury  school  to  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1792.  Died  in 
India  in  1803,  being  then  a lieutenant  in  the  25th  Light  Dragoons.  Some  of 
his  poems  were  published  by  his  cousin.  Sir  Henry  Bunbury,  in  the  Corres- 
pondence of  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  1838.  A tablet  in  Little  Thurlow  church 
mentions  his  having  been  at  Bury  school.  He  is  one  of  the  boys  who  figure 
in  the  engraving  of  the  school  acting,  entitled  An  offering  to  Charity. 

198.  SORELL  William.  Son  of  William  Sorell  of  Great  Waltham,  Essex,  mediae 

fortunae.  Three  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Sept.  1571  aged  23. 

199.  SOTHEBY  John.  Son  of  John  Sotheby  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  barrister. 

Five  years  at  Bury  under  Walker,  six  years  under  Leeds.  , Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 

Aug.  1674  aged  19.  Probably  died  young,  not  being  in  his  father’s  will  dated 
1683. 

N.B. — His  father  was  recorder  of  Bury,  and  occupied  a house  in  St. 
Mary’s  parish  with  ten  hearths  in  it. 

200.  SOUl'K  John.  Son  of  John  South  of  Newmarket.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Jan.  1734.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1743  aged  17.  Did  not 
graduate. 

201.  SOUTHBY  . At  Bury  school  1819 — 20.  Foreigner. 

202.  SPANTON  William  Silas.  Born  June  1845.  Only  son  of  William  Spanton 

of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  photographer  etc.  At  Bury  school  1857 — 62. 

Royalist.  Then  to  the  Royal  Academy  of  Arts  in  London.  Afterwards 
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carried  on  his  father’s  business  in  Bury.  Is  now  an  artist  residing  at  Hadley 
Wood  near  Barnet. 

N.B. — William  Spanton,  the  father,  died  Jan.  1870. 

203.  SPANTON  Arthur  Pechey.  Born  June  1880.  Only  son  of  William  Silas 

Spanton,  No.  202.  At  Bury  school  1893 — 97.  Royalist.  Now  a solicitor  in 
London. 

204.  SPARKE  Bowyer  Edward.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Major 

Sparke  of  48th  Reg.  Was  at  Eton.  Pembroke  Coll.  B.A.  1782.  Dean  of 
Bristol  1803.  Bishop  of  Chester  1810.  Bishop  of  Ely  1812.  Died  April 
1836  aged  77.  Buried  at  Ely.  I have  no  evidence  that  he  went  to  Bury 
school  before  going  to  Eton. 

205.  SPARKE  John.  Son  of  John  Sparke  of  Walsham  near  Bury.  Adm.  to  Trin. 

Hall  Feb.  1806.  B.A.  1811.  I have  no  evidence  that  this  boy  went  to  Bury 
school. 

N.B. — John  Sparke,  the  father,  died  Aug.  1814  aged  67,  and  has  a 
tombstone  in  Walsham  le  Willows  church. 

206.  SPARKE  James.  Second  son  of  Ezekiel  Sparke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

solicitor.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 22.  Royalist.  Solicitor  at  Bury. 
Died  Jan.  1884  aged  77.  Tombstone  in  Risby  churchyard. 

207.  SPARKE  Ezekiel.  Third  son  of  Ezekiel  Sparke.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under 

Malkin  1817 — 27.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1827 
aged  19.  Rector  of  Tuddenham,  Suffolk,  1852 — 1900.  Died  Jan.  i,  1900, 
aged  90.  Buried  at  Tuddenham. 

208.  SPARKE  John.  Fourth  son  of  Ezekiel  Sparke.  At  Bury  school  1825 — 34. 

Captain  of  the  school  four  years.  Royalist.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1838. 
Fellow.  Was  ordained.  Died  Feb.  1844  aged  27.  Tombstone  in  Risby 
churchyard. 

209.  SPARKE  James  John.  Eldest  son  of  James  Sparke  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

solicitor.  No.  206.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 66.  Royalist.  Now  a solicitor  in 
Bury. 

210.  SPARKE  Ezekiel.  Second  son  of  James  Sparke,  No.  206.  At  Bury  school 

1862 — 65.  Royalist.  Was  a civil  engineer.  Died  in  Australia. 
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21  I.  SPARKE  Charles  James  Ethelred.  Fouith  son  of  James  Sparke,  No.  206. 
At  Bury  school  1862 — 65.  Royalist.  Now  a solicitor  in  Bury. 

212.  SPARKE  James  Berthon.  Son  of  James  John  Sparke,  No.  209.  At  Bury 

school  1898 — 1904.  Royalist.  Now  at  Clare  Coll. 

213.  SPARROW  William.  Son  of  John  Sparrow  of  Lawshall,  Suffolk.  In  Nov. 

1673  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year, 
he  being  then  at  Queen’s  Coll.  He  had  been  at  Bury  school  for  divers  years, 
and  left  it  last  Shrovetyde.  (Min.  Book.)  B.A.  1676. 

214.  SPARROW  . In  Bury  school  list  17 13.  Royalist. 

215.  SPARROW  . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist. 

N.B. — There  is  a tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury  to  John,  son  of 
Anthony  Sparrow,  who  died  Nov.  1710  aged  37.  He  may  be  the  father  of 
these  two  boys.  His  widow  married  Rev.  Gerard  Neden,  D.D.,  rector  of 
Rougham.  She  died  Oct.  1743  aged  63. 

216.  SPARROW  Charles.  Born  in  London.  Son  of  Charles  Sparrow,  grocer 

(aromatarius).  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1741.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  John’s 
Oct.  1750  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  Described  in  the  Bury  admission 
book  as  son  of  Mrs.  Sparrow  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

217.  SPARROW  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Sparrow,  attorney.  At  Bury  under 

Garnham.  Adm.  to  Emman.  Coll.  April  1759  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 
I imagine  that  this  is  the  Robert  Sparrow  who  succeeded  his  father  at 
Worlingham  in  1766,  and  died  in  1822. 

218.  SPARROW  Thomas  Bernard.  Son  of  James  Sparrow  of  Gosfield,  Essex.  At 

Bury  under  Laurents.  He  was  dismissed  the  school  April  1784  with  George 
Plampin,  whom  see,  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  April  1784  aged  17.  B.A.  1788. 
Died  April  1793  aged  26.  Tombstone  in  Sible  Hedingham  church. 

219.  SPEAR . At  Bury  school  1830— 32.  Foreigner. 

220.  SPEARMAN  James  Iverack  Sutherland.  Ward  of  William  Layton  Lowndes 

of  Dover.  At  Bury  school  1889 — 90. 

221.  SPEDDING  John.  Second  son  of  John  Spedding  of  Mirehouse  near  Keswick, 

military  officer.  At  Bury  school  1819 — 23.  Sixth  form.  Six  years  at  Bury 
under  Malkin.  Royalist.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June  1824.  Adm. 
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to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1S23  aged  17.  Twenliclh  wrangler.  Partner  in  the  bank 
at  Newcastle  on  Tyne.  Died  at  Leamington  Sept.  1839. 

222.  SPEDDING  James.  Born  at  Keswick,  Cumberland,  June  1808.  Third  son 

of  John  Spedding.  At  Bury  school  1820 — 27.  Three  years  captain  of  the 
school.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1827  aged  19.  Was  in  the 
colonial  office  1835 — 41.  Then  devoted  the  next  thirty  years  to  the  study  of 
Bacon,  whose  works  he  edited  and  whose  life  he  wrote.  He  was  knocked 
down  by  a cab  in  London  March  1881,  and  died  a few  days  afterwards  in  St. 
George’s  Hospital.  In  D.  N.  B. 

223.  SPEDDING  Edward.  Fourth  and  youngest  son  of  John  Spedding.  At  Bury 

school  1820 — 27.  Royalist.  In  the  lists  for  1826  and  1827  the  two  Speddings 
are  first  and  second  in  school  order.  Died  in  Queen  Square,  Westminster, 
Aug.  1832,  aged  21. 

Mr.  Aldis  Wright  points  out  to  me  that  his  early  death  was  the  occasion 
of  a poem  by  Tennyson.  To  J.S.,  in  1832.  In  the  new  edition  with  his  own 
notes  Tennyson  says,  Addressed  to  James  Spedding,  the  biographer  of  Bacon. 
His  brother  zvas  Edward  Spedding,  a friend  of  mine,  who  died  in  his  youth. 
Here  is  one  stanza  out  of  nineteen  in  Tennyson’s  poem. 

I knew  your  brother ; his  mute  dust 
I honour  and  his  living  worth  ; 

A man  more  pure  and  bold  and  just 
^Vas  never  born  into  the  earth. 

As  far  as  one  can  judge  by  school  lists  he  was  a boy  of  great  ability,  getting 
into  sixth  form  when  about  13  years  old,  and  only  prevented  by  his  elder 
brother  from  being  captain  at  15  years  of  age.  And  this  at  a time  when  Dr. 
Malkin,  the  headmaster,  was  attracting  scholars  from  all  parts. 

N.B. — The  three  Speddings  were  Royalists,  as  their  father  came  from 
Cumberland  to  live  for  a time  in  Bury  on  purpose  to  put  them  at  Bury  school. 
Mr.  W.  Mowbray  Donne  has  pointed  out  in  the  Burian  (April  1898)  that  the 
house  he  occupied  was  the  house  in  Northgate  street  which  is  now  divided 
into  three  houses. 

The  eldest  son  was  Thomas  Story  Spedding.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Hall  Oct. 
1818  aged  18.  Fellow  1825.  I have  not  included  him  in  my  list,  as  I have 
no  knowledge  that  he  came  to  Bury  school. 
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224.  SPELMAN  Charles.  Son  of  John  Spelman  Esq.  of  Red  Lyon  street,  London. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1735.  Foreigner. 

225.  SPELMAN  Henry.  Son  of  John  Spelman  of  Red  Lyon  street  in  Holborn. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1737.  Seven  years  there.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Dec.  1746  aged  17.  Vicar  of  Narhurgh  1753 — 99.  Rector  of  Downham 
1779 — 1804.  Died  Aug.  1810.  Buried  at  Narhurgh.  Described  in  the 
Caius  Coll,  admission  book  as  son  of  John  Spelman  of  Narhurgh,  Norfolk. 

226.  SPENCER  Richard.  Son  of  Richard  Spencer  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent. 

Three  years  at  Bury.  Admitted  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1563  aged  20. 

227.  SPENCER  . I only  know  of  this  boy  from  Dr.  Randall’s  list.  He  would 

have  been  at  school  somewhere  near  1700,  and  afterwards  had  some  public 
legal  appointment. 

Spencerusque  gravis  dubiis  de  rebus  agendis, 

Cui  legum  assiduo  publica  cura  subit. 

228.  SPENSLEY  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  1713.  . Royalist.  Perhaps 

Samuel  who  died  Oct.  1729  aged  30,  and  has  a stone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at 
Bury.  Probably  younger  brother  of  Rev.  Thomas  Spensley  of  Clare  Coll. 
B.A.  1714,  who  died  Dec.  1718  aged  27,  and  has  a stone  in  Horringer 
churchyard. 

229.  SPERLING  William  Henry.  Born  at  Great  Maplestead  June  1798.  Eldest 

son  of  Rev.  James  Sperling.  Was  a major  in  16th  Lancers.  Died  Dec.  1859 
aged  61.  Brass  tablet  in  Great  Maplestead  church  wrongly  gives  his  age  as 
69.  I have  no  proof  that  he  was  at  Bury  school. 

230.  SPERLING  George.  Born  at  Great  Maplestead  March  1801.  Second  son  of 

Rev.  James  Sperling.  Left  Bury  school  before  1817.  Was  a solicitor  at 
Halstead,  and  of  Monks’  hall  in  Great  Maplestead.  Died  Nov.  1858  aged  57. 
Mural  tablet  in  Great  Maplestead  church.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars 
unable  to  attend  the  festival  in  1850. 

N.B. — The  Rev.  James  Sperling,  father  of  these  two  boys,  was  vicar  of 
Great  Maplestead  1797  — 1850,  and  rector  of  Lamarsh  1803 — 50.  He  died 
Oct.  1850  aged  78. 

231.  SPICE  Francis.  Son  of  John  Spice  of  Stoke,  Norfolk,  medice  fortunse.  At 

Bury  under  Marlin.  Adm.  to  Cuius  Coll.  April  1602  aged  20. 
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232.  SPINLUFF  John.  Bapt.  at  Bardwell  Oct.  1732.  Son  of  John  Spinluff  of 

Bardwell,  Suffolk,  apothecary.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1742.  Foreigner. 

233.  SPOONER  John.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1723,  which  is  my 

only  authority  for  including  him. 

N.B. — There  was  a John  Spooner,  son  of  John  Spooner  of  Thetford, 
farmer,  admitted  to  St.  John’s  Coll,  from  Thetford  school  in  April  1653 
aged  16. 

234.  SPRIGGE  John  Joshua.  Second  son  of  Squire  Sprigge.  At  Bury  school 

1877 — 78.  Royalist.  Was  articled  to  a solicitor  at  Exeter.  Now  a solicitor 
at  Slough. 

235.  SPRIGGE  James  W.  Third  son  of  Squire  Sprigge.  At  Bury  school  1876 — 

i88t.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 

236.  SPRING  Sir  William.  Born  May  1642.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Spring  of 

Pakenham,  deceased,  first  baronet.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 
Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  March  1658  aged  15.  He  had  succeeded  his  father  as 
second  baronet  in  Dec.  1654  while  still  a small  boy.  Died  April  1684. 
Buried  at  Pakenham. 

237.  SPRING  Thomas.  Second  son  of  Sir  William  Spring  of  Pakenham,  deceased. 

He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Five  years  there  under  Stevens.  Adm. 
to  Cains  Coll.  April  1663  aged  16.  B.A.  1666.  Fellow.  Died  May  1677. 
Buried  at  Pakenham. 

238.  SPRING  Sir  Thomas.  Born  Dec.  1672.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Spring, 

second  baronet.  No.  236.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April  1690.  Succeeded  his 
father  as  third  baronet  in  April  1684,  while  a school  boy.  Curiously  his 
father  was  just  about  the  same  age  when  he  succeeded.  Died  April  1704 
aged  32.  Buried  at  Pakenham. 

N.B. — I have  no  proof  of  his  having  been  at  Bury  school ; but  as  his 
father's  family  were  there,  his  mother’s  (Cordell),  his  stepmother’s  (North),  his 
wife’s  (Jermyn),  his  grandchildren  Symonds’  and  Leheups  all  went,  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  he  did.  I might  have  included  many  more  of  the  Springs, 
including  his  son,  the  fourth  baronet,  and  his  brother,  the  fifth. 

239.  SPROULE  John  Rowland.  Born  at  Appleby  June  1795.  Son  of  Rev.  John 

Rowland  Spronle,  vicar  of  Appleby,  Westmoreland.  At  Bury  under  Malkin. 
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Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Sept.  1813.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  July  1813.  He 
was  dead  by  Sept.  1814,  when  his  vacant  exhibition  was  given  to  B.  H.  Malkin. 

240.  SPROULE  Andrew  Masters.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  John  Rowland  Sproule. 

Died  Dec.  1819  aged  19  years.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

The  two  Sproules  do  not  come  into  any  school  list,  but  there  is  a prize 
exercise  of  Sproule  ma.  in  Feb.  1811,  which  proves  the  two.  The  father’s 
tombstone  is  in  Bury  churchyard,  on  which  he  is  called  vicar  of  Great  Bard- 
field,  Essex.  He  died  Jan.  1829  aged  74,  and  was  a son  of  Andrew  Sproule 
of  Dublin. 

241.  STAFFORD  Robert.  Bapt.  at  Great  Whelnetham  April  1601.  Son  of 

Richard  Stafford,  minister  of  Great  Whelnetham.  Four  years  at  Bury  under 
Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1619  aged  17.  Rector  of  Ampton  and 
Euston.  Signed  the  petition  of  Suffolk  ministers  in  1646  in  favour  of 
Presbyterianism.  Vicar  of  Pakenham  from  1648  till  his  death  in  i66t.  He 
had  several  brothers  who  probably  came  to  Bury  school,  but  I have  no 
authority  for  including  them. 

242.  STAMMERS  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

N.B. — In  1674  one  Robert  Stammers  was  occupying  a house  in  Risby- 
gate  street  with  three  hearths  in  it. 

243.  STANDLY  Henry  John.  Born  1826.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  Standly, 

rector  of  Buckden  and  Southoe,  Hunts.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 40. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Rugby  school  June  1841  aged  15.  Died  at  Masseto  in 
Italy  Sept.  1869.  Buried  in  the  R.  C.  cemetery  at  Sesto. 

244.  STANLEY  Henry  M.  Eldest  son  of  Henry  Stanley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

auctioneer.  At  Bury  school  1878 — 79.  Royalist. 

245.  STANLEY  Herbert.  Second  son  of  Henry  Stanley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

auctioneer.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 84.  Royalist. 

246.  STANLEY  Frank.  Third  son  of  Henry  Stanley  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

auctioneer.  At  Bury  school  Nov.  to  Dec.  1879.  Royalist. 

247.  STANNARD  Philip.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist.  I presume  he  is  the  Philip  Stannard  who  in  1674  pays 
hearth  tax  for  a house  of  eight  hearths  in  St.  Mary’s  parish  at  Bury. 
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248.  STANNARD  Jerome  or  Jeremiah.  Fourth  son  of  Jeremiah  Stannard  of  Bury 

St.  Edmunds,  mere:  [mercator  or  mercer?].  He  was  at  Bury  school  in  1665 
when  it  was  moved  from  Eastgate  street  to  Nortligate  street,  and  was  one  of 
those  who  wrote  verses  on  the  occasion.  Adm.  to  Pembroke  Coll.  Feb.  1666 
aged  16.  B.A.  1670.  He  may  or  may  not  be  the  Jer.  Stannard  who  in  1674 
paid  hearth  tax  for  four  hearths  at  Rumburgh. 

249.  STANTIAL  Frank  Evered.  Son  of  Arthur  Evered  Stantial,  rector  of  Bacton, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1899 — 1900. 

250.  STANTON  Thomas.  Of  Suffolk.  At  the  public  school  of  Bury  St.  Edmund. 

Adm.  to  Peterhouse  April  1683  aged  18.  B.A.  1686.  He  probably  belonged 
to  the  family  which  had  bought  Hardwick  and  soon  afterwards,  1610,  sold  it 
to  Sir  Robert  Drury,  and  moved  to  Mildenhall.  (See  Horringer  Registers.) 

251.  STARKEY  William.  Son  of  William  Starkey  D.D.,  preacher  at  St.  Mary’s, 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  from  1664  to  1672.  He  was  at  Bury  school  in  1665  when 
it  was  moved  from  Eastgate  street  to  Northgate  street,  and  was  one  of  those 
w'ho  wrote  verses  on  the  occasion.  Corpus  Christi  Coll.  B.A.  1669. 

252.  STATHAM  Philip  Ewbank.  Son  of  Henry  Heathcote  Statham  of  Liverpool, 

solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1869 — 72.  Boarder.  Now  a civil  engineer  at 
Liverpool. 

253.  STEBBING  Henry.  Bapt.  at  Brandeston  July  1667.  Elder  son  of  Henry 

Stebbing  of  Brandeston,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
March  1684  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  March  1721  aged  54. 
Buried  at  Brandeston. 

N.B. — In  1674  his  father  was  occupying  a house  of  nine  hearths  in 
Brandeston.  He  died  July  1680. 

254.  STEBBING  James.  Born  at  Castle  Hedingham.  Son  of  Thomas  Stebbing, 

grocer.  At  Bury  under  Leeds  and  Randall.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1712 
aged  17.  B.A.  1715. 

N.B. — An  altar  tombstone  in  Castle  Hedingham  churchyard,  near  the 
east  end,  commemorates  four  of  this  family  who  all  lie  there : viz. 

James  Stebbing  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  grocer,  who  died  Nov.  1703. 
Thomas  Stebbing,  his  brother,  of  Castle  Hedingham,  grocer,  who  died 
May  1728  aged  67. 

Ann,  first  wife  of  Thomas  Stebbing,  who  died  Oct.  1685. 

Cook  Stebbing,  who  died  Nov.  1720  aged  19. 
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255-  STEERING  Robert.  Son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Stebbing  of  Rickinghall,  Suffolk.  Adm. 
to  Bury  school  Sept.  1732.  Foreigner. 

256.  STEDMAN  William.  Son  of  James  Stedman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  clothier. 

Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds  and  Randall.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June 
1711  aged  18.  M.A.  1720.  Fellow  1720 — 23. 

N.B. — James  Stedman,  father  of  this  boy,  died  Aug.  1714  aged  58,  and 
has  a tombstone  in  Mary’s  church. 

257.  STEDMAN  Samuel.  Son  of  Thomas  Stedman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  inn- 

keeper. In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  Nine  years  at  Bury 
under  Randall  and  Kinsman.  In  Dec.  1720  the  Governors  of  Bury  school 
allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  for  four  years  or  till  he  became  B.A.  Adm. 
to  Caius  Coll.  Aug.  1719  aged  18.  Fourteenth  wrangler.  Fellow.  Dean. 
D.D.  1739.  Rector  of  Gaywood  and  Denver.  Archdeacon  of  Norfolk. 
Died  May  1768. 

258.  STEDMAN  Paul  Methuen.  Son  of  Gill  Stedman.  Born  Oct.  1821  at 

Pakenham,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 36.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1840.  Vicar  of  Thurston  1861 — 96.  Died  1896. 
Buried  at  Thurston. 

259.  STEDMAN  James  Mathew.  Born  1850.  Son  of  Rev.  Paul  Methuen 

Stedman,  vicar  of  Thurston,  No.  258.  At  Bury  school  1861 — 64.  Foreigner. 
Is  a member  of  the  London  Stock  Exchange.  Now  living  at  Leytonstone. 

260.  STEEL  . He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist.  Perhaps  William 

Steel,  who  died  Jan.  1748  aged  52  and  has  a stone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
Another  William  Steel,  one  of  the  Common  Council,  died  Jan.  1776.  He, 
and  probably  both  of  them,  was  a bricklayer,  or  as  we  should  call  it  a builder. 
The  first  of  these  built  the  so  called  manor  house  on  Honey  hill,  or  rather  in 
Schoolhall  street,  exactly  as  it  is  now.  The  architect  was  James  Burrough, 
Master  of  Caius  Coll,  and  amateur  architect,  who  will  be  found  in  this  list. 
Lord  Bristol  had  given  the  old  house  to  his  wife,  and  she  pulled  it  down  in 
1736,  and  rebuilt  it  as  it  is  now.  She  being  in  London  and  he  at  Ickworth, 
she  occasionally  asked  him  to  go  and  look  after  it,  which  he  did  rather 
unwillingly.  On  May  8,  1736,  he  writes  to  her  from  Ickworth  : — / felt  and 
took  so  much  cold  yesterday  was  a senight  by  staying  too  long  and  too  late 
with  your  workmen  at  my  old  demolish'd  house,  that  I had  no  less  than 
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four  Jit  Is  of  my  cholick  in  three  days  after  it.  He  then  carries  the  letter  to 
Bury  and  adds  a postscript.  From  Btiry,  6 aftet?ioon.  I came  hither  as 
soon  as  I had  got  my  dinner  to  have  talked  ivith  Air.  Steel  yo7ir  bricklayer., 
but  found  him  gone  to  bed  ivith  a most  violent  headach,  which  his  wife  tells 
me  he  is  frequently  troubled  with  to  a great  degree,  at  which  I told  her  I 
was  not  at  all  surprised  after  she  had  told  me  he  was  a constant  drinker 
of  tea. 

261.  STEEL  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1786.  Second  son  of  Samuel 

Steel,  clerk  in  James  Oakes’  bank  in  Guildhall  street.  Was  himself  a clerk  for 
thirty  years  in  Oakes’  bank,  and  when  it  amalgamated  with  the  Butter  Market 
bank  he  started  a grocer’s  business  at  13  Butter  Market.  He  was  a contem- 
porary at  Bury  school  with  Bishop  Blomfield,  who  years  afterwards,  when  he 
came  to  preach  at  St.  James’,  recognized  an  old  schoolfellow  in  Mr,  Church- 
warden Steel.  Died  Jan.  i,  1865,  aged  78.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at 
Bury. 

N.B. — Samuel  Steel,  elder  brother  of  this  boy,  died  March  1801  aged  16. 
He  is  likely  to  have  been  a Grammar  school  boy.  Their  father,  Samuel,  died 
March  1817  aged  56 ; and  I presume  it  was  his  father,  Samuel,  who  died  Oct. 
1799  aged  74.  They  all  have  tombstones  in  Bury  churchyard. 

262.  STEEL  John  Evans.  Eldest  son  of  John  Steel  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  261. 

In  Bury  school  list  1825.  Royalist.  Was  a clerk  in  Oakes’  bank  at  Bury. 
Died  July  1833  aged  20  years.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury, 

263.  STEEL  Samuel.  Born  Jan.  1817.  Second  son  of  John  Steel,  No.  261.  At 

Bury  school  1827 — 29.  Royalist.  Settled  at  Beccles  early  in  life  as  a 
chemist.  Elected  Mayor  in  1857.  Now  living  at  Beccles  in  his  92nd  year, 
and  has  given  me  information  of  his  father  and  brothers. 

P.S. — I must  add  a postscript  to  this  note.  Died  April  i,  1908. 

264.  STEEL  William.  Third  son  of  John  Steel,  No.  261.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 

1830.  Royalist.  Was  a grocer  at  Bury.  Died  Oct.  1881  aged  63.  Buried 
in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

265.  STEEL  George.  Fourth  son  of  John  Steel,  No.  261.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 

1834.  Royalist.  Articled  clerk  to  a solicitor  in  Bury.  Died  April  1843  aged 
20  years. 
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266.  STEEL  Charles.  Fifth  son  of  John  Steel,  No.  261.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 

1838.  Royalist.  Was  an  ironmonger  in  London.  Died  there. 

267.  STEEL  Frederick.  Sixth  son  of  John  Steel,  No.  261.  At  Bury  school  1836 

— 1838.  Royalist.  Went  to  Australia.  Died  at  Melbourne  many  years  ago. 

268.  STEEL  . At  Bury  school  1845 — 5°-  Royalist. 

269.  STEELE  Adam  William.  Born  at  Sible  Hedingham  Oct.  1854.  Third  son 

of  Rev.  Thomas  James  Steele,  rector  of  Whepstead,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school 
1866 — 67.  Foreigner.  Afterwards  at  Market  Bosworlh  Grammar  school,  and 
King’s  College  (school),  London.  Then  five  years  in  a cotton  broker’s  office 
at  Liverpool.  Then  to  Canterbury,  New  Zealand,  where  he  has  been  variously 
employed  during  the  last  thirty  years.  For  the  last  twelve  years  has  been 
sheep  farming  there,  and  is  doing  so  now. 

270.  STEERE  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1817 — 20.  Foreigner. 

271.  STEGGALL  William.  Born  at  Troston,  Suffolk.  Son  of  William  Steggall. 

At  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  June  1735  aged  20.  Rector 
of  Hawstead  1786 — 94.  Rector  of  Wyverstone  for  54  years.  Died  Feb.  1794 
aged  78.  Buried  at  Wyverstone.  Tombstone  in  the  churchyard. 

N.B. — There  are  at  Wyverstone  tombstone  inscriptions  of  William  Steggall 
who  died  April  1813  aged  68;  Charles  Steggall,  rector  of  Wyverstone  for  25 
years,  who  died  March  1819  aged  70;  John  Steggall,  rector  of  Hessett  1786 
— 1809,  who  died  Jan.  1809  aged  51.  These  I think  were  all  sons  of  the 
Rev.  William  Steggall,  .No.  271,  and  were  probably  all  at  Bury  school,  though 
I have  no  proof  of  it. 

Charles,  rector  of  Wyverstone,  was  the  father  of  John  H.  Steggall,  who 
began  life  as  a gipsy  and  ended  it  as  a clergyman.  From  his  autobiography, 
edited  in  1857  by  Rev.  Richard  Cobbold,  one  learns  that  he  first  went  to  a 
school  at  Walsham  le  Willows,  kept  by  Mr.  Edmund  Rogers,  from  which  he 
ran  away  and  joined  a gipsy  camp  at  Wyverstone,  and  then  to  Rev.  Mr. 
Hepworth’s  school  at  Botesdale.  He  was  perpetual  curate  of  Great  Ashfield 
1823 — 81. 

272.  STEGGALL . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 19.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 

273.  STEGGALL . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 21.  Sixth  form.  Royalist. 

274.  STEGGALL . In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 22.  Royalist. 

N.B. — One  of  these  last  three  boys  is  probably  William  Steggall,  Jesus 
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Coll.,  B.A  1826  ; ordained  1826  ; in  Jan.  1829  appointed  assistant  master  at 
Bury  school  vice  James  Blomfield;  curate  of  Hesselt ; vicar  of  Hunston  1846 
— 1881  ; died  March  1885  aged  81  ; tombstone  in  Beyton  churchyard. 

There  are  tombstones  in  Bury  churchyard  to  Robert  Steggall,  born  Feb. 
1772,  died  Dec.  1842;  and  John  Steggall,  died  July  1821  aged  44.  I imagine 
that  one  of  these  two  may  be  the  father  of  these  three  Royalists. 

275.  STEGGLES  . Son  of  William  Steggles  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  Aug. 

1725  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  odd  for 
four  years  or  till  he  became  B.A.  There  is  no  graduate  at  all  of  this  name  ; 
nor  is  there  any  graduate  of  the  name  of  Steggall  of  the  right  date  for  him. 

276.  STEGGLES  William  Henry.  Eldest  son  of  William  Steggles  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  builder.  In  Bury  school  lists  1821 — 22.  Royalist.  Died  May 
1843  aged  30.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

N.B.— I cannot  be  absolutely  sure  of  this  identification  in  the  absence  of 
Christian  names. 

277.  STEGGLES  . At  Bury  school  1831 — 35.  Royalist. 

278.  STEGGLES  . At  Bury  school  1835 — 36.  Royalist. 

N.B. — I believe  these  two  last  are  also  sons  of  William  Steggles,  builder, 
and  that  one  of  them  is  Edward,  who  in  the  directory  for  1844  is  a chemist  in 
Chequer  square.  William  Steggles,  the  builder,  died  July  1859  aged  82. 

279.  STEGGLES  . At  Bury  school  1847 — 49.  Royalist. 

280.  STEPHENS  George  Nesbit.  Son  of  W.  Stephens  of  Bedford  Row,  London, 

solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1846 — 47.  Foreigner.  Went  into  the  Indian 
army. 

281.  STEVENS  Henry  G.  L.  Eldest  son  of  Henry  Stevens  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

chemist.  At  Bury  school  1866— 71.  Royalist. 

282.  STEVENS  Charles  Lucas.  Second  son  of  Henry  Stevens,  chemist.  At  Bury 

school  1866 — 73.  Royalist.  Was  in  the  Post  Office  at  Newmarket.  Died 
July  1874  aged  17.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

283.  STEVENS  Arthur.  Third  and  youngest  son  of  Henry  Stevens.  At  Bury 

school  1871 — 79.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Went  to  Canada. 

284.  STEWARD  Robert.  Born  at  Denham  in  (West)  Suffolk  1617.  Third  son  of 

Thomas  Steward,  esquire.  Two  years  at  Mildenhall  under  Love,  then  six 
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years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  Oct.  1633  aged  17. 

N.B. — d'homas  Steward,  father  of  this  boy,  was  married  at  Denham  in 
August  1607  to  Sarah,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Lewkenor.  There  were  two 
older  sons,  Thomas  and  Edward,  and  a younger  one,  Simon,  who  probably  all 
came  to  school  at  Bury. 

285.  STEWARD  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Steward  of  Barton  Mills,  armiger.  He 

is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  April  1658  aged 
17,  his  father  being  there  described  as  of  Lackford. 

N.B. —Thomas  Steward,  father  of  this  boy,  was  the  eldest  brother  of 
Robert,  No.  284. 

286.  STEWARD . A boy  of  this  name  died  of  small  pox  at  school  Nov.  1711. 

His  name  and  date  of  death  are  given  in  a marginal  note  in  Dr.  Randall’s 
ode  on  the  death  of  his  own  son. 

287.  STEWARD . He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist. 

288.  STEWARD  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Steward  of  Whepstead,  Suffolk.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1730.  Foreigner. 

289.  STEWARD  Henry.  Son  of  Mrs.  Steward  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  widow. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1740.  Royalist. 

290.  STILEMAN  Nicholas.  Eldest  son  of  Nicholas  Stileman  of  Snettisham. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1737.  Foreigner.  Adm.  toTrin.  Coll.  May  1740 
aged  17.  B.A.  1742. 

291.  STILEMAN  John.  Second  son  of  Nicholas  Stileman  of  Snettisham.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  July  1731.  Foreigner.  His  career  was  a short  one,  as  is 
shown  by  the  inscription  on  his  tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury  ; — 
Here  lies  John  ye  son  of  Nicholas  and  Armine  Styleman 
of  Snettisham  in  ye  co.  of  Norfolk,  a very  hopefull  youth, 
who  died  at  this  town  free  school  19  Oct.  1732.  Aged 
nine  years  and  seven  months. 

292.  STYLEMAN  Armine.  Third  son  of  Nicholas  Stileman  of  Snettisham.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  March  1734.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Dec.  1743  aged 
17.  Eighth  wrangler.  M.A.  1751.  Vicar  of  Snettisham  1761 — 70.  Vicar 
of  East  Barsham  1770 — 91.

Was 
ordained.  Died  Jan.  1825  aged  28.  Tombstone  in  Tuddenhani  church. 

N.B.  — Rev.  William  Stocking,  father  of  this  boy,  was  reader  at  St.  James’, 
Bury,  1810 — 29,  rector  of  Tuddenham  1820 — 29.  Died  March  1829  aged  58. 
Tombstone  in  Tuddenham  church. 

294.  STOKES  John.  Born  at  Ewell  in  East  Kent.  Son  of  John  Stokes,  yeoman. 

Three  years  at  Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  1626  aged 
17,  on  the  feast  of  St.  Andrew,  afterwards  called  St.  Philip  and  James. 

295.  STRACEY  William  James.  Son  of  John  Stracey  of  Sprowaton  near  Norwich, 

armiger,  and  Emma  Elizabeth  Chtheroe,  his  wife.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 38. 
Foreigner.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll,  from  the 
public  school  of  Bury  Oct.  1839  aged  18,  removing  himself  from  Trin.  Coll. 
B.A.  1843.  Fellow  of  Magdalene  1846 — 52.  Rector  of  Oxnead,  Norfolk, 
1855 — 89.  Now,  and  since  1889,  living  in  London. 

296.  S'l’REET  Samuel.  Son  of  Samuel  Street  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  clothier.  At 

Bury  school  1897 — 99.  Royalist,  Clerk  in  Post  office. 

297.  STREET  Walter  Frank.  Son  of  Samuel  Street  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1899 — 1901.  Royalist.  In  Capital  and  Counties  Bank. 

298.  STRUTT  Thomas.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Thomas  Strutt,  gent. 

At  a private  school,  Mr.  Ross.  Adm.  to  John’s  April  1696  aged  17.  B.A. 
1699.  Died  Nov.  1700  aged  21.  Tombstone  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury. 
NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

N.B. — The  father  belonged  to  Poslingford,  but  lies  in  St.  James’  church 
at  Bury. 

299.  STUART  James  Senior.  Eldest  son  of  Major  J.  Stuart,  i8th  Hussars,  and 

grandson  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Stuart,  rector  of  Ampton.  At  Bury  school  1877 — 84. 
Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1887.  Wells  Theol.  Coll.  1888. 
Now  vicar  of  Christchurch,  Warminster. 

300.  STUART  Hugh  Seymour  David.  Second  son  of  Major  J.  Stuart.  At  Bury 

school  1880 — 84.  Served  with  the  Northants.  Reg.  in  the  Indian  Frontier 
Campaign  of  1897.  Now  a captain.  Army  Pay  Department,  Sierra  Leone. 

301.  STUBBS  Sheffield.  Son  of  Sheffield  Stubbs  of  Ely.  At  Bury  under  Leeds. 

Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1697.  Did  not  graduate. 
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302.  STUK.ELEY  William.  Son  of  Edward  Stukeley  of  Cambridge,  cook.  In  July 

1679  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year. 

303.  STUKELEY  or  STEWKLEY  William.  Son  of  William  Stukeley  of  Long 

Melford,  Suffolk,  presbyter.  Adtn.  to  Magdalene  Coll,  from  Bury  school 
April  1691  aged  17.  B.A.  1694. 

N.B. — William  Stukely,  the  father  of  Nos.  303  and  304,  was  curate  at 
St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  from  1676  to  1693.  See  BULL  John. 

304.  STUKELEY  or  STEWKLEY  John.  Son  of  William  Stukeley  of  Bradford 

(?  Bradfield),  Suffolk,  presbyter.  Adm.  from  the  public  school  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  to  Magdalene  Coll.  May  1694  aged  16.  B.A.  1697.  M.A.  1715. 

305.  STURGEON  Clopton.  Born  July  1715.  Third  son  of  James  Sturgeon  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  surgeon.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman,  three  at 
Charterhouse.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1732  aged  14  [sic].  B.A.  1735. 
Died  Dec.  1736  aged  21.  Buried  at  St.  Mary’s,  Bury,  where  is  a tablet 
describing  him  as  “juvenis  rarae  pietatis,  modestiae  atque  eruditionis.” 

306.  STURGEON  Roger.  Son  of  Robert  Sturgeon  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  caipenter. 

Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  In  June  1736  the  Governors  of  Bury 
school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  ^6  odd  for  four  years  or  till  he  became 
B.A.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1736  aged  17.  Fellow.  Master  of  Perse 
school.  Vicar  of  Waterbeach.  Died  April  1759.  Buried  at  St.  Edward’s, 
Cambridge. 

307.  STURGEON  James.  Son  of  James  Sturgeon  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  surgeon. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1748.  Royalist. 

N.B. — James  Sturgeon,  father  of  this  boy,  was  elder  brother  to  Clopton 
Sturgeon,  No.  305.  He  died  Jan.  1763  aged  50,  and  has  a tombstone  in  St. 
Mary’s  church  at  Bury.  He  is  pretty  certain  to  have  been  a Grammar  school 
boy  himself,  as  well  as  others  of  his  family,  but  I have  no  authority  to  include 
them. 

308.  STUTEVILLE  John.  Son  of  Martin  Stuteville  of  Dalham.  At  Bury  under 

Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1625. 

N.B. — Sir  Martin  Stuteville  died  suddenly  in  Bury  of  apoplexy  in  June 
1631.  He  had  been  to  America  with  Sir  Francis  Drake. 

309.  STUTTER  . At  Bury  school  1839 — 42.  Royalist. 
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310.  SULLIVAN  William.  Born  Feb.  1S71.  Son  of  H.  E.  Sullivan  of  Lewisham 

Afterwards  at 
Cooper’s  Hill.  Was  in  the  Public  Work's  Department  in  India.  Died  at 
Lucknow  Aug.  1907. 

31 1.  SUMMERS  Samuel.  Son  of  Thomas  Summers  of  London.  Five  years  at 

Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1785  aged  18.  Rector  of 
Rushmere,  Suffolk.  Took  the  name  of  Colman  1786.  Died  May  1842. 

312.  SUMM.ERS  Sydney.  Son  of  J.  H.  Summers  of  Bishop  Stortford,  and  brother 

of  Edgar  Summers,  second  master  at  Bury  school.  At  Bury  school  1859 — 61. 
Foreigner.  Went  into  the  civil  service.  Then  to  King’s  Coll.,  London. 
Ordained  m 1893.  Now  doing  clerical  work  in  Gloucestershire. 

313.  SUMMERS  Thomas  Hinnell.  Son  of  Frank  Summers  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

chemist.  At  Bury  school  1891 — 95.  Now  in  London. 

314.  SUMNER  Jocelin  Brooke.  Son  of  George  Sumner  of  Kew,  barrister.  At 

Bury  school  1888 — 90.  Foreigner. 

315.  SURTEES  William  John.  Born  Dec.  1805.  Eldest  son  of  John  Surtees, 

rector  of  Banham,  Norfolk,  Preb.  of  Bristol.  Probably  he  is  the  Surtees  in 
the  Bury  school  list  1817.  Went  to  Harrow  in  1820.  Died  June  1823. 
Tablet  outside  west  end  of  Banham  church. 

316.  SURTEES  Henry  George.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  Probably  he 

is  the  boy  in  the  Bury  school  lists  for  1819 — 22.  Went  to  Harrow  in  1823. 
Matric.  at  Oxford,  Brasenose  Coll.,  June  1827  aged  18.  Was  a banker  at 
Newcastle.  Purchased  a property  on  the  banks  of  the  Tees,  “surTees.”  Died 
unmarried  July  1870. 

317.  SURTEES  Arthur.  Third  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  Went  to  Harrow  in 

1826.  Joined  the  14th  Light  Dragoons.  Died  at  Clifton  April  1833  aged  20. 
Buried  at  Kelston,  Somerset.  Tablet  outside  Banham  church. 

318.  SURTEES  Scott  Frederick.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  Matric.  at 

Oxford,  University  Coll.,  May  1832  aged  18.  Vicar  of  Richmond,  Yorks, 
1843 — 50,  Banham,  Norfolk,  1850 — 56,  Sprotborough,  Yorks,  1856—79. 

319.  SURTEES  Villiers  Aubone.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  Lieut.  52nd 

Light  Infantry.  Died  of  yellow  fever  Dec.  1838  aged  23.  Buried  at 
Barbadoes.  Tablet  outside  Banham  church. 
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320.  SURTEES  Nathaniel.  Sixth  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  This  may  be  the  boy 

in  the  school  lists  for  1828 — 29. 

321.  SURTEES  Richard.  Seventh  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  This  may  be  the 

boy  in  the  school  lists  for  1828 — 30.  Corpus  Coll.,  Camb.  B.A.  1841. 

Rector  of  Holtby,  Yorks.,  1851 — 99.  Died  c.  1899. 

322.  SURTEES  Alfred  Wright.  Eighth  son  of  Rev.  John  Surtees.  This  must  be 

the  boy  in  Bury  school  lists  1832 — 37,  sixth  form,  as  A.  Surtees  gave  a book 
to  the  school  library  in  Nov.  1837.  Was  a lawyer.  Died  c.  1906. 

N.B. — There  are  at  least  five  boys  of  this  name  in  the  school  lists  between 
1817  and  1837.  They  are  five  of  the  eight  sons  of  Rev.  John  Surtees,  rector 
of  Banham,  Norfolk.  (One  or  two  more  may  have  been  in  the  missing  lists 
for  1823  and  1824.)  They  may  be  the  two  eldest  and  three  youngest.  But  as 
it  is  not  certain  which  is  which,  and  as  very  likely  all  were  there,  I give  them 
all. 

323.  SUTTON  . He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a Foreigner. 

324.  SUTTON  John.  He  gave  books  to  the  school  library  in  1687  and  afterwards, 

being  described  in  the  catalogue  as  “ civis  Londinensis  ” and  “ attornatus 
Londinensis.”  He  may  be  the  same  as  No.  323. 

325.  SUTTON  Robert.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Dec.  1764.  Son  of  Robert  Sutton  of 

Horringer,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  under  Lawrence.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition 
Feb.  1785.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Aug.  1782  aged  17.  B.A.  1787.  In  March 
1790,  being  in  Orders,  he  was  appointed  under  master  at  Bury  school,  but 
resigned  at  Christmas. 

N.B.  — Robert  Sutton,  the  father,  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
This  is  the  inscription  : — 

Here  lieth  the  body  of  Robert  Sutton,  the  eldest  brother 
of  that  family  who  introduced  ye  present  improved 
practice  of  Inoculation.  After  an  active  and  useful 
course  his  spirit  left  this  earthly  state  May  16,  1797,  in 
his  67th  year. 

326.  SUTTON  Frederick  Nassau.  Born  at  Dublin  Nov.  1843.  Son  of  Captain 

Frederick  Sutton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 62.  Royalist. 
Six  years  in  sixth  form.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April  1862.  B.A.  1866.

327.  SWAINE  Daniel.  Son  of  Daniel  Swaine  of  near  Wisbeach.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  April  1734.  Foreigner. 

32S.  SWANN  Edward  Frank.  Son  of  Rev.  H.  A.  Swann,  curate  of  St.  James’, 
Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1894—96.  Then  to  Hurst  Pierpoint 
school. 

329.  SWEET  Algernon  Sydney  Osborne.  Son  of  Rev.  Algernon  Sydney  Osborne 

Sweet,  vicar  of  Cowhnge,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1900. 

N.B. — The  Rev.  A.  S.  O.  Sweet  took  a part  in  the  Bury  Pageant  of  1907, 
and  died  very  shortly  afterwards. 

330.  SYER  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Syer.  Born  at  Badwell  Ash,  Suffolk.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Nov.  1692  aged  18.  B.A.  1696. 

331.  SYER  Dey.  Son  of  Dey  Syer  of  Little  Waldingfield.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 

Jan.  1731.  Foreigner.  Seven  years  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
March  1739  aged  18.  Fellow.  Greek  lecturer.  D.D.  Held  livings  of 
Foulden,  Kedington,  Little  Waldingfield,  Badingham,  Great  Wratting.  Died 
Sept.  1800.  Buried  at  Waldingfield. 

N.B. — He  married  in  1749  a daughter  of  Doctor  Blomfield  of  Bading- 
ham. His  only  son,  Barrington  Blomfield  Syer,  was  born  in  1755,  and  went 
to  school  at  Harrow  and  Stanmore,  aiad  so  probably  did  not  come  to  Bury. 
He  was  rector  of  Kedington  and  Little  Waldingfield,  and  died  April  1844 
aged  89.  His  tombstone  is  at  Kedington.  He  had  four  sons  by  his  first 
wife,  Mary  Moore  of  Kentwell  hall,  and  three  by  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth 
Maria  Chevallier  of  Aspall.  Both  wives  belonged  to  families  that  sent  boys 
to  Bury  school.  So  probably  all  seven  boys  came.  But  I have  authority  to 
include  only  the  eldest,  Barrington,  No.  332,  and  the  seventh,  William  Henry, 
No.  333.  I will  name  the  other  five  in  case  some  day  authority  should  be 
found  for  including  them. 

Thomas  Blomfield,  second  son,  born  Aug.  1781;  Pembroke  Coll.; 
rector  of  the  Wrattings  1818 — 57;  died  June  1857;  tombstone  in  Great 
Wratting  churchyard. 

Dey  Richard,  third  son,  born  1788;  R.N. ; died  Feb.  1867  aged  78; 
tombstone  in  Kedington  churchyard. 

John  Henry,  fourth  son,  born  1791  ; living  in  1839. 

Edward,  fifth  son,  born  1797  ; a solicitor  at  Eye  1823 — 48;  died  c.  1848. 
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Frederick  Chevallier,  sixth  son,  born  May  1799;  Rear  Admiral;  Chief 
Constable  of  West  Suffolk  ; lived  at  Fornham  All  Saints ; died  at  Hastings  on 
Good  Friday  1874 ; tombstone  in  Kedington  churchyard. 

One  of  their  sisters  married  Rev.  Banks  Robinson,  whose  son,  Sir 
William  Robinson,  will  be  found  in  this  list. 

332.  SYER  Barrington.  Born  at  Haverhill  1780.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Barrington 
Blomfield  Syer,  rector  of  Kedington.  Grandson  of  Dey  Seyer,  No.  331. 
Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Dec.  1798. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  1798  aged  17.  Vicar  of  Gestingthorpe,  Essex,  and  Little 
Waldingfield.  Died  Oct.  1849. 

333-  SYER  William  Henry.  Born  1807.  Seventh  and  youngest  son  of  Rev. 
Barrington  Blomfield  Syer  by  second  marriage.  In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 
1822.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1829.  Curate  of  Barnardiston.  Rector 
of  Kedington.  Died  Aug.  1868.  Tombstone  in  Kedington  church. 

334.  SYER  Thomas  William  Croughton.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  William  Henry 

Syer,  rector  of  Kedington,  No.  333.  At  Bury  school  1865—68.  Boarder. 
Was  a ship  broker.  Died  Feb.  1887  aged  35.  Tablet  in  Kedington  church. 

335.  SYLIARD  . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Foreigner. 

336.  SYLIARD  . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — I imagine  that  these  two  boys  are  not  Sulyards  of  Haughley  and 
Wetherden,  but  Seyliards  of  Delaware  in  Kent.  Francis  Seyliard,  brother  of 
Sir  John  Seyliard  the  first  baronet,  was  rector  of  Moulton,  and  died  Dec.  1676. 
I learn  from  his  tombstone  at  Moulton  that  he  married  Bridget,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Gardiner  of  Fornham  All  Saints.  He  had  two  sons,  John  and 
Thomas.  Thomas  lived  at  Mildenhall,  and  perhaps  these  two  boys  are  his. 

337.  SYMONDS  John.  Elder  son  of  John  Symonds,  rector  of  Gislingham,  Suffolk. 

Bred  at  Bury  and  Norwich.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  May  1648  aged  17.  Died 
unmarried  at  Gislingham  1703.  In  his  will  he  says,  I give  to  the  Master  and 
Fello7VS  of  St.  Jolm's  Coll,  f^ioo  towards  an  exhibition  for  a poor  mitiister^s 
son  or  one  of  my  oivn  relations  of  that  College  from  Gislingham  or  Bury 
in  Suffolk.,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  and  Fellows.  The  bulk  of  his 
estate  went  to  his  nephew,  John  Heigham,  who  will  be  found  at  p.  187, 
No.  136. 

N.B. — John  Symonds,  father  of  this  boy,  was  rector  of  Gislingham  from 
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1628  to  1675  ; and  his  father  was  Thomas  Symonds,  rector  of  Hinderclay, 
where  he  was  buried  in  1631. 

338.  SIMONS  J.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1682.  This  may  be 

John,  son  of  William  Symonds,  who  was  baptized  at  St.  James',  Bury  St. 
Edmunds,  in  July  1662.  OR,  it  may  be  John  Symonds,  No.  337. 

339.  SYMONDS  John.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Symonds.  At 

Bury  school  under  Randall.  Adm.  to  John’s  Oct.  1712  aged  15.  Fellow 
1718.  D.D.  1738.  Rector  of  Horringer  and  Nowton  1725 — 57.  Preacher 
at  St.  Mary’s  at  Bury  1742 — 57.  He  married  Mary  Spring,  who  inherited  a 
share  of  the  Spring  property  and  of  the  Jermyn  property.  Died  Oct.  1757 
aged  60.  Buried  at  Pakenham. 

340.  SYMONDS  John.  Bapt.  at  Horringer,  Suffolk,  Jan.  1730.  Eldest  surviving 

son  of  John  Symonds  D.D.,  rector  of  Horringer,  No.  339.  Adm.  to  Bury 
school  June  1738.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  July  1747  aged  17.  Fellow 
of  Peterhouse  1753.  LL.D.  1772.  Professor  of  Modern  History.  Recorder 
of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Built  the  house  on  the  Mount  alias  St.  Edmund’s  hill. 
Died  there  unmarried  Feb.  1807.  Buried  at  Pakenham.  In  D.  N.  B. 

341.  SYMONDS  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  Aug.  1731.  Second  son  of  Dr. 

Symonds,  No.  339.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1740.  Foreigner.  Became  a 
Captain  R.N.  By  two  marriages  he  had  four  sons,  viz.  two  Commanders 
R.N.  and  two  Admirals.  Fie  was  living  at  his  brother’s  house,  St.  Edmund’s 
hill,  1788 — 92.  Died  there  May  1792  aged  60.  Buried  at  Pakenham. 

342.  SYMOND  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Symond  Esq.  of  Pengethley,  Hereford- 

shire. Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1736.  Foreigner. 

343.  SYMOND  Robert.  Son  of  Thomas  Symond  of  Pengethley.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  July  1736.  Foreigner. 

344.  SYMONDS  John.  Son  of  Thomas  Symonds  of  Pengethley.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  April  1744.  Foreigner. 

345.  SIMONDS  Barnabas.  Son  of  Barnabas  Simonds  of  Kelsale,  Suffolk,  scriba. 

Two  years  at  Kelsale  under  his  father,  two  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman. 
Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1740.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1742 
aged  18.  Born  at  Kelsale,  educated  partly  at  Kelsale,  curate  of  Kelsale, 
married  at  Kelsale,  Master  of  Kelsale  school.  Rector  of  Thorrington. 
Buried  at  Kelsale  June  1782.  Author  of  Treatise  on  Field  Diversions. 
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SYMONDS  Thomas  Edward.  Born  1781.  Eldest  son  of  Captain  'I’homas 
Symonds,  No.  341,  by  his  second  wife.  Became  a Rear  Admiral.  Died  1868. 
My  authority  for  including  him  among  Buty  boys  is  his  still  surviving  daughter, 
Mrs.  Cox,  who  says  he  was  very  fond  of  the  school. 


SYMONDS  William.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Sept.  1782.  Second  son  of 
Capt.  Thomas  Symonds,  No.  341,  by  his  second  wife.  His  time  at  Bury 
school  must  have  been  very  short.  He  says  in  his  Memoirs : — 

“ I was  educated  by  Mr.  Blomfield  of  Bury  preparatory 
to  my  going  to  the  Grammar  school  in  that  town,  of 
which  the  Rev.  M.  T.  Becher  was  then  master;  and 
after  my  family  went  back  to  Devonshire  (1793)  I was 
instructed  by  a clergyman  of  Holbeton  in  that  county, 
with  whom  I remained  until  1794,  when  I commenced 
my  career  in  the  navy.” 

After  service  in  several  ships  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  construction  of 
them.  As  surveyor  of  the  navy  1832 — 47  he  built  many  and  introduced 
changes.  In  1854  he  became  Rear  Admiral.  Died  March  1856  on  board  a 
steamer.  Buried  at  Marseilles.  His  grandson.  Rev.  William  Symonds,  sends 
me  the  above  quotation  from  his  autobiography.  In  D.  N.  B. 


348.  SYjMONDS  Thomas  Martin.  Born  in  the  parish  of  St.  James’,  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  April  1796.  At  Bury  under  Malkin.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  May 
1814. 

349.  SYMONS  ma.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 19.  Royalist. 

350.  SYMONS  mi.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817  — 19.  Royalist. 

351.  SYMONS  min.  In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 19.  Royalist. 

N.B. — The  tombstones  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury  show  two  brothers 
living  and  dying  in  Bury  ; viz.  John  Symons,  Vice  Admiral  of  the  Red,  who 
died  Dec.  1799  aged  66;  and  William  Symons,  a barrister,  formerly  of 
Brettenham  hall,  who  died  June  1783  aged  49.  William  Symons  had  a son, 
William  John,  born  in  Bury  Jan.  177S.  William  John  became  a Major  in 
1 6th  Light  Dragoons.  He  was  married  in  1800  to  Ltetitia,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Cocksedge  of  Bury,  and  had  five  sons  ; viz.  (i)  John  Head.  (2  & 3) 
George  and  Henry,  twins,  both  midshipmen  R.N.,  both  died  in  West  Indies 
in  Oct.  1819  aged  15.  (4)  William  James,  Captain  in  Bengal  Artillery.  (5) 
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Charles.  Nos.  349,  350,  351,  are  probably  three  of  these  five  brothers,  the 
twins  being  two  of  them.  Their  father,  Major  Symons,  was  probably  himself 
a Bury  school  boy,  but  I have  no  authority  for  including  him.  He  died  Uec. 
1848  at  East  Stonehouse,  co.  Devon,  and  was  buried  there.  This  family  of 
Symons,  though  naval,  was  not  connected  with  the  naval  family  of  Symonds 
mentioned  above. 

352.  SYMONDS  . At  Bury  school  1829 — 34.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

353.  SYMONDS  . This  boy  is  in  the  list  of  Admissions  for  1830,  Foreigner, 

but  not  in  any  annual  school  list.  He  may  be  the  same  boy  as  No.  352, 
accidentally  or  otherwise  entered  twice. 


1.  TABOR  Benjamin  Dixon.  Youngest  son  of  Charles  Tabor  of  Bovingdon  hall. 

Booking,  Essex.  At  Bury  school  1856 — 58.  Foreigner.  A merchant  in  the 
City  of  London.  Partner  in  the  firm  of  W.  H.  Cole  & Co.,  Gracechurch 
street.  Resided  at  Fairmile  cottage,  Cobham.  Died  there  March  1907  aged 
64.  Buried  at  Panfield,  Essex. 

2.  TADDY  John.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John  Taddy,  Fellow  of  Trim  Coll.,  Perp. 

Cur.  of  Northill,  Beds.  At  Bury  school  1825 — 28.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1835.  Vicar  of  Dunton,  Beds.,  till  his  death.  Died  Feb. 
1879.  Buried  at  Northill. 

3.  TADDY  Charles.  Born  July  1816.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Taddy  of 

Northill.  At  Bury  school  1825 — 28.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Went  from 
Bury  school  to  Eton.  Adm.  a solicitor  1840.  Practised  at  Bristol  and 
Clifton.  Died  May  1895.  Buried  at  Clifton. 

4.  TADDY  William.  Third  son  of  Rev.  J.  Taddy  of  Northill.  At  Bury  school 

1827 — 28.  Foreigner.  Went  from  Bury  school  to  Eton.  Died  Dec.  1831 
aged  18.  Was  accidentally  shot  dead  in  the  holidays.  Buried  at  Northill. 
His  tablet  in  Northill  church  has  been  covered  over  in  the  church 
“ restcration.” 
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5-  TANCRED  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  mentions  a boy  of  this  name  among  his 

past  or  present  scholars  from  Yorkshire. 

6.  TAYLOR  Thomas.  Bapt.  at  Fakenham  Aug.  1690.  Son  of  Reynolds  Taylor 

of  Fakenham,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  under  Randall.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Aug. 
1710  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate.  Married  Arabella  Shelton  of  Barningham. 
Sold  Fakenham  to  the  Duke  of  Grafton,  and  bought  Westhorpe.  Died  there 
c.  1730. 

N.B. — Rev.  Reynolds  Taylor,  father  of  this  boy,  died  in  1692  and  had  a 
large  genealogical  monument  in  Fakenham  church.  His  father,  Thomas 
Taylor,  had  bought  the  Fakenham  estate. 

7.  TAYLOR  Joseph.  Born  at  Lynn.  Son  of  Joseph  Taylor,  M.D.  At  Bury 

under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Feb.  1785  aged  17.  B.A.  1789. 

8.  TAYLOR  John  Goodwin.  Born  Oct.  1810.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Taylor  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  vet.  surgeon,  by  first  marriage.  In  Bury  school  lists  1820 
— 1825.  Royalist.  Died  July  1827.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

9.  TAYLOR . At  Bury  school  1826 — 30.  Royalist. 

10.  TAYLOR  Edward.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 33.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

11.  TAYLOR  Edwin.  Born  May  1826.  Elder  son  of  Robert  Taylor  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  veterinary  surgeon,  by  second  marriage.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 37. 
Royalist.  Has  been  all  his  life  a veterinary  surgeon  in  Bury,  and  is  still 
practising  there. 

12.  TAYLOR  Henry.  Born  April  1827.  Younger  son  of  Robert  Taylor.  At 

Bury  school  1836 — 37.  Royalist.  Was  a surgeon  at  Ixworth  for  eighteen 
years.  Then  practiced  at  Beckham,  Died  about  1900. 

N.B. — Robert  Taylor,  the  father  of  these  three  boys,  came  from 
Downham  Market  and  settled  in  Bury  as  a veterinary  surgeon  in  1803.  Died 
Jan.  I,  1856,  aged  72.  Buried  in  Bury  cemetery. 

13.  TAYLOR  . At  Bury  school  1842 — 43.  Royalist. 

14.  TAYLOR  William  Edwin.  Only  son  of  Edwin  Taylor  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

veterinary  surgeon.  No.  ii.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 66.  Royalist.  Now  a 
veterinary  surgeon  at  Taunton. 

15.  TAYLOR  David  William.  Only  son  of  Thomas  Daniel  Taylor  of  Grange 

farm.  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1873 — 75-  Royalist.  Then  to 
Beccles  school.  Now  occupying  the  Grange  farm. 
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1 6.  TAYLOR  William  Frank.  Son  of  W.  Taylor  of  Plumpstead,  Kent.  At  Bury

Bury  school  1898 — 99. 

18.  TAYLOR  Herbert.  Son  of  W.  Taylor  of  Plumstead.  At  Bury  school  1900  — 

1901. 

19.  TAYLOR  Arnold  Douglas.  Son  of  Sidney  Taylor  of  Dullingham,  Cambs., 

farmer.  At  Bury  school  1898 — 1904.  Foreigner.  John’s  Coll.  B.A.  Now 
a master  at  Shrewsbury. 

20.  TEARLE  Alfred  Champneys.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Frederick  Tearle,  vicar  of 

Gazeley,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1874 — 80.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1889.  Now,  since  1895,  assistant  master  at  Bedford 
Grammar  school. 

21.  TEESDALE  . At  Bury  school  1836 — 42  Foreigner. 

22.  TERRY  William.  Son  of  Robert  Terry  of  Westhorpe,  Suffolk,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1748.  Foreigner. 

23.  TEVERSON  Henry  W.  Eldest  son  of  H.  W.  F.  Teverson  of  Great  Chester- 

ford.  At  Bury  school  1871 — 72.  Boarder.  In  1899  was  living  at  Stradishall, 
Suffolk. 

24.  THACKER  Thomas.  Eldest  son  of  Peter  Thacker  of  Norwich,  mayor 

of  Norwich  in  1705.  Four  years  at  Eye;  then  one  at  Bury  under  Leeds. 
Adm.  to  Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  1691  (or  1692)  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 

25.  THARP  Joseph  Sidney.  Eldest  son  of  John  Tharp  of  Chippenham,  Cambs. 

Was  at  Eton  c.  1810.  Went  into  the  Coldstream  Guards.  Succeeded  his 
father  at  Chippenham  in  1851.  Died  March  1875  aged  78.  Buried  at 
Chippenham.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars  present  at  the  festival  in 
1850,  which  is  my  authority  for  including  him. 

26.  THETFORD  William.  Son  of  Lancelot  Thetford  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In 

Aug.  1649  the  father  petitioned  the  Governors  for  an  exhibition  to  be  granted 
to  his  son,  late  a scholar  of  Bury  school,  and  since  admitted  to  Emmanuel 
College.  They  granted  him  ;^5  a year  to’  continue  during  their  discretion. 
This  was  slopped  in  April  1651,  he  having  left  the  university. 
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27.  THOMAS  Timothy.  Son  of  John  Thomas,  rector  of  Ovington,  Essex.  Born 

at  Ovington.  Four  years  at  Denham  near  Bury  under  Edward  Thomas  his 

patiuus  (paternal  uncle)  ; then  two  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Sid. 
Suss.  Coll.  Feb.  1684  aged  17.  B.A.  1687. 

N.B. — His  grandmother’s  will  and  some  account  of  his  “patruus”  will 
be  found  in  the  Denham  volume  of  this  series. 

28.  THOMAS  Edward  Charles.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  1811.  Eldest  son 

of  Walter  John  Thomas  of  Chequer  square,  drawing  master.  At  Bury  school 

1820 — 21.  Foreigner.  Artist  and  drawing  master.  Built  the  Red  House  at 
Horringer,  and  lived  there.  Afterwards  bought  the  Court  House  at  Bury  and 
lived  there.  Died  Dec.  1899  88.  Buried  in  the  cemetery. 

29.  THOMAS  Sidney  Smith.  Born  at  Bury  in  1828.  Second  son  of  Walter  John 

Thomas,  drawing  master.  At  Bury  school  1839 — 40.  Royalist.  Was  an 
engineer.  Died  in  London  about  1890. 

30.  THOMAS  David  Cecil.  Son  of  David  Thomas  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  iron- 

monger. At  Bury  school  1894 — 97.  Royalist.  Now  an  ironmonger  at  Bury. 

31.  THOMAS  Ernest  Claud.  Son  of  David  Thomas  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school  1898 — 1900.  Royalist.  Now  in  a bank  in  London. 

32.  THOMPSON  James.  Son  of  Anthony  Thompson  of  Trumpington.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1699  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate. 
This  may  be  the  boy  mentioned  by  Dr.  Randall  as  singing  as  sweetly  as  Ovid. 
But  it  can  hardly  be  the  boy  mentioned  by  Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  as  one  of  his 
pupils  from  Suffolk.  So  perhaps  there  were  some  elder  brothers  at  the  school 
also.  By  Suffolk  Dr.  Leeds  seems  to  include  all  the  eastern  counties. 

33.  THOMPSON  John.  Eldest  son  of  John  Thompson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — . Royalist.  Carried  on  his  father’s  business  in  Bury 
as  glass  and  china  merchant.  Died  Feb.  1871  aged  64.  Buried  in  the  cemetery. 

34.  THOMPSON  George.  Born  Jan.  1811.  Second  son  of  John  Thompson  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1820 — 27.  Royalist.  Was  three  years 
with  Messrs.  Longmans,  publishers.  In  March  1833  he  bought  the  business 
of  John  Dingle  of  Abbeygate  street,  stationer.  Carried  on  business  as  a 
bookseller  there  for  near  Rfty  years.  Four  times  mayor  of  Bury.  Joint  owner 
of  the  Bury  and  Suffolk  Herald  1840 — 49.  Died  at  Bury  April  1887  aged  76. 
Buried  in  the  cemetery. 
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35.  THOMPSON  Frederick.  Third  son  of  John  Thompson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  scliool  1825 — . Royalist.  Was  a bookseller  at  Bedford.  Died 

Jan.  1878.  Buried  in  churchyard  of  Trinity,  Bedford. 

36.  TiiOMPSON  Robert.  Fourth  son  of  John  Thompson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Was  a surgeon  at  Norwich.  Died  1874. 

N.B. — It  is  not  quite  certain  whether  he  went  to  Bury  school.  There 
was  a Mr.  R.  Thompson  among  the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival 
in  1850,  who,  if  not  he,  must  have  been  the  contemporary  Foreigner. 

37.  THOMPSON  Henry.  Fifth  son  of  John  Thompson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1827  — 31.  Royalist.  Was  a chemist  at  Norwich.  Died  1895. 

N.B. — It  is  impossible  to  say  how  many  different  Thompsons,  Royalists, 
there  were  at  this  time,  nor  when  each  one  left.  From  1818  to  1831  inclusive 
there  was  always  one  and  generally  more.  In  1825,  1827,  1828,  there  were 
three. 

38.  THOMPSON  . Besides  the  above  five  brothers.  Royalists,  there  seem  to 

have  been  one  or  two  Foreigners  contemporary  with  them.  One  is  in  the  list 
for  1817.  Another  in  1822. 

39.  THOMPSON  John  Robert.  Eldest  son  of  John  Thompson  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  No.  33.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 58.  Royalist.  Was  an  engineer 
in  firm  of  John  Penn  and  Sons,  Greenwich.  Died  at  Barton  Mills  Nov.  1906 
aged  63.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury.  Author  of  Records  of  St.  Edmund. 

40.  THOMPSON  Harry.  Second  son  of  John  Thompson,  No.  33.  At  Bury 

school  1855 — 58.  Royalist.  Farmed  at  Great  Whelnetham  sixteen  years. 
Now  living  at  Barton  Mills,  Suffolk. 

4r.  THOMPSON  Benjamin.  Born  March  1825.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Henry 
Thomas  Thompson,  second  master  of  Bury  Grammar  school.  At  Bury  school 
1841 — 42.  Sixth  form.  Went  to  Canada  in  1851.  Died  there  in  1865. 

N.B. — Henry  Thomas  Thompson,  father  of  this  boy,  was  born  June  1796  ; 
St.  John’s  Coll.,  B.A.  1817  ; under  master  of  Bury  school  from  June  1822  to 
April  1828;  afterwards  ordained  and  curate  of  Fornham  and  Westley;  died 
March  1869 ; buried  in  the  Bury  cemetery.  He  married  Miss  Harrington, 
daughter  of  one  of  the  Bury  organists  (See  HARRINGTON),  and  lived  in 
the  old  house.  Out  Northgate. 
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42.  THOMPSON  Benjamin  Norton.  Born  in  Canada  March  1852.  Eldest  son 

of  Benjamin  Thompson,  No.  41.  At  Bury  school  1862 — 71.  P'ive  years  in 
sixth  form.  Captain.  Royalist.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Aug.  1871.  B.A.  1875. 
Now  vicar  of  Christchurch,  Bath,  and  Preb.  of  Wells  cathedral. 

43.  THOMPSON  Charles  A.  Born  in  Canada.  Second  son  of  Benjamin 

Thompson,  No.  41.  At  Bury  school  1867 — 69.  Royalist.  Now  in  Canada. 

44.  THOMPSON  Frederick  W.  Born  in  Canada.  Third  son  of  Benjamin 

I'hompson,  No.  41 . At  Bury  school  1867  — 69.  Royalist.  Was  five  years  in 
a cotton  broker’s  office  at  Liverpool.  Now  practising  as  a dentist  in  High 
street,  Christchurch,  New  Zealand. 

45.  THOMPSON  George  Thomas.  Born  at  Solway  House,  Cumberland,  June 

1845.  Son  of  William  Thompson.  At  Bury  school  1861 — 64.  Sixth  form. 
Boarder.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1864.  B.A.  1868.  Now,  since  1873, 
vicar  of  Pleacham,  Norfolk. 

46.  THORNE  Geoffrey  Gabriel.  Son  of  Rev.  H.  A.  Thorne  of  Norwich.  At 

Bury  school  1899 — 1900.  Now  in  the  merchant  service. 

47.  THORNE  Stephen  Lancelot.  Son  of  Rev.  H.  A.  Thorne  of  Norwich.  At 

Bury  school  1899 — 1900. 

48.  THOROLD  Josiah.  Son  of  John  Thorold  of  Cambridge.  At  Bury  under 

Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1721  aged  17.  B.A.  1724. 

49.  THOROLD  Charles.  Son  of  Sir  John  Thorold,  seventh  baronet,  of  Cranwell, 

Lincolnshire,  by  his  second  marriage.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1741. 

Foreigner. 

50.  THOROWGOOD  . I get  this  boy  from  one  of  Dr.  Randall’s  poems.  He 

was  one  of  two  bad  boys  who  absented  themselves  from  morning  prayers  on 
St.  Barnabas  day,  I presume  during  Dr.  Randall’s  headmastership,  1707  — 15. 
Dr.  Randall  latinizes  his  name  as  Perbonus  : — 

Perbonus  ille  fuit,  nigro  at  carbone  notandus. 

John  Thorowgood  married  Bridget,  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Sampson 
of  Sampson’s  hall  in  Kersey,  the  most  picturesque  village  in  Suffolk.  They 
had  four  sons,  Sampson,  Thomas,  William  and  John.  Probably  they  all  came 
to  Bury  school,  and  probably  Perbonus  was  one  of  them.  John,  the  father, 
died  1734  aged  74,  and  John  the  son  succeeded  him,  and  was  the  father  of 
Sir  Thomas,  knight.  There  are  tombstones  in  Kersey  church  to  the  first

John  and  to  Sir  Thomas,  but  none  to  the  intermediate  generation,  one  of 
whom  must  have  been  the  Bury  boy  who  absented  himself  on  St.  Barnabas 
day. 

51.  THORPE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Thorpe  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  cutler.  In 

April  1700  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  odd 
a year  to  begin  from  his  admittance  to  the  University.  Emman.  Coll.  B.A. 
1703. 

52.  THROWER  William.  Born  Sept.  i8r  i.  Second  son  of  Stephen  Thrower  of 

Cambridge,  linen  draper.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1825,  1826.  Was  a 
solicitor  at  Cambridge.  Died  July  1850.  Buried  in  the  Mill  road  cemetery 
at  Cambridge. 

N.B. — I have  guessed  that  the  boy  of  1825,  1826,  is  William  from  the 
dates  fitting  him  best.  But  it  is  possible  that  he  may  have  been  Charles  the 
eldest  son,  born  April  1808,  in  business  with  his  father,  died  July  1842,  buried 
in  the  churchyard  of  St.  Mary’s  the  great  : OR,  George  the  third  son,  born 
June  1813,  surveyor  of  taxes,  died  May,  1873,  buried  in  the  Arno  Vale 
cemetery,  Bristol. 

53.  THROWER  Frederick.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Fourth  son  of  Stephen  Thrower. 

At  Bury  under  Edwards  1830 — 34.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1836  aged  r7. 
Did  not  graduate.  Died  after  a long  illness  May  1838.  Buried  at  Cambridge 
in  the  churchyard  of  St.  Mary  the  great. 

54.  THRUSTON  Nathaniel.  Bapt.  Sept.  1641.  Son  of  Nathaniel  Thruston  of 

Hoxne,  armiger.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

N.B. — He  had  several  brothers  older  and  younger  than  himself,  who 
probably  all  came  to  Bury  school.  Nathaniel  Thruston,  the  father,  was  bapt. 
Nov.  1616,  buried  Sept.  1658 ; tombstone  in  Hoxne  church. 

55.  THRUSTON . Dr.  Randall  addresses  some  friendly  lines  to  a Thruston 

of  Hoxne,  probably  a boy  c.  1700. 

56.  THRUSTON  Frederick.  Son  of  Framingham  Thruston  of  Market  Weston, 

Suffolk,  barrister.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  June  1806.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1804  aged  17.  Minister  of 
Bayswater  chapel.  Died  Jan.  1821.  Author  of  religious  works. 

N.B. — The  father  died  suddenly  at  Bury  in  Jan.  1789,  aged  39,  when 
staying  there  for  Quarter  Sessions.  He  has  a tombstone  in  Market  Weston 
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church.  He  had  succeeded  at  Market  Weston  his  uncle,  Dr.  John  Thruston, 
lord  of  the  manor,  who  died  May  1776  aged  77.  The  doctor’s  tablet  in 
Market  Weston  church  says.  Amicus  moerens  posuit,  Samuel  Peck.  Samuel 
Peck  was  a Bury  school  hoy,  and  probably  the  doctor  was  too.  Possibly  he 
is  the  boy  No.  55. 

57.  THURLOE  Nicholas.  Son  of  Nicholas  Thurloe,  rector  of  Brent  Eleigh, 

Suffolk.  Magdalene  Coll.  B.A.  1702.  Rector  of  Brent  Eleigh.  Died  Nov. 
1732  aged  49.  Tombstone  in  Brent  Eleigh  church.  He  gave  a book  to  the 
school  library  in  1718,  which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him. 

N.B. — Nicholas  Thurloe,  the  father,  was  of  Sidney  Suss.  Coll.,  B.A.  1669. 
Rector  of  Brent  Eleigh.  Died  July  1706  aged  56.  Tombstone  in  Brent 
Eleigh  church. 

58.  THURLOW  Thomas.  Born  1737.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  Thurlow  of 

Tesborough,  Norfolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  May  1748.  Foreigner.  Matric. 
at  Oxford,  Queen’s  Coll.,  July  1754.  Fellow.  Rector  of  Stanhope.  Master 
of  the  Temple.  Dean  of  Rochester  and  St.  Paul’s.  Bishop  of  Lincoln  and 
Durham.  Died  May  1791.  Buried  at  the  Temple.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — His  father  was  rector  of  Great  Ashfield.  Tesborough  is  given  in 
the  Bury  admission  book.  The  eldest  son  became  Lord  Chancellor. 

59.  THURLOW  William  Henry.  Fourth  son  (eldest  by  second  marriage)  of  Rev. 

Edward  South  Thurlow,  Preb.  of  Norwich,  Rector  of  Houghton  le  Spring. 
At  Bury  school  1828 — 31.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Died  1839. 

60.  THURLOW  John.  Born  July  1814.  Fifth  son  (second  by  second  marriage) 

of  Rev.  Edward  South  Thurlow.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 33.  Three  years  in 
sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s  Coll.  June  1833.  B.A.  1837.  Vicar 
of  Worsted  1841,  and  Hindringham  1843.  Died  1844. 

61.  THURLOW  Augustus.  Sixth  son  (third  by  second  marriage)  of  Rev.  Edward 

S.  Thurlow.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 33.  Foreigner.  Died  1834. 

N.B. — These  three  boys  were  admitted  together  at  Christmas  1828.  I 
have  guessed  their  identification  and  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  confirma- 
tion of  my  guess.  But  (assuming  them  to  be  brothers)  there  are  no  other 
three  brothers  in  this  family  that  they  can  be.  The  Bishop,  No.  58,  had  tiiree 
grandsons  (sons  of  the  second  Lord  Thurlow),  who  would  fit ; but  as  one  of 
them  was  at  Eton,  and  the  other  two  at  Rugby,  while  these  three  were  at 
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Bury,  I have  considered  that  they  were  put  out  of  court.  The  Rev.  Edward 
South  Thurlow  was  the  only  son  of  John  Thurlow,  a Norwich  merchant,  who 
was  a younger  brother  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  of  No.  58. 

62.  THURSTON  Thomas.  Son  of  Joseph  Thurston  of  Wenham,  gent.  Three 

and  a half  years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman,  one  at  Colchester.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  Feb.  1726  aged  18.  B.A.  1730.  Sixteenth  wrangler. 

63.  TILLBROOK  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  17 13.  Royalist.  He 

might  be  Henry  Tillbrook,  whose  flat  stone  in  the  chancel  of  Nowton  church 
says  that  he  died  Sept.  1763  aged  67. 

64.  TILLBROOK  Samuel.  Son  of  John  Tillbrook  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 

Bury  school.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  March  1802.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse 
Nov.  1801  aged  19.  B.A.  1806.  Fellow.  B.D.  1816.  Appointed  under- 
master of  Bury  school  Jan.  1807.  Rector  of  Freckenham  1829 — 35.  Died 
May  1835  aged  52.  Buried  at  Freckenham. 

65.  TILLBROOK  James.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  Aug.  1790.  Youngest 

son  of  John  Tillbrook.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Sid. 
Suss.  Coll.  May  1810.  B.A.  1814. 

66.  TILBROOK  Clifford  Farrant.  Son  of  Samuel  Tilbrook  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

clothier.  At  Bury  school  1899 — 1900.  Now  in  business  with  his  father. 

67.  TILLARD  Richard  Henry.  Son  of  Rev.  Richard  Tillard,  rector  of  Bluntis- 

ham,  Hunts.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 31.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
John’s  Coll.  April  1834  aged  18.  B.A.  1838. 

N.B. — I believe  this  is  the  right  one.  His  brother  James  Arthur,  born 
Nov.  1812,  afterwards  rector  of  Conington,  Cambs,  was  adm.  to  John’s  Coll. 
July  1830  from  Shrewsbury  school. 

68.  TILLOTT  Leonard.  The  minute  book  records  (f.  82)  that  at  a meeting  of 

the  Governors  of  the  school  held  on  Oct.  7,  1624,  Leonard  Tillott  gent.,  an 
inhabitant  of  this  town  and  sometime  a scholar  of  this  school,  is  elected  a 
Governor  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Charles  Darby  deceased.  He  was  dead  by 
March  12,  1636,  when  his  successor  was  appointed. 

69.  TILLOT  Thomas.  Born  at  Rougham,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Thomas  Tillot  of 

Pulham  St.  Mary,  Norfolk,  gent.  One  year  at  Rougham,  private,  under 
Mason  ; five  years  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1663 
aged  17. 
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70.  TILLOT  Isaac.  In  March  1666  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him 

an  exhibition  of  ;^5  a year.  He  was  then  at  the  university,  but  does  not  appear 
to  have  graduated. 

71.  TINLING  Charles.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Stubbs  Tinling  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18.  Royalist.  I believe  he  after- 
wards lived  at  Liverpool. 

72.  TINLING  Edward  Douglas.  Second  son  of  Charles  S.  Tinling  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1826.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Christ 
church,  Dec.  1833  aged  18.  Inspector  of  schools  1847 — 81.  Canon  of 
Gloucester  1867 — 97.  Died  1897. 

73.  TIRRELL  James.  Son  of  Henry  Tirrell  of  Mildenhall,  gent.  Four  years  at 

Bury  under  Dickenson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1626  aged  17:  Adm.  at 
Inner  Temple  Nov.  1627. 

74.  TIRRELL  Charles.  Son  of  George  Tirrell  late  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  farmer. 

He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Five  years  there  under  Stevens.  Adm. 
to  John’s  June  1658  aged  16.  B.A.  i66i. 

75.  TIRRELL  Henry.  Son  of  George  Tirrell  late  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  gent. 

He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656. 

There  was  Henry  Tirrell  of  Christ’s  Coll.,  B.A.  1667  ; and  Henry  Tirrell 
of  Trill.  Hall,  B.A.  1662.  I suppose  he  is  one  of  the  two. 

76.  TITLEY  Alfred  John  Gardner.  Son  of  Rev.  Richard  Titley,  rector  of  Barwell. 

At  Bury  school  1884 — 87.  Foreigner.  Pembroke  Coll.  Now  curate  of 
Barwell,  Leicestershire. 

77.  TOD  ma.  In  Bury  school  lists  1826 — 27.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner. 

78.  TOD  mi.  In  Bury  school  lists  1S26 — 27.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — I am  told  by  a Todd  with  two  d’s  that  a Tod  with  one  d is  generally 
Scotch. 

79.  TODD  Ratcliff.  Born  at  Stunner.  Son  of  Ratcliff  Todd  of  Cowhnge,  Suffolk, 

gent.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April 
1660  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate.  Died  July  1675  aged  32.  Flat  stone  in 
the  porch  of  Stunner  church. 

80.  TODD  Radcliffe  Pearl.  Son  of  Radcliffe  Todd  Esq.  of  Stunner,  Essex.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1743.  Foreigner.  Died  Nov.  1799.  Buried  at  Stunner, 
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N.B. — The  next  Radcliffe  Pearl  Todd  ilied  Oct.  1813  aged  51.  The 
next  and  the  last  Ratcliffe  Pearl  Todd  died  June  1879  aged  86.  Both  buried 
at  Stunner.  I have  no  evidence  that  they  came  to  school  at  Bury,  but  they 
may  have  done  so. 

81.  TODD  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Todd,  wine  merchant,  late  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  He  is  in  the  school  list  for  1656. 

82.  TODD  Alexander.  Son  of  William  Todd  of  St.  James’,  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

hatter.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  P^eb.  1731.  Royalist. 

N.B. — There  is  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard  to  John  Todd, 
“ habbardasher  of  hatts,”  who  died  April  1719  aged  66  years.  I imagine  he 
is  the  grandfather  of  Alexander  and  William,  Nos.  82,  83,  and  very  likely  a 
brother  of  Robert,  No.  81. 

83.  TODD  William.  Son  of  William  Todd  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  hatter.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  April  1734.  Royalist.  Died  Jan.  1773  aged  48.  Tombstone 
in  Bury  churchyard. 

84.  TODD  John  Frederick.  Second  son  of  Horatio  Todd,  rector  of  Occold, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 58.  Foreigner.  Was  a clerk  in  Bank  of 
England.  Retired  in  1905.  Now  living  at  West  Ealing. 

85.  TOKE  Nicholas  William  Nielson.  Born  abroad  c.  1848.  Son  of  John  Toke, 

army  surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1861 — 64.  Boarder.  Went  to  Australia, 
Died  before  1890. 

86.  TOLLEMACHE  Lionel,  Lord  Huntingtower.  Born  Feb.  1649.  Eldest  son 

of  Lionel  Tollemache  of  Helmingham  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.  Countess  of 
Dysart  in  her  own  right.  Was  M.P.  for  Orford,  and  then  for  Suffolk. 
Succeeded  his  mother  as  Earl  of  Dysart  in  Aug.  1697.  Died  Feb.  1727. 

87.  TOLLEMACHE  Thomas.  Borne.  1651.  Second  son  of  Lionel  Tollemache 

and  Lady  Dysart.  He  was  a distinguished  military  officer  and  saw  a great 
deal  of  service.  Died  at  Plymouth  June  1694  of  a wound  received  when  in 
command  of  an  expedition  against  Brest.  Buried  at  Helmingham,  where  is 
his  monument.  In  D.  N.  B. 

88.  TOLLEMACHE  William.  Born  at  Great  Fakenham,  Suffolk,  in  Feb.  1662, 

Third  son  of  Lionel  Tollemache  and  Lady  Dysart.  He  went  into  the  navy. 
He  killed  Hon.  Will.  Carnegie  at  Paris  in  a duel  in  1680,  for  which  he  was 
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tried  in  the  West  Indies  and  branded  on  the  hand.  He  was  afterwards 
appointed  to  the  command  of  a ship,  The  Jersey,  and  died  of  yellow  fever  in 
the  West  Indies  in  1691. 

N.B. — These  three  Tollemache  boys  do  not  come  into  any  school  list, 
and  so  I must  give  my  reason  for  including  them.  Their  father,  Lionel 
Tollemache,  died  in  1669.  Their  mother,  who  was  Countess  of  Dysart  in  her 
own  right,  married  secondly  in  1672  John,  duke  of  Lauderdale.  Roger  North 
in  his  life  of  his  brother.  Lord  Guildford,  says  that  the  duchess  before  her 
second  marriage,  and  before  she  was  a duchess,  lived  at  Fakenham  in  Suffolk 
near  to  Tostock,  where  the  Norths  lived  ; “ and  the  lady  resided  there  for  the 
sake  of  bringing  up  her  children  at  Bury  school.”  And  he  then  goes  on  to 
say  that  consequently  during  the  holydays  the  Tollemache  boys  at  Fakenham 
and  the  North  boys  at  Tostock  were  playfellows.  And  again  further  on  he 
speaks  of  the  Norths  and  two  Tollemaches  as  “ being  playfellows  at  school 
and  at  home.”  Lives  of  the  Norths  1.  231.  II.  302,  This  establishes  two  of 
them  without  a doubt ; and  as  I dont  know  which  to  leave  out,  and  as  probably 
all  three  went  to  Bury  school,  I put  them  all  three  in.  The  two  mentioned  as 
playfellows  of  the  North  boys  would  probably  be  the  two  eldest. 

89.  TOMSON  Douglas  Vernon.  Son  of  D.  R.  Tomson  of  St.  Neots.  At  Bury 

school  1899 — 1902.  Foreigner.  Peterhouse.  B.A.  Now  in  business  in  London. 

90.  TOOKER  . At  Bury  school  1839 — 42.  Foreigner. 

91.  TOWNSHEND  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  includes  this  name  in  his  list  of  his 

past  and  present  scholars.  But  how  many  and  which  he  does  not  say. 
George  Townshend  of  Little  Wrotham,  father  of  Nos.  92,  93,  may  have  been 
one.  The  three  sons  of  the  first  Viscount  Townshend  are  not  unlikely,  their 
stepmother  having  been  Mary  Lewkenor  of  Denham  near  Bury.  The  eldest, 
Charles,  a prominent  statesman  and  brother  in  law  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole, 
was  at  Eton,  but  might  have  looked  in  at  Bury  on  his  way,  as  No.  93  did. 

92.  'J'OWNSHEND  Horatio.  Born  at  Wrotham,  Norfolk.  Son  of  George 

Townshend.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  John’s  May  1697  aged  18. 
B.A.  1701.  Rector  of  Tacolneston  1705 — 06.  Died  there  March  1706. 

93.  TOWNSPIEND  Thomas.  Son  of  George  Townshend  of  Wrotham.  A few 

months  at  Bury  under  Leeds,  and  then  six  years  at  Eton.  Adm.  to  Caius 
Coll.  July  1701  aged  18.  Fourteenth  wrangler.  Rector  of  Tacolneston  1706 
— 1764,  and  Shipdam  1707 — 54.  Died  Feb.  1764  aged  82. 
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94.  TOWNSHEND  Hon.  Roger.  Fifth  and  youngest  son  of  Charles,  third 

Viscount  Townshend  of  Rainham,  Norfolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1741. 
Foreigner.  Went  into  the  army.  Became  Lieut. -Colonel.  Was  killed  by  a 
cannon  ball  at  Ticonderoga  in  N.  America  July  25,  1759,  aged  27.  A 
monument  to  him  in  Westminster  Abbey  was  put  up  by  his  mother. 

N.B. — In  July  1758  the  British  force  met  with  a great  disaster  in  their 
attempt  to  take  Ticonderoga  from  the  French.  For  an  account  of  it  by  one 
who  was  present  see  one  of  the  volumes  of  this  Green  Book  series,  viz. 
Journals  of  Hon.  William  Hervey.  In  July  1759  we  made  another  attempt 
on  Ticonderoga,  and  took  it  without  much  resistance.  Apparently  it  was  in 
this  successful  attack,  and  not  in  the  disaster,  that  Roger  Townshend  lost  his 
life. 

95.  TOWNSEND  Charles  Victor.  Son  of  Charles  Townsend  of  Fordham,  Cambs., 

seedsman  and  florist.  At  Bury  school  1899 — 1903.  Foreigner.  Now  in 
business  at  Fordham. 

96.  TOWNSON  John  Henry.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Townson  of  Northgate 

house.  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  rector  of  Gedding.  At  Bury  school  1882 — 85. 
Royalist.  Emman.  Coll.  Glouc.  Theol.  Coll.  Now,  since  1904,  rector  of 
Carlton,  Leicestershire. 

97.  TOWNSON  Leonard.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Townson.  At  Bury  school 

1882 — 83.  Royalist.  Then  to  military  college  at  Cowley.  Emigrated. 
Died  in  1899  from  the  result  of  an  accident.  Buried  at  Hastings. 

98.  TOWNSON  Frederick  Cowper.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Townson.  At 

Bury  school  1882 — 83.  Royalist.  Peterhouse.  Glouc.  Theol.  Coll.  Now, 
since  1902,  rector  of  Cossington,  Somerset. 

99.  TOZER  Charles  James.  Son  of  Charles  James  Tozer  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

corn  merchant.  At  Bury  school  1868 — 72.  Royalist.  Was  in  business  in 
London.  Died  there. 

100.  TOZER  Harry  R.  Son  of  Charles  James  Tozer,  corn  merchant.  At  Bury 

school  1868 — 71.  Royalist.  Was  a draper  at  Capetown,  South  Africa. 

10 1.  TRACY  John.  Son  of  George  Tracy  of  Moulton.  At  Bury  under  Dickinson. 

Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1625.  Probably  he  is  the  John  Tracy,  gent.,  buried 
at  Moulton  in  March  1657. 
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102.  TRACY  Horace  Ernest  Humphrey.  Son  of  Humphrey  Wingfield  Tracy  of 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  surgeon  dentist.  At  Bury  school  1892 — . Now 

practising  with  his  father. 

103.  TRAFFORD  . This  boy  is  entered  as  admitted  in  1840,  Foreigner,  but 

could  not  have  stopped  more  than  a term  or  two. 

J04.  TRANCE  . In  Bury  school  list  for  1859  only.  First  form.  Boarder. 

105.  TREVETHAN  John  Nunn.  Son  of  John  Trevethan  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

surveyor.  At  Bury  school  1839 — 46.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Emman.  Coll. 
B.A.  1851.  Curate  of  Norton  near  Bury.  Died  Dec.  1868  aged  41.  Buried 
at  Norton. 

106.  TRICKER  . In  Bury  school  lists  for  1820 — 22.  Royalist.  I think  this 

must  be  Robert  Ruffell  Tricker,  son  of  William  Tricker.  The  son  died  Dec. 
1829,  aged  20.  The  father  died  Oct.  1835  aged  54.  Both  have  stones  in 
Bury  churchyard. 

107.  TROTT  Edward.  Born  at  St.  Neots.  Only  son  of  John  Trott,  druggist  and 

surgeon.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1730.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John’s 
May  1734  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate. 

108.  TROWER  Herbert  Arthur.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  Trower.  At  Bury 

school  1869 — 72.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Now  living  at  Langton  House, 
tlove. 

109.  TROWER  E.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  Trower.  At  Bury  school  1869 — 72. 

Royalist.  Now  in  Sydney,  N.  S.  W. 

no.  TROWER  Hugh  Charles.  Fifth  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  Trower.  At  Bury  school 
1869—72.  Royalist.  Died,  aged  16  years.  Buried  at  Harlow,  Essex. 

111.  TROWER  Arthur.  Sixth  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  Trower.  At  Bury  school  i86g 

— 1872.  Royalist.  Now  a surgeon  at  St.  Leonards  on  Sea. 

1 12.  TURNER  John.  Born  at  Brockford,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Grey  Turner.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  July  1668  aged  19.  B.A.  1671. 

113.  TURNER  William.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Elder  son  of  Henry  Turner, 

alderman  of  Bury  in  1681.  At  school  there.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  May  1684. 
Did  not  graduate.  Bought  Horsecroft  of  the  Lucas  family  in  1706.  Was 
alderman  of  Bury  in  1709,  1723.  Pursued  his  business  in  Bury  with  vigour, 
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as  one  may  gather  from  Dr.  Randall,  and  with  success,  as  one  may  gather 
from  results.  Died  Nov.  1734  aged  67.  Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church. 

1 1 4.  TURNER  John.  Younger  son  of  Henry  Turner,  alderman  of  Bury.  Included 

by  Dr.  Randall  among  Bury  scholars.  Gave  books  to  the  school  library  in 
1698  etc.,  and  described  in  the  catalogue  as  “olim  alumnus.”  Was  a barrister. 
Unsuccessful  candidate  for  Recordership  of  Bury  in  1712.  Successful 
candidate  in  1725.  Recorder  1725 — 40.  He  married  Isabella,  daughter  of 
Baptist  May.  Died  Sept.  1740. 

This  is  the  couplet  in  which  Dr.  Randall  brings  in  the  two  boys  whom  I 
identify  as  William  and  John,  Nos.  113,  114. 

Illic  Turneri  (veteres  notique  columbi) ; 

Justitiam  hie  sequitur;  fortiter  ille  forum. 

1 15.  TURNER  Henry.  Son  of  William  Turner,  No.  113.  He  succeeded  to 

Horsecroft,  which  he  left  by  will  to  William  Ager.  Died  April  1764  aged  70. 
Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury.  I have  no  authority  to  include  him, 
but  he  is  a moral  certainty. 

1 16.  TURNER  John.  Son  of  John  Turner,  Recorder  of  Bury,  No.  114.  It  is  just 

possible  he  may  be  the  boy  in  the  school  list  for  1713,  but  he  is  rather  young 
for  it.  Married  Bridget  Gery.  Lord  Bristol  mentions  “ the  new-marryed 
Tumors”  dining  at  Ickworth  Nov.  1733.  They  lived  at  Langham.  His 
pecuniary  difficulties  began  very  soon  after  his  marriage,  and  he  never  got  rid 
of  them.  I imagine  he  lost  his  money  in  the  South  Sea  bubble,  or  rather  in 
some  later  one.  In  June  1744  Lord  Bristol  (who  was  first  cousin  to  his 
mother)  offered  him  his  house  at  Ickworth  as  “sanctuary.”  His  wife  died  in 
1746  and  he  went  to  live  at  Livermere.  Died  there  Feb.  1766  aged  60. 
Tombstone  in  Great  Livermere  church. 

117.  TURNER  . He  is  in  Bury  school  lists  1713.  Royalist.  I imagine  he 

is  a son  of  No.  113  or  of  No.  114.  But  No.  115  is  rather  old  for  him,  and 
No.  1 16  is  rather  young,  though  either  is  possible. 

118.  TURNER  John.  Son  of  John  Turner  of  Colchester,  attorney,  deceased. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1744.  Foreigner. 

1 1 9.  TURNER  George.  Born  at  Pulham,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  under  Laurents. 

Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1788.  Rector  of  Monewden,  1803,  Kettleburgli,  1807,  till 
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his  death.  He  edited  in  1830  Forby’s  Vocabulary  of  East  Anglia.  Died 
Nov.  1839  aged  72. 

I get  his  name  as  a Bury  scholar  from  Page’s  Suppl.  to  Suffolk  Traveller, 
p.  112.  Mr.  Page  probably  got  the  information  from  Mr.  Turner  himself. 

120.  TURNER  John.  Of  Suffolk.  From  Bury  school.  Adm.  to  Peterhouse  July 

1791  in  his  i8th  year.  Did  not  graduate.  (This  is  all  the  information  that 
the  Peterhouse  admission  book  gives.) 

121.  TURNER  Edward  Blomfield.  Son  of  Major-Gen.  C.  W.  Turner  of  the  19th 

Regiment,  afterwards  Colonel  in  chief  of  King’s  Dragoon  Guards.  At  Bury 
school  1826 — 34.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1834. 
B.A.  1838.  Sen.  Opt.  Rector  of  Offord-Cluny,  Hunts,  1850 — 80.  Died  Dec. 
1906.  Buried  at  Bath. 

122.  TURNER  George  Edward.  Younger  son  of  Major-Gen.  C.  VV.  Turner.  At 

Bury  school  1826 — 30.  Foreigner.  A cadet  at  Woolwich  Aug.  1830.  Joined 
R.A.  Dec.  1833.  Served  with  Gen.  Wylde  in  the  Spanish  war  1834.  Received 
several  decorations  and  a Spanish  order  of  knighthood  for  his  services.  Died 
at  Dublin  Aug.  1849  while  A.D.C.  and  Master  of  the  Horse  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant.  Buried  at  Castle  Knock. 

N.B. — Nos.  121,  122,  belonged  to  the  Turners  of  Stoke  near  Ipswich. 
Nos.  123,  124,  may  possibly  be  brothers. 

123.  TURNER  . In  Bury  school  list  1826 — 27.  Foreigner. 

124.  TURNER  . In  Bury  school  list  1832.  Foreigner. 

125.  TURNER  Thomas.  Born  at  Little  Horringer  hall  Aug.  1838.  Son  of 

Thomas  Turner,  Ickworth  estate  agent.  At  Bury  school  1849 — 55-  Royalist 
first  year,  then  Foreigner.  Joined  the  26th  foot,  Cameronians,  in  1855.  In 
the  Abyssinian  campaign  1868 — 69.  Commanded  the  26th  regiment  1885  to 
1889,  when  he  retired  as  Colonel.  Now  living  near  London. 

N.B. — Thomas  Turner,  the  father,  was  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Turner, 
rector  of  Grateley,  Hants.  Born  1793.  Died  1859.  Tombstone  in  Timworth 
church. 

126.  TURNER  Charles  William.  Son  of  Charles  William  Turner  of  Blackheath, 

merchant.  At  Bury  school  1883 — 85.  Foreigner. 

127.  TWIGHT  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Twight  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  butcher. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Alarch  1753.  Royalist. 
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128.  TWINING  . At  Bury  school  1833 — 35.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

129.  TYLER  Charles  William.  Eldest  son  of  George  G.  Tyler  of  Newton  Court, 

Monmouth,  who  in  1876  took  the  name  of  Griffin  in  lieu  of  'I'yler.  At  Bury 
school  1880 — 83.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Oriel  Coll.,  Dec.  1883  aged  19.  Was 
vicar  of  Preston  All  Saints,  Gloucestershire.  Resigned  it  April  1907.  Now 
living  at  Monmouth, 

130.  TYLER  George  Endell.  Second  son  of  George  [Tyler]  Griffin.  At  Bury 
school  1881 — 85.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Magdalene  Coll.,  Oct.  1885  aged  19. 
B.A.  1888.  Served  during  the  Boer  war  in  Imperial  Light  Horse  and 
Marshall’s  Horse.  Twice  wounded.  Now  mining  in  Johannesburg. 

131.  TYLER  Frederick  James.  Third  son  of  George  [Tyler]  Griffin.  At  Bury 

school  1883 — 86.  Is  now  in  Hoare’s  bank. 

132.  TYLER  Arthur  John.  Fourth  son  of  George  [Tyler]  Griffin.  At  Bury 

school  1885 — 90.  Joined  the  West  Riding  regiment.  Died  in  South  Africa 
March  1900  aged  29.  Killed  in  action  at  Lobatsi. 

133.  TYMMS  Edmund  Robert.  Born  1844.  Eldest  son  of  Samuel  Tymms.  At 

Bury  school  1856.  Royalist.  Entered  G.  P.  O.  as  inspector  of  mails.  Then 
private  secretary  to  Sir  Henry  Barkley  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Afterwards 
editor  of  the  Cape  Times.  Then  secretary  of  De  Beers  Diamond  Mining  Co. 
Now  living  at  Wimbledon. 

N.B. — Samuel  Tymms,  father  of  this  boy,  was  born  at  Camberwell  in 
Nov.  1808  and  lived  for  a time  in  Bury,  being  sub  editor  of  the  Bury  Post. 
Hon.  Sec.  to  Suff.  Arch.  Inst.  He  left  Bury  in  1857  and  set  up  as  bookseller 
etc.  in  Lowestoft.  Lie  died  there  April  1871.  He  was  a local  antiquarian  of 
the  best  sort,  and  amongst  other  things  published  a history  of  St.  Mary’s 
church  at  Bury.  In  D.  N.  B. 

134.  TYSSEN  Charles.  Eldest  son  of  Samuel  Tyssen  of  Narborough  hall,  Norfolk. 

Born  there  March  1810.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1821,  1822.  Foreigner. 
Became  a captain  in  75th  Reg.  Retired  in  1845.  Succeeded  to  Narborough 
in  1845,  sold  it  in  1850,  and  bought  Clanville  Lodge,  Andover.  Died  s.p.  in 
1863.  Buried  at  Weyhill,  Hants. 

135.  TYSSEN  John.  Second  son  of  Samuel  Tyssen  of  Narborough.  Born  there 

Dec.  1811.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1821,  1822.  Foreigner.  Was  among 
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the  old  scholars  unable  to  attend  the  festival  in  1850.  Became  a captain 
R.N.  Retired  in  1848.  Succeeded  his  brother  at  Clanville  in  1863.  Sold 
it  and  bought  Hylsbroke  near  Langford  in  East  Somerset.  Died  there  Dec. 
1893  aged  81.  Buried  at  Burrington,  Somerset.  There  is  a tombstone  to  his 
memory  in  the  churchyard  of  Stanstead,  Suffolk,  he  having  married  firstly  his 
cousin  Eleanor  Yelloly,  daughter  of  John  Yelloly  M.D.  of  the  neighbouring 
parish  of  Cavendish. 

N.B. — There  were  two  more  sons  of  Samuel  Tyssen  who  do  not  appear 
to  have  come  to  Bury  school ; viz.  Henry,  third  son,  born  at  Narborough 
Dec.  1814,  died  at  Geelong,  Australia,  March  1842  aged  27  ; William 
Hongham,  fourth  son,  born  at  Narborough  Jan.  1817;  became  a captain  in 
36th  Regiment;  died  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Sept.  1847  aged  30.  Some 
account  of  this  family  will  be  found  in  A Forgotten  Past,  by  Mrs.  Suckling.

1.  UHTHOFF  Edward  Joseph.  Son  of  Ludolfo  Enrique  Uhthoff  of  Davos 

Platz,  Switzerland.  At  Bury  school  1896 — 98.  Royalist. 

2.  UNDERWOOD  Augustine.  Born  at  Preston,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Augustine 

Underwood,  rector  of  Chevington.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1597  aged  16. 
Curate  of  Fornham  St.  Martin.  Rector  of  Thornage,  Norfolk,  apparently 
only  for  a year,  1619. 

3.  UNDERWOOD  John.  Born  at  Chevington.  Son  of  Augustine  Underwood, 

rector  of  Chevington.  At  Bury  under  Martin.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov. 
1600  aged  15.  Ordained  priest  1608. 

4.  UNDERWOOD  Robert.  Born  at  Chevington.  Son  of  Augustine  Underwood. 

Twin  brother  of  Anthony.  At  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Dec.  1619  aged  16  [sic].  Rector  of  Chevington  1630 — 90.  Buried  there 
Jan.  1690. 

5.  UNDERWOOD  Anthony.  Son  of  Augustine  Underwood, rector  of  Chevington.

N.B. — Augustine  Underwood,  father  of  these  four  boy.s,  was  rector  of 
Chevington  1580  to  1630.  His  fifty  years  was  followed  by  his  son’s  sixty 
years,  if  the  list  of  rectors  given  by  Gage  is  complete. 

6.  UNDERWOOD  John.  Son  of  John  Underwood  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

ingenuus.  He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1656. 

7.  UNDERWOOD  . He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist. 

8.  UNDERWOOD  . He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1713.  Foreigner. 

9.  UNDERWOOD  George.  Son  of  Mrs.  Mary  Underwood  of  Bury  St. 

Edmund’s,  widow.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1730.  Royalist. 

10.  UNDERWOOD  Thomas.  Of  Suffolk.  From  Bury  school.  Adm.  to 

Peterhouse  May  1759  in  his  19th  year.  Did  not  graduate.  I imagine  that 
this  is  Thomas,  son  and  heir  of  John  Underwood.  In  1770  he  sold  the 
advowson  of  Chevington  to  Rev.  John  White,  in  whose  family  it  still  is. 

11.  UNDERWOOD  Benjamin.  Son  of  Robert  Underwood  of  Lynn,  attorney. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1748.  Foreigner.  Benet  Coll.,  Camb.  B.A.  1758. 
Fellow.  Rector  of  East  Barnet  in  1769,  and  of  St.  Mary  Abchurch,  London, 
in  1774.  Preb.  of  Ely  178c.  Died  Sept.  1815  aged  79. 

12.  UNDERWOOD  Henry  Lawrence.  Born  May  1876.  Only  son  of  Henry 

Everett  Underwood  of  Fornham  St.  Martin.  At  Bury  school  1888 — 94. 
Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Cambridge,  B.A.  1897.  Math.  Trip.  Sen.  Opt. 
Law  Trip.  2nd  class.  Adm.  a solicitor  1901.  Was  practising  at  Wakefield. 
In  1908  appointed  deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  of  the  County  Council  for 
V CO.  Stafford. 

13.  UPCHER  Abbot.  Born  at  Sudbury  Sept,  1722.  Eldest  son  of  Peter  Upcher 

of  Sudbury,  apothecary.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1737.  Foreigner.  St. 
Cath.  Coll.  B.A.  1745.  Curate  of  Horringer  1746.  Rector  of  St.  Gregory’s 
and  St.  Peter’s  at  Sudbury.  Died  April  1770.  Buried  in  St.  Gregory’s 
church. 

14.  UPCHER  Robert.  Son  of  Peter  Upcher  deceased  of  Sudbury,  apothecary. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1738.  Foreigner.  Was  a surgeon  at  Sudbury. 
Admitted  a free  burgess  of  Colchester  Jan.  1764.  Was  living  unmarried 
in  1770. 
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15.  UPCHER  John.  Born  at  Sudbury  July  1749.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Abbot 

Upcher  of  Sudbury,  No.  13.  At  Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
April  1767  aged  17.  Adm.  to  Middle  Temple.  Died  June  1768.  Buried  at 
St.  Gregory’s,  Sudbury. 

16.  UPWOOD  Thomas  Thorogood.  Son  of  Thomas  Upwood  of  Lynn,  surgeon. 

Got  a prize  at  Bury  school  in  1813.  Adm.  to  Pembroke  Coll.  Dec.  1812 
aged  18.  B.A.  1817.  Clare  Coll.  M.A.  1820.  Fellow  of  Clare.  Ordained 
i8r8.  Rector  of  Clenchwarton  1839 — 43.  Terrington  St.  Clement  1843 — 
1868.  Died  c.  1868. 

17.  UVEDALE  William  Cleland.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Ambrose  Uvedale,  rector  of 

Barking  cum  Needham  Market.  At  Bury  under  Lawrents.  Adm.  to  Trin. 
Coll.  July  1778  aged  18.  B.A.  1782.  Was  vicar  of  Wenhaston  and  Perp. 
Curate  of  Needham  Market.  Died  Aug.  1817  aged  58. 

N.B. — Ambrose  Uvedale,  the  father,  was  rector  of  Barking  and  Combs 
for  53  years,  and  died  Aug.  1818  aged  84.  He  and  his  brother  Samuel,  an 
admiral,  were  very  likely  both  Bury  school  boys.  Their  father,  Samuel 
Uvedale,  was  rector  of  Barking  for  52  years,  and  died  Sept.  1775.  father, 
Robert  Uvedale,  a Kentish  rector,  was  a celebrated  horticulturalist,  and  will 
be  found  in  D.  N.  B. 


I.  VALPY  Edward.  Born  1764.  Fourth  son  of  Richard  Valpy  of  Jersey.  At 
Bury  under  Laurents.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  March  1782.  Adm.  to 
Trin.  Coll.  July  1781  aged  17.  B.D.  1810.  Was  a master  at  Reading  school 
under  his  brother  Richard.  In  1810  elected  high  master  of  Norwich  school. 
From  1819  till  his  death  he  had  the  livings  of  Thwaite  and  South  Walsham. 
Died  at  Yarmouth  April  1832.  Published  some  educational  works.  In 
D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — His  brother,  Richard  Valpy,  was  usher  at  Bury  Grammar  school 
1778 — 81,  and  then  headmaster  of  Reading  Grammar  school  for  fifty  years. 
Rector  of  Stradishall,  Suffolk,  1787.  Died  March  1836.  In  D.  N.  B. 
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2.  VENTRISS  . Dr.  Leeds  includes  Ventriss  among  the  names  of  his 

scholars  from  Suffolk.  Sir  Peyton  Ventriss,  born  1645,  M.P.  for  Ipswich  in 
i6(S8,  became  a judge,  and  died  1691.  The  Suffolk  Traveller  says  he  built 
the  house  at  Sproughton  called  the  Chauntry.  One  or  more  of  his  sons  may 
have  been  Dr.  Leeds’  pupils.  Also  Edward,  father  of  the  next  four  boys, 
may  have  been  one.  He  died  in  1740.  I am  not  sure  whether  he  was  a son 
of  Sir  Peyton.  A pedigree  by  D.  E.  D.  does  not  give  him  a father,  though  Sir 
Peyton  is  there  close  by.  The  D.  N.  B.  calls  him  a lineal  descendant,  which 
is  absurd.  He  was  either  a son  or  no  descendant  at  all.

Oxford,  Oriel  Coll.,  April  1733  aged  15;  afterwards  at  Magd.  Coll.  Fellow 
1738 — 44.  Had  the  livings  of  Brandon,  Wangford  and  Burgate  in  Suffolk. 
Died  Aug.  1764.  Buried  at  St.  Nicholas,  Ipswich.  I have  no  authority  for 
including  this  boy,  as  the  admission  book  begins  too  late  for  him.  But  as  his 
three  younger  brothers  came  it  is  likely  that  he  did  too. 

4.  VENTRISS  Peyton.  Son  of  Edward  Ventriss  Esq.  of  Sproughton,  Suffolk. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1733.  Foreigner. 

5.  VENTRISS  Francis.  Son  of  Edward  Ventriss  of  Sproughton.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1735.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Magd.  Coll.,  Dec.  1740 
aged  17.  Fellow  1747 — 58.  Bursar.  B.D.  1754. 

6.  VENTRISS  Thomas.  Son  of  Edward  Ventriss  of  Sproughton.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1740.  Foreigner. 

7.  VERNON  Charles.  Son  of  James  Vernon  of  Thorp,  Surrey,  esquire.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1734.  Foreigner. 

8.  VERTUE  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  James  Vertue  of  Feltwell,  Norfolk.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  June  1737.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — The  father  of  this  boy  was  rector  of  Glemsford  as  well  as  Feltwell, 
and  had  held  the  livings  of  Catfield,  Norfolk,  and  West  Halton,  Lincolnshire. 

9.  VINCENT  . Dr.  Randall  devotes  sixteen  lines  to  a boy  of  this  name, 

whom  he  couples  with  Thomas  Glemham.  (See  p.  158,  No.  80.)  They 
would  have  been  at  school  c.  1700.  Apparently  they  were  both  killed  in 
battle,  I think  in  Spain.

Foreigner.  Was  a solicitor,  but  only  practised  for  a short  time.  Lived  in 
London,  and  afterwards  in  Cambridgeshire.  Died  c.  1890.  Buried  at 
Cambridge. 

13.  VIPAN  Frederick  John.  Born  May  1819.  Fourth  son  of  Thomas  Vipan  of 

Thetford,  brewer.  In  Bury  school  lists  1831 — 37.  Five  years  in  sixth  form. 
Two  years  captain  of  the  school.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1837 
aged  18.  Migrated  to  Wadham  Coll.,  Oxford,  Feb.  1841.  Called  to  the  Bar 
1845.  Practised  for  a time  and  attained  distinction  as  a junior,  being  “devil  ” 
for  a leading  Q.C.  Then  lived  at  Dresden,  writing  in  Blackwood  and  other 
reviews.  Returned  to  England,  and  died  at  South  Hampstead  March  1894. 

14.  VIVIAN  Edward.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Vivian,  M.D. 

At  private  school  at  Bury  under  Mr.  Adamson.  Adm.  to  John’s  July  168 1 
aged  19.  M.B.  1686.  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

N.B. — In  1674  Dr.  Vivian,  the  father,  was  occupying  a house  in  St. 
Mary’s  parish  at  Bury  with  five  hearths  in  it. 

15.  VOYCE  Edward.  Born  c.  1633.  Son  of  Edward  Voyce,  rector  of  West  Stow. 

He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1697,  which  is  my  only  authority  for 
including  him.  He  became  rector  of  Oakley,  Suffolk,  and  was  buried  there 
in  1713  aged  80  years.  Tom  Martin  had  his  life  in  MS.  written  by  Mr.  Bryers. 
AVhere  is  it  now?  He  had  brothers  who  probably  all  came  to  school  at 
Bury,  but  I have  no  authority  for  including  them. 


I.  WAGE  Robert.  Son  of  John  Wace,  rector  of  Stokesby,  Norfolk.  Two  years 
at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1695  aged  15.  Rector  of 
Fulmodeston  1704 — 40.  Died  1740. 

WADDINGTON  Thomas.  Born  at  Ely.  Second  son  of  John  Waddington  of 
Ely.  At  Bury  under  Laurents.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Oct.  1780  aged  18.  B.A 
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1785.  D.D.  1801.  Rector  of  Northwold  1805 — 13.  Rector  of  Hesset  1809 
— 1813.  Preb.  of  Ely.  Died  c.  1813. 

N.B. — His  elder  brother,  Henry,  father  of  Nos.  3 and  4,  is  likely  to  have 
been  at  Bury  school  also. 

3.  W ADDINGTON  Henry  Spencer.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Eldest  son 

of  Henry  Waddington.  Educated  at  Combs,  Suffolk,  under  Rev.  Charles 
Davy.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  June  1799  aged  (8.  Did  not  graduate. 
Bought  Cavenham  from  Lord  Cornwallis.  M.P.  for  West  Suffolk  1841 — 59. 
Died  Feb.  1864  aged  82.  Tombstone  in  Cavenham  churchyard.  Apparently 
NOT  a Grammar  school  boy. 

4.  WADDINGTON  John  Horsey.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Younger  son 

of  Henry  Waddington.  At  Harrow  under  Drury.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll. 
June  1800  aged  17.  Did  not  graduate.  Apparently  NOT  a Grammar  school 


boy.

12.  WALDEGRAVE  . Dr.  Leeds  includes  Waldegrave  among  his  scholars

Rector  of  Folkesworth,  Hunt.s,  1865 — 78.  Afterwards  lived  at  Chiswick. 
Edited  “My  Grandfather’s  Pocket-book”  1883.  Died  c.  1892. 

14.  WAT.FORD  Henry.  Born  at  T.ong  Stratton,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Rev.  William 

Walford,  rector  of  Long  Stratton.  At  Bury  school  1822 — 26.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  July  1826.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
July  1826  aged  19.  B.A.  1830. 

75.  WALKER  Christopher  Hallon.  Son  of  Richard  Walker  of  Market  Harboro’, 
Leicestershire.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1740.  Foreigner.  Queen’s  Coll. 
B.A.  1753. 

16.  WALKER  . Adm.  to  Bury  school  1831.  Royalist.  He  could  not  have 

stayed  more  than  a term  or  two.  In  the  Bury  poll-books  for  1832,  1835, 
1837,  Rev.  Henry  Walker  is  down  living  in  Schoolhall  street,  who  might  be 
his  father. 

17.  WALL . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1818  only.  Fifth  form. 

Foreigner.  Probably  a cousin  of  the  Lynns.  See  p.  245,  No.  153. 

18.  WALLACE  Arthur  Job.  Born  Feb.  1841.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  Capel 

Job  Wallace,  rector  of  Monks  Eleigh.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 60.  Five  years 
in  sixth  form.  Two  years  captain.  Boarder.  Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1864. 
Joined  the  Church  of  Rome  while  at  Cambridge.  Went  to  Oscott,  whence 
ordained  priest.  Mission  priest  at  Ipswich.  Army  chaplain.  Died  Sept.  1898. 

19.  WALLACE  Charles  Stebbing.  Younger  son  of  Rev.  Arthur  C.  J.  Wallace. 

At  Bury  school  1855 — 6r.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Boarder.  Pembroke 
Coll.,  Camb.  B.A.  1865.  Now,  since  1885,  vicar  of  the  church  of  the 
Ascension,  Lavender  hill,  S.W.  Hon.  Canon  of  Southwark. 

20.  WALLER  Robert  Pretyman.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Waller  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Blomfield’s  school  at  Bury.  Afterwards  was  a wool  stapler  at 
Bury.  Died  Aug.  1837  aged  55.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury.  NOT 
a Grammar  school  boy. 

21.  AVALLER  Robert  Plume.  Born  Oct.  1815.  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Pretyman 

Waller  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  woolstapler.  No.  20.  At  Bury  school  1825 — 33. 
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Four  years  in  si.xth  form.  Royalist.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1839.  Vicar  of 
Stratton,  Cornwall,  1858 — 69;  St.  Michael,  Bromley,  1869 — 79;  Nazeing, 
Essex,  1879 — 90;  Bitteswell,  Leic.,  1890 — 1903.  Now  (1908)  living  near 
London. 

22.  WALLER  William.  Born  Dec.  1816.  Second  son  of  Robert  Pretyman 

Waller,  No.  20.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 34.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Cath. 
Coll.  B.A.  1840.  Perp.  Cur.  of  St.  John’s,  Dukinfield,  1844 — 51.  Vicar  of 
Whittlesey  1856 — 97.  Died  Sept.  1897.  Buried  at  Whittlesey. 

23.  WALLER  Daniel.  Born  Dec.  1818.  Third  son  of  Robert  Pretyman  Waller, 

No.  20.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 37.  Royalist.  Peterhouse.  B.A.  1843. 
Perp.  Cur.  of  Dane  Bridge,  Cheshire,  1846 — 89.  Died  at  Muswell  Hill  May 
1897  aged  78.  Buried  at  Broxbourne,  Herts. 

24.  WALLER  ma.  At  Bury  school  1849 — 55.  Royalist. 

25.  WALLER  mi.  At  Bury  school  1849 — 55.  Royalist.

27.  WALLER  Alfred  Whalley.  Born  at  Waldringfield  Nov.  1864.  Son  of  Rev. 

Thomas  Henry  Waller.  At  Bury  school  1876 — 82.  Boarder.  Now  an  M.D. 
and  M.R.C.S.  at  Stroud. 

2<S.  WALLER  Arthur  Pretyman.  Born  at  Waldringfield  Feb.  1872.  Son  of  Rev. 
Thomas  Henry  Waller.  At  Bury  school  1886 — 89.  Foreigner.  Clare  Coll. 
Now  Rector  of  Hemley  and  Waldringfield,  having  succeeded  his  father  in 
1900. 

29.  WALLER  William.  Son  of  William  Waller  of  Hitcham,  Suffolk,  farmer.  At 

Bury  school  1900 — 1902.  Now  farming  at  home. 

30.  WALLIN  John.  Son  of  John  Wallin  of  Spanish  Town  in  Jamaica.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Jan.  1736.  Foreigner. 

31.  WALLIN  Richard.  Son  of  John  Wallin  of  Spanish  Town  in  Jamaica.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Sept.  1 740.  Foreigner.  I presume  he  went  back  to  Jamaica. 
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In  Long  Melford  cliurch  is  a Hat  stone  to  (amongst  others)  Ann  Alethea, 
the  only  daughter  and  heiress  of  Richard  Wallin  of  Jamaica,  and  wife  of  Rev.

Adm.  to  Bury  school  March  1752.  Royalist.  He  acquired  an  estate  in 
Beyton  near  Bury.  A monument  in  Beyton  church  says  that  he  died  March 
1822  There  is  no  entry  of  his  burial  in  the  Beyton  parish  register. 

N.B. — Robert  Walpole,  father  of  this  boy,  died  May  1782  aged  70,  and 
has  a tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 

34.  WALSH  . At  Bury  school  1826 — 28.  Two  years  in  sixth  form. 

Foreigner. 

Benjamin  Dunn  Walsh,  son  of  Benjamin  Walsh  of  Clapton,  Midd  , was 
adm.  to  Trin.  Coll,  from  St.  Paul’s  school,  London,  May  1827  aged  19.  B.A. 
1831.  Fellow.  This  boy  might  be  a younger  brother. 

35.  WALSHAM  John.  Born  Oct.  1830.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  John  Walsham,  first 

baronet.  At  Bury  school  1842 — 49.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist. 
Tne  book  he  gave  to  the  school  library  is  inscribed,  John  Walsham,  University 
Coll.,  Oxford,  Sept.  1849.  But  he  was  admitted  to  Trin.  Coll.  Camb.  March 
1850  aged  19.  B.A.  1854.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  baronet  in  1874. 
Died  Dec.  1905. 

36.  WALSHAM  Francis.  Born  April  1832.  Second  son  of  Sir  John  Walsham. 

At  Bury  school  1842 — 51.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  Durham  Univ.  B.A.  1855. 
He  has  held  several  curacies.  Now  living  unbeneficed. 

37.  WALSHAM  Arthur.  Born  June  1833.  Third  son  of  Sir  John  Walsham.  At 

Bury  school  1845 — 47.  Royalist.  Woolwich  Nov.  1847.  Lieut.  R.A.,  June 
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1853.  Killed  at  the  battle  of  Alma  Sept.  1854  aged  21.  A memorial  of  him 
was  put  up  in  St.  James’  church  at  Bury  by  his  Bury  schoolfellows.

After  three  terms  migrated  to 
Magdalene.  B.A.  i86r.  Vicar  of  Sculcoates.  Died  Jan.  1882. 

N.B. — Sir  John  Walsham,  father  of  these  four  boys,  lived  for  some  years 
at  Bury,  being  a Poor  Law  inspector.  He  died  Aug.  1874. 

39.  WARD  Charles.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Ward  of  Stoke  Ash,  Suffolk.  At  Bury 

school  1825 — 32.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s 
Coll.  April  1832  aged  18.  B A.  1838. 

40.  WARD  Adolphus  William.  Son  of  John  Ward,  C.B.,  resident  minister  to  the 

Hanse  Towns,  who  died  in  1890.  At  Bury  school  1854 — 55.  Sixth  form. 
Foreigner.  His  parents  being  abroad  he  lived  at  Bury  in  Looms  lane  with 
his  aunts,  the  Miss  Bullocks.  Peterhouse.  First  class  Class.  Trip.  B.A.  1859. 
Fellow.  Prof,  of  history  at  Owen’s  Coll.  Principal  of  Victoria  University. 
Now  Master  of  Peterhouse. 

41.  WARD  John  Henry  William.  Son  of  Sir  William  Ward,  formerly  British 

Consul  at  Bordeaux,  now  Consul  General  at  Hamburgh.  Nephew  of  the 
Master  of  Peterhouse,  No.  40.  At  Bury  school  1884 — 89.  Foreigner.  Now 
in  business  in  the  United  States. 

42.  WARNER  . Dr.  Leeds  includes  a boy  of  this  name  among  his  pupils 

from  Suffolk. 

43.  WARREN  Martin.  Son  of  Henry  Warren  of  Suffolk.  At  Bury  under  Watson. 

Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Jan.  1602  aged  17.  Died  in  College.  Buried  at  St. 
Michael’s,  Cambridge,  June  1603.  Perhaps  NOT  a Grammar  school  boy,  as 
there  was  no  headmaster  there  named  Watson. 

44.  WARREN  alias  CASON  Robert.  Son  of  Richard  Cason  of  Melford, 

ingenuus.  He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1656. 

45.  WARREN  Erasmus.  Born  at  Chippenham,  Cambs.  Son  of  George  Warren 

of  Barton  Mills,  clerk.  In  Bury  school  list  for  t656.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll. 
Feb.  r657  aged  r4.  B.A.  1660.  Rector  of  Worlington,  Suffolk,  for  52  years. 
Died  Sept.  1718  aged  76.  Tombstone  in  Worlington  church. 
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46.  WARREN  Robert.  Born  at  Worlington,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Erasmus  Warren, 

No.  45.  At  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1697  aged  17.  B.A. 
1700.  D.D.  1716. 

47.  WARREN  John.  Born  at  Thurston,  Suffolk.  Son  of  John  Warren.  At  Bury 

under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Aug.  1703  aged  18.  B.A.  1707. 

48.  WARREN  . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist. 

49.  WARREN  . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist. 

50.  WARREN . In  Bury  school  list  1713.  Royalist. 

N.B. — One  of  these  tliree  Royalists  might  be  Francis  Warren,  who  died 
Oct.  1756  aged  50,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.  Anotlier  might 
be  Thomas,  who  made  the  plan  of  Bury  published  in  1747. 

51.  WARREN  John.  Born  at  Cavendish  May  1730.  Second  son  of  Dr.  Richard 

Warren,  rector  of  Cavendish  and  archdeacon  of  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school 
June  1740.  Foreigner.  Seven  years  there.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1747 
aged  16.  Seventh  wrangler.  Rector  of  Teversham,  Snailwell  and  Leverington. 
Bishop  of  St.  David’s  1779 — 83.  Bishop  of  Bangor  1783 — 1800.  Died  Jan. 
1800.  Buried  in  Westminster  Abbey.  Author  of  Sermons  etc.  Portrait  at 
Caius.  Coll.  In  D.  N.  B. 

52.  WARREN  Richard.  Born  at  Cavendish  Dec.  1 731.  Third  son  of  Dr.  Warren, 

rector  of  Cavendish.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1740.  Foreigner.  Jesus 
Coll.  B.A.  1752.  Fourth  wrangler.  P^ellow.  A very  able  physician. 
Physician  to  George  III.  Died  in  London  June  1797.  Buried  in  Kensington 
parish  church.  He  and  two  of  his  sons  will  be  found  in  the  D.  N.  B. 

53.  WARREN  Samuel.  Son  of  Dr.  Richard  Warren  of  Cavendish.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Sept.  1743.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — Archdeacon  Warren,  the  father  of  these  distinguished  sons,  was 
the  son  of  Samuel  Warren,  vicar  of  Ashford,  Kent.  He  died  Jan.  1774  aged 
73,  leaving  seven  children.  His  tombstone  is  in  Cavendish  church. 

54.  WARREN  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Warren  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm. 
to  Bury  school  June  1749.  Royalist.  I think  this  must  be  he  who  died 
Dec.  1815  aged  76,  and  has  a stone  in  Bury  churchyard.  And  I imagine  that 
his  father  was  the  Thomas  Warren  who  made  the  plan  of  Bury. 

WATERS  Henry.  Son  of  John  Waters  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1731.  Royalist.

56.  WATERS  Mark.  Coni  at  Great  Yarmouth.  Only  son  of  Mark  Waters, 

merchant.  In  Bury  school  lists  for  1818 — 22.  Einman.  Coll.  B.A.  1829. 
Priest  in  charge  of  St.  George’s  chapel  of  ease  at  Yarmouth  for  32  years. 
Died  Oct.  1864  aged  57.  Buried  at  Great  Yarmouth  cemetery. 

57.  WATKINS  Charles  William.  Ward  of  William  Crookes  of  Croft,  Leicester. 

At  Bury  school  1879 — 80.  Foreigner.  Died  soon  after  leaving  school. 

58.  WATSON  John.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  c.  1660. 

59.  WATSON  Richard.  Son  of  Ralph  Watson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  bookseller. 

In  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Royalist.  Nine  years  there  under  Randall 
and  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius.  Coll.  June  1719  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate. 

60.  WATSON  James.  He  gave  a book  in  1738,  being  described  in  the  catalogue 

as  a bookseller  of  this  town.  I guess  him  to  be  a son  and  successor  of  Ralph 
Watson,  and  brother  of  Richard,  No.  59. 

61.  WATSON  Yuli.  Son  of  James  Watson  of  Kenninghall,  Norfolk,  apothecary. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1734.  Foreigner.  Probably  his  Christian  name 
was  Youels,  which  I notice  as  a surname  on  tombstones  in  the  churchyards  of 
Kenninghall  and  East  Herling  close  by. 

62.  WATSON  William.  Son  of  William  Watson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  joiner. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1751.  Royalist. 

63.  WATSON  George.  Son  of  Samuel  Watson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Elected  to 

Hewer  exhibition  Oct.  1767.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1766  aged  17. 
Fellow  1771.  D.D.  1792.  Apparently  his  father  died  the  year  he  was  born. 
A tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard  records  the  death  of  Samuel  Watson  in 
Nov.  1749  aged  39. 

64.  WATSON  John.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  April  1778,  being  then  at 

Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1781. 

65.  WATSON  Thomas.  Born  March  1792.  Eldest  son  of  Joseph  Watson  of 

Thorpe-le-Soken,  Essex.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  at  Bury  school  June 
1811.  Adm.  to  St.  John’s  Coll.  1811.  Wrangler.  Fellow.  B.A.  1815. 
Became  an  eminent  physician.  Attended  the  Prince  Consort  in  his  last 
illness.  Created  a baronet  in  1866.  Died  Dec.  1882.  In  D.  N.  B. 

66.  WATSON  John.  Eldest  son  of  Charles  Watson  of  Wakefield,  architect.  At 

Bury  school  1817 — 21.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Worcester  Coll.,  Nov. 
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1821  aged  17.  B.A.  1826.  Was  ordained.  Died  1831.  'I'liis  boy  is  a 
Royalist  as  he  lived  with  his  maternal  aunt,  Mrs.  William  Kitchener,  whose 
boys  were  at  the  school  at  the  same  time. 

67.  WATSON  . This  boy  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1819  only,  first  form. 

Foreigner.  He  might  possibly  be  Shepley  Watson,  younger  brother  of 
John,  No.  66,  afterwards  a solicitor  at  York  ; or  another  younger  brother, 
Charles,  afterwards  a clergyman. 

68.  WATSON  • — — . At  Bury  school  1834 — 37.  Royalist. 

A tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard  contains  a record  of  three  successive 
generations  of  Watsons  ; viz.  : — 

John,  died  May  1846  aged  47  ; 

Robert  Pawsey,  his  only  child,  died  April  1848  aged  23  ; 

Robert  John,  his  only  child,  died  in  London  Sept.  1875  aged  27  ; Queen’s 
Coll.,  Camb.  B.A.  1870. 

This  boy  is  probably  the  middle  one  of  the  three. 

69.  WATSON  Frederick  Hastings.  Born  May  1843.  Eldest  son  of  Frederick 

Elwin  Watson  of  Norwich,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1858—59.  Foreigner. 
Afterwards  a doctor  at  Barrow  near  Bury.  Died  June  1877. 

70.  WATT  Thomas  Fowler.  Son  of  a Bristol  doctor.  At  Bury  school  1849 — 51. 

Foreigner.  Went  into  the  army.  Died  about  1872. 

71.  WATTS  Kenneth  Haldane.  Son  of  William  A.  Watts  of  St.  Ives,  solicitor. 

At  Bury  school  1900 — 1903.  Now  an  engineer. 

72.  WATTSFORD  Henry  Hadden.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Flenry  James  Wattsford, 

vicar  of  Leavenheath,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1884 — 88.  Now  assistant 
manager  of  Steel  works,  Consell  Iron  Co.,  co.  Durham.  Member  of  Durham 
county  hockey  team  1894 — 1904. 

73.  AVATTSFORD  Gerald  Harrison.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Henry  J.  Wattsford, 

vicar  of  Leavenheath.  At  Bury  school  1S86 — 90.  Foreigner.  Was  employed 
in  the  estate  office  of  N.  E.  R.  C.  at  Newcastle  on  Tyne  and  York.  Went  to 
South  Africa  as  a noncom.  officer  in  Imperial  Yeomanry.  Was  a member  of 
Yorkshire  and  Durham  county  hockey  teams.  Now  farming  in  Canada. 

74.  ^VAYLING  Sidney.  Only  son  of  George  Wayling  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

surgeon  dentist.  At  Bury  school  1865 — 68.  Royalist.  Now  a bank  clerk  in 
London. 
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75.  WAYMAN  Cliarlcs.  Son  of  John  Wayinan  of  Bmy  St.  Edmund.s,  solicitor. 

At  Bury  scliool  1825 — 28.  Royalist.  He  was  among  the  old  scholars  present 
at  the  festival  in  1850.  Farmed  at  Troston. 

76.  WAYMAN  Harry.  Son  of  John  Wayman  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  solicitor.  At 

Bury  school  1825 — 28.  Royalist.  Was  a solicitor  at  Bury.  Died  July  i86i 
aged  47.  Buried  in  the  churchyard  at  Bury. 

77.  WAYMAN  George.  Son  of  John  Wayman  of  Bury  St.  Edmund.s,  solicitor. 

At  Bury  school  1832 — 36.  Royalist.  Farmed  at  Troston.  Died  in  Jersey. 

N.B. — John  Wayman,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  Aug.  1836  aged  48. 
Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

78.  WAYMAN  John  William.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  William  Wayman,  rector  of 

Great  Thurlow.  At  the  royal  school  of  Bury  1852 — 61.  Five  years  in  sixth 
form.  Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  June  1861  aged  20.  Now,  since  1872, 
rector  of  Groton,  Suffolk. 

79.  WAYMAN  George  Arthur.  Second  son  of  Rev.  William  Wayman.  At  Bury 

school  1854 — 58.  Foreigner.  Became  a major  in  2nd  Batt.  Wilts.  Reg. 

Died  Jan.  1886.  Buried  at  Kensal  Green. 

80.  WAYMAN  Clement  Page  Scott.  Third  son  of  Rev.  William  Wayman.  At 

Bury  school  1859 — 64.  Boarder.  Was  a surgeon.  Died  Aug.  1892. 

Buried  at  Walsham,  Norfolk. 

81.  WAYMAN  Francis  Charles.  Fourth  son  of  Rev.  William  Wayman.  At  Bury 

school  1862 — 66.  Boarder.  Is  now  a solicitor  at  Clare,  Suffolk. 

N.B. — Rev.  William  Wayman,  father  of  these  last  four  boys,  and  elder 
brother  of  Nos.  75,  76,  77,  was  born  Oct.  1809  ; vicar  of  Great  Thurlow  over 
50  years ; died  June  1886. 

82.  AVAYTH  Daniel.  Bapt.  at  Great  Glemham  June  1729.  Son  of  Daniel  Wayth 

of  North  Glemham.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1743.  Foreigner.  Succeeded 
his  father  at  Glemham  Dec.  1752.  He  was  the  third  (and  last)  successive 
Daniel  Wayth  of  North  Glemham.  Died  Aug.  1785  aged  56.  Buried  at 
Great  Glemham. 

N.B.— He  left  two  daughters,  one  of  whom,  Frances  Maria,  lived  at  Bury, 
and  died  there  Oct.  1831  aged  71.  His  widow  died  at  Bury  Feb.  1799 
aged  76. 
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83.  IV^EATHERBY  . He  was  at  Bury  school  in  1809 — ii,  as  is  shown  by 

his  prize  exercizes. 

84.  WEBBE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Webbe  of  Cowlinge,  Suffolk,  gent.  In 

Bury  school  list  for  1656.  In  1674  Thomas  Webbe  is  occupying  a house 
with  four  hearths  at  Cowlinge. 

85.  WEBBE  George.  Son  of  Joseph  Webbe  of  Nevis  in  America.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  Feb.  1754.  P'oreigner.  America,  as  it  is  in  the  Bury  admission  book, 
must  mean  the  West  Indies. 

86.  WEBB  Theodore  Vincent.  Born  at  Clare  Lodge  May  1820.  Only  son  of 

William  Webb,  Master  of  Clare  Coll.  At  Bury  school  1830 — 38.  Two  years 
in  sixth  form.  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1843.  Lived  and  owned  property  at  Great 
Gransden,  Hunts,  1858 — 85.  Died  Aug.  1885. 

87.  WEBB  William.  Born  at  Cambridge.  Son  of  William  Webb.  At  Bury 

school  1830 — 36.  Five  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll. 
Oct.  1835  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 

88.  WklBB  . Adm.  to  Bury  School  1836.  Royalist.  Apparently  did  not 

stay  more  than  a term  or  two. 

89.  WEBB  . At  Bury  school  1856 — 59.  Foreigner. 

90.  WEBBER  . Son  of  Dr.  Webber  of  Moulton  Paddocks.  At  Bury  school 

1855 — 56.  Boarder. 

91.  WEGG  Samuel.  Born  at  Colchester  Nov.  1723.  Second  son  of  George 

Wegg,  gent.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1739.  Foreigner.  Six  years  at 
Colchester  school.  One  year  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  John’s  July 
1740  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate.  Called  to  the  Bar  1746.  F.R.S.  F.A.S. 
Governor  of  Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  Died  at  Acton  Dec.  1802. 

92.  ^VE1DEMANN  Francis  J.  Born  1852.  Son  of  George  Francis  Roderer 

Weidemann.  At  Bury  school  1868 — 71.  Sixth  form.  Boarder. 

N.B. — G.  F.  R.  Weidemann,  father  of  this  boy,  was  a Fellow  of  St. 
Catherine’s  Coll.,  Cambridge,  and  then  got  a professorship  in  India.  He  was 
accidentally  drowned  there  in  April  i852,  while  crossing  a river. 

93.  WELCH  Walter  Samuel.  Sixth  son  of  John  Welch  of  the  Inner  Temple, 

London.  At  Bury  school  1873 — 77.  Foreigner.  Was  an  advertizing 
contractor  at  Melbourne,  Australia.  Died  at  Melbourne  Feb.  1905  aged  45. 
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94.  WELD  Joseph.  Son  and  heir  of  Gascoigne  Weld  of  Bracon  Ash,  Norfolk. 

Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1671.  Gave  books  to  the  school  library  in  1698  etc.,  and 
is  included  in  Dr.  Leeds’  list.  Serjeant  at  law.  Recorder  of  Bury  from  1689 
to  1712;  represented  it  in  Parliament  from  1709  till  his  death.  He  died 
unmarried  Jan.  1712  aged  60.  Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 
Buried  “ in  the  volt  or  siller  under  the  high  alter.”  (Par.  Register.) 

“ Serjeant  Weld  dyed  suddenly  of  an  apoplexy  last  week,  so  that  Bury  is 
unprovided  of  a Recorder  and  a Burgess.”  (Letter  from  Lord  Bristol  to  Carr 
Hervey,  Jan.  29,  1712.) 

95.  WELLS  John.  Son  of  John  Wells  of  Fornham,  husbandman.  Six  years  at 

Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Feb.  1631  aged  18.  Rector  of 
Osmundeston  alias  Scole,  Norfolk,  1642 — 77. 

96.  WELLES  John.  Son  of  John  Welles,  rector  of  Huntingfield,  Suffolk.  Six 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1733  aged  18. 
Curate  to  his  father  1745. 

97.  WELLS  Edward  Deodatus.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Edward  Cornish  Wells, 

chaplain  to  the  county  gaol  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 
1848.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Worcester  Coll.,  March  1849  aged  18. 
Chaplain  at  Rotterdam  1869 — 74.  Rector  of  March,  Cambs.,  1872 — 97. 
Died  c.  1897. 

98.  WENYEVE  George.  Son  of  Thomas  Wenyeve  of  Brettenham,  Suffolk,  medite 

fortunae.  One  year  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1563  aged  17. 
Died  Nov.  1619.  Buried  at  Brettenham. 

99.  WENYEVE  George.  Son  of  Edward  Wenyeve  of  Brettenham,  and  grandson 

of  No.  98.  Trin,  Coll.  He  (or  his  son)  gave  a book  to  the  school  library 
in  1675,  which  is  my  only  authority  for  including  him.  Knighted  May  1663. 
M.P.  for  Sudbury  1685.  Died  May  1706  aged  80.  Buried  at  Brettenham. 

100.  WENYEVE  George.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  George  Wenyeve,  No.  99,  by  his  first 
wife.  He  is  probably  the  Wenyeve  included  by  Dr.  Leeds  among  his  pupils 
from  Suffolk,  and  either  he  or  his  father  is  the  G.  Wenyeve  who  gave  a book. 
He  was  a lawyer,  and  I think  lived  in  London,  or  perhaps  abroad.  Not 
buried  at  Brettenham. 

N.B. — All  Sir  George  Wenyeve’s  sons  are  high  probabilities,  but  I cannot 
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prove  them.  I know  of  these  who  all  have  tombstones  in  Brettenham  church  : 
John,  born  Aug.  1671  ; died  Dec.  1736. 

North,  died  Jan.  1747  aged  69. 

Edward,  died  April  1775  90. 

loi.  WENYEVE  Edward.  Born  in  France.  Only  son  of  George  Wenyeve, 
lawyer.  No.  100.  At  Bury  under  Kinsman  and  Randall.  He  is  in  the  school 
list  for  1713.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  John's  Sept.  1716  aged  18.  B.A.  1720. 
Fellow.  Ordained  1724.  Held  in  succession  the  livings  of  Stetchworth, 
Brettenham  and  Chelsworth,  1727 — 54.  Died  July  1754  aged  56.  Tombstone 
in  Brettenham  church. 

102  WEST  John.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1745,  and  was  a 
Governor  of  the  school.  Served  in  the  army  from  1693  to  1723,  from  ensign 
to  Lieut. -Col.  Died  Jan.  1750  aged  74.  Buried  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 
The  book  given  so  late  in  life  does  not  make  him  a certainty. 

103.  WEST  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  Thomas  West  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  Bury 

school  lists  1817 — 20.  Royalist.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1826. 

N.B. — The  father  of  this  boy  was  chaplain  to  the  county  gaol  at  Bury. 
He  died  Oct.  1850  aged  78,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard.  He 
lived  at  No.  9 Westgate  street. 

104.  WESTALL  Lancelot  McAlpine.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Westall  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1884—85.  Royalist.  Queen’s  Coll.,  Camb. 
B.A.  1896.  Since  then  has  been  a private  tutor  and  schoolmaster.  Now  a 
private  tutor  in  East  Griqualand,  S.  Africa. 

105.  WHALEY  . At  Bury  school  1834 — 35.  Royalist.  First  form. 

106.  WHARTON  Henry  James.  Born  at  Rickinghall  Superior  Oct.  1798.  Elder 

son  of  Thomas  Wharton  of  Rickinghall.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  June 
1816.  Foreigner.  Emman.  Col.  B.A.  1820.  Ordained  1823.  Vicar  of 
Babraham  1831 — 34.  Then  various  curacies.  Vicar  of  Mitcham,  Surrey, 
1846 — 59.  Died  May  1859.  Buried  at  Mitcham.  A volume  of  sermons  by 
him  was  published  at  Norwich  in  1867. 

107.  WHARTON . Son  of Wharton  of  Garboldisham,  farmer.  At  Bury 

school  i860 — 61.  First  form.  Foreigner.  The  directories  show  several 
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farmers  of  this  name  at  Lopham  and  thereabouts  in  1859,  one  of  whom  must 
be  the  father  of  this  boy. 

108.  WHEALLRR  Alfred  Lewis.  Son  of  George  Aaron  Whealler  of  Croydon.  At 

Bury  school  1880 — 81.  Now  a tea  merchant  in  the  city. 

109.  WHE.ATCROFT  Thomas.  Of  Theberton,  Suff  Son  of  Thomas  Wheatcrofc, 

gent.  At  Bury  under  Stevens  over  one  year.  Adm.  to  John’s  March  1653 
aged  1 7. 

no.  WHEELER  James.  Son  of  James  Wheeler  of  Hadley,  Suffolk.  At  Bury 
under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  May  1696  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 

111.  WHITAKER  Thomas  Ayton.  Son  of  Rev.  John  Ayton  Whitaker  of  Great 

Bricet,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1885 — 88.  Foreigner.  Selwyn  Coll., 
Cambridge.  Was  curate  at  Ely.  Not  now  in  Clergy  list. 

1 12.  WHITE  Jude.  Son  of  Edward  White  of  Stanton,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury 

school  June  1745.  Foreigner. 

113.  WHITE  Frederick.  Of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  fellow  commoner  of  Trin. 

Hall  Nov.  1811.  Did  not  graduate.  I do  not  know  whether  this  is  a 
Grammar  school  boy  or  not. 

In  June  1806  Robert  White  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  M.D.,  was  elected  a 
Governor  of  the  Grammar  school,  but  begged  leave  to  decline  accepting  the 
post  on  account  of  his  age.  He  died  at  Seething  in  Norfolk  June  1814  aged 
76.  His  son  in  law.  Rev.  Jeremiah  Ives  Day,  was  curate  there.  A pedigree 
by  D.  E.  D.  in  the  Jenny n MSS.  at  Moyses  hall  gives  him  twenty  four 
children.  I imagine  that  Frederick  was  one  of  them,  but  the  pedigree  only 
names  the  two  eldest  sons  : viz.  Robert  Gostling  White,  an  attorney  at 
Halesworth,  who  died  Oct.  1828  aged  61  ; and  Henry  Gostling  White,  born 
at  Yarmoutb  July  1769,  Fellow  of  Clare  Coll,  curate  of  Barking.  One  of  his 
daughters  married  Rev.  Jeremiah  Ives  Day,  who  was  incumbent  of  Seething, 
Mundham  and  Yelverton  in  Norfolk.  Possibly  one  or  more  of  the  unidentified 
Days  on  p.  no  were  their  sons. 

1 14.  WHITE  John.  Born  at  Chevington  May  1829.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  John 

White.  At  Bury  school  1842 — 47.  Three  years  in  sixth  foim.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March  1847.  B.A.  1851.  Rector  of  Chevington  1853 
— 1908.  Died  Feb.  1908  aged  78.  Buried  at  Chevington. 

N.B. — Three  successive  John  Whites,  father,  son,  and  grandson,  have 
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been  rectors  of  Chevington  from  1776  to  1908.  The  first  of  the  three  was 
senior  wrangler  in  1765. 

1 1 5.  WHITE  Edmund  Keble.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Jolin  White,  rector  of  Cheving- 

ton. At  Bury  school  1842 — 49.  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Two  years 
captain.  Foreigner.  Bell  scholar  in  1850.  Trin.  Coll.  Died  at  Cambridge 
in  1851  of  typhoid  fever  while  still  an  undergraduate. 

1 16.  WHITE  Cyril.  Third  son  of  Rev.  John  White,  rector  of  Chevington.  At 

Bury  school  1847 — 53-  Four  years  in  sixth  form.  Captain.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1853  aged  18.  When  the  Crimean  war  broke  out 
he  gave  up  the  university  and  joined  the  12th  Lancers.  He  served  in  the 
Indian  Mutiny,  caught  fever,  and  died  at  Nagoda  in  Central  India  in  March 
1859  aged  23.  Buried  there.  Tablet  in  Chevington  church. 

1 1 7.  WHITE  Joseph  Neville.  Eldest  surviving  son  of  Rev.  John  Neville  White, 

rector  of  Tivetshall,  Norfolk.  At  Bury  school  in  1844  for  one  term.  Boarder. 
Corpus  Christ!  Coll.  B.A.  1850.  Vicar  of  Stalham,  Norfolk,  1852 — 1901. 
Died  1901.  Buried  at  Stalham. 

118.  WHITE  James  Sewell.  Second  son  of  Rev.  John  Neville  White.  At  Bury 

school  1844 — 46.  Sixth  form.  Boarder.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Nov.  1844 
aged  18.  B.A.  1849.  Adm.  to  Inner  Temple  1849.  Advocate  Gen.  of 
Bombay  1866 — 69.  Puisne  judge  in  Bengal  1876 — 83.  Returned  to 
England,  and  under  the  will  of  an  uncle  took  the  name  of  Neville  in  1885. 
Now  living  in  England. 

1 19.  WHITE  Herbert  Southey.  Third  son  of  Rev.  John  Neville  White.  At  Bury 

school  1842 — 45.  He  came  before  his  two  elder  brothers.  Afterwards  at 
Brighton  College.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1853.  Rustat  scholar.  Kept  wicket 
for  Cambridge  against  Oxford.  Vicar  of  Tunstead,  Norfolk,  1858 — 63.  Died 
1863.  Buried  at  Tunstead. 

120.  WHITE  Ernest  William.  Second  son  of  Richard  White  of  Norwich,  dental 
surgeon.  At  Bury  school  1863—67.  Sixth  form.  Boarder.  Afterwards  at 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  and  King’s  Coll.,  London.  Gold  Medallist 
and  Honours  in  four  subjects  at  London  University.  Now,  since  1890, 
Professor  of  Psychological  Medicine  at  King’s  Coll.,  London.  Resides  at 
Streatham  Hill,  S.W.,  and  at  Sevenoaks. 

WHITE  F.  G.  At  Bury  school  1872 — 75.  Royalist. 
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122.  WHITEHORN  William.  Eldest  son  of  Samuel  Risby  Whitehorn  of  Jamaica. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1820—22.  Sixth  form.  Royalist.  I am  not  quite  sure 
of  this  boy’s  Christian  name,  but  I take  him  to  be  the  William  Whitehorn  of 
Jamaica  who  married  Charlotte  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Bridgman.  She  died 
Sept.  1829  aged  25,  and  was  buried  in  Bury  churchyard. 

123.  WHITEHORN  Henry.  Fourth  son  of  Samuel  Risby  Whitehorne  of  Jamaica. 

In  Bury  school  lists  1822 — 25.  Third  form.  Royalist.  Matric.  at  Oxford, 
Wadham  Coll.,  June  1833  aged  18.  Did  not  graduate. 

N.B. — These  are  two  of  the  West  Indian  group  of  boys,  all  related,  that 
was  at  the  school  at  this  time.  For  the  others  see  Bridgman  (Additions)  and 
Hall.  I am  told  that  Samuel  Risby  Whitehorn  had  four  sons,  of  whom  only 
the  eldest  and  youngest  were  sent  to  England  to  be  educated. 

124.  WHITEHOUSE  Alfred  Walter  Landon.  Only  son  of  Walter  Whitehouse  of 

AVestminster,  dentist.  Was  at  Bury  school  in  and  about  1892.  Is  now  a 
surgeon  dentist  practising  in  Victoria  street,  London. 

125.  WHITER  George.  Born  1608.  Son  of  George  Whiter  of  Risby.  Four 

years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  June  1624  aged  16. 
M.A.  1631. 

126.  AVHITFORD  Charles  Edward  Shaw.  Born  1866.  Eldest  surviving  son  of 

Edward  Edmondson  Whitford  of  Kenley,  Surrey,  stockbroker.  At  Bury 
school  1878 — 83.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner.  Now  a solicitor  in  London. 
Lives  at  Kenley,  Surrey. 

127.  WHITFORD  Archibald  John.  Second  surviving  son  of  Edward  E.  Whitford. 

At  Bury  school  1882 — 85.  Foreigner.  Now  a stock  jobber  in  London. 

128.  WHITFORD  Robert  Scott.  Third  surviving  son  of  Edward  E.  Whitford. 

At  Bury  school  1884 — 86.  Foreigner.  Died  April  1892  aged  22  years,  while 
a student  at  Charing  Cross  Hospital.  Buried  at  Coulsdon  parish  church, 
Surrey. 

129.  WHITLOWE  James.  Born  at  Isleham,  Cambs.  Son  of  Nat.  Whitlowe. 

Five  years  at  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1636 
aged  16.

130.  WICKINS  John.  Son  of  Rev.  Nicholas  Wickins  of  Stoke,  co.  Hereford, 

deceased.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Oct.  1741.  Foreigner.  I more  than  suspect 
that  this  boy  is  the  same  as  the  next  one,  being  entered  in  the  Bury  admission 
book  as  Jno.  instead  of  Tho.  But  as  it  is  just  possible  that  there  were  two, 
Thomas  being  accidentally  omitted  from  the  Bury  book,  I give  him  a separate 
number. 

1 31.  WICKINS  Thomas.  Son  of  Rev.  Nicholas  Wickins  of  Stoke,  deceased.  At 

Bury  under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  April  1747  aged  17.  B.A.  1750. 
Fellow  1753. 

N.B. — The  father  also  had  been  a Fellow  of  Trin.  Coll. 

132.  WICKS  William  D.  Son  of  George  Wicks  of  Bridge  Farm,  Rushbrooke,  who 

formerly  drove  the  London  coach.  At  Bury  school  i860 — 63.  Royalist. 
Went  into  Lloyds. 

133-  WIDDRINGTON . Dr.  Leeds  includes  one  or  more  boys  of  this  name 

among  those  who  came  to  Bury  school  from  Northumberland.  Dr.  Randall 
addresses  twenty  two  lines  to  “Vos  Widdringtoni,”  but  he  does  not  make  it 
quite  clear  whether  they  were  Bury  school  boys  or  not.  One  of  them  seems 
to  have  been  William,  fourth  Baron  Widdrington,  who  joined  the  Jacobites  in 
1715,  was  taken  and  sentenced  to  death,  but  was  reprieved  and  pardoned. 
He  also  alludes  in  these  lines  to  Ralph  Widdrington,  who  was  a Cambridge 
Professor  from  1654  onwards  and  died  in  1688.  But  he  does  not  make  it 
clear  that  he  was  at  Bury  school.  So  that  whilst  it  is  certain  that  one  of  this 
name  took  the  trouble  to  come  all  the  way  from  Northumberland  to  be  caned 
at  Bury,  it  is  not  clear  how  many  or  which  did  so. 

134.  WIGMORE  William.  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1671.  Fellow.  M.D.  1682.  He 

gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1685,  and  is  included  by  Dr.  Leeds 
among  his  pupils  from  Suffolk. 

135.  WIGSON  William.  Born  at  Horringer  Aug.  1817.  Elder  son  of  William 

Bacon  Wigson  of  Horsecroft  in  Horringer.  At  Dedham  school.  Adm.  to 
John’s  Coll.  May  1835.  Jun.  Opt.  1839.  Curate  of  Coggeshall  and  Chedburgh. 
Vicar  of  Rushmere  near  Ipswich  1848—91.  Died  1891.  NOT  a Grammar 
school  boy. 

136.  WIGSON  Richard.  Bapt.  at  Horringer  June  1826.  Younger  son  of  William 

B.  Wigson  of  Horsecroft.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 43.  Foreigner.  Died  June 
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1896.  Buried  at  North  Pickenham,  Norfolk. 

N.B. — In  Oct.  i860  my  father  was  writing  a paper  on  Playford  and  the 
Feltons  for  a meeting  of  the  Suffolk  Arch.  Inst.  While  doing  so  he  met  with 
a sixteenth  century  family  at  Leicester  called  de  Wigston.  He  told  Mr. 
William  Wigson  that  that  was  his  proper  name,  who  thereupon  changed  the 
spelling  from  Wigson  to  Wigston. 

137.  WILKIESON  . At  Bury  school  1828 — 29.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

138.  WILKINS  Charles.  Son  of  William  Wilkins  of  Stanningfield,  mediae  fortunae. 

Four  years  at  Bury.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1562  aged  20. 

139.  WILKINS  George.  Born  at  Norwich  May  1785.  Son  of  William  Wilkins  of 

Norwich,  architect.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Becher.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
June  1803  aged  17.  B.A.  1807.  D.D.  1824.  Curate  at  Hadleigh,  Suff., 
1808 — 15.  Held  the  livings  of  Lexington,  Lowdham,  St.  Mary’s,  Nottingham, 
Wing,  Beelsby.  Preb.  of  Southwell.  Archdeacon  of  Notts.  Author  of 
religious  works.  Attended  the  school  festival  in  1850.  Died  at  Southwell 
Aug.  1865.  In  D,  N.  B.

N.B. — There  are  two  Wilkinsons  in  1817,  1818,  three  in  1819,  four  in 
1820,  one  in  1821,  1822.  When  one  leaves  it  is  impossible  to  say  which  one 
it  is. 


Marmaduke  Wilkinson,  fourth  son  of  John  Wilkinson  of  Roehampton, 
was  of  Peterhouse,  B.A.  1793.  In  Dec.  1792,  apparently  while  an  under- 
graduate, he  was  married  at  Rushbrook  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Charles 
Davers.  He  held  the  livings  of  I.ittle  Whelnetham,  Nowton  and  Redgrave, 
the  two  last  for  over  forty  years.  He  resided  at  Redgrave,  and  died  there 
Jan.  1844  aged  74.  He  had  four  sons  by  his  first  marriage  and  two  by  a 
second.  It  is  believed  that  they  all  came  to  Bury  school.  The  elder  ones 
would  have  been  there  before  1817,  when  the  annual  lists  begin,  but  the  four 
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boys  in  the  list  for  1820,  Nos.  141 — 144,  may  include  the  last  four.  These 
are  the  six  : — 

(1)  Charles  John  ; tried  various  employments;  farmed  at  Wortham  hall, 
drove  the  Bury  and  Botesdale  coach,  etc.  ; was  living  in  Bury  for  some  years  ; 
plumped  for  Hardcastle  in  1847  ; died  Nov.  1872  aged  75;  buried  in  Bury 
cemetery. 

(2)  Frederick,  born  1798;  became  captain  R.N.  ; lived  in  Shropshire; 
died  in  London  about  40  years  ago. 

(3)  George  ; was  in  the  Indian  army ; died  in  England. 

(4)  Henry  Thomas,  born  March  1802  ; Peterhouse  ; 43  years  rector  and 
patron  of  Market  Weston  ; died  Aug.  1876  ; tombstone  at  Market  Weston. 

(5)  William  ; was  in  Indian  army  ; died  in  India. 

(6)  Alfred  ; a major  in  the  army ; died  at  Brighton  a few  years  ago. 

145.  WILKINSON  John  Hooper.  Born  at  Sibton,  Suffolk.  Eldest  son  of  Hooper 

John  Wilkinson  of  Walsham  le  Willows.  At  Bury  school  1831—37. 
Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Oct.  1841  aged  18.  B.A.  1846.  Died  1906. 
Buried  at  Brighton. 

146.  WILKINSON  Henry.  Second  son  of  Hooper  John  Wilkinson.  At  Bury 

school  1838 — 43.  Foreigner.  Now  living  at  Ipswich. 

147.  WILKINSON  . At  Bury  school  1838 — 44.  Foreigner. 

148.  WILKINSON  . At  Bury  school  1847 — 50.  Foreigner.  If  these  two 

are  not  from  Walsham,  they  may  be  sons  or  grandsons  of  Rev.  Marmaduke 
Wilkinson. 

149.  WILKINSON  Octavius.  Fifth  son  of  Hooper  John  Wilkinson.  At  Bury 

school  1848 — 51.  Foreigner.  Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1859.  Rector  of 
Hinderclay.  Died  at  Hinderclay  April  1879  aged  39.  Buried  at  Walsham  le 
Willows. 

150.  WILKINSON  Thomas  Edward.  Sixth  and  youngest  son  of  Hooper  John 

Wilkinson.  At  Bury  school  1848 — 51.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1859. 
Bishop  of  Zululand  1870 — 76.  Bishop  Coadjutor  to  Bishop  of  London  for 
North  and  Central  Europe  1886. 

N.B. — Hooper  John  Wilkinson  of  Walsham  le  Willows  had  six  sons.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  make  out  whether  the  third  and  fourth  came  to  school 
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at  Bury.  They  were  : — 

George  H.  ; captain  in  Bombay  army;  died  Feb.  1879  aged  51  ; buried 
at  Walsham. 

Charles  Ellis;  was  in  the  army;  died  at  Dublin  May  1861  aged  31  ; 
buried  there  in  the  cemetery  of  St.  Jerome. 

As  the  dates  of  Nos.  147,  148,  do  not  fit  them  very  well,  I imagine  they 
were  not  at  Bury. 

Hooper  John  Wilkinson,  the  father  of  the  six  boys,  was  son  of  George 
Wilkinson,  born  in  London,  privately  educated  under  Rev.  Samuel  Carter, 
adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1818  aged  18,  but  did  not  graduate,  lived  at 
Walsham  le  Willows,  died  there  May  1883  aged  83. 

151.  WILKINSON  . Adm.  to  Bury  school  1847.  Royalist.  Not  in  the  list 

for  1848,  so  could  not  have  stayed  more  than  a term  or  two.  This  is  almost 
certainly  one  of  the  sons  of  Charles  John  Wilkinson,  who  in  the  Bury  directory 
for  1844  was  living  at  18  Brentgovel  street.  (See  No.  144  N.B.) 

152.  WILKINSON  Clennell  Anstruther.  Son  of  Rev.  Anthony  A.  Wilkinson, 

rector  of  Icklingham.  At  Bury  school  1896 — 1902.  Sidney  Suss.  Coll. 
Now  assistant  master  at  Cairo. 

153.  WILKINSON  Anthony  Oswald  Anstruther.  Son  of  Rev.  Anthony  A. 

Wilkinson,  rector  of  Icklingham.  At  Bury  school  1899  — 1902.  Was  assistant 
master  at  Ardingley.  Now  in  Canada. 

154.  WILKINSON  Clarence  Anstruther.  Son  of  Rev.  Anthony  A.  Wilkinson, 

rector  of  Icklingham.  At  Bury  school  1900 — 1902. 

155.  WILLES  William.  Son  of  Rev.  William  Willes  of  Winchelsea,  Sussex.  Adm. 

to  Bury  school  Jan.  1741.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  University  Coll., 
July  1745  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

156.  WILLET  . In  Bury  school  lists  1821,  1822.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner. 

157.  WILLIAMS . In  Bury  school  lists  1817 — 18.  Foreigner. 

158.  WILLIAMS  . In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 20.  Foreigner. 

159.  WILLIAMS  John.  At  Bury  school  1819 — 27.  Three  years  in  sixth  form. 

Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  May  1828. 

160.  WILLIAMS  William.  At  Bury  school  1820 — 27.  Three  years  in  sixth  form. 

Foreigner.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  May  1828. 
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N.B.— John  and  William  Williams,  Nos.  159,  160,  pursue  a twin-like 
course  through  the  school  for  eight  years.  They  are  always  together  in  the 
same  successive  forms,  generally  side  by  side.  In  May  1828  they  are  together 
elected  to  Hewer  exhibitions,  and  I presume  together  went  up  to  the  university. 
Seeing  that  in  1833  John  and  William  Williams  both  took  their  B.A.  degree, 
the  one  from  Magdalene  and  the  other  from  Emmanuel,  I thought  these  must 
be  the  two  boys  from  Bury.  The  authorities  of  those  colleges  very  kindly 
sent  me  their  admission  entries,  which  leave  the  matter  rather  doubtful. 

John,  son  of  John  Williams  of  West  Hackney,  was  adm.  to  Magd.  Coll, 
from  Leeds  public  school  May  1829  aged  18. 

William  Evans  Williams  came  to  Emman.  Coll,  from  his  home  in 
Glamorganshire. 

The  first  of  the  two  may  perfectly  well  be  the  Bury  boy.  Only  his  last 
school  would  be  given  in  the  college  admission  book,  and  there  was  time  for 
him  to  have  gone  to  Leeds  for  a year  between  Bury  and  Cambridge.  He  may 
have  come  to  Bury  on  account  of  Dr.  Malkin,  and  he  may  have  left  in 
consequence  of  his  leaving  in  1828.  The  other  boy  is  not  so  likely.  There 
is  nothing  to  show  that  they  were  brothers,  but  if  they  were  they  would  seem 
to  be  twins.  The  school  list  does  not  give  their  Christian  names,  but  the 
Governors’  minute  book  does. 

1 61.  WILLIAMS  James  Augustus.  Born  Aug.  1819.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  James 

Haddy  Wilson  Williams,  rector  of  Fornham  All  Saints.  At  Bury  school  1831 
— 1838.  Five  years  in  sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school.  Foreigner.  Adm. 
to  Clare  Coll.  Jan.  1838.  B.A.  1842.  Died  Jan.  1869  aged  49.  Buried  in 
London. 

162.  WILLIAMS  George  Henry.  Born  Aug.  1819..  Twin  brother  of  James 

Augustus,  No.  16 1.  At  Bury  school  1832 — 35.  Si.xth  form.  Foreigner. 
Was  a solicitor  in  Margaret  street,  London.  Died  at  Harrow  Dec.  1871 
aged  52. 

163.  WILLIAMS  Alfred  Edward.  Born  Jan.  1822.  Youngest  son  of  Rev.  James 

H.  \V.  AVilliams.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 37.  Foreigner.  Was  in  the  army 
for  a short  time.  Then  in  various  employments  in  London  and  elsewhere. 
Died  Feb.  1885  aged  63.  Buried  at  Colchester. 

N.B. — The  Rev.  James  H.  W.  Williams,  father  of  these  three  boys,  was 
rector  of  Fornham  All  Saints  1815 — 42.  Died  March  1842  aged  66. 
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164.  WILLIAMS  nia.  At  Bury  school  1S47 — 48.  Royalist. 

165.  WILLIAMS  mi.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 48.  Royalist. 

These  two  boys  were  sons  of Williams,  linen  draper  on  the  Cornhill. 

One  of  them  went  to  Australia  and  became  Mayor  of  Melbourne. 

166.  WILLIAMS  Theodore.  Born  May  1866.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Williams,  vicar

Drowned  Aug.  29,  1886. 

167.  WILLIAMS  Bernard.  Born  Dec.  1869.  Son  of  Rev.  Henry  Williams,  vicar 

of  Croxton.  At  Bury  1881 — 82,  Norwich  1884 — 89.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  April 
1889.  Now  a clergyman  at  Indwe,  Kaffraria. 

168.  WILLIAMS  Grosvenor  Basil.  Son  of  Basil  H.  Williams  of  Newport, 

Monmouthshire.  At  Bury  school  1889 — 94.  Foreigner.  Captain  ist 
Monmouth  Field  Art.  Volunteers.  Served  with  his  regiment  in  ihe  Boer  War. 
Played  cricket  for  Monmouthshire.  Now  an  estate  agent,  and  mining  and 
civil  engineer.  Lives  at  Pontypridd,  co.  Glamorgan. 

169.  WILLIS  or  WYLLIS.  Dr.  Leeds  includes  a boy  of  this  name  among  his 

scholars  from  Suffolk.  Dr.  Randall  also  includes  him  or  another  one  : — 
Grantte  olim  Wyllisiusque  decus. 

This  glory  of  Cambridge  was  probably  one  of  these  three  graduates  : John 
Wyllis,  Fellow  of  King’s,  B.A.  1683;  Ben  Wyllis,  Fellow  of  Kings,  B.A. 
1694,  D.D.  1709;  Edward  Wyllis,  King’s,  B.A.  1695,  M.A.  1699. 

170.  WILLIS  Robert.  Son  of  Henry  Willis  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  Dec.  1715 

the  Governors  of  Bury  school  resolved  to  pay  ;^6  towards  his  maintenance 
at  Cambridge.  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1717.  Curate  of  Troston  1719 — 24, 
rector  1724 — 49.  Also  rector  of  West  Stow  1742 — 49.  Died  Jan.  1749. 
Buried  in  Troston  churchyard. 

X71.  WILLIS  Arthur.  Son  of  Rev.  Robert  Willis  of  Troston,  No.  170.  Adm.  to 
Bury  school  March  1747.  Foreigner.  I imagine  that  he  became  Fellow  of 
Jesus  Coll.,  B.A.  1760. 

172,  WILLOUGHBY  Hon.  Francis.  Eldest  son  of  Francis,  Lord  Middleton  of 
Middleton,  co.  Warwick.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1738.  Foreigner. 
Succeeded  his  father  as  third  lord  in  Aug.  1758.  Died  unmarried  Dec.  1774. 
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173.  WILLOUGHBY  Hon.  Thomas.  Younger  son  of  Francis,  Lord  Middleton. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1739.  Foreigner.  Succeeded  his  brother  Francis 
as  fourth  lord  in  1774.  Died  Jan.  1781.  Buried  at  Wollaton,  Notts. 

174.  WILMER  Bennet.  Son  of  William  Wilmer  of  Northampton,  gent.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Aug.  1732.  Foreigner. 

175-  WILMOT  Robert.  Son  of  Thomas  Wilmot,  rector  of  Westborough, 
Lincolnshire.  Four  years  at  Bury  under  Leeds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March 
1665  aged  17.  Rector  of  Ufford,  Northants,  1674 — 1707.  Died  Nov.  1707. 
Buried  at  Ufford. 

176.  WILSON  . This  boy  spoke  on  speech  day,  July  4,  1815,  and  was  then 

high  up  in  the  school.  I imagine  he  may  be  Richard  Percy  Wilson,  only  son 
of  Richard  Wilson.  Died  Dec.  1837  aged  39.  Tombstone  in  Bildeston  church. 

N.B. — Richard  Wilson,  the  father,  was  a solicitor  of  Gray’s  Inn;  M.P. 
for  Ipswich  1806;  steward  to  Lord  Chedworth,  who  left  him  a fortune; 
married  Hannah  Selby,  an  Ipswich  milliner  ; died  June  1834  aged  74,  and  has 
a tablet  in  Bildeston  church. 

177.  WILSON  George  St.  Vincent.  Born  Oct.  1806.  Eldest  son  of  Admiral 

George  Wilson  of  Redgrave  Hall.  At  Bury  school  1818 — 20;  thence  to 
Harrow.  To  Trin.  Coll.  1825  for  one  year,  when  he  succeeded  to  the 
Redgrave  estate.  Died  Dec.  1852. 

178.  WILSON  Thomas  Daniel  Holt.  Born  Dec.  1807.  Second  son  of  Admiral 

Wilson  of  Redgrave.  At  Bury  school  1818—1826.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Feb.  1826  aged  18.  Rector  of  Hinderclay  1833 — 79. 
Rector  of  Redgrave  with  Botesdale  1844 — 1881.  Died  Jan.  1881.  Tomb- 
stone in  Redgrave  churchyard.  He  attended  the  festival  as  an  old  scholar 
in  1850. 

179.  WILSON  Charles  John.  Born  i8io.  Third  son  of  Admiral  Wilson.  In 

Bury  school  lists  1819—21.  He  was  badly  shot  when  a boy,  became 
paralyzed  and  was  never  able  to  enter  any  profession.  Died  July  1841.  This 
boy  is  believed  to  have  gone  to  Bury  school,  and  the  Wilson  in  the  school 
lists  of  1819 — 21  would  be  the  right  date  for  him. 

180.  WILSON  . In  Bury  school  list  1821  only.  First  form.  Royalist.  One 

of  these  unidentified  Wilsons  is  probably  Mr.  John  Wilson,  who  attended  the 
tercentenary  festival  in  1850  as  an  old  scholar. 
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iSi.  WILSON  . In  Bury  scliool  list  1826  only.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

182.  WILSON  Charles  Holt.  Born  Dec.  1841.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 

Daniel  Holt  Wilson,  No.  178.  At  Ipswich  school  1853 — 56.  At  Bury  school 
1856 — 58.  Boarder.  Pembroke  Coll.,  Oxford,  i860 — 63.  Did  not  graduate. 
Thence  to  Lichfield  Theol.  Coll,  and  St.  Alban’s  Hall,  Oxford.  B.A.  1869. 
He  is  now,  since  1879,  vicar  of  Dilton  Marsh,  Wilts. 

183.  WILSON  Algernon  George.  Born  July  1844.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 

Daniel  Holt  Wilson,  No.  178.  To  Marlborough  for  six  months;  thence  to 
Bury  school  1856 — 57.  Boarder.  Went  to  sea  in  1859  and  was  ten  years  in 
Green’s  merchant  service.  Then  became  a brewer,  and  in  1874  went  to 
Australia.  Died  there  Sept.  1877. 

184.  WILSON  Lewis  Henry  Balfour.  Son  of  Col.  John  Alexander  Wilson  R.A. 

At  Bury  school  1862 — 65.  Royalist.  Went  to  New  Zealand  in  1868  and  is 
still  there  at  Wellington. 

185.  WILSON  John  George  Yule.  Younger  son  of  Col.  John  Alex.  Wilson  R.A. 

At  Bury  school  1862 — 71.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Royalist.  Joined  the 
Army  Service  Corps  in  1872.  Served  in  South  Africa  1879 — 80,  Soudan 
1884.  Retired  as  Colonel  in  1903.  Now  secretary  of  the  Royal  Soc.  for  the 
assistance  of  discharged  prisoners. 

N.B. — These  boys  were  Royalists,  as  their  mother  was  then  living  in 
Bury.  Col.  J.  A.  Wilson  R.A.  had  died  at  Dinan  in  July  1857. 

186.  WILSON  Cyril  Henry.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Cyril  Fitzroy  Wilson,  vicar  of  St. 

James’,  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 80.  Emman.  Coll.  Died 
at  Stowlangtoft  in  1890  aged  21. 

187.  WILTSHIRE  Charles  Jennings.  Son  of  Charles  Henry  Wiltshire  of  Bradwell, 

Suffolk,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1874 — 77.  Boarder.  Now  a solicitor  at 
Yarmouth. 

188.  WINEARLS  Alfred.  Sixth  son  of  Henry  Winearls  of  Kings  Lynn.  At  Bury 

school  1894 — 95.  P'oreigner.  Now  a timber  merchant  at  Manchester. 

189.  WING  Frederick  Gresham.  Born  Xmas  day,  18x9.  Only  surviving  son  of 

Prederick  Wing  of  Bury  St.  PUdmunds,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1828 — 29. 
Royalist.  Afterwards  went  to  Eton.  Was  a solicitor  at  Bury  in  partnership 
with  his  father.  Died  March  1856  at  Mellis,  where  he  was  taken  ill. 
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Tombstone  in  Mellis  cliuichyard. 

N.B. — Frederick  Wing,  father  of  this  boy,  had  come  from  Mildenhall. 
He  settled  in  Bury  at  i8  Hatter  street  in  i8io,  and  died  there  Sept.  1864 
aged  75.  Buried  in  the  cemetery. 

190.  WING  Henry  Muskett.  Born  1840.  Son  of  Henry  Wing  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  doctor.  At  Bury  school  1850 — ^56.  Royalist.  Died  in  San 
Francisco  May  1894.  Buried  in  the  Mountain  View  cemetery,  Oakland, 
California. 

1 9 1.  WING  Thomas  Alfred  Harper.  Born  at  VVesthorpe  Nov.  1865.  Son  of 

Thomas  Wing  of  Westhorpe,  farmer,  afterwards  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 
Bury  school  1875 — 84-  Royalist.  The  school  lists  show  this  boy  striding 
very  rapidly  from  second  form  to  sixth  ; six  years  in  sixth  form,  four  years 
captain  of  the  school.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Aug.  1884.  First  class  Class. 
Tripos.  In  1898  appointed  senior  classical  master  at  Nelson  Coll.,  New 
Zealand. 

192.  WINN  . He  is  only  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1819.  First  form. 

Royalist.  Probably  a son  of  John  Sherwood  Winn  by  his  second  marriage, 
who  was  at  this  time  burying  children  in  the  Bury  churchyard  in  their  teens. 

193.  WINTERFLOOD  Joseph.  Son  of  Philip  Winterflood  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

innholder.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1735.  Royalist. 

194.  WINTERFLOOD  Philip.  Son  of  Philip  Winterflood  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 

innholder.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1735.  Royalist.  Died  Dec.  1762 
aged  38.  Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 

195.  WINTERFLOOD  William.  Son  of  Philip  Winterflood  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1739.  Royalist.  Died  July  1741  aged  ii  years 
and  II  months.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

196.  WINTERFLOOD  Thomas.  Son  of  Philip  Winterflood  of  St.  Mary’s,  Bury  St. 

Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Aug.  1742.  Royalist.  Adm.  again  March 
1743.  These  two  admissions  must  be  of  the  same  boy,  unless  a wrong 
Christian  name  has  been  entered. 

N.B. — Philip  Winterflood,  the  father  of  these  four  boys,  kept  the  Six 
Bells  and  the  Assembly  Rooms.  There  are  two  caricature  portraits  of  him  at 
Moyses  Hall,  one  by  Bunbuiy,  the  other  by  Yates.  He  died  1783  aged  90. 
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T97.  WISE  Edward  Frank.  Elder  son  of  Edward  Wise  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At 
Bury  school  1898 — 1903.  Royalist.  Scholar  of  Sidney  Sussex  Coll.  B.A. 

1906.  First  Sen.  Opt.  Second  class  Nat.  Sc.  Trip.  Represented  Cambridge 
in  the  three  miles  race  in  the  inter-varsity  sports  1907.  Entered  Middle  Temple 
1908.  Now  a clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

198.  WISE  Frederick  John.  Younger  son  of  Edward  Wise.  At  Bury  school  1899 

— 1903.  Royalist.  Passed  various  surveyors’  and  auctioneers’  examinations 
in  1906 — 08.  Now  an  assistant  agent  on  Redgrave  hall  estate. 

199.  WODEHOUSE  Edmund.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  Armine  Wodehouse  of  Kimberley, 

fifth  baronet.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1747.  Foreigner.  Died  1755  aged 
about  16  years. 

N.B. — His  three  younger  brothers  may  have  come  to  Bury  school,  viz. : — 
John,  born  1741,  created  Lord  Wodehouse  1797,  died  1834; 

Philip,  born  1745,  rector  of  Ingham,  Norfolk,  died  1811  ; 

Thomas,  born  1747,  a barrister. 

200.  WODEHOUSE  . Adm.  to  Bury  school  1836.  Foreigner.  Could  not 

have  stayed  more  than  a term  or  two. 

201.  WODEHOUSE  . At  Bury  school  1841 — 43.  Foreigner. 

202.  WODEHOUSE  Armine.  Elder  son  of  Charles  Wodehouse  of  Bury  St. 

Edmunds,  solicitor  and  registrar.  At  Bury  school  1873—78.  Sixth  form. 
Royalist.  Cuddesdon  Coll.  1882.  Rector  of  Chelmondiston.  Now  rector  of 
Trimley  St.  Mary,  Suffolk. 

203.  WODEHOUSE  Charles  Hay.  Born  Feb.  1865.  Younger  son  of  Charles 

Wodehouse  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury  school  1877 — 80.  Royalist. 
Died  Sept.  1880  while  still  at  school.  Buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bury. 

204.  WOO  AN  John.  Born  Nov.  1736.  Only  son  of  John  Wogan  of  Gaudy  hall  in 

Redenhall.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1748.  Foreigner.  Emman.  Coll. 
B.A.  1759.  Died  June  1763.  Buried  at  Redenhall.  His  mother  was  a 
Sancroft  of  Fressingfield.  He  was  first  cousin  to  Gervase  Holmes,  who  will 
be  found  in  this  list. 

205.  WOLLASTON  William.  Born  Feb.  1731.  Eldest  son  of  William  Wollaston 

of  Finborough,  Suffolk.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1743.  P'oreigner. 
Succeeded  his  father  at  Finborough.  Died  Nov.  1797  aged  66.  Tombstone 
at  Finborough  erected  by  his  brother  PTederick. 
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206.  WOLIvASTON  Francis.  Born  Jan  1732.  Second  son  of  William  Wollaston 

of  Finborough.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1743.  Died  in  Bengal. 

207.  WOLLASTON  Frederick.  Born  July  1735.  Third  son  of  William  Wollaston 

of  Finborough.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1741.  Foreigner.  He  was 
admitted  before  his  two  elder  brothers  at  the  very  early  age  of  6.  Clare  Coll. 
LL.B.  1759.  LL.D.  1771.  Was  Prebendary  of  Peterborough.  Lived  in 
Bury,  1 16  Northgate  street.  Succeeded  his  brother  William  at  Finborough. 
Died  at  Bristol  Hotwells  March  1801.  Buried  in  Clifton  parish  church. 
Inscription  in  Finborough  church. 

208.  WOLLASTON  Samuel.  Fourth  son  of  William  Wollaston  of  Finborough. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  July  1744.  Foreigner.  Was  patent  customer  of  the 
port  of  Ipswich,  whatever  that  may  mean.  Died  July  1798  aged  62. 
Tombstone  in  Finborough  church. 

N.B. — William  Wollaston  of  Finborough,  father  of  these  four  boys,  was 
the  eldest  son  of  William  Wollaston  of  Charterhouse  square,  author  of  The 
Religion  of  Nature. 

209.  WOLLASTON  Frederick  William.  Born  Oct.  1762.  Eldest  son  of  Rev. 

Frederick  Wollaston  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  No.  207.  Was  Col.  commanding 
the  22nd  Light  Dragoons.  Brigadier  General  in  Ireland.  Of  Shenton  hall, 
Leicestershire.  High  Sheriff  of  Leicestershire  1807.  Died  Aug.  1849. 

N.B. — This  boy  is  a high  probability  only.  His  father  lived  in  Bury  and 
had  four  sons  by  second  wife.  Two  of  them  got  exhibitions  and  so  are 
certainties.  The  two  who  didn’t  must  remain  probabilities  only. 

210.  WOLLASTON  George.  Second  son  of  Rev.  Frederick  Wollaston,  No.  207. 

Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Feb.  1781,  being  then  at  Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1785. 
Lieut. -Col.  West  Suffolk  militia.  Died  July  1833  aged  69.  Buried  at 
Finborough. 

2 1 1.  WOLLASTON  Charles.  Born  Oct.  1766.  Third  son  of  Rev.  Frederick 

Wollaston,  No.  207.  Went  into  the  navy.  Became  Vice-Admiral  of  the 
Blue.  Lived  for  some  years  in  Bury,  n6  Northgate  street,  where  his  father 
had  lived.  Died  unmarried  Feb.  1845  78.  Tablet  in  Finborough 

church.  I have  no  authority  to  include  this  boy,  who  being  naval  is  not  quite 
so  high  a probability  as  No.  209. 
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2 12.  WOLLASTON  Henry  John.  Born  at  Bury  Aug.  1770.  Fourth  son  of  Rev. 

Frederick  Wollaston.  Nine  years  at  Bury  under  Laurents.  Elected  to  Hewer 
exhibition  Feb.  1789.  Adm.  to  Sidney  Sussex  Coll.  June  1788.  Fourteenth 
wrangler  1793.  Chaplain  to  the  king  1798.  Rector  of  Paston,  Noithants., 
1800.  Rector  of  Scotter,  Lincolnshire,  1803.  Died  Oct.  1833.  Buried  at 
Scotter. 

213.  WOLLASTON  Edward  Ottley.  Born  Oct.  1820.  Ninth  son  of  Rev.  Henry 

John  Wollaston,  rector  of  Scotter,  No.  212.  At  Bury  school  1836 — 39. 
Foreigner.  Was  a captain  in  62nd  Bengal  Native  Infantry.  Died  July  1892. 
Buried  in  Bournemouth  cemetery.  Tablet  in  Finborough  church. 

214.  WOLLASTON  Thomas  Vernon.  Born  at  Scotter  March  1822.  Tenth  son 

and  fifteenth  child  of  Rev.  Henry  John  Wollaston,  No.  212.  At  Bury  school 
1836 — 40.  Foreigner.  Jesus  Coll.  B.A.  1845.  Resided  successively  at 
Cambridge,  London,  Teignmouth,  wintering  often  at  Madeira  on  account  of 
health.  Was  a distinguished  entomologist  and  conchologist.  He  was  a friend 
of  Darwin.  His  book  on  the  Variation  of  Species,  published  in  1856,  three 
years  before  Darwin’s  paper  on  the  Origin  of  Species,  “ anticipated  dimly 
“ some  of  Darwin’s  theories.  Wollaston  was  too  timid  and  too  orthodox  to  take 
“a  decided  position.”  D.  N.  B.  Died  at  Teignmouth  Jan.  1878.  Buried  at 
Teignmouth.  In  D.  N.  B. 

N.B. — These  two  boys,  the  two  youngest  of  fifteen  children,  lost  both 
father  and  mother  in  1833.  They  came  to  Bury  school  from  Gate  Burton 
rectory,  where  lived  the  Rev.  Henry  Fred.  Hutton,  who  was  married  to  their 
eldest  sister.  Four  of  Mr.  Hutton’s  sons  will  be  found  in, this  list. 

Another  of  the  fifteen  children  was  Lieut.-Col.  Charles  Wollaston,  who 
was  born  Oct.  1806  ; served  in  8th  Bengal  Cavalry  ; was  superintendent  of 
East  India  Co.’s  stud  department  ; afterwards  lived  in  Bury  at  116  Norlhgate 
street ; died  there  Jan.  1882,  and  was  buried  at  Finborough.  NOT  a 
Grammar  school  boy. 

215.  WOLRICE  Collins.  Son  of  Collins  Wolrice,  Salopiensis  pharmacopolse. 

Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  Jan.  1686  not  quite  17,  e schola  celebri  de  Sancti 
Edmundi  Burgo. 

216.  WOLTON  William  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Wolton  of  Bradfield  St.  Clare, 

yeoman.  At  Bury  school  1822 — 25.  Foreigner.  He  was  among  the  old 
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scholars  present  at  the  festival  in  1850.  He  lived  at  the  Lodge,  Bradfield  St. 
Clare.  Died  Sept.  1878.  Buried  at  Bradfield  Combust. 

217.  WOOD  John.  Born  at  Woodbridge  June  1795.  Second  son  of  John  Wood, 

solicitor.  Went  to  Bury  school  1803.  Articled  to  his  father  Sept.  1810. 
Died  at  Dover  March  1858.  Buried  at  Melton. 

218.  WOOD . At  Bury  school  1817 — 19.  Third  form.  Foreigner.  Probably 

from  Melton,  brother  of  Nos.  217,  219. 

219.  WOOD  Frederick  William.  Born  Aug.  1810  at  Melton,  Suffolk.  Seventh  son 

of  John  Wood,  solicitor.  At  Bury  school  1821 — 25.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 
Westminster  school  Nov.  1825.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  Jan.  1829  aged  18. 
B.A.  Was  a barrister. 

220.  WOOD  . At  Bury  school  1829 — 33.  Fifth  form.  Foreigner. 

221.  WOOD  Peter  Almeric  Leheup.  Son  of  Peter  Schrimshire  Wood,  dean  of 

Middleham,  Yorks.  At  Bury  school  1833 — 37.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to 

Magdalene  Coll.  May  1837  aged  21.  B.A.  1841. 

222.  WOOD  Edmund  Leheup.  Son  of  Peter  Schrimshire  Wood.  At  Bury  school 

1834 — 37.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Magdalene  Coll.  May  1837  aged  17.  Did 
not  graduate. 

N.B. — The  father  of  these  two  boys  was  also  rector  of  Middleton,  Norf., 
and  Littleton,  Midd. 

223.  WOOD  . At  Bury  school  1859.  Boarder.  Only  for  a term  or  two. 

224.  WOOD  Frederick  Philip  Forster.  Eldest  son  of  Rev.  Frederick  Wood,  rector 

of  Erwarton,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1871 — 75.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 
Joined  the  7th  Royal  Fusileers.  Killed  in  action  at  Kandahar  Aug.  1880 
aged  23.  Tablet  in  Erwarton  church. 

225.  WOOD  Cecil  Bowes  Gardner.  Born  Nov.  1858.  Second  and  youngest  son 

of  Rev.  Fred.  Wood.  At  Bury  school  1872 — 75.  Foreigner.  Is  a sub- 
manager of  Hoare’s  Bank  in  I.ondon.  Now  living  at  10  Buckingham  Gate. 

WOODE  Charles  Edward.  As  he  has  been  included  among  Bury  school  boys 
more  than  once  in  the  Burian,  I put  him  down  here  merely  to  say  on  the  best 
authority  (his  own)  that  he  was’nt  one.  Now  rector  of  Fersfield. 

226.  WOODBURNE  James.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a 

foundation  scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 
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227.  WOODELL  Charles.  Born  at  Little  Stoneham,  Suffolk.  Son  of  Charles

aged  17.  B.A.  1684.  The  Hearth  tax  return  shows  Charles  Woodwall 
occupying  a house  of  three  hearths  at  Little  Stonham  in  1674. 

228.  WOODGATES  AVilliam  Edward  Hatherley.  Son  of  Rev.  James  Richard 

Woodgates,  rector  of  Depden,  Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1884 — 88.  Foreigner. 
Joined  ist  Batt.  Devonshire  Reg.  Died  Feb.  1892  at  Alexandria. 

229.  WOODSIDE  Robert.  Son  of  Robert  Woodside  of  Suffolk,  gent.  At  Bury 

under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1620  aged  16.  M.A.  1627. 
The  Hearth  tax  return  shows  a Robert  Woodside  occupying  a house  of  eleven 
hearths  in  St.  Peter’s  parish  at  Sudbury  in  1674. 

230.  WOODWARD  Charles.  Born  at  Denton,  Norfolk.  Son  of  John  Woodward, 

ad  Bancum  Regium  attornati.  Seven  years  at  the  common  school  of  Bury 
St.  Edmunds  under  William  Lock  and  William  Ward,  hypodidascalis,  and 
John  Dickinson,  archididascalo,  ejusque  adjutore  Will.  Avis.  This  entry 
from  the  Sid.  Suss,  admission  book  gives  us  the  whole  school  staff.  Adm.  to 
Sid.  Suss.  Coll.  March  1632  aged  15. 

231.  WOODWARD  Henry.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  John  Woodward, 

juris  consulti.  Seven  years  at  Bury  under  Ward,  hypodidascalus,  and 

Dickinson,  primarius  preceptor.  Adm.  to  Sid.  Sus.  Coll.  April  1635 
aged  16. 

232.  WOODWARD  Robert  (?)  Eldest  son  of  Robert  Woodward,  hatter  and  hosier 

at  the  corner  of  the  Butter  Market  in  Bury.  He  is  one  of  the  boys  in  the 
engraving  of  the  school  acting  in  1784,  entitled  An  offering  to  charity.  Being 
the  eldest  he  is  called  Master  Woodward.  I have  only  guessed  his  name  to 
be  Robert. 

233-  WOODWARD  John.  Second  (?)  son  of  Robert  Woodward  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds.  He  is  one  of  the  hoys  in  the  engraving  of  the  school  acting. 
Not  being  very  big  he  was  chosen  to  represent  Tom  'I'humb.  Was  an  attorney 
in  Bury.  Died  April  1814  aged  42.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard,  and 
memorial  in  St.  James’  church. 

234.  WOODWARD  William.  Third  (?)  son  of  Robert  Woodward  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds.  Died  Dec.  30,  i'79i,  aged  18.  Tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 
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I have  no  authority  to  include  this  boy,  but  as  his  two  elder  brothers  were 
there,  probably  he  was  too. 

N.B. — Robert  Woodward,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  July  1780 
aged  40,  and  has  a tombstone  in  Bury  churchyard. 

235-  WORLLEDGE  Edmund.  Second  son  of  John  Worlledge  of  Ingham,  banker, 
etc.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 35.  Three  years  in  sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

Clare  Coll.  B.A.  1842.  Was  a lecturer  at  Whitelands  Training  College, 
Chelsea.  Afterwards  vicar  of  Wood  Dalling,  Norfolk.  Died  at  Kew  Nov. 
1888.  Buried  at  West  Brompton  cemetery. 

236.  WORLLEDGE  Charles.  Born  at  Ingham,  Suffolk.  Third  and  youngest  son 

of  John  Worlledge  of  Ingham.  At  Bury  school  1829 — 39.  Five  years  in 
sixth  form.  Captain  of  the  school.  Foreigner.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  March 
1839  aged  19.  Died  while  an  undergraduate  April  1840.  Tombstone  in 
Ingham  churchyard. 

N.B. — John  Worlledge,  the  eldest  of  the  three,  went  to  Felstead  school, 
was  fourth  wrangler  in  1831,  Fellow  of  Trinity,  County  Court  judge  of  the 
Eastern  circuit,  and  lived  at  Chevington. 

John  Worlledge,  father  of  the  three,  lived  at  Ingham  1800 — 48.  Died 
at  Chevington  Feb.  1862  aged  78.  Tombstone  in  Ingham  churchyard. 

237.  WORTHAM  Louis  Henry.  Only  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Wortham  of  Brighton. 

At  Bury  school  1865 — 71.  Boarder.  Is  now  living  at  Heswall,  Cheshire. 

238.  WORTHAM  Frederick  Henry.  Son  of  Biscoe  Hill  Wortham  of  Kneesworth 

hall,  Cambs.  At  Bury  school  1870 — 72.  Boarder.  Was  farming  in 

Queensland.  Died  there  in  1906  aged  53. 

239.  WORTS  or  WOORTES  William.  Son  of  William  Worts  of  Framsden,  clerk. 

He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1656.  Three  years  there.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Feb.  1659  aged  16.  Fellow.  Esquire  bedell  1670. 

240.  WO'ITON  John.  Son  of  Mrs.  Wotton  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  March  1675 

the  Governors  of  Bury  school  allowed  him  an  exhibition  of  a year,  he 
Ijeing  then  at  the  University  of  Cambridge.  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1677. 
Fellow.  D.D.  1697.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1676.  The 
Hearth  tax  return  for  1674  shows  an  Edward  Wotton  occupying  a house  of 
three  hearths  in  St.  Mary’s  parish  at  Bury, 
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241.  WRAGG  . He  is  in  Bury  school  list  1 7 13.  Royalist. 

He  may  be  Jacob  Wragg,  father  of  No.  242.  Or  one  of  these  three 
Cambridge  graduates  : — 

William,  Emman.  Coll.  LL.B.  1720. 

Charles,  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1722. 

Jacob,  Emman.  Coll.  B.A.  1726.  Fellow. 

Of  these,  Charles  became  rector  of  Kelveden  and  Great  Hallingbury,  and 
died  1758. 

There  had  been  an  Isaac  Wragg,  minister  at  St.  James’,  Bury,  c.  1662 — 
1670. 

242.  WRAGG  Jacob.  Son  of  Jacob  Wragg  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  baker.  Adm.  to 

Bury  school  Oct.  1738.  Royalist. 

243.  WRATISLAW  Marc  Henry.  Only  son  of  John  W.  T.  Wratislaw  of  Copdock, 

Suffolk.  At  Bury  school  1855 — 59.  Boarder.  Colonel  22nd  Madras 
regiment.  Lived  at  Painswick.  Died  March  1898  aged  54.  Buried  at 
Crandham  near  Stroud. 

244.  WRATISLAW  William  George  Cayley.  Eldest  son  of  Albert  Henry 

AVratislaw,  headmaster  of  Bury  Grammar  school.  At  Bury  school  1868 
— 1871.  Royalist.  Drowned  in  Lamlash  harbour.  Isle  of  Arran,  in  1872 
aged  15. 

245.  WRATISLAW  Albert  Charles.  Second  son  of  the  headmaster.  At  Bury 

school  1874 — 76.  Royalist.  Went  from  Bury  to  Rossall  with  a scholarship. 
Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  May  1881.  Did  not  graduate.  Now  C.M.G.,  and 
Consul  General  at  Tabriz,  Persia. 

246.  WRATISLAW  Rudolph  Morgan.  Third  son  of  the  headmaster.  At  Bury 

school  1876 — 77.  Royalist.  Went  from  Bury  to  Salisbury  Grammar  school. 
Now  ranching  in  Texas. 

N.B. — Albert  Plenry  Wratislaw,  father  of  these  three  boys,  was  born 
Nov.  1822  ; son  of  William  Ferdinand  Wratislaw  of  Rugby,  solicitor ; adm.  to 
Rugby  school  1829  ; adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  April  1842;  Fellow,  and  tutor; 
headmaster  of  Felsted  1850 — 55;  headmaster  of  Bury  1855 — 79;  died  at 
Southsea  Nov.  1892  aged  70.  In  D.  N.  B. 
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247.  WRIGHT  Jermyn.  Born  1608.  Son  of  Thomas  Wright  of  Kilverstone, 

Norfolk.  At  Bury  under  Dickinson.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  April  1624  aged 
16.  Adm.  to  Lincoln’s  Inn  Nov.  1626.  Lived  at  Wangford  near  Brandon. 
His  mother  was  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Jermyn  of  Depden. 

248.  WRIGHT  Gabriel.  Born  at  Little  Whelnetham.  Son  of  Abraham  Wright. 

At  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to  John’s  June  1650  past  16. 

N.B. — The  Little  Whelnetham  register  records  the  baptism  of  Abraham 
Wright  in  March  1632,  and  Ezekiel  in  Nov.  1635,  but  no  Gabriel. 

249.  WRIGHT  Robert.  Son  of  Jermyn  Wright  of  Wangford,  No.  247.  Three 

years  at  Thetford  ; one  and  a half  year  at  Bury  under  Stevens.  Adm.  to 
Caius  Coll.  April  1651  aged  17.  Barrister.  M.P.  for  Lynn.  Recorder  of 
Cambridge.  Chief  Justice  of  the  King’s  Bench.  Served  on  the  Bloody 
Assizes.  Presided  at  the  trial  of  the  seven  bishops.  Committed  to  Newgate 
after  the  Revolution,  and  died  there  of  fever  Nov.  1689.  In  D.  N.  B. 

Phis  is  Macaulay’s  opinion  of  him. — The  new  (1687)  Chief  Justice,  Sir 
— Robert  Wright,  was  ignorant  to  a proverb  ; yet  ignorance  was  not  his  worst 
— fault.  Plis  vices  had  ruined  him.  He  had  resorted  to  infamous  ways  of 
— raising  money,  and  had  on  one  occasion  made  a false  affidavit  in  order  to 
— obtain  possession  of  five  hundred  pounds.  Poor,  dissolute  and  shameless, 
— he  had  become  one  of  the  parasites  of  Jeffreys,  who  promoted  him  and 
— insulted  him.  Such  was  the  man  who  was  now  selected  by  James  to  be  Lord 
— Chief  Justice  of  England. — H.  274. 

250.  WRIGHT  Thomas.  Born  at  Wolferton,  Norfolk.  Son  of  Thomas  Wright. 

At  Bury  under  Stephens.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  June  1655  aged  18.  I imagine 
that  this  is  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Wright  of  Kilverstone,  who  died  April  1667, 
and  has  a fiat  stone  within  the  communion  rails  in  Kilverstone  church. 

251.  WRIGHT  Robert.  Of  Norfolk.  Educated  at  Bury  school.  Adm.  to 

Peterhoiise  Dec.  1653  aged  16.  M.A.  i66r.  The  Peterhouse  admission 
book  does  not  give  his  father’s  name.  I think  he  must  be  second  son  of 
Thomas  Wright  of  Kilverstone,  and  brother  of  No.  250. 

252.  WRIGHT  Jermyn.  Son  of  Robert  [sic]  Wright  of  Kilverstone,  armiger.  He 

is  in  Bury  school  list  1656.  I imagine  him  to  be  third  son  of 'I'liomas  Wright 
of  Kilverstone,  son  of  Roberi  in  Bury  list  being  a mistake  for  son  of  Thomas.

253.  WRIGHT  Robert.  Second  son  of  Robert  Wright  of  Santon  Downham.  Six 

years  at  Bury  under  Randall,  and  one  at  Botesdale.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
March  1713  aged  17.  Rector  of  E.  Harling,  Hackney,  Santon  Downham. 
Died  Jan.  7,  1753.  Printed  a sermon.  Thanksgiving  for  Peace,  1749. 

254.  WRIGHT  John.  Born  in  East  Indies.  Eldest  son  of  Thomas  Wright  of 

East  Herling  by  first  wife.  First  cousin  to  No.  253.  Nine  years  at  Botesdale 
and  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1718  aged  17. 
Migrated  to  New  Coll.,  Oxford.  Succeeded  his  father  as  lord  of  the  manor  at 
East  Herling. 

255.  WRIGHT  Robert.  Born  in  East  Indies.  Second  son  of  Thomas  Wright  of 

East  Herling  by  first  wife.  Seven  years  at  Botesdale,  four  at  Bury  under 
Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Dec.  1720.  Barrister. 

256.  WRIGHT  Richard.  Son  of  Thomas  Wright  of  East  Herling  by  second  wife. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1733.  Foreigner.  Eventually  succeeded  to  East 
Herling.  Died  Jan.  1789  aged  70.  Tombstone  in  East  Herling  church. 

N.B. — Thomas  Wright  of  East  Herling,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died 
Dec.  30,  1735,  aged  69.  His  tombstone  is  in  East  Herling  church. 

257.  WRIGHT  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Wright  of  Santon  Downham.  Nephew 

to  Robert,  No.  253.  Adm.  to  Bury  school  1739.  Foreigner. 

N.B. — Thomas  Wright,  the  father,  died  April  1757  aged  62,  and  has  a 
tombstone  in  Santon  Downham  church. 

258.  WRIGHT  Charles.  Born  at  Norwich.  Son  of  Harbord  Wright.  At  Bury 

under  Garnham.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Oct.  1769  aged  19.  Did  not  graduate. 
Succeeded  to  the  Kilverstone  estate  in  1775  on  the  death  of  his  great  uncle, 
'I'homas  Wright.  An  inscription  in  Kilverstone  church  says  he  died  Sept. 
1781  aged  30,  “ sed  non  jacet  inter  patres.” 

N.B. — Thomas  Wright,  No.  250,  married  Katharine,  daughter  of  Sir 
Charles  Harbord,  and  had  a son  Charles. 

Charles  married  Ann  Violet  of  Pinckney  hall,  succeeded  to  Kilverstone 
and  died  there  Nov.  1729  aged  63.  Fle  had  two  sons,  viz.  Thomas  who 
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succeeded  to  Kilverstone  in  1729,  and  died  there  Jan.  1775  aged  80;  and 
John,  born  May  1699,  rector  of  Euston  1728 — 68,  died  April  1768,  tombstone 
at  Kilverstone. 

The  Rev.  John  Wright  had  two  sons,  viz.  Harbord  and  Thomas. 
Harbord  succeeded  to  Pinckney  hall  and  died  Sept.  1754  aged  29,  tombstone 
at  Kilverstone.  He  was  the  father  of  Charles,  No.  258. 

Probably  several  of  these  came  to  Bury  school,  though  they  do  not 
happen  to  come  into  my  list.  When  one  has  so  many  of  a name,  one  feels 
sure  that  there  ought  to  be  more,  as  it  evidently  was  the  school  of  the  family 
for  several  generations.  The  Wrights  of  Kilverstone,  East  Herling,  Wangford 
and  Santon  Downham  are  all  of  the  same  family. 

259.  WRIGHT  Gascoigne.  Son  of  Lawrence  Wright  of  Bury  St.  Edmund.s,  common 

brewer.  In  April  1731  the  Governors  of  Bury  school  granted  him  ^13  odd, 
exhibition  money,  he  being  then  at  Cambridge.  Queen’s  Coll.  B.A.  1731. 
Fellow.  Rector  of  Kirkby  and  Asgarby  in  Lincolnshire.  Died  Jan.  1777 
aged  65.  Tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  at  Bury. 

N.B. — Lawrence  Wright,  the  father,  was  chief  alderman  of  Bury  in  1714, 
1725,  1739.  Died  April  1741.  Buried  at  Drinkstone. 

260.  WRIGHT  Lawrence.  Son  of  Rev.  Gascoigne  Wright  of  Kirkby,  No.  259. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Sept.  1747.  Foreigner.  Matric.  at  Oxford,  Hert.  Coll., 
March  1754  aged  16.  Headmaster  of  Bury  Grammar  school  1767 — 76. 
Rector  of  Rushbrook  1768 — 1802;  Bradfield  St.  George  1771 — 1802.  Died 
March  1802  aged  64.  Tombstone  in  Bradfield  church. 

261.  WRIGHT  Waller  Rodwell.  Son  of  Mathew  Wright  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  under  Becher.  Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition  Jan.  1793.  Adm.  to 
Trin.  Coll.  July  1791  aged  16.  Did  not  graduate. 

N.B. — Mathew  Wright,  I presume  father  of  this  boy,  died  Feb.  1805 
aged  58,  and  shares  a tombstone  in  St.  Mary’s  church  with  Dr.  Malfalgueyrat. 

262.  WRIGHT  . In  Bury  school  lists  1818 — 20.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

263.  WRIGHT  ma.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 42.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

264.  WRIGHT  mi.  At  Bury  school  1841 — 43.  Sixth  form.  Foreigner. 

265.  WRIGHT  Richard  Herve  Giraud.  Pupil  of  Mrs.  Crick  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

At  Bury  school  1882 — 84.  Foreigner.

266.  WRIGHT  Montague  Stewart.  Son  of  Montague  Wriglit  of  Inverary.  At 

Bury  school  1884 — 87.  Foreigner. 

267.  WRIGHT  Thomas  Arthur.  Son  of  J.  Wright  of  Ampthill,  Beds.,  solicitor. 

At  Bury  school  1894 — 95.  Now  farming  at  Texas,  U.  S.  A. 

268.  WRIGHT  Edmund  John.  Son  of  J.  Wright  of  Ampthill,  Beds.  At  Bury 

school  1894 — 95. 

269.  WRIGHT  Kenelm  Inkersole  Coates.  Son  of  Charles  Henry  Wright  of 

Midhurst,  Surrey.  At  Bury  school  1894 — 1900.  Now  a land  agent. 

270.  WRIGHT  Philip  Charles  Hawkins.  Son  of  Charles  Henry  Wright  of 

Midhurst.  At  Bury  school  1895 — 1901.  Now  in  New  Zealand. 

271.  WRIGHT  Ernest  Walter.  Son  of  Ernest  Wright  of  New  Zealand.  At  Bury 

school  1895 — 1901-  Now  living  at  Dulwich. 

272.  WRIGHT  Thomas  Henry  Gordon.  Son  of  T.  F.  Wright  of  Norwich,  estate 

agent  to  Lord  Hastings.  At  Bury  school  1900 — 1901.  Now  in  his  father’s 
office. 

273.  WROTH  Anthony.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1711,  being 

described  in  the  old  catalogue  as  Treasurer  of  the  school.  Possibly  he 
gave  the  book  in  that  capacity  and  was  not  an  old  scholar. 

274.  WYCH  Cyril.  Born  at  Chelsea.  Son  of  Jermyn  Wych  of  Hockwold.  At 

Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  May  1720  aged  16.  Succeeded 
his  father  at  Hockwold  Jan.  1720.  Died  June  1780  aged  76.  Monument 
in  Hockwold  church. 

275.  WYDLEY  Thomas.  Son  of  William  Wydley  of  Grundisburgh.  At  school  at 

Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  Nov.  1569  aged  16.  The  name  of 
the  headmaster  not  being  given  I cannot  say  positively  that  his  school  was 
the  Grammar  school. 

276.  WYNNE  Thomas.  Son  of  Thomas  Wynne,  rector  of  Combs,  Suffolk.  Five 

years  at  Bury  under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1731  aged  18. 
Nineteenth  wrangler.  Rector  of  Creeting  All  Saints  and  St.  Olaves.  Died  at 
Ipswich  Aug.  1775. 

277.  WYNNE  William.  Born  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Son  of  Thomas  Wynne, 

rector  of  Creeting  All  Saints,  No.  276.  Five  years  at  Bury  under  Garnham. 
Elected  to  Hewer  exhibition.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll.  July  1762  aged  18. 
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Vicar  of  Aldringham  and  Thorpe,  curate  of  Uennington  and  Saxstead.  Buried 
at  Dennington  Sept.  1800. 

278.  WYNYARD  . In  Bury  school  list  1817.  Fourth  form.  Foreigner. 

279.  WYNYARD  . In  Bury  school  list  1818.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

These  two  boys  must  be  sons  of  Rev.  Montagu  John  Wynyard,  who  was 
living  at  Rougham  near  Bury  in  and  about  i8i8,  and  afterwards  had  livings  in 
York  and  Yorkshire.  Any  two  of  the  first  four  would  be  possible.  Nos.  2 
and  3 seem  most  likely. 

(1)  Montagu  George  Lascelles  ; born  in  Middlesex  Dec.  1802  ; adm.  to 
Christ’s  Coll,  from  Charterhouse  July  1820  ; a clergyman  ; died  May  1840. 

(2)  William  Rowley;  born  June  1804;  Lieut.  R.N.  ; died  May  1850. 

(3)  Henry  Buckley  Jenner  ; born  Oct.  1808;  Lieut. -Col. 

(4)  Septimus  Barty  Whitmore;  born  Aug.  1811  ; died  Feb.  1849. 

(5)  George  Clinton  Bunbury  ; born  at  Rougham  1818;  at  Eton  1829; 
died  1853. 

The  father  was  born  Feb.  1781  ; died  Dec.  1857. 

280.  WYVILL  Christopher.  Third  son  of  Sir  Christopher  Wyvill  of  Constable 

Burton,  Yorks.,  third  baronet.  He  was  at  Bury  school  in  1665  when  the 
school  was  moved  from  Eastgate  street  to  Northgate  street,  and  was  one  of 
those  who  wrote  verses  on  the  occasion,  which  still  remain  in  manuscript  in 
the  school  chest.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  June  1668.  B.A.  1671.  Fellow  of 
Trin.  D.D.  1691.  Dean  of  Ripon.  Died  i7ioaged  59. 

N.B. — He  had  two  elder  brothers  ; William,  who  succeeded  his  father  as 
fourth  baronet  and  died  in  1684;  and  Francis,  who  died  in  1717  aged  70. 
They  are  very  likely  to  have  kept  each  other  company,  but  I have  no  evidence 
of  it.  Dr.  Leeds  includes  the  name  among  his  pupils  from  Yorkshire,  but 
does  not  show  how  many  came. 

281.  WYVILIv  Marmaduke.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Wyvill,  fourth  baronet, 

nephew  of  No.  280.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1695. 

Succeeded  his  father  as  fifth  baronet  in  1684.  Died  Oct.  1722. 

N.B. — He  had  a brother  D’Arcy,  who  died  at  Derby  Jan.  1734.  He  is 
almost  certain  to  have  come  to  Bury  school.  Dr.  Randall  brings  Wyvills  (in 
the  plural)  into  his  list,  and  this  would  be  the  generation  that  he  knew. 
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1.  YAXLEY  Robert.  Son  of  Henry  Yaxley,  second  cook  of  Trin.  Coll.  At  Bury 

under  Kinsman.  Adm.  to  Trin.  Coll.  March  1719  aged  19.  B.A.  1722. 

2.  YEATES  Anthony.  At  Bury  school  1834 — 37.  Royalist.  Was  articled  to 

Messrs.  Greene  and  Wayman,  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  solicitors. 

3.  YOUNGE  Stephen.  He  is  in  the  undated  school  list  (c.  1650)  as  a foundation 

scholar,  i.e.  Royalist. 

4.  YOUNG  John.  He  gave  a book  to  the  school  library  in  1666,  which  is  my 

only  reason  for  including  him.  He  was  rector  of  Great  Saxham,  and  in  March 
1645  married  in  Little  Saxham  church  to  Amie  Emont,  daughter  of  the 
rector  of  Little  Saxham.  I believe  he  was  at  Eton  and  King’s  Coll.  Buried 
at  Great  Sa.xham  Feb.  1675.  If  not  at  Bury  school  himself  he  may  have  had 
a son  there. 

5.  YOUNG  . He  is  in  the  Bury  school  list  for  1713.  Foreigner. 

This  is  a small  boy,  and  might  be  Bartholomew  Young,  younger  son  of 
Bartholomew  Young  of  Bradfield  near  Bury.  If  so,  he  was  afterwards  at  Eton 
and  King’s  Coll.,  B.A.  1720,  assistant  master  at  Eton,  where  he  died.  Uncle 
to  Arthur  Young,  the  agriculturalist. 

Or  it  might  be  his  first  cousin,  Arthur,  born  Oct.  1699,  son  of  Benjamin 
Young  of  Cambridge,  draper. 

6.  YOUNG  Henry.  Son  of  Mrs.  Susan  Young  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  widow. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  Jan.  1733.  Royalist. 

N.B. — The  parents  of  this  boy,  John  Young  and  Susan  Leaver,  both  of 
Bury,  were  married  at  Ickworth  Feb.  1724.  John  Young  died  Dec.  1732 
aged  32.  Susan  Young,  his  widow,  married  secondly  Robert  Walpole  of  Bury, 
mercer,  and  died  Feb.  1776  aged  75.  Their  tombstone  is  in  St.  Mary’s 
church. 

7.  YOUNG  John  Edmund.  Son  of  John  and  Susan  Young  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

Adm.  to  Bury  school  June  1741.  Royalist.  (He  is  merely  entered  as  son-in- 
law,  i.e,  stepson,  of  Robert  Walpole.)  Died  Nov.  1760  aged  27.  Tombstone 
in  St.  Mary’s  church. 

8.  YOUNG  Arthur.  Born  1769.  Only  son  of  Arthur  Young  of  Bradfield,  the 

agriculturalist.  At  Eton  and  Trin.  Coll.  B.A.  1793.  ordained. 

Appointed  by  the  Emperor  Alexander  in  1805  to  draw  up  an  agricultural 
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survey  of  the  Government  of  Moscow.  In  i8io  bought  an  estate  of  10,000 
acres  near  Kafifa  in  the  Crimea.  Died  there  of  quinsy  in  Sept.  1827  aged  56. 
Tablet  in  Bradfield  Combust  church. 

I am  not  certain  whether  he  was  a Bury  school  boy.  But  speaking  of 
Dr.  Valpy  in  1781,  when  he  was  appointed  headmaster  of  Reading,  the 
agriculturalist  says,  “ My  son  was  under  his  tuition  for  some  years.”  And  as 
Valpy  was  usher  at  Bury  school,  I take  this  to  imply  he  had  been  a Bury 
scholar. 

N.B. — The  agriculturalist  was  very  nearly  being  a Bury  school  boy.  He 
says  in  his  Autobiography  : — When  I was  of  a proper  age  to  be  placed  at 
— school,  a choice  had  to  be  made  between  those  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and 
— Lavenham  ; no  possible  motive  could  induce  any  one  to  think  of  the  latter 
— except  the  circumstance  of  my  father  having  been  there  himself.  . . Whilst 
— the  matter  was  in  abeyance  the  Rev.  M.  Coulter,  master  of  Lavenham 
— school,  came  to  Bradfield,  and  my  mother,  unfortunately  for  me,  was  so 
— much  pleased  with  the  extreme  good  temper  manifested  in  his  countenance 
— that  she  persuaded  my  father  to  entrust  me  to  his  care.  I was  accordingly 
— sent  to  that  wretched  place. — (P.  7.)  He  was  born  Sept.  1741.  Died  in 
London  April  1820.  Buried  at  Bradfield  Combust. 

9.  YOUNG  William.  Born  at  Swaffham.  Son  of  William  Young,  rector  of 
Necton,  Norfolk.  Eight  years  at  Bury  under  Lawrents.  Adm.  to  Caius  Coll. 
Aug.  1785  aged  17.  Rector  of  Pettaugh,  Suffolk.  Died  Feb.  1840  aged  71. 

10.  YOUNG  Benjamin  Clayton.  Born  Dec.  1820.  Eldest  son  of  Plowman 

Young  M.D.  of  Norton,  and  afterwards  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  At  Bury 
school  1831 — 33.  Royalist.  Died  June  1834  aged  13.  Buried  at  Norton, 
Suffolk. 

11.  YOUNG  William  Chambers.  Born  at  Norton  Feb.  1822.  Second  son  of 

Plowman  Young  M.D.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 34.  Royalist.  He  and  his 
brother  James  left  England  with  Major  Bunbury  in  1841  to  settle  in  Australia. 
He  took  a part  in  an  exploring  expedition  in  Central  Australia.  Afterwards 
he  settled  in  the  Tonga  Islands,  and  was  the  adopted  son  of  King  George  of 
Tonga.  Died  Jan.  1886.  Buried  at  Eua,  Tonga  Islands. 

12.  YOUNG  James  Hammond.  Born  at  Norton  Aug.  1823.  Third  son  of 

Plowman  Young  M.D.  At  Bury  school  1831 — 35.  Royalist.  Was  a settler 
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III  Queensland,  Tonga  Islands  and  New  Zealand.  Died  Nov.  1905.  Buried 
at  Auckland,  New  Zealand. 

13.  YOUNG  Frederick  John.  Born  at  Norton  Sept.  1828.  Fourth  son  of 

Plowman  Young  M.l).  At  Bury  school  1841 — 47.  Four  years  in  sixth  form. 
Royalist.  Adm.  to  Christ’s  Coll.  July  1847.  B.A.  1851.  First  class  Nat. 
Sc.  Trip.  Jun.  Opt.  Rector  of  South  Milford,  Yorks.,  1859 — 1908.  Died 
March  1908.  Buried  at  South  Milford. 

14.  YOUNG  Augustus  Warren.  Born  at  Pisa,  Tuscany,  March  1837.  Eighth 

and  youngest  son  of  Plowman  Young  M.D.  At  Bury  school  1847 — 54. 
Royalist.  Trin.  Coll.,  Dublin.  B.A.  i860.  Was  for  some  years  an  Oxford 
coach.  Now  living  at  Paignton,  Devon. 

N.B. — Plowman  Young,  father  of  these  five  boys,  was  eldest  son  of 
William  Young  of  Mildenhall,  builder.  Born  March  1796.  M.D.  of  Pisa. 
He  practised  first  at  Norton,  and  then  at  Bury,  living  in  the  old  house  at  the 
corner  of  Northgate  street  and  Mustow  street.  He  died  July  1840  at  the 
Baths  of  Lucca  aged  44.  Buried  at  Leghorn.  His  fifth  son,  Henry  Charles, 
went  into  the  navy,  and  afterwards  to  New  Zealand,  and  died  in  1906.  He 
was  not  at  Bury  school.  The  sixth  and  seventh  sons  died  in  infancy. 

15.  YOUNG  . At  Bury  school  1832 — 35.  Royalist. 

N.B. — In  the  Bury  directory  for  1844  there  is  Samuel  D.  Young,  attorney, 
and  Henry  S.  Young,  bank  clerk. 

16.  YOUNG  George  Frederick.  Born  Feb.  1851.  Son  of  Richard  Young  of 

Wisbech,  ship  owner,  M.P.  for  co.  Cambridge  1865 — 68.  At  Bury  school 
1862 — 66.  Boarder.  From  Bury  to  Uppingham  school.  Now  living  at 
Swineshead  Abbey,  Lincolnshire. 


I.  ZAMOYSKY  Count  Joseph.  At  Bury  school  1849 — S’f-  Foreigner.  A Pole. 
He  is  believed  to  have  been  put  to  death  in  Russia  by  the  Government. 
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. As  I do  not  know  this  boy’s  Christian  name  nor  surname,  it  is 

difficult  to  know  where  is  his  place  in  alphabetical  order.  I get  him  from  Dr. 
Randall,  who  gives  him  sixteen  lines,  or  rather  eight,  as  the  uncle  has  the 
other  eight.  He  begins  thus  : — 

Orfordique,  tuum  sileat  si  Musa  nepotem. 

Non  leve  peccatum  prseteriise  putem. 

The  Orfords  whom  he  addresses  were  Edward  Russell  and  his  wife.  He  was 
an  admiral  who  in  1692  destroyed  the  French  fleet,  and  in  1695  was  created 
Earl  of  Orford.  They  lived  at  Chippenham,  Cambs.  As  they  had  no 
children  the  Bury  boy,  their  nepos,  must  have  been  a nephew,  not  a grandson. 
And  as  one  of  Lord  Orford's  sisters  married  a Harbord,  and  as  several 
Harbords  or  Cropleys  came  to  Bury  school,  this  boy  may  have  been  a 
Harbord.  Dr.  Randall  describes  him  as  beautiful,  brave  and  modest.  That 
is  all  I can  get  out  of  him. 
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The  boys  in  this  list  who  have  no  nninber  given  them  are  additions  to  my 
list.  I had  overlooked  them  till  too  late  to  put  them  in  their  proper  place.  There 
are  21  of  them. 

The  boys  to  itdiom  a number  is  given  have  already  appeared  in  the  main 
list  under  that  ?iumber.  The  information  about  them  is  now  added  to  or  corrected. 


ACTON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name  among 

his  past  or  present  scholars. 

ALEXANDER  . Mentioned  by  Dr.  Randall  as  one  of  the  boys  who  died 

at  school  of  small  pox  on  Oct.  19,  1711. 

ARUNDEL  . Dr.  Randall  gives  him  twelve  lines,  from  which  one  learns 

that  he  travelled  and  brought  home  “ spolia  ampla.” 


BAKER . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name  among 

his  past  or  present  scholars. 

BALDERS  . He  is  one  of  the  boys  in  the  picture  of  the  school  play  in 

1783 — 84.  He  is  also  in  a school  play-bill  of  Jan.  1785. 

10.  BALDOCK  Robert.  He  was  a son  of  Samuel  Baldock,  rector  of  Stanway, 
Essex.  He  was  not,  as  I suggested,  the  rector  of  Redgrave,  but  his  much 
older  brother. 

BALDOCK  John.  Son  of  Samuel  Baldock,  rector  of  Stanway.  This  is 
probably  the  boy  whom  Dr.  Leeds  includes  among  his  old  scholars.  Trim 
Coll.  B.A.  1665.  Rector  of  Redgrave  cum  Botesdale  and  Hinderclay. 
Died  June  1709  aged  63.  Tombstone  in  Redgrave  church. 

33.  BARKER  George.  Died  at  Yarmouth  (not  Falmouth). 
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94.  BAXTER  Robert.  Born  at  North  Runcton  (not  Runton). 

loi.  BEARDMORE  John.  From  Hants. 

107.  BECKWITH  Arthur.  I have  since  learned  that  there  is  a portrait  of  him  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Feli.x  Cobbold  M.P.  A paper  pasted  on  the  back  of 
the  portrait  says  that  he  was  fellow  (should  be  fellow-commoner)  of  Trin.  Coll., 
Cambridge,  afterwards  King  of  Madagascar,  and  died  unmarried  in  1710. 
Burke  says  that  he  died  beyond  sea  in  1700.  I have  not  found  any  mention 
of  this  king  elsewhere,  and  he  is  not  in  the  D.  N.  B. 

123.  124.  BEESON.  I said  “See  Additions,”  as  I was  daily  expecting  informa- 
tion. But  it  has  not  come  in  yet. 

159.  BEWSHER.  Expected  information  has  not  yet  come  in. 

186.  BLEMELL.  I have  not  made  my  meaning  clear.  I meant  that  the  Christ’s 
Coll,  admission  book  said  that  he  had  come  up  from  Suffolk,  and  had  been 
educated  by  his  most  learned  father. 

241.  BORTON  Charles  James.  Was  in  the  Crimean  War.  Afterwards  adjutant  of 

the  Hon.  Artillery  Company.  Died  in  London  1890. 

242.  BORTON  Henry  Martin.  After  leaving  the  army  he  was  deputy  governor  of 

convict  prisons  at  Brixton,  Portsmouth,  Woking  and  Wormwood  Scrubbs. 

BOTELER  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars. 

BRANDON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars. 

274.  275.  BRIDGMAN.  One  of  these  two  boys  is  probably  John  Hall  Bridgman, 
son  of  John  Bridgman,  collector  of  customs  in  the  island  of  St.  Lucia,  and 
grandson  of  Mrs.  Hall  who  was  then  living  in  Bury.  He  was  born  about 
1803,  and  died  in  India  about  twenty  years  ago. 

276.  BRIDGMAN  P.  This  must  certainly  be  Percival  Bridgman,  another  son  of 
the  collector  of  customs.  (See  HALL  No.  35.  N.B.  Also  WHITEHORNE.) 
The  Bury  Post  for  Feb.  17,  1813,  announces  the  death  on  Dec.  20,  1812,  in 
St.  Lucia,  of  So[)hia  wife  of  John  Bridgman  Esq.,  collector  of  his  Majesty’s 
Customs  in  that  island,  and  eldest  daughter  of  Mrs.  Hall  of  this  town.  And 
in  March  1813  it  announces  the  death  at  Mrs.  Hall’s  house  in  this  town  of 
Sophia,  eldest  daughter  of  John  Bridgman,  aged  14. 
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BUXTON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars. 


CAN  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Durham  boy  of  this  name  among 

his  past  or  present  scholars. 

27.  CAPELL  Edward.  I have  followed  the  D.  N.  B.  in  burying  him  at  Fornham 

All  Saints.  But  I have  a strong  suspicion  that  it  should  be  Stanton  All 

Saints. 

33.  CAREW  Isaac.  He  died  aged  68.  His  tombstone  is  in  Wickham  Market 
churchyard. 

43.  CARTER  Thomas.  Rector  of  Houghton  (not  Roughton). 

90.  CHAPMAN  Edward  Palmer.  Died  at  Canterbury,  New  Zealand,  about  13 
years  ago. 

203.  204.  COLK.  I am  told  that  one  of  these  two  was  Martin  Colk,  afterwards  a 
medical  man. 

220.  COLLINS  Thomas  Lakeman.  Now  on  the  Stock  Exchange. 

248.  COOPER  Robert.  Died  at  Glenelg  on  Easter  day  1908  aged  61  years. 

262.  CORDELL  John.  Born  at  Long  Melford  Nov.  1646. 

263.  CORDELL  Robert.  Bapt.  at  Long  Melford  May  1648.  Buried  there  Oct. 

1681. 

265.  CORDELL  Edmund.  Bapt.  at  Long  Melford  Jan.  1653.  Buried  there  Feb. 

1684. 

266.  CORDELL  Charles.  Bapt.  at  Long  Melford  July  1658.  Buried  there  March 

1681. 

CORRANCE  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars.  He  must  be  earlier  than  any  of  those 
that  I have  in  my  list. 

279.  COTMAN  Lewis  Marcell.  I have  no  authority  for  including  him. 
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25.  DANIEL  John  Edge.  I have  no  authority  to  include  this  boy. 

20.  21.  22.  DALTON.  Rowland  Dalton,  father  of  these  three  boys,  died  Aug. 
1890  aged  89,  and  lies  in  Bury  cemetery. 

DAVY . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name  among 

his  past  or  present  scholars. 

87.  DENNY  Richard  Cooke.  Died  Oct.  1890. 

DUDLEY  Matthew.  Eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Dudley  of  Clapton,  Northants., 
who  was  baronetted  in  Aug.  1660.  He  succeeded  his  father  as  second 
baronet  in  1670.  M.P.  for  Northampton  and  Hunts,  1703 — 15.  F.R.S. 
Died  April  1721.  My  reason  for  including  him  will  be  found  under  Charles 
FITZROY,  duke  of  Grafton. 


44.  ETHERIDGE . I think  this  must  be  a son  of  Anthony  Etheridge  of 

Stoke  Ferry.  His  youngest  son,  Charles,  died  Nov.  1833  aged  9,  and  has  a 
tombstone  in  Stoke  Ferry  churchyard.  It  could  not  be  him. 


FITZROY  Charles,  duke  of  Grafton.  Born  Oct.  1683.  Son  of  Charles,  first 
duke,  who  was  killed  Oct.  1690.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  duke  before 
he  was  seven  years  old.  Died  May  1757. 

I must  explain  on  what  authority  I include  him.  Four  volumes  of  this 
Suffolk  Green  Book  series  contain  the  letters  and  diary  of  John  Hervey,  Earl 
of  Bristol.  Among  the  letters  is  one  from  Lord  Bristol  to  Mr.  Alderman 
Tumor,  Comptroller  of  ye  ffree-school  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  It  is  dated 
April  1721.  Mr.  Alderman  Tumor  was  an  old  Bury  school  boy  and  so  was 
Lord  Bristol.  Both  were  also  Governors  of  the  school.  From  this  letter  it 
appears  that  the  Governors  were  intending  to  build,  and  had  asked  Lord 
Bristol  to  ask  certain  persons  to  subscribe.  And  he  writes  to  say  how  he  had 
got  on  with  them.  He  says : — The  duke  of  Grafton  hath  promised  to 
— subscribe  but  hath  not  yet  named  ye  sum ; Lord  Cornwallis  hath  done  ye 
— same;  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  hath  actually  subscribed  ten  guineas;  Sir 
— Mathew  Dudley  five  guineas,  and  Mr.  Maynard  five  guineas;  Sir 
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— Marmaduke  Wyvell  told  my  messenger  he  would  come  and  see  me  and 
— would  then  subscribe,  but  I have  not  yet  received  ye  favour  of  a visilt  from 
— him  ; Lord  Guilford  excused  himself  from  ye  hardness  of  ye  times  and  ye 
—scarcity  of  money. — (II.  p.  145.) 

Now  of  those  seven  persons  I had  three  in  my  list  before  I noticed  this 
letter,  viz.  Lord  Cornwallis,  Mr.  Maynard  and  Sir  Marmaduke  Wyvell.  They 
were  certainties  for  other  reasons.  Lord  Guilford’s  father,  uncles  and  many 
other  of  his  relations  (see  North),  were  all  at  Bury  school,  and  so  he  is  very 
likely  to  have  been  there  too.  Sir  Mathew  Dudley  was  a gentleman  of 
Northants.  and  Hunts.,  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  Suffolk;  and  so  it  is  not 
likely  that  he  would  have  been  asked  to  subscribe  unless  he  were  an  old  Bury 
school  boy.  I therefore  consider  it  as  certain  as  anything  can  be  which  is  not 
quite  certain  that  all  these  seven  gentlemen  who  were  asked  to  subscribe  were 
old  Bury  school  boys,  and  would  not  have  been  asked  if  they  had  not  been. 
The  only  exception  may  be  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  who  may  have  been 
offered  the  privilege  of  subscribing  by  reason  of  his  office,  which  connected 
him  with  the  school.  That  is  my  reason  for  including  the  duke  of  Grafton, 
which  it  was  impossible  to  put  more  shortly.  He  is  made  still  more  likely  by 
the  fact  that  his  mother  married  secondly  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  who  had  been 
at  Bury  school  himself  and  might  be  likely  to  recommend  it  for  his  stepson. 

FRESTON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1690  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars.  He  will  not  fit  any  of  the  Frestons  that 
I have  got,  and  so  must  be  another  one. 


40.  GEORGE  . My  guess  at  the  identity  of  this  boy  is  wrong. 

141.  GRAHAM  Albert.  He  was  the  Bishop’s  youngest  son.  His  date  at  school 
should  be  1857 — 65.  He  went  up  to  Christ’s  Coll.,  hut  did  not  graduate. 

167.  GREENFIELD  John  Tyndale.  Went  into  the  Royal  .'\rtillery.  Cadet  Aug. 
1858.  Captain  June  1873.  Died  at  Pan  Dec.  1 876. 

193.  GUNN  Joshua.  Was  rector  of  Redgrave.  Died  May  1760  aged  33. 
Tombstone  in  Redgrave  ciiurch. 
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TIEIGHAM  . Under  No.  139,  N.B.,  I said  that  only  one  of  his  sons 

seemed  to  have  come  to  Bury  school.  But  Mr.  Horace  Barker  has  since 
shown  me  an  old  school  play-bill  of  Jan.  1785,  in  which  two  Master  Heighams 
appear.  So  that  probably  one  of  the  brothers  of  Henry  Heigham,  No.  140, 
must  be  added  to  this  list. 

159.  HERVEY  Henry  Arthur  William.  Died  in  London  May  1908  aged  76. 
Buried  at  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight. 

201 — 206.  HOGG  William  Samuel.  Born  1813. 

George.  Born  c.  1818.  Sons  of  William  Hogg  of  Biggleswade. 

N.B. — These  two  boys  were  grandsons  of  George  Hogg  of  King’s  Lynn, 
and  nephews  of  Rev.  Edward  Hogg,  rector  of  Fornham  St.  Martin.  They  are 
two  of  the  boys  numbered  201 — 206,  but  it  is  not  clear  which  two. 


JERMYN  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  this  name  among  his  past  or 

present  scholars.  This  would  almost  certainly  be  Thomas,  only  surviving  son 
of  Thomas,  Lord  Jermyn  of  Rushbrook  ; baptized  at  Rushbrook  Dec.  1677  ; 
buried  there  Jan.  1693  aged  15.  He  was  in  a boat  on  the  Thames  at 
London  opposite  the  Strand,  when  the  mast  fell  upon  him  and  killed  him. 
His  marble  effigy  is  in  Rushbrook  church. 


28.  KERRICH  John.  A letter  from  him  to  Samuel  Kerrich  D.D.,  dated  Aug.  17, 

*735,  shows  that  he  was  then  thinking  of  coming  to  practice  at  Bury, 
succeeding  Dr.  Hartley  who  was  leaving  in  six  weeks.  “ I think  I can  go 
thither  with  a fair  prospect,  but  yet  am  afraid.”  However,  he  came.  He  had 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Simon  Patrick,  and  granddaughter  of  Simon 
, Patrick,  bishop  of  Ely. 

29.  KERRICH  Simon.  Born  Feb.  1731.  Eldest  son  of  Dr.  John  Kerrich, 

No.  28.  Adm.  to  Benet  Coll.,  Cambridge,  Oct.  1747.  Died  an  under- 
graduate. 

30.  KERRICH  Walter.  Third  son  of  Dr.  John  Kerrich.  Adm.  to  Cath.  Coll. 

May  1753.  Chancellor’s  medallist  1758.  Was  rector  of  St.  Clement’s, 
Eastcheap,  from  Nov.  1760  till  his  death.  Also  (I  think)  rector  of  Chigwell,

Essex.  Canon  of  Salisbury.  Married  Christian  Wenyeve  of  Brettenham, 
Suff.,  and  had  a daughter  known  as  “the  Salisbury  trinket.”  Died  July  1803. 

Mr.  Albert  Hartshorne,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the  other  extracts 
from  Kerrich  letters  in  his  possession,  sends  me  this  extract  of  a letter  from 
Dr.  John  Kerrich  to  Samuel  Kerrich,  dated  April  19,  1758. — As  to  the  medal, 
— Walter  sends  me  word  that  he  may  not  have  it  yet  this  twelve  month,  the 
— duke  of  Newcastle  intending  to  get  a new  die,  as  the  present  is  not  enough 
— like  his  Majesty,  whose  face  is  on  one  side,  the  Vice-Chancellor  presenting 
— the  medal  to  the  two  batchelors  on  the  other,  with  something  wrote 
— underneath,  but  what  I cannot  tell  you,  and  the  name  of  the  person  and 
— college  upon  the  edge.  The  value  15  guineas. — Then  follows  an  account 
of  the  examination. 

31.  KERRICH  Thomas.  Fourth  surviving  and  youngest  son  of  Dr.  John  Kerrich. 
The  difference  in  his  age  as  given  in  the  Horringer  register  and  on  his 
tombstone,  73  and  76,  is  accounted  for,  I think,  by  the  tombstone  reckoning 
his  age  from  the  birth  of  another  Thomas,  who  died  in  infancy.  The  long 
interval  between  his  leaving  the  University  and  taking  his  degree  was  probably 
the  result  of  religious  or  other  scruples.  Mr.  Hartshorne  has  sent  me  this 
extract  from  a letter  written  by  his  mother  to  Samuel  Kerrich  D.D.  It  is 
dated  June  25  (probably  1761). — I am  at  this  time  under  no  small  concern 
— about  my  youngest  son,  who  last  Ladyday  took  orders  quite  his  own  choise, 

— but  upon  what  motives  I don’t  know  he  resigned  them  last  week.  He  went 
— to  London  about  10  days  ago,  and  last  Post  I was  acquainted  with  this  step 

— of  his,  which  surprized  me  greatly,  as  you  will  imagine. — 

N.B. — John  Kerrich,  the  second  son,  appears  not  to  have  gone  to  Bury 
school,  probably  on  account  of  bad  health.  His  father  writes  to  Simon 
Kerrich  of  Harleston  on  Dec.  13,  1761  : — By  the  time  you  receive  this,  if  not 

— before.  Jack  will  be  set  out  for  Falmouth,  in  order  to  embark  for  Lisbon 
— and  Naples,  on  account  of  his  health. — He  married  his  first  cousin,  Amelia 
Kerrich  of  Harleston,  and  died  in  1795  aged  62. 


105.  LOFFT  Robert  Emlyn.  Died  Sept.  1847. 

LUCAS . I had  none  in  my  list  between  1630  and  1730.  But  as  Dr. 

Leeds  includes  the  name  among  his  past  or  present  scholars  from  Suffolk, 
there  must  have  been  some  between  1660  and  1690.  They  are  pretty  certain 
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to  have  been  the  numerous  sons  of  Gibson  Lucas  of  Horringer,  No.  132,  who 
would  have  been  just  of  the  right  date. 

6.  7.  MCINTYRE.  One  of  these  two  was  John. 

HADDOCKS  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars.  Probably  from  Troston  near  Bury. 

33.  MALKIN  Benjamin  Heath.  Born  Sept.  1797.  Second  (not  eldest)  son. 

Buried  in  the  Cathedral  at  Calcutta. 

34.  MALKIN  Frederick.  Third  (not  second)  son. 

35.  MALKIN  Arthur  Thomas.  Fourth  (not  third)  son.  Born  1803.  Died 

Nov.  1888.  Buried  in  Highgate  cemetery. 

MILESON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars. 

NORTH  Francis.  Born  Dec.  1673.  Eldest  son  of  Francis  NORTH,  Lord 
Guilford,  No.  3r.  Succeeded  his  father  as  second  Lord  Guilford  Sept.  1685. 
Matric.  at  Oxford,  Trin.  Coll.,  Feb.  1689.  Died  Oct.  1729.  Buried  at 
Wroxton.  My  reason  for  including  him  is  the  same  as  that  for  including  the 
duke  of  Grafton.  (See  Fitzroy  p.  446).  Besides  that.  Dr.  Leeds  includes  a 
North  among  his  scholars  who  will  not  fit  any  of  the  Norths  that  I have  got, 
but  who  will  fit  this  one. 

NORTON  . Dr.  Leeds  in  1691  includes  a Suffolk  boy  of  this  name 

among  his  past  or  present  scholars.  This  I think  must  have  been  an  earlier 
one  than  No  37. 

65.  PEARSON  . I think  this  is  George  Edward,  son  of  George  ^Villiam 

Pearson  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  builder;  born  May  1833;  died  Feb.  1888; 
buried  in  Bury  cemetery. 

108.  SHORT  Richard.  Only  son  of  Richard  Short.  Adm.  to  Pembroke  Coll. 

Dec.  1660,  having  migrated  from  Christ’s  Coll.  B.A.  1664. 

107.  SHORT  Thomas.  I had  not  noticed  till  now  that  he  is  in  the  D.  N.  B.  He 
was  created  M.D.  in  1668,  and  elected  a fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
in  July  1675.  He  was  a Roman  Catholic.  Died  Sept.  1OS5.  Buried  in  St. 
James’  chapel,  London.  'Phe  1).  N.  B.  says  he  was  born  at  Easton,  which 
should  be  Euston. 
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227.  SPENCER  . It  is  possible  that  this  may  be  Charles  Spencer,  afterwards 

third  Earl  of  Sunderland,  who  formed  the  great  library  at  Althorp.  Dr. 
Randall’s  lines  seem  to  describe  a statesman  rather  than  a lawyer.  He  was 
born  in  1674,  succeeded  his  father  in  Oct.  1702,  died  April  1722.  But  this  is 
a mere  suggestion. 

244.  STANLEY  Harry  Merridew.  Born  May  1865.  At  Bury  school  1878 — 81. 

Now  member  of  the  firm  of  St.  Quintin,  Son  and  Stanley,  surveyors  etc.,  50 
Threadneedle  street,  E.C. 

245.  STANLEY  Herbert.  Born  April  1868.  Now  managing  director  of  Messrs. 

Fraser  Ltd.,  Wepener,  Orange  River  Colony.  Mayor  of  VVepener. 

246.  STANLEY  Frank.  Born  Oct.  1869.  At  Bury  school  1879 — 80.  Now 

a clerk  in  the  city  of  London. 

TRIMNELL  Charles.  Bapt.  May  1663  at  Abbots  Ripton,  Hunts.  Eldest 
surviving  son  of  Charles  Trimnell.  Was  at  Winchester  and  New  Coll., 
Oxford.  B.A.  1685.  Domestic  chaplain  to  Lord  Sunderland  at  Althorpe, 
and  rector  of  Brington.  Bishop  of  Norwich  1708.  Bishop  of  Winchester 
July  1721.  Died  at  Farnham  Aug.  1723.  Buried  in  Winchester  Cathedral. 
In  D.  N.  B. 

This  is  a very  doubtful  boy.  The  reason  for  including  him  is  the  same 
as  that  for  including  the  duke  of  Grafton,  but  much  weakened  by  the  fact 
that  he  might  have  been  asked  to  subscribe  as  bishop  of  the  diocese  and  as 
being  officially  connected  with  the  school.  He  was  tutor  to  Charles  Spencer, 
afterwards  third  earl  of  Sunderland,  whom  I have  suggested  as  a possible  Bury 
boy.  (See  Fitzroy  and  Spencer,  both  in  Additions.) 

CALVERT  . In  school  lists,  sixth  form,  1844 — 46.  Captain  1845 — 46- 

Foreigner.  As  he  is  not  in  the  list  of  Admissions  I imagine  that  he  must  be 
Frederick,  No.  15,  come  back  again  from  Rugby.  If  not,  he  must  be  an 
additional  boy.  I know  not  who. 

GREEN  . In  school  list  for  1821.  First  form.  Foreigner. 

GREEN  . In  school  lists  for  1826,  1827.  Foreigner. 

GREEN  . In  school  list  for  1827  only.  Foreigner.  These  three  boys 

have  accidentally  slipped  out  from  the  main  list. 
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LIST  I.  1650. 

I have  not  seen  the  original  of  this  list,  but  only  a copy  of  it  made  in  or  about  1817  and  entered 
into  the  volume  that  contains  the  annual  lists  beginning  with  that  year.  It  is  not  dated, 
but  from  the  names  of  the  Governors  I gather  that  it  must  be  for  the  year  1650.  Each  boy 
is  admitted  by  a Governor.  These  are  the  Governors  named  : Messrs.  Adams,  Barker, 
Chapman,  Chaplin,  Cobbes,  Lelam,  .Smith  and  White.
